The  chief  end  of  all  poultry  is,  of 
course,  the  sustainment  of  human  life. 
It  is  really  for  this  end  that  poultry  as- 
sociations labor  to  produce  perfect  spec- 
imens, fowls  that  will  lay  the  greatest 
possible  number  of  eggs  or  other  breeds 
that  will  be  suitable  for  the  table. 

The  chicken  of  commerce  is  now 
raised  by  the  farmer's  wife  in  the  old- 
fashioned  way  by  setting  hens,  but  the 
poultryman  with  his  incubators  and  his 
broiler  farm  is  gradually  forcing  his 
way  to  the  front.  If  it  were  not  that 
he  usually  tries  to  secure  private  cus- 
tomers at  high  prices  he  would  be  better 
known  on  South  Water  street  and  the 
Haymarket  than  he  now  is.  lie  is  the 
coming  man,  and  if  one  starts  in  with- 
out expecting  too  much  and  possessed  of 
enough  ready  money  and  patience  to 
tide  him  over  the  first  year  and  a  half, 
he  should  succeed. 

There  are  many  styles  of  incubators, 
some  of  which  are  good  and  some  of 
which  are  not.  It  is  not  well  to  get  too 
cheap  a  machine.  Galvanized  tanks  will 
wear  out  quickly  and  open  seams  in  cheap 
hot  air  machines  will  cost  more  than 
the  machine.  Any  incubator  company 
will  be  glad  to  furnish  plans  of  incu- 
bator cellars,  and  designs  can  be  also 
M<3  of  them  for  brooding  houses.  The 
writer  favors  sectional  brooders,  be- 
lieving that  with  a  long  hot  water  sys- 
tem it  is  hard  to  suit  all  the  different 
ages  of  chickens. 

A  good  house  for  laying  stock  is  de- 
scribed in  the  July  number  of  Amer- 
ican Poultry  Journal.  It  has  been 
found  that  it  is  unwise  to  give  more 
than  ten  or  twelve  hens  to  one  cock 
where  it  is  desired  to  hatch  eggs.  The 
marketing  of  chickens  is  the  place 
where  many  an  otherwise  successful 
breeder  has  failed.  A  consultation  of 
the  following  article  will  clear  up  some 
highly-colored  ideas  of  the  price  to  be 
obtained,  which  may  exist  in  the  mind 
of  the  intending  breeder.  There  is 
money  in  raising  chickens  but  it  has  to 
be  worked  for,  just  as  money  in  the 
railroad  business  or  the  printing  bus- 
iness has  to  be  worked  for.  The  work  of 
cleaning  out  chicken  houses  is  hard  and 
is  not  a  very  clean  job,  but  it  is  not  de- 
grading or  dishonorable,  and  if  it  is  not 
done  the  chickens  will  not  return  the 
profits  they  should. 

The  chicken  that  is  usually  seen  on 
the  market  is  a  mongrel— a  scrub  of  no 


particular  breed.  This  is  regretted  by 
the  commission  men,  for  a  thorough- 
bred will  bring  a  higher  price  and  there- 
fore a  larger  commission  to  him.  The 
breed  most  sought  after  by  buyers  is 
the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock.  This  is 
because  it  is  well  knit  and  inclined  to 
be  plump,  dresses  well  and  has  yellow 
skin  and  legs.  Other  breeds,  such  as 
Wyandottes  or  White  or  Bulf  Plymouth 
Rocks,  or  Light  Brahmas,  or  Black 
Langshans  would  sell  at  about  the  same 
price  were  they  received  in  large  quan 
titles  or  even  in  lots  of  a  coop  if  it  con- 
tained only  one  breed.  Leghorns,  or 
any  of  the  strictly  egg- laying  breeds,  are 
at  a  decided  discount.  They  are  thin 
and  scrawny  when  dressed  and  present 
a  very  poor  appearance. 

It  is  not  always  best  to  send  very 
heavy  stock  to  the  market.  The  de- 
mand from  September  Ist  to  February 
1st  is  for  hens  or  pullets  weighing 
from  4  to  63^  lbs.,  at  about  7  cts.  per  lb., 
and  stock  weighing  from  2}^  to  3^4 
lbs.  will  be  almost  unsalable,  bringing 
3^  to  1  ct.  lower.  From  February  1st  to 
August  1st  or  loth  the  arrangement  is 
reversed  and  small  birds  are  in  demand 
at  3^  to  1  ct.  higher  than  large.  During 
February,  March,  April  and  May,  hens 
weighing  4  to  6  lbs.  will  bring  8  to  9  cts. 
per  lb.,  this  being  lower  always  than  the 
price  paid  for  springs. 

This  peculiarity  of  the  market  has 
been  commented  on  before,  but  I  think 
that  the  real  reason  for  it  is  that  the 
people  wish  to  buy  a  chicken  and  will 
only  pay  a  certain  price  for  it.  When 
prices  are  high  they  buy  a  small  fowl 
and  when  prices  are  low  a  large  one.  I 
have  been  speaking  of  chickens  termed 
springs  and  hens  not  over  a  year  and  a 
half  old.  Old  roosters  bring  li2to2i,, 
ctP.  lower  than  these.  Fancy  stock,  that 
is,  some  that  is  in  first  class  shape,  prop- 
erly packed  or  crated  and  just  the 
proper  weight  and  size,  will  always 
bring  still  a  little  higher  than  the  mar- 
ket for  first  class  stock. 

Broilers  weigh  from  l.i^  to  2  lbs.,  and 
will  bring  in  March,  April  and  May 
from  ©21^  to  $6  per  dozen,  depending 
upon  their  appearance,  weight  and  con- 
dition. After  May  1st  and  until  July 
or  August  broilers  will  bring  about  10 
cts.  per  lb.  After  August  they  are  not 
on  the  market  in  any  quaatity  and  are 
denominated  springs.  Roasters  weigh 
from  21.;  to  5  lbs.,  and  during  April, 
May  and  June  they  will  command  10 
cts.  per  lb.  at  least,  and  fancy  stock  will 
bring  several  cts.  higher.  After  June 
the  market  is  well  supplied  and  the 
price  falls  to  10  cts.  for  fine  stock  and 
8  or  St  cts.  for  seconds.  The  very  early 
market  for  broilers  and  roasters  is  sup- 
plied from  the  cold  storage  houses. 
They  buy  in  the  fall  whenever  there  is 
a  low  market  and  unload  in  Febuary 
and  the  early  part  of  March. 

Capons  are  in  good  demand  in  winter. 


and  at  present  the  demand  is  for  dressed 
capons.  One  firm  reports  receiving  as 
high  as  50  barrels  a  day  right  along  last 
winter.  These  capons  bring  from  12  to 
15  cts.  per  lb.,  and  the  fatter  and  larger 
the  fowl  the  higher  the  price.  There 
are  very  few  capons  put  on  the  market 
in  Chicago  except  in  winter,  although 
they  could  be  sold  at  good  prices  at  any 
time  if  sent  in  sufficient  quantities. 
Slips,  which  are  imperfectly  caponized 
fowls  will  bring  8  to  10  cts.,  per  lb., 
while  real  capons  are  selling  for  12  to  15 
cts.  per  lb. 

Ducks  are  always  in  good  demand  in 
Chicago,  and  bring  from  ^.j  ct.  to  2  cts. 
per  lb.  higher  than  chickens.  White 
ducks  bring  a  higher  price  than  the 
Rouen  or  other  colored  varieties. 

Geese  are  sold  in  very  large  quan- 
tities, as  many  as  five  carloads  being  re- 
ceived in  one  day  in  November,  al- 
though the  average  would  be  about 
three  carloads.  Prices  vary  greatly,  de- 
pending on  the  size,  condition,  weight 
and  breed,  for  some  breeds  are  coarse 
meated  and  not  popular.  The  average 
small  goose,  weighing  from  8  to  11  or  12 
lbs.,  sells  for  .ip5.50  to  S6  per  doz.,  feath- 
ered alive;  §3.50  to  $4  per  doz.  if  plucked. 
Better  stock  will  bring  $8  to  .^9  per  doz., 
and  fancy  stock,  weighing  18  to  20  lbs., 
will  sell  often  for  $24  a  dozen  alive. 
Many  of  the  geese  sold  in  Chicago  are 
taken  home  and  stall  fed  for  a  few 
weeks  to  make  them  fat  enough  to  kill. 
It  is  a  great  mistake  to  send  a  poor 
goose  to  market. 

Turkeys  are  in  great  demand  always, 
and  around  Thanksgiving  Day  the  de- 
mand is  for  those  weighing  9  lbs.  or 
over  and  the  heavier  the  better.  Small 
weight  sell  best  around  Christmas  and 
after  New  Years.  The  price  for  turkeys  is 
usually  highest  two  or  three  days  before 
a  holiday,  and  it  runs  from  8  cts.  a  lb.  to 
13  cts.,  according  to  the  condition  of  the 
stock,  the  amount  on  the  market  and 
the  weather. 

Pigeons  are  coming  to  the  front  rap- 
idly as  a  food  and  there  are  large  quan- 
tities sold  in  Chicago.  A  large  part  of 
the  demand  for  pigeons  is  for  trap- 
shooting.  Around  every  holiday  in  the 
year  shooting  matches  are  held  just 
outside  almost  every  city  in  the  coun- 
try, and  an  enormous  number  of  pigeons 
are  sacrificed.  Most  matches  are  held 
around  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanks- 
giving, but  Decoration  Day,  New  Years 
ana  Christmas  also  number  their  events. 
Prices  range  from  65  cts.  a  doz.  for  old 
pigeons  dead  to  90  cts.  for  the  same  live, 
and  from  90  cts.  to  .$1.25  per  doz.  for 
squab  alive.  As  in  otherpoultry,  higher 
prices  will  be  paid  for  better  stock. 

The  enormity  of  the  egg  trade  is 
hardly  realized  and  the  consumption  is 
not  confined  to  those  eaten,  for  a  very 
large  number  are  used  in  the  arts. 
Large  eggs  of  the  same  color  will  bring 
a  higher  price  than  small  mixed  eggs, 
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and  clean  eggs  are  sure  to  bring  better 
prices  than  dirty  ones,  Prices  are  high- 
est from  October  Ist  to  March  1st  to 
^  iDth.  The  maximum  is  reached  in 
February  when  fresh  stock  will  some- 
times bring  30  cts.  a  doz.,  although 
around  25  cts.,  or  even  22  cts.  is  more 
general.  Cold  storage  eggs  are  collected 
through  April,  May  and  on  till  August 
or  September,  and  are  put  on  the  mar- 
ket in  January,  February  and  March. 
None  but  large,  clean  eggs  will  be 
stored,  all  the  small,  dirty  eggs  being 
sold  at  once  at  10  to  11  cts.  a  doz.  This 
spring  435,000  cases  of  eggs  were  put  in 
cold  storage  in  Chicago. 

Southern  eggs  are,  as  a  rule,  smaller 
than  Northern  eggs  and  bring  a  lower 
price  except  in  January  when  they 
bring  the  same  price. 

The  market  for  feathers  is  one  that  is 
overlooked  by  many  poultry  raisers. 
Not  only  geese  and  duck  feathers  are  in 
demand,  but  turkey  and  chicken  feath 
ers  also  meet  with  a  ready  sale.  The 
price  for  prime  white  geese  feathers 
runs  about  32  to  40  cts.  a  lb.,  and  gray 
and  mixed  gray  and  white  from  28  to  34 
or  35  cts.  If  datnp  the  feathers  will 
only  bring  10  to  20  cts.  White  duck 
feathers,  if  dry,  range  from  25  to  31  cts  , 
and  colored  duck  feathers  birng  5  cts. 
lower.  Chicken  body  feathers,  dry  and 
in  prime  condition,  will  sell  for  2  to  3 
cts.  per  lb.,  but  if  they  are  at  all  damp 
or  musty  1  to  1^  cts.  is  all  they  are 
worth,  and  it  is  always  possible  that  no 
sale  can  be  made  of  them.  Turkey 
feathers  are  classiQed.  Body  feathers, 
if  dry,  sell  for  2  or  3  cts.  per  lb.;  tail 
feathers  from  10  to  18  cts.;  wing  and 
pointers  from  4  to  12  cts.  Turkey  feath- 
ers should  always  be  sorted  and  shipped 
in  different  packages,  as  they  will  com 
mand  a  much  higher  price  than  if 
mixed.  For  all  feathers,  except  the 
soft  body  feathers,  boxes  should  be 
used  as  the  quills  are  no  good  if  broken. 

In  shipping  live  poultry  care  should 
be  taken  that  the  coops  are  not  over- 
crowded. Coops  for  chickens  should  be 
48  in.  long,  30  in.  wide  and  14  in.  high. 
It  is  well  to  divide  these  coops  in  the 
center,  making  two  compartments  2 1  by 
30  in.  One  of  these  double  coops  should 
not  be  made  to  carry  more  than  35  small 
chickens  or  25  large  hens  and  a  still 
smaller  number  of  roosters,  if  they  are 
very  large.  Needless  to  say  none  but 
strong,  well  made  coops  should  be 
used. 

For  turkeys  and  geese  the  coop  should 
measure  48  in.  long,  30  in.  wide  and  24 
in.  high.  The  number  of  fowls  to  be 
placed  in  one  coop  will  depend  entirely 
on  their  size,  but  crowding  the  coop 
will  prove  to  be  a  very  expensive  mat- 
ter, as  suffocated  birds  are  quite  unpop- 
ular. 

Two  houses  in  Chicago  receive  about 
600  coops  each  daily  of  chickens,  tur- 
keys, ducks  and  geese.     The  whole 


trade  receive  between  2,400  and  3,000 
coops  a  day.  Some  of  this  stock  goes  to 
New  York,  but  most  of  it  is  consumed 
in  Chicago.  It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that 
when  in  Chicago  springs  are  7  cts.  and 
hens  are  t?  cts.  that  in  New  York  hens 
are  7  cts.  and  springs  are  (5  cts.,  and  vice 
versa.  The  commission  merchants  by 
close  watching  are  able  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  and  ship  to  one  point  or 
the  other. 

The  season  for  dressed  poultry  runs 
from  about  November  10th  to  April  1st, 
and  during  that  time  it  is  best  to  send 
dressed  stock,  as  the  danger  of  losing 
birds  by  exposure  to  the  cold  is  done 
away  with.  But  at  the  same  time  the 
demand  of  the  Jewish  trade,  which  is 
for  live  hens  only,  keeps  right  up,  and 
this  trade  is  quite  a  large  part  of  the 
demand. 

The  preparation  of  dressed  poultry  is 
an  operation  that  should  be  carefully 
attended  to.  The  subjects  should  be 
kept  without  food  for  24  hours,  as  full 
crops  injure  the  appearance  and  are 
liable  to  sour,  and  when  this  happens 
the  whole  upper  portion  of  the  body  be 
comes  discolored,  causing  the  fowl  to 
bring  a  very  low  price. 

Chickens  should  be  killed  by  bleeding 
in  the  mouth  or  opening  the  veins  of 
the  neck.  They  should  be  hung  by  the 
feet  until  properly  bled.  The  head  and 
feet  should  be  left  on  and  the  intestines 
and  crop  should  not  be  removed. 
Scalded  chickens  sell  best  to  home  trade 
and  dry  picked  best  to  shippers,  so  that 
either  style  will  do  if  well  done.  For 
scalding  chickens  the  water  should  be 
almost  boiling.  The  legs  should  be 
picked  dry  and  the  chicken  should  then 
be  held  by  the  head  and  legs  and  be  im 
mersed  three  times.  If  the  head 
touches  the  hot  water  it  changes  color 
and  buyers  think  the  fowl  has  been 
sick.  The  feathers  should  be  removed 
as  soon  as  the  chicken  is  taken  out  of 
the  water,  and  the  next  step  is  to  plump 
the  chicken,  that  is,  hold  it  in  water 
nearly  or  quite  boiling  hot  for  ten  sec 
onds  and  then  quickly  plunge  it  in  cold 
water.  The  body  should  then  be  hung 
in  a  cool  place  until  the  animal  heat  is 
entirely  gone.  To  dry  picl^  chickens 
properly  the  work  should  be  done  while 
the  chickens  are  bleeding  and  warm  as 
it  is  harder  to  pick  them  when  cold. 
The  skin  should  not  be  torn  or  broken. 

The  same  rules  will  apply  to  turkeys, 
except  that  dressed  turkeys  always 
bring  higher  prices  if  dry  picked  as  the 
appearance  is  so  much  brighter. 

Ducks  and  geese  require  more  time 
for  the  water  to  penetrate  and  loosen 
the  feathers.  It  is  customary  to  leave 
the  feathers  on  the  heads  and  for  two 
or  three  inches  on  the  neck.  It  is  never 
advisable  to  pick  geese  and  ducks  just 
before  killing  for  the  purpose  of  saving 
the  feathers,  as  the  skin  becomes  in 


flamed  and  the  price  therefore  deterior 
ates. 

Before  packing  and  shipping,  poultry 
should  be  thoroughly  dry  and  cold  but 
not  frozen.  Pack  in  boxes  or  barrels. 
Boxes  holding  100  to  200  pounds  are 
preferable  and  they  should  be  packed 
snugly.  The  body  and  legs  should  be 
straightened  out  so  that  they  will  not 
arrive  bent  and  twisted.  One  kind  only 
should  be  put  in  a  package  and  the 
weight  should  be  plainly  marked  on 
each  or  barrel.  The  appearance  of  tur 
keys  is  much  improved  by  the  wrap- 
ping of  the  head  in  brown  paper.  Com- 
mission merchants  usually  charge  5  cntes 
for  selling,  and  of  course  the  shipper  has 
to  pay  express  or  freight  charges.  When 
live  poultry  is  sent  by  express  the  same 
company  will  return  the  caop  for  10 
cents,  and  when  eggs  are  sent  that  way 
the  charge  for  return  is  5  cents,  but 
when  poultry  or  eggs  are  sent  by  freight 
they  can  only  be  returned  on  payment  of 
the  regular  freight  charges. 

Poultry  should  be  shipped  so  as  to  ar- 
rive in  Chicago  from  Tuesday  to  Fri- 
day, as  the  end  of  the  week  usually  sees 
a  surplus  to  be  carried  over  to  Monday, 
and  two  or  three  days  in  coops  causes 
quite  a  shrinkage  in  weight.

Matins'  Up  Breeding  Pens. 

IN  last  montli's  article  Mr.  Riggs  Model  Poulry 
House  was  fully  described  and  illustrated. 
This  month  he  outlines  the  work  necessary  for 
January  in  mating  up  breeding  pens.  The  next 
article  In  the  series  will  be  on  liatehing,  housing 
and  feeding  early  hatched  chicks.— Ed. 

The  breeding  pens  should  be  mated 
by  January  Ist  where  it  is  possible  to  do 
so.  There  are  many  reasons  why  this 
is  true.  In  the  first  place,  the  breeding 
pen  requires  different  treatment  than 
does  the  general  flock.  Mated  at  this 
time  the  birds  in  the  breeding  pens  can 
be,  by  reason  of  being  alone,  soon  gotten 
in  the  pink  of  condition.  Even  though 
no  change  in  feed  is  given  they  will  do 
better.  Then,  again,  it  is  none  too  early 
if  we  wish  to  raise  early  birds.  If  mated 
January  1st  we  could  not  set  the  eggs 
until  January  12th  to  16th.  This  would 
bring  your  first  young  chicks  out  from 
February  3d  to  5th,  not  a  day  too  early 
for  the  large  breeds  and  the  American 
classes.  In  fact,  it  is  best  to  hatch  all 
the  chicks  we  can  in  February  and 
March  of  any  breed  if  we  are  prepared 
to  care  for  them  properly.  If  we  are 
not  fully  prepared  to  care  for  them  then 
it  is  unwise  to  bring  them  out  until 
later.  It  is  these  extra  early  birds  that 
give  us  the  winners  at  the  early  fall  and 
winter  shows.  They  will  win  every 
time  over  birds  of  equal  quality  which 
are  hatched  in  April  or  May.  By  No- 
vember 1st  they  are  well  developed  and 
do  not  suffer  cuts  by  reason  of  not  being 
finished.  Nor  are  they  cut  for  weight 
to  amount  to  anything.  We  know  this 
early  in  the  fall  the  merit  of  our  year's 
crop  of  chicks.  Their  good  qualities  as 
■well  as  their  defects  are  developed  and 
we  are  in  splendid  shape  to  begin  our 
year's  sales  of  young  stock  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  our  customers  and  pro- 
fitably to  ourselves.  By  all  means  mate 
•up  the  breeding  pens  at  once,  if  you  can 
possibly  do  so. 

(QUALITY,  NOT  QUANTITY. 

A  mistake  in  mating  means  a  great 
■deal.  It  is  like  a  farmer  planting  poor 
seed  corn  and  in  the  fall  being  rewarded 
for  his  season's  work  by  nubbirgs.  The 
most  common  mistake  in  mating  pens 
is  putting  in  too  many  females.  This  is 
especially  true  of  the  beginner  who  has 
but  one  pen.  He  has  raised  18  to  20 
pullets  from  two  or  three  settings  of 
eggs  purchased  of  a  reliable  breeder. 
The  birds  are  an  even  lot  in  appearance, 
and  he  takes  it  for  granted  all  will  make 
good  breeders.  Here  is  where  he  makes 
a  great  mistake.  He  should  critically 
-examine  each  female,  after  selecting 


the  male  bird.  He  should  take  only  the 
very  best  of  these,  and  if  he  finds  but 
three  or  four  which  fulfil  the  require- 
ments, these  and  these  alone  should  be 
used  in  the  breeding  pens.  By  so  doing 
he  will  raise  stock  superior  to  that  he 
would  secure  by  simply  putting  in  the 
pen  as  many  females  as  the  male  can 
care  for  regardless  of  fitness.  In  the 
fall  he  will  have  a  uniform  and  valuable 
lot  of  chicks,  with  but  few  culls.  He 
can  give  these  chicks  better  care  during 
the  summer  than  he  could  give  three  or 
four  times  the  number.  I  like  to  brted 
from  mature  birds,  but  as  all  our  birds 
must  be  pullets  or  cockerels  before  they 
are  matrons  and  sires  we  must  use 
them  very  often  the  first  year.  If  pos- 
sible mate  pullets  to  a  two  or  three  year- 
old  cock.  In  such  a  male  bird  we  have 
known  quality,  for  most  defects  in  a 
bird  come  out  at  the  time  of  the  first 
moulting  and  surely  at  the  second 
moulting.  Two-year  old  hens  mated  to 
a  cockerel  is  a  most  satisfactory  and 
successful  mating.  We  all  learn  by  ex- 
perience that  chicks  from  hens  are 
more  vigorous  than  chicks  from  pullets. 
Remember  that  in  a  marked  degree 
"like  produces  like."  Do  not  put  a 
fowl  into  your  breeding  pen  that  is  seri- 
ously defective  in  any  point.  Do  not 
make  a  mistake  in  supposing  that  an 
extra  fine  male  will  overcome  serious 
defects  in  his  mates.  It  takes  a  strong 
point  in  either  parent  to  overcome  even 
a  weak  one  in  the  other  parent.  The 
male  bird  may  be  half  the  pen  but  he  is 
nit,  and  can  not  be  more.  As  stated, 
keep  the  females  down  in  number,  look 
ing  to  quality  only.  Select  the  very 
best  male  bird  you  have  and  choose  the 
females  as  nearly  like  him  as  possible, 
instead  of  balancing  defects  and  merit 
and  putting  in  any  large  number  of  fe- 
males. This  thing  of  balancing  defects 
and  merit  and  expecting  a  pen  contain- 
ing a  large  number  of  females  of  only 
ordinary  quality  to  give  us  a  lot  of  extra 
fine  stock  is  a  delusion  and  fraud. 

LINE  BREEDING 

It  is  only  by  line-breeding  that  a  fan 
cier  can  establish  a  strain  of  fowls,  and 
year  after  year  increase  their  size,  vigor 
and  laying  qualities,  and  at  the  same 
time  fix  and  maintain  a  settled  type  of 
the  breed.  It  is  from  such  birds  that 
the  winners  in  the  show  rooms  are  pro- 
duced. It  is  an  impossibility  for  a  fan- 
cier to  succeed  with  any  breed  by  intro- 
ducing into  his  breeding  pens  birds  of 
another  strain  every  year  or  every  two 


years.   By  so  doing  he  wipes  out  half 
of  the  blood  of  his  own  strain  at  one 
stroke.   I  have  bred  along  certain  fixed 
lines  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century.. 
As  a  result  the  type  is  fixed.   In  1892, 
at  one  of  the  largest  exhibitions  held  in 
the  West,  there  was  a  very  big  entry  of 
the  variety  of  fowls  I  breed.   I  had  18 
head  in  the  show.   The  judge,  upon  en- 
tering the  hall,  happened  to  step  into 
the  aisle  where  these  birds  were  placed. 
"Hello!  Bigg  has  some  birds  here,"  he 
remarked  to  those  present.   He  did  not 
know  I  was  to  exhibit,  but  he  knew  the 
birds  the  moment  his  eyes  rested  upon 
them.   He  knew  them  because  the  type 
is  BO  fixed  as  to  give  them  an  individu- 
ality which  he  could  not  help  but  notice 
in  meeting  these  birds  at  various  shows 
where  he  ofliciated.   It  is  such  birds  we 
want  -  birds  of  a  fixed  type,  no  matter 
what  variety  we  are  breeding.  Individ- 
ual excellence  and  ancestry  are  the  two 
most  important  considerations  in  breed- 
ing stock.   Individual  merit  alone  can- 
not be  relied  upon  always,  for  from 
birds  of  nearly  perfect  standard  require- 
ments we  often  get  a  great  many  poor 
specimens.   A  chance  good  bird  with 
poor  breeding  in  his  blood  is  a  bird 
which  should  7iever  be  used.   On  the 
other  hand,  a  bird  of  good  breeding, 
whose  lineage  is  good,  will,  in  most 
cases,  prove  to  be  a  valuable  breeder. 
My  method  of  breeding  birds  not  closely 
related,  and  avoiding  introducing  for- 
eign blood,  has  proven  eminently  suc- 
cessful.  I  have  used  a  number  of  pens. 
Females  of  the  same  blood  are  selected 
for  each  pen.   These  birds  are  as  nearly 
of  equal  merit  as  possible.   The  male 
selected  is  one  which  meets  whatever 
deficiency  the  females  may  show.  He 
is  especially  strong  where  they  are  de- 
fective, but  only  females  nearly  his 
equal,  or  his  equal,  are  used,  even 
though  the  pen  is  one  containing  but  a 
very  few  females.   Each  year  a  record 
of  every  pen  has  been  carefully  kept. 
Each  pen  is  numbered  and  kept  intact. 
Take  pen  No.  1  for  illustration.   In  this 
pen  year  after  year  are  placed  only  such 
females  as  are  direct  descendents  of  the 
first  and  original  pen  No.  1.   The  male 
mated  with  these  each  year  is  always 
several  generations  removed  from  them. 
After  a  time,  when  a  male  must  be 
mated  with  a  few  to  which  his  lineage 
traces  back,  the  lines  are  still  unbroken, 
and  no  harm  done,  as  only  one  of  the 
females  which  were  in  the  pen  years  ago 
can  be  his  grandmother,  and  she  is  as 
many  times  removed.   Such  a  course  of 
breeding  makes  it  unnecessary  to  intro- 
duce blood  from  another  strain  to  keep 
up  vigor  and  size.   Not  only  this,  but  a 
fancier  so  breeding  can  keep  the  same 
men  as  customers  year  after  year,  by 
giving  them  new  blood  of  the  same 
strain.   It  is  the  position  every  be- 
ginner should  take  on  the  start.   In  a 
very  few  years  he  will  establish  a  strain 
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that  will  bring  him  honor  and  wealth 
and  pleasure.  It's  the  only  way  a  man 
can  successfully  breed  extra  fine  birds 
and  secure  top  prices  for  his  stock. 

BREEDING  PEN  MANAGEMENT. 

Above  and  beyond  all  other  consider- 
ations the  breeding  pen  should  have 
warm,  light  and  roomy  quarters.  We 
must  have  no  inactivity  here.  Try  to 
60  arrange  the  house  that  the  birds  can 
be  kept  busy  scratching  in  straw  or 
some  like  substance.  Do  not  allow 
them  to  go  out  in  the  cold  and  snow,  no 
matter  how  much  you  may  desire  to  do 
80.  It  will  check  egg  production.  Keep 
them  busy  in  the  house  during  January 
and  February.  In  the  morning  give  a 
feed  of  corn  meal,  ground  oats  and 
wheat  bran.  The  night  before  cook 
this  feed  or  mix  with  boiling  water,  not 
forgetting  to  add  a  little  salt.  Do  not 
feed  it  hot  or  sloppy.  Give  every  other 
day  green  cut  bone— about  one  ounce 
for  each  bird.  Keep  grit,  lime  and  char- 
coal before  them.  See  that  they  have  a 
good  dust  bath.  Do  not  feed  pepper  or 
any  of  the  egg  foods  during  the  breed- 
ing season.  Give  a  variety  of  whole 
grain. 

Next  month  I  will  give  my  method  of 
hatching,  housing  and  feeding  extra 
early  hatched  chicks  the  chicks  that 
make  the  breeder,  be  he  marketman  or 
fancier,  the  best  money.

A  Mammoth  Poultry  Farm. 

Last  week  we  made  a  special  visit  to 
the  extensive  poultry  ranch  operated  by 
J.  L.  McKensie,  four  and  a  half  miles 
west  of  Champaign,  111.  We  found 
things  in  apple  pie  order  and  lots  of 
extra  fine  fowls  coming  on  for  the  fall 
and  winter  trade. 

Mr.  McKinzie  has  had  16  years, 
experience  in  mating  and  raising  thor- 
oughbred poultry  and  thoroughly  un- 
derstands the  business.  He  has  ten 
acres  of  ground  for  the  business  and 
has  ten  large  houses  containing  2t) 
breeding  pens  with  large  runs  connected 
with  each  pen,  where  the  breeding  fowls, 
about  200  in  number,  are  confined  most 
of  the  year.  Aside  from  ihese  large 
houses  he  has  about  20  small  brooders 
and  brood  coops  or  houses.  The  chick- 
ens are  hatched  both  by  incubators  and 
hens  and  are  mostly  raised  in  brooders, 
although  quite  a  lot  are  raised  by  hens. 
As  soon  as  the  chicks  are  old  enough  to 
do  without  a  mother  they  are  placed  in 
small  4x6  feet  coops  in  colonies  of  50 
each  and  scattered  over  the  farm,  where 
they  have  fine  range  and  plenty  of 
shade.  The  yards  are  plowed  up  every 
fall  and  sown  to  rye  and  in  the  spring 
planted  to  sunflower  seed  and  corn  for 
shade.  He  also  grows  a  large  amount 
of  cabbage  which  is  stored  away  and 
fed  for  green  feed  in  winter.  He  also 
feeds  cut  clover  hay  during  the  winter. 
This  is  cut  fine  and  scalded  in  the  even 
ing  and  left  to  steam  over  night  and 
mixed  with  bran  and  chop  and  fed  for 
the  morning  meal.  The  pens  are  cov 
ered  with  straw  and  several  times  dur 
ing  the  day  grain  is  scattered  among 
this,  which  induces  the  fowls  to  scratch 
and  take  plenty  of  exercise,  which  is  es. 


sential  to  the  health  of  the  fowl  when 
in  confinement.  Mr.  McKenzie  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  about  700  fine  birds 
and  had  about  300  more  raised  by  his 
friends  at  different  places.  He  makes 
a  specialty  of  Light  Brahmas,  Buff 
Cochins,  White  and  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks,  Black  Langshans,  White  and 
Brown  Leghorns,  White  Holland  and 
Mammoth  Bronze  Turkeys.  He  also 
raises  Black  Cochins,  Indian  and  Pit 
Games,  Blue  Andalusians,  Mottled  An- 
conas.  Black  Minorcas,  Black  Spanish 
and  Games,  Golden  Sebright  and  Pekin 
Bantams,  Belgian  Hares  and  fancy 
pigeons.  The  bantams,  hares  and 
pigeons  are  cared  for  by  his  son,  Dan, 
who,  like  his  father,  is  a  natural  born 
fancier.  In  connection  with  the  poul- 
try business  Mack  raises  Scotch  Collie 
dogs  of  the  most  fashionable  strains. 
He  also  cuts  and  ships  second  crop 
clover  hay  for  poultry  feed.  He  also 
deals  in  poultry  supplies,  such  as  Swan's 
Standard  Roofing  and  Felt  for  lining 
buildings.  Lee's  Lice  Killer,  Gormozone 
for  roup  and  cholera,  crushed  flint  for 
grit,  bone  cutters  and  netting.  He  gets 
calls  for  stock  and  eggs  from  the  Atlan- 
tic to  the  Pacific  and  from  Mexico  to 
Canada.

Suggestions  regarding  tlie  use  of  incubators,  their  care  and  management;  and  tlie  lielp  tliat  is 
often  needed  just  at  tlie  time  when  a  few  words  will  set  one  right  and  ensure  the  best  results.

Incubator  Helps. 

A  good  incubator  only  requires  atten- 
tion morning  and  evening. 

All  incubators,  no  matter  how  good 
they  are,  will  do  better  work  if  given 
the  advantage  of  a  proper  location. 

The  proper  location  is  one  that  fills 
these  requirements:  A  dry,  pure  air, 
free  from  draughts  and  a  room  temper- 
ature between  40  and  80  degrees,  not 
varying  to  exceed  five  degrees  a  day. 

These  conditions  are  usually  found  in 
a  cave  or  cellar  very  seldom  in  a  room 
above  ground.  A  room  above  ground 
possesses  the  advantage  of  drynets,  but 
in  few  instances  is  the  temperature  even 
enough. 

When  we  say  the  room  should  be  dry, 
we  mean  dry.  A  cave  or  cellar  that 
contains  the  slightest  amount  of  water, 
or  is  damp  enough  to  cause  vegetables 
to  mould,  is  not  a  proper  location  for  an 
incubator. 

It  has  been  said  that  an  incubator 
should  not  be  located  in  a  room  con 
taining  vegetables.  If  they  are  dry, 
and  free  from  decay,  we  do  not  think 
they  are  an  injury.  The  idea  to  be 
kept  in  view  is  that  the  air  be  pure,  as 
pure  9s  in  a  living  room  in  a  house. 

To  obtain  this  it  is  necessary  that  the 
room  have  ventilation.  The  lamp  to 
the  incubator  consumes  the  oxygen  in 
the  air  and  pollutes  it,  making  it  neces- 
sary that  fresh  air  be  supplied  from  the 
outside.  We  have  seen  persons  trying 
to  run  an  incubator  in  a  room  so  de- 
ficient in  ventilation  that  a  lamp  burn- 
ing in  the  room  would  almost  go  out 
from  lack  of  oxygen. 

Any  method  of  ventilation  that  avoids 
draughts  is  suitable,  the  best  being  a 
spout— say  six  inches  in  diameter— run- 
ning from  the  bottom  of  the  cave  or 
cellar  to  the  surface.  The  next  best 
would  be  an  opening  of  similar  size  in 
the  top. 

The  requirements  for  successfully 
hatching  eggs  in  an  incubator  are  sim- 
ple. It  is  in  the  application  of  them 
that  people  fail. 

They  consist  of  an  even,  proper  tem- 
perature, a  correct  amount  of  ventil- 
ation and,  in  some  instances,  moisture. 
Moisture  is  not  required  where  proper 
ventilation  can  be  given.  We  will  speak 
more  of  this  later. 

By  an  even  temperature  we  mean  one 
that  doe3  not  vary  more  than  1'^  de- 


grees either  side  of  the  objective  point. 
Say  that  you  aim  to  run  the  temper- 
ature at  1021^.  To  have  success  you 
must  keep  it  between  the  limits  of  101 
and  104.  Any  incubator  located  in  a 
proper  place,  such  as  heretofore  de 
scribed,  that  will  not  maintain  a  tem- 
perature within  these  limits,  has  either 
a  poor  regulator  or  is  not  being  run  ac 
cording  to  the  company's  directions. 

The  proper  temperature  to  run  the 
incubator  is  the  one  that  will  cause  the 
chicks  to  begin  to  hatih  freely  at  about 
the  close  of  the  twentieth  day  of  iacu- 
bation.  The  exact  degree  of  heat  re- 
quired seems  to  vary  in  different  ma- 
chines, depending  somewhat  on  how 
they  are  ventilated  and  the  amount  of 
ventilation  given.  The  best  results  are 
always  gotten  by  maintaining  the  low- 
est average  temperature  that  will  bring 
the  chicks  out  on  time.  Our  experience 
has  been  that  an  average  temperature 
of  102^  will,  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases,  prove  to  be  the  correct  one. 

If,  when  hatched  under  this  temper 
ature,  the  hatching  time  is  delayed, 
raise  the  average  about  one-half  a  de- 
gree for  each  twelve  hours  delay  over 
the  time  above  mentioned.  Per  contra, 
if  the  hatch  comes  ofl:  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  twenty  days,  a  lowering  of 
the  average  temperature  should  be 
made. 

By  average  temperature  we  mean  an 
average  of  the  record  of  the  thermome- 
ter taken  morning  and  evening.  Set 
down  in  parallel  columns  the  reading  of 
the  thermometer  each  morning  and 
night,  taken  before  the  eggs  are  turned 
or  the  temperature  disturbed.  Add  up 
and  divide  by  the  number  of  records  to 
get  the  average  temperature. 

We  regard  this  as  important  as  too 
many  "guess"  that  they  run  the  tem- 
perature at  "about"  such  a  degree, 
when  perhaps  what  they  really  run  the 
machine  at  was  a  degree  or  two  from 
that. 

It  is  important  that  the  temperature 
be  such  as  will  cause  the  chicks  to  hatch 
about  the  close  of  the  twentieth  day. 
If  they  hatch  very  much  sooner  or  later 
than  this  it  will  tell  on  the  vitality  of 
the  chicks,  and  also  on  the  percentage 
hatched.  Nature  sets  the  length  of 
time  for  these  requirements,  and  we 
will  do  well  to  follow  her  rules. 

The  lamp  being  the  source  of  heat  it 
follows  that  the  steadier  and  more  even 


we  maintain  the  flame  of  it,  the  more 
even  the  heat  is  apt  to  be  in  the  egg 
chamber.  Do  not  under  any  circum- 
stances use  cheap  oil.  It  is  surprising 
to  one  that  has  not  used  both,  the  differ- 
ence between  good  oil  and  poor  when 
used  in  an  incubator  lamp.  Good  oil 
gives  a  clear  steady  flame,  without 
crusting  the  wick.  The  lamps  should 
be  trimmed  each  night,  and  the  person 
trimming  them  should  be  careful  to 
have  the  flame  after  trimming  the  exact 
height  it  was  before.  Before  removing^ 
the  lamp  to  trim  it,  look  carefully  at 
the  flame,  fixing  the  exact  height  of  it  ia 
your  mind.  After  trimming,  light  and 
replace  the  lamp,  then  carefully  turn  up 
the  flame  to  the  exact  height  it  was  be- 
fore, looking  at  it  again  in  about  five 
minutes  to  see  that  it  is  not  burning 
higher.  This  may  seem  a  small  matter 
to  some,  but  it  is  not.  If  the  room  is  of 
fairly  uniform  temperature,  and  the 
source  of  heat  be  maintained  uniformly, 
the  temperature  in  the  machine  will  be 
an  even  one,  especially  if  the  regulator 
to  the  machine  is  sensitive  and  in  good 
working  order.  We  have  frequently 
run  machines  where  the  regulator  was 
not  x(  quired  to  act  for  several  days  in 
succession. 

Next  month  we  will  write  regarding^ 
the  ventilation  of  incubators  and  the 
proper  use  of  thermometers.

Remedies  for  the  common  diseases  of  poultry.  Advice  lor  the  prevention  and  cure  of  sicl<ness 
■of  fowls. 


Diseases  of  Poultry. 

The  most  common  diseases  at  this 
season  of  the  year  are  colds  and  roup. 
It  is  very  important  to  be  able  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  two.  The  only 
way  1  know  of  is  by  the  smell.  Roup 
"has  a  smell  so  distinctly  its  own  that 
once  a  person  becomes  familiar  with  it 
will  be  certain  to  always  recognize  it 
again.  When  the  attack  is  light  the 
odor  although  very  pronounced  has 
none  of  the  vileness  that  it  acquires  af- 
ter the  tissues  of  the  head  and  throat 
begin  to  decay.  This  fact  leads  many 
to  suppose  that  roup  in  the  flrst  stages 
is  merely  a  cold,  but  it  is  more  than  a 
cold.  Fowls  do  catch  a  simple  cold,  of 
course,  and  while  there  is  a  certain  un- 
defioable  odor  about  such  a  cold  it  is  so 
■entirely  different  from  roup  that  an  ex- 
perienced person  will  never  make  a  mis- 
take between  the  two. 

The  best  possible  plan  to  prevent  eith- 
er colds  or  roup  is  to  keep  the  fowls  free 
from  draughts  and  reasonably  warm;  a 
fowl  is  much  safer  roosting  on  a  tree 
than  in  any  kind  of  a  house  where  a 
-current  of  air  can  strike  them  through 
a  crack  or  knothole  in  a  board. 

Do  not  let  them  crowd  on  the  perches; 
countless  thousands  of  fowls  catch  cold 
from  this  one  cause  alone,  especially 
young  stock,  and  brooder  raised  chicks 
are  much  more  apt  to  crowd  on  the 
perches  than  those  raised  in  small 
rtocks,  because  they  have  been  raised 
that  way. 

Make  perches  in  such  manner  that  no 
two  fowls  can  touch  each  other,  or  at 
least  crowd  up  close.  This  can  be  done 
in  several  ways;  one  very  good  plan  is  to 
cut  sticks  one  inch  square  and  six 
inches  long;  nail^these  along  the  roost- 
ing poles  so  that  only  one  fowl  can  get 
between  two  sticks;  the  spaces  will  need 
to  be  from  six  to  eight  inches,  owing  to 
size  of  fowls,  or  boards  six  inches  high 
■can  be  used  and  let  the  fowls  roost  on 
them,  and  between  them.  In  either  case 
■each  fowl  will  have  to  sit  by  itself. 
Where  the  climate  is  very  cold  the 
spaces  or  boards  can  be  made  to  take 
two  fowls,  and  that  will  prevent  crowd- 
ing up  tight.  It  is  astonishing  how  tight 
a  row  of  fowls  will  jam  up  on  a  pole  in 
a  cold  night.  Some  of  them  get  too  hot 
and  are  sure  to  sweat  and  catch  cold. 

The  best  cure  for  colds  is  warm,  dry 
Air;  this  will  soon  cure  without  anything 


else.  A  little  sulphur,  alum  and  mag- 
nesia, all  in  fine  powder,  blown  upon 
the  nostrils  and  in  the  throat  is  a  great 
assistance  in  drying  up  and  curing  a 
cold. 

The  air  for  a  small  sized  poultry  house 
can  be  made  quite  dry  with  a  lamp 
alone  for  a  heater.  To  do  this  a  heater 
and  a  condenser  is  required;  the  heater 
can  be  made  out  of  a  common  store 
box  and  a  piece  of  sheet  iron;  the  iron 
should  be  put  far  enough  up  from  the 
bottom  of  the  box  to  allow  a  lamp  to  sit 
under  it;  then  just  above  the  iron  bore 
some  holes  to  admit  air.  This  forms 
the  heater;  a  window  can  be  made  to 
serve  the  purpose  of  a  condenser.  A 
tight  box  must  be  placed  over  the  win- 
dow inside  the  poultry  house,  leaving 
the  glass  exposed  to  the  cold  air  out- 
side. Now  then  make  a  connection  be- 
tween the  heater  and  the  condenser  so 
tha  the  warm  air  from  the  heater  can 
enter  the  condenser  near  the  bottom  of 
the  window;  the  warm  air  will  strike 
the  glass  and  become  cold  and  part  with 
nearly  all  its  moisture.  The  dry  air 
must  be  allowed  to  escape  near  the  bot- 
tom of  the  condenser,  but  as  high  above 
the  lamp  as  possible — anywhere  from  a 
foot  to  three  feet  above  the  lamp  will  do. 
The  condenser  box  must  be  very  tight 
at  the  top,  else  it  will  not  work  good. 
Such  a  crude  affair  as  this  will  take  a 
most  astonishing  amount  of  water  out 
of  the  air  in  a  cold  night,  and  will  be 
found  very  useful  in  a  damp  house,  and 
the  whole  thing  need  not  usually  cost 
anything  more  than  the  time  it  takes  to 
put  it  up.  If  the  apparatus  is  desired  to 
be  used  as  a  ventilator  as  well  as  a  dry- 
er, take  the  air  from  the  outside  in  to 
the  heater,  but  if  merely  as  a  dryer  then 
take  the  air  from  inside  the  house  to 
the  heater  box.  In  either  case  this  plan 
will  extract  the  greater  part  of  the  sur- 
plus moisture.  Perfectly  dry  air,  if  it 
could  be  had,  would  cure  roup  without 
any  other  attention,  that  is  as  far  as  it 
can  be  cured. 

CHOLERA. 

This  disease  rarely  appears.  I  never 
saw  it  but  twice  in  my  lifetime.  When 
it  does  come  it  is  epidemic  and  gener- 
ally takes  the  whole  flock  that  is  ex- 
posed to  contagion,  and  it  is  very  con- 
tagious. The  best  preventive  I  ever 
found  was  to  put  extract  of  logwood  in 
the  drinking  water;  make  it  quite  black, 
the  fowls  will  drink  it  like  they  will 


milk,  and  it  does  not  hurt  them  a  bit, 
either,  as  far  as  my  experience  went 
with  it,  and  I  used  it  a  great  many 
years.  J.  L.  Campbell.

Poultry  House  for  a  City  Lot. 

It  is  very  ditlicult  to  construct  a  poul- 
try house  that  serves  for  both  winter 
and  summer,  more  especially  where 
room  is  not  plentiful,  as  on  a  city  lot; 
but  in  the  illustration  and  plans  given 
the  object  is  to  show  a  convenient  mode 
of  protecting  the  fowls  when  on  the 
roosts  in  winter,  and  also  to  give  them 
the  benefit  of  the  cool  air  in  the  sum- 


inches  up  to  the  roosting  lioor  and  4 
feet  6  inches  from  there  to  the  roof, 
which  is  of  gravel.  The  outside  en- 
closure and  the  roof  is  constructed  of 
double  flooring  with  tarred  paper  be- 
tween them.  The  second  floor  or  roost- 
ing place  is  inclosed  with  windows, 
A.  A.  A.  A.,  which  are  arranged  to 
swing  up  against  the  ceiling  in  the  sum- 
mer, as  shown  by  dotted  line.  Be- 
low these  windows  are  clean-out  doors,

mer.  The  figure  shows  a  winter  pro- 
tection against  draughts  of  air. 

The  general  outline  is  made  plain  in 
the  cuts;  it  keeps  the  fowls  warm  in  the 
winter  and  provides  ample  room  for  ex- 
ercise, giving  plenty  of  floor  space.  The 
house  is  14x24  feet  on  the  ground  floor 
and  10x24  feet  at  the  second  or  roosting 
floor;  10x14  feet  for  each  apartment, 
and  a  hall  4  feet  wide.  It  is  4  feet  6 
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B,  B.  B.  B.,  which  can  readily  be  opened 
and  the  floor  cleaned  from  the  passage 
P.  in  front  of  them.  The  ladders  C,  C. 
lead  to  the  roosting  place,  through  an 
opening  in  the  floor,  D.  D.  The  nests, 
N.  N.,  are  reached  by  ladders  E.  E.  The 
location  of  the  nests  is  under  the  roost- 
ing place  floor,  and  very  convenient  to 
get  at  from  the  hall  by  opening  the  lit- 
tle doors  E.  E. 

Q 
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The  roosts  6.  G.,  which  extend  across 
the  poultry  house,  are  resting  on  brack- 
ets at  either  end.  The  scratching  place^ 
or  the  first  floor,  has  no  wood  floor,  but 
the  ground  is  covered  with  leaves  or 
cut  straw,  and  gives  the  fowls  plenty  of 
exercise  in  winter,  and  is  well  lighted 
by  the  windows  H.  H.  in  the  front. 

By  putting  the  roosting  place  on  the 
second  floor  the  scratching  pen  extends 
under  and  occupies  the  entire  space  of 
the  house,  thus  economising  space  and 
affording  a  larger  scratching  pen  than 
could  otherwise  be  made  in  a  small 
yard. 

The  cost  of  material  for  constructing 
such  a  house  is  about  .Soo— not  counting 
labor, 

For  a  smaller  place  one  half  of  the 
house  could  be  built. 

This  house  could  be  built  cheaper,  but 
Mr.  Kamcke  believes  in  a  double  wall 
perfectly  tight  and  draught  proof.  An 
ample  amount  of  air  is  furnished  the- 
birds  and  the  ventilation  is  fully  suffi- 
cient, and  his  birds  have  never  suffered

for  want  of  it.  Mr.  Ramcke's  birds  havft 
never  had  roup  or  lice  and  he  believes  in 
sanitary  prevention,  by  keeping  the 
houses  clean. 

Thirty  birds  can  be  comfortably  ac- 
comodated in  this  house,  though  this 
could  be  increased  to  40.

About  Some  of  the  Eastern  Breeders. 

We  have  discovered  this  autumn  that 
the  New  York  show  has  its  terrors  even 
for  the  exhibitors.  They  are  holding 
every  decent  bird  they  own  beyond  price 
in  preparation  for  the  coming  event, 
fearing  to  sell  lest  by  any  chance  they 
should  let  slip  a  prize  winner.  One  can 
infer  from  this  how  narrow  the  margin 
by  which  a  bird  wins  at  New  York,  and 
how  difficult  for  the  breeder  to  select  his 
winning  bird. 

One  can  deduce  also  that  there  is 
money  in  fowls  for  some  men,  at  least, 
since  at  E.  B.  Thompson's,  Amenia. 
We  found  not  only  a  beautiful  home 
but  extensive  poultry  houses  as  well.  If 
Mr.  Thompson  erects  expensive  poultry 
houses  there  is  something  surely  to  war- 
rant the  outlay. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Stratford,  Conn.,  the 
man  whom  Mr,  Thompson  seems  most 
to  fear,  has  not  such  fine  houses  as  the 
above,  but  his  flocks  are  superb,  and 
their  smooth,  regular  barring  renders 
them  very  attractive. 

One  more  deduction  after  these  series 
of  visits.  We  have  a'jout  made  up  our 
minds  that  it  is  not  wise  to  attempt  to 
show  every  year.  Since  the  pick  of  the 
flock  is  put  into  exhibition  shape,  the 
chances  are  reduced  that  we  can  have 
many  chicks  from  our  best  birds.  It 
seems  to  be  almost  a  sure  thing  that  ex- 
hibitors showing  every  year  are  forced 
to  buy  to  strengthen  their  line, 

Mr.  Felch  kindly,  courteously,  showed 
us  his  even  flocks  with  manifest  pride. 
He  was  the  one  man  we  visited,  willing 
to  sell  his  stock.  His  flocks  reached  far 
and  wide;  half  the  country  seemed  to  be 
ranged  by  his  birds.  His  flocks  of  Light 
Brahmas  were  especially  fine.  He  had 
flocks  all  of  which  were  beautifully 
laced  as  to  tails.  They  made  a  eorgeous 
showing.  Best  of  all  this  poultry  is  not 
so  bred  to  feathers  that  it  cannot  lay. 
Mr.  Henry  Felch  says  that  it  is  not  un- 
common for  the  pullets  to  lay  110  eggs 
within  the  first  year  of  their  existence. 

Beside  the  very  fine  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  Brahmas  we  were  also  shown  a  re- 
markable lot  of  W.  Wyandottes— re- 
markable because  the  whole  flock  were 
of  large  size  and  very  white.  The  great 
number  of  eggs  in  the  nests  testified  to 
their  laying  qualities.   They  were  in  a 


double  roofed  house,  high  and  sunny. 
The  floors  were  sanied  and  had  corn 
fodder  on  therh.  The  sand  keeps  the 
plumage  cleaner  and  brighter  than  dust, 
and  the  corn  fodder,  cut,  equals  for 
scratching  dried  leaves.

POULTRY  PKOTECTIOX  SOUTH. 

A  Simple,  but  Effective  Electrical 
Burglar  Alarm. 

An  electric  alarm  applied  to  the  poul 
try  house  is  no  very  great  expense  and 
not  as  ditticult  to  put  up  as  some  would 
have  it  appear.  Some  time  back  there 
appeared  in  the  Farm  Poultry  a  cut  or 
diagram  of  an  electric  alarm  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  poultry  house.  But  it 
would  take  an  expert  electrician  to 
cipher  that  diagram  out,  and  one  not 
versed  in  electrical  problems  would 
know  nothing  whatever  about  it  when 
they  got  through  reading  it.  I  here- 
with submit  to  you  my  plans  of  an 
electric  alarm  which  is  very  simple  and 
anybody  can  put  one  up  by  following 
the  diagram: 

Get  five  cells  of  battery,  such  as  are 
in  use  by  telegraph  companies  and  on 


No.  4  on  bell.  Then  from  post  5  on  re- 
lay to  post  6  on  cut-off  switch.  Then 
from  post  7  on  cut  off  switch  through 
bell  battery  B,  thence  to  post  8  on  bell 
and  you  have  the  connections  complete. 

Xow,  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the 
points  on  relay.  This  is  very  important 
as  you  want  your  bell  to  ring  on  an 
open  circuit  and  not  on  a  closed  circuit. 
Or,  in  other  words,  you  want  the  bell  to 
ring  when  they  are  stealing  your  chick- 
ens. Therefore,  when  you  get  your  re- 
lay, reverse  the  points  on  the  relay  as  I 
have  them  marked.  On  a  relay  that  you 
might  secure,  the  points  will  be  just  the 
reverse  of  what  I  have  them. 

You  want  the  lever,  whenever  the  hen 
house  connection  is  broken,  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  steel  point,  thus  closing 
your  bell  circuit  and  at  the  same  time 
start  the  bell  to  ringing.  It  will  work 
instantaneously  and  never  fail  to  go  off 
if  properly  put  up,  which  is  very  simple_^

railroads.  Any  telegraph  operator  will 
explain  how  they  are  made.  If  you 
cannot  get  the  glass  jars  the  common 
stone  jars  will  answer  as  well.  Pat 
these  batteries  in  a  place  where  they 
will  not  freeze  and  you  are  then  ready 
to  string  your  wire  to  hen  house  or 
houses.  Use  three  of  the  cells  of  bat- 
tery on  the  hen  house  circuit  and  two 
on  the  bell,  as  per  diagram.  Then  se- 
cure a  common  relay,  a  cut  off  switch 
and  an  electric  bell  (small  size  cost  61). 
Following  is  the  diagram  and  the  con- 
nections. The  connections  I  will  num- 
ber as  they  run  to  their  respective 
posts: 

Wire  to  hen  house  is  connected  to 
post  one  (1),  then  through  battery  A  to 
hen  house.  The  wire  returns  and  is 
connected  to  post  two  (2)  on  the  relay. 
After  running  the  wire  where  you  want 
it  in  the  hen  house  this  connection  is 
complete.  The  balance  of  the  wires  are 
connected  in  your  residence.  Then  con- 
nect wire  to  post  No.  3  on  relay  to  post 


The  reason  why  you  have  to  have  a 
relay  is  because  the  bell  will  only  ring 
on  a  Closed  circuit,  and  you  don't  want 
it  to  ring  all  night  long.  Therefore, 
we  use  the  relay  so  that  when  the  con- 
nection is  broken  on  the  hen  house  cir- 
cuit the  lever  falls  back  on  the  steel 
point  and  closes  the  bell  circuit.  This,^ 
1  think,  you  will  find  more  simple  than 
some  heretofore  diagrammed. 

The  cut  off  switch,  as  cut  shows  it,  is 
open.  Before  retiring  throw  the  switch 
to  posts  6  and  7,  and  you  are  ready  for 
them.  W.  G.  Pfingstay. 

Why  We  Sliould  Raise  Ducks. 

If  there  is  any  place  on  earth  where 
ducks  should  thrive  and  be  profitable  it 
is  in  the  South,  There  is  not  a  State 
south  of  the  Ohio  river  that  is  not  fur- 
nished by  nature  with  a  plentitude  of 
water.  There  are  great  rivers,  small 
rivers,  creeks  and  other  small  streams,, 
world  without  end;  also  still  waters, 
such  as  lakes,  bayous,  small  ponds,  etc. 
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In  fact,  there  is  water  surface  enough  to 
float  millions  of  the  web  footed  feath- 
ered race,  without  befouling  the  waters. 

In  ye  olden  time  it  was  considered 
great  sport  to  hunt  wild  ducks  in  the 
water  coursts;  and  it  is  yet  in  some  sec 
tions.  There's  Keelfoot  Lake  in  the 
west  end  of  Tennessee,  and  other  smaller 
lakes  and  bayous  in  Southwestern  Ken- 
tucky, and  also  many  in  Southern  llli 
nois.  Southeastern  Missouri  and  Eastern 
Arkansas,  where  there  is  still  an  abund 
ance  of  wiid  ducks  to  be  found  in  sea 
son.  But,  in  the  older  and  more  thickly 
settled  parts  of  the  States  named  the 
wild  fowl  have  ceased  to  come,  and  it  is 
in  those  regions  that  we  would  have  the 
domesticated  duck  raised  to  supply  the 
deficiency. 

There  is  no  reason  on  earth  why  great 
rtocks  of  Pekin  Ducks  should  not  be 
reared  in  and  about  the  water-ways  that 
have  been  deserted  by  the  wild  ducks. 
In  such  localities  they  could  be  raised 
almost  without  cost  to  their  owners,  and 
be  a  source  of  much  profit  and  pleasure 
as  well. 

Ducks,  we  should  bear  in  mind,  yield 
a  commercial  article  that  our  dry  land 
fowl  do  not.  Their  feathers  should  be 
taken  into  account  and  gathered  as  reg- 
ularly and  carefully  as  the  farmer  gath- 
ers his  corn.  Kaised  on  the  water  ways 
their  feathers  would  be  of  prime  quality 
and  rank  high  in  the  market.  Young 
ducks  raised  as  suggested  would  be  as 
choice  as  the  mildest  of  wild  ducks  and 
possess  a  wild  game  fiavor  that  the  hand 
fed  duck  does  not  possess. 

Raising  ducks,  however,  need  not  be 
confined  to  those  who  have  ample  water 
facilities  on  their  premises,  for  it  has 
been  demonstrated  that  Tekin  Ducks 
can  be  grown  to  an  eatable  size  with  no 
other  source  of  water  than  a  tub  or  a 
small  artificially  constructed  lake  or 
pool  for  them  to  swim  and  bathe  in  oc 
casionally.  It  has  also  been  demon- 
strated that  they  grow  faster  and  are 
heavier  at  maturity  when  raised  after 
the  latter  manner,  provided  they  are  f*d 
properly  and  regularly.  But,  in  order 
to  have  the  eggs  ha^ch  good  it  is  neces 
sary  to  give  the  laying  ducks  a  pretty 
good  sized  range  to  forage  over,  and  a 
pond  or  stream  to  swim  in  if  possible, 
admitting,  however,  that  the  artificial 
pool  has  been  found  a  good  substitute 
for  the  natural  water  course. 

In  the  South,  where  the  winters  are 
sho't  and  mild  and  the  water-ways  free 
of  ice  and  open  nearly  all  the  year,  the 
people  who  have  such  natural  water 
courses  are  the  people  who  can,  if  they 
will,  produce  and  maintain  the  largest 
number  of  ducks  at  the  least  expense.

had  the  best  of  luck  with  them.  Out  of 
52  eggs  set  I  raised  48  eliickens.  Two 
hens  hatched  every  egg  set.  At  that 
time  I  was  training  horses,  and  in  the 
latter  part  of  August  I  sold  my  chick- 
ens for  -Si  each  and  went  out  to  the 
races  with  the  horses.  I  have  now  lo- 
cated here  with  the  intention  of  raising 
chickens.  Am  close  to  Galveston  and 
Houston  and  need  not  worry  about  a 
market.  J.  B.  Eaton. 

Well,  Mr.  Eaton,  you  certainly  have 
"  no  kick  coming."  Such  luck  or  good 
results,  is  TOo?-ethan  usual.  The  idea 
of  a  man  buying  52  eggs,  hauling 
them  several  hundred  miles,  then  have 
two  hens  hatch  evej'y  egg  under  them — 
the  other  two  all  but  four  eggs,  evident 
ly— then  to  raise  the  48  chickens  and  sell 
them  as  early  as  August,  without  cull- 
ing them  out,  at  §1  each.  The  idea  we 
say,  is  pleasant.  It  is  comforting  and 
reassuring  to  shippers  and  buyers,  and 
the  great  results  you  obtained  prove  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  sliipptd  eggs  will 
hatch,  when  the  eggs  are  right,  and 
they  are  handled  right.  It  is  also  proven 
that  chickens  from  shipped  eggs  will 
live,  and  that  a  man  can  make,  under 
favorable  conditions  and  good  manage- 
ment, several  hundred  per  cent  on 
money  invested  in  eggs  from  pure  bred 
poultry.  Can  any  one  beat  this  report 
of  Mr.  Eaton's  ?  If  so,  let  us  hear  from 
you,  friends.— Southern  Ed. 

DOWN  IN  GEORGIA 


The  Barred  Plyniontli  Rock  is  a  Fa- 
vorite. 

Mrs.  F,  M.  Stewart,  of  Clinton.  Ga., 
writes  us  as  follows: 

"  I  have  had  very  little  experience 
with  different  breeds— the  only  two  full 
bloods  being  P.  E.  and  B.  L.  Of  these 
two  I  much  prefer  P.  R.  for  general 
farm  use.  They  grow  rapidly  while  the 
pullets  begin  laying  from  seven  to  nine 
months  of  age.  The  hens  make  the 
kindest  mothers  and  are  very  industri- 
ous. Our  greatest  enemies  to  little 
chicks,  not  including  hawks  and  cats, 
are  Texas  fleas.  As  a  rule  the  chickens 
raised  in  our  locality  are  mongrels. 
Some  few  farmers  are  trying  to  im- 
prove their  Hocks  by  introducing  better 
blood. 

"  My  husband,  like  most  of  our  farm- 
ers, can  make  no  morev  at  the  present 
price  of  cotton.  It  is  really  our  only 
money  crop.  We  raise  plenty  of  every- 
thing to  eat,  but  we  are  compelled  to 
try  to  make  some  money,  too.  I  can- 
not help  him  only  in  a  small  way,  and 
if  money  can  be  made  clear  on  the  farm 
I  believe  it  is  on  chickens." 

This  letter,  though  short,  contains  a 
great  deal.  It  reflects  the  general  idea 
which  has  built  up  the  immense  pop- 
ularity of  the  Plymouth  Rocks — the 
idea  that  they  are  one  of  the  best,  if  not 
the  best  all  purpose  fowl.  This  is  an 
idea  that  is  very  generally  entertained 
by  the  women  everywhere,  and  it  is 
pretty  close  to  being  the  correct  thing, 
too.  Mrs.  Stewart's  other  idea,  that  the 
poultry  on  the  farm  is  the  best  money 
crop  is  well  founded.   It  has  been  so  in 


the  past,  it  is  so  now,  and  it  will  con- 
tinue to  be  true  for  years  to  come. 

Chickens  pay,  either  in  the  fancy  or 
for  market,  and  a  lady  like  the  one 
quoted  above,  who  is  imbued  with  such 
thoughts  as  she  expresses,  and  the  de- 
termination to  make  poultry  raising 
pay,  will  make  it  pay. — Southern  Ed.

I  would  like  to  state  for  the 
benefit  of  all  your  readers  whose  fowls 
are  troubled  in  this  manner,  that  they 
cau  obtain  full  and  complete  informa- 
tion regarding  the  disease  and  also  pre- 
ventive as  well  as  curative  remedies,  by 
procuring  a  copy  of  Bulletin,  No.  130,  of 
the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station,  Raleigh.  N.  C.  These 
bulletins  are  published  for  free  distri 
bution  to  interested  persons  residing  in 
North  Carolina,  but  it  is  very  seldom 
that  a  courteous  request  from  persons 
outside  the  State  is  ignored.  There  are 
many  poultry  books  sold  for  50  cents 
and  SI  which  do  not  contain  nearly  so 
much  valuable  information  as  this  bul- 
letin, and  anyone  interested  in  fowls 
should  procure  a  copy.  I  think  that 
you  are  right  in  your  opinion  that  sore 
head  is  caused  by  mosquitos,  but  my 
observations  lead  me  to  believe  that  a 
fowl  in  good  physical  condition  will  not 
be  affected  with  this  disease,  which 
would  indicate  that  the  system  is  able 
to  throw  off  the  poison.  I  purchased  a 
pen  of  White  Plymouth  Rocks  last  Oc- 
tober, and  when  they  arrived  I  found 
them  to  be  debilitated  and  much  run 
down  from  continual  showing  and  close 
confinement  without  proper  care.  I 
placed  in  the  pen  two  pullets  from  my 
own  stock,  which  were  in  excellent 
health.  The  mosquitos  in  the  roosting 
rooms  were  numerous  enough  to  make 
their  music  audible  nearly  50  yards  dis- 
tant, and  in  less  than  a  week  the  debil- 
itated lot  of  fowls  all  had  sorehead  in 
various  stages  of  development.  I  tried 
several  remedies  but  to  no  avail,  and 
two  of  the  hens  became  so  bad  that 
their  faces  and  combs  were  almost  a 
solid  mass  of  scabs  and  sores,  and  their 
eyes  were  swollen  entirely  shut.  As  a 
last  resort  I  bathed  their  heads  in  warm 
water  and  vinegar,  equal  parts.  This 
softened  the  scabs  so  that  they  could  be 
removed  without  injury  to  the  fowl,  and 
I  then  applied  carbolated  vaseline  to 
the  exposed  places.  This  treatment 
was  given  every  other  day  for  a  week, 
and  in  ten  days  the  afflicted  fowls  were 
entirely  cured,  and  the  two  hens  were 
laying.  The  two  healthy  pullets  placed 
in  the  pen  at  the  start  showed  no  signs 
of  the  disease  at  any  time,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  they  were  never 
out  of  the  pen,  and  nothing  was  done 
to  protect  them  from  the  trouble.  My 
experience  naturally  causes  me  to  have 
great  faith  in  the  carbolated  vaseline, 
which  is  cheap  and  can  be  obtained  at 
any  drug  store,  and  I  am  sure  would 
prove  beneficial  to  any  of  your  readers 
who  will  give  it  a  trial  when  their  fowls 
are  troubled  with  this  disease.

Ducks  that  were  batched  out  around 
March  19th,  1897,  and  on  September  28th 
found  two  eggs  in  the  duck  house,  the 
first  that  they  had  laid,  and  they  have 
continued  to  lay  up  to  the  present  time. 
They  have  laid  from  September  28  to 
date,  Nov.  26, 1897,  76  eggs  in  57  days. 
As  pen  has  three  duc'cs  this  makes  an 
average  of  25  eggs  to  each  fowl,  averag- 
ing an  egg  every  other  day  per  duck. 
This,  I  think,  is  one  of  the  best  proofs 
there  is  that  the  South  is  the  ideal  part 
of  the  country.  It  has  been  a  source  of 
anxiety  to  a  great  many  persons  here 
as  to  whether  such  heavy  fowls  as  the 
Buff  Cochins  with  their  heavy  toe  and 
leg  feathering  (I  have  them  as  heavy  as 
can  be  produced)  would  stand  our  long 
warm  spells.  I  find  that  there  is  no  ma- 
terial difference  when  allowed  a  shady 
nook,  when  they  want  it,  such  as  under 
the  hen  house  or  a  side  shed  (open)  so 
that  they  can  get  all  the  fresh  air  they 
require.  As  I  said  before,  the  South  is 
the  place,  and  no  mistake  about  it.  I 
have  read  articles  headed  "  Shall  We 
Go  South,"  etc.  I  say  "  yes;"  no  better 
country  to  be  found,  and  there  is  any 
amount  of  available  land  along  the 
railroads  entering  this,  the  Crescent 
City.  I  know  of  no  better  places  than 
of  the  land  along  the  I.  C.  E.  R.,  where 
it  is  liilly,  and  MUa  of  gravel  at  that,  a 
feature  in  poultry  raising  to  be  jotted 
down  in  your  cranium,  fellow  breeders. 
Also  small  streams,  etc.,  where  you 
could  have  ideal  duck  raising  facilities, 
and  all  along  this  stretch  of  land  are  to 
be  found  the  great  Southern  strawberry 
patches  of  which  acres  upon  acres  are 
planted  each  year  for  the  Northern 
markets,  and  why  ?  Well,  the  I.  C.  R.  R. 
offers  all  the  inducements  you  would 
ask  for  in  accommodations  for  shipping 
your  fruit  to  St.  Louis  and  all  northern 
points.  They  will  offer  the  same  to 
poultry  producers,  and  that  is  not  all. 
You  can  raise  in  conjunction  with  your 
poultry,  fruit  such  as  pears,  peaches, 
plums,  oranges  (grafted  stock)  that  will 
stand  the  little  cold  weather  we  get 
here.  I  would  like  to  see  a  great  deal 
more  of  interest  taken  in  the  poultry 
and  fruit  culture  throughout  Louisiana. 
I  am  at  present  doing  my  utmost  to 
form  an  association  for  the  state  which 
will  bring  the  breeders,  fanciers,  etc.  of 
our  state  in  unity  with  each  other.  1 
am  going  to  send  a  trio  of  Southern  bred 
White  Leghorns  to  the  New  York  show 
this  coming  season  to  demonstrate  one 
fact  that  poultry  can  be  bred  in  the 
South.  The  cock  has  won  at  Nashville 
December,  1896,  score  95J^  as  a  cockerel. 
Wishing  to  see  more  breeding  of  Stand- 
ard fowls  throughout  the  South  during 
the  coming  1898  I  remain,  wishing  one 
and  all  of  the  fraternity  a  Happy  New 
Y''ear."

A  LADY  IN  ALABAMA 


Is  Distressed  About  Her  Chickens, 
ami  Asks  Advice. 

Editor  Southern  Department: 

I  wish  to  give  a  description  of  a  dis- 
ease that  has  played  havoc  among  my 
fowls  this  year  and  prevented  my  rais- 
ing but  very  few  chickens.  After  chicks 
are  a  few  weeks  old  they  begin  to  take 
this  disease  and  die  otf  very  rapidly. 
The  first  symptoms  is  a  very  oifensive 
discharge  from  nostrils,  afterwards 
swelling  directly  in  front  of  eye  or  eyes 
like  a  boil;  the  swelling  continues  'till 
the  whole  head  is  inflamed     't  kills  the 


chicks  and  makes  grown  fowls  unfit  for 
duty.  Can  most  always  check  it  on 
grown  chickens  before  swelling  begins, 
but  can  do  nothing  to  stop  it  among  thi 
little  ones.  The  disease  first  started 
from  fowls  bought  of  a  neighbor  and 
it  has  gone  through  the  entire  flock  of 
chickens  and  turkeys  and  has  stuck  to 
the  flock  the  whole  year,  including  win- 
ter and  summer.  Is  it  roup,  sore  head 
or  sore  eyes':*  Will  some  one  please  give 
a  remedy  that  will  stamp  it  out  entire- 
ly V  Lauka  O.  Slack.

The  disease  is  what  is  called  in  these 
parts  "  swell  eye  roup,"  and  is  highly 
contagious.  Nearly  every  one  has  a 
difterent  remedy  for  it.  We  have  good 
success  by  bathing  the  head  of  the 
afllicted  bird  in  a  solution  of  warm  salt 
water,  using  coarse  salt,  and  water  com- 
fortably warm.  A  pply  it  every  evening 
for  a  week,  and  by  that  time  the  sick 
fowl  will  either  be  about  well  or  so  far 
advanced  with  disease  that  the  hatchet 
is  the  best  remedy.  When  there  is  roup 
in  the  llock  a  little  sulphate  of  copper 
in  their  water  is  a  good  thing.  The 
chickens  should  be  watched  closely,  and 
all  that  manifest  symptoms  of  the  dis- 
ease should  be  placed  in  quarantine. 
Feed  highly,  too, — plenty  of  meat  and 
vegetables,  when  roup  is  about.  These 
are  our  ideas  on  the  subject.  We  would 
be  glad  to  have  the  ideas,  remedies  and 
suggestions  of  other  breeders  in  this 
important  matter.  Send  them  in,  friends,

HENS,  BUT  NO  EGGS. 

What  i^hould  He  Do  to  3Iake  Them 

MiLLEDGEViLLE,  Ga.,  Dec.  3,  "97. 
Editor  Southern  Department: 

Can  you  tell  me  why  my  chickens 
don't  lay":*  All  have  shed  their  old 
feathers  and  in  good  fix  for  the  business. 
During  October  had  out  of  25  hens, 
half  laying,  now  only  two.  I  fed 
oats  then  once  a  day,  one  gallon  to  the 
25.  Have  been  feeding  corn— not  quite 
a  gallon,  during  November,  with  meat 
(beef  lights)  raw,  and  fresh  cut  bone, 
but  none  are  laying  except  two.  They 
have  a  large  run  of  orchard  with  rye  to 
pick  on.  Probably  cooked  meat  and 
bran  would  start  them  off  again.  I 
don't  think  they  are  too  fat  because  the 
feed  I  give  them  is  just  sufiicient  to 
keep  them  a  little  hungry.  The  lights,  I 
give  them  all  they  can  eat  every  day, 
chopped  up  fine;  the  bone  two  or  three 
times  a  week.  Bone  is  perfectly  fresh 
from  the  butchers.  My  chickens  are 
as  sleek  and  pretty  as  can  be.  I  only 
started  the  meat  and  bone  about  two 
weeks  ago,  and  I  believe  from  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  hens  that  they  will 
make  up  for  lost  time  soon.

It  is  more  than  likely  that  friend  Mc- 
Comb's  hens  are  just  now  priming  up — 
getting  themselves  in  condition  to  out- 
lay creation  pretty  soon,  as  they  seem  to 
have  nearly  everything  calculated  to 
make  hens  lay. 

We  don't  believe  they  need  so  much 
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raw  beef  lights,  when  they  have  the 
fresh  cut  green  bone  as  often  as  three 
times  a  week.  The  bone  alone  is  sufli- 
cient;  a  scratch  pen  and  an  opportunity 
to  work  for  their  grain  for  breakfast 
would  likely  hasten  their  laying.  A 
cooked  dinner  of  boiled  oats  and  vege- 
table scraps,  and  some  wheat  bran 
stirred  in,  after  the  balance  is  cooked, 
would  also  help  to  increase  the  egg  har- 
vest. 

It  might  be  well  to  use  a  good  lice- 
killer  about  the  roosts  and  nests  so  as  to 
be  sure  that  the  fowls  are  not  harboring 
lice.— Southern  Ed. 

The  Indian  Game  a  Favorite.

Reading  in  the  Journal  H.  C.  C.'s 
inquiry  as  to  which  is  the  best  cross,  or 
general  purpose  fowl,  I  will  state  that 
I  prefer  the  Cornish  Indian  (iame.  For 
they  have  a  smooth,  yellow  leg  and  yel- 
low skin;  they  are  early  maturing,  large, 
and  at  six  weeks  old  will  beat  any  other 
breed  for  broilers.  We  have  some 
hatched  middle  of  May  and  some  of  the 
pullets  began  laying  the  20th  of  Novem 
ber,  and  the  cockerels,  the  same  age, 
will  weigh  9  lbs.  They  are  quiet  and 
handsome,  and  for  a  cross  there  is  no 
breed  their  superior.

A  New  Breed  of  Fowls- 
Ban  tains. 


Indian  Game 


It  is  quite  true  that  of  making  new 
books  there  is  no  end,  and  the  axiom 
seems  to  be  as  applicable  to  the  world 
of  poultry.  Another  new  breed  is  an- 
nounced from  the  extensive  and  pop- 
ular yards  of  Messrs.  J.  A,  &  C.  Gott,  of 
Horsforth,  nr.  Leeds,  England.  Per- 
haps there  are  no  better  known  breeders 
of  pare  bred  fowls  in  the  whole  of  the 
north  of  England,  and  to  whom  success 
has  crowned  their  efforts.  In  every 
show  pen  of  the  United  Kingdom  they 
have  scored  in  a  unique  manner,  and 
their  latest  addition  is  considered  a 
splendid  achievement  by  British  poultry 
experts. 

This  charming  new  variety,  of  which 
we  here  give  a  capital  illustration,  has 
now  been  in  existence  some  four  or  five 
years,  during  which  time  it  has  made

great  progress,  and  the  breed  promises 
to  become  ere  long  a  very  popular  one; 
the  short  time  it  having  been  before  the 
public  showing  how  well  it  has  been  re- 
ceived. The  variety  is  an  exceedingly 
pretty  one,  being  in  fact  the  true  Indian 
(iame  in  miniature.  They  breed  true 
to  color  and  are  hardier  than  most  vari 
eties  of  Bantams.  Already  we  may 
state  the  junior  partner  in  the  concern 
(Mr,  Clifford  Gott)  has  exhibited  them 
with  unique  success,  having  taken  CO 
prizes  with  them,  scoring  at  the  best 
English  shows,  such  as  the  Crystal  Pal- 
ace, London,  Liverpool,  Leeds,  etc.,  etc. 
This,  we  may  add,  is  a  splendid  record 
considering  that  in  most  cases  this  new 
variety  has  been  compelled  to  compete 
against  the  older  varieties  of  Bantams; 
but  now  that  the  variety  is  getting  bet- 
ter known,  several  shows  have  added 
classes  for  them.  Thus  we  fully  expect 
that  in  the  near  future  the  Indian  Game 
Bantam  will  rank  as  one  of  the  most 
popular  varieties  in  existence.  This  the 
breed  fully  deserves,  for  it  has  not  only 
its  beauty  of  plumage,  but  is  a  fairly 
good  layer,  and  will  bear  comparison  in 
any  way  with  other  breeds.

MOTTLED  AZTECS.  I 

Tlie  Origin  and  History  of  a  XewJVa- 
riety  of  Fow  lw--Tlio  I'oswibility  of 
a  <'onil>l4>MN  Fowl  and  Mottling  Ke- 
diioed  to  a  l>oHnito  l»attefn--A 
Proti table  \  ariety. 

II.  S.  Babcock. 

When  the  originator  of  a  new  variety 
of  fowls  announces  the  production  it  is 
but  natural  that  the  readers  should  have 
a  slight  degree  of  scepticism  concern- 
ing his  rosy  statements.  His  self  inter- 
est is  liable  to  betray  him  into  uncon- 
scious exaggerations  of  the  merits  of  the 
production,  over  which  he  has  spent  so 
much  thought  and  time. 

Although  I  am  the  originator  of  the 
Mottled  Aztec  no  one  need  to  have 
scepticism  upon  my  statements,  for  1 
have  not  one  cent's  pecuniary  interest 
in  the  variety.  1  have  sold  all  my 
Aztecs,  black  and  mottled,  and  do  not 
now  own  one  and  never  expect  to  own 
another.  If,  therefore,  1  should  be  be- 
trayed into  any  rosy  statements  of  the 
merits  of  the  variety,  it  must  be  at 
tributed  not  to  self  interest,  but  to  the 
qualities  possessed  by  the  fowl. 

1  am  glad  to  be  in  such  a  position,  for 
though  I  never  intentionally  exaggerate 
a  fowl's  merits,  1  presume  that  many 
persons  think  that  1  do,  and  that  my  ob- 
ject in  writing  is  to  create  an  interest  in 
fictitious  merits. 

My  object  in  this  instance  is  simply  to 
give  a  plain  and  unvarnished  account  of 
a  new  variety  of  fowls,  to  satisfy  the 
commendable  curiosity  of  the  readers  of 
this  publication,  and  to  add  one  more 
leaf  to  the  annals  of  poultry  history. 

Some  years  ago  I  produced  the  Black 
Aztec.  In  189(5  the  Mottled  appeared— 
one  female  and  three  males.  The  best 
male  and  the  female  were  preserved, 
and  from  this  pair  have  descended  the 
few  which  are  now  in  existence.  The 
present  owner  I  think  has  none  for  sale, 
but  has  purchased  the  little  llock  that 
he  might  have  an  opportunity  to  exer- 
cise "  the  gray  matter  "  of  his  brain  in 
the  perfection  of  this  interesting  va- 
riety. 

The  Mottled  Aztec  is  almost  a  comb- 
less  fowl.  The  females,  when  not  lay- 
ing, show  a  bare  strip  where  the  comb 
should  be,  but  when  laying  this  in- 
creases slightly  so  that  the  hens  are  not 
quite  combless,  but  have  a  faint  apology 
for  a  comb.  The  young  males  look  as 
if  they  had  had  their  combs  cut  off 
cleanly  close  to  the  head,  but  with  age, 
and  when  fully  furnished,  show  a  small 
comb  of  the  rose  type  but  lacking  the 
corrugations  upon  the  upper  surface 
and  the  spike  which  is  associated  with 
such  a  comb.  If  we  are  ever  to  have  an 
absolutely  combless  breed,  other  than  a 
crested  one,  the  Aztec  is  likely  to  be  the 
source  from  which  it  will  spring.  In 


time,  by  careful  selection,  it  is  possible, 
that  the  Aztec  will  be  an  absolutely 
combless  breed.  This  to  me,  at  any 
rate,  is  an  exceedingly  interesting  fact, 
and  one  worthy  to  be  seriously  chroni- 
cled. 

We  have  but  few  mottled  fowls,  the 
Houdan,  the  Java  and  the  Ancona. 
There  is,  therefore,  room  for  this  inter- 
esting combination  of  black  and  white 
without  any  undue  crowding  of  varie 
ties,  and  if  the  mottling  shall  be  reduced 
to  a  definite  pattern,  instead  of  being  a 
simple  mixture  of  these  two  colors, 
which  seems  among  the  possibilities, 
the  plumage  of  this  variety  will  be  ab 
solutely  unique.  This,  too,  is  an  inter- 
esting fact. 

These  two  facts,  in  my  humble 
opinion,  are  a  suflicient  warrant  for  the 
production  and  perpetuation  and  per- 
fecting of  the  variety. 

But  the  fowl  has  other  good  qualities. 
It  is  not  simply  an  interesting  problem 
to  be  carefully  wrought  out  by  the  skill- 
ful breeder,  but  it  is  already  a  thorough- 
ly profitable  variety.  In  support  of  this 
statement  consider  certain  facts: 

1st.  It  is  of  medium  size,  say  about 
8  lbs.  for  cock,  lbs.  for  hens.  This 
is  the  size  that  makes  the  most  desir 
able  poultry  for  market.  It  avoids  the 
extremes  of  too  large  and  too  small. 

2d.  It  has  a  very  compact  form.  The 
shoulders  are  broad,  the  thighs  meaty, 
the  breast  remarkably  well  developed. 
This  form  absolutely  ensures  plump 
ness  at  all  stages  of  growth,  and  a  large 
amount  of  flesh  to  the  offal  in  the 
dressed  poultry. 

3d.  It  is  a  good  layer  of  tinted  eggs. 

4th.  The  pullets  mature  rapidly  and 
will  lay  at  six  months  of  age  or  earlier. 
I  have  had  the  black  ones  laying  the 
middle  of  August,  when  much  less  than 
six  months  old,  and  the  mottled  are  de 
scended  from  the  blacks. 

5th.  It  produces  remarkably  fertile 
eggs.  With  me  the  eggs  have  hatched 
as  well  as,  and  I  really  believe  better, 
than  those  of  any  other  variety  I  have 
kept,  including  in  this  statement  the 
two  varieties. 

0th.  It  is  hardy.  The  chickens  thrive 
from  the  start  and  it  requires  gross  mis 
management  to  kill  them,  if  they  are 
kept  protected  from  the  various  "var- 
mints" which  delight  in  delicious  poul- 
try. 

7th.  It  IS  a  setting  breed.  The  hens 
are  good  setters  and  good  mothers.  If 
there  are  any  better  hens  for  these  pur- 
poses, I  have  failed  to  make  their  ac 
quaintance. 

So  much  for  the  practical  qualities, 
and  now  a  word  about  the  general  shape. 
To  the  compactness  of  the  Indian  Game 
is  added  the  length  of  limb  of  the  Wy- 
andotte, and  the  full,  well  developed 
tail  of  the  elegant  Sumatra.  The  tail  is 
not  quite  so  long  as  that  of  the  Su- 
matra, but  the  males  have  full,  (lowing 


tails.  The  plumage  is  not  quite  so  short 
as  that  of  the  Indian  Game,  but  is 
shorter  and  lies  more  closely  than  it 
does  upon  the  Plymouth  Rock.  The 
whole  make  up  while  suggesting  to  the 
practiced  eye  the  figures  of  the  Indian 
Game  and  of  the  Sumatra,  shows  other 
elements  which  make  the  type  of  the 
fowl  distinctive,  having  no  counterpart 
in  any  other  recognized  breed. 

Such  is  the  Mottled  Aztec  as  it  was  in 
my  yards.  What  it  will  be  in  the  yards 
of  its  new  owner  I  can  not  tell,  for  he 
may  introduce  through  careful  breeding 
points  of  greater  interest  than  it  now 
possesses.  But  if  it  holds  its  own,  if  it 
suffers  no  change,  it  will  still  be  an  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  and  highly  profit- 
able fowl.

A  department  of  practical  ideas  relatiDg  to 
poultry  on  the  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  111. 


A.  U.  S.  is  the  wife  of  a  farmer,  and 
she  asks:  "Would  it  be  advisable  for 
me  to  start  my  incubator  in  December, 
or  to  wait  till  January  or  February  y 
Eggs  are  good  price  now,  and  likely  to 
remain  high  the  next  two  months. 
Which  do  you  think  most  profitable  for 
me  too  produce,  March  and  April  broil 
ers,  or  December  and  .January  eggs  V 

The  above  is  a  somewhat  mixed 
query,  but  the  meaning  is  plain  enough. 
In  my  humble  opinion  a  dollar  in  hand 
is  worth  two  in  prospect.  I  would  ad- 
vise Mrs  3.  to  let  the  incubator  rest  dur- 
ing December  and  January  and  sell  all 
the  eggs  her  hens  lay.  When  you  have 
sold  nine  dozen  eggs,  and  pocketed  the 
$1.65  you  say  they  are  worth,  that  is  the 
end  of  the  transaction.  You  can  rest 
easy  and  sleep  quietly.  The  article  is 
sold  and  you  have  its  value  in  a  form 
that  will  keep  until  you  need  it.  If  you 
were  to  put  those  eggs  into  an  incubator 
you  would  have  to  look  after  them  and 
their  product  rather  attentively  the  next 
ten  or  twelve  weeks,  and  they  would  be 
a  constant  care  and  expense  from  start 
to  finish.  .When  they  are  ready  for 
market  of  course  you  get  a  good  price 
for  them,  bnt  that  price  will  cost 
you  too  much— more  than  it  is  worth  to 
you. 

[  have  known  a  great  many  farmers' 
here  in  the  West  to  be  cajoled  into  an 
attempt  to  enrich  themselves  by  raising 
March  and  April  broilers,  but  not  one 
ever  became  a  millionaire,  nor  even  a 
huderedaire.  Nor  do  I  know  one  who 
took  a  second  dose. 

It  is  easy  enough  to  figure  out  a  great 
fortune— an  income  that  would  make  a 
Klondiker  sick,  to  be  made  raising 
broilers  on  a  farm;  but  the  dust  does  not 
pan  out,  or  even  show  well  m  the  clean 
up. 

Sell  your  eggs  during  the  blizzardy 
months  of  December,  and  half  way 
through  February,  if  they  are  good  price. 
When  the  noon  shadows  begin  to  grow 
short,  and  the  egg  buyer  begins  to  say, 
"  Eggs  took  a  tumble  yesterday.  They 
are  worth  only  ten  cents  to  day,"  then 
fire  up  the  incubator  and  keep  it  hot  till 
the  middle  of  June. 

*  * 
* 

1  have  said  before,  and  I  say  it  again, 
for  the  benefit  of  Mrs-  R.,  of  Indiana 
and  Mrs.  L.  B.,  of  Iowa,  that  a  person 
who  has  never  used  an  incubator— that 
is,  a  good  incubator -has  no  idea  what 
a  useful  and  convenient  contrivance  it 
is.  Last  season  three  of  my  most 
'  early  bird"' neighbors  were  unable  to 
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hatch  a  single  chick  before  the  middle 
of  May,  simply  because  ttieir  hens  did 
not  become  broody  before  that  time. 
I  once  had  to  sell  sixty  eggs  that  were 
layed  by  two  of  the  finest  hens  I  ever 
owned  because  they  were  too  aged  to 
hatch  when  the  other  hens  got  ready  to 
go  into  the  hatching  business. 

When  one  owns  an  incubator  he  is  as 
independent  as  a  monopoly,  and  he  can 
begin  hatching  chicks  wtenever  he  feels 
£0  inclined,  no  matter  what  the  weather, 
or  what  the  hens  may  be  doing.  Every 
poultryman  knows  very  well  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  eggs  layed  in  the  early 
spring,  when  the  days  are  steadily  get- 
ting warmer  and  the  first  blades  of 
grass  are  springing  up,  are  fertile,  and 
also  that  most  of  the  chicks  hatched 
from  these  eg^s  prove  to  be  the  flowers 
of  the  flock  when  they  reach  m^'urity. 
This  being  the  case,  any  person  can  un 
derstand  without  further  argument 
what  an  advantage  a  good  incubator 
gives  one. 

* 

One  spring  I  started  my  incubator  the 
2t)th  of  February,  because  tne  weather 
was  beautiful  and  every  hen  on  the 
place  was  laying  eggs  as  fa^t  as  she 
could  manufacture  them,  and  92  per 
cent  of  the  eggs  proved  fertile.  In  March 
we  had  a  spell  of  about  ten  days  of  mid 
winter  weather,  and  although  1  gath- 
ered the  eggs  almost  as  soon  as  they 
dropped  and  kept  them  in  a  good  place, 
only  73  per  cent  proved  fertile.  After 
that  we  had  beautiful  weather,  and  the 
percentage  of  fertility  ran  up  to  over  90 
again;  then  as  the  weather  became 
watm  and  some  of  the  hens  broody,  the 
percentage  of  fertile  eggs  gradually 
decreased  until  by  June  let  it  was 
only  61. 

* 

Let  me  again  advise  those  who  are 
intending  to  purchase  an  incubator  to 
do  it  now.  Don't  wait  until  spring,  or 
until  you  desire  to  start  it,  because  if 
you  do  you  are  going  to  be  disappointed. 
Get  your  order  in  now  and  your  ma 
chine  will  be  shipped  at  once,  then  you 
will  have  ample  time  to  fix  it  up  and  to 
learn  just  how  to  work  it  before  hatch- 
ing time  begins.  And  while  you  are 
buying  an  incubator  be  sure  to  get  one 
or  more  brooders  with  it,  f  jr  you  will 
need  them  just  as  badly  as  a  kite  needs 
a  tail. 

If  your  incubator  is  a  small  one  you 
can  get  along  with  one  brooder,  but  for 
a  200-egg  machine  get  two  brooders,  100- 
chick  size. 

*  * 

Mo  doubt  hundreds  of  poultry  raisers 
are  now  debating  the  question  of  pur- 
chasing breeding  cockerels.  Get  your 
change  of  cockerels  at  once.  In  send 
ing  your  order  state  just  what  you  want. 
If  Plymouth  Rocks,  say  whether  you 
want  them  rather  light  or  dark ;  whether 


you  want  show  birds,  or  plain  business 
birds;  whether  you  are  breeding  for 
feathers  and  shape,  for  layers,  or  for 
market  fowls.  And  don't  expect  to  get 
a  show  bird  for  a  dollar.  For  a  dollar 
you  can  expect  a  fair  stock  bird,  for  $2 
a  food  farm  bird;  for $5  a  well-marked. 


shapely  bird,  and  for  ®10  to  ©20  a  show 
bird.  No  matter  what  the  breeder  says 
you  need  not  expect  to  get  a  real  good 
bird  for  six  or  eight  cents  per  pound, 
nor  for  ten  or  fifteen  cents  a  pound.  It 
does  not  pay  to  breed  and  raise  them 
for  that,  and  breeders  don't  do  it.

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Exhibition  B.  B.  Red  Games  Defended 
by  J.  C.  Pratt. 

In  an  article  in  the  Poultry  Monthly 
for  November,  Mr.  F.  H.  Graves  very 
pleasantly  takes  me  to  task  as  follows: 
"J.  C.  Pratt,  in  American  Poultry 
Journal,  writing  on  Exhibition  B.  B. 
Red  Games,  to  show  that  they  are  good 
mothers  and  protect  their  broods  from 
enemies,  reproduces,  from  Tegetmier, 
a  story  of  the  prowess  of  a  certain  Game 
hen  that  was  victor  over  a  chicken  kill- 
ing cat.  The  story  is  doubtless  a  true 
one,  and  very  fitting  in  the  connection 
in  which  Mr.  Pratt  used  it,  but  the 
great  trouble  is  the  hen  in  the  story  was 
a  Pit  Game  hen,  and  not  an  Exhibition 
Game  as  now  bred.  Mr.  Pratt  further 
says  in  extolling  the  qualities  of  the 
Exhibition  B.  B.  Red  Games  that  they 
are  now  more  courageous  than  ever.  In 
this  the  gentleman  is  ako  in  error,  I 
think,  for  the  general  understanding  is 
that  the  modern  show  Game  is  not  at  all 
courageous." 

Regarding  the  hen  in  the  extract 
quoted,  1  perceive  upon  investigation 
that  Mr.  Graves  is,  in  a  way,  correct  in 


his  assertion.  I  obtained  the  story 
from  a  little  book  in  my  possession 
which  treats  of  Exhibition  and  not  of 
Pit  Games,  and  inasmuch  as  the  story 
was  told  therein  and  does  not  state 
whether  the  hen  was  Exhibition  or  Pit 
the  inference  that  she  was  Exhibition 
was  only  natural. 

When,  however,  I  read  the  criticisms 
of  Mr.  Graves  1  at  once  obtained  a  copy 
of  Tegetmier's  book  from  which  the 
sketch  was  originally  secured,  and  find 
the  book  was  published  in  1873,  and  that 
the  incident  occurred  about  10  years 
prior,  at  which  time  Games  were  bred 
more  for  the  pit  than  for  any  other  pur 
pose  in  England,  and  though  many  fan- 
ciers used  to  breed  largely  for  feather 
and  the  show  room,  yet  the  type  of  all 
English  Games  was,  I  gather,  essentially 
the  same.  Therefore  the  hen  undoubt- 
edly was  not  an  Exhibition  Game  "  as 
now  bred,"  but  was  of  the  old  (iame 
type.  How  closely  the  modern  Pit 
Game  resembles  the  Game  bird  of  1863 
I  am  not  able  to  specify,  but  will  leave 
that  for  Mr.  Graves  or  some  other  Pit 
Game  champion  to  relate  if  desired. 

The  strains  of  Pit  and  Exhibition 


Games  have  been  for  many  years  gradu- 
ally growing  apart  until  there  is  at  pres- 
ent little  similarity  except  that  of  cour- 
age between  the  average  short-legged, 
any  colored  Pit  Game,  and  the  com- 
manding, evenly  marked  Exhibition 
bird.  Though  t?ie  hen  was  of  the  old 
Game  type,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
story  in  question  is  quite  as  indicative 
of  a  modern  Exhibition  hen  as  of  a  Pit 
bird,  or  the  Game  fowl  of  25  years  ago. 

I  am  not  disposed  to  let  Mr.  Graves 
off  so  easily  on  the  last  part  of  his  criti- 
cisms, and  as  evidence  of  that  I  will  de- 
scribe a  few  actual  happenings  which 
have  come  under  my  personal  observa- 
tion, the  hero  in  each  case  being  a  mod- 
ern Black  Breasted  Red  Exhibition 
Game. 

I  owned  at  one  time  a  cockerel  and 
when  about  eight  months  old  and  un- 
dubbed  he  was  attacked  by  10  turkey 
gobblers  nearly  full  grown.  Alone  and 
unaided  the  (^ame  whipped  those  tur- 
keys in  the  most  approved  fashion  and 
so  effectually  that  they  never  disputed 
his  authority  again.  It  took  him  nearly 
all  day  to  do  it  and  he  was  pretty  badly 
used  up  when  he  finished,  but  he  did  it.

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and  a  most  desperate,  long  drawn  out 
battle  it  was.  Just  last  winter  a  hen  of 
mine  that  had  been  running  for  months 
in  perfect  harmony  with  acock,  object- 
ed to  some  act  of  her  lord  and  master 
and  gave  battle.  It  was  only  after  a 
stubborn  and,  of  course,  unequal  fight 
of  several  minutes,  during  which  the 
hen  was  severely  handled,  that  she  was 
persuaded  of  her  mistake  and  com- 
menced to  be  obedient  again.  A  friend 
of  mine  owned  last  year  an  Exhibition 
cock.  He  was  given  a  full  grown  Pit 
bird,  supposed  to  be  an  invincible  fight- 
er. The  birds  were  never  permitted  to- 
gether, but  one  day  managed  to  arrange 
a  meeting  while  my  friend  was  away. 
No  one  saw  the  fight,  but  when  their 
owner  returned  the  Pit  was  found  be- 
hind a  barrel  so  injured  that  the  axe 
was  necessary  and  the  Exhibition  bird 
though  badly  hurt  was  as  happy  and 
proud  as  a  peacock.  1  sold  this  fall 
a  five  months  old  Exhibition  cockerel  to 
a  Pit  Game  breeder.  On  the  buyer's 
place  were  four  or  five  Pit  Games  about 
the  age  of  my  bird.  The  Pits  were  let 
out  one  at  a  time  and  the  Exhibition 
bird  whipped  every  one  until  the  last 
and  largest,  and  fought  him  until  they 
were  separated  for  fear  of  permanent 
harm  being  done  to  one  or  both. 

Now  possibly  the  modern  show  Games 
are  not  "more  courageous  than  ever," 
for,  not  having  been  a  breeder  of  Games 
during  1863,  I  cannot  make  personal 
comparisons,  and  perhaps  my  above 
quoted  statement  iras  a  little  broad, 
but  I  feel  sure  that  any  one  who  has 
bred  the  modern  Exhibition  (iame  will 
agree  with  me  that  they  are  endowed 
with  wonderful  courage,  and  while  they 
may  not  stand  the  steel  that  a  well 
trained  Pit  bird  will,  yet  they  will  en- 
dure sutiicient  punishment  to  render 
them  invaluable  as  protectors  for  any 
poultry  yard.  Nothing  is  sacrificed  in 
the  way  of  beauty  or  utility  in  order  to 
procure  in  them  the  courage  they  so 
evidently  possess,  and  being  less  quar- 
relsome thin  Pit  birds  they  are]  more 
adaptable  for  general  purposes,  as  the 
cocks  can  be  more  readily  induced  to 
occupy  harmoniously  a  run  with  other 
males  of  their  own  or  some  different  va- 
riety.

I.ieghorn8  Must  be  Well  Housed-- 
.  'Winter  Eggs  in  Season.  Assnred. 
If  the  Fowls  are  Well  Cared  For-- 
A  Well  Authenticated  Story  of 
I^eghorn  Precocity- -Varding  Them 
Securely--Free  Range  and  the 
Farm.  Best  for  this  Breed. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

A  Leghorn  must  he  well  housed,  if 
one  is  to  receive  anything  like  good  re- 
turns from  them.  For  seven  months  of 
the  year  they  take  no  thought  as  to 
whether  you  house  them  at  all  or  not. 
In  fact  they  prefer  the  open  shed,  the 
tree  tops,  or  any  other  elevated  place 
that  requires  great  dexterity  in  reach 
ing,  and  gives  them  opportunity  to 
prove  their  ability  as  high-flyers  after 
the  genuinely  Leghorn  fashion.  Only  for 
the  trouble  that  it  is  to  teach  them  to  take 
to  their  own  provided  quarters  again, 
when  cold  weather  comes  on,  it  would 
be  well  to  leave  them  principally  to 
their  own  devices  through  the  heated 
term  of  months.  But  because  of  this 
we  have  always  insisted,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, upon  their  remaining  in  theirjhouses 
at  night,  no  matter  what  the  season  of 
the  year.  Screened  windows  and  doors 
admit  plenty  of  fresh  air,  and  then 
we  are  always  assured  as  we  leave  them 
for  the  night  that,  come  what  may,  they 
are  safe. 

But,  when  winter  comes,  warm  houses 
become  a  necessity.  Failing  to  provide 
suitable  and  sufficiently  warm  houses  is 
the  fruitful  source  of  all  complaint 
against  the  Leghorn  race.  With  suit- 
able and  abundant  food,' warmth  and 
the  opportunity  for  sheltered  exercise. 
Leghorns  will  pay  through  the  winter 
months  very  well.  No  breed  of  fowls 
will  produce  eggs  as  abundantly  in  win- 
ter as  in  summer.  But  with  proper 
care  they  will  return  profits.  Their  large 
combs  and  long  wattles  freeze  easily, 
and  while  suffeiing  from  these  frosted 
parts  they  can  not  be  expected  to  lay. 
A  scratch  room  for  daylight  hours,  if 
bedded  deep  with  leaves  or  straw,  makes 
them  an  excellent  place  to  use  a  good 
part  of  their  surplus  energy.  A  Leg- 
horn abhors  quiet  and  inactivity.  They 
are  of  that  restless,  hurrying  nature 
that  makes  confinement  a  torture  to 
them.  'Whenever  at  all  suitable,  they 
should  be  let  out  of  doors,  but  never 
when  snow  is  deep  or  the  temperature 
so  low  that  there  is  danger  of  frosted 
combs.  If  given  plenty  to  do  indoors, 
they  will  settle  themselves  in  compara- 
tive content.  They  would  actually 
"rather  scratch  than  eat."  They  are 
not  large  eaters,  and  too  much  food  be 
fore  them  proves  only  detrimental.  It 
discourages  them.  They  prefer  to  hunt 
and  to  be  kept  busy.  We  like  to  keep 
them  a  little  hungry  except  when  just 


going  to  settle  upon  the  roosts  for  the 
night.  Then  we  prefer  to  find  their 
crops  full.  Just  a  good  taste  around,  of 
warm,  ground  grains  and  bran,  for 
breakfast  is  best.  They  should  not  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  become  indo- 
lent, and  stuffing  them  is  the  sure  way 
to  make  them  so.  And  they  will  never 
thank  you  for  it.  It  requires  an  aston- 
ishingly small  amount  of  food  to  keep 
them  in  good  laying  order  and  a  per- 
fectly healthy  condition.  Exercise  is 
more  than  food  to  them,  so  that  they 
have  something  like  food  enough.  We 
do  not  advocate  starving,  neither  do  we 
advocate  pampering  and  stuffing. 

Leghorns  are  accredited  with  laying, 
on  an  average,  from  150  to  200  eggs  per 
year.  A  thoroughbred  Leghorn  always 
lays  a  pure  white  egg.  People  who  are 
not  conversant  with  the  Leghorn  type 
of  fowls  are  usually  of  the  impression 
that  they  lay  a  very  small  egg.  This  is 
not  true,  A  matured  Leghorn  lays 
usually  a  remarkably  large  egg.  They 
will  compare  most  favorably  with  the 
eggs  of  fowls  more  than  twice  their  size 
and  weight.  Ten  eggs  to  the  pound  is 
the  average  number,  and  the  number  of 
pounds  in  shell  contents  that  a  Leghorn 
will  produce  in  a  season,  is  astonishing 
to  one  who  knows  nothing  of  them  ex- 
cept by  sight.  No  other  race  of  domes 
tic  fowls  have  given,  upon  the  average, 
such  a  record  for  egg  producing.  Farm- 
ers wishing  to  grade  up  their  flock  of 
mixed  fowls  will  almost  invariably 
choose  Leghorn  males  of  some  kind  to 
mate  with  their  motley  hens,  and  al- 
most every  flock  of  mixed  breeds  seen 
bears  strong  tra^e  of  Leghorn  blood. 

Chicks  hatched  in  March  and  April 
will,  with  proper  care,  begin  laying  be- 
fore cold  weather  comes  on.  For  gen- 
eral precocity,  we  know  of  no  breed 
that  well  compares  with  them.  When 
but  three  and  four  days  old  the  wing 
feathers  of  Leghorn  chicks  are  shooting 
out,  and  the  pullets  are  the  prettiest, 
dantiest  looking  miniature  little  hens. 
They  grow  rapidly  and  mature  early, 
and  the  second  generation  can  be 
hatched  of  them  in  one  season.  No  one 
would  think  of  advising  the  practice, 
but  the  earlier  hatched  pullets  mated 
with  the  early  hatched  cockerel  will  give 
the  second  generation  before  the  advent 
of  really  cool  weather.  Not  all  the  eggs 
of  these  pullets  will  hatch,  but  at  least 
a  few  of  them  will.  By  way  of  proof, 
allow  me  to  repeat  a  story  which  I  have 
in  black  and  white,  before  me,  in  a  let- 
ter from  a  breeder  of  Leghorns  who  at 
the  time  the  letter  was  written  lived  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota. 

He  wrote  that  on  April  1st,  of  a  cer- 
tain designated  year,  he  had  a  large  lot 
of  Leghorn  chicks  hatch  out;  part  of 
them  hatched  in  an  incubator  and  part 
under  hens.  August  tUh,  of  the  same 
season,  when  those  chicks  were  but  lit- 
tle more  than  four  months  old,  twopul- 
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lets  from  the  lot  began  to  lay.  The  eggs 
were  ever  so  small,  he  said.  Eleven  of 
the  largest  of  these  little  eggs  were  put 
under  a  broody  hen,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  alloted  three  weeks,  three 
tiny  Leghorn  chicks  came  out.  The 
owner  of  all  these  Leghorns  says  that 
he  picked  out  one  of  his  finest  Leghorn 
hens  and  one  of  the  pullets,  put  the 
three  chicks  with  them  and  placed  them 
on  exhibition  in  a  coop  at  the  State 
Fair,  and  he  proudly  told  their  story 
over  and  over  again  to  hundreds  of  in- 
terested people.  He  placed  a  placard 
above  the  coop,  and  upon  the  placard 
was  this  information:  "These  little 
chicks  were  hatched  from  little  eggs 
that  were  laid  by  little  chicks  that  were 
hatched  April  1st.  Notice  these  little 
chicks,  their  mother  and  their  grand- 
mother third  generation  in  five  months 
and  Qve  days." 

We  readily  understand  the  "  great  deal 
of  attention"  they  naturally  attracted, 
and  we  believe  the  writer  when  he  says 
that  this  exhibition  of  his  Leghorns, 
"  broke  the  past  Leghorn  record  for  pre- 
cocity. As  a  further  attraction  this  ex- 
hibitor had  on  exhibition  besiae  this 
wonderful  display  coop  of  birds,  two 
baskets  of  eggs— one  basket  of  little 
eggs  from  his  April  hatched  pullets, 
and  another  basket  of  eggs  laid  by  his 
Leghorn  hens,  all  pure  white,  as  Leg- 
horn eggs  that  are  from  pure  bred  Leg- 
horn hens,  always  are. 

This  is  a  story  that  we  have  not  the 
least  reason,  or  the  least  inclination  to 
doubt,  and  it  is  a  story  worth  passing 
around,  and  we  know  that  all  breeders 
of  Leghorns  will  be  greatly  interested 
in  the  tale  told  of  their  prime  favorites. 
When  our  Leghorn  pullets  lay  at  four 
and  five  months  of  age  without  having 
been  pushed  or  forced,  we  are  very 
proud  of  their  record.  But  we  never 
have  and  we  never  shall  hurry  them 
towards  maturity  and  egg  producing  by 
feeding  stimulating  foods.  From  the 
shell  to  that  age  that  they  insist  upon 
providing  mostly  for  their  own  wants 
and  needs,  we  furnish  them  an  abiAd- 
ance  and  of  suitable  foods  for  their  best 
natural  development.  Nature  takes  her 
course  in  their  growth,  and  our  chicks 
are  the  finer,  better  and  handsomer  for 
it.  Neither  cockerels  nor  pullets  are  hur- 
ried.  Neither  are  they  neglected. 

One  complaint  of  the  Leghorn  race  is 
the  inability  to  keep  them  safely  yarded. 
For  days  they  may  stay  in  their 
yards  that  are  inclosed  with  9  or  10  foot 
fences,  and  a  feeling  of  security  pre- 
vails. But  let  something  of  a  startling 
nature  occur  out  in  their  direction  and 
with  the  apparent  ease  of  a  bird  they 
will  soar  straight  towards  the  sky,  and 
never  think  of  alighting  again  until  a 
long  ways  from  their  own  domains. 
They  may  be  kept  in  though,  no  matter 
what  the  occasion,  if  the  flight  feathers 
of  one  wing  be  clipped,  or  if  one  wing 


be  pinioned  with  a  wing-folder.  A  cov- 
ered run  will  also  keep  them  within 
bounds.  But  a  covered  run  is  rather  ex- 
pensive when  one  covers  as  large  a  yard 
as  is  felt  to  be  necessary  to  their  com- 
fort and  best  interests,  and  we  do  not 
like  to  clip  flight  feathers.   It  does  not 


materially  injure  the  bird  in  any  way, 
but  we  dislike  to  do  it.  Wing-folders 
would  be  the  better  way  of  fettering 
them,  but  free  range,  and  but  the  one 
breed  on  the  farm  would  be  the  better 
way  for  the  generality  of  breeders  of 
this  class  of  fowls.

Hatching,  Housing,  and  Feeding  Ex- 
tra Early  Hatched  Cliicks. 

IN  last  month's  article  Mr.  Rigg  described 
'  Mating  up  breeding  pens.  Tliis  month  lie 
tells  about  tl\e  care  of  the  extra  early  liatclied 
chicls.  The  next  article  will  be  facts  on  rearing 
and  management  of  chicles.— Ed. 

THE  CHICKENS. 

Those  are  the  ones  we  all  want  to 
make  the  most  money,  either  in  com- 
mercial or  fancy  poultry;  we  must  have 
them. 

I  take  it  that  every  thoughtful 
breeder — every  practical  breeder— has 
his  yards  mated.  The  man  who  has 
not  hag  made  a  mistake.  Espec- 
ially is  this  true  as  to  the  breeder  of 
the  Asiatic  and  American  classes,  but 
it  is  applicable  to  all  breeders. 

Having  covered  the  ground  in  pre- 
vious issues  as  to  mating  pens  and 
feeding  the  breeding  stock,  our  atten 
tion  Will  now  be  given  to  the  hatching, 
housing  and  feeding  of  the  early  chicks. 
Successful  plans  of  raising  early  chicks 
are  not  numerous.  These  February, 
March  and  even  April  chicks  must  have 
especial  attention.  They  must  be 
warmly  housed,  and  at  the  same  time 
be  given  plenty  of  fresh  air.  They  must 
not  be  allowed  to  stop  growing.  This 
is  very  important.  If  checked  in  growth 
and  allowed  to  remain  at  a  standstill, 
they  will  be  outstriped  in  the  race  by 
May  birds.  They  must  be  fed  differ- 
ently than  the  late  hatched  chicks, 
which  nature  provides  with  green  stuff 
and  worms,  insects,  etc.  Unless  a  per- 
son gives  them  the  proper  treatment 
the  raising  of  early  chicks  will  result 
disastrously. 

THE  HATCHING. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  per  cent  of 
fertile  eggs  during  February  and  March 
is  much  less  than  during  lateer  months. 
So  our  per  cent  of  chicks  from  a  given 
number  of  eggs  will  be  less  than  it  will 


be  later.  The  eggs  should  be  gathered 
as  often  as  possible.  When  taken  from 
the  nest  the  egg  should  be  dated. 
These  eggs  should  be  kept  in  a  moder- 
ately warm  room,  and  turned  end  for 
end  each  day  while  so  kept.  Now,  as 
to  the  setting  nest.  Herewith  is  given 
an  illustration  of  a  nest  box  I  have 
found  to  be  wonderfully  satisfactory. 
It  is  made  of  common  pine  lumber,  two 
feet  square  and  two  and  one-half  feet 
high.  It  has  a  slide  door  in  front.  In 
this  door  is  cut  a  hole  six  inches  square, 
and  over  this  is  tacked  wire  cloth. 
This  gives  light  and  air 


the  hen. 


These  boxes  are  placed  in  a  convenient 
room,  which  has  been  supplied  with  a 
large  dust  box  and  grit.  Do  not  place 
these  setting  boxes  in  the  house  con- 
taining your  breeding  stock,  or,  for  that 
matter,  in  a  place  containing  any  of 
your  poultry.  When  we  have  our  hen 
ready  to  set  we  paint  the  inside  bottom 
and  sides  of  the  box  with  liquid  lice- 
killer.  A  very  little  straw  is  then  put 
in  and  the  hen  immediately  put  in  the 
box,  giving  her  a  few  china  eggs.  We 
leave  her  there  until  the  next  moring  or 
evening,  for  by  this  time  she  is  en- 
tirely free  of  lice.  The  nest  is  then 
made  and  she  is  given  her  eggs.  These 


boxes  are  placed  along  the  sides'  and 
end3  of  the  hatching  room.  Every 
morning  the  sliding  door  of  each  box  is 
raised  and  the  hens  allowed  to  come 
off  for  feed  and  water.  They  are'given 
only  whole  grain,  mostly  corn,  during  in- 
cubation. Each  hen  readily  learns  to  go 
to  her  proper  box.  When  through  feed- 
ing and  having  returned  to  the  nests, 
the  doors  are  closed  and  the  work'of 
caring  for  the  setters  is  over  for  the 
day.  By  the  use  of  these  boxes  the 
work  of  caring  for  setting  hens  is  greatly 
reduced.  Then,  too,  we  have  each  set- 
ter well  in  hand  They  are  safe  from 
rats  or  other  vermin.  The  illustration 
shows  a  lath  run  to  the  box.  This  is 
used  with  the  May  chicks.  The  run 
allows  the  hen  fresh  earth  and  a  place 
to  dust. 

THE  HOUSING. 

The  improper  housing  of  extra  eaily 
chicks  is  what  usually  causes  failure. 
It  positively  will  not  do  for  February 
and  March  chicks  to  be  simply  placed 
in  an  ordinary  brood  coop  out  doors. 
If  you  can  not  give  these  youngsters 
better  quarters  than  this  do  not  try  to 
raise  them,  for  you  will  fail,  and  the 
few  which  do  pull  through  will  not  be 
as  good  birds  Nov.  1st  as  the  May  bird 
that  grew  steadily  from  the  time  he 
left  the  nest.  A  large  dry  goods  box 
can  be  converted  into  a  good  brood 
coop.  Take  such  a  box  and  put  in  a 
half  window.  Cover  the  box  with 
heavy  paper.  Place  dry  dirt  or  sand  on 
the  floor.  Place  the  box  on  the  south 
of  your  poultry  house  or  barn.  Fix  an 
opening  so  the  chicks  can  run  out  on 
pleasant  days.  This  will  do  very  well. 
A  house  18  feet  long  and  12  feet  wide 
can  be  so  arranged  as  to  give  an  ideal 
place  for  the  early  chicks.  It  can  be 
cheaply  built  of  common  boards,  on  the 
shed  pla  i.  Cover  walls  and  ceiling  with 
building  paper.  Now,  as  to  the  ar- 
rangement. Face  the  building  to  the 
south,  and  put  in  as  much  window 
space  as  possible.  A  hall  way  four  feet 
wide  will  extend  the  full  length  of  the 
building  on  the  north  side.  Divide  the 
house  into  six  runs.  These  runs 
will  extend  south  from  the  hall  way  to 
the  north  side  of  the  building.  Make

the  partitions  of  boards  to  the  [height 
of  two  feet.  Above  this  place  wire 
netting.  The  fall  before  the  floors  of 
these  pens  should  becovered  with  sand  to 
the  depth  of  two  or  three  inches.  When 
the  chicks  and  hen  are  removed  from 
the  setting  box  place  them  in  a  box  in 
one  of  these  pens.  Have  an  opening  so 
the  chicks  may  go  out  of  the  house  into 
small  runs  on  the  south.  Let  them  out 
only  on  pleasant  days.  These  outside 
rnns  should  be  raised  above  the  sur- 
rounding yard  somewhat,  and  kept 
clean  of  snow,  etc.  Do  not  allow  the 
hen  to  go  out  with  the  chicks  until  they 
are  two  or  three  weeks  old,  and  then 
only  on  exceptionally  pleasant  days. 
The  hen  will  enjoy  the  outing  when  the 
little  fellows  would  be  suffering  with 
cold  and  ought  to  be  in  the  house 
Keep  the  hens  and  little  ones  in  this 
house  until  about  May  1st,  when  they 
may  be  removed  to  outdoor  brood 
coops.  In  this  manner  they  enter  May 
full  of  strength  and  vigor,  and  then 
they  need  and  should  have  range,  the. 
more  the  better.  You  may  say  six  runs 
will  not  be  enough.  True,  if  you  are 
raising  a  very  large  number  of  extra 
early  birds,  but  you  will  find  that  the 
hatches  will  be  such  that  you  can 
double  up  with  the  broods,  and  in  this 
house  one  hen  will  care  for  from  twelve 
to  eighteen  chicks.  The  conditions  are 
entirely  different  than  when  the  hen 
and  chicks  are  outdoors  in  an  ordinary 
brood  coop.  This  house  is  used  until 
wanted  in  February  or  March  for  con- 


ditioning exhibition  birds— males  es- 
pecially— for  the  winter  shows.  It  is 
an  ideal  place  for  this  branch  of  the 
fancier's  work.  Then  temporary  pens, 
above  the  ground  floor  pens,  are  used. 
But  of  this  I  will  treat  in  some  future 
article,  perhaps. 

THE  FEEDING. 

The  hen  and  chicks  are  not  hurried 
from  the  nest.  They  will  come  off 
strong,  usually,  if  allowed  to  remain  in 
the  nest  36  to  48  hours  after  the  hatch- 
ing. Sometimes  it  is  found  necessary 
to  give  the  hen  whole  corn,  as  otherwise 
she  would  kill  the  chicks  by  reason  of 
tramping  them.  The  little  ones  are 
given  dry  crumbs  of  bread  or  broken 
crackers  as  a  first  meal.  From  now  on 
they  are  given  rolled  oats.  This  is 
given  them  often  each  day,  and  twice 
a  day,  usually  noon  and  night,  they  are 
given  bred  or  cracker  crums.  If  this 
can  be  moistened  with  millk  so  much 
the  better.  When  two  weeks  old  they 
are  given  corn  bred,  sometimes  dry  and 
sometimes  moistened  with  milk  or 
water,  in  place  of  the  rolled  oats,  once  a 
day.  When  older  whole  wheat  and 
cracked  corn  are  given  at  evening. 
They  are  supplied  from  the  start  with 
all  the  fiesh  water  they  want.  Small, 
home  made  drinking  fountains  are  used. 
These  are  made  of  canned  goods  cans, 
of  the  common  kind.  With  a  nail  a 
hole  is  made  in  the  can  near  the  bot- 
tom. The  can  is  set  in  a  shallow  dish, 
and  the  water  of  course  does  not  rise 
above  this  hole.   By  this  means  the 


chicks  can  not  get  into  the  water. 
They  take  the  water  from  the  shallow 
pan,  which  is  refilled  instantly.  The 
open  drinking  dish  annually  claims  lots 
of  chicks.   It  should  not  be  used. 

The  chicks  are  given  green  cut  bone 
three  times  a  week.  This  is,  of  course, 
not  necessary,  but  it  puts  the  extra 
early  chick  on  a  footing  with  the  later 
ones  so  far  as  supply  of  animal  food  is 
concerned.  It  is  to  the  early  chick 
what  worms  and  bugs  are  to  the  later 
hatched  chick.  I  would  not  be  without 
it  unless  obliged  to.  And  then  I  .would 
use  some  of  the  brands  of  blood  meals 
or  meats  offered  in  the  advertising  col- 
umns of  the  poultry  papers.  Green 
cut  bone  is  a  wonderful  developer. 
The  chicks  are  also  supplied  with 
green  stulf,  such  as  cabbage  and 
onions,  cut  very  fine. 

In  this  house  we  have  the  chicks  pro- 
tected from  the  cold,  supplied  with  an- 
imal and  vegetable  food,  and  grit. 
They  run  out  in  the  small  yards  or  bask 
in  the  sunshine  on  the  sand  floors  at 
will.  No  wonder  they  make  rapid 
growth,  and  come  into  the  hot  summer 
months  large,  vigorous  and  healthy — 
come  into  this  trying  period  splendidly 
fitted  to  withstand  the  hard  ordeal. 

Next  month  will  be  given  further 
facts,  gained  by  experience,  in  the  rear- 
ing and  management  of  chicks.  This 
will  be  devoted  more  especially  to  the 
outside  housing,  range  management 
and  general  care  of  the  young  stock.

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The  Proper  Use  of  Thermometers  and 
the  Veutilatioii  of  Incubators. 

A  thermometer  is  used  in  an  incu- 
bator for  the  purpose  of  getting  the 
temperature  of  the  eggs,  and  not  of  the 
interior  of  the  incubator.  To  a  great 
many  people  this  will  be  a  new  idea, 
and  contrary  to  some  generally  accepted 
opinions.  If  the  heat  furnished  by  the 
incubator  was  the  only  thing  that  af- 
fected the  temperature  of  the  eggs,  the 
heat  of  the  machine  at  a  level  of  the 
eggs  would  be  a  proper  guide,  but  it  is 
not.  The  temperature  of  the  eggs  is 
maintained,  first,  by  the  heat  of  the  ma- 
chine; second,  by  the  heat  furnished  by 
the  germs  themselves,  after  about  the 
tenth  day.  This  being  true,  it  is  the 
temperature  of  the  eggs,  and  not  that 
of  the  machine  that  we  are  to  be  gov- 
erned by. 

To  best  ascertain  this  temperature  the 
bulb  of  the  thermometer  should  always 
be  placed  on  an  egg  containing  a  live 
germ,  we  will  then  take  into  account 
the  heat  furnished  by  the  germ  as  well 
as  that  of  the  machine.  During  the 
last  half  of  the  hatch,  the  eggs  contain- 
ing live  germs  will  be  from  four  to  six 
degrees  warmer  than  an  infertile  egg,  or 
an  egg  containing  a  dead  germ.  So 
after  testing  the  eggs,  select  a  few  con- 
taining strong,  live  germs  and  mark 
them,  placing  the  bulb  of  the  thermom- 
eter on  these  only,  you  will  then  get  ap- 
proximately the  temperature  of  the  eggs 
in  the  machine.  We  say  approximately 
for  the  reason  that  the  thermometer, 
being  surrounded  by  the  air  in  the  ma- 
chine, will  be  influenced  by  the  temper- 
ature of  it,  as  well  as  that  of  the  egg  on 
which  it  rests.  Speaking  of  this,  Cyph- 
ers, in  his  "  Incubation  and  Its  Natural 
Laws,"  says:  "With  the  machines  as 
now  constructed  and  atmospheric  con- 
ditions that  will  be  given  when  consid- 
ering the  subject  of  ventilation,  the  rel- 
ative temperature  of  tne  egg  and  the 
thermometer  with  its  bulb  resting  upon 
it,  will  average  about  as  follows:  Dur- 
ing cold  weather  (35  degrees)  the  egg  is 
generally  found  to  be  about  i;'^  degrees 
lower  than  that  shown  by  the  thermom- 
eter during  the  initial  stages  of  incuba- 
tion, while  during  the  later  stages  the 
thermometer  ranges  from  an  equable 
temperature  to  %  degree  lower  than 
the  egg.  When  the  thermometer  is 
placed  upon  a  fertile  egg,  and  its  tem- 


perature maintained  during  the  entire 
period  of  incubation  at  102 1.3  degrees 
during  the  colder  weather,  and  102  de- 
grees during  the  warmer,  the  embryonic 
development  corresponds  closely  with 
that  with  the  hen  incubating.  When 
the  thermometer  is  laid  on  the  eggs,  but 
with  its  bulb  free,  or  when  it  is  stood 
up  among  the  eggs,  the  temperature  is 
exceedingly  variable.  With  the  atmos 
pheric  conditions  anywhere  near  con- 
stant, the  placing  of  the  bulb  on  a  fer- 
tile egg  gives  as  even  a  relative  temper- 
ature as  can  be  obtained  with  a  free  ex- 
posure of  the  thermometer."  The  bulb 
of  the  thermometer  should  always  be 
placed  at  a  uniform  height  in  relation 
to  the  eggs,  viz.:  resting  on  the  upper 
half  of  the  egg,  so  that  the  t  >p  of  the 
bulb  of  the  thermometer  comes  just  be- 
low the  top  of  the  eggs. 

* 

Ventilation  is  given  the  eggs  for  two 
reasons.  First,  to  supply  the  germs 
with  oxygen.  Second,  to  evaporate  the 
contents  of  the  eggs  to  a  certain  amount. 

The  contents  of  an  egg  is  largely  wa- 
ter (about  74  per  cent)  and  not  nearly 
all  of  this  is  required  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  chick.  Nature,  in  this  as 
in  everything  else,  is  prodigal,  counting 
on  outside  influences  to  disapate  the 
surplus.  Unless  this  excess  of  water  is 
evaporated  from  the  egg  the  chick  will 
at  the  time  of  hatching  have  great  difli- 
culty  in  pipping  the  shell,  owing  to  its 
being  larger  than  normal,  and  it  will  be 
unable  to  turn  in  the  shell  and  break 
with  its  bill  the  complete  circle  that 
will  enable  it  to  come  out.  On  the 
other  hand,  however,  the  egg  must  not 
be  evaporated  down  too  much,  as  the 
chick  will  then  be  undersized,  and  the 
membranes  may  become  so  dry  before 
the  time  for  hatching  as  to  cause  its 
death.  Now,  how  is  the  inexperienced 
operator  to  tell  when  he  is  giving  too 
little  ventilation,  or  when  too  much, 
and  avoid  the  above  difliculties  ?  Man- 
ifestly, by  the  eggs,  themselves.  The 
air  space  in  the  end  of  the  egg  furnishes 
an  exact  guide  as  to  how  rapidly  the 
egg  is  being  evaporated,  and  just  how 
much  to  increase  or  decrease  the  ven- 
tilation. In  a  fresh  egg  this  air  space 
is  very  small,  but  when  the  egg  is  sub- 
ject to  the  heat  of  an  incubator  or  of  a 
sitting  hen,  it  becomes  larger  in  exact 
proportion  as  the  contents  of  the  egg  is 
evaporated,  so  that  by  having  a  chart  or 


guide,  showing  just  how  large  the  air 
space  should  be  each  day,  the  incubator 
operator  can  tell  just  how  much  ventil- 
ation to  give,  and  when  to  increase  or 
decrease  it.  Some  of  the  best  incubator 
manufacturers  are  furnishing  these 
guides  with  their  instructions  for  oper- 
ating their  machines,  and  they  should 
be  furnished  by  every  manufacturer 
who  desires  the  customer  to  have  suc- 
cess. A  guide  or  chart  of  this  kind  is 
in  the  market  and  has,  we  believe,  been 
offered  for  sale  in  the  columns  of  the 
Journal.  With  a  guide  of  this  kind 
before  him,  the  question  of  ventilation 
becomes  an  easy  one  to  the  operator. 
It  is  only  necessary  then  for  him  to 
watch  the  growing  air  space  in  the  egg, 
and  give  ventilation  accordingly,  re- 
membering that  more  ventilation  in- 
creases the  size  of  the  air  space,  and 
that  less  ventilation  will  hold  the  in- 
crease in  size  in  check.  It  is  assumed, 
of  course,  that  the  properly  constructed 
incubator  has  a  capacity  for  giving  suf- 
ficient ventilation.  We  regret  to  say 
that  with  some  machines  such  is  not 
the  case.  From  the  days  of  excessive 
ventilation  and  moisture  giving  of  ten 
to  fifteen  years  ago,  the  pendulum  has 
swung  the  other  way,  and  with  some 
manuf acturers  it  has  gone  too  far,  in  not 
allowing  a  capacity  for  suflicient  ventil- 
ation under  all  conditions.  In  a  real 
dry  room  of  the  minimum  temperature 
(35  degrees)  no  great  amount  of  ventil- 
ation is  required,  as  the  difference  in 
temperature  between  the  room  and  the 
machine  will  cause  the  air  to  circulate 
rapidly,  and  the  dryness  of  it  will  take 
up  the  excess  of  moisture  in  the  eggs. 
But  where  the  temperature  of  the  room 
is  75  to  80  degrees  and  somewhat  damp, 
a  large  amount  of  ventilation  will  be 
required,  as  the  air  will  circulate  much 
less  rapidly  through  the  machine.

Diseases  of  Poultry. 

CONSUMPTION. 

This  Is  a  very  common  disease,  and  is 
one  of  the  after  results  of  colds  and 
roup.  It  is  incurable.  The  symptoms 
are  an  unnatural  brightness  of  the  eyes 
which  sparkle  like  diamonds,  and  the 
fowls  become  so  light  in  weight  that 
the  wind  will  blow  them  away.  They 
should  be  killed  as  soon  as  it  is  sure 
they  have  it,  as  they  always  die. 

VERTIGO. 

When  you  see  a  fowl  turning  round 
and  round,  as  though  trying  to  see  or 
was  dizzy,  that  is  vertigo.  She  has 
either  eaten  too  much  and  is  light- 
headed and  sick,  or  has  indigestion. 
Shut  her  up  some  place  and  give  her  no 
food  for  two  or  three  days.  That  will 
usually  effect  a  cure. 

FEATIIER  EATING. 

This  is  one  of  the  meanest  vices  that 
fowls  ever  acquire.  I  have  seen  whole 
flocks  ruined  by  it.  I  had  a  very  fine 
cock  once  which  the  hens  picked  so 
bare  and  so  often  that  his  neck  became 
like  a  turkey.  The  feathers  never  grew 
out  again.  The  best  cure  is  to  try  and 
catch  the  ones  that  first  began  it,  and 
eat  them.  One  hen  will  teach  a  whole 
flock.  The  next  best  thing  is  to  wet  the 
feathers  of  those  that  show  plucking 
with  crude  oil,  being  careful  not  to  put 
it  on  the  skin.  The  fowls  do  not  like 
that  and  soon  quit. 

LICE. 

This  is  the  one  thing  above  all  others 
which  causes  more  trouble  and  loss  in 
the  poultry  business  than  anything  else, 
I  believe,  from  my  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience and  what  1  know  about  others, 
that  at  least  25  per  cent  of  all  the  chicks 
that  are  ever  hatched  out  die  from  lice 
alone,  I  have  had  poultry  raisers  tell 
me  that  there  was  not  a  louse  in  their 
whole  flock,  and  I  would  pick  up  a 
chick  and  show  them  that  it  was  fairly 
alive  with  lice.  The  large  grey  louse 
that  infests  the  head  and  throat  of  the 
chicks  are  the  most  fatal  of  all.  I 
never  heard  of  any  plan  that  I  have  not 
tried  to  eradicate  them.  I  have  used 
all  the  new  fangled  lice  killers,  and 
some  of  them,  barring  the  smell,  are  ex- 
cellent; but  nothing  at  all  seems  to  ex- 
terminate them,  and  the  fact  is  nothing 
ever  will  until  we  git  rid  of  the  English 
Sparrow.  We  have  lice  now  that  never 
existed  until  they  came,  and  until  they  ( 
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go  we  can  only  fight  the  lice.  We  can 
not  exterminate  them. 

THE  BEST  CURE. 

strong  tobacco  water  comes  the  near- 
est to  eradicating  lice  of  all  the  many 
things  I  have  tried.  I  use  one-fourth 
pound  paper  to  one  gallon  of  water. 
Weyman's  Cut  and  Dry  I  use,  merely 
because  it  is  the  strongest  of  any  that 
I  have  tried.  Boil  it  until  all  the 
strength  is  out,  and  use  it  blood  warm 
to  dip  the  fowl.  Wet  every  feather  and 
then  grease  the  head  with  lard  to  kill  all 
the  nits.  This  makes  a  perfectly  clean 
sweep.  Not  a  louse  will  be  left  alive  if 
the  job  is  well  done,  but  if  one  dry 
feather  is  left  it  will  have  nits  on  it. 
This  must  be  done  on  a  warm  still  day, 
or  in  a  warm  room.  The  temperature 
should  not  be  lower  than  90  degrees 
where  the  fowls  are  drying  off,  else  they 
are  liable  to  catch  cold. 

BUMBLE  FOOT. 

This  is  always  described  as  being 
caused  by  a  bruise,  jumping  off  perches, 
etc.,  but  as  far  as  my  knowledge  of  the 
disease  goes  I  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
anything  of  the  kind.  The  cure  recom- 
mended is  to  cut  the  foot  open,  press 
out  the  matter,  wash  out  the  sore  and  it 
will  soon  heal  up.  If  such  is  the  case, 
then  I  do  not  know  much  about  bumble 
foot.  I  have  never  yet  been  able  to 
cure  a  case  of  it  or  to  find  a  case  that  had 
been  cured,  although  I  can  find  those 
that  claim  to  have  cured  it,  I  believe 
that  is  is  akin  to  leprosy  in  man,  al- 
though I  think  it  is  not  contagious. 
The  bones  of  the  feet  decay  and  rot 
away,  and  although  the  fowl  may  live 
for  a  number  of  years,  if  given  a  chance, 
they  generally  die  sooner  than  they 
would  have  done  without  the  disease. 
I  have  taken  fowls  that  had  it  and  I 
could  pick  out  the  bones  of  the  foot 
with  a  small  stick;  seemed  to  be  like  a 
dry  rot.  The  best  cure  for  bumble  foot 
is  to  cut  the  foot  off  right  back  of  the 
ears  and  then  bury  the  fowl.  No  per- 
son alive  would  eat  her  if  they  knew  it. 
Fortunately,  it  is  not  a  very  common 
disease;  only  a  few  ever  get  it. 

SCALY  LEGS. 

This  is  merely  a  local  disease,  that  is, 
if  it  is  a  disease  at  all.  It  is  caused  by 
a  minute  insect,  which  is  a  twin  brother 
to  the  itch.  I  have  never  had  but  a  few 
cases  of  it,  and  always  cured  them  by 
dipping  the  legs  in  kerosene.  If  it  is  a 
I  bad  case  several  applications  will  be 


needed.  It  is  very  unsightly  and  wili 
spread  to  the  whole  flock  if  not  cured  in 
time.

Gentlemen:—*  *  *  Dec. 24-25,  at 
Washington,  N.  J.,  I  showed  only  one 
pair  and  three  pens  of  Barred  Rock 
chicks  and  won  first  pair  and  first,  sec- 
ond and  third  pen.

M.  Leffel,  and  he  says  four  judges 
passed  on  them  and  commend  them 
grand  and  worthy  of  a  score  from  94  to 
95.  The  other  pair  of  Bradley  Bros, 
the  cockerel  of  this  pair  was  one  of  pair 
I  showed  at  Washington  and  Judge 
Evans  pronounced  him  the  finest  cock- 
erel he  ever  scored  and  gave  him  9534- 
The  Leffel  cockerel  and  Bradley  bird 
will  be  in  my  breeding  yards.  I  will 
add  two  more  breeding  yards  of  Rocks 
and  will  have  five  male  birds,  scoring 
around  95  by  most  any  judge,  and  only 
S3  per  13  for  eggs  from  pens  of  such 
material  is  certainly  very  low.  Bradley 
Bros,  wrote  they  consider  cockerel 
bought  of  them  good  for  New  York. 
You  know  what  they  say  you  can  rely

In  a  letter  received  from  a  noted  poul- 
try judge  relative  to  a  Southern  Show 
he  says:  "  Why  is  it  the  cold  Northern 
sections  succeed  y  1  can  see  no  reason 
other  than  the  cold  forces  the  breeder  to 
give  his  stock  constant  watchfulness 
for  there  can  be  no  difference  only  in 
<;are."  From  which  one  would  suppose 
the  judge  found  the  poultry  where  the 
show  was  inferior  in  size  to  Northern 
stock,  although  he  does  not  say  so. 

Yes.  he  is  right.  It  is  in  the  care. 
The  sentence  means  much.  Care  in  the 
East  signifies  proper  housing,  proper 
feed.  Here  or  in  any  other  dry  coun- 
try we  must  add  the  providing  of 
ample  green  food  for  the  fowls.  When 
the  land  is  dry  as  tinder,  this  is  some- 
thing of  an  eilort. 

Again,  in  the  East,  the  summer  nights 
are  warm.  With  us  no  matter  how 
warm  the  day,  the  invariable  chill  ar 
rives  toward  morning.  So  the  houses 
must  be  tight  and  closed.  Few  poultry 
men  care  to  make  the  round  of  the 
chicken  houses  twice  a  day.

Your  note  of  the  6th  instant  is  at 
hand  and  in  reply  to  same  I  am  pleased 
to  report  the  Santa  Teresa  Poultry  Farm 
in  a  rtourishing  condition.  Improve- 
ments in  our  stock  and  plant  are  con- 
stantly in  order  and  our  aim  is  fast  be- 
ing realized  to  make  ours  one  of  the 
complete  plants  of  the  state.  Trade  has 
been  good  with  us  this  fall  and  very  lit- 
tle surplus  stock  remains.  We  are  en- 
-couraged  that  our  patrons  are  uniform- 
ly well  pleased  with  the  selection  of 
stock  sent  them.  This  fall's  work  has 
inclined  us  more  than  ever  in  favor  of 
the  White  Wyandotte  as  a  general  pur- 
pose fowl.  From  our  stock  of  this  va- 
riety we  have  had  eggs  right  along  and 
besides  hatching  a  number  of  broods  in 
December,  have  been  able  to  set  a  num- 
ber more,  which  will  be  due  in  the  fore 
part  of  January.  Chicks  are  strong  and 
vigorous  and  the  eggs,  so  far,  have 
proved  70  per  cent  fertile.  The  hens  of 
this  variety  have  done  much  better  than 
our  other  specialties  in  the  way  of  win- 
ter eggs.  We  have  ([uite  a  number  of 
September  hatched  Leghorns  which 
have  done  finely  in  spite  of  the  cold,  dry 
winter  which  has  been  the  means  of  de- 
priving us  of  our  usual  supply  of  green 
feed. 

Alfalfa  patches  are  being  added  to 
■our  runs  which,  in  future,  we  hope  will 
make  us  independent  of  the  rain  fall,  at 
ieast  for  our  yarded  stock. 

We  hope  the  season  is  proving  favor- 


able with  you  and  that  with  the  ad 
vancement  of  the  poultry  interests  on 
the  coast  we  may  all  have  a  profitable 
business.

Discreet  men  I  For  these 
fowls  that  were  hatched  in  early  May 
and  later,  weighed  from  seven  to  nine 
pounds.  They  had  been  supplied,  you 
see,  with  green  feed  and  had  been  kept 
at  night  in  a  closed,  warm  house.

Why  do  not  farmers  generally  raise 
full  blood  poultry  V 

I  think  one  of  the  reasons  is  because 
of  the  practice  on  this  coast,  at  least,  of 
selling  poultry  by  the  dozen  instead  of 
by  weight.  I  saw  a  sale  the  other  day, 
A  man  brought  a  coop  of  Plymouth 
Rocks  to  market- 36  fine  chickens. 
They  averaged  7  lbs.  and  he  got  $10.50 
for  them.  Another  man  brought  in  a 
coop  of  common  chickens— 48  in  coop, 
and  their  average  was  4  lbs,,  yet  he  got 
the  same  price  per  dozen— $14  for  the 
coop;  60  lbs.  less  meat  than  the  other, 
and  $3.50  more  money.  Until  some- 
thing is  done  to  change  the  practice  it 
will  be  hard  to  convince  the  farmer  that 
it  pays  to  buy  high  priced  breeding 
stock  and  raise  fine  fowls.

Mr.  Steele  lives  at  Snelling— presum- 
ably the  Snelling  in  Merced  county.  He 
is  far  away  from  the  San  Francisco 
market.  The  sale  he  mentions  prob- 
ably occurred  in  Stockton  or  Sacra- 
mento. Of  the  market  men  in  those  in- 
land towns  we  know  nothing;  but  we  do 
know  that  a  good  commission  man  in 
San  Francisco  would  have  paid  much 
more  for  the  Plymouth  Rocks  than  for 
the  Leghorns,  if  the  Rocks  were  in  good 
condition.  If  the  freight  charges  are 
not  too  high  the  man  Mr.  Steele  men- 
tions had  better  ship  hereafter  to  San 
Francisco.

A  Visit  to  Danville,  111.,  Show. 

We  escaped  from  our  little  4x8  oflice 
in  the  crowded  city  and  took  the  even- 
ing train  for  Danville  to  join  our  feath- 
ered friends  on  exhibition  there,  and  to 
have  a  whole  day  off  with  the  chickens 
and  to  form  new  acquaintances  with 
their  owners.  The  lusty  crowing  that 
emanated  from  the  show  room,  near  by, 
was  the  first  sound  we  heard  at  day- 
break, after  a  good  night's  sleep  at  Dan- 
ville. At  the  breakfast  table  we  met 
Judges  Hewes,  Russell  and  Heimlich. 

The  Armory  building  was  admirably 
adapted  for  the  purpose  of  the  show, 
and  housed  the  1,250  fowls  nicely  with- 
out double  decking,  while  the  stage  held 
exhibits  of  incubators  and  appliances. 

In  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  class 
were  some  fine  birds.  The  Ist  prize 
cockerel  was  of  Miles  strain,  scored 
93I2,  fine  in  shape  and  color,  but  badly 
out  of  condition.  A  Chicago  lady  was 
present  with  a  fine  string  of  birds  and 
succeeded  in  carrying  off  1st  on  pullet. 
The  1st  prize  White  Rock  was  a  dream 
of  beauty,  with  suberb  comb,  magnifi- 
cent shape  and  color;score  95 In  Black 
Langshans  Mr.  Ben  Myers,  as  usual, 
was  very  much  in  evidence,  and  while 
"  there  were  others,"  Mr.  Myers  carried 
off  all  the  Ists  in  the  class.  Mr.  Myers 
is  a  representative  poultry  man  and  one 
of  the  "  solid  men  "  of  the  fraternity. 
His  long  years  of  experience  as  an  ex- 
hibitor and  superintendent  of  many 
shows  was  of  great  service  to  the  man- 
agement. Light  Brahmas,  not  a  large 
class,  and  conspicuous  for  absence  of 
such  breeders  as  Alfred  Doyle,  Wm. 
Chamings  and  McClanahan.  Indiana 
breeders  seemed  to  secure  the  majority 
of  the  awards.  Mr.  J.  C.  Pratt  of  La 
Grange,  111.,  had  a  fine  exhibit  of  B.  B.

The  house  illustrated  may  be  of  any 
Bize  desired.  The  main  view  given 
shows  the  main  building,  glass  covered 
winter  runs  to  the  south  and  yards  in 
the  rear.  The  ground  plan  and  section 
make  plain  the  interior  arrangement  of 
the  house.  The  building  is  22  feet  wide 
and  30  feet  long.  The  roosting  and  lay- 
ing rooms  are  9  feet  wide  and  10  feet 
long,  and  the  winter  runs  or  scratching 
room  is  10x10  feet.  The  main  building 
is  9  feet  high  in  front  and  7  feet  in  the 
rear;  the  winter  runs  are  3  feet  high  in 
front  and  6  feet  and  <5  inches  at  the 
point  below  the  front  windows  of  the 


the  north  side  of  the  house.   The  win- 


dows on  the  north  side  should  be  pro- 
vided with  storm  sash  for  the  winter.

Gentlemen:— I  enclose  herewith  list 
of  awards  at  our  show  which  closed 
Saturday  night,  Dec.  18th.  Owing  to 
the  very  inclement  weather  prevailing 
during  the  week,  the  attendance  waa 
not  as  good  as  last  year,  but  the  show 
itself  was  decidedly  the  best  that  has 
ever  been  held  in  St.  Louis. 

Mr.  Sharp  Butterfitld  scored  the 
American  classes,  except  Wyandottes, 
all  the  Mediterranean,  Game,  English 
and  water  fowls. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Bridge  scored  the  Wyan- 
dottes, all  the  Asiatics,  Hamburgs,. 
French,  Polish,  Bantams  and  Turkeys. 

Mr.  Kobt.  Joos  of  Peoria,  111.,  placed 
the  ribbons  on  the  pigeons. 

The  strongest  class  was  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks,  an  even  130  compet- 
ing in  this  one  breed  alone,  but  the  class 
that  the  breeders  and  fanciers  were 
most  intterested  in  was.  undoubtedly, 
the  Single-comb  Brown  Leghorns.  We 


main  building.  The  roosting  room  has 
a  wood  floor  laid  on  sleepers,  which 
should  be  beded  in  cinders,  broken  glass, 
etc.,  to  keep  out  rats  and  other  vermin. 
The  scratching  room  has  the  natural 
ground  covered  with  leaves,  short  straw, 
etc.  The  exterior  walls  may  be  built  of 
double  flooring  or  rough  boards  covered 
with  tarred  paper  and  siding  on  the  out- 
side, and  floored  or  plastered  on  the  in- 
side. Plastering  is  preferable  because 
it  is  easily  kept  clean,  makes  a  much 
better,  tighter  wall  and  costs  no  more 
than  flooring  put  in  place.  The  interior 
partitions  are  constructed  of  flooring  or 
boards  high  enough  to  prevent  the  fowls 
from  seeing  each  other,  and  above  that 
of  wire  netting. 

The  floor  of  the  passage  is  raised  18 
inches  above  the  other  floors.  This  space 
should  be  inclosed  on  the  roosting  room 
side,  with  a  slide  between  the  door  and 
the  nest  boxes,  as  indicated  by  S.  In 
the  hatching  season  the  scratching 
rooms  can  be  occupied  by  the  young 
stock,  not  interfering  with  the  breeding 
stock,  as  they  have  a  summer  run  on

believe  we  can  say,  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction, that  no  other  Western  city 
has  ever  showed  up  such  a  hot  class  in 
this  line.  The  1st  prize  cockerel  scored 
95  by  Butterfield,  and  that  gentleman 
pronounced  him  as  fine  as  any  he  had 
ever  seen.  The  1st  prize  hen  was  put  at 
94}^  by  the  eame  gentleman.  The  Ist 
prize  pullet  scored  at  91  points — 93-point 
birds  and  93 1., -point  birds,  in  some 
cases,  being  obliged  to  take  3d  and  4th.^ 
The  Plymouth  Rock  cock  taking  1st 
was  1st  cockerel  at  Kansas  City  last 
year,  and  has  never  as  yet  been  beaten. 
The  1st  prize  cockerel  in  this  class  was 
put  at  92^.2,  a  remarkably  high  score  un- 
der Butterfield.  The  1st  prize  pullet 
was  sired  by  the  1st  prize  cock,  and 
scored  93. 

In  Wyandottes  the  competition  was 
not  as  fierce  as  heretofore,  but  there 
were  some  very  good  birds  shown,  es- 
pecially in  the  cockerels,  the  1st  prize- 
bird  going  93,  by  Bridge,  and  a  pullet 
and  a  breeding  pen  going  95  by  the- 
same  gentleman.

what  was  claimed  for  them.  .Judge 
Henry  L.  Edmunds,  one  of  our  most 
prominent  attorneys,  was  one  of  the 
first  visitors  at  the  show,  and.  noticing 
these  Pit  Games,  insisted  that  he  could 
show  just  as  fine,  and  permission  be- 
ing granted  to  enter  them  for  exhibition 
only,  the  judge  had  them  in  the  hall 
early  the  next  morning,  and  all  these 


some  300  birds,  but  on  the  other  hand 
we  were  enabled  to  commence  work 
promptly  at  10  o'clock  Tuesday  morn- 
inir,  and  by  12  o'clock  the  ribbons  were 
upon  pare  of  the  exhibits,  and  by 
Wednesday  evening  the  entire  classes 
of  poultry  had  been  judged,  score  cards 
out  and  ribbons  up.  Considering  that 
there  were  some  900  birds  to  handle,  a 


whole  lot  of  credit  is  due  to  Messrs. 
Butterfield  and  Bridge.  Yet  this  result 
could  possibly  not  have  been  accom- 
plished except  under  very  systematic 
work  on  the  part  of  all  the  officers  of  the 
association,  in  having  the  classes  placed 
in  such  a  way  that  there  was  absolutely 
no  loss  of  time  in  any  manner,  shape  or 
form. 

Of  the  pigeon  exhibit  we  can  truth- 
fully say  that  it  excelled  anything  we 
ever  had  in  St.  Louis.  The  birds  were 
shown  singly,  the  old  separate  from  the 
young,  and  the  best  that  there  was  in 
St.  Louis  was  brought  to  the  show.  In 
addition  to  this  we  had  an  elegant  dis- 
play from  Dr.  W.  A.  Gibson  of  JackEOD, 
Mich.,  who  carried  off  all  the  prizes  in 
his  class.

The  Seconil  Annnal  Exhibition  of  the 
National  Fanciers"  Association  of 
Chicago  Scored  an  I'nqualifled  Snc- 
cess  in  Xunibcr  of  Exhibits  and 
Qnality  of  !!»tock--Sui)eriority  of 
the  Exhibits  Over  ].<ast  Year--The 
Foundation  for  One  of  the  6reat 
Shows  of  the  Country  Securely 
liaid. 

jNever  in  the  history  of  the  poultry  of 
the  West  was  there  such  a  gathering  to- 
gether of  good  poultry  and  fine  pigeons 
as  was  shown  at  the  second  annual  ex 
hibition  of  the  National  Fanciers'  Asso- 
ciation of  Chicago,  January  24-29. 

The  judges  were  unanimous  in  de- 
claring that  it  was  the  best  show  as  far 
as  quality  was  concerned  that  has  been 
held  this  season.  The  JBuff  class  was  a 
magnificent  one  and  the  color  of  the 
birds  demonstrated  that  breeders  of  this 
popular  color  are  getting  together,  and 
that  perfection  is  nearly  accomplished. 
Not  only  was  the  color  good  but  in 
shape  the  specimens  were  magnificent. 

Among  the  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks  we 
noticed  exhibits  from  J.  F.  Ilarral,  Au- 
rora, 111.;  H.  M.  Horton,  Chicago;  J,  1. 
De  Lancy,  Elgin,  111.;  G.  W.  Hamm, 
Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  and  others  whose 


names  will,  no  doubt,  appear  in  the  list 
of  awards. 

The  Buff  Wyandottes  were  very  good, 
but  several  seemed  to  be  defective  in  the 
comb.  The  class  was  not  a  large  one, 
but  taken  altogether  was  very  credit- 
able, considering  the  length  of  time 
breeders  have  been  working  on  it.  J.  I. 
De  Lancy,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Dennison,  Elgin, 
111.,  A.  &  E.  Tarbox,  Yorkville,  111,,  and 
others  were  on  hand  in  person  or  by 
proxy  with  birds  that  promise  well. 

The  Buff  Leghorns  were  out  in  full 
force  and  great  perfection.  There  has 
been  a  wonderful  advance  in  these  birds 
within  two  or  three  years,  and  some  of 
the  specimens  shown  were  almost  per 
feet.  The  class  was  a  very  large  one, 
exhibits  being  made  by  Frank  H.  Haw- 
ley,  LeEoy,  Ohio,  being  probably  the 
largest  exhibitor,  though  others  were  a 
close  second.  George  S.  Barnes,  battle 
Creek,  Mich.,  showed  some  fine  birds, 
as  did  John  Eustice,  Columbus  Ohio. 
Among  others  making  entries  were 
Chas.  Spencer,  Bourbon,  Ind.  Ealph 
Matthews,  Tiffin,  Ohio.  J.  H.  Blood. 
Walpole,  Mass,,  and  others.  The  scores 
on  this  class  ran  high,  showing  the  good 
quality  of  the  birds  all  through.  But 
one  breeder  entered  Rose-comb  Buff 
Leghorns,  Geo.  A.  Dykeman,  Battle 
Creek,  Mich.,  entering  two  birds,  but 
these  we  were  unable  to  find  in  the 
show,  though  they  were,  no  doubt,  pres- 
ent. 

In  Buff  Cochins  and  BufE  Cochin  Ban- 
tams there  were  some  exhibits  that  one 
wanted  to  stand  and  look  at  for  a  long 
time.  This  breed  is  the  crowning  triumph 
of  the  American  poultry  breeders  and 
in  it  they  have  shown  what  skill  and 
patience  can  do. 

We  were  unable  to  disticguish  the 
birds  owne  by  the  different  exhibitors, 
but  learned  that  Geo.  B.  Wetzel,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  Rev.  E.  W.  Rankin,  Manitowoc, 
Wis.,  H.  F.  Drury,  Galesburg,  111.,  A.  D. 
Moe,  Morgan  Park,  111.,  F.  B.  F.  Rhodes, 
South  Chicago,  111.,  A.  N.  Denman  and 
others  had  birds  in  the  show,  and  any  of 
them  were  well  worthy  of  seeing  and 
showing. 

L.  B.  Richardson  of  Chicago,  had  a 
magnificent  exhibit  of  Cornish  Indian 
Games,  seldom  equaled  in  the  show 
room. 

The  best  Buff  Cochin  Ban  lams  we  ever 
saw  were  in  the  show,  one  cock  in  par- 
ticular, being  a  model  for  all  breeders  to 
pattern  after.  Joos  &  AVombacher, 
Peoria,  111.,  Bell  &  Hudson,  Lansing, 
Mich.,  Lester  Barr,  Downers  Grove,  111., 
and  J.  W.  Hudson,  Cropsey,  111.,  were 
the  exhibitors. 

In  the  Plymouth  Rock  class  W.  S. 
Russell,  Ottawa,  Iowa,  made  a  splendid 
showing  of  Barred  Rocks,  in  which  he 
was  met  by  very  strong  competition 
from  J.  F.  Harral,  Aurora;  C.  A.  Da- 
mon, Ctiicago;  D.  F.  Palmer,  Yorkville, 
111.;  Eb.  Denney,  A>irora,  111.;  Robert 


Holloway,  Alexis,  111.;  F.  B.  Hawley 
and  others.  It  has  got  too  late  to 
look  for  poor  Barred  Rocks  in  a  show 
like  this  one,  and  we  do  not  pretend  that 
we  have  mentioned  the  names  of  the 
winners  in  this  class,  as  this  is  written 
while  the  judges  are  scoring  the  birds. 

In  White  Plymouth  Rocks  the  exhibit 
has  never  been  excelled,  S.  N.  Wil- 
liams showed  a  cock  that  was  pure 
white  all  over  and  good  enough  to  get 
about  91 J2,  while  his  old  hen  that  scored 
96  or  96}^  two  years  ago  got  a  score  of 
95,  showing  her  to  be  pretty  good  in  her 
old  age.  Other  birds  were  close  up  to 
these,  and  one  would  go  far  before  he 
could  find  such  another  collection  of 
this  breed.  Eb.  Denny.  Aurora,  B.  F. 
Arnold,  Somanauk,  III,,  Russell  R. 
Webb,  Joliet.  111.,  Grover  &  Grover, 
Concord,  Mich.,  were  among  the  others 
who  showed  good  birds — excellent  birds 
would  be  better. 

Silver  Laced  Wyandottes  were  quite 
plentiful,  and  one  of  the  judges  pre- 
dicted that  they  were  going  to  have  a 
boom  in  the  near  future.  The  speci- 
mens shown  were  of  the  kind  that  de- 
serve a  boom,  for  many  of  them  were 
way  up  above  the  average.  H.  Cregar, 
Russell,  111.,  James  McClure,  Lake 
Forest,  111.,  W.  A.  Goddard,  Des  Plaines, 
111.,  Geo.  H.  Phillips,  Chicago,  and  oth- 
ers whose  names  we  did  not  get,  had 
White  Wyandottes. 

A.  D.  Armstrong,  Elkhart,.  Ind.,  was 
the  only  exhibitor  showing  Black  Wy- 
andottes, and  Grover  &  Grover,  Con- 
cord, Mich.,  showed  the  only  Black 
Javas  in  the  rooms. 

A  very  fair  sized  class  of  Light  Brah- 
mas  was  shown,  the  quality  of  which 
showed  that  the  cream  of  the  breed 
might  be  found  in  the  West.  When  one 
runs  up  against  such  breeders  as  Alfred 
Doyle  of  Morgan  Park,  Illinois,  xV. 
H.  Higley,  Cedar  Rapids,  la.,  A.  T.  Mc- 
Clanahan,  Forest,  111.,  O.  C.  Halstead, 
Rennselaer,  Ind.,  Elias  Seaverson,  Niles, 
111.,  or  Levi  H.  Fuller,  Oak  Park,  111., 
one  may  expect  to  see  stock  that  is 
worth  buying  and  which  tempts  a  breed- 
er to  steal  it,  if  it  is  not  for  sale.  They 
are  beautiful. 

Two  breeders  entered  Dark  Brahmas, 
J.  1.  De  Lancy,  Elgin.  III.,  and  E.  N. 
Denman,  Greensburg,  Pa.  This  old 
breed  does  not  get  the  attention  it  de- 
serves. Our  experience  with  it  is  that 
while  it  is  hard  to  breed  to  feather  it  is 
worth  while  trying,  and  when  a  good 
one  is  produced  it  pays  for  all  the 
trouble  of  working  for  it. 

The  Langshan  class  was  not  large  but 
very  strong.  This  is  one  of  the  breeds 
that  puts  the  fancier  on  his  mettle,  and 
once  he  gets  the  true  shape  firmly  fixed 
in  his  mind  and  succeeds  in  mating  so 
as  to  produce  it,  his  fame  as  a  breeder 
will  soon  come.  Ben  Myers  had  very 
fine  birds  in  the  show,  one  or  two  of 
which  were  about  as  good  as  they  get. 


The  CochiD  shape  was  but  slightly  in 
evidence  in  the  poorest  ones  he  showed. 
While  the  shape  was  good  the  color  was 
beyond  criticism  by  one  who  does  not 
pretend  to  be  a  judge  of  the  most  expert 
kind,  lint  Mr.  Myers  wasn't  the  only  one 
in  the  show.  John  L.  Barwick,  Chicago, 
F.  L.  Ktmmey,  Chicago,  J.  I.  Ue  Lancy, 
Elgin,  111.,  Struthers  Sisters,  Ottawa, 
111.,  W.  W.  Hogle,  Evanston,  111.,  and 
others  had  birds  in  the  show  that  were 
fit  to  associate  with  any  other  Lang- 
shans  in  this  country,  Europe  or  Asia. 
A  splendid  breed  is  the  Langshans  and 
worthy  of  all  effort  to  perfect. 

The  Mediterranean  class  was  the 
largest  one  in  the  show.  The  White 
Face  Black  Spanish  shown  by  John 
Eustice,  Columbus,  Ohio,  were  speci- 
mens that  any  one  might  be  proud  to 
own,  They  had  excellent  company  in 
the  exhibits  made  by  J.  I.  De  Lancy, 
Elgin,  Godfrey  W.  IJhodes,  Aurora,  111., 
and  E.  H.  Cook,  Huntley,  111.  Some  of 
the  specimens  shown  had  the  best  faces 
we  ever  saw  in  a  showroom.  Thearis 
tocrat  of  the  poultry  yard  this  breed  has 
been  for  many  years,  and  it  has  not 
been  superceded  by  any  other  breed. 
S  c.  Brown  Leghorns  were  a  strong  class 
and  Chicago  breeders  did  themselves 
proud  at  the  show  by  the  high  (lUdlity  of 
their  exhibits,  while  those  from  out  of 
the  city  gave  them  something  to  look  at 
that  was  worth  while.  C.  A.  Damon, 
Chicago,  had  some  fine  birds,  such  ones 
as  are  not  met  with  every  day.  John 
Huber,  James  Lyall,  Ed.  A.  Suender 
and  John  liamcke  were  Mr.  Damon's 
city  competitors,  and  W.  H.  Wiebke, 
Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  E.  Peck  &  Sons, 
Geneve,  111.,  Chas.  K.  Esler,  Lansing, 
Mich.,  and  others,  came  in  to  get  the 
share  of  prizes  that  belonged  to  them. 

The  Hose  comb  Brown  lieghorns 
were  greatly  in  evidence  also,  and  a 
credit  to  their  breeders.  C.  J.  Lancaster, 
Maywood,  III.,  had  a  long  string  of 
them,  but  not  quite  enough  to  outnum- 
ber all  the  others  put  together.  Grover 
<&  Grover,  Concord,  Mich.,  A.  D.  Arm- 
strong, Elkhart,  Ind.,  B.  H.  Westlake, 
Sycamore,  111.,  K.  G.  Watson,  Jr.,  Lake 
Forest,  111.,  C.  L.  Horton,  Chicago,  and 
others,  showed  birds  of  high  quality. 

B.  H.  Westlake  of  Sjcomore,  111, 
showed  Blue  Andalusiane,  fine  in  comb 
and  coloring. 

There  was  a  small  class  of  good  Mi- 
norcas  in  the  show,  but  we  had  only 
time  to  give  them  a  passing  glance. 
Their  record  will  appear  in  the  scores, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  they  will  be  good 
ones,  as  the  passing  glance  we  were 
able  to  give  them  showed  them  to  be 
typical  Minorcas.  Chas.  F.  Ernst,  Au- 
rora, Andrew  M,  Nelson,  Chicago,  and 
F.  X.  Witchner,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  were 
among  those  entering  in  this  class 

We  had  only  time  to  see  that  some 
excellent  White  Crested  Black  Polish 
were  in  the  show.   Two  hens,  particu- 


larly, attracted  attention  from  the  size 
and  purity  of  the  color  of  their  crests. 
We  think  they  were  about  as  good  as 
can  be  found,  J.  I.  De  Lancy  entered 
the  only  Polish  of  other  varieties  that 
were  in  the  show.  The  Polish  has  al- 
ways kept  to  the  front  as  the  beauty 
breed, 

Horicon  Poultry  Yards,  Horicon,Wis.. 
showed  line  Silver  Spangled  Ilamburgs. 
O.  Wisler,  Chicago,  W.  J,  Kressling, 
Blue  Island.  111.,  had  some  good  birds  in 
the  rooms.  O.  Wisler,  Chicago,  had  the 
only  exhibit  of  Golden  Spangled  Ilam- 
Durgp,  and  the  White,  Black  and  Pen- 
ciled varieties  were  not  shown  at  all  or 
if  so  we  missed  them  in  the  crowd. 

Some  very  Qne  Iloudans  were  shown 
by  Horicon  Poultry  Yards,  Frank  Mc 
Kenzie,  Concord,  Mich,  and  J,  I.  De 
Lancy. 

The  Dorkings  were  represented  by 
one  exhibitor,  Charles  L.  Gierhart, 
Tiffin,  Ohio.  Plum  bodied  birds  of  good 
color,  but  for  some  reason  not  favorites 
in  this  country. 

In  the  Game  and  Bantam  classes 
there  was  a  big  showing,  but  we  had 
not  time,  in  the  rush  of  going  to  press 
during  the  show,  to  get  particulars. 
Nearly  every  variety  in  these  two 
classes  were  represented,  and  some  of 
the  Game  ]5antams  were  little  jewels, 
as  were  the  Golden  Sebrights  shown  by 
McClanahan  of  Forest,  111, 

There  was  also  a  nice  exhibit  of  Bel- 
gian Hares  by  H.  L,  Keller,  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  and  Geo,  A.  Walker,  La  Vergne, 
III. 

In  water  fowls  a  notable  exhibit  was 
that  of  Toulouse  Geese  and  Pekin 
Ducks  by  Chas.  F.  Newman,  Rossville, 
L.  I.,  N.  Y.  The  geese  and  ducks  were 
giants  of  their  kind,  and  a  revelation  of 
the  possibilities  of  these  fowls. 

This  is  necessarily  a  very  incomplete 
report  of  the  incomparable  show  that 
the  ofiicers  ^nd  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Fanciers'  .Association  made.  To

A3IERICA>  POULTRY  ASSOCIATION' 
MEETINGS. 

Report  of  the  Session  of  the  Asso- 
fiation--Xew  Meiiibers  Adinitted-- 
Proposecl  Aiiien<liiieiit!!i  to  the  Con- 
stitution Pretty  Generally  Knock- 
ed Out  --  Inipor-ant  Changes  in 
Standard--(>iood  Work  is  I>one-- 
Eleetion  of  Officers  --  The  ]Vew 
Committee. 

The  annual  session  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association  was  called  to  order 
at  8  o'clock  Jan.  18th  in  Mechanics' 
hall,  President  D.  A.  Nichols  in  the 
chair,  and  Theo.  Sternberg  present  as 
secretary.  The  only  business  tranacted 
was  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  re- 
port of  the  secretary. 

Following  the  adoption  of  this  report, 
which  was  highly  satisfactory  to  the 
members  present,  the  association  ad- 
journed to  meet  the  next  day,  when  the 
order  of  business  was  to  be  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  revision  of  the 
constitution. 

WEDXE.SDAY  AFTERNOON  MEETING. 

Meeting  called  to  order  pursuant  to 
adjournment.  Before  taking  up  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  revision  of 
the  constitution,  the  following  new 
members  to  the  association  were  pro 
posed  and  accepted:  C.  H.  Latham, 
George  G.  Bates,  George  P.  Reynaud,  J. 
L.  Waggaman,  James  D.  Stall,  Freder 
ick  'VV.  Mercer,  L.  A.  Tillinghast,  Fred 
L.  Kimmey,  John  L.  Barwick,  A.  H. 
Currier,  P.  W.  Hanson,  H.  B.  May, 
Arther  C.  Smith,  C.  C.  DePuy,  A.  J.  Sil- 
berstein,  Joseph  Sproker,  W.  E.  Rich- 
mond and  B.  B.  Smith. 

The  report  of  the  committee  (as 
mailed  in  printed  form  on  August  16 
last  to  every  member  of  the  association) 
was  next  taken  up: 

Secretary  Sternberg:  "Let  me  say 
briefly  that  there  will  be  found  in  these 
proposed  amendments  all  the  changes 
and  suggestions  that  have  had 
any  backing.  They  are  incorporated  in 
this  report  so  as  to  be  legally  acted  on 
by  the  association.  Let  it  be  under 
stood  that  the  committee  recommends 
nothing.  There  are  five  important 
changes  reported  on,  as  follows:  '  First, 
that  we  strike  out  of  the  present  con- 
stitution the  provision  that  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  treasurer  are  not 
eligible  to  re  election,  or  the  one  year 
term  of  oflice;  second,  the  provision  for 
separate  breed  standards;  third,  per- 
mission to  be  given  to  specialty  clubs 
to  print  standards  of  the  breed  or  vari- 
ety they  champion;  fjurth,  a  plan  for 
admitting  new  breeds;  fifth,  the  abol- 
ishment of  life  membership  and  the 
substitution  of  a  85  membership  fee, 
with  50  cents  as  annual  dues."  I  sug- 
gest the  advisibility  of  acting  separately 
on  each  idea  here  set  forth." 

In  regard  to  future  revisions  of  the 
Standard  a  motion  was  unanimously 


adopted  to  strike  out  the  fourth  line  of 
section  I  of  article  II  of  the  constitu- 
tion which  provided  as  follows:  -'And 
which  (referring  to  the  standard)  may 
be  revised  once  in  five  years  and  not 
oftener.' 

Legal  changes  in  the  Standard  are 
provided  for  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of 
the  association  in  the  amended  consti- 
tution where  it  reads:  '  The  object  of 
the  association  shall  always  be  for  the 
pefection  of  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection." 

The  proposed  amendment  providing 
that  the  National  association  secure  the 
co  operation  of  the  various  local  poul- 
try associations  in  arranging  the  time 
of  holding  their  exhibitions,  and  also 
arrange  the  states  with  circuits,  thus 
avoiding  conflicting  dates  was  reported 
unanimously  as  being  impracticable. 

The  membership  fee  was  retained  at 
.$10  for  life  membership. 

In  regard  to  the  membership  of  the 
the  executive  committee:  of  the  presi- 
dent and  fifteen  vice-presidents  no  two 
shall  be  elected  from  one  state;  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  shall  consist  of  the 
president,  vice-president,  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  such  members  as  may 
be  chosen  upon  the  following  basis  of 
representation,  viz:  Every  state  having 
five  life  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  member  upon  the  executive  com- 
mittee, and  every  state  having  ten  life 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  two  mem- 
bers on  the  committee,  and  to  an  addi- 
tional member  for  every  ten  additional 
life  members;  the  olKcers  ex-officio  not 
to  be  counted  in  this  apportionment. 
There  may  also  be  elected  ten  members 
at  large. 

The  president  is  not  eligible  to  re- 
election, but  the  secretary-treasurer  may 
be  re  elected,  his  term  of  office  begin- 
ning July  1st,  continuing  one  year 
therefrom. 

The  method  of  deciding  the  place  of 
annual  meetings  was  not  changed,  it 
being  decided  each  year  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  executive  committee. 

The  article  providing  for  separate 
breed  standards  was  rejected;  also  the 
permitting  of  specialty  clubs  to  print 
standards  of  the  breeds  or  varieties  in 
their  catalogues. 

New  breeds  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Standard  must  be  able  to  produce  more 
than  50  per  cent  of  the  chicks  true  to 
type  and  characteristics  of  the  breed 
or  variety,  and  must  have  been  exhi- 
bited at  three,  at  least,  of  the  exhibi- 
tions at  which  the  American  Poultry 
Association  holds  its  annual  meetings. 

New  breeds  were  admitted  to  the 
Standard  as  follows:  Anconas,  White 
Indian  Games,  Buff  Polish  Bantams, 
Light  Brahma  Bantams,  Dark  Brahma 
Bantams,  and  Indian  Runner  Ducks. 
White  Wonders  and  Sherwoods  were 
rejected.  A  list  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  persons  petitioned  for  the  admis- 


6ion  of  White  AV'onders.  The  Domi 
nique  Leghorns  and  Russians  were 
eliminated  from  the  Standard. 

The  standard  for  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  adopted  by  the  new  P^ngland 
Plymouth  Rock  Club  in  whi  ;h  the 
color  of  the  Barred  Rock  is  described  as 
body  color  bluish  gray,  barred  in  lines  of 
a  darker  blue  that  stops  short  of  a  posi- 
tive black,  was  substituted  for  report  of 
committe  on  revision  on  Barred  Rocks; 
in  the  Hamburg  class  the  Standard  as  it 
was  substituted  for  the  committee's 
report.  Side  sprigs  are  not  made  a  dis- 
qualiQcation,  but  are  cut  one  point  for 
each  sprig  on  all  single  comb  birds. 
With  these  exceptions  and  with 
slight  ameno'inents  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  revision  was  adopted. 
The  report  of  the  committee  makes  but 
very  few  changes  in  the  present  Stan 
dard.  They  are.  all  of  them,  in  the  line 
of  making  the  language  clearer,  and 
make  no  radical  changes  in  the  Stan- 
dard. Many  of  the  disqualifications 
especially  disqualification  of  this  char 
acter,  feathers  and  down  on  legs  or  feet, 
are  made  a  general  clause  and  apply  to 
all  smooth  leg  breeds.  The  report  of  the 
committee  was  the  most  elaborate  pro- 
duction and  met  with  the  warmest  ap- 
preciation of  all  present  with  the  excep- 
tion of  its  Barred  Rocks  and  Hamburg 
standard,  which  was  not  adopted,  and 
the  expense  of  the  committee  was  S134,.'?5 
inside  the  appropriation.

Goose  for  the  Toulouse.  The  follow- 
ing i3  a  short  description  of  the  Tou 
louse: 

"  '  Head  large  and  short,  especially  in 
the  gander;  color,  dark  gray;  beak,  red- 
dish-flesh, not  pink;  eyes,  dark  brown, 
or  hazel;  neck  on  gander,  long  and  car- 
ried erect— by  long  I  do  not  mean  ex- 
tremely long;  neck  of  goose,  medium  in 
length;  plumage,  dark  gray,  shading  a 
trifle  lighter  toward  the  back;  back 
slightly  curved,  long  and  broad,  color 
dark  gray;  breast,  full  and  deep,  plu- 
mage, light  gray,  not  white;  body  broad 
and  deep,  in  old  birds  in  good  eondi 
tion  it  almost  touches  the  ground; 
plumage  down  to  the  keel  is  light  gray; 
the  lower  and  fluffy  parts  are  pure 
white. 

'"The  tail  ought  to  be  short,  in  color 
black  and  white,  the  end  of  the  feathers 
being  white.  Wings  strong  and  large, 
with  smoothly-folded,  dark  gray  pri- 
maries, brown  secondaries  and  dark 
gray  coverts.  Thighs  short  and  stout, 
covered  by  light  gray  plumage  dis- 
tinctly laced.  Shanks  and  web  of  feet 
dark  orange  color— not  pink.  White 
feathers  in  wings  or  any  other  part  of 
body  other  than  above  mentioned  shows 
impure  breeding.' "

The  Asheville,  iV.  C  ,  Show. 

The  Asheville  Poultry  Show,  held  un 
der  the  management  af  the  Inter  state 
Poultry,  Pigeon  and  Pet  Stock  Associa- 
tion, January  4th  to  7th.  has  undoubt 
edly  been  one  of  the  finest  in  the  South. 
No  pains  or  expense  were  spared  to 
make  the  show  a  success. 

An  address  of  welcome,  appropriately 
made  by  Mr,  Zeb.  B.  Weaver,  was  elo 
quently  responded  to  by  Col.  Julian  S. 
Carr  of  Durham,  N.  C,  in  opening  the 
show,  and  the  ceremonies  closed  with  an 
entertaining  speech  by  Hon.  W.  A,  Bar- 
ber, Attorney  General  of  South  Caro- 
lina. 

The  number  of  birds  on  exhibition 
exceeded  1,800,  representing  10  states, 
and  in  the  judges' opinion  some  excep 
tionally  fine  specimens  were  to  be  seen. 

Over  6,000  persons  were  in  attendance 
during  the  four  days  of  the  show.  The 
hall  was  brilliantly  illuminated  with 
arc  lights  and  music  furnished  by  a 
string  band. 

On  Thursday  night,  January  6th,  the

There  were 
35  birds  in  the  collection,  among  them 
the  cock,  "  Cyclone,"  a  prize  winner  at 
Madison  Square,  N.  Y.,  WashingtorL 
City,  Boston,  etc.;  and  an  English  im- 
portation hen.  "  ^' ictoria,'"  was  a  grand 
specimen.  They  also  had  a  strong  team 
of  Cornish  Indian  (iames,  in  which  line

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the  cockerel,  "  Destiny,"  at  the  World's 
Fair. 

Broad  River  Poultry  Yards,  Columbia, 
.S.  C,  with  the  only  Silver  Laced  Wyan- 
dottes  in  the  show,  were  among  the 
beauties  of  the  exhibition.

and  the  varieties  are  of  popular  breeds 
and  fine.  Mr.  W.  D.  Harrell,  one  of  the 
proprietors,  was  with  the  exhibit. 

The  Alamence  Farm,  Graham,  N.  C, 
Mr.  Chic  Darlington,  manager,  had  a 
fine  aggregation  of  biros,  and  the  Blue 
Andalusians  excited  marked  attention. 
The  finest  display  of  Hamburgs,  all  va- 
rieties, ever  seen  in  the  South  were  on 
exhibition,  and  the  pigeons  and  rabbits 
were  admired  by  all.  In  the  collection 
of  rabbits  were  two  pair  of  Black  and 
Tan  valued  at  ©100.  Of  the  pigeons  a 
pair  of  Black  Jacobins  and  a  coop  of 
Fantails  were  the  cream  of  the  lot.  The 
only  and  original  "Chic"  made  a  great 
hit  with  his  $150  pair  of  "  Blue  Leg- 
horns," which  he  showed  to  good  ad- 
vantage for  advertising  purposes.

Mr.  Stein- 
metz is  one  of  the  prominent  business 
men  and  pushers  of  Eastern  North 
Carolina  and  a  large  grower  of  early 
Southern  strawberries. 

The  (Jreen  Place  Poultry  Farm,  New 
Berne,  N.  C,  were  exhibitors  with  prize 
winners  in  charge  of  Mr.  W.  II.  Bray, 
one  of  the  proprietors.  Mr.  Bray  has 
just  entered  his  first  competition,  al- 
though a  breeder  of  over  20  years.  The 
news  went  out  that  Bray  was  afraid, 
and  the  result  shows  just  the  opposite.

It  was  my  pleasure  for  the  third  time 
to  be  with  the  "  boys  "  at  the  Kalama- 
zoo, Mich.,  show,  Dec.  28-31,  and  found, 
as  in  former  years,  the  same  true  fan 
ciers  and  "  hale  fellows  well  met." 

The  show  was  larger  than  ever  and, 
as  usual,  well  conducted,  without  the 
least  hitch  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  both 
visitor  and  exhibitor,  and  good  birds 
were  the  order  of  the  day. 

Light  Brahmas  and  Buff  Cochins 
were  a  great  improvement  over  former 
years,  while  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyan- 
dot tes  and  Leghorns  were  fully  up  to 
the  high  standard  of  previous  shows. 
The  Birred  Rock  class  was  headed  by 
three  elegant  cocks;  the  first  a  gjod,all 
round  bird  of  good  shape,  deep  under 
color,  and  fine  in  head,  neck,  wings  and 
tail.  The  second  prize  bird  was  fine  in 
surface  color,  grand  in  breast  and  body 
color,  and,  aside  from  his  undeveloped 
tail,  a  good  one.  The  third  cock  was  a 
little  coarse  in  barring,  and  a  trifle  light 
in  color  generally,  but  good  in  shape  in 
all  sections.  The  first  cockerel  was  a 
fine  bird  in  all  respects,  good  in  both 
surface  and  under-color,  and  aside  from 
an  undeveloped  wing,  a  hard  one  to 
beat  in  fast  company.  The  second  was 
fine  in  surface,  good  in  shape  sections, 
grand  in  head.  This  bird  suffered  in 
weight,  and  aside  from  that  was  also  a 
hard  one  to  down.  The  winning  hens 
and  pallets  were  good  in  shape  all  over, 
standard  weight,  and  in  color  that  desir- 
able blue  so  much  sought  for,  but  hard 
to  find. 

Silver,  Golden  and  White  Wyandottes 
were  good  classes.  The  1st,  2d  and  3d 
Silver  cocks,  fine  in  shape  and  color;  in 
fact  far  above  the  average,  while  the 
cockerels  as  a  class  lost  heavily  in 
weight,  although  some  extra  fine  ones 
were  shown.  The  1st  hen,  1st,  2d  and 
3d  pullets,  were  all  fine  specimens  with 
the  finest  necks  1  have  seen  in  a  long 
time.  The  Goldens  brought  out  some 
fine  pullets,  six  or  eight  of  them  fit  to 
show  in  the  hottest  company.  la  White 
Wyandottes  were  found  two  of  the 
finest  hens  seen  for  a  long  while,  with 
several  pullets  not  far  behind.  The 
Buffs  were  a  small  class,  but  several 
good  birds  were  shown,  especially  1st 
hen  and  pullet. 

S  c.  Brown  Leghorns  need  more  than 
mere  mention,  as  it  was  the  largest  class 
of  Browns  I  have  seen  this  season.  The 
cock  birds  were  all  good,  the  1st  and  2d 
being  respectively  the  lstani2i  cock 
ereis  at  this  show  last  year.  In  describ- 
ing them  one  will  almost  answer  for 
both,  as  they  are  full  brothers.  The  1st 
is  fair  in  comb,  fine  in  head,  good  in 
neck,  wing  and  tail;  fine  in  back  and  a 
good,  shapely  bird  all  through.  The  2d 
not  so  good  in  comb  or  head,  but  aside 
from  that  a  mate  to  the  first.  The  1st, 
2d  and  3d  cockerels  were  all  good,  with 


the  1st  fine  in  comb,  wing  and  general 
shape,  standing  well  on  his  legs.  The 
2d  better  in  neck  and  back,  with  the  3d 
about  the  same  general  shape  as  the  1st 
and  better  in  lobe — in  fact  the  best  lobe 
in  the  show.  Hens  and  pullets,  a  very 
large  class,  and  of  the  high  quality 
usually  found  in  our  largest  shows. 

White  Leghorns  brought  out  a  very 
good  pen — cockerel  and  several  pullets. 

Buff  Leghorns  were  a  small  class, 
with  a  fine  cockerel,  some  good  hens, 
and  a  few  excellent  pullets. 

Several  good  Houdans  were  shown, 
the  1st  cock,  1st  and  2d  hen  and  1st  pul- 
let all  good  birds. 

The  Silver  Hamburgs  were  fairly  rep- 
resented, and  although  no93-point  birds 
were  found  in  this  class,  the  1st,  2d  and 
3d  pullets  were  good  ones. 

The  special  features  of  the  show  were 
the  uniformity  of  arrangement,  cleanli- 
ness, the  prompt  manner  in  which  the 
awards  were  made  known,  and  last  but 
by  no  means  least,  the  pretty  typewrit- 
ten ribbon  awards  which  were  ingen- 
iously prepared  by  Secretary  King,  and 
which  were  superior  to  anything  of  the 
kind  heretofore  used  at  local  shows, 
and  which  added  materially  to  the 
beauty  of  the  exhibition.

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DETROIT  (MICH.)  EXHIBITION. 

1.5U0  Entries--Tlie  American  Class 
Very  l«arge--A  Fine  S»how--Goo€l 
AVeather--Big  Attendance. 

The  sixth  annual  exhibition  of  the 
Michigan  State  Poultry  and  Pigeon  As 
sociation  was  held  at  Detroit,  Jan.  3-8, 
'98.  The  building  was  large  and  well 
adapted  for  show  purposes.  Ducks, 
geese,  incubators  and  brooders,  poultry 
supply  men  with  their  wares— in  fact 
all  the  noisy  exhibitions — were  confined 
to  one  room  on  the  first  floor,  much  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  more  quietly  dis- 
posed attendants.  The  remainder  of 
the  first  and  also  the  second  floor  was 
occupied  by  the  poultry,  and  the  third 
by  pigeons.  The  show  was  a  success 
that  Michigan  fanciers  may  well  feel 
proud  of.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the 
secretary,  Frank  W.  McKenzie,  for  his 
incessant  labors  in  trying  to  attend  to 
the  wants  of  everybody. 

The  managers  of  the  Association  were 
practical  business  men,  yet  found  time 
from  their  cares  of  life  to  make  it  pleas- 
ant for  the  exhibitors  during  their  stay 
in  the  city. 

The  judging  of  the  poultry  was  done 
by  Sharp  Butterlield  and  H.  Bridge; 
pigeons  by  Joseph  Gavin.  Their  work 
was  promptly  done  to  the  satisfaction 
of  both  exhibitors  and  managers. 

In  numbers  the  exhibit  was  not  ma- 
terially increased,  but  the  quality  of  the 
stock  shown  would  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 
Michigan  birds  are  winning  largely  out- 
side their  own  State  boundaries. 

The  American  class  was  the  banner 
class  of  the  show,  and  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  occupied  the  "  parquet."  Many 
birds  outside  the  award  limit  were  too 
fine  to  be  overlooked.  Geo.  M.  Gaudy, 
of  y psilanti,  Mich.,  and  M,  Bli  is  Dewey, 
of  Concord,  Mich.,  shared  about  equally 
in  blue  ribbons. 

Buff  and  White  Rocks  were  well  rep- 
resented, the  latter  showing  birds  typi- 
cal for  the  Rock  shape  and  pure  color. 
The  former  so  improved  in  color  that 
one  would  think  they  had  stolen  their 
dyes  from  their  brother  Cochin. 

Wyandottes— Whites,  a  very  large 
class.  The  winners  were  beauties  of 
Wyandotte  shape.  Wm.  S.  Cobb,  of 
Jackson,  Mich.,  carried  away  the  ma- 
jority of  blue  ribbons. 

There  were  some  good  specimens  in 
the  Silver — among  them  a  cock  shown 
by  Jas.  A.  Tucker,  Concord,  Mich.,  and 
a  cockerel  exhibited  by  E.  C.  Hunger- 
ford,  of  Concord. 

Buffs — a  few  fairly  good  specimens, 
but  not  gaining  in  color  as  rapidly  as 
the  other  new  buflE  breeds. 

Golden— but  few  shown, 

Asiatic  class  contained  many  birds 
that  in  quality  would  be  hard  to  excel. 

Classes  not  large  and  many  fine  spec- 1 


imens  had  the  misfortune  of  being  light 
in  weight,  thus  losing  their  chances  for 
honors. 

Light  Brahmas — good  in  quality, 
among  them  being  cock  birds  shown  by 
J.  A.  Tucker  and  N.  Schweinfurth;  also 
a  hen  and  pullet  shown  by  Mr.  Patton, 
of  Harronn,  Ont. 

Buff  Cochins— not  a  large  class.  Good 
in  color— leg  and  toe  feathering  excep- 
tionally so. 

Partridge  Cochins — a  whole  "  string  " 
of  them  I  It  made  one  realize  that  the 
Buffs  were  not  the  only  Cochins  that 
presented  good  shape.  That  rich  ma- 
hogany color  was  there,  too. 

White  Cochins— class  small. 

Mediterranean — large  and  hotly  con- 
tested. Birds  in  this  class  were  good. 
First  Brown  Leghorn  cock  a  grand  bird. 
Dr.  Gibson  cleaned  them  all  out  on 
White  Leghorn?,  as  usual. 

Some  fine  specimens  of  Buff  Leghorns. 
The  stock  of  Michigan's  best  breeders 
come  up  to  their  Waterloo  nobly. 

Black  Minorcas — a  larger  class  than 
has  been  shown  in  Michigan  in  some 
time.  It  is  evident  that  this  grand 
breed  is  gathering  in  more  followers 
every  year.  An  improvement  in  size 
and  color  of  plumage.  Competition 
keen. 

Polish — good  in  quality.  The  Buff 
Laced  proved  a  great  atti  action  to  the 
lady  visitors. 

Silver  Spangled  Hamburgs — class 
small  but  some  fine  representatives  of 
the  breed. 

Houdans— much  larger  class  than  last 
year.  Quality  could  not  be  excelled 
anywhere. 

Pekin  Ducks — a  fairly  good  number. 
Honors  well  divided.  The  size  of  the 
Pekin  Duck  is  becoming  something 
marvelous. 

Geese — Toulouse  and  White  Embden 
— few  shown;  conspicuous  for  their 
noise. 

Bantams— a  grand  show.  Classes 
were  all  well  filled— notably  the  Buff 
Pekins,  White  Cochins  and  Gold  and 
Silver  Sebright. 

NOTES  ON  THE  SHOW. 

Detroit  fanciers  did  their  part  in 
making  the  show  a  pleasant  one  to  all 
who  attended.  Being  a  good  railroad 
center  it  drew  exhibitors  from  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Canada,  as  well  as  from 
Michigan.  The  display  of  pigeons  was 
simply  immense,  and  was  considered 
the  finest  collection  ever  seen  in  Mich- 
igan. Six  hundred  exhibitors — which 
proved  a  fine  drawing  card,  as  the  third 
floor  was  well  filled  with  visitors  the 
most  of  the  time. 

It  was  an  interesting  study  to  see  the 
Barred  Rock  exhibitors  look  with  long 
ing  eyes  while  Judge  But'erfield,  with 
closed  aisles,  slashed  their  pets  severely, 
but  not  a  murmer  was  heard  after  the 
awards  were  announced. 

Geo.  M.  Gaudy,  the  busy  man  from 


Tpsilanti,  was  there  and  smiled  on  his 
winning  cockerel  and  pen,  second  cock 
and  second  pullet.  He  carried  away 
the  Michigan  Barred  Rock  Club  silver 
cups  on  the  same. 

F.  P.  Grimes,  the  Association's  worthy 
president,  seized  first  cock  and  silver 
cup  special  on  the  same,  and  second  hen. 

M.  Bliss  Dewey,  Concord,  Mich.,  the 
young  green  farmer,  seemed  good  na- 
tured  over  his  first  prize  hen  and  first 
pullet,  with  cup  specials  on  both;  also 
fourth  prize  pullet  and  second  cockerel. 
The  hen  was  the  winning  pullet  a  year 
ago.  The  pullet  was  the  highest  scor- 
ing of  the  class. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Hungerford,  the  busy  super- 
intendent, was  everywhere,  and  would 
make  you  think  he  had  the  only  Wyan- 
dottes. 

Jas.  A.  Tucker,  Michigan's  prominent 
young  gentleman  judge,  was  there  with 
his  display  of  strictly  first  class  birds. 

Then  there  was  the  good  natured 
Buff  Leghorn  crank,  Geo.  Barnes,  of 
Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  who  allows  only 
Buff  Leghorns  in  his  blue-front  coops, 
which  must  be  generously  decorated 
with  blue  ribbons. 

Lawyer  Cobb,  of  Jackson,  Mich.,  be- 
lieves in  taking  the  whole  thing,  when 
it  comes  to  White  Wyandottes  and 
Golden  Sebright  Bantams. 

J.  Skinn,  of  Lansing,  Mich.,  showed  a 
Golden  Wyandotte  pullet  that  would 
cause  any  fancier's  eyes  to  water. 

J.  C.  Stillwagen,  of  Wayne,  had  a  lot 
of  Partridge  Cochins  that  would  cause 
any  man's  head  to  swell. 

E.  H.  Watson,  of  Caro,  seeAed  to 
have  the  characteristics  of  a  genuine 
fancier  and  carried  away  his  share  of 
honors. 

Another  that  must  me  mentioned  is 
Kelley,  of  Mt.  Pleasant — that  "  awful " 
Polish  man.  His  smiles  would  brighten 
the  darkest  day.  His  Buff  Laced  and 
White  Crested  Black  Polish  are  always 
winners. 

Time  and  space  will  not  permit  the 
mention  of  many  other  exhibitors  who 
helped  to  make  the  Detroit  show  a 
howling  success.  Their  names  may  be 
seen  in  the  list  of  awards.  The  new 
oflicers  for  the  ensuing  year  are:  Pres- 
ident, F.  P.  Grimes;  secretary,  F.  W. 
McKenzie;  superintendent,  E.  C.  Hun- 
gerford; ^treasurer,  Joseph  Baumman.

Market  Observations. 

It  would  appear  as  if  many  shippers 
of  poultry  to  market  did  not  -'have 
time"  ever  to  visit  their  market  and 
see  what  is  wanted.  If  they  did  look 
around  a  little  more  I  do  not  think  they 
would  send  such  poor,  half  fattened, 
measly  looking  live  birds  or  dressed 
poultry  to  market;  it  is  a  very  expen- 
eive  practice  indeed.  No  fancy  paying 
trade  wants  such  stock  at  any  price 
whatsoever.  It  must  be  disposed  of  to 
customers  whose  only  criterion  is  cheap- 
ness, and  the  price  will  have  to  be  so 
low  as  to  entail  actual  loss  upon  the 
shipper.  Why,  such  goods  will  not  pay 
the  cost  of  transportation  to  market 
and  commission  fees,  to  say  nothing  of 
making  any  returns  to  shipper.  Not- 
withstanding so  much  has  been  said 
upon  this  subject,  yet  farmers  and  poul- 
try raisers  will  continue  sending  such 
worthless  stuff  to  market,  when  grain 
is  cheap,  and  a  little  of  it  fed  to  the 
market  poultry  will  pay  so  well.  I 
would  advise  every  persen  having  deal- 
ings in  any  poultry  market,  to  go  there 
often  to  see  how  things  must  be  done  to 
suit  customers  and  incidently  pay  the 
breeder.

I  A  department  of  practical  ideas  relatirg  to- 
poultry  on  the  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  III. 


I  was  raised  on  a  farm,  and  when  I 
grew  to  be  able  to  do  a  man's  work  I 
went  forth  with  a  couple  of  dollars  ia 
my  pocket  to  seek  my  fortune.  For  over 
15  years  I  knocked  about  the  earth 
working  for  farmers  and  at  this  thing 
and  that,  always  watching  for  a  Klon- 
dike to  bob  into  my  pathway,  and  al- 
ways winding  up  the  year  with  about 
§50  in  my  pocket. 

I  mixed  with  farmers  and  farm  hands 
in  several  states  and  found  them  very 
much  the  same  in  all.  I  made  acquaint- 
ances by  the  score,  and  found  that  hu- 
man nature  was  about  the  same  every- 
where. By  attending  strictly  to  my  own 
affairs  and  doing  any  one  a  good  turn 
when  the  occasion  presented  itself  I 
made  lots  of  temporary  friends  and  very 
few  intense  enemies.  But  the  Klondike 
I  sought,  and  which  I  found  nearly 
everybody  else  was  seeking,  failed  to 
show  up. 

Finally  it  occurred  to  me  that  time 
was  pasFing  rather  lively,  that  years 
were  bting  added  to  my  age,  and  that 
unless  I  quickly  began  to  hold  onto  the 
dollars  that  came  into  my  possession  at 
intervals  1  w  ould  lind  myself  in  the  con- 
dition of  a  poor  old  fellow  who  used  to 
do  little  odd  jobs  about  the  neighbor- 
hood for  a  few  pennies  when  I  was  a 
boy.  I  used  to  pity  the  old  man,  and 
wonder  why  he  didn't  save  up  his 
money  when  he  was  young  and  have 
something  for  his  old  age.  "When  he 
was  finally  sent  to  the  poorhouse  1 
vowed  I'd  never  be  like  him.  Yet  here 
I  was  on  the  same  track.  The  very 
thought  frightened  me  so  thoroughly 
that  I  dreamed  of  poorhouses  and  pov- 
erty, and  of  being  a  homeless  wanderer, 
every  time  I  ate  too  much  supper.

The  above  is  in  reply  to  J.  P.  S.,  Iowa, 
whom  I  judge  has  been  earning  and 
spending  as  I  did,  and  now  has  decided 
to  right  about  face  and  redeem  himself. 
He  now  asks  whether  I  think  it  would 
be  safe  for  him  to  venture  into  the  poul- 
try business.   He  says  he  has  read  a  few 

of  the  rosy  hued  books  of  Mr.  , 

and  thinks  if  he  tells  the  truth  there 
certainly  must  be  money  in  the  business. 
He  has  saved  up  .$a00  since  he  has 
stopped  fooling  his  money  away  and  he 
wants  to  make  a  safe  investment. 

Bro.  S.,  I  must  decline  the  honor  of 
advising  you,  because  I  don't  know 
what  you  can  do.  I  hacked  my  way 
along  the  lines  you  desire  to  follow,  but 
whether  you  could  is  a  problem  no  one 
but  yourself  can  solve.   Let  me  advise 
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you  to  beware  of  the  books  of  enthusi- 
astic theorists  who  raise  poultry  in  their 
minds  and  get  rich  in  a  horn.  They  are 
on  a  par  with  those  great  commercial 
establishments  that  breed  30  to  70  va- 
rieties of  prize  winning  (?)  fowls  and 
sell  their  catalogues  at  10  to  15  cents 
each. 

* 

Bro.  S.,  I  have  said,  and  I  re  aflirm  it 
it  here,  that  if  a  strong,  steady  man  like 
you  can  buy  two  to  five  acres  of  good 
land  not  over  a  mile  distant  from  a 
thriving  town  he  should  lose  no  time  in 
doing  it,  for  in  such  a  tract  there  is  the 
nucleus  of  a  home  (the  dearest  spot  on 
earth  and  a  man's  castle)  and  more  than 
a  good  living. 

On  such  a  tract  you  can  build  a  little 
house  and  plant  fruit  for  yourself  and 
to  sell.  There,  as  you  can  afford  it,  jou 
can  build  little  poultry  houses  and  raise 
chickens,  studying,  reading  and  watch- 
ing all  corntrs  closely  as  you  proceed. 
If  apples  do  well  in  your  locality  plant 
apple  trees  Kix^O  feet  apart  on  all  that 
part  of  your  farm  you  intend  to  devote 
to  poultry  yards.  With  the  exception 
of  two  Duchess  and  one  sweet  apple, 
plant  all  winter  varieties,  and  not  over 
three  at  the  most. 

If  apples  are  uncertain,  plant  cherries 
and  plums;  the  varieties  that  succeed 
best  in  that  locality. 

*  * 
* 

There  are  two  breeds  of  fowls  that 
will  yield  you  a  good  profit  if  you  take 
good  care  of  them,  and  as  you  will  be 
seeking  proSt  exclusively  don't  monkey 
with  any  others  until  you  are  rich.  The 
two  breeds  that  you  can  bank  on  are 
Plymouth  Rocks  and  Leghorns.  But  I 
would  suggest  that  you  select  (he  first 
and  give  them  extra  good  care,  and  they 
will  not  disappoint  you. 

A  lady  friend  of  mine  has  raised  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  for  17  years  and  she  tells 
me  they  have  paid  her  an  average  of  $5 
per  week  during  the  whole  of  that  time. 
Her  flock  is  a  small  one,  and  she  has  only 
one  acre  of  land  and  four  little  houses, 
each  with  a  smali  scratching  shed  at 
tached.  Two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
a  year  is  a  nice  little  income  to  count 
over,  and  you  certainly  can  live  on  half 
of  it.  Myself  and  a  sister  once  lived  18 
months  on  S37,  and  1  worked  hard  all 
the  time.  We  did  it  because  we  had  to, 
and  one  never  knows  what  he  can  do 
until  brought  face  to  face  with  neces- 
sity. 

*  * 
* 

One  can  make  a  nice  little  sum  of 
money  each  year  from  a  small  flock  of 
fowls  if  he  will  give  them  close  atten 
tion.  I  know  a  little  dried  up  old  fello  w 
who  keeps  a  flock  of  50  fowls  on  a  half 
acre  lot,  and  he  knows  every  bird  in  the 
flock  and  has  them  named.  To  a  casual 
observer  they  look  as  near  alike  as  peas, 
but  he  can  point  out  the  peculiarities  in 
each  by  which  he  dittinguishes  them. 


Last  year  he  told  me,  confidentially,  that 
the  flock  had  paid  him  $3.16  per  week 
for  the  whole  year,  "  clear  of  expenses." 

But  you  can't  buy  a  fiock  and  simply 
turn  them  out  and  make  any  such  profl  t. 
A  hen  is  like  a  pure  bred  Jersey  cow. 
If  you  want  her  to  do  her  best  you  must 
humor  her  whims  and  take  the  best  of 
care  of  her.  The  person  who  gives  his 
fowls  close  attention,  culls  out  all  the 
drones  regardless  of  their  beauty,  buys 
and  sells  at  the  right  time,  and  lets  fads 
alone,  is  the  one  who  finds  poultry 
profitable. 

* 

Now,  friend  J.  P.  S.,  and  the  many 


others  who  have  written  me  in  the  same 
strain,  you  will  see  that  I  not  only  be- 
lieve, but  know,  that  the  poultry  raising 
business  can  be  made  to  pay  when 
rightly  managed.  Whether  you,  or  any 
one  else,  has  the  patience,  the  natural 
ability  and  the  perseverance  to  make  it 
pay  I  do  not  know.  If  you  go  into  it 
with  a  determination  to  stay  in  and 
solve  all  of  the  problems  connected  with 
it,  and  you  prove  to  be  a  "  sticker,''  you 
will  ultimately  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  you  made  no  mistake.  If  you  go 
in  with  the  expectation  of  getting  rich 
in  a  few  years,  you  will  wish  you  had 
never  heard  a  hen  cackle.

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Breeds  for  tlie  Table — Roasters. 

Theo.  Sternberg,  than  whom  no  one  is 
better  qualified  to  discuss  the  merits  of 
fowls  for  the  table,  gives  food  for 
thought  as  well  as  ideas  on  the  ideal 
roaster,  in  Country  Gentleman.  He 
says:  "  The  fowl  which  is  served  whole 
and  is  to  be  carved  before  the  guests 
are  served,  is  the  most  important  of  all 
fowls  for  consumption.  No  spread  is 
complete  without  the  roast  fowl.  The 
cook's  triumphs  are  here.  The  shape  of 
the  fowl  is  all  important,  not  only  as  to 
the  greatest  quantity  of  the  best  meat 
in  the  best  parts  of  the  fowl,  but  as  an 
appetite  enticing  whole.  In  this  the 
shape  of  the  fowl  is  of  supreme  mo- 
ment. No  cook  can  make  an  ill  shaped 
fowl  pleasant  and  appetizing  in  appear- 
ance. 

"  This  is  a  question  of  fowl  shape. 
It  is  singular,  but  it  is  true,  that  in  our 
country  yellow  legs  control  most  pur- 
chasers of  fowls  for  the  table  in  their 
selections.  The  shape  of  the  body 
which  comes  on  the  table  is  ignored  in 
favor  of  the  color  of  the  legs,  which  are 
cut  off  and  become  offal.  It  is  a  truth 
that  there  exists  no  breed  of  fowl  bred 
for  table  poultry  in  aU  the  long  list  of 
American  productions,  save  one;  and  in 
the  wide  world  there  is  no  distinctive 
table  fowl  with  yellow  legs.  American 
lovers  of  roast  fowl  must  give  up  their 


fancy  for  yellow  legs,  or  forego  the 
choicest  of  table  poultry.  This  yellow- 
leg  business  is  a  nonsensical  fancy. 
The  uneducated  gourmand  who  calls 
for  yellow-legged  chickens  would  never 
think  of  calling  for  a  yellow  legged 
quail  or  turkey  or  canvas  back  duck. 
The  choicest  of  all  our  wild  game  fowl 
do  not  have  yellow  legs.  The  quail, 
whose  body  shape  is  the  perfection  of 
shape  for  the  table—a  little  bird  which 
carries  more  meat  in  proportion  to  its 
size  than  any  other  food  bird — has  not 
yellow  legs. 

"  In  France  and  in  England  the  roast 
fowl  is  of  more  importance  than  in  this 
country,  and  the  broiler  is  of  less  im- 
portance in  those  countries  than  it  is 
here.  Therefore,  in  those  countries 
there  are  fowls  bred  for  the  table,  and 
to  those  countries  we  must  look  for  all 
kinds  of  table  poulty,  save  one.  The 
true  table  fowl  is  long  in  the  body,  wide 
in  the  back,  full  in  the  breast  and  plump 
over  the  keel—meaty  all  over.  Taking 
its  legs  as  a  center,  there  must  be  more 
body  in  front  of  the  legs  than  behind. 
The  shape  is  a  parallelogram.  It  may 
be  carried  more  or  less  uprightly,  de- 
pending on  the  breed.  The  European 
table  fotvls  bred  and  noted  for  their 
perfectim  of  table  form  are  the  French 
breed,  viz:  The  Houdan,  the  Creve- 
cceur,  the  La  Fleche  and  the  Belgian 
Campine.   All  these  breeds  are  noted 


on  the  continent  as  table  fowls,  roasters. 
The  Campice  is  the  smallest;  then  the 
Houdan,  Crevecoeur  and  La  Feche, 
which  are  large  birds,  larger  than  our 
American  Plymouth  Kocks. 

"  The  English  have  one  great  table 
breed,  the  Dorking,  a  fowl  brought  to 
England  in  the  days  of  the  Koman  con- 
quest of  that  land,  and  described  in 
Roman  agriculture  by  Columella,  in  the 
days  of  the  emperors,  almost  as  the 
breed  exists  today — a  breed  which  to- 
day in  that  land  retains  its  preeminence 
as  England's  roast  fowl.  No  English 
table  of  wealth  would  have  other  than 
a  Dorking  fowl  as  a  roast  fowl  on  it. 
The  roast  Dorking  goes  in  the  same 
English  class  as  does  the  roast  beef  of 
old  England. 

"  America  has  produced  one  most  ex- 
cellent breed  of  table  fowl.  This  is  the 
Black  Java,  a  fowl  which  deserves  full 
recognition.  I  shall  never  forget  what 
a  beautiful  sight,  at  the  Mid  Continen- 
tal show  at  Kansas  City,  the  pair  of 
Black  Javas  of  Geo.  McCormick's 
dressed  by  Armour,  made.  These  black 
fowls  have  yellow  skin  but  dark  legs, 
long,  deep,  meaty  bodies,  of  good  size; 
they  are  a  large  bird.  Those  fowls  at- 
tracted a  great  deal  of  attention. 

"  I  do  hope  our  poultry  societies  will 
pay  more  attention  to  table  poultry.  I 
know  that  prizes  are  often  offered  for 
best  pair  dressed  fowls,  etc.,  but  that  is

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not  what  I  mean.  It  must  be  made  a 
feature,  and  the  prize  must  be  awarded 
by  an  expert  in  dressed  poultry— one 
who  does  not  care  for  breed  or  color  of 
plumage,  but  does  know  what  the  car- 
cass should  be  for  table  purposes.  As  a 
rule,  our  poultry  judges  know  nothing 
on  this  subject.  If  at  our  poultry  shows 
we  could  have  a  classification  '  Table 
Poultry,  first  shown  alive  and  then  the 
fowls  to  be  dressed  for  final  award.'  I 
tell  you  there  is  a  whole  lot  of  much 
advertised  table  fowls  which  would  not 
be  in  it,  and  some  of  our  old  breeds 
would  come  to  the  front  in  a  single 
leap. 

"  There  is  one  breed  of  fowlf  that 
should  come  in  here  which  I  have  not 
heretofore  referred  to.  They  are  not 
described  in  the  Standard;  they  are  not 
recognized  as  a  fancier's  breed,  yet 
there  is  no  breed  so  truly  thoroughbred 
— not  one  which  can  trace  its  pedigree 
so  far  back  into  bygone  ages  not  one 
which  has  more  of  general  utility  for  all 
purposes  for  eggs,  for  the  table.  I 
refer  to  what  is  now  called  '  the  old  En- 
glish Game  fowl.'  May  the  time  come 
when  pit-fighters  cease  to  dictate  re- 
garding this  breed— when  the  Standard 
again  admits  and  describes  it  as  it  was 
fifty  years  ago,  and  when  its  stalwart 
form  and  fearless  bearing  is  again  rec 
ognized  in  the  poultry  fancy  as  the  chief 
of  all  poultrydom. 

"  Tender  chickens  tough  chickens, 
tender  roasts  and  tough  roasts  are  not 
60  much  a  question  of  breed  as  of  care, 
feed  and  age.  It  is  just  as  it  is  in  hu- 
man beings.  Exi  rcise  hardens  the  mus- 
cles; so  a  chicken  which  comes  on  the 
table  fresh  from  the  field  of  exercise, 
with  muscles  toughened  by  hunting  for 
a  living,  must  be  tough.  The  continen- 
tal people  know  this.  With  them  table 
poultry  is  fattened  for  the  table,  not 
trained."

POULTRY  AXD  EGGS  IX  CHICAGO. 

The  Value  and  Amount  of  Poultry 
and  Esss  in  Cliirago  During  1^97. 

Miller  Purvis  states  in  the  Farmer's 
Voice  of  Chicago  that  during  the  year 
1897  Chicago  received  for  consumption 
1,387,335  thirty-dozen  cases  of  eggs, 
equal  to  41,520,050  dozens.  These  were 
worth  at  the  average  price  of  12J^  cents 
a  dozen  .$5,190,000.25.  Besides  these 
578,900  cases  containing  17,367,000 
dozen,  worth  -92,170,875,  were  shipped 
through  the  city  for  use  in  other  places. 
The  total  value  of  the  eggs  handled  by 
Chicago  alone  in  1897  amounted  to  the 
great  sum  of  ©8,360,881.25.  During  the 
same  time  Chicago  took  care  of  29,247,- 
131  pounds  of  poultry,  which,  estimated 
at  the  low  price  of  5  cents  a  pound,  was 
worth  $l,4()2,356.2o.  Adding  this  to  the 
worth  of  the  eggs  we  have  $9,823,237.80 
as  the  amount  of  poultry  and  eggs  han- 
dled by  Chicago  alone  in  the  year  1897. 

This  is  more  than  ©3,700,000  more 
than  all  the  wool  handled  by  Chicago 
was  worth  and  is  only  about  $120,000 
less  than  the  valuation  put  on  all  the 
hay,  clover  and  timothy  seed,  broom 
corn,  potatoes  and  other  vegetables, 
apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  berries 
and  grapes  handled  by  the  city  in  the 
same  time,  these  being  valued  at  an 
aggregate  sum  of  $9,940,000.

The  valuation  of  eggs  and  poultry  is 
baised  on  the  daily  market  reports  of 
the  year  and  proper  deductions  made 
for  freight,  storage,  commission,  etc.,  in 
order  to  get  the  price  as  nearly  as  possi- 
ble that  received  by  the  producer.  The 
ultimate  consumer  paid  a  considerably 
larger  amount  for  the  eggs  and  poultry 
consumed.

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Eearins  and  Management  of  Chicks. 

IN  last  month's  article  Mr.  RigK  described 
*  Hatching.  Housing  and  Feeding  Extra  Early 
Hatched  Chicl<s.  Tliis  month  he  tells  about  the 
rearing  and  management.— Ed. 

Professional  breeders  and  fanciers 
have  had  their  pens  mated  for  a  month 
or  more,  and  are  now  caring  for  some 
chicks,  and  a  number  of  setting  hens, 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  but  the  fact  is 
that  for  a  vast  majority  of  the  men  and 
women  keeping  poultry  March  is  the 
beginning  month.  The  breeding  pen  or 
pens  have  just  been  selected.  The  hens 
and  pullets  are  not  laying  well,  and  eggs 
are  delayed  by  the  removal  of  the  fowls 
from  their  accustomed  quarters  with 
the  general  flock  to  the  pens  wherein 
they  will  be  kept  during  the  breeding 
season.  As  many  hens  as  possible  should 
be  set  this  month,  by  all  means.  How 
many  will  long  for  setting  hens  during 
this  month.  The  late  hatched  pullets 
have  been  laying  but  a  short  time,  and 
will  not  want  to  set  for  three  or  four 
weeks.  The  old  hens,  too,  are  not  want- 
ing to  set.  Now  it  is  that  the  breeder 
realizes  the  importance  of  getting  out 
early  chicks.  He  fully  realizes  that  it  is 
the  early  hatched  pullets  that  give  him 
an  abundant  supply  of  eggs  during  the 
winter,  and,  wanting  to  set  early,  makes 
the  early  chicks  possible.  The  early 
pullet  holds  the  key  to  the  treasure  box 
in  poultrydom.  If  one  cannot  secure 
setting  hens  this  month  from  his  own 
flock,  get  them  from  some  source. 

Now,  as  to  the  breeding  pens.  Eggs 
now  are  essential.  Do  not  force  egg 
production  by  the  use  of  pepper  and  so- 
called  egg  food  powders.  This  will  no 
doubt  bring  the  eggs,  but  their  fertility 
will  be  greatly  impaired.  Give  the  breed- 
ing pen  a  feed  of  soft  food  in  the  morn- 
ing—corn, oats  and  bran  meal.  Give 
them  a  variety  of  scraps,  etc.  Scatter 
oats  and  barley  in  their  pens.  Do  not 
feed  much  corn.  A  little  every  other 
night  is  enough.  Under  this  treatment 
the  fowls  will  soon  begin  laying,  and  the 
supply  will  be  regular. 

THE  YOUNG  STOCK. 

The  plan  of  caring  for  the  chicks, 
given  last  month,  will  apply  to  the 
chicks  this  month  in  the  manner  of 
care.  Here  in  the  north  March  is  a  very 
disagreeable  month,  and  the  cold,  windy 
and  changeable  weather  is  very  severe 
on  chicks.  Every  poultry  raiser  origi- 
nally had  the  idea  that  if  he  could  only 
get  out  early  chicks  he  would  be  all 


right.  But  he  learned  by  experience 
that  it  is  much  easier  to  hatch  early 
chicks  than  it  is  to  raise  them,  without 
the  proper  facilities  for  their  care.  The 
average  poultry  man  does  not  possess 
such  a  brood  coop  as  described  last 
month.  Neither  is  it  essential  to  the 
successful  rearing  of  chicks.  Most  peo- 
ple must  use  the  single  brood  coops. 
For  this  month  and  from  now  on  they 
are  all  that  is  required.  The  coop  should 
be  of  good  size  for  there  will  be  many 
days  in  March  when  the  youngsters 
must  be  kept  in  the  coop.  Keep  the 
coop  well  supplied  with  chaff  so  that 
during  the  confinement  the  hen  will 
scratch  with  them  and  for  them.  Upon 
pleasant  days  allow  the  chicks  their  lib- 
erty. They  will  thus  secure  fresh  air 
and  exercise  and  pick  up  much  bene- 
ficial food.  They  will  not  remain  out 
too  long  at  a  time,  but  will  by  instinct 
return  to  the  box  when  in  need  of  the 
warmth  supplied  by  the  mother  hen. 
When  the  chicks  have  reached  the  age 
of  two  (2)  weeks  paint  the  bottom  and 
sides  of  the  brood  coop  with  liquid  lice 
killer.  Do  this  once  in  10  days,  and 
keep  it  up.  Apply  the  paint  during  the 
daytime.  If  it  is  too  strong  for  the  lit- 
tle fellows  they  will  get  from  under  the 
hen,  while  if  the  paint  is  applied  at 
night  they  might  be  killed  by  the  fumes 
if  too  much  is  applied.  Some  of  these 
liquid  lice  killers  are  very  strong,  and 
reports  come  now  and  then  of  chicks  be- 
ing killed.  One  must  use  judgment  in 
their  application.  I  have  never  experi- 
enced any  trouble.  Paint  these  brood 
coops  very  lightly.  I  would  not  be  with- 
out a  supply  of  some  one  of  the  stand- 
ard liquid  lice  killers.  They  have  made 
it  possible  for  every  poultry  man  to 
keep  his  fowls  and  houses  and  coops  en- 
tirely free  of  lice  and  all  other  vermin. 
And  this  means  more  eggs,  more  and 
better  chicks.  But  one  need  not  have 
this  liquid  lice  killer  to  be  reasonably 
free  of  lice.  Paint  the  bottom  and  sides 
of  the  coops  once  a  week  with  kerosene 
oil,  to  which  a  very  little  carbolic  acid 
has  been  added.  It  is  a  cheap  prepara- 
tion and  an  effectual  one.  It  is  equally 
effective  when  applied  to  the  roosts.  Do 
not  use  it  in  or  about  the  nests  during 
the  breeding  season,  as  the  oil  will  pre- 
vent every  egg  it  touches  from  hatch- 
ing. In  the  manner  of  feed  I  would  fol- 
low the  plan  given  last  month.  During 
this  month  I  would  not  allow  the  hen  to 
run  at  large  with  the  chicks.   If  this  is 


done  the  little  ones  will  not  be  hovered 
sufficiently.  They  will  spend  a  great 
deal  of  their  time  under  the  hen  if  she 
is  cooped.  In  so  doing  they  are  simply 
obeying  the  instinct  of  nature.  If  the 
hen  is  allowed  her  liberty  they  are  not 
given  this  hovering,  and  in  consequence 
become  chilled.  This  is  followed  by 
bowel  trouble,  and  in  a  great  many  cases 
death  results.  Those  that  do  survive 
are  stunted  and  never  amount  to  much. 
Keep  this  fact  always  in  mind.  It  is 
the  chick  that  is  kept  growing  from  the 
time  it  leaves  the  shell  until  it  matures 
that  makes  the  perfect  specimens. 

THE  KANGE. 

The  nicest  place  to  set  the  brood 
coops  is  where  the  chicks  will  be  al- 
lowed a  grass  range.  The  young,  ten- 
der and  green  shoots  of  grass  are  eagerly 
sought  and  devoured  by  the  chicks. 
These  supply  them  with  bulk  food  such 
as  we  are  unable  to  otherwise  give  them. 
This  food  is  conducive  to  health  and 
growth,  and  chicks  thrive  on  such  a  lo- 
cation on  a  bill  of  fare  which  otherwise 
would  not  do  for  them.  There  is  noth- 
ing better  for  them.  They  like  it;  they 
need  it.   Let  them  have  it. 

Our  chicks  that  were  hatched  last 
month  and  are  now,  as  then,  being  cared 
for  in  the  brooder  house,  are  now  enjoy- 
ing the  choice  bits  of  green  food  in  their 
outside  rxms.  These  runs,  being  small, 
will  not  maintain  a  permanent  blue 
grass  sward.  Every  fall  these  runs  are 
spaded  and  sown  to  rye.  It  makes  a 
stand  in  the  fall.  Now  it  is  green  and 
the  leaves  and  sprouts  tender.  Upon 
this  these  extra  early  chicks  feed.  The 
supply  is  sufficient,  for  later  they  will 
be  placed  on  the  blue  grass  and  clover 
range. 

MUCH  TO  DO. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  this  month. 
With  most  of  poultry  raisers  the  bulk  of 
chicks  will  come  out  late  this  month 
and  during  April.  It  is  the  wise  and 
prudent  and  successful  man  who  is  pre- 
pared to  care  for  the  chicks  properly. 
Have  [the  setting  boxes  in  place  ready 
for  the  reception  of  the  hen.  Get  out 
the  brood  coops;  thoroughly  clean  and 
repair  them.  Above  all  have  them  wa- 
ter proof.  Dampness  during  the  early, 
wet  spring  annually  causes  the  death  of 
a  great  many  chicks.  There  is  no  oc- 
casion for  this.  Nothing  is  so  fatal  to 
chicks  as  dampness.  If  you  have  no 
regular  brood  coops  secure  good  size 
boxes  of  your  merchant.  These,  when 
properly  selected,  make  excellent  coops 
for  April  and  during  the  summer.  They 
are,  too,  inexpensive.  Put  a  little  brains 
and  common  sense  and  forethought  in- 
to the  management  of  the  chicks.  You 
will  succeed  so  well,  and  find  the  work 
80  pleasant  and  easy,  that  you  will  won- 
der why  you  did  not  go  at  this  work  sys- 
tematically before.

Moisture. 

As  we  have  said  in  our  previous  arti- 
cles, we  do  not  recommend  the  use  of 
moisture  in  the  incubator  except  when 
the  machine  is  in  a  dry  location,  such  as 
a  room  above  ground.  When  it  is  used, 
however,  we  prefer  to  use  a  small,  nar- 
row pan  placed  above  the  eggs,  next  to 
the  tank.  The  water  will  evaporate 
much  more  quickly  there,  and  it  will 
take  fewer  pans  and  less  water  to  ac- 
complish the  same  result. 

Anyone  who  has  run  a  machine  with 
the  moisture  pans  beneath  the  egg  trays 
has  had  experience  with  drowned  chicks, 
if  the  pans  were  left  in  until  the  eggs 
hatched,  and  that  is  when  you  want 
them  in,  if  at  all.  You  are  bound  to 
lose  more  or  less  chicks  by  drowning  in 
the  pans,  and  nothing  makes  one 
madder  than  when  taking  them  out  of 
the  incubator  after  a  good  hatch,  to 
find  a  half  dozen  or  so  drowned. 

You  may  say  that  this  can  be  avoided 
by  having  covered  pans,  but  even  then 
they  are  a  nuisance,  being  in  the  way  of 
and  perhaps  crippling  the  chicks. 

*,* 
* 

There  should  be  at  least  Ave  inches 
between  the  bottom  of  the  egg  trays 
and  the  bottom  of  the  incubator,  so  as 
to  provide  plenty  of  room  for  the  newly 
hatched  chicks  without  crowding,  and 
there  should  be  room  at  each  end  of  the 
egg  trays  for  the  chicks  to  drop  down 
as  soon  as  they  are  hatched  and  below 
dry.  They  will  begin  to  move  around  as 
soon  as  dry,  and  will  drop  down  below 
out  of  the  way  of  those  hatching  later, 
and  thus  avoid  tramping  over  the  un- 
hatched  eggs  and  the  chicks  just  hatch- 
ing out. 

The  best  incubators  are  now  made 
with  room  below  the  trays  for  a  nursery, 
but  if  we  owned  one  that  did  not  have 
room  for  the  chicks  below  we  would 
raise  the  trays  so  as  to  give  suflicient 
room,  and  shorten  them  so  as  to  give 
room  for  the  chicks  to  drop  down  at 
€ach  end. 

*  * 
* 

We  suppose  that  everyone  who  owns 
an  incubator,  or  contemplates  buying 
one,  has  read  to  "  leave  the  chicks  alone 
while  hatching,"  but  few  people  follow 
the  advice  just  the  same;  yet  'tis  an  im- 
portant thing  to  do. 

Every  time  you  open  the  incubator 
■door  you  let  in  cold  air  on  the  wet,  al- 


most naked  chicks,  chilling  them,  and 
in  the  case  of  those  just  breaking  the 
shell,  probably  causing  their  death. 

Let  us  repeat  the  advice,  leave  them 
alone  while  haUhing.  Have  the  trays 
so  the  chicks  will  drop  down  below 
when  dry,  have  sutlicient  room  so  they 
will  not  have  to  crowd,  have  no  pans 
of  water  below  for  them  to  get  into 
and  drown,  and  then  keep  the  incubator 
shut  and  just  let  them  hatch.  If  you 
have  made  any  mistakes  in  temperature, 
moisture  or  ventilation,  it  is  too  late  to 
remedy  it  now.  If  you  have  done  these 
things  properly,  nature  will  attend  to 
the  chicks  getting  out  of  the  shell  with- 
out your  help. 

If  you  have  not  given  the  correct 
amount  of  heat,  ventilation  and  mois- 
ture, this  will  be  one  of  the  times  that 
will  call  to  your  mind  the  wisdom  of  the 
old  adage:  "Don't  count  your  chickens 
before  they  hatch." 

*  * 
* 

If  the  incubator  is  arranged  as  we 
have  described,  you  should  leave  the 
chicks  in  it  about  36  hours  after  they 
are  hatched.  Leave  them  at  least  until 
all  are  dry,  then  remove  them  to  a  suit- 
able brooder  of  a  temperature  of  100 
degrees. 

*** 

The  question  as  to  cooling  or  not 
cooling  the  eggs  is  a  mooted  one,  and 
much  has  been  written  on  both  sides  of 
the  matter.  Many  people  advocate  the 
idea  that  the  eggs  should  be  taken  from 
the  incubator  and  cooled  from  five  to 
fifteen  minutes  each  day.  Others  hold 
that  this  is  wrong  and  contrary  to  na- 
tuie's  requirements  that  the  embryo 
should  be  subjected  to  an  unequal  tem- 
perature. We  confess  that  we  have 
never  seen  a  plausible  explanation  why 
the  eggs  should  be  cooled  except  that 
the  hen  does  that  way,  which  is  no  rea- 
son at  all.  We  formerly  advocated  not  to 
cool  the  eggs,  but  some  experiments  in 
hatching— having  cooled  the  eggs  for 
from  five  to  ten  minutes  during  each 
hatch,  has  rather  changed  our  minds. 
We  still  protest  that  we  can  see  no  rea- 
son why  the  eggs  ought  to  be  cooled. 
It  would  seem  that  the  more  even  tem- 
perature the  embryo  was  kept  at  the 
better  for  it. 

That  is  true  after  it  emerges  from  the 
shell  and  becomes  a  chick,  why  not  be- 
fore But  the  fact  remains  that,  in  our 
experiments  and  the  experience  of  oth- 
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ers  along  the  same  line,  the  chicks 
seemed  to  be  stronger  and  the  eggs 
hatched  better  when  they  were  cooled 
than  when  they  were  not.  So  we  be- 
lieve that  where  the  incubator  is  located 
in  a  place  of  moderate  temperature,  say 
50  degrees  and  upwards,  that  it  is  best 
to  cool  the  eggs,  more  especially 
would  we  do  this  in  late  spring  and 
summer. 

We  begin  the  third  day  to  cool  the 
eggs,  removing  the  tray  or  trays  from 
the  machine,  placing  them  on  top  and 
leaving  the  thermometer  in  its  natural 
position  on  the  eggs.  Leave  the  eggs 
out  until  the  thermometer  falls  to  about 
95  degrees—a  little  less  will  not  hurt. 
The  machine  should  be  kept  closed  dur- 
ing this  time.  We  have  found  that  it 
requires  a  higher  average  temperature 
by  about  one-half  a  degree  when  the 
eggs  are  cooled  than  when  they  are 
not.

A  POULTRY  HOUSE  FOR  ONE  FLOCK. 

For  the  large  breeds  the  nest  boxes 
should  be  lowered,  or  a  ladder  placed  so 
they  can  conveniently  get  to  the  nests 
and  roosts.  The  floor  can  be  made  of 
wood,  brick  or  cement,  but  should  be 
covered  with  about  four  inches  of  sand 
and  plenty  of  litter  for  the  hens  to 
scratch  in,  so  they  may  have  the  neces- 
sary exercise  in  the  winter;  the'  large 
windows  in  the  front  can  be  removed  in 
the  summer  time,  and  in  very  cold  win- 
ter nights  they  should  be  covered  with 
straw  mattings,  in  order  to  keep  out  the 
cold,  as  in  the  daytime  when  the  sun 
shines  the  house  will  get  the  desired 
warmth ;  but  if  the  windows  are  not  cov- 
ered in  cold  nights,  it  would  be  rather 
cold  for  the  stock  as  the  roosts  are  not 
protected  by  inclosures.  The  material 
for  this  house,  building  it  10  feet  wide 
and  12  feet  deep,  and  8  feet  high  in  front 
and  7  feet  in  the  rear,  making  the  out- 
side walls  double  with  tarpaper  between 
would  be  about  forty  dollars  ($40).

Iiuliijestioii. 

The  last  day  of  the  J5oston  show,  Sat 
urday,  I  found  every  bird  in  my  prize 
P.  llock  breeding  pen  had  a  severe  cold, 
caused  by  a  shower  from  a  leaking  sink, 
overhead.  Chopped  onions  and  a  well 
peppered  feed  brought  the  pullets  up  in 
the  course  of  an  hour,  but  the  cockerel 
continued  ill.  At  11  a.  m.  I  tempted 
him  with  some  cooked  meat,  of  which 
lie  ate  sparingly.  At  4  p.  m.  I  gave 
him  some  caster  oil  and  quinine.  At 
11  p.  m.  I  took  him  home,  under 
my  arm,  and  placed  him  in  a  coop 
in  the  kitchen.  On  Sunday  ho  re 
fused  to  eat  and  I  forced  some  milk  and 
charcoal  into  his  crop.  Monday  I  fed 
him  twice  on  a  mixture  of  malted  milk 
and  predijested  Leef  extract.  Tuesday 
noon  I  discovered  a  hard  substance  in 
his  crop  and  decided  to  try  washing  it 
out.  I  filled  his  crop  full  of  warm  wa- 
ter and  holding  him  over  the  sink,  head 
down,  squeezed  his  crop  and  out  came 
the  pieces  of  onion  and  cooked  meat  I 
bad  seen  him  eat  12  hours  before.  1  re- 
peated the  dose  with  like  results.  Even 
then  I  felt  two  kernels  of  corn  remain- 
ing in  crop.  In  the  meantime  I  had 
cured  his  cold  with  petroleum  oil  (not 
kerosene)  and  oil  of  tar.  Four  hours  af- 
ter washing  crop  I  gave  him  two  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  malted  milk  mixed  with 
warm  water,  adding  10  grains  of  in- 
gluven  and  10  grains  of  pancreo  pepsin 
and  ginger.  This  worked  amazingly 
and  digested  the  corn  remainmg  in 
crop.  I  repeated  the  dose  at  10  p.  m. 
and  twice  on  Wednesday.  Thursday 
morning  he  ate  of  his  own  accord,  a  few 
small  bits  of  stale  bread.  This  was  fol 
lowed  with  hemp  and  Canary  seeds  and 
a  little  wheat,  till  Saturday,  when  I  gave 
him  some  oyster  shell,  and  Monday  I 
pronounced  him  well.  Thought  and 
care  will  often  save  a  bird.  They  pos- 
sess many  human  tiaits,  and  can  be 
given  " adult"  doses  of  medicine  when 
sick,  but  when  well  should  be  let  alone. 
I  believe  the  greatest  mistake  made  by 
poultry  men,  generally,  is  the  everlast 
ing  dosin?"  to  prevent." 

Three  small  boxes  in  each  pen,  filled 
respectively  with  charcoal,  grit  and 
shell  is  about  all  the  medicine  chest  you 
need,  excepting  in  special  cases.  Clean, 
fresh  water  in  clean  dishes  beats  all  the 
"Douglas  mixture  "  and  "  rusty  nails  " 
man  ever  saw,  though  a  teaspoonful  of 
brandy  or  three  drops  of  "  nemopather 
drops  "In  the  show  coop  drinking  cup, 


II  and  curt'  of  sickness 


will  ofton  correct  that  nervous 
diarrhd'i,  so  often  seen  the  first  and 
second  day  of  our  exhibitions.  Less  of 
this  trouble  was  seen  at  the  recent  Bos- 
ton show  than  any  I  have  attended,  that 
was  cooped  and  fed  by  Spratt,  and  all 
on  account  of  feeding  whole  grains  the 
first  21  hours.  Many  a  bird  reaches  the 
show  coop  tired,  thirsty,  hungry  and  ex- 
cited, and  should  not  be  first  fed  with 
soft  food.  Messrs.  Spratt  are  to  be  com 
mended  (V.  H.  C.)  for  this  change.

Mrs.  Brann  is  an  ex- 
pert picker,  and  says  she  can  give  the 
chickens  a  "  New  York  dress"  as  fast 
as  a  man  can  pull  them  from  the  coop 
and  kill  them.

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MADISON  SQUAKE  GARDEN  SHOW. 

The  Great  Poultry  Show  of  This  Conn- 
try  Fully  Slaintains  its  Reputation 
--The  Best  of  the  tand  Holds  J'orth 
in  Xew  York  City  tlie  First  »»  eek 
in  Febi'uary,  18»8. 

The  weather  bureau  was  not  kindly 
to  the  great  show  this  year,  for  instead 
of  the  balmy  air  of  last  year  it  began  to 
BDOW  early  Monday  morning,  an-?  as  the 
week  went  on  the  coldest  weather  of 
the  year  was  experienced,  the  tempera- 
ture outside  the  Garden  being  eight  be- 
low on  Thursday  morning.  Inside,  the 
great  amphitheatre  was  nicely  warmed, 
plenty  warm  enough  for  the  poultry. 

Most  of  the  stock  came  in  on  Monday 
afternoon  and  night  and  with  it  many 
of  the  exhibitors  who  attended  to  the 
unpacking  and  placing  of  their  stock. 
But  the  severe  weather  detained  not  a 
few  coops,  some  arriving  as  late  as 
Wednesday  morning ;  and  although  there 
was  a  rule  in  force  that  all  exhibits  had 
to  be  in  place  by  8  a.  m.  Tuesday,  Secre- 
tary Crawford  amended  it,  saying  the 
blizzard  extended  all  over  the  country 
and  allowance  must  be  made  for  possi- 
ble delays. 

Consequently  judging  could  not  begin 
promptly;  a  few  judges  were  fortunate 
to  find  their  classes  full  and  finished  the 
first  day.  Others  did  not  complete  till 
Thursday  morning.  As  fast  as  a  judge 
completed  his  awards  the  ribbons  went 
up;  but  marked  catalogues  were  very 
late  in  appearing,  the  regular  catalogue 
being  on  sale  early  the  2d  day.  The 
poultry  judges  were  David  A.  Nichols, 
Geo.  Purdee,  James  Forsyth,  Henry 
Ball,  Sharp  Butterfield,  Geo.  0.  Brown, 
J.  T.  Cothran,  George  B.  Fletcher,  J.  H.

Pigeons  were  j  udged  by  Joseph  Gavin, 
James  Blair,  J.  C.  Ling,  D.E.  Newell, 
W.  J.  Stanton  and  George  Feather. 

Pet  stock  by  Anton  Rothmueller, 
Joseph  I.  Lawrence  and  Elliott  Smith. 

The  otiicial  catalogue  of  1896  showed 
there  were  a  grand  total  of  2,715  en- 
tries; for  1897,  3,06(5  entries;  for  1898, 
3,115  entries.  Therefore,  judging  by  en- 
tries, this  year's  show  easily  held  its 
own.  It  just  as  easily  excelled  in  the 
quality  of  the  stock,  and  if  a  real  chicken 
crank  wants  to  fairly  judge  what  pro- 
gress the  fancy  fowls  of  this  country  are 
making  let  him  attend  New  York  show 
year  by  year.  Most  of  the  stock  there 
was  made  up  of  birds  that  had  won  and 
won  easily  at  shows  earlier  in  the  season 
or  were  birds  specially  reserved  to  win 
at  this  show.  One  thing  is  becoming 
more  ncticable  every  year,  the  majority 
of  the  New  York  exhibitors  are  men  of 
one  breed  or  a  few  breeds,  and  the  fel 
lows  of  a  score  or  more  varieties  are  the 
exception.

The  whole  show  was  cooped  and  fed. 
by  Spratt's  Patent,  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  J.  Farrar  Packham,  and 
very  few  were  the  birds  that  had  best 
been  left  at  home.  Still  there  were  a 
few  such,  and  even  an  amateur  poultry- 
man  would  fall  to  wondering  how  it 
happened  that  two  good  dollars  were 
wasted  in  entering  such  a  specimen. 
New  breeds  and  varieties  were  not  very 
much  in  evidence,  still  there  were  a  few 
Bronze  Turkeys  with  top  knots  as  big  as 
a  feather  duster;  a  few  Ligtt  Brahma 
and  Partridge  Cochin  Bantams  and  a 
big  display  pen  of  about  30  Black  Lang- 
shan  Bantams  shown  by  Wm.M.  Hughes^ 
the  originator,  and  marked  "value 
S2,000,no."  A  pen  of  about  40  White 
Cochin  Bantams  attracted  much  atten- 
tion, so  also  did  a  pen  of  Pekin  Ducks 
which  had  they  been  judged  by  size  and 
weight  would  easily  have  mustered  as 
geese. 

Admission  to  the  Garden  was  5Cc  and 
attendance  seemed  to  be  very  fair,  and 
it  was  given  out  that  the  show  was  an 
assured  financial  success.

liable Incubator  Co.,  I'rairie  State, 
Blarsville,  Pineland,  the  Star  and  Uni 
versal.  Speaking  of  incubators  reminds 
me  of  jolly  L.  S.  Bache  of  the  Star  In- 
cubator Co.,  who  fairly  bubbled  when 
he  won  1st  Buff  Leghorn  cockerel  in 
a  class  of  16,  "  hatched  in  a  Star  incu- 
bator, mind  you." 

White,  Brown  and  Buff  Leghorns 
only,  were  given  classes;  all  other  va- 
rieties were  compelled  to  compete  to- 
gether. This  brought  out  only  Black 
Leghorns.  White  Leghorns  were  extra 
in  quality  and  number  this  year,  much 
better  than  last  year.  Brown  Leghorns 
were  the  opposite,  there  being  36  less 
than  latt  year  in  pen  classes  and  three 
pens  less. 

The  old-timers  in  Light  Brahmas 
were  again  on  deck,  including  Philander 
Williams,  .J.  W.  Shaw,  Stephen  Spencer, 
Oakland  Farm,  etc.,  etc.,  *>0  birds  com- 
peting.   Dark  Brahmas  numbered  20. 

All  the  cream  prizes  in  Buff  Cochins 
went  to  the  Oakland  Farm.  In  Par- 
tridge Cochins  to  Geo.  W.  Mitchell. 
Black  and  White  Cochins  were  not  any- 
thing in  size  or  quality  as  compared 
with  Buff  and  Partridge.  They  seem  to 
be  wanting  a  good  friend. 

Black  Langshans  were  magnificent, 
and  to  see  the  plumage  on  most  of  them 
was  alone  worth  the  price  of  admission. 


There  were  also  Blue  and  White  Lang- 
shans. 

In  Barred  Rocks  display  some  old 
timers  were  absent,  but  among  such 
an  array  of  "  peaches "  absent  ones 
are  hardly  missed.  James  Forsyth's 
1st  prize  Buff  Rock  pullet  was  a 
wonder.  Wyandotte  classes  generally 
were  well  filled,  a  class  being  provided 
for  Buff  Laced,  but  there  were  only 
three  shown.  Hose  comb  Leghorns  were 
small  classes,  there  being  only  two 
Rose  comb  Buff.  Single  and  Rose  comb 
Black  Minorcas  numbered  87.  and  there 
was  scarcely  a  poor  bird  in  the  lots. 
White  Minorcas  numbered  11. 

Hamburg  classes  showed  a  fair  num- 
ber of  birds;  so  did  Exhibition  Games; 
but  numbers  in  Polish  classes  were 
small.  The  same  in  Black  Spanish, 
Jersey  Blues,  La  Fleche,  etc.  There 
were  25  Pit  Game  cockerels  and  quite  a 
few  Indian  Games;  386  Bantams  made 
a  small  show  by  itself,  as  each  one  oc 
cupied  its  own  coop.  There  were  also 
many  Bantam  pens.  The  Silver  and 
Golden  Sebrights  made  perhaps  the  big- 
gest display,  a  close  second  being  Cochin 
Bantams. 

In  pigeonF,  Pouters,  Jacobins  and 
Magpies  seemed  to  have  the  best  of  it  in 
point  of  numbers,  although  all  varieties 
of  pigeons  had  fair  classes.  Not  a  few 
of  thera  were  marked  for  sale  in  the 


catalogue  at  prices  ranging  from  @10  to 
$50,  with  a  few  $75  and  ^100.  The 
S5  selling  class  had  16  entries,  $10  class 
23  entries,  $15  class  8  entries. 

Rabbits,  rats,  mice  and  cats  all  were 
given  classes  and  brought_out  quite  a 
collection. 

New  York  is  a  great  show,  with  an 
atmosphere  peculiarly  its  own,  and  it 
takes  all  of  two  days  with  the  assist- 
ance of  a  catalogue  to  do  it  and  its  fine 
stock  justice.

A  department  of  practical  ideas  relating  to 
poultry  on  the  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  111. 


About  eight  out  of  every  ten  people 
who  write  about  the  management  of 
brooders  tell  us  to  "  lay  a  sheet  of  paper 
on  the  floor,  changing  daily;"  or,  "put 
in  an  inch  of  dry  sand  or  bran,  and 
change  occasionally."  Now,  let  me  say: 
Don't  do  anything  of  the  sort  I  Don't 
put  paper  on  the  floor  of  your  brooders, 
for  in  less  than  two  hours  it  will  be 
filthy.  Don't  put  sand  or  bran  on  the 
floor  because  the  chicks  will  surely  eat 
some  of  it  and  incurable  bowel  dis- 
ease is  the  result.  I  experimented  along 
this  line  at  a  cost  of  several  hundred 
chicks  and  by  hard,  dearly-bought  ex- 
perience learned  that  dry  hay  or  straw 
cut  to  one-quarter  or  one-half  inch 
lengths  is  the  best  stuff  in  the  world  for 
bedding  brooders.  It  is  cheap,  light, 
easily  put  in,  and  easily  swept  out.  It 
absorbs  moisture  quickly  and  it  keeps 
the  chicks  clean  and  the  interior  of  the 
brooder  dry.  A  good  cutter  can  be  pur- 
chased in  Chicago  for  S^.80,  and  with  it 
a  bushel  basketful  can  be  cut  in  a  very 
short  time.  Try  it  and  you  will  be  de 
lighted  with  it. 

A  man  came  to  me  a  few  days  ago, 
saying  he  wanted  to  buy  a  good  Light 
Brahma  cockerel.  I  don't  breed  that 
variety  of  fowl  and  was,  therefore,  un- 
able to  supply  him.  "What  do  you 
want  with  Light  Brahmas?''  I  asked. 
"  1  raise  a  great  many  capons,"  he  re- 
plied, "and  I  have  found  that  Light 
Brahmas  and  Cochins  are  the  best  for 
that  purpose.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  the 
comb  of  the  Plymouth  Rock  down,  and 
when  the  comb  is  large  they  won't  sell 
for  capons.  Last  year  1  sold  my  Brah 
ma  and  Cochin  capons  for  12i.,  cents 
per  pound,  while  I  had  to  take  7  cents 
for  my  Plymouth  Rock  capons."  After 
some  further  talk  he  said: 

"  You  tell  people  who  wish  to  raise 
first  class  capons — such  as  will  bring 
the  best  price  in  the  markets,  to  raise 
only  Brahmas  and  Cochins,  and  don't 
get  those  that  are  all  feathers  and  wad 
ding,  either.  Feathers  and  wadding  on 
the  legs  and  shanks  are  well  enough  in 
shows  but  not  in  the  feeding  yard.  Se- 
lect for  your  breeders  those  with  only 
moderate  leg  feathering;  they  look  best 
both  in  the  feeding  yard  and  on  the 
block.' 

* 

This  man  is  a  farmer  and  raises  poul- 
try for  profit.  When  we  leave  the  fan- 
cier and  interview  the  men  who  raise 
fowls  for  the  common  market — I  mean 
the  men  who  raise  fowls  intelligently 


and  profitably,  then  we  soon  get  at  the 
actual  worth  of  a  variety  for  a  given 
purpose.  From  all  I  can  learn  in  con- 
nection with  the  raising  of  capons  I  be 
lieve  that  Brahmas  and  Cochins  are 
best  fitted  for  that  purpose.  The  farm 
er  mentioned  above  has  raised  a  great 
many,  and  he  says  the  men  who  buy 
capons  want  a  large  bird.  It  mwit  have 
a  small  comb  and  be  nicely  rounded  at 
all  points — show  lots  of  meat  when 
dressed.  Whether  the  shanks  are 
feathered  or  not  cuts  no  figure. 
* 

According  to  the  statements  of  this 
man — and  he  is  a  careful,  painstaking 
feeder,  the  raising  of  capons  is  not  more 
profitable  than  the  raising  of  "  spring 
chickens,"  except  to  men  situated  as  he 
is.  He  feeds  quite  a  number  of  cattle 
and  hogs,  and  from  October  to  February 
there  are  bushels  of  feed,  mostly  corn, 
scattered  about  the  yards,  lots  of  it  on 
the  ground,  and  unless  it  is  utilized  by 
fowls  it  is  wasted.  Keeping  hens  he 
has  found  unprofitable,  because  they 
become  too  fat  to  lay,  and  late  hatched 
chickens  run  to  feathers  and  are  stunted, 
and  the  only  fowl  that  can  profitably 
utilize  all  this  waste  is  the  capon.  He 
says  he  can  get  more  eggs  bv  penning 
the  hens  in  a  large  yard  and  feeding 
them  a  mixed  ration  than  by  allowing 
them  to  run  at  large  and  get  fat  as  but 
ter  balls.  He  gets  more  per  pound  for 
capons  than  for  fowls,  but  they  eat 


more  and  are  much  longer  in  getting 
into  marketable  condition. 

Fowls  that  are  raised  on  what  would 
otherwise  be  wasted  are  profitable,  of 
course.  In  fact  what  they  sell  for  is 
about  all  profit,  and  that  may  be  much 
or  little,  accordingly  as  they  are  man- 
aged. My  friend  raises  capons  because 
they  pay  him  better  than  hens  or  spring 
chickens.  He  has  learned  that  fact  by 
intelligent  experimenting  and  close  ob- 
servation. Yet  there  are  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  feeders  situated  as  he  is 
who  have  no  more  sense  than  to  go 
right  along  in  the  old  rut  keeping  a  lot 
of  unprofitable  poultry  in  the  form  of 
hens,  mongrels  and  scrubs,  that  eat  con- 
tinuously but  lay  not.

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

At  a  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting 
of  poultry  breeders  held  in  Santa  Rosa 
February  'Jth,  a  new  poultry  association 
was  organized,  to  be  known  as  the 
Northern  California  Poultry  Associa- 
tion, with  the  following  Santa  Rosa 
breeders  elected  as  oUicers  for  the  ensu- 
ing year:  President,  Mr.  C,  H.  Schieffer; 
vice-president,  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Stone;  secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Mary  Ellis;  treasurer,  Mr. 
Arthur  Brown.  Mr.  H.  G.  Mathias, 
Mrs.  A.  Brown  and  Mr.  Ed.  Ellis,  with 
the  above  named  officers,  to  form  board 
of  directors. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
president  to  draft  constitution  and  by- 
laws. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  esti- 
mate the  cost  of  building  500  new  coops, 
and  to  report  at  the  next  monthly  meet- 
ing. 

It  was  decided  that  this  association 
hold  its  first  annual  show  at  Santa  Rosa 
the  last  week  in  November,  1898.  It 
was  also  agreed  unanimously  upon  that 
this  association  favor  score  card  judg- 
mg,  with  the  intention  that  one  of  the 
best  eastern  judges  be  called  upon  to 
judge  the  show.  The  association  will 
encourage  exhibitors  from  a  distance 
and  make  their  show  one  of  the  leading 
shows  in  the  West  this  coming  season. 
The  officers  are  not  new  beginners  in 
the  poultry  business;  many  have  had 
years  of  experience  in  show  manage- 
ment, etc. 

Many  of  the  merchants  and  business 
men  of  Santa  Rosa  have  already  offered 
valuable  specials  for  the  premium  list, 
and  others  will  follow.  It  is  the  hope 
of  this  new  association  that  it  will  be- 
come as  full  feathered  as  the  association 
organized  seven  years  ago  in  Santa 
Rosa,  known  then  as  the  Sonoma  Coun- 
ty Poultry  and  Pet  Stock  Association, 
now  the  California  State  Poultry  Asso 
elation.

The   Californiau  State   Poultry  and 
Kennel  Club  Show. 

The  date  for  this  show,  January  25th 
to  3l8t,  1898,  is  a  late  one  for  this  state 
Many  exhibitors  hesitated  to  send  to 
the  show  fowls  already  laying  well 
Such  a  deed  meant  late  show  birds  for 


next  year,  hence  the  Sacramento  show 
was  a  comparatively  small  one.  When 
such  exhibitors  as  the  French  Bros.,  O. 
J.  Albee  of  San  Jose,  and  James  Quick 
were  absent,  one  could  well  understand 
it  was  not  to  standard.  It  seemed  odd 
and  lonely  to  find  these  men  wholly 
missing. 

The  Rocks  numbered  103.  Ninety  of 
these  were  Barred,  ten  were  White  and 
three  Buff.  But  two  members  ot  the 
Plymouth  Rock  Club  showed,  Mr.  Cox 
of  Delano  and  Osborn  &  Son  of  Oak- 
land. The  whole  Rock  exhibit  was  a 
good  one,  but  of  course  not  such  a  show 
as  the  Oakland,  one  year  ago.  1st  hen 
was  very  small,  prettily  colored  and  had 
the  appearance  of  a  pullet.  Ist  cock 
was  well  shaped,  large  and  with  spread- 
ing tail.  To  us  he  was  inferior  to  2d 
cock,  which  was  quite  as  shapely  and 
better  feathered. 

As  usual  in  shows  on  this  coast,  the 
Mediterranean  class  was  the  strong  one. 
Forty  W.  Leghorns,  60  Browns,  20  Buffs, 
50  B.  Minorcas  and  11  W.  ones,  Un 
fortunately  the  scores  of  these  winners 
were  not  tacked  up  nor  to  be  found  any- 
where. The  Buff  Leghorns  went  to  C. 
W.  Hansen,  principally.  The  Browns 
to  H.  W.  Mathias,  with  the  exception  of 
the  hens.  Mr.  Mathias  is  a  skillful 
breeder  of  Brown  Leghorns  and  carries 
the  finest  flock  on  the  coast.  His  birds 
at  Sacramento  were  very  handsome  and 
well  deserved  their  many  prizes. 

The  Reliance  Poultry  Yard  won  the 
Ist  on  Black  Minorcas.  Heckell  & 
Morshead,  C.  H.  Robbins  and  J.  E. 
Kellogg  divided  the  other  honors.  The 
pens  in  the  Minorcas  were  brilliant,  but 
many  of  the  birds  showed  neglect  in 
preparation  for  the  exhibition, 

Louis  Waldron  deserves  credit  for  his 
neat  display  of  Buff  Cochins.  There 
were  20  entries  and  he  made  them  all. 
He  and  S.  J.  Romer  owned  the  Light 
Brahma  exhibit,  with  the  exception  of 
the  beautiful  Isc  cock,  owned  by  Mr. 
Gray.  However,  the  Brahmas  were  not 
as  strong  as  they  might  have  been,  barr- 
ing 1st  cock  and  1st  pullet. 

The  Bantams  had  a  mighty  class,  for 
such  little  fellows.  But  when  we  saw 
them  their  cards  were  not  up.  Since 
there  were  no  catalogues  it  was  a  hard 
matter  to  discover  the  winners  and  their 
owners. 

The  judges  were  F.  W.  Hitchcock  of 
Denver  and  W.  W.  Browning  of  Ogden, 
Utah.  Both  are  able  and  well  known 
judges,  and  awarded  the  ribbons  skill- 
fully and  satisfactorily.

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Dkar  Sir:— Perhaps  a  few  words 
from  me  on  the  winning  birds  in  the 
several  classes  I  had  the  pleasure  to 
pass  upon  at  the  great  Chicago  show 
just  closed  might  prove  of  interest  to 
your  many  readers. 

The  show  as  a  whole  was  a  grand 
one,  and  while  on  a  tour  of  inspection 
after  the  awards  were  made  it  was  with 
pleasure,  I  assure  you,  and  very  grat- 
ifying, too,  to  note  the  winners  were,  in 
nearly  every  class,  good  birds,  well  up 
In  Standard  points,  while  many  of  the 
birds  not  winning  a  place  would  have 
won  in  many  of  our  shows  outside  of 
Chicago.  I  speak  not  of  my  classes,  but 
the  show  as  a  whole. 

The  classes  that  were  assigned  me 
were  White  Plymouth  Rocks,  Silver, 
Golden,  White  and  Black  Wyandottes, 
Javas,  the  French  classes,  water  fowls, 
pet  stock  and  ornamental  classes. 

I  did  not  count  the  birds  in  any  of 
the  classes  and  heard  no  mention  of  the 
number  by  anyone.  I  remember,  how- 
ever, that  the  competition  in  White  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  Silver,  White  and  Golden 
Wyandottes  and  Houdans  were  very 
strong,  especially  so  in  White  Plymouth 
Rocks  and  White  Wyandottes. 

White  Plymouth  Rocks — This  class 
was  headed  by  four  or  five  grand  cock 
birds.  First,  fine  in  shape  of  breast, 
body  and  back;  just  a  litted  mussed  up 
in  tail  and  not  fully  developed  in  sickles; 
grand  in  head  and  comb;  good  in  legs 
except  their  being  a  little  scaley;  good 
in  color  throughout,  both  in  surface 
and  under;  good  in  bone  and  large 
frame,  weighing  10^2  pounds.  Second 
cock,  a  fine  shaped  fellow,  just  a  little 
flat  in  breast  and  undeveloped  in  tail; 
good  in  body  and  back  shape;  a  little 
large  in  comb;  good  in  color  and  the 
best  colored  legs  I  ever  saw  on  a  White 
Plymouth  cock.  First  hen,  off  a  little 
in  color  and  condition  of  legs;  outside 
from  this  a  really  good  one.  Second 
and  third  also  good  the  second  excel- 
ing  in  shape  of  back  and  tail;  all  good 
in  comb  and  color.  First,  second  and 
third  cockerels,  about  all  alike,  being

Keineiiour's  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks, 

The  series  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
shown  in  this  issue  are  the  product  of 
J.  B.  Kimenour's  yards  at  Belvidere,  N. 
J.  Mr.  Kimenour  says  he  has  five 
yards,  two  cockerel  matings,  two  pullet 
matings  and  one  single  mating  to  pro 
duce  both  Standard  colored  cockerels 
and  pullets.  Cockerel  Belvidere  2d  and 
pullet  No.  1  were  sent  to  New  York 
Show,  but  on  account  of  deep  snow  and 
intense  cold  they  arrived  too  late  for 
competition.  However,  A.  C.  Hawkins 
pronounced  this  pair  the  finest  birds  in 


the  show,  and  Mr.  Hawkins'  judgment 
is  that  of  an  expert. 

The  illustrations  are  taken  from  ex- 
act photographs  and  therefore  can 
cover  no  apparent  defects  in  the  birds. 
They  are  samples  of  what  Mr.  Kime 
nour  is  breeding  and  he  confidently 
claims  that  all  specimens  in  his  five 
yards  are  as  good  and  better,  consisting 
of  five  males  and  42  females,  and  he 
considers  them  second  to  none  in  the 
United  States,  a  standing  offer  of  ©500 
not  tempting  him  to  sell  them. 

Mr.  Kimenour  has  in  addition  S-c. 
B.  Minorcas  and  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks. 


full  brothers,  and  the  description  for 
one  will  answer  for  all  as  weight  only  de- 
cided the  winner.  Fine  in  head,  back 
and  tail;  a  little  Hat  in  breast  and  a  lit- 
tle off  in  condition  of  legs;  good  in  color 
throughout.  Fourth  and  fifth  cockerel 
almost  the  equal  of  the  winners  -the 
fifth  a  little  large  in  comb  and,  like  the 
second  prize  cock,  fine  in  legs,  very 
much  resembling  that  bird,  being  his 
son.  Pullets — ten  or  twelve  pullets  in 
the  class  could  be  called  strictly  first 
class,  fine  in  shape  in  all  sections,  while 
the  second  excelled  in  color  of  head  and 
Iges,  being  also  sired  by  the  second  prize 
cock.  She  was  no  better  in  general 
shape  than  the  others.  The  class  was  a 
"hot"  one,  the  winners  attaining  the 
high  score  of  95  each,  weight  alone  plac- 
ing the  winner. 

Silver  Wyandottes— This  class  con- 
tained some  fine  ones,  especially  the 


first,  second  and  third  cockerels.  First 
cockerel,  good  in  head,  fair  in  comb, 
fine  in  neck,  black  down  to  the  skin  and 
well  laced,  clear  and  fine;  good  in  back, 
a  little  pinched  in  tail,  off  in  lacing  of 
breast  centers  being  too  small,  running 
down  the  body  and  side;  fluff  a  little 
mossy;  good  in  shape  of  breast  and 
body;  good  in  wing,  shoulder  and  bar; 
oft"  a  little  in  primaries;  fine  in  sec- 
ondaries and  fine  in  shape  and  color  of 
legs.  Second  cockerel  good  in  head  and 
comb,  a  little  light  in  neck  and  a  trifle 
yellow  in  back;  fine  in  lacing  of  breast, 
nice,  medium,  clear  centers,  running 
well  down  the  body  and  side;  fluff  not 
as  white  in  wing  shoulder  nor  as  clear 
in  bar  as  I  like;  off  a  little  in  primaries 
but  good  in  secondaries;  a  little  pinched 
in  tail  and  a  t'ifle  flat  in  breast.  Third 
cockerel— seven  pounds,  cut  one  for 
weight— the  gem  of  the  class  ond  only

a  half  point  behind  the  winner.  I  say 
gem.  I  mean  not  only  in  true  Wyan- 
dotte shape  but  a  gem  in  color  except 
breast,  this  section  being  too  black,  the 
centers,  like  the  winner,  a  little  small. 
The  pullets  in  the  class  were  an  ex- 
ceptionally good  lot,  taken  as  a  whole. 
I  have  seen  first  prize  birds,  and  many 
of  them,  that  were  not  as  good  as  some 
of  the  pullets  at  Chicago  that  did  not 
win  a  place.  First,  very  good  in  head 
and  comb,  neck  and  back;  fine  in  color 
of  breast,  good  in  shape  of  all  sections, 
fine  in  wing,  off  a  little  in  color  of  tail. 
Second  not  as  good  in  shape  of  breast 
and  tail  or  color  of  back.  Third,  good 
in  neck,  breast  and  wing,  mossy  in  tail 
and  off  in  comb  and  a  little  pale  in  eye. 

Golden  Wyandottes  showed  up  bet 
ter  in  cocks,  hens  and  pullets  than  the 
Silvers.  First  cock,  a  grand  fellow  with 
clear  breast,  good  in  neck,  fine  in  stripe 
of  saddle,  good  in  comb,  fine  in  wing 
and  in  all  sections;  good  in  shape.  This 
bird  has  the  honor  of  winning  at  Chi- 
cago last  year  as  a  cockerel.  Second 
and  third  cocks,  both  fair  birds  in  shape 
sections,  a  little  flat  in  breast  and 
pinched  in  tail;  both  off  a  little  in  color 
of  neck,  back  and  wing;  very  good  in 
color  and  lacing  of  breast.  First  hen  a 
good  one.  Good  in  neck,  back  and 
breast,  fine  in  wing,  fair  in  comb  and 
head,  off  a  little  in  tail,  both  shape  and 
color.  In  pullets  some  grand  ones  were 
shown.  Take  the  five  best  ones  and 
you  will  have  the  winners  in  the  hottest 
company.    First,  a  fine  bird  in  nearly 


every  section;  good  in  comb,  fine  in 
neck,  well  laced  in  back,  breast,  wing 
shoulder  and  side  fluff;  well  rounded 
out  on  breast,  good  in  shape  of  back  but 
just  a  little  pinched  in  tail.  Second 
pullet,  another  good  shaped  and  well 
laced  bird,  just  a  little  richer  in  color 
than  the  winner  and  giving  the  winner 
a  hard  run  for  premium  honors. 

White  Wyandottes — another  "  hot  " 
class.  The  largest  and,  as  a  whole,  the 
best  class  of  Whites  I  have  seen  this 
year.  First  cock,  a  grand  bird  in  all 
that  goes  to  make  a  White  Wyandotte; 
fine  in  comb  and  head;  good  in  back, 
breast,  body,  tail  and  legs,  and  the  best 
shaped  male  in  the  class.  Second  and 
third  cocks  were  about  equal  in  quality, 
weight  alone  deciding.  In  cockerels 
some  good  ones  were  shown,  especially 
the  winner.  This  cockerel  was  the  gem 
for  color  of  the  entire  show;  a  trifle  off 
in  comb,  just  a  little  narrow  in  back 
and  a  little  flat  in  breast,  carrying  his 
tail  a  little  high,  but  as  I  say,  a  gem  for 
color,  his  only  cut  in  plumage  being  in 
quills  of  secondaries  and  primaries  of 
wing.  The  other  four  winners  in  the 
class  were  also  well  up  in  Standard 
points,  there  being  but  one  point  be- 
tween them.  In  hens  we  also  found 
some  rattling  good  ones,  well  up  in 
shape  and  color,  while  the  winning  pul- 
lets were  the  best  class  at  Chicago  I 
have  seen  this  year.  First  was  a  grand 
one,  just  a  little  creamy  in  wing,  back 
and  body,  not  yellow  as  we  too  often 
see.  I  predict  a  bright  future  for  this 


little  beauty.  The  balance  of  the  class 
were  also  good  and  not  far  behind  the 
winners. 

Black  Wyandottes  were  a  small  class. 
The  hens  and  pullets  were  all  very  fair 
birds,  while  the  cockerel  needed  a  little 
age  and  more  soundness  of  color  to 
make  him  a  really  high  class  one. 

Black  Javas— while  very  small  as  a 
class  were  fine  and  able  to  hold  their 
own  in  much  stronger  competition,  be- 
ing of  good  shape  and  color  through- 
out. 

Houdans— The  Houdans  were  the 
best  class  I  ever  saw  in  one  show,  and 
of  the  exhibitors  two  were  old  veterans, 
and  it  was  a  "  hot  old  time  "  between 
them.  The  first  and  second  cocks  and 
first  cockerel  were  all  good  birds,  fine  in 
shape  and  color  of  crests,  good  in  color 
of  back,  breast,  body  and  tail.  The  first 
cockerel  a  little  off  in  color  of  wing,  sec- 
ondaries not  being  sound.  Hens  a  fine 
class,  indeed,  all  over  Standard  weight 
except  one;  grand  in  size  and  shape  of 
crests,  just  a  little  off  in  color;  fine  in 
shape  in  all  sections,  very  full  in  breast 
and  well  filled  up  in  body,  carrying  the 
tail  finely.  There  was  not  much  to 
choose  from  in  the  five  winners  except- 
ing first  and  second  excelling  in  color 
of  back  and  wing,  both  being  good  in 
shoulders,  primaries  and  secondaries. 
In  pullets  were  shown  another  "  warm  " 
lot.  First  and  second  were  both  grand 
birds,  their  standing  being  decided  by 
weight  alone,  the  first  having  the  ad- 
vantage of  half  a  pound;  both,  how 
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ever,  being  over  Standard  weight  by 
nearly  a  pound  and  a  half.  Taken  as  a 
class  the  winners  at  Chicago  would  be  a 
hard  one  to  "  down," 

Water  Fowls  at  Chicago  were  not  a 
strong  class  as  to  numbers  but  the  qual- 
ity was  well  up.  The  winning  pair  of 
Toulouse  Geese  and  the  winning  Pekin 
Ducks  were  all  grand  specimens  and 
famous  winners  at  some  of  our  largest 
Eastern  shows.  I  did  not  pass  on  the 
Bronze  Turkey — Mr.  Bicknell  having 
that  honor,  but  being  a  great  lover  of 
the  noble  Bronze  I  was  interested  to  the 
extent  of  wanting  to  take  a  peep  at  the 
winners,  and  I  want  to  here  congratu- 
late Mr.  Bicknell  on  his  awards.  The 
first  prize  old  torn  was  one  of  the  finest 
Bronze  Tiirkeys  I  have  ever  seen.  His 
grand  shape,  fine  bronze  color  of  breast, 
neck  and  back,  his  grandly  banded  tail 
coverts  and  straight  and  evenly  barred 
tail  making  him  indeed  a  beautiful  pic- 
ture. His  mate,  the  winning  hen,  was 
also  a  grand  specimen,  and  I  heard 
many  favorable  comments  on  this  fine 
pair. 

Pet  stock  was  not  as  largely  repre- 
sented as  the  inducements  offered  to 
breeders  warranted,  and  aside  from  the 
Belgian  Hares  were  only  what  we 
usually  see  at  all  our  shows.  The  first 
old  and  young  buck  in  Belgians  were 
good  specimens  of  their  race,  especially 
the  young  one.  Long  and  racely  built, 
cleanest  cut  in  head  I  have  seen  this 
year;  large  in  size  for  his  age,  well 
tic^ied,  even  down  his  flank  where  most 


of  them  fail,  being  too  gray.  This 
youngster,  however,  as  I  say,  not  only 
being  well  ticked,  but  was  the  sound- 
est under-colored  young  buck  I  have 
ever  seen,  and  if  nothing  happens  him 
will  make  some  of  the  best  ones  hunt 
their  hutch  next  year. 

I  cannot  close  without  saying  just  a 
few  words  of  praise  for  the  ofticers  of 
National  Fanciers' Association  of  Chi- 
cago. I  found  them  to  be  true  True 
Fanciers,  hard-working,  efficient  ofticers, 
treating  all  justly  and  fairly,  gaining 
for  themselves  the  friendship  and  love 
of  all  whom  they  meet.

Cochins  at  the  Chicago  SIiov. 

The  Buff  Cochin  is  a  strictly  fanciers' 
fowl,  the  very  head  of  the  fancy,  and  as 
a  fancier's  fowl  it  is  to  be  judged  ac- 
cording to  the  very  strictest  rules.  No 
fancier  in  Buff  Cochins,  who  is  really 
desirous  of  advancing  in  the  breeding 
of  these  royal  birds,  but  should  wel- 
come severe  criticisms  upon  his  birds. 
As  yet  in  America  we  have  not,  as  a 
general  thing,  succeeded  in  breeding  the 
color,  both  surface  and  under,  to  the 
perfection  in  the  so-called  English 
Cochins,  as  we  have  in  the  older  style  of 
American  Cochins.  The  Buff  Cochin 
just   now  is  in  a  formative  period. 


Breeders  are  endeavoring  to  give  to  the 
massive  form  and  rounded  outline  of 
the  best  English  birds,  the  smoothness, 
evenness  and  softness  of  the  upper  color, 
and  depth  of  under  color  which  our  best 
American  birds  had. 

In  this  Chicago  show  are  a  great 
many  wonderfully  beautiful  Cochins — 
some  of  surprising  quality  in  shape,  but 
we  find  so  many  of  them  with  what  we 
call  quilling,  which  makes  a  striped  ap- 
pearance over  the  back,  also  with  two 
or  more  colors  on  the  back  which  causes 
the  mottled  appearance;  then  when  we 
open  them  up  we  find  on  the  back  white 
in  under-color  and  blue  in  the  under- 
color. These  three  things,  white,  blue, 
mottled  and  quilling  often  on  the  same 
birds,  the  cut  must  be  severe.  Then  in 
wings  some  of  the  most  shapely  birds 
in  the  show,  show  white,  grey  and  black 
in  the  wings.  The  fact  is  that  under  a 
score  card  it  should  show  where  the 
Standard  is  strictly  applied.  The  time 
has  not  yet  come  when  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  fuller  feathered  Cochins 
should  compete,  as  against  the  better 
under-color  and  sounder  wings  of  our 
older  American  birds  tve  all  want  to  get 
this  fine,  full,  rounded  outline,  large 
cushioned,  great  length  of  feather, 
heavy  leg  and  toe  feather.  But  having 
those  things  it  does  not  necessarily  fol- 
low that  the  bird  is  sound  in  color. 
This  brings  the  score  down  to  a  mini- 
mum and  makes  the  sight  of  the  score 
card  painful  to  the  owner  of  a  really 
magnificent  bird.   The  fact  is  that  the 
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BuPf  Cochin  is  the  most  dillicult  of  all 
birds  to  breed  to  perfection  and  that  is 
why  it  is  so  enticing  to  the  fancier.  I 
would  like  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
taking  each  of  the  birds  and  show,  by 
opening  up  the  bird  and  displaying  it, 
the  exact  reason  for  each  and  every  cut 
made.  There  is  another  thing  where 
our  breeders  of  Cochins  are  making  a 
eerious  mistake  in  their  anxiety  to 
make  a  fine,  rounded  cushion:  too  many 
resort  to  pulling  feathers  from  the  tail. 
This  is  always  known,  and  that  section 
will  receive  a  severe  cut  for  the  absence 
of  feathers.  In  the  revision  of  the 
Standard  just  made  at  Boston,  "tails 
out"  will  be  a  disqualification.  In 
White  Cochins  and  in  Partridges,  as 
well  as  Blacks,  I  have  long  been  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  wrong  to  make  the 
same  Standard  and  require  the  same 
shape  and  length  of  feather  in  these  as 
it  is  already  possessed  by  the  best  Buff. 
If  Whites  and  Partridges  and  Blacks 
are  to  be  cut  for  shortness  of  feather 
for  defects  in  foot  and  leg  and  thigh 
feathering  in  the  same  ratio  as  our  Buff 
of  to-day,  it  is  quite  impossible  for  the 
bird  to  reach  90  points  except  in  very 
rare  instances.  In  the  Partridge  class 
at  Chicago  many  of  the  very  best  pen- 
ciled birds  were  so  nearly  devoid  of 
middle  toe  feathering  to  have  barely 
escaped  disqualification,  while  the  leg 
and  foot  and  thigh  feathering  is  but 
little  heavier  than  that  required  for  the 
Langshan  class.  If  the  Buff  Cochin  in 
feathering  is  to  be  the  type  for  all  of 


the  Cochins  in  shape,  breeders  of  the 
other  varieties,  and  particularly  the 
Partridge,  must  expect  for  some  time 
to  come  to  lose  in  penciling  while  they 
are  putting  on  the  feathering. 

At  the  Boston  show  the  first  prize 
hen,  while  being  extremely  well  pen- 
ciled was  also  heavily  feathered,  show- 
ing that  it  can  be  got  —both  feathering 
and  pencilling  on  the  same  bird,  but  as 
yet  in  the  shows  I  have  seen  in  the 
West  the  Partridges  that  excelled  in 
pencilling  lose  tremendously  in  the  shape 
sections.  To  turn  to  the  Buff,  I  wish  to 
impress  upon  those  exhibiting  at  the 
Chicago  show  that  I  regard  this  exhibit 
as  a  whole  as  the  very  finest  exhibit  of 
Buff  Cochins  I  have  yet  seen.  The  four 
or  five  best  birds  at  Boston  were  perfect 
in  under  color,  otherwise  they  were  no 
better  than  the  best  of  the  English  type 
exhibited  here  now.  I  want  to  say  that 
the  foundation  is  laid  here  in  the  West 
as  shown  by  the  birds  which  passed  un- 
der my  hands  in  the  Buff  Cochin  class 
for  the  most  magnificent  display  of 
Cochins  three  years  from  to-day  that 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  but  breed- 
ers must  take  not  only  their  cards,  but 
take  the  cards  of  the  other  breeders  and 
compare  the  cards  with  the  birds.  When 
that  is  done  if  the  birds  are  compared 
with  the  Standard  they  will  see  in  no 
instance  has  the  cut  been  heavier  than 
is  waranted.  Don't  build  up  a  bird  on 
the  footing  of  the  score  card,  but  see 
what  sections  you  are  good  in  and  what 
sections  you  are  bad  in;  learn  the  les- 
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sons  from  that.  I  would  earnestly  urge 
upon  the  Chicago  show  that  for  at  least 
two  years  to  come  the  Cochins  be  di- 
vided into  two  classes — English  and 
American. 

(.allies  at  the  Chicagpo  Show. 

The  Game  class  at  this  show  was  a 
great  success,  for  never  before  has  the 
West,  been  favored  with  an  exhibit  of 
such  a  large  and  fine  collection.  Most 
of  the  specimens  were  grand  individuals 
worthy  to  compete  in  any  show  in  the 
country.  East  or  West,  and  were  a  great 
credit  to  their  owners.  The  number 
and  quality  of  Games  in  the  hall  demon- 
strates conclusively  that  the  Game 
breeders  in  this  section  are  wide  awake 
and  that  the  class  is  increasing  rapidly 
and  deservedly  in  popularity,  and  there- 
fore merits  more  than  the  mere  passing 
notice  accorded  it  as  a  rule  by  most 
poultry  publications.  We  met  most  of 
the  Game  exhibitors  and  were  impressed 
by  their  clean  cut  energy  and  determina- 
tion to  secure  the  recognition  of  their 
class  which  is  its  due,  and  to  prove 
more  fully  to  the  Western  public  the 
value  of  the  Game  fowl,  from  every 
point  of  view.  Unquestionably  the  Ex- 
hibition Games  are  going  to  quickly  ob- 
tain their  proper  place  in  the  West  at 
the  head  of  the  poultry  procession, 
which  position  has  been  for  many  years 
so  freely  accorded  them  in  the  East  and 
in  England. 

The  Western  Game  breeders  are  men 
who  will  no  longer  be  content  with 
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secondary  consideration.  They  know 
the  worth  of  their  varieties,  and  intend 
that  others  shall  also,  and  we  can  readily 
believe  their  claim  that  at  the  next 
Chicago  show  the  number  of  Games  on 
exhibition  will  be  nearly  double  that  at 
the  one  just  closed. 

The  Exhibition  Games  were  surely 
out  in  full  force,  some  75  being  shown, 
which  were  chiefly  Black  Reds.  In  this 
variety  the  winning  cock,  score  96, 
owned  by  Hamilton  of  Odebolt,  Iowa, 
was  a  large,  powerful  bird,  exception- 
ally good  in  body  and  leg  shape,  good 
color  and  great  station.  The  2d  and  4th 
cocks,  shown  by  Price,  Oskaloosa,  Iowa; 
the  3d  by  Windmueller,  Woodstock, 
111.,  each  scoring  95  points,  were  grand 
good  birds  and  didn't  give  the  1st  bird 
much  leeway. 

The  1st  and  2d  hen  went  to  Price, 
943^  and  94;  both  tall,  reachy  birds  and 
entitled  to  the  places  they  obtained;  3d, 
Scott  &  Kelly,  Montpelier,  Ohio,  933^; 
4th,  Windmueller,  93^;  5th,  Hamilton, 
931^.  Hard  to  choose  between  them, 
all  large,  well  built  and  colored  birds. 

Cockerel  Ist.  Price,  96;  a  very  tall 
bird,  unusually  fine  body  (especially 
stern)  and  neck  shape,  broad  shoul- 
dered, very  bony  and  with  excellent 
tail;  2d,  Pratt,  La  Grange,  111.,  close  af- 
ter No.  1  with  953^,  better  in  color  and 


showing  rather  more  quality,  though 
not  so  reachy,  but  with  wonderfully  fine 
clean  head  and  legs;  3d,  Ormsby,  Lake- 
land, Ky.,  95 -a  tall  young  bird,  very 
fine  in  tail,  but  not  fully  developed.  We 
predict  him  a  winner  as  a  cock;  4th, 
Windmueller,  M}4;  5th,  Hamilton,  94}^; 
both  good,  tall,  well  set  birds  with  fine 
color,  the  fourth  easily  the  best  though. 

Pullets,  1st  2d  3d  4th,  all  Hamilton, 
and  95  each.  Four  beauties,  tall  and 
large,  great  shape  and  color;  winners 
anywhere,  in  any  company.  Brown 
showed  a  very  fine  hen,  but  she  was  in 
a  hot  class.  Rhodes  had  a  nice  trio  of 
young  birds;  cockerel  very  fine  in  color 
and  with  fair  shape.  Pratt,  Wauconda, 
111.,  and  Gallond,  Maywood,  111.,  also 
had  some  excellent  specimens.  Johnson, 
Chicago,  showed  a  cockerel  with  the 
longest  and  finest  legs  the  writer  ever 
saw  on  a  Game,  but  the  rest  of  the  bird 
was  not  typical  save  in  color.  Those 
who  won  the  prizes  also  showed  many 
other  fine  birds,  but  space  forbids 
specific  mention. 

In  Red  Pyles,  Windmueller  showed  a 
choice  pen,  winning  1st  cockerel,  1st  and 
2d  pullets.  Price  had  1st  and  2d  on  a 
grand  pair  of  hens,  massive  shoulders 
and  great  in  every  way.  They  would 
be  hard  to  beat  in  any  competition. 

Silver  Duckwings,  all  to  Price,  the 


best  bird  being  a  cockerel  at  96,  and  a 
wonder  for  shape  and  style.  Most  of 
the  above  exhibitors  cooped  their  birds 
exceedingly  well,  but  some  of  them 
should  profit  by  the  example  set  by 
their  competitors  and  put  fewer  birds  in 
a  coop,  and  use  larger,  lighter  coops. 

Pit  Games  numbered  about  50.  Dr. 
Lowell  had  his  own  way  largely,  though 
Tuck  kept  him  nervous.  The  Doctor's 
birds  were  attractively  cooped,  and  all 
grand  specimens  with  great  records  in 
their  line.  Many  of  his  cocks  were  im- 
ported and  all  were  high  class.  Tuck's 
birds,  as  usual,  reflected  great  credit  on 
this  wide  awake  breeder. 

Take  it  as  a  whole,  the  National  Fan- 
ciers' Association  should  fetl  proud  of 
its  Game  exhibit,  and  should  give  all 
possible  encouragement  and  assistance 
to  the  breeders  of  these  varieties,  for 
with  comparatively  little  effort  this  class 
can  be  made  the  star  attraction  of  the 
show.

Pure  air  being  a  necessity,  a  constant 
supply  is  furnished,  with  no  draft  chill- 
ing the  eggs.  The  air  is  warmed  be- 
fore passing  into  the  egg  chamber,  the 
amount  being  under  entire  control.

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SHALL  WE  VEjNTILATE  OUR  POUL- 
TRY HOUSES? 

The  Much  Disoussed  t^uestion  of  Ven- 
tilation Discussed- -Proper  Venti- 
lation for  Poultry  Houses  as  Es- 
sential as  for  Our  Own  Dwellings. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

Shall  we,  as  a  class  of  business  indi 
viduals,  ever  be  so  fortunate  as  to  ar 
rive  at  a  definite  conclusion  upon  this 
very  important  question  of  poultry- 
house  ventilation?  We  "fall  out  and 
disagree"  upon  it,  upon  all  occasions, 
whether  we  talk  it  among  ourselves  in 
person,  or  reach  the  public  of  poultry 
people  through  the  medium  of  press  or 
pen. 

In  the  meantime,  are  your  fowls  suff- 
ering from  insuflicient  fresh  air,  or  are 
mine  coming  to  an  eventual  "  untimely 
end"  through  what  you  may  call  my 
"mistaken  ideas"  concerning  what  I 
may  call  "  a  properly  applied  "  means  of 
supplying  my  fowls,  as  well  as  myself 
and  family,  with  an  undeniably  needed 
amount  of  heaven's  own  pure  atmos- 
phere for  breathing  purposes?  Shall 
we  ever,  I  say,  arrive  at  any  definite 
conclusion,  and  be  ready  to  meet  upon 
one  broad  plane  of  general  belief  and 
action  in  this,  the  one  worst  misuEder- 
stood  of  all  the  many  misunderstood 
topics  of  the  day,  in  poultry  matters 
and  affairs  ?  Or  shall  we  go  o::,  each  in 
our  (perhaps  misguided)  way,  caring  for 
our  poultry  possessions  after  our  own 
manner  of  understanding  of  their  needs  ? 

If  I  am  wrong  in  my  ideas  of  poultry 
house  ventilation,  I  should  indeed  be 
glad  to  he  placed  right,  before  I  shall 
have  invested  any  more  money  in  poul- 
try houses,  for  it  ip  my  present  firm 
conviction  that  those  among  us  who  are 
cooping  or  sheltering  their  large  flocks 
of  fowls  in  close,  unventilated  quarters, 
are  doing  so  at  the  expense  of  health  for 
their  fowls,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
many  needed  dollars  that  are  every  sea- 
son denied,  because  of  mortality  among 
those  same  flocks,  and  all  the  direct  out- 
come of  hard  colds,  cankered  throats 
and  eventual  roup  that  invariably 
creeps  in  to  decimate,  where  necessary 
precautions  against  are  neglected. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  where 
poultry  houses  are  ventilated  properly 
a  cold  is  never  known  among  the  fowls 
sheltered  therein,  It  were  just  as  rea- 
sonable to  say  the  same  concerning  peo- 
ple, and  we  know  that  hard  colds  are 
contracted  when  the  cause  is  practic- 
ably untraceable.  But  that  a  cause  ex- 
ists, there  is  nothing  more  sure.  From 
earliest  o  recollections  we  have  been 
taught  that  for  every  effect  there  is  a 
cause,  and  it  is  just  as  true  applied  to 
happenings  among  fowls  as  when 
among  individuals.   Thus  I  say:  I  do 


not  pretend  to  make  claim  that,  where 
a  poultry  house  is  properly  ventilated, 
colds  are  never  contracted.  But  I  am 
ready  to  say,  and  substantiate  the  fact, 
that  colds  are  practically  an  unknown 
thing  with  fowls  that  are  kept  in  a 
warm,  well-ventilated  house.  An  occa- 
sional case  of  a  fowl  that  is  indisposed 
is  known,  to  be  sure.  But  have  we  not 
always  heard  it  said,  too,  that  "  acci- 
dents will  occur  in  the  best  of  well 
regulated  families?"  And  do  we  not 
know  it  to  be  true? 

Take  all  the  care  you  will  or  may,  and 
things  of  an  untoward  and  unlocked  for 
character  will  occur,  and  one's  heart 
sinks  to  zero  over  casualities  and  hap- 
penings. Thus  it  comes  about,  too,  that 
my  biddies,  though  in  the  best  of  health, 
will  meet  with  an  occasional  accident 
of  an  adverse  nature,  even  to  an  occa- 
sional cold  among  them,  though  noth 
ing  of  an  alarming  nature,  and  especi- 
ally since  the  season  when,  almost  (but 
not  quite)  convinced  against  my  will,  I 
concluded  to  have  a  ventilator  put  into 
my  main  house  where  my  fowls  are 
quartered  in  winter,  and  almost  the  en- 
tire season. 

As  said,  I  was  not  quite  convinced 
against  my  will,  when  I  again  agreed  to 
the  ventilator  plans  talked  to  me,  for  I 
had  never  quite  given  up  my  well 
grounded  impression  that  fresh  air  was 
as  necessary  to  my  fowls  as  to  myself; 
and  I  never  could  be  convinced  that  1 
could  sleep  without  a  bedroom  window 
open,  if  no  better  means  of  ventilation 
could  be  had.  But,  after  reading  de- 
scriptions and  directions,  years  ago,  I 
had  insisted  upon  having  a  roof -ventila- 
tor put  in,  above  the  heads  of  my  fowls, 
and  I  did  in  reality  reap  a  whirlwind  of 
disaster  for  the  perpetrating  of  such  fol 
lies.  An  imbecile  should  have  known 
better,  and  the  one  or  ones  who  advo- 
cated such  a  thing  through  the  press 
must  have  savored  in  intellect,  of  the 
imbecile  or  the  demented.  But  no  mat- 
ter. We  were  sufficiently  unwise,  and 
you  might  say  "  gullable,"  that  we  fol 
lowed  plans  and  lost  valuable  fowls  for 
our  painstaking.  So  we  say  to  you  don't 
you  be  deluded  into  doing  any  such  a 
thing  as  the  putting  in  of  such  a  make 
shift  ventilator  as  that  one  was.  If  you 
do,  sorrow  and  loss  are  inevitably  a  part 
of  your  "  fate,"  and  you  will  be  declar 
ing  the  poultry  business  a  delusion. 

But,  upon  the  other  hand,  do  not  be 
talked  into  shutting  your  fowls  into 
close,  breathless  quarters;  for  doing 
that  your  losses  will  be  just  as  sure,  and 
your  fowls  a  lot  of  unhealthy,  worthless 
birds.  "There  is  reason  in  all  things." 
Study  out  the  "  reason  "  and  make  in- 
telligent application  of  it  in  all  that  you 
do. 

If  you  do  this  you  will  never  be 
guilty  of  shutting  your  fowls  into  a 
close  house  over  night,  and  then  open 
ing  the  windows  upon  them  in  the 


morning,  "to  give  them  fresh  air  and  to 
air  the  house,"  as  we  have  more  than 
once  known  advocated.  If  you  are  go- 
ing to  smother  them,  make  complete 
work  of  it.  They  can  not  endure  this 
close  air  all  night  and  then  be  able  to 
endure  an  entirely  different  state  of 
affairs  about  them,  in  atmosphere,  all 
day,  and  escape  unharmed.  Fowls  are 
no  more  composed  of  cast  iron  than  are 
we,  ourselves,  and  they  can  not  stand 
everything  and  yet  keep  well  and  profit- 
able. 

The  breath  of  many  fowls  will  fill  a 
closed  room  with  dampness  in  a  few 
hours'  time.  If  the  weather  is  bitterly 
cold,  no  matter  how  warmly  the  poultry 
house  may  be  built,  unless  artificially 
warmed  that  house  will  be  so  cold  that 
all  this  dampness  will  freeze,  making 
frost  on  the  walls  and  windows.  Before 
our  poultry  house  wis  properly  venti- 
lated, upon  very  cold  mornings,  frost 
sparkled  and  glistened  on  the  walls  and 
could  be  scraped  down.  Later  in  the 
day  when  the  noon  sun  had  warmed 
everything,  and  the  exercising  fowls 
had  created  also  a  certain  amount  of 
warmth  within  the  house,  the  walls 
were  dripping  and  the  whole  interior  of 
the  house  was  damp  to  wetness.  The 
litter  on  the  floor  was  dampened  into  a 
filthy  mass,  and  in  a  very  short  time, 
and  frequent  changing  of  litter  did  but 
temporary  good,  and  that  but  for  a 
very  limited  time.  We  would  turn  the 
flock  into  the  scratch  room,  clear  away 
the  accumulations  and  litter,  leave  win- 
dows and  doors  open  to  dry  the  house 
out,  and  it  naturally  became  filled  with 
cold.  But  it  had  to  be  dried.  Fowls 
were  sneezing,  and  I  was  constantly 
fretting  because  of  it,  and  at  one  time- 
when  everything  was  discouraging  be- 
cause of  this  very  state  of  affairs,  some 
one  who  knew  what  was  best  made  the 
suggestion  that  a  ventilator  be  put  into 
my  poultry  house.  I  objected  at  first 
and  related  my  ventilator  experiences 
of  times  gone  by.  But  it  all  ended  in  a 
consent  to  have  the  new  proposed  kini 
of  ventilator  put  in  place  in  that  too- 
close  house.  And  that  was  three  year^ 
ago.  From  that  day  to  the  present  one, 
we  have  never  had  cause  for  regret  up- 
on that  score. 

When  we  enter  the  poultry  house 
now  on  cold  mornings  the  air  is  pure 
and  dry  there.  Before,  odors  were  sick- 
ening and  stifling,  though  every  day  it 
was  thoroughly  cleaned.  There  are  no 
frosty  walls  and  dripping  walls,  and 
everything  in  a  state  of  dampness;  and 
there  are  no  sneezings  to  be  heard.  The 
fowls  are  breathing  the  night  through 
of  pure,  wholesome  air,  and  the  air  is 
warmed  before  it  reaches  them  from 
the  warmth  of  their  bodies  as  it  rises 
overhead,  where  the  inflow  of  air  comes 
from.  The  foul,  damp  air  sinks  to  the 
floor  and  is  carried  up  the  ventilator- 
shaft,  and  without  having  been  breathed 
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over  and  over  again  until  bo  poisoned  as 
to  be  almost  deadly. 

And  yet  I  know  that  poultrymen  who 
are  breeders  and  editors,  disagree  with 
my  theory.  I  know  they  are  preaching 
to  us  that  to  shut  out  the  air  is  what  wt 
need  to  do.  I  know  that  some  of  them 
consider  me  quite  at  sea  in  my  beliefE 
and  unbeliefs,  and  all  wrong  m  mj 
theory — that  is  not  a  theory  at  all,  but  a 
fact  that  is  worthy  of  a  much  greater  at 
tention  than  it  receives.  I  know  that 
those  who  write  are,  many  of  them,  at 
sure  as  sure  can  be,  that  1  am  wrong  and 
that  they  are  right.  And  1  know  that 
their  fowls  need  more  air  and  a  differ 
ent  conditioned  air;  and  they  are  equal- 
ly sure  that  1  am  doing  my  fowls  an  in 
jury  by  allowing  this  inllow  of  air  from 
the  outside  world.  But  the  truth  of  il 
all  is,  they  do  not  understand  my  plans 
nor  the  way  in  which  it  is  given— 
though  they  surely  will  know  soon,  il 
all  who  rear  fowls  are  also  readers  o( 
poultry  literature.  For  I  have  writteL 
of  ventilation  and  have  given  cuts  ol 
my  own  poultry  house,  with  ventilatioc 
theory  all  in  lines  of  black  in  white,  in 
form  as  well  as  in  print,  until  I  am  al 
most  tempted  to  never  say  "  ventila- 
tion "  again,  for  fear  of  tiring  them  all 


A  Beautiful  Buff  from  a  Non-Standard 
Fowl. 

Breeders  of  Buff  fowls  are  oftei 
troubled  to  keep  up  the  pure  buff  coioi 
free  from  white  or  black  feathers. 
Then,  again,  both  cockerels  and  puUetE 
which  show  a  perfect  color  often  moull 
out  a  spotted  or  dingy  hue  when  thej 
become  matured,  showing  their  unfit 
nesB  for  breeding  purposes,  even  when 
they  may  have  been  pretty  fair  show 
birds.  How  to  secure,  perpetuate  and 
preserve  this  beautiful  buff  color  has 
been  a  mooted  question.  Some  do  it  by 
the  introduction  of  foreign  blood — thai 
is,  blood  of  a  distinctly  separate  breed. 
But  this  is  often  dangerous,  as  the  shape 
and  general  appearance  of  the  bird  may 
be  destroyed. 

There  is  a  breed  of  fowls  known  as 
the  Rhode  Island  Reds  that  have  done 
much  toward  bringing  out  the  Buff  Ply 
mouth  Rocks  and  Buff  Wyandottes, 
and  I  doubt  not  that  some  of  their 
blood  flows  in  the  veins  of  a  number  of 
strains  of  Buff  Leghorns.  There  are 
several  strains  of  these  chickens  that 
have  originated  among  the  farmers 
along  the  shores  of  the  Narraganset 
Bay.  Some  have  single  and  some  rose- 
combs,  and  they  range  in  color  from  a 
buff  to  a  dark  red,  and  in  shape  they 
much  resemble  the  Plymouth  Rock. 
They  are  said  to  be  a  mingling  of  the 
blood  of  the  Plymouth  Rock,  Wyan- 
dotte, Brown  Leghorn,  Buff  and  Par- 
tridge Cochin  and  Malay,  more  or  less 
crossed  on  the  common  dunghill  fowl.

These  birds  have  never  been  admitted 
to  the  Standard  but  have  been  bred  as 
a  utility  fowl,  with  the  exception  that 
some  fanciers  have  used  them  for  cross- 
ing to  produce  the  buff  color.  It  is 
further  stated  that  these  fowls  have  a 
great  power  of  transmitting  color,  and 
that  the  dark  rel  cocks,  crossed  on 
White  Plymouth  Rock  and  Wyandotte 
hens  will  produce  a  beautiful  buff  fowl, 
in  shape  and  general  appearance  resem 
bling  the  mother.  Some  of  each  cross 
will,  however,  come  with  rose  and  sin 
gle  combs,  but  throwing  out  a  few  that 
are  disqualified,  the  general  hatch  of 
such  a  cross  would  pass  for  Buff  Ply 
mouth  Rocks  or  Wyandottes  of  very 
fair  shape  and  exceedingly  fine  color. 
In  fact,  I  have  seen  pens  of  Buff  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  Wyandottes  and  Leg- 
horns that  the  owner  said  were  all  sired 
by  one  cock,  and  to  my  eye  they  looked 
like  very  good  specimens  of  these  breeds. 
It  may  be  that  all  strains  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Reds  do  not  possess  this  trans- 
mitting quality,  but  all  that  I  have  seen 
do,  and  if  even  30  per  cent  of  the  hatch 
of  a  cross  such  as  mentioned  above 
would  come  good  enough  for  show  birds 
it  would  be  better  than  the  puie  and 
straight  bred  birds  will  do.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  these  birds,  if  properly  used, 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  breeders 
jf  buff  fowls,  and  think  they  should  be 
given  a  forcn  and  coloring  and  be  ad 
mitted  to  the  Standard,

The  Duck  Yard. 

The  time  xs  nearly  here  when  busi 
nesj  in  the  duck  yard  becomes  very 
active.  The  improved  breeds ,  such  as 
the  Ptkin,  should  commence  to  lay  in 
February  and  continue  quite  regularly 
1,0  produce  eggs  for  four  or  five  months. 
This  daily  laying  of  the  ducks  is  some 
what  remarkable.  The  common  hen 
only  lays  every  other  day  as  a  general 
hing;  but  the  ducks  during  the  spring 
months  lays  often  nearly  every  day  in 
che  week,  presenting  a  large,  rich  egg 
containing  much  nourishment,  and  con 
sequently  demanding  the  supply  of 
plenty  of  food  to  the  duck  herself 
The  duck  necessarily  is  a  gross,  heavy 
feeder,  but  not  over  particular  as  to  the 
quality,  so  is  not  hard  to  keep.  A  warm 
mash  in  the  early  morning  is  what  the 
duck  wants,  just  the  same  as  the  hen. 
Mix  together  equal  parts  of  bran,  oat 
feed  and  cornmeal,  and  to  every  ten 
quarts  of  this  mixture  add  one  quart  of 
linseed  or  flaxmeal.  Take  an  equal 
amount  by  measure  of  chopped  clover; 
steam  this  well  and  mix  with  the  grain 
ration,  bulk  for  bulk ;  feed  warm,  and 
the  ducks  will  be  happy  enough.  In 
supplying  animal  food,  a  reasonable 
amount  of  cut  bone  or  beef  scraps  may 
be  added  to  the  mash  or  fed  separately.

In  making  up  the  pens  of  breeding 
ducks  cull  closely.  Breed  only  from 
largest  and  finest  birds  obtainable. 
Mammoth  size  is  of  highest  importance 
in  the  duck  yards.  We  never  saw  a 
duck  yet  bigger  than  we  wanted  to  see 
her;  that  is,  of  course,  the  breeds  used 
for  practical  purposes,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  duck  breeder  to  strive  in  every 
way  to  augment  the  average  size  and 
weight  of  his  flocks.  This  is  secured  by 
early  hatching,  liberal  feeding  of  the 
ducklings,  and  a  careful  selection  of  the 
largest,  most  rapid  growing  birds  as 
breeders.  It  is  very  unwise  for  a  duck 
breeder  to  part  with  his  best  breeding 
birds,  even  if  he  is  offered  what  seems 
a  large  price  for  them.

Scratchiii^.s. 

This  is  the  season  when  Southern 
poultry  needs  plenty  of  fresh  meat  or 
green  cut  bone.  The  latter  is  the  best, 
and  also  the  cheapest.  A  bone  cutter 
is  a  good  thing  to  have,  and  can  be 
made  to  pay  for  itself  in  a  short  time 
by  the  diiference  in  price  between  meat 
and  bone,  and  in  the  increased  number 
of  eggs  the  hens  will  lay  when  fed  cut 
bone  in  winter  and  the  early  spring 
months. 

If  one  has  no  bone  cutter,  however, 
and  does  not  feel  able  to  buy  one,  then 
the  next  best  plan  is  to  feed  cooked 
beef  and  tallow  scraps,  which  is  the 
next  cheapest  thing  to  green  bone.  Cut 
the  meat  up  and  cook  it  with  oats  and 
potatoes,  turnips  and  apple  peeling— 
anything,  in  fact,  of  a  vegetable  nature 
is  good,  and  where  it  is  all  cooked  to 
gether  it  takes  less  of  each  because  it  is 
flavored  through  and  through  by  the 
process  of  boiling  and  stewing  together. 
Do  not  under  rate  the  value  of  the  table 
scraps  of  all  sorts  in  the  chicken  pot; 
all  add  variety  to  the  stew,  and  it  is  va- 
riety in  food  that  produces  thrift  and 
eggs. 

We  believe  it  is  best,  however,  to  give 
the  cooked  feed  in  the  middle  of  the 
day  instead  of  the  early  morning  in  cold 
weather.  Here  we  are,  in  Middle  Ten 
nessee,  and  yet  yesterday  morning  the 
thermometer  was  only  18  degrees  above 
zero,  and  this  morning  but  13  degrees. 
Think  of  that,  and  then  of  the  fact  that 
anything  under  20  degrees  above  zero 
will  frost  a  Leghorn  or  Minorca  comb, 
and  anything  below  10  above  zero  will 
freeze  it;  and  then  try  and  think  of  the 
best  way  to  feed  the  fowls  when  housed, 
and  the  quickest  way  to  warm  them  up. 

The  scratch  pen  naturally  suggests 
tself  and  the  exercise  that  it  necessi- 
tates. To  swallow  a  hot  mess  and  then 
stand  about  will  not  answer  the  pur- 
pose. Let  them  come  from  the  roost  to 
the  scratch  pen  and  go  to  work  and 
scratch  their  breakfast  out  of  the  straw 
and  litter.  That  will  warm  them  up  in 
a  natural  way.  Then,  after  the  day  is 
more  advanced  and  the  atmosphere 
milder  let  them  have  their  cooked  feed 
and  fresh  water.  We  never  water  our 
chickens  early  in  the  morning,  when  the 


mercury  is  in  the  vicinity  of  zero. 

To  protect  the  combs  of  the  cockerels 
on  extremely  cold  nights,  take  them  off 
of  the  roost  and  put  them  in  any  con- 
venient coop  and  cover  it  over  with  old 
sacks,  oil  cloth,  horse  blankets,  or  any- 
thing handy  that  will  prevent  the  escape 
of  the  natural  heat  from  the  coop.  We 
hustled  about  last  night  (Jan.  1st)  and 
put  all  our  roosters  with  high  combs  in 
our  old  exhibition  coops  and  covered 
them  as  above  suggested,  and  they  will 
stay  cooped  until  the  weather  moder- 
ates. 

Such  action  is  not  of  .en  necessary  in 
this  latitude,  as  we  do  not  usually  have 
weather  so  severe  as  to  require  any- 
thing more  than  ordinary  housing.  But, 
when  the  extreme  cold  that  follows  a 
northern  blizzard  when  it  reaches  down 
this  way  is  upon  us,  then  the  additional 
precaution  will  save  the  combs  that 
might  otherwise  be  blighted. 

Small  Advertisements. 

In  the  spring  of  1885,  when  we  first 
set  sail  in  the  pure  bred  poultry  busi- 
ness, we  planted  our  advertisement  in 
the  "  3  for  .SI "  column  of  a  poultry 
paper  published  at  St.  Louis — the  Poul- 
try Kecord,  we  believe;  and  also  in 
Stoddard's  Poultry  World,  at  that  time 
one  of  the  best  advertising  mediums  in 
the  country.  In  about  six  weeks  after 
placing  our  advertisement  we  received 
an  order  for  a  setting  of  eggs,  and  two 
weeks  later,  from  the  same  person,  came 
an  order  for  five  additional  settings. 
That  experience  confirmed  our  faith  in 
advertising.  We  got  scattering  orders 
for  eggs  all  through  the  season,  and  in 
the  fall  sold  a  good  lot  of  young  fowls. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  a  person  to 
have  a  national  reputation,  nor  to  take 
a  large  amount  of  space  in  order  to  sell 
eggs  and  fowls,  neither  should  anyone 
hesitate  to  place  an  advertisement  in  a 
publication  where  there  are  a  great 
many  advertisements  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business.  Location 
has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  placing  or- 
ders. So  has  the  style  and  wording  of 
an  ad.  The  bargain  columns  of  any 
paper  are  read  more  generally  than  any 
other  part  of  it.  That  part  of  a  poultry 
journal  devoted  to  the  small  uniform 
advertisements   of    the  majority  of 
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breeders  is  the  part  that  is  scanned  most 
carefully  by  the  readers  and  those  de 
eirouE  of  making  purchases. 

No  one  need  despise  the  stock  of  the 
small  advertiser.  Very  often,  in  fact  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  a  small  advertise 
ment  represents  the  results  of  a  setting 
or  so  of  eggs,  or  a  pen  of  fowls  from  the 
yard  of  some  extensive  breeder  and  ad- 
vertiser, who  would  ask  twice  as  much 
for  the  same  class  of  stock  if  bought  di 
rect  from  his  yards,  and  yet,  what  is  the 
difference.  In  general  quality  and 
breeding  one  is  just  as  good  as  the 
other.  The  more  experienced  breeder 
might  possibly  raise  more  prize  stock 
from  the  same  number  of  fowls  because 
of  more  extended  experience,  but  in 
point  of  blood  and  breeding  qualities 
the  fowls  and  eggs  of  the  small  adver- 
tiser are  just  as  good  as  those  of  the 
more  experienced  breeder. 

There  are  a  great  many  Southern 
breeder  who  are  readers  of  this  Jour- 
nal who  breed  only  in  a  small  way, 
and  chitfly  for  their  own  pleasure,  who 
might,  if  they  would,  and  without  de- 
tracting in  any  way  from  the  pleasures 
of  breeding,  add  to  their  income  by  tak- 
ing limited  advertising  space  in  one  or 
more  poultry  journals,  particularly  at 
this  season  of  the  year  when  the  de- 
mand for  eggs  is  so  general.

A  White 
Wanted. 


Egg  Strain 


Mr.  Samuel  D.  Anderson,  of  Temple- 
ton,  Cali.,  writes  us  as  follows:  "One 
q.ue8tion,  please.  Do  the  Wyandotte 
chickens  advertised  in  your  journal  all 
lay  brown  eggs?  as  I  would  like  to 
learn  who  raises  the  white  egg  strain." 

In  so-far  as  we  know  from  experience 
and  observation  all  varieties  of  Wy an 
dottes  lay  dark  shelled  eggs,  varying  in 
color  from  a  deep  reddish  brown  to  a 
very  light  yellow,  but  none  lay  white 
eggs.  The  Wyandottes,  like  the  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  have  Asiatic  blood  in 
their  make-up,  and  the  brown-shelled 
egg  is  peculiar  to  the  Asiatic  or  feather- 
legged  breeds  and  their  off-shoots,  the 
medium  weight  class,  which  every  once 
in  a  while  sport  a  few  feathers  on  the 
shanks,  even  in  well  established  strains. 

A  very  light  shelled  strain  of  Wyan- 
dottes might  be  established  by  careful 
selection  and  breeding,  but  to  build  up 
a  strain  that  would  lay  chalky  white 
eggs,  like  those  of  the  Spanish  class,  we 
believe  next  to  impossible.

active  breeds,  like  the  Hamburga  and 
Leghorns,  for  three  or  four  years.  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  and  Wyandottes  for  two 
or  three  years.  Brahmas,  Cochins,  etc, 
about  two  years. 

These  estimates  of  time  are  given 
more  on  the  general  custom  of  breeders 
than  on  knowledge  gained  from  actual 
experience,  because  we  never  breed  a 
cock  over  two  years  old,  neither  do 
Ihe  majority  of  breeders.  In  the  larger 
varieties  one-year  old  male  birds  are 
bred  more  generally  than  any  other  age, 
and  in  the  smaller  breeds  cocks  over 
two  years  old  are  seldom  used  in  breed 
ing.  Game  cocks  of  known  fighting 
qualities  are  often  kept  in  the  brood 
pen  several  years. 

Wry  Tails-What  Causes  Them? 

Editor  Southern  Department: 

I  bought  a  setting  of  Partridge  Coch- 
in eggs  last  spring  and  hatched  seven 
young  chicks  and  raised  all  of  them,  but 
after  they  grew  older  their  tails  began 
to  grow  to  one  side,  and  after  killing 
them  found  them  to  be  humpbacked. 
Out  of  the  seven  two  were  all  right.  1 
also  raised  12  Silver  Hamburgs  and 
found  only  one  male  to  be  humpbacked, 
and  the  other  11  were  all  right.  Will 
you  please  tell  me  the  cause  of  this  ?

This  is  a  point  on  which  we  are  not 
informed,  and  we  would  like  the  ideas 
of  our  readers  in  the  matter.  Wry  tails 
are  quite  common  in  some  yards,  and 
entirely  absent  in  others.  W^e  do  not 
believe  it  is  hereditary,  but  rather  the 
result  of  injury  to  the  growing  chick 
ens.  The  tails  of  fully  grown  fowls  sel- 
dom if  ever  go  wry.  It  must  be  caused 
by  the  shortening  of  the  muscles  on  one 
side  of  that  part  of  the  chicken's  back 
or  rump  that  supports  the  tail  feathers, 
and  the  shortening  must  necessarily  be 
the  result  of  injury,  and  the  injury,  we 
believe,  is  inflicted  by  a  vicious  cock 
bird  that  ranges  with  the  younger  chick- 
ens. We  had  three  or  four  chickens  to 
go  wry  tailed  the  past  season,  after  they 
were  over  half  grown,  and  in  a  neigh- 
bor's yard  we  saw  a  fine  Langshan  cock- 
erel and  pullet  both  wry  in  the  tail  after 
they  were  three-fourths  grown. 

We  never  knew  young  stock  ranging 
by  themselves  to  go  wry,  and  we  beheve 
that  if  Mr.  Julien  will  try  raising  his 
young  stock  away  from  the  old  ones,  he 
will  have  fewer  wry  tails.  The  Ham- 
burgs he  mentions,  being  small  and 
active,  escaped  injury  almost  entirely. 

Incubator,  Brooder,  Etc. 

Mr,  Arthur  Edwards,  Avondale,Tenn,, 
writes: 

Editor  Snutlicrn  Department: 

"  Will  you  please  be  kind  enough,  if  I 
am  not  asking  too  much  of  a  favor,  to 
give  me  a  little  of  your  experience  with 
incubators?  Please  state  a  good,  re- 
liable make,  if  you  have  the  informa- 
tion, and  if  brooders  are  an  absolute 


necessity.  Could  I  secure  a  regulator 
to  regulate  the  heat  cf  a  lamp  at  a  cer- 
tain degree  ?  " 

Our  experience  with  incubators  is  not 
very  extensive;  but,  limited  as  it  is,  we 
have  learned  that  the  very  best  and 
most  reliable  incubator  is  the  cheapest 
and  most  satisfactory  in  the  long  run. 
All  such  incubators  are  provided  with 
heat,  or  ventilation  regulators,  that  re- 
lieves the  operator  of  the  necessity  of 
providing  any  special  device  to  regulate 
the  lamp  or  lamps. 

Any  one  raising  chickens  for  the  mar- 
ket should  have  an  incubator,  .So  should 
the  fancier,  not  provided  with  the  class 
of  hens  that  lay  in  winter  and  that  set 
very  early  in  the  season. 

Yes,  a  brooder  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity to  the  man  who  has  an  incubator. 
In  fact  the  brooder  is  the  main  things 
for  it  is  much  easier  to  hatch  chickens, 
even  in  an  incubator,  than  it  is  to  raise 
them  with  or  without  a  brooder.  There 
are  several  first  class  brooders  made  by 
the  trade  that  are  reliable  and  success- 
ful artificial  mothers.  They  are  adver- 
tised in  nearly  all  the  poultry  journals, 
and  a  stamp  and  address  will  bring  full 
information  about  them.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  incubators, 

A  SOUTHERN  FORAGE  PL.OT. 

Information  For  Those  IVlio  Have 
Uarden  Or  Fields. 

THE  VELVET  BEAN. 

Editor  Southern  Department: 

I  send  you  herewith  sample  of  the 
new  Florida  product,  the  wonderful  vel- 
vet bean.  Up  to  two  years  ago  it  was 
grown  here  in  a  limited  way,  mainly  as 
a  trellis  shade,  but  afterward  it  being 
discovered  that  it  was  invaluable  for  all 
kinds  of  stock  as  a  forage,  and  a  phe- 
nomenal fertilizer  for  orange  and  other 
fruit  trees,  and  for  the  soil  as  well,  it 
has  been  grown  in  a  larger  way  since 
that  time. 

There  is  nothing  yet  discovered  that  is 
all  in  all,  so  valuable  a  crop  as  this  for 
farmers  to  raise.  It  being  an  air  plant, 
it  will  do  well  on  most  any  kind  of  soil, 
in  any  of  the  states,  north  or  south,  that 
will  grow  corn,  and  no  fertilizing  is 
neceseary.  The  forage— the  vine- 
coming  from  this  bean  is  a  mar- 
vel and  a  wonder.  To  plant  in  rows 
four  feet  apart  will  produce  a  solid 
mass  of  vine  and  foliage  to  the  depth  of 
from  15  to  20  inches,  covering  the  entire 
surface  of  the  ground. 

Beside  the  vine  being  a  valuable  fer- 
tilizer, forage  and  mulch,  you  will  ask 
is  it  also  prolific  in  fruit.  I  answer  yes, 
emphatically  so.  From  the  hill  the 
vine  runs  out  in  all  directions  like  the 
matermelon,  from  10  to  20  feet.  It  com- 
mences to  fruit  at  the  hill,  like  the 
raisin  grape,  thence  along  the  entire 
length  of  the  vine  at  intervals  of  from 
10  to  20  inches,  pods  in  clusters  of  from 
two  to  twenty  appear,  therefore  the 
fruitage  must  be  immense. 

From  twenty  to  thirty  bushels  of 
shelled  beans  would  be  a  modest  esti- 
mate for  an  acre  of  ground,  average 
crop,  I  speak  from  knowledge,  as  I 
have  just  harvested  nineteen  acres  of 
as  fine  a  crop  as  ever  grew. 

Plant  early  in  spring  in  rows  four 
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feet  apart,  or  drill  as  you  like.  From 
three  to  five  beans  to  the  hill,  same  as 
corn,  is  the  right  amount  of  seed.  Cul- 
tivate and  keep  clean  until  vine  com 
mences  to  fill  the  row,  then  lay  by  for 
the  season. 

If  planted  in  orange  grove  or  orchard 
keep  five  feet  or  more  away  from  trees, 
as  the  vine  is  a  great  climber,  and  will 
cause  you  bother.  One  bushel  of  ptr- 
fect  seed  will  plant  four  acres.  Pod 
measurement  will  shrink  just  half  in 
shelling. 

The  bean  ground  up  whole  and  all 
makes  a  fine  fertilizer  for  pine  apples, 
or  other  fruit  trees,  as  well  as  for  all 
vegetable  growth.  Stock  of  all  kinds 
like  it,  as  well  as  the  green  forage  early 
in  the  season,  and  all  do  specially  well 
on  it. 

The  analysis  of  this  bean  shows:  Ni- 
trogen, 54  per  cent;  crude  protein,  19; 
fat,  6;  fiber,  8,  and  moisture,  12. 

Any  further  information  your  read 
ers  may  want,  if  they  will  drop  me  a 
line,  I  will  cheerfully  reply.

We  had  previously  read  of  this  plant, 
but  never  before  saw  as  full  a  descrip- 
tion of  it  as  Capt.  Wilson  gives.  We 
imagine  that  it  would  make  a  splendid 
shade  for  the  poultry  yard,  if  planted 
where  the  chickens  could  not  injure  it, 
and  properly  trellised  so  as  to  make 
shade  for  the  fowls. 

Those  of  our  readers  who  cultivate 
fields  or  gardens  might  find  it  to  their 
advantage  to  investigate  the  matter 
further.  We  shall  plant  the  beans  that 
Capt.  Wilson  has  sent  us.

At  the  poultry  show  held  in  Nash 
ville  in  December,  189*5,  there  was  dis- 
played a  coop  of  White  Wyandottes 
from  Alabama  that  were  the  admira- 
tion of  every  one  who  saw  them.  By 
permission,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
the  superintendent  of  the  show,  they 
were  handled  by  a  great  many  breeders, 
and  all  agreed  in  pronouncing  them  the 
fullest  breasted,  plumpest  and  most 
meaty  fowls  they  ever  handled.  They 
were  regular  "  pot  fillers  "  and  far  ahead 
of  any  Plymouth  Rocks  in  the  show,  in 
point  of  size,  bredth  and  fullness  ol 
beast.  They  were  medium  in  height 
compact  and  plump.  In  fact,  they  wert 
fine  specimens  of  the  breed,  and  it  is  s 
good  one.  We  believe  the  Wyandotte 
is  less  shanky  and  bony  than  the  Ply 
mouth  Rock,  as  a  great  many  fanciers 
breed  the  latter.  As  an  exhibition  bird, 
the  White  Wyandotte  is  a  good  one, 
and  one  that,  because  of  its  sold  color, 
is  easily  bred  to  a  high  point  of  excel- 
lence.

general-purpose  breed— about  as  good 
as  any  that  can  be  mentioned.  The 
hens  are  very  good  layers,  and  make 
good  setters  and  mothers. 

The  chickens  are  said  to  be  very 
hardy,  to  grow  fast  and  mature  early. 

The  Nashville  Poultry  Show. 

The  first  exhibition  of  the  Nashville 
Poultry  Breeders'  Association  was  held 
in  Nashville,  Jan.  4-8  inclusive.  Mr.  F, 
J.  Marshall,  judge.  The  showing  of 
fowls  was  large,  the  quality  good  and 
the  variety  extensive. 

As  Nashville  has  always  heretofore 
had  combination  exhibitions  of  fowls, 
pigeons  and  dogs,  the  question  of  hold 
ing  a  successful  display  of  poultry  and 
minor  pet  stock,  with  the  pigeons  and 
dogs  absent,  has  been  a  doubtful  one 
The  managers  of  the  association  named, 
however,  seemed  to  have  solved  the 
problem  in  the  affirmative. 

This  association  contains  some  of  the 
oldest  breeders  and  most  energetic 
poultry  fanciers  in  Nashville,  and  when 
they  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel 
the  success  of  the  enterprise  is  pretty 
well  assured. 

At  the  exhibition  the  Pit  Game  class 
was  the  most  extensive,  with  the  Lang- 
shangs  probably  second  and  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Eocks  third.  All  other 
classes  were  small  in  number  but  the 
variety  of  exhibits  large. 

In  our  opinion  the  Langshan  display 
was  the  best  in  the  show  in  point  of 
quality.  There  were  many  "cracker 
jacks  "  therein,  and  the  competition  was 
hot.  The  Plymouth  flocks  were  high 
up,  too,  in  grade,  and  it  took  good  birds 
to  win. 

The  Bantam  display  was  good,  there 
were  some  choice  Bronze  Turkeys  there 
and  some  extra  large  and  fine  Pekin 
Ducks,  also  some  Muscovys. 

We  regret  that  we  did  not  meet  th» 
judge,  Mr.  Marshall.  We  attended  the 
exhibition  several  times  but  each  time 
the  judge  was  absent.  From  what  we 
can  learn,  however,  Mr.  Marshall  put 
the  ribbons  where  they  belonged,  and 
gave  entire  satisfaction  to  the  exhib- 
itors.

Down  in  Texas,  where  we  presume 
the  Texas  fleas  and  chigger  fleas  prevail 
to  a  great  extent, "  Uncle  Snort,"  that 
versatile  and  interesting  correspondent 
of  the  Texas  Farm  and  Ranch,  recom- 
mends snuff  for  their  extermination. 


He  has  another  remedy,  too,  but  we 
cannot  recall  the  name  of  it  just  now. 
We  will  get  him  to  write  on  the  subject 
in  these  columns  by  the  time  warm 
weather  comes  again. 

Our  chief  remedy  for  all  sorts  of 
parasites,  mites,  insects,  etc.,  is  kero- 
sene oil.  It  is  cheap  and  effective.  We 
do  not  put  it  directly  on  the  fowls,  un- 
less modified  by  lard,  and  then  apply  it 
to  legs,  combs,  etc.,  for  roup,  scaly  leg, 
sore  head  and  the  like.  For  other  pur- 
poses we  put  it  on  the  roosts,  in  the 
sides  of  the  nests,  coops,  etc,  anywhere 
that  the  odor  will  penetrate  the  plum- 
age of  the  fowls,  and  so  exterminate  the 
parasites  or  mites,  etc.  We  do  not  have 
fleas  in  this  latitude  that  bother  the 
chickens,  at  least  we  never  saw  any- 
thing of  the  kind. 

ON  THE  LOWER  COAST 

The    Barred   Plymouth  Rock  is  a 
Favorite. 

Editor  Southern  Department: 

1  will  write  you  a  few  lines  in  regard 
to  chicken  raising  in  the  far  "Sunny 
South,"  thinking  it  may  be  of  some  in- 
terest to  the  readers  of  the  Journal. 

Strange  to  say  that  in  our  delightful 
climate,  where  it  is  neither  too  hot  or 
too  cold,  there  are  scarcely  any  thorough- 
bred chickens  raised. 

The  natives  here,  being  mostly  Cre- 
oles, think  the  old  scrub  or  Creole 
chicken  (as  it  is  called  here)  the  health- 
iest, condemning  all  others  without 
giving  them  a  trial.  I  have  a  few  Barred 
P.  Eocks  which  I  am  raising  as  a  fancy. 
Every  one  that  sees  them  admires  them 
very  much,  but  always  ask:  "  Are  they 
healthy  ?  "  I  tell  them  as  healthy  as 
any  chicken  and  about  three  times  as 
large  as  the  ones  they  have  taken  the 
same  trouble  to  raise. 

What  a  chance  it  would  be  here  for  . 
some  poultry  man,  about  28  miles  be- 
low the  city  of  New  Orleans,  with  the 
city  always  as  a  market,  where  we  have 
grass  and  cbver  the  year  round,  and 
without  having  to  take  any  extra  care 
of  chickens  in  winter.  It  seems  to  me 
it  would  be  the  paradise  of  the  chicken 
raiser.  The  B.  P.  Rocks  are  my  favor- 
ite; their  neat  appearance,  large  bodies 
and  being  good  layers,  making  them  in 
my  opinion  the  most  desirable  chicken.

We  agree  with  you,  Mrs.  Gleason, 
that  the  B.  Plymouth  Rock  breed  is  a 
good  one,  and  one  that  seems  to  thrive 
in  any  and  every  part  of  the  country. 
But  we  can't  help  thinking  that  your 
section  of  the  country  would  be  the  Leg- 
horn breeders'  paradise.  What  large 
and  unfrosted  combs  they  might  grow 
down  there,  and  how  they  would  lay  in 
such  a  mild  climate.  We  believe  an 
egg  farm  in  your  vicinity  would  be  a 
paying  institution,  and  one  that  could 
be  conducted  at  a  very  small  expense. 

What  is  the  nature  of  the  soil?  What 
class  of  native  trees  have  you,  and  how 
about  the  health  of  the  people  ?  Do  con- 
tagious fevers  ever  prevail  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Belair  ?  .  Please  let  us  hear 


further  about  the  country  that  borders 
on  the  Gulf. 

WRINKLES,  Xy  OLD  IDEA. 
Where  Did  it  Originate  aii<l  How? 

Mrs.  Sallie  Mobley  of  Trenton,  Tenn., 
writes  us  as  follows: 

"  You  are  an  old  chicken  man,  but  I 
guess  I  may  tell  you  something  new 
about  eggs.  You  will  find  that  some 
eggs  have  wrinkles  on  the  small  end, 
and  some  are  perfectly  smooth.  The 
wrinkled  ones  will  hatch  roosters  and 
the  smooth  ones  will  hatch  pullets.  So 
you  must  set  more  smooth  ones  than 
wrinkled  ones." 

No,  Mrs.  Mobley,  it  is  not  entirely  new 
to  us,  and  we  are  very  skeptical  about 
it  anyway.  In  fact  we  doubt  the  theory 
very  much,  because  we  have  found  that 
it  is  usually  one  particular  hen  in  the 
flock  that  lays  the  wrinkle  ended  eggs, 
and  she  lays  such  an  egg  every  time  she 
lays,  and  if  the  theory  held  good,  all  her 
eggs  should  hatch  roosters  and  no  pul- 
lets, which  is  hardly  probable,  though  it 
might  be  possible.  The  idea  is  an  old 
one,  however,  and  it  does  seem  that 
there  must  be  some  basis  for  it.  Will 
some  reader  of  the  Journal  set  a 
whole  sitting  of  eggs  wrinkled  on  the 
little  end,  and  report  results  as  soon  as 
the  chickens  are  old  enough  to  deter- 
mine the  sex  ?  Such  a  test  would  settle 
the  question,  we  think.

What  to  do  Each  Month  in  the  Poultry  Yard 
and  How  to  do  it. 

Bu  THUS.  F.  RIGG. 


The  Brood  Coops— The  Runs— On  the 
Range. 

LAST  month's  article  by  Mr.  Eigg  dealt  witli 
Eearing  and  Management  of  Chicks. 
The  subject  of  Brood  Coops  The  Kuns  and  On 
the  Range  is  given  here.  The  next  article  will 
treat  of  the  importance  of  Shade  for  Fowls, 
What  to  Plant  and  Where  and  How  to  Plant  It.— 
Ed. 

Despite  the  usual  cold,  rainy  days 
April  is  one  of  the  most  pleasant  months 
for  the  fancier.  He  has  his  early  chicks 
about  him  and  is  awaiting  with  no  de- 
gree of  certainty  the  coming  off  of  the 
numerous  setting  hens.  As  he  watches 
the  youngsters  basking  in  the  sun  or 
engaged  in  a  quarrel  over  an  early 
worm,  he  is  happy  in  the  thought  that 
here  are  the  winners  in  the  exhibitions 
next  winter;  here  are  the  grand  breeders 
which  he  will  be  able  to  dispose  of  at 
long  prices,  It  is  a  time  of  hope  and 
expectation.  And  hope  and  expecta 
tion  make  life  better  and  happier  al- 
ways— everywhere. 

But  there  is  much  to  do  this  month- 
much  actual  work.  The  setting  hens 
must  be  carefully  looked  after.  We  ought 
to  get  out  all  our  chicks  this  month  if  pos- 
sible, although  May  chicks,  as  a  rule,  are 
the  chicks  which  do  the  best  in  the 
North  for  the  reason  that  people  will 
not  as  a  rule  care  for  the  early  chicks  as 
they  should. 

Do  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  remove  the 
chicks  from  the  nest.  If  the  hen  and 
her  brood  are  removed  too  quickly  the 
chicks  will  come  ofE  weak  and  will  thus 
start  life  under  unnatural  and  adverse 
conditions.  Keep  them  on  the  nest  at 
least  36  hours  after  hatching.  They 
then  will  come  off  strong  on  their  legs 
and  will  at  once  eat,  and  thus  start 
right.  In  feeding  follow  the  plan  here- 
tofore laid  down,  but  whatever  else  you 
may  do,  do  not  give  the  chicks  sloppy 
feed  of  any  kind.  Try  the  dry  or  j  ust 
moist  food  plan  this  year,  and  you  will 
never  again  feed  the  other  way. 

THE  BROOD  COOPS. 

The  small  combined  hatching  box  and 
brood  coop  as  illustrated  in  the  March 
issue  should  now  be  discarded,  so  far  as 
its  use  as  a  brood  coop  proper  is  con- 
cerned. Our  brood  coops  are  among 
our  most  important  fixtures— in  fact 
just  now  they  are  the  most  important 
fixture  on  the  place.  Chicks  well 
housed  are  pretty  sure  to  do  their  best. 
I  have  a  brood  coop  which  is  three  feet 
wide  and  four  feet  long.  In  front  it  is 
three  feet  high,  and  having  a  shed  roof 
is  one  and  one-half  feet  high  at  the  rear. 


The  bottom  of  this  coop  rests  upon  two 
pieces  of  lumber,  one  piece  on  either 
side  of  the  box.  The  bottom  can  thus 
be  removed  and  thoroughly  cleaned, 
which  is  done  as  often  as  necessary — 
very  often.  The  pieces  upon  which  the 
bottom  rests  are  so  set  that  the  bottom 
slants  toward  the  front  of  the  coop.  It 
thus  sheds  water,  and  whatever  water 
may  be  driven  into  the  coop  by  beating 
rains  runs  out  at  once.  As  the  chicks 
usually  seek  the  rear  of  the  coop  they 
are  not  affected  by  water.  This  is  im- 
portant. The  front  of  the  coop  is 
covered  with  half-inch  wire  netting, 
with  the  exception  of  a  space  at  the 
side.  The  whole  front  is  on  hinges  and 
is  raised  up  when  the  coop  is  being 
cleaned.  The  narrow  space  at  the  side 
is  arranged  with  bars  so  as  to  allow  the 
chicks  to  leave  and  enter  the  coop  at 
will.  At  night  this  is  closed  and  our 
brood  is  absolutely  safe.  These  coops 
are  well  made.  They  are  permanent 
fixtures.  The  money  invested  in  them 
is  annually  paying  a  big  rate  of  interest. 
Of  course  they  cost  some  money.  But 
I  have  never  yet  succeeded  in  getting 
something  for  nothing  in  this  world, 
and  do  not  expect  to  be  able  to  do  so— 
at  least  in  the  poultry  yard.  As  hereto- 
fore stated,  good,  serviceable  coops  can 
be  made  out  of  boxes  purchased  of 
merchants.  The  coop  as  above  de- 
scribed can  be  nearly  approached  by 
any  one  who  has  any  mechanical  genius 
by  the  use  of  these  store  boxes.  But  do 
not  in  any  event  coop  the  chicks  in  hot, 
close  and  leakv  boxes.  This  means 
stunted  chicks,  sick  chicks,  and,  in  con- 
sequence, unprofitable  business. 

THE  RUNS. 

We  have  naturally  been  very  busy 
with  our  setting  hens  and  chicks  for  the 
past  month  at  least.  We  must  not  fail 
to  give  the  breeding  pens  due  attention. 
The  snow  is  now  gone  and  the  breeding 
stock  is  now  out  in  the  runs  most  all 
the  time  during  the  day.  Green  food  is 
absolutely  necessary  if  we  secure  the 
best  results— fertile  eggs  and  strong 
chicks.  Of  course  some  people's  hens 
never  see  or  taste  green  food  and  still 
those  people  raise  chicks.  But  we  are 
talking  now  for  the  earnest  men  and 
women  who  are  engaged  in  the  poultry 
business  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
very  best  results.  These  latter  people 
are,  too,  humane  folks  and  would  not 
be  guilty  of  cruelty  to  animals.  I  know 
of  nothing  more  cruel  than  keeping 
hens  on  barren  ground  during  the  long 


spring  and  summer  months.  If  your 
runs  are  not  in  permanent  sod  of  blue 
grass  and  clover,  and  if  too  small  to 
thus  be  in  permanent  sod,  you  should 
have  sowed  rye  last  fall  and  now  you 
would  have  had  a  splendid  pasture.  If 
you  did  not  do  this,  lose  no  time  in 
spading  or  plowing  the  runs  and  sowing 
to  oats.  Stretch  a  temporary  fence 
across  each  run  and  keep  the  fowls  off 
the  sowed  portion  until  the  oats  are  well 
up.  Do  not  find  yourself  in  this  con- 
dition again  next  spring.  You  can't 
afford  it.  If  the  runs  are  very  large  the 
best  pasture  is  blue  grass  and  clover,  . 
but  in  small  runs  it  is  impossible  to  se- 
cure a  permanent  sod,  so  that  the  sow- 
ing of  rye  in  the  fall  is  the  best  we  can 
do.  If  we  neglected  this  the  sowing  of 
oats  as  suggested  is  about  all  we  can  do 
now. 

Do  not  overfeed  the  breeding  pens 
now.  Be  careful  not  to  feed  too  much 
corn.  We  do  not  want  the  hens  and 
pullets  in  the  breeding  pens  to  become 
too  fat.  I  feed  corn  now  only  every 
other  night.  Oats  make  a  good  feed 
now.  Do  not  believe  the  old  story  that 
oats  will  kill  hens  by  "  sticking  through 
the  crop."  That  is  all  nonsense.  Of 
course  if  you  neglect  to  give  the  fowls 
plenty  of  good  grit  you  must  expect  to 
have  crop  and  bowel  trouble  prevalent 
in  the  flock  all  the  time.  The  best  pre- 
ventative in  the  world  of  disease  in  fowls 
is  grit.  It  beats  all  the  patent  foods, 
powders,  etc.  One  moment's  serious 
thought  ought  to  convince  you  of  the 
truth  of  this  statement, 

ON  THE  RANGE, 

Scatter  the  brood  coops.  Get  them  as 
far  removed  from  one  another  as  possi- 
ble. Place  them  so  that  the  different 
broods  which  mingling  on  the  range  will 
be  about  of  the  same  age.  Of  course 
all  the  chicks  will  mingle  together  more 
or  less,  but  the  older  and  stronger  ones 
should  not  be  allowed  to  feed  at  the 
coops  of  the  smaller  ones.  For  about 
every  three  coops  I  have  a  covered  and 
water-proof  box,  slatted  at  either  end. 
In  this  is  kept  chick  grit,  powdered 
charcoal  and  a  small  supply  of  wheat 
bran.  The  little  fellows  soon  learn  of 
the  presence  of  this  store  house,  and  go 
regularly  for  their  rations  of  grit  and 
charcoal.  The  wheat  bran  they  eat  but 
moderately.  It  keeps  their  bowels  in 
just  the  right  condition.  There  is  some- 
thing about  it  which  balances  just  right 
the  feed  given  the  chicks.  It  is  not  a 
fat-forming  food,  and  chicks  that  have 
free  access  to  bran  rarely  ever  have 
diarrhoea  or  are  troubled  with  constipa- 
tion. 

Fresh  water  is  an  important  requisite. 
Common  fruit  cans  set  in  shallow  sau- 
cers, making  the  fountain  drinking  dish 
heretofore  described,  are  the  most  prac- 
tical and  at  the  same  time  cheap  drink- 
ing dishes  we  can  get.  By  this  plan  the 
chicks  are   supplied  constantly  with 
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SINGLE-  COMB  BROWN  LEGHORN. 


fresh  drinking  water.  There  is  no  way 
in  which  they  can  get  into  the  dish,  and 
thus  become  chilled  or  drowned.  There 
are  a  dozen  and  one  appliances  useful 
In  the  poultry  yard  that  we  should  all 
make  ourselves.  We  then  not  only 
simplify  our  work  but  secure  better  re- 
sults with  the  stock. 

If  your  range  for  the  young  stock  is 
limited  and  it  is  impossible  to  well  scat- 
ter the  coops  so  that  each  brood  is  prac- 
tically a  colony  by  itself,  the  work  of 
caring  for  the  little  fellows  must  be 
carried  on  in  somewhat  different  lines. 
Where  the  hens  are  allowed  to  run 
with  the  chicks  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  feed  the  chicks  properly  unless  they 
can  be  fed  by  themselves.  The  hens 
attack  chicks  other  than  their  own,  the 


stronger  run  over  the  weaker  and 
trouble  is  present  at  every  feed.  To 
avoid  this  in  a  great  measure,  build 
several  racks  and  slat  them;  scatter 
these  as  much  as  possible.  Place  the 
feed  in  them  and  the  chicks  will  enter 
between  the  slats  to  feed.  Here  they 
will  be  free  from  the  attack  of  the  hens. 
If  a  sufficient  number  of  these  slatted 
racks  are  used  the  chicks  will  feed  in 
peace  and  quiet,  without  crowding. 
Then,  too,  the  use  of  these  saves  a  great 
deal  of  feed,  for  it  is  a  waste  of  feed 
and  money  to  allow  the  hens  to  devour 
the  chicks'  feed. 

Shade  is  absolutely  necessary  in  the 
poultry  yards  and  runs.  We  ought  to 
make  our  poultry  yards  not  only  a 
pleasant  abode  for  our  fowls,  but  so 


plant  trees  and  shrubbery  that  the  yards 
and  runs  will  be  profitable  beyond  the 
income  derived  from  the  fowls  and  an 
ornament  to  the  home  place.  What  to 
plant,  and  when  and  how  to  plant  it, 
will  be  given  in  our  next  article.

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Poultry  Houses  and  Fixtures.

The  house  as  shown  is  10x13  feet,  but 
can  be  made  any  length  desired;  8  feet 
high  on  the  south  side  and  7  feet  on  the 
north  side.  The  outside  walls  may  be 
constructed  of  either  double  flooring  or 
boards  with  battons  on  the  outside  and 
tarred  paper  between.  It  is  always 
good  to  leave  a  2-inch  air  space  between 
the  flooring  or  boards.  This  air  space 
keeps  out  the  cold  in  winter  and  the 


ranged,  especially  for  the  heavy  breeds, 
with  the  roosts  and  dropping  board 
right  over  the  nest  boxes.  The  roosts, 
dropping  board  and  nest  boxes,  and  all 
other  fixtures  in  a  hen  house,  should  be 
arranged  so  that  they  can  be  removed 
from  their  places  and  cleaned  from  time 
to  time.  The  dust  bath  occupies  a 
sunny  position  under  one  of  the  win 
dows.  The  feed  trough  is  hanging 
about  8  inches  above  the  floor,  in  a  con- 
venient place  for  the  attendant  as  we]|

heat  in  summer,  providing  the  flooring 
or  boards  are  tightly  jointed  and  the  tar 
paper  covers  all  cracks. 

The  passage  has  a  board  floor  and  the 
poultry  room  has  a  floor  of  dry  earth. 
In  the  winter  this  floor  should  be  cov- 
ered with  short  straw,  leaves,  etc.,  to 
keep  the  hens  busy  looking  for  the  food 
which  should  be  scattered  in  the  same. 
The  division  between  the  poultry  rooms, 
and  hallway  if  there  are  more  than  one 


as  for  the  fowl.  The  self  feeding  box  for 
grit  and  crushed  oyster  shell,  which 
should  always  be  full  rather  than 
empty,  is  also  hanging  in  a  suitable 
place;  and  last  but  not  least  is  the 
water  fountain  which  must  always  be 
kept  clean  and  filled  with  fresh  water. 
The  design  is  given  more  to  convey  an 
idea  of  interior  arrangement  than  for 
any  other  purpose.

room,  should  be  boarded  about  two  feet 
above  the  roosts  and  two  feet  above  the 
floor  where  there  are  no  roosts;  and 
from  there  to  the  roof  inclosed  with 
wire  netting,  as  shown  in  the  cut. 
The  nest-boxes  are  conveniently  ar-

by  those  who  prepare  for  them  before 
they  come  from  the  nest.  The  proper 
housing  of  chicks  has  much  to  do  with 
their  future.  There  is  always  a  greater 
loss  of  chicks  in  the  first  two  or  three 
weeks;  but  if  they  are  properly  housed 


and  managed  their  chances  are  greater 
for  early  maturing  and  healthy  chicks. 
Place  your  coops  in  a  dry  place  and  do 
not  let  the  little  chicks  run  in  the  damp 
grass,  as  this  is  sure  to  be  fatal  to  manj~

of  them.  The  illustrations  given  are 
practical  and  easily  constructed— coops 
that  can  be  built  of  any  kind  of  boards, 
but  should  be  so  arranged  that  they  caa 
easily  be  taken  apart  for  a  thorough, 
cleaning.  Build  the  bottoms,  sides  and

roofs  separately  by  nailing  cleats  over 
the  boards,  and  by  means  of  hooks  fas- 
tening them  together.  By  building  them, 
this  way  they  can  easily  be  taken  apart 
and  after  the  breeding  season  they  cau 
be  stored  away  without  taking  up  much

room.  The  best  size  is  4  feet  long,  15 
feet  wide  and  about  30  inches  high. 
The  boards  forming  the  roof  should  be

covered  with  Neponset  or  tarred  paper 
to  keep  out  the  rain.  The  co3t  of  these 
coops  will  not  exceed  ©1.50  each,  and  hy 
proper  care  can  be  used  many  seasons. 
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The  V  shaped  trough  given  above  is 
■constructed  of  6  inch  boards,  3  or  4  feet 
long,  which  are  housed  into  2-inch  end 
pieces  and  a  cross  bar  placed  high 
■enough  so  the  fowls  cannot  step  into  or 
across  the  trough  into  the  food. 

The  nest  box  illustrated  can  be  made 
of  a  soap  box.  It  is  better  to  place  a 
nest  in  this  position  to  allow  the  hens 
to  enter  the  nest  from  the  side  than  to 
have  the  nest  open  on  top,  so  that  when 
the  hen  jumps  on  the  nest  she  is  liable 
to  break  any  eggs  that  may  be  in  the 
nest. 

The  water  trough  shown  in  the  illus- 
tration can  be  made  of  wood  or  tin  by 
placing  the  grating  over  it  which  can 
be  made  of  either  wood  or  wire,  and  in 
this  way  prevent  the  fowl  or  chicks 
from  stepping  into  it  and  wetting  their 
leet  and  body  feathers.  It  is  especially 
advisable  to  be  used  for  chicks.

I  desire  to  give  my  experience  in  feed- 
ing Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  for  eggs.  I 
had  a  pen  of  14,  including  two  cockerels. 
Every  morning  I  gave  them  of  a 
quart  of  mixed  wheat  and  oats,  and  in 
the  evening  the  same  amount  of  shelled 
corn.  They  were  also  given  clover  hay 
and  potato  peelings  and  plenty  of  grit. 
During  the  month  of  March  1  got  268 
eggs  from  this  pen.  The  following  is 
their  daily  record  for  the  month  of 
April:

North  English,  Iowa. 
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Suggestions  regarding  the  use  of  incubators,  their  care  and  management;  and  tlie  help  is  that 
often  needed  just  at  the  time  when  a  few  words  will  set  one  right  and  ensure  the  best  results.

Incubators  in  the  Spring. 

This  is  the  time  of  year  when  the  eggs 
should  be  hatching  well,  both  under 
hens  and  in  the  incubator.  Spring  is 
the  natural  time  for  hens  to  lay  and  for 
the  eggs  to  hatch,  hence  the  eggs  are 
much  more  fertile  and  the  germ  strongt  r 
than  during  the  winter  months. 

We  may  add,  also,  that  it  is  nature's 
time  for  the  raising  of  chicks.  It  is 
hard  work  to  raise  chicks  in  January, 
February  and  March,  no  matter  what 
kind  of  buildings  you  have  or  what  kind 
of  brooders.  The  extra  price  to  be  ob- 
tained for  winter  raised  chicks,  how- 
ever, more  than  compensates  for  the  loss 
and  extra  work.  Two-pound  chicks 
usually  bring  30  cents  per  pound  in 
Chicago  during  May;  we  have  sold 
them  many  a  time  for  that  price.  It 
pays  to  raise  chicks  at  this  price,  even 
if  you  only  raise  one  half  the  number 
hatched. 

Nearly  all  chicks  raised  for  the  early 
markets  are  hatched  in  incubators  and 
raised  in  brooders,  as  hens  will  very 
seldom  set  early  enough.  As  certain 
characteristics  can  be  developed  in 
fowls  by  breeding  for  it,  such  as  '  early 
laying  strain,"  "  brown  egg  strain,"  etc., 
some  enterprising  person  might  develop 
the  "  early  setting  strain "  and  raise 
early  chicks  without  the  use  of  incu- 
bators and  brooders. 

One  of  the  main  difliculties  in  raising 
chicks  in  the  early  spring  months  in 
brooders  is  to  get  the  chicks  to  exercise. 
"When  they  are  with  a  hen  they  are  al 
most  continuously  moving  about  during 
the  day,  the  hen  leading  them  here  and 
there  in  search  of  food.  This  strength- 
ens their  muscles,  aids  digestion  and 
keeps  the  chick  in  a  healthy  and  grow 
ing  condition.  In  a  brooder  it  is  differ- 
ent, especially  in  the  winter  months. 
The  chicks  are  conflned  in  small  pens, 
lacking  room  for  exercise  and  having 
plenty  of  food  supplied  them  have  no 
incentive  to  hunt  and  scratch  for  it. 
This  lack  of  exercise  is  the  cause  of  in- 
digestion, bowel  trouble,  leg  weakness 
and  the  other  numerous  complaints  of 
brooder  chicks.  To  have  success  with 
brooder  chicks  you  must  compel  them 
to  exercise.  One  of  the  best  ways  is  to 
litter  the  pen  with  chaff  or  cut  straw  to 
the  depth  of  two  inches  and  scatter  in 
it  all  or  nearly  all  of  their  feed,  feeding 


cracked  corn,  ground  oats,  millet  teed 
and  any  kind  of  dry  feed  that  they  will 
eat.  It's  not  what  you  feed  them,  it's 
the  way  it's  fed  that  counts. 

Chicks  under  a  week  old  should  be 
given  the  same  food,  not  scatterd  in 
chaff,  but  teach  them  as  soon  as  possi 
ble  to  hunt  for  their  food  and  scratch 
for  it.  Exercise  is  what  they  must 
have  if  you  expect  to  raise  them.  We 
don't  believe  in  feeding  hard  boiled 
eggs  or  soft  food  to  young  chicks;  it  is 
a  cause  of  bowel  trouble. 

Outdoor  brooders  are  unquestionably 
the  best,  as  soon  as  the  weather  will 
permit  the  chicks  to  run  out.  Do  not 
shut  them  up  with  a  fence.  Let  them 
run  out  at  will  around  the  brooder; 
they  will  then  take  plenty  of  exercise 
to  keep  them  healthy  and  growing.  If 
you  can  place  the  brooder  in  or  near  the 
garden  or  field  so  much  the  better. 

They  will  pick  up  a  good  share  of 
their  living,  and  you  won't  find  them 
sick  and  dumpy,  either. 

Don't  try  to  raise  brooder  chicks  in  a 
little  pen.  You  will  fail  nine  times  out 
of  ten. 

Chicks  must  have  range  and  a  chance 
to  exercise  if  you  want  them  to  live  and 
grow. 

Mr.  Jos.  H.  Forsythe,  Cleveland,  O., 
asks  the  following  questions: 

1.  Can  you  feed  too  much  grit?  I 
mean  by  putting  it  in  the  feed  for  young 
chickens. 

2.  What  is  the  best  cure  for  leg  weak- 
ness and  diarrhiea  ?  Their  legs  seem  to 
dry  up  and  become  powerless.  The 
brooder  is  top  heat  with  a  little  bottom 
heat.  They  have  a  tendency  to  draw  in 
their  necks,  have  no  appetite  and  die  in 
from  three  to  ten  hours.  I  have  lost  95 
in  six  weeks  out  of  105. 

3.  How  is  it  that  wit;h  incubator 
chicks  there  are  always  a  few  with  their 
legs  twisted  and  crippled.  Is  there  a 
remedy'?  They  seem  healthy  and  can 
stand  more  than  the  other  chicks. 

4.  I  keep  the  chicks  in  a  sunny  room 
with  a  wood  lloor,  with  about  an  inch 
and  one  half  of  sharp  sand  and  dirt. 
This  is  a  little  dry.  Would  it  help 
them  any  to  sprinkle  it  occasionally 
with  water  ? 

1.  Yes,  you  could  feed  too  much  grit. 
About  10  per  cent  sprinkled  in  their 
food  the  first  day  or  two,  and  5  per  cent 


after  that  would  be  sufficient.  Chicks 
ten  days  or  two  weeks  old  will  eat 
enough  grit  without  putting  it  in  their 
food. 

2.  The  best  and  only  cure  for  leg 
weakness  and  diarrhoea  is  to  prevent  it, 
and  to  prevent  it  you  must  compel  the 
chicks  to  exercise,  as  outlined  above. 
You  say,  "  their  legs  seem  to  dry  up  and 
become  powerless,"  plainly  showing  the 
lack  of  exercise  to  strengthen  and  de- 
velop their  muscles.  Chickens  are 
active  creatures  by  habit  and  will  not 
thrive  otherwise.  Compel  them  to 
scratch  for  their  living  and  the  troubles 
you  complain  of  will  disappear. 

3.  This  is  caused  by  the  chicks 
crowding  in  the  incubator  after  drop- 
ping underneath  the  trays.  The  smooth 
bottom  of  the  incubator  allows  their 
feet  to  slip  and  their  legs  are  frequently 
thrown  out  of  joint.  You  can  partially 
avoid  this  by  placing  a  cloth  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  incubator  before  the  chicks 
begin  to  hatch,  thus  preventing  them 
from  slipping  on  the  smooth  surface  of 
the  board. 

4.  We  would  not  advise  sprinkling 
the  floor.  It  will  get  the  chicks  damp 
and  do  no  particular  good.  The  dust 
will  not  hurt  them.

No  new  state  has  had  a  better  one,  and 
the  breeders  of  that  grand  and  largest 
state  in  the  Union  may  well  be  proud  of 
their  cause  and  success,  so  far. 

They  have  the  intelligence  not  to 
commence  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder 
in  their  purchases.  They  buy  the  best; 
they  do  not  haggle  at  price,  nor  ask  you 
to  send  them  birds  worth  .S50  for  $5. 
These  exhibitions  show  up  the  influence 
of  their  liberality.  The  belle  of  the  en- 
tire exhibition  was  a  Texas  raised 
White  Wyandotte  pullet  that  scored  96 
points.  But  in  this  exhibition  we  saw 
the  finest  Golden  Wyandotte  cocks  we 
ever  j  udged.  The  Plymouth  Rock  class 
was  the  largest  and  most  excellent— 
93K  and  933^  for  both  sexes,  being  the 
winners.  It  was  not  the  high  scores  so 
much  as  the  uniform  excellence  that 
made  the  class  phenomenal,  for  the 
numbers  scoring  92  to  93^ 2  was  a  very 
large  per  cent. 

The  Brahma  class  was,  to  my  mind,  a 
contest  of  Eastern  breeders  in  Texas, 
with  the  honors  about  equally  divided 
between  the  Autocrat  and  Felch  strains. 
But  the  purchase  of  such  seed  surely  be- 
speaks a  coming  crop  raised  on  Texas 
soil  that  will  only  have  to  be  seen  to  be 
appreciated.   Tell  me,  breeder,  a  state 


in  which  some  crops  are  ripened  each 
and  every  month  in  the  year,  ought  it 
not  to  produce  excellent  crops  of  chick- 
ens ?  And  surely  should  It  be  the  para- 
dise for  the  Mediterranean  classes. 

The  color  of  the  Brown  Leghorns,  as 
exhibited,  was  very  fine;  with  little 
more  length  to  thigh  and  increase  of 
weight,  and  Texas  Leghorns  will  be- 
come noted  in  our  poultry  culture.  The 
Black  Langshans  was  a  good  class  and 
color  phenomenally  good— a  marked 
improvement  over  last  year  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  bronze  bows  across  the 
plumages  and  an  improvement  in  the 
weight. 

There  is  an  indication  of  adaptability 
of  locality  and  climate  to  poultry  cul- 
ture in  the  number  of  eggs  that  are 
layed  during  an  exhibition,  and  in  this 
feature  we  are  forced  to  say  Texas  de- 
serves the  premier  honor  of  producing  a 
larger  percent  than  any  show  that  it  has 
been  our  lot  to  judge.  In  that  exhibi- 
tion we  found  no  hardship  in  going 
without  our  dinner  to  save  the  best 
hour  in  the  whole  day  to  the  work  of 
judging.  Texas  with  her  promised  13 
exhibitions  for  next  year— a  state  that 
to  day  is  purchasing  more  strictly  first 
class  thoroughbred  stock  than  any  three 
states  in  the  Union,  will  not  be  snubbed 
by  ignorant  pretenders,  but  will,  e're 
long,  challenge  some  of  the  older  states 
for  the  honor  of  being  the  first  and  fore- 
most in  poultry  culture. 

From  this  excellent  exhibition  we 
took  our  way  to  Marshalltown,  Iowa.

It  was  my  privilege  to  appear  before 
the  above  named  Club  in  the  closing 
days  of  the  special  four  weeks'  course 
of  instruction  in  poultry  culture,  to  pre- 
sent the  decimal  system  in  poultry 
judging  and  to  initiate  the  pupils  into 
the  mode  of  applying  the  .Vmerican 
Standard  of  Perfection  according  to  this 
system 

I  am  free  to  say  that  my  mind  has 
changed  very  much  regarding  the  eili- 
cacy  of  such  a  course  of  study.  1  can- 
not say  that  I  was,  last  fall,  very  deeply 
impressed  with  the  plan,  but  I  wish  now 
to  be  put  on  record  as  endorsing  in  the 
strongest  terms  the  advantages  that  can 
and  will  be  secured  by  those  who  are  to 
choose  poultry  culture  as  a  calling  in 
taking  such  a  course  of  study.  What  of 
theory,  science  and  training  is  thus 
learned  will  be  found  advantageous  and 
useful  by  all  intelligent  enough  to  see 
its  bearings.  Foreximple,  take  the  be- 
coming familiar  with  embryology.  How 
many  poor  fellows  like  myself  and  oth- 
ers have  lost  in  the  sacrifice  of  eggs 
alone,  because  of  lack  of  knowledge  of 
these  mysteries,  suflicient  to  have  paid 
the  small  tuition  for  this  course  of  in 
struction  many  times  over.

minutes  which  I  tpent  in  the  lecture 
room  where  embryology  was  being 
taught  were  worth  to  me  a  snug  sum  of 
money,  just  for  the  train  of  thought 
that  was  awakened  in  me  and  for  the 
clearing  up  of  several  points  in  chicken 
incubation  that  I  thought  1  had  already 
understood.  These  young  students  start 
with  clear  ideas  which  will  make  perso- 
nal experience  tell  for  success.  If  1  am 
any  judge  of  human  nature  a  larger  per- 
centage of  that  class  will  be  successful 
in  the  poultry  business  than  are  the 
average  in  other  callings.  These  stu- 
dents were  not  afraid  to  ask  questions. 
They  were  ready  to  give  up  the  mo- 
ments between  lectures  to  continue  the 
discussions. 

My  best  wishes  go  with  the  class. 
May  their  success  be  in  keeping  with 
their  advantages  is  the  earnest  desire  of 
1.  K.  Felcii.

Pointers  On  Turkey  Raising. 

We  have  just  received  the  very  ex- 
cellent catalogue  of  S.  B.  Johnston  & 
Co.,  the  well  known  Bronze  Turkey 
raisers  of  Boggstown,  Ind  ,  advertising 
patrons  of  this  Journal.  We  do  not 
breed  turkeys,  and  therefore  are  not 
capable  of  giving  our  readers  any  sug 
gestions  on  the  subject  born  of  personal 
experience.  We  are  aware,  however, 
that  there  is  a  wide  spread  interest  in 
turkey  culture,  particularly  in  the 
South,  and  as  we  find  so  many  good 
things  in  the  catalogue  above  men- 
tioned, we  have  assumed  to  clip  the  fol- 
lowing and  publish  it  for  the  benefit 
of  the  readers  of  the  Journal.  Here 
it  is,  28  brief  and  practical  pointers  on 
turkey  raising,  headed : 

"The  Secret  In  a  Nutshell." 

1.  Never  let  tte  young  turkeys  get 
wet.   The  slightest  dampness  is  fatal. 

2.  Feed  nothing  the  first  24  hoars 
after  they  are  hatched. 

3.  Before  putting  them  in  the  coop 
see  that  it  is  perfectly  clean  and  free 
from  lice,  and  dust  them  three  times 
a  week  with  Persian  insect  powder. 

4.  Be  sure  the  hen  is  free  from  lice. 
Dust  her,  too. 

5.  Look  out  for  mites  and  the  large 
lice  on  the  heads,  necks  and  vents. 
Grease  heads,  necks  and  vents  with  lard, 
but  avoid  kerosene. 

6.  Nine  tenths  of  the  young  turkeys 
die  from  lice.  Remember  that. 

7.  Filth  will  soon  make  short  work  of 
them.  Feed  on  clean  surfaces.  Give 
water  in  a  manner  so  they  can  only  wet 
their  beaks. 

8.  The  first  week  feed  a  mixture  of 
one  egg,  beaten,  and  sifted  ground  oats 
or  rolled  oats,  mixed  with  salt  to  taste, 
and  cooked  as  bread,  then  crumbled  for 
them,  with  milk  or  curds,  eg  they  can 
drink  all  they  want.  Feed  every  two 
hours,  early  and  late. 

9.  Give  a  little  raw  meat  every  day; 
also  finely  chopped  onions,  or  other  ten- 
der green  food. 

10.  After  the  first  week  keep  wheat 
and  ground  bone  in  boxes,  before  them 
all  the  time,  but  feed  three  times  a  day 


on  a  mixture  or  cornmeal,  wheat? 
middlings,  ground  oats,  all  cooked^ 
and  to  which  chopped  green  food  is 
added. 

11.  Mashed  potatoes,  cooked  turnips,, 
cold  rice  and  such,  will  always  be  in 
order. 

12.  Too  much  hard  boiled  eggs  will 
cause  bowel  disease. 

13.  Remove  coop  to  fresh  ground 
often  in  order  to  avoid  filth. 

14.  Ground  bone,  fine  gravel,  ground 
shells  and  a  dust  bath  must  be  pro- 
vided. 

15.  Give  them  liberty  on  dry,  warm 
days. 

16.  They  must  be  carefully  attended 
to  until  well  feathered. 

17.  Finely  cut  fresh  bones,  from  th& 
butchers,  with  the  adhering  meat  is  ex- 
cellent. 

18.  A  high  roost  in  an  open  shed,, 
which  faces  the  south,  is  better  than  & 
closed  house  for  grown  turkeys. 

19.  A  single  union  of  a  male  and 
female  fertilizes  all  the  eggs  the  hen. 
will  lay  for  the  season,  hence  on& 
gobbler  will  suffice  for  twenty  or  mor& 
hens. 

20.  Two  year  old  gobblers  with  pul- 
lets, or  a  yearling  gobbler  with  two-year 
old  hens,  is  good  mating. 

21.  Turkeys  can  be  hatched  in  an  in- 
cubator and  raised  to  the  age  of  three 
months  in  a  brooder,  but  only  in  lots  of 
twenty-five,  as  they  require  constant 
care. 

22.  Capons  make  excellent  nurses  for 
turkeys  and  chicks. 

23.  It  is  not  advisable  to  mate  a 
forty-pound  gobbler  with  common  hens, 
as  the  result  will  be  injury.  A  medium- 
size  gobbler  is  better. 

24.  Young  gobblers  may  be  distin- 
guished from  the  females  by  being 
heavier,  more  masculine  in  appearance, 
more  carunculated  on  the  head,  and  a 
development  of  the  "  tassels  "  on  the 
breast.  A  little  experience  may  be  re- 
quired at  first. 

25.  Adult  turkeys  cannot  be  kept  in 
confinement,  as  they  will  pine  away. 
By  feeding  them  in  the  barnyard  a 
little  night  and  morning,  they  will 
not  stray  off  very  far,  but  they  cannot 
be  entirely  prevented  from  roaming. 
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and  the  ben  prefers  to  make  her  own 
nest. 

26.  Gobblers  and  hens  of  the  same 
age  may  be  mated,  but  it  is  better  to 
have  a  difference  in  the  age. 

27.  Pullets  may  lay  small  eggs  at  first , 
but  the  eggs  will  gradually  increase  to 
the  normal  size. 

28.  Keep  these  rules  and  read  them 
over  two  or  three  times. 

Feeding  Green  Cut  Bone. 

Our  "  Mann  "  Bone  Cutter  is  a  small 
one,  just  about  big  enough  for  us  to  cut 
sufficient  bone  for  our  fowls  without 
becoming  exhausted.  We  had  a  large 
one  once,  one  fully  three  times  the  ca- 
pacity of  our  present  cutter,  and  it  was 
too  much  for  us  when  the  hopper  was 
full  of  bone.  We  used  to  reduce  its 
cutting  capacity  50  per  cent  by  filling 
only  one-half  of  the  hopper  at  a  time, 
but  even  then  it  was  considerable  of  a 
job  to  run  it.  There  are  two  or  three 
sizes,  however,  that  a  person  can  run 
very  comfortably. 

The  modern  bone  cutter  is  a  cutter, 
not  a  grinder,  and  it  cuts  fresh  green 
bones  just  from  the  butcher's  shop — not 
dry,  flinty  bones.  A  bone  cutter  is  only 
a  machine  after  all,  and  there  is  no  ma- 
chine that  cannot  be  abused  or  broken 
by  improper  and  careless  management. 
Still,  we  never  saw  a  stronger  or  more 
perfect  piece  of  machinery  than  our 
bone  cutter  is  for  its  size. 

We  get  neck  bones,  back  bones,  ribs 
and  trimmings  from  beefsteaks,  all  of 
which  have  considerable  meat  adhering 
to  them.  Fresh  lean  meat,  too,  which 
mixed  with  the  cut  bones  and  the  mar- 
row from  the  bones,  makes  a  mighty 
fine  ration  for  the  fowls.  In  feeding  it 
we  mix  it  with  corn  meal  and  wheat 
bran  in  the  proportion  of  25  per  cent  of 
bone  to  75  per  cent  of  the  other  mixture. 
We  believe  it  best  to  feed  the  cut  bone 
in  this  way.  We  notice  that  too  much 
bone  will  give  the  fowls  dysentery,  and 
that  those  of  the  Asiatic  class  can  eat 
less  of  the  bone  with  good  results  than 
the  American  or  Spanish  classes. 

We  regard  the  bone  cutter  as  a  neces 
sity  and  one  of  the  greateEt  economizers 
in  the  service.  While  the  cheapest 
meat  we  can  buy  here  costs  five  cents  a 
pound,  and  it  is  about  one  third  bone, 
we  can  get  such  bones  as  we  have  de 
scribed  at  45  cents  per  hundred  pounds, 
So  that  every  time  we  cut  a  pound  of 
bone  we  make  four  and  a  half  cents  as 
compared  with  the  cost  of  the  cheapest 
meat,  and  we  get  a  superior  class  of 
food  at  the  cheaper  price.  At  that  rate 
it  don't  take  long  to  pay  for  a  good  bone 
cutter.

it  is  wonderful  how  much  help  a  small 
piece  of  machinery  may  be  to  a  man — 
even  to  apouitryman. 

As  soon  as  we  got  the  cutter  we  went 
to  a  feed  store  and  got  a  bale  of  the 
finest  and  sweetest  clover  we  ever  saw, 
not  rough  and  tough  and  brown,  but 
actually  green,  almost  as  green  in  stem 
and  leaf  as  when  first  cut.  It  was  a 
revelation  to  us  in  the  line  of  cured  and 
baled  hay,  and  we  asked  the  proprietor 
of  the  feed  store  where  he  got  such  re- 
markable clover,  and  how  it  had  been 
preserved  in  such  excellent  condition. 
"I  get  it  from  the  North,"  said  he,  "  and 
the  man  I  get  it  from  knows  his  busi 
ness.  That  clover  is  cut  of  a  morning 
on  suitable  sunny  days,  and  hauled  to 
the  barn  and  stored  away  the  same 
night.  The  dew  and  the  rain  never 
strikes  it  before  it  is  put  away.  In  the 
large  barns  used  for  the  purpose  it  is 
covered  with  other  hay,  and  there  it  re- 
mains until  orders  for  it  are  received, 
and  then,  and  not  till  then,  is  it  baled 
and  shipped  direct  to  the  trade." 

Stick  a  pin  here,  friends,  on  the  right 
way  to  cure  clover  hay  for  poultry. 
Put  up  as  above  it  retains  its  green 
color  and  its  natural  sweetness.  We 
bought  two  bales  and  both  are  as  fra- 
grant as  a  clover  field  and  chock-full  of 
sweet  blooms  and  green  leaves. 

With  our  cutter— it  is  called  the 
"  Trowbridge."  We  can  cut  it  as  short 
as  desired,  and  very  rapidly.  We  fill  a 
large  tin  bucket  with  our  cuttings,  pour 
the  bucket  half  full  of  hot  water,  put 
the  lid  on  and  let  it  steam  and  soak  for 
fifteen  minutes,  and  then,  indeed,  we 
have  cut  clover  rigid.  Perfectly  green 
excepting  the  pink  and  brown  blooms, 
tender  and  sweet.  The  chickens,  old 
and  young,  eat  it  greedily.  It  stimu- 
lates laying  wonderfully.  Indeed,  such 
a  feed  of  a  morning  equals  an  acre  of 
grassy  pasturage  for  a  hen.  We  feel 
like  we  have  struck  it  just  right  on  the 
green  food  question,  with  our  cutter 
and  superior  clover  hay,  and  we  can 
heartily  recommend  to  our  brother 
breeders  a  clover  cutter  of  some  sort 
that  will  enable  them  to  cut  their  clover 
at  home,  and  cut  down  their  chicken 
feed  bill  at  the  same  time. 

A  Grood  Thing. 

A  friend  drove  up  to  our  back  gate 
the  other  day  with  several  large  sacks 
full  of  wheat  chaff,  mill  sweepings,  etc. 
said  he:  "If  you  have  never  tried  this 
stuff  on  the  floor  of  the  hen  house  for 
the  chickens  to  scratch  and  wallow  in, 
you  have  missed  the  best  thing  yet." 

We  admitted  that  we  had  never  tried 
such  a  combination,  but  were  perfectly 
willing  to  try  it.  So  we  cleaned  out  all 
our  chicken  quarters  and  scattered  our 
friends  "mill  mixture  "over  the  floors 
to  the  depth  of  two  or  three  inches. 
Then  we  threw  some  grain  to  each  flock 
and  awaited  results.   In  a  short  time

Kggs  For  Hatching. 

From  standard  bred,  farm  raised  B.  P.  Rocks 
and  Pekin  Ducks.

There's  not  much  in  it  to  eat,  but  as  an 
exerciser,  duster  and  natural  lice  freer, 
it  is  unexelled,  for  there  is  nothing  su- 
perior to  dust  in  eradicating  lice  from  a 
chicken.

Died  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  Monday 
night,  March  14,  1898.  Such  was  the 
purport  of  an  inscription  on  a  card  re- 
ceived by  us  this  morning.  It  seems  as 
if  there  must  be  some  mistake.  It 
doesn't  seem  right.  For  years  I  knew 
him— in  fact  I  always  knew  him,  and 
of  him  I  never  knew  ought  but  good. 

His  first  experience  with  chickens  was 
during  his  tender  years,  while  living 
with  Isaac  Damon  of  Cochituate,  Mass., 
when  he  bred  Brahmas  under  the  tu- 
torship of  H.  F.  Felch. 

Later  in  life  he  went  to  Taunton, 
Mass.,  and  entered  the  employ  of  Phi- 
lander Williams,  and  when  he  died  was 
employed  as  manager  of  Oakland 
Farms. 

Birds  of  his  breeding  were  entered  in 
the  first  poultry  show  held  in  Boston, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Poultry  Association,  when  he 
carried  home  the  blue  ribbon  on  pen. 

Every  year  showed  improvement  in 
his  flocks,  and  those  who  have,  in  late 
years,  fallen  before  the  invincible 
strings  of  Cochins  and  Brahmas  of  the 
Messrs.  Sharp  Brothers  know  full  well 
the  power  of  Marshall. 

Somewhat  retiring  in  nature,  he  never 
pushed  himself  into  prominence.  You 


had  to  go  where  he  was.  At  the  same 
time  he  possessed  a  strong  individuality, 
a  noble  character,  convictions  with  cour- 
age to  assert  them.  His  Bible  was  the 
Golden  Ilule.  His  success  in  life  was 
due  to  a  close  observance  of  nature,  and 
few  breeders  in  this  country  were  his 
equal. 

Dead?  No;  for  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  death;  a  simple  transition — a 
mere  parting  with  earthly  friends  for 
one  short  day;  a  simple  "good-bye"  at 
the  close  of  this  earthly  show,  until 
such  time  as  nature  shall  have  worked 
its  course  and  we  shall  one  by  one  once 
more  grasp  his  hand  in  the  exhibition 
halls  of  Heaven. 

Little  we  thought  when  we  said  good 
night  at  Boston,  last  January,  that  an- 
other show  would  not  find  him  there. 

We  shall  meet,  but  we  shall  miss  him. 
There  will  be  one  absent  face,  that  for 
long  years  smiled  among  us — now  smil- 
ing in  a  brighter  place.  His  influence 
will  live;  it  was  too  strong  to  perish;  his 
silent  hand  will  guide  some  breeder's 
arm,  his  silent  brain  some  breeder's 
thought.   Farewell,  George.

THE   POULTRY   SIDE    OF  FARM 
LIFE. 

A  Paper  Read  Before  the  Meeting  of 
the  State  Dairymen's  Association 
Held  at  Iiincoln.  Xeb-'-Wonian's 
Opportunities  with  Poultry  on  the 
Farm. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

In  the  upbuilding  of  finances  and 
homes,  the  housewives  of  our  land  are 
playing  a  prominent  part.  Woman's 
hand  is  at  the  helm  with  her  husband's 
to  day. 

That  it  has  been  so  since  the  world  be- 
gan we  are  very  well  aware.  And  yet  it 
has  been  in  a  different  degree  and  in  a 
very  different  way.  As  the  world  has 
gone  on  progressing,  we  have  sought  to 
progress  with  it— we  as  well  as  our  hus- 
bands and  fathers.  As  better  methods 
have  come  to  our  knowledge  we  have 
sought  to  accept  and  apply  them,  and 
in  all  our  undertakings  we  feel  that  we 
have  succeeded  to  a  very  appreciable  de- 
gree. We  trust  the  while  that  our  way 
has  not  been  always  and  solely  in  the 
direction  of  gain,  though  of  necessity, 
this  must  be  a  very  prominent  part  of 
our  life-work. 

Out  of  woman's  ambition  to  better 
her  surroundings,  to  aid  her  husband 
and  family,  and  to  help  them  and  her- 
self from  the  encircling  environments 
that  adverse  winds  have  shifted  towards 
and  about  them,  has  grown  the  great 
multitude  of  business  everywhere 
known.  They  have  come  from  the 
farm  as  well  as  from  cities  and  towns, 
and  upon  the  farm  they  reside,  presid- 
ing with  a  dignity  befitting  their  most 
praiseworthy  "  calling." 

The  farm  wife's  opportunities  in  gen- 
eral business  lines  are  not  so  very  many, 
we  know.  Yet  are  they  quite  sufficient 
for  all  practical  purposes,  and  remunera- 
tive to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  in  accord 
with  the  manner  of  pursuance.  En- 
dowed with  a  spirit  of  determination 
and  ambition,  she  will  rise  away  and 
beyond  all  the  obstacles  that  perchance 
may  come  in  her  way;  and,  being 
thoroughly  sensible  and  practical,  she 
accepts  the  opportunity  that  lies  near- 
est her  home,  makes  a  study  and  a 
pleasure  task  of  her  self-appointed  un- 
dertakings, and  carries  it  to  a  proud  and 
successful  financial  issue. 

The  farm  wife's  one  greatest  oppor- 
tunity of  the  age  lies  in  the  direction 
that  points  to  "The  Poultry  Side  of 
Farm  Life."  Many  there  are  who  fail 
to  see  it.  Again,  there  are  many  who 
will  not.  Some  of  our  women  fold  their 
hands  and  with  a  martyrdom  air,  pro- 
claim themselves  injured  and  wronged, 
and  farm  life  not  worth  the  living.  They 
go  wilfully  groping  in  the  darkness, 
caring  rather  to  do  so  than  ta  introduce 
brightness,  if  such  brightness  in  their 
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tiomes  and  surroundings  must  come 
largely  or  partially  through  extra  ex- 
■ertion,  and  through  the  poultry  yard 
channels  of  ingress.  We  are  very  glad 
and  proud  to  confess,  however,  that  in 
this  list  of  incompetents  or  complain- 
ants, we  do  not  number  the  majority. 
We  are  sorry  to  number  them  at  all. 
The  better  class  of  farm  wives  is  com- 
posed of  a  practical,  progressive,  refined 
and  intellectual  people,  and  among  them 
we  find  our  successful  breeders  of  poul- 
try, our  fanciers  and  show- bird  winners. 
We  find  them  happy  wives  and  house - 
•wives,  and  very  energetic  women. 

But  there  is  such  a  great  world  of 
iroom  that  hundreds  and  thousands 
more  of  them  might  be  occupying,  and 
we  believe  they  would  be,  if  just  they 
•better  understood.  We  fear  the  im- 
pression has  somewhat  prevailed  that 
the  poultry  business  is  being  fast  over- 
done, whereas  not  the  one-hundredth 
part  of  our  farm  population  of  people 
are  accepting  and  living  up  to,  even  a 
fractional  extent,  of  the  poultry  oppor- 
tunities and  possibilities  before  them. 
They  seem  so  blinded  to  these  interests 
<  of  their  own.   And  sometimes  we  think 

■  ■"  there  are  none  so  blind  as  those  who 
will  not  see." 

Our  world  is  a  large  one  and  of  dense 
population.  The  demands  for  the  pro- 
ducts from  the  farm  poultry  yard  has 
never  been  met  with  ample  supply.  The 
fancier  does  not  cater  to  market  de- 
mand to  any  extent  whatever.  That 
field  is  a  clear  one,  practically,  to  the 
farmwife,  and  within  the  field  there  is 

I  to  be  found  a  good  profit. 

After  a  careful  investigation  it  trans- 

I  pires  that  of  exhibitors  of  poultry,  men 

■  and  women,  we  number  but  few  more 
than  2,500,  and  that  the  entire  number 

'  of  people  who  are  breeding  thorough- 
bred. Standard  bred  fowls,  8.000  will  in- 
clude them  about  all.  Consider  the  in- 
significance of  this  number  of  poultry 
rearing  people  as  compared  with  the 
millions  of  Id  habitants  of  the  United 
States.  Here  is  plainly  perceptible  proof 
that,  as  said,  not  even  one-half  way  are 
we,  as  farmers  and  farmwives,  living  up 
to  our  broad  opportunities  for  money 
making,  better  home  building  and  luxu- 
rious living— and  that  from  the  revenues 
of  flocks  of  well  bred,  well  fed  and  in 
telligently  cared  for  fowls. 
Conversant  to  an  appreciable  extent 

'  with  both,  the  dairy  side  and  the  farm 
Bide  of  life  in  general,  and  the  poultry 
side  of  farm  life  in  particular,  I  feel  al- 
ways quite  at  home  among  the  fra- 
ternity of  Dairymen. 

For  years  I  made  butter  for  market- 
er, rather,  did  I  make  butter  for  cus 
tomers.  Sweet,  wholesome  and  strictly 
""gilt-edge"  butter  never  goes  seeking  a 
buyer.  Nor  does  the  strictly  "  gilt  edge  " 
dozen  of  eggs.  Hand  in  hand,  as  it 
were,  they  will  go  to  market  together  in 
auch  a  companionable  manner,  and  to 


me  it  has  been  often  a  wonder  that  so 
few,  comparatively,  sought  the  private- 
customer  market,  thus  availing  them- 
selves of  the  "above-market"  prices, 
besides  the  pleasure  that  invariably  un 
derlies  the  doing  of  some  one  thing  ex 
ceptionally  well,  and  for  doing  which 
one  always  meets  a  reward,  eventually. 

More  than  10  years  ago,  thoroughly 
imbued  with  the  impression  that  if  I 
would,  I  COULD,  by  attention  to  busi 
ness  in  a  business  way,  said  business 
founded  upon  business  principles,  find 
the  profit  side  of  the  poultry  side  of 
farm  life,  I  set  myself  the  not  unpleas- 
ant task  of  populating  our  farm,  almost 
to  overflowing,  with  handsome  and 
valuable  Standard  bred  fowls. 

The  mongrel  and  the  cross-bred  had 
received  of  my  attention  and  care  until 
I  had  come  to  consider  myself  pretty 
well  "master  of  the  situation."  I  had 
gained  a  knowledge  of  poultry  nature 
and  requirements,  and  I  had  known  a 
very  encouraging  degree  of  prosperity 
from  my  yearly-grown  flocks  of  com- 
mon, mixed  stock.  Why,  then,  should 
I  not  venture  further,  I  reasoned;  and, 
suiting  the  impulse  of  the  moment,  to 
undertake  the  undertaking,  and  with 
that  strong  desire  to  possess  pure  bred 
biddies  of  my  own,  my  order  was  in  a 
few  days  after  given,  and  my  new  life- 
work  was  planned. 

I  had  recovered,  too,  by  this  time  from 
those  first  dreadful  ( V)  shocks  of  morti- 
fication that  followed  those  few  first 
years  of  "  exchange  "  of  butter  and  eggs 
for  needful  household  supplies.  My 
foolish,  girlish  pride  was  sorely  wounded 
many  times,  and  I  had  resolved  many  a 
"resolve"  in  those  days  to  the  ertect 
that  I  would  do  no  more  of  it.  My 
"city"  or  "village"  notions  had  fol- 
lowed me  to  the  farm,  and  they  under- 
took to  stand  in  the  way  of  our  own 
best  interests;  but  they  were  but  mo- 
mentary flashes  of  foolishness  and  over- 
sensitiveness  and  they  wrought  no 
financial  harm  to  the  "  firm."  Resolved 
to  be  no  laggard,  and  to  be  a  "help- 
mate "  in  truth,  as  in  ritual-form,  I 
scorned  the  tempests  of  resentful  pride 
and  went  quietly  on  in  my  home  wife- 
like  way  again,  again  "  resolved "  to 
'  do  or  die." 

At  least  did  I  go  on  as  quietly  as  my 
nature  permitted,  until  the  battle  had 
been  won. 

After  the  first  few  years,  considerate 
and  appreciative  customers  were  found 
for  every  pound  of  butter  and  every 
dozen  of  eggs  the  farm  afforded.  This 
meant  cash  to  us,  instead  of  grocery- 
exchange.  This  meant  an  independence 
to  me  i  i  many  little  ways.  This  brought 
us,  isolated  as  we  seemed  to  be,  so 
far  from  town,  a  choice  of  friends  from 
among  a  class  of  people  who  look  upon 
worth  AS  worth,  and  who  are  always 
appreciative  of  well  directed  effort  and 
success  where  ever  found.   And  some

of  our  customers  told  us  that  "  such 
lovely  eggs  "  as  we  brought  them,  they 
never  saw  before.  Every  one  knows 
WHY  those  eggs  were  "  lovely," 

In  those  days  our  flocks  were,  as  said, 
of  the  class  known  as  mongrel  and 
mixed.  Eggs  were  of  varying  hues  and 
sometimes  there  were  small  ones.  Our 
customers  were,  of  course,  given  the 
large  ones.  We  could  make  use  of  the 
small  ones  at  home.  Each  egg  was  spot- 
lessly clean  and  presented  in  as  attrac- 
tive form  as  we  were  capable  of  pre- 
senting them  in.  Clean  and  pretty  bas- 
kets that  were  small  and  dainty  were 
lined  with  well  laundried  napkins,  and 
when  the  eggs  were  counted  out  and 
arranged  another  napkin  covered  them 
over.  If  brown  eggs  were  wanted  or 
preferred,  brown  eggs  were  given,  and 
all  of  them  as  nearly  the  same  shade  of 
brown  as  possible.  When  white  eggs 
were  preferred,  white  eggs  were  given. 
And,  if  in  browns,  when  the  eggs  varied 
in  tint,  they  were  sorted  into  "  shades,'' 
and  those  of  a  shade  placed  together, 
and  another  napkin  or  fancy  tissue  pa- 
per would  divide  them  into  "  lots."  It 
was  the  painstaking  care  to  have  them 
LOOK  "lovely  "  that  made  them  so,  and 
this  together  with  the  guaranteed  fresh- 
ness of  the  eggs  was  the  secret  of  well 
pleased  and  good  paying  customers  for 
the  products  that  came  from  the  poul- 
try side  of  our  farming. 

But  the  thoroughbreds  came  one  day 
according  to  pre  conceived  and  well- 
planned  plans,  and  a  new  work  was  be- 
fore us.  Only  that  one  season  more 
could  my  customers  of  that  present  time 
expect  to  remain  such — so  far  as  eggs 
were  concerned,  for  when  once  well 
started  on  my  way,  every  mongrel  bid- 
die  must  go  from  the  place,  and  the  cus- 
tomers 1  should  be  seeking  would  be 
found  through  the  advertising  columns 
of  various  papers  and  poultry  journals. 
My  price  for  eggs,  too,  was  to  be 
changed  from  15  and  20  cents  per  dozen 
to  S3  per  "  baker's  dozen.''  Other  women 
were  entering  the  field  of  thoroughbred 
poultry  culture,  and  why  should  not  I ':' 
If  other  women  were  making  this  line 
of  business  pay  (and  they  were  faying 
they  did),  I  was  sure  that  I  could  too,  if 
I  would,  AND  I  would!  Either  this  or 
own  later  to  being  defeated,  and  I  had 
not  the  slightest  intention  of  being  de 
feated.  Mistakes  and  a  few  failures 
and  somewhat  of  wreckage  bestrewed 
my  pathway  occasionally,  but  never  to 
the  point  of  defeat;  and  the  fascination 
of  it  all,  as  well  as  the  very  encouraging 
income,  kept  my  heart  and  spirit  of  de- 
termination strong  within  me,  and  one 
success  and  inspiration-strong  line  fol- 
lowed another  until,  emboldened  by  past 
"helps  over  hard  places,"  I  ventured  to 
send  my  barque  adrift  upon  the  literary 
seas  quite  heavily  laden  with  my  own 
thoughts  upon  the  poultry  question,  ia 
manuscript  form.   And  then  I  waited 
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to  see.  We  found  audience,  and  the  much 
quoted  "  taffy  "  for  pay— my  biddies,  my 
manuscript  ideas  and  I.  But  we  were 
cautiously  planning  our  way  then,  and 
found  even  "  taffy  "  more  cons  jling  than 
"rejection."  It  was  one  more  step 
towards  the  coveted  goal.  There  was  a 
better  time  coming,  we  felt— and  it  was 
even  nearer  than  we  dreamed.  Our  flrst 
"efforts"  in  magazine  form  floated 
down  upon  the  desk,  one  day,  where 
presided  the  well  known  editor  of  the 
well  known  Nebraska  Farmer,  and  by 
chance,  in  glancing  through  the  pages 
of  said  magazine,  he  found  my  biddies 
and  I,  and  he  invited  us  over  his  way. 
He  wrote  a  good  long  letter,  considering 
that  he  is  an  editor,  and  congratulating 
me  upon  being  a  Nebraska  woman  and 
a  woman  engaged  in  "  standing  up  for 
Nebraska"  and  thoroughbred  poultry, 
and,  through  the  columns  of  his  paper, 
he  invited  me  to  continue  standing 
loyally  to  the  interests  and  upbuilding 
of  both.  He,  too,  ottered  "  taffy  "  for 
pay  at  first,  but  later  on  something  more 
substantial. 

There  was  little  need  to  urge  me  to 
"continue"  rearing  biddies  or  writing 
about  them— writing  also  about  a  great 
many  other  things  that  were  of  much 
interest  to  me,  for  I  was  born  of  an  en- 
thusiastic nature,  and  from  the  first  I 
had  loved  my  handsome,  pure  bred  bid- 
dies, and  the  State  also,  that  had  helped 
UB  in  our  home-building  for  ourselves. 
The  biddies  brought  us  returns,  and 
editors  lent  encouragment  to  the 
scheme  we  had  in  mind  of  making  our 
part  of  the  farm's  industries  a  thorough 
financial  success. 

The  poultry  side  of  farm  life  is  deep- 
ening and  broadening  with  every  suc- 
cessive year.  The  truly  great  value  of 
the  industry  is,  even  to  this  day,  im- 
measureably  unknown  and  misunder- 
stood. It  is  a  branch  of  business  that 
bears  room  and  prospects  always  of  a 
hopeful  nature,  for  every  woman  who 
will,  to  embark.  My^nature,  though  of 
the  enthusiastic  order,  is  not  one  that 
turns  to  even  a  hope  of  "  millions  in  it," 
whatever  the  enterprise  in  hand.  Items 
gleaned  here  and  there  from  my  own 
life  and  experiences,  and  here  held  up 
to  view,  are  given  in  the  simple  hope  of 
encouraging  and  helping  others.  I  wish 
other  farmwives  to  see  and  know  what 
I  too  have  met  with  in  struggles,  disap- 
pointments and  successes  in  my  self- 
appointed  tasks,  and  that  yet,  notwith- 
standing all,  I  am  ready  to  vow  al- 
legiance to  the  poultry  fraternity  of  our 
land,  and  to  the  poultry  industry  in  its 
every  form  and  manner. 

There  is  room  for  you  as  fancier,  if 
you  will  it  so,  and  such  plans  can  be  in 
time  carried  to  a  successful  issue.  There 
is  room  for  you  as  a  producer  of  market 
supplies  of  eggs  and  fowls,  and  the  work 
systematically  managed,  there  are 
profits  from  the  enterprise  that  it  will

pay  one  to  go  seeking. 

Take  from  us  the  profits  of  our 
dairies,  whether  of  few  or  many  cows — 
and  our  poultry  and  swine,  we  are  be- 
reft of  the  goodly  proportion  of  our  pro- 
ducts from  the  farm.  The  poultry  part 
of  it  has  been  looked  upon  as  the  least 
part  of  it  all,  while  in  reality  in  many  in- 
stances it  has  been  the  poultry  that  we 
have  looked  to  for  the  real  profit  while 
the  industries  that  were  carried  on  in 
conjunction  barely  and  rarely  met  the 
necessary  expenses.  (It  is  to  the  past 
few  years  of  "  hard  times  "  that  we  re- 
fer when  making  this  statement). 

We  are  quite  inclined  to  cherish  the 
hope  and  to  place  implicit  faith  in  the 
statements  so  frequently  recorded  of 
late  concerning  the  much  talked  of 
"  vyave  of  prosperity"  that  is  said  to  be 
sweeping  our  way.  That  it  has  already 
reached  us  is  frequently  said.  We  trust 
that  it  has,  and  to  an  extent  that  shall 
make  every  farm  wife  to  feel  that  noir 
she  may  be  justified  in  appropriating  the 
sum  that  she  needs  from  the  farm's  past 
years'  income  to  invest  in  fine  fowls, 
thoroughbred  fowls,  birds  of  high  stand- 
ing and  record,  and  to  Jiave  them,  re- 
gardless of  first  cost.  For  only  upon  a 
firm  foundation  can  she  expect  to  build 
wisely  and  well,  and  as  with  other  stock 
the  best  is  the  cheapest,  at  whatever 

THE  COST. 

Our  brother  farmers  think  little  of 
investing  from  SoO  to  ©150  in  a  single 
specimen  of  the  line  of  farm  stock  they 
may  happen  to  be  specially  interested 
in.  Yet  how  many  of  those  same  men 
will  look  aghast  and  "  dash  cold  water  " 
at  once  upon  the  wife's  plans  when  she 
mentions  that  for  from  $15  to  .§25  she 
can  secure  the  trio  or  pen  of  fine  fowls 
with  which  she  would  like  to  make  her 
"start"  in  poultry  culture  the  coming 
season. 

And,  ten  chances  to  one,  does  she  suc- 
ceed in  purchasing  the  coveted  stock, 
from  her  comparatively  small  invest- 
ment she  will  have  doubled  and  trebled 
the  income  of  her  husband  from  the  in- 
vestment he  may  have  made.  Times 
without  number  have  we  known  it  to 
prove  so;  and,  times  without  number, 
we  will  know  it  to  prove  so  again.

The  English  people  consider  duck 
eggs  for  their  morning  meal  a  great 
delicacy,  and  the  demand  thus  formed 
has  been  in  no  small  way  responsible 
for  the  development  of  what  is,  without 
doubt,  the  greatest  of  egg  producers,  the 
Indian  Runner  Ducks,  which  are  kept 
in  large  flocks  by  the  English  poultry- 
men,  who  have  claimed  as  many  as  225 
eggs  each  per  year  from  them. 

The  accompanying  illustration  gives 
a  very  correct  idea  of  these  birds  of 
strong,  erect  carriage.  The  legs,  set 
well  back,  gives  them  a  range  of  motion 
quite  impossible  to  other  members  of 
the  family,  the  awkward  waddle  giving 
place  to  a  quick  trot  whence  their 
name. 

In  color  they  are  somewhat  mottled, 
gray  and  white  in  irregular  mai kings, 
the  white  predominating  with  a  cap  of 
lustrous  black  extending  over  the  head 
of  the  drake.  There  seems  to  be  two 
strains,  one  of  gray  and  white  and  oth- 
ers of  white  and  black;  the  former  seem 
to  have  the  sanction  of  the  best  English 
breeders,  and  we  have  found  them  much 
superior  to  the  black  and  white  in  size 
and  market  qualities,  as  the  black  pin- 
feathers  seriously  detract  from  the  lat- 
ter's  appearence  when  dressed. 

Having  received  a  number  of  birds 
from  England  in  the  fall  of  1895,  we 
have  given  them  the  most  careful  atten- 
tion, the  glowing  stories  of  their  won- 
derful laying  qualities  being  a  strong 
incentive  to  attempt  their  acclimation. 
That  the  change  of  air  did  not  seriously 
impair  their  capacity  as  egg  producers 
was  amply  demonstrated,  for  in  1897 
191  eggs  were  received  from  each  duck, 
some  of  the  flocks  having  layed  every 
day  in  the  year  with  the  exception  of 
three  days  in  January. 

As  to  their  adaptability  to  the  re- 
quirements of  our  market  we  found 
them  to  command  the  same  price  as 
Pekins.  which  they  much  resemble  when 
dressed,  having  the  rich  yellow  flesh  but 
much  more  firm  in  texture,  the  only 
point  against  them  being  their  size,  an 
average  of  43^  pounds  each  being  all 
that  is  possible  at  10  weeks.  We  believe 
that  careful  breeding  will  bring  them 
up  to  five  pounds,  when  practically 
their  only  disadvantage  will  have  dis- 
appeared. R.  B.  Uayton.

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Shall  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
ation  Have  a  Week  to  he  Called 
Its  Own? 

When  I  suggested  this  it  was  that 
the  matter  could  be  discussed  and  that 
for  reasons  that  I  gave  if  the  things 
could  be  accomplished  that  no  matter 
what  dates  were  nominally  taken  that 
such  societies  receiving  the  acceptance 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association, 
that  they  could  take  those  dates  without 
being  criticised  for  interfering  with 
others;  and  second,  that  this  position 
being  conceded,  other  societies  would 
refrain  from  making  dates  to  interfere. 
But  it  seems  that  I  was  not  clearly  un- 
derstood. 

The  discussion  has  started  and  I 
hope  it  will  be  continued  to  an  un- 
derstanding that  in  future  we  may 
agree  upon  a  plan  that  will  cause  the 
least  friction,  and  the  meeting  early 
each  year  decided  upon.  But  I  do  not 
think  it  just  nor  courteous  to  make 
the  call  until  the  members  receive  the 
journal  record  of  the  last  meeting,  in 
any  year.  I  believe  the  last  week  in 
January  is  the  most  desirable  time  and 
the  nearer  we  can  come  to  that  the  bet- 
ter. 

There  is  another  thing.  I  believe  in 
a  just  and  courteous  consideration  of 
the  rights  of  absent  members  and  the 
members  of  the  States.  Our  society  is 
the  American  association  and  we  have 
members  in  Canada  and  Mexico,  and 
every  member  has  his  rights,  while 
every  group  of  members  has  its  collec- 
tive rights.  While  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
classed  as  dictating  what  shall  be  done, 
I  hope  the  executive  committee  will 
consider  the  following  in  settling  this 
question  of  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association,  that  justice  and  courtesy 
may  follow  the  act  and  all  personal 
consideration  be  eliminated  from  it. 
Since  the  formation  of  the  old  society 
it  has  met  once  in  Maine,  three  times  in 
Massachusetts,  twice  in  Connecticut, 
five  times  and  one  special  executive 
committee  meeting  in  New  York,  three 
times  in  Ohio,  twice  in  Indiana,  once 
in  Michigan,  twice  in  Illinois,  once  in 
Kansas  City  (for  Missouri  and  Kan- 
sas), once  in  Washington,  D.  C,  once 
in  South  Carolina  and  once  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

This  is  an  average  of  17  members 
to  a  meeting.  We  have  13  or  15  mem- 
bers in  Canada  and  she  asks  us  to  make 
her  a  visit.  With  380  members  for  the 
whole  society,  the  question  comes  prom- 
inently before  us,  Does  courtesy  plead 
her  cause?  I  have  not  brought  this 
matter  to  dictate  in  any  way,  but  sim- 
ply with  a  desire  that  everything  that 
shall  come  before  the  Association  or 
before  its  executive  committee  shall  be 
fully  considered  and  every  act  be  backed 
by  courtesy  and  justice  for  1898.

:Shade  for  the  Poultry  Yard,  in  the 
Runs  and  on  the  Range. 


•'  Whoever  plants  a  seed  beneath  the  sod. 
And  waits  to  see  it  pusli  away  the  clod. 
He  trusts  in  God." 

May  is  the  planting  month.  All 
nature  is  glad,  and  up  and  doing.  There 
is  hope  and  promise  and  inspiration  in 
the  air.  The  wise  and  thoughtful  man 
will  this  month  plant  some  trees  and 
seeds  and  shrubbery.  The  groves  were 
God's  first  temples.  Every  home  place 
■ought  to  furnish  a  temple  not  made  by 
hands  in  which  the  present  and  the 
future  occupants  may  worship  (iod,  the 
true  and  the  beautiful.  In  this  connec- 
tion Grant  M.  Curtis  has  thus  elo- 
■quently  stated  truths: 

When  a  man  plants  a  tree,  paying  a 
few  cents  for  it,  all  nature  goes  into 
partnership  with  him.  The  sun,  the  air, 
the  rain,  the  earth,  the  unseen  forces 
that  work  wonders  by  day  and  by  night 
Join  in  making  his  investment  pay  a 
hundred,  even  a  thousand  per  cent  in 
profits.  The  tree  in  blossom,  the  ripen- 
ing and  ripened  fruit!  What  greater 
boon  does  Nature  yield  to  man? 

He  who  plants  a  tree  builds  a  monu- 
ment that  will  bless  him  and  others.  It 
is  better  than  stone.  The  one  is  vanity; 
the  other  is  love,  generosity,  patriotism. 
Whoever  helps  beautify  the  earth  has 
not  lived  in  vain.  Whoever  does  one 
good  deed  may  not  be  wholly  condemned 
— never,  nowhere. 

It  is  a  blessed  privilege  to  grow  old 
under  one's  own  trees;  to  see  children 
there  at  play,  your  own  children  and, 
later,  their  children.  The  shade  is  so 
kindly,  the  air  so  balmy  and  the  birds 
sing  in  these  green  depths  as  they  do 
nowhere  elsel 

Be  resolved  then,  to  plant  some  trees 
this  spring.  Leave  no  vacant,  idle,  sun 
parched  spot.  Plant  a  tree  wherever 
there  is  room,  wherever  it  will  add  to 
the  beauty,  comfort,  or  real  estate  value 
of  the  home  place. 


All  this  applies  with  equal  force  to 
the  poultry  yard,  runs  and  range.  It  is 
not  only  unprofitable  to  have  barren 
runs  and  range  for  our  fowls,  but  it  is 
cruel.  Shade  is  absolutely  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  fowls.  Nor  is  this  the 
only  consideration.  We  ought  to  make 
our  poultry  yards  not  only  attractive 
to  the  fowls  but  attractive,  too,  to  our- 
selves and  the  public  at  large.  Then, 
too,  we  may  secure  a  good  profit  each 
year  from  the  ground  occupied  by  the 
fowls  if  we  properly  plant  it  to  fruit 
trees  and  shrubbery.  Do  not  hold  to 
the  old  and  still  common  belief  that 
fowls  and  fruit  cannot  be  successfully 
grown  upon  the  same  ground. 

THE  RUNS, 

The  breeding  stock  must,  of  necessity, 
be  confined  in  the  pen  runs  until  June 
Ist,  and  in  a  great  many  instances  may 
occupy  these  runs  the  entire  summer. 
This  is  true  in  most  cases  where  fowls 
are  kept  in  town.  They  must  and  by 
right  should  be  allowed  to  retreat  from 
the  summer  sun's  scorching  rays.  The 
following  is  the  plan  I  have  found 
profitable  and  successful  in  every  way: 
In  these  runs  I  planted  plum  and  cherry 
and  apple  trees.  The  trees  were  placed 
in  a  row  in  the  center  of  each  pen. 
They  were  planted  more  closely  than  is 
usual  or,  in  fact,  best,  when  planting 
for  a  commercial  orchard,  shade  being 
the  first  consideration.  The  plums  and 
cherries  were  placed  12  feet  apart  and 
the  apple  trees  20  feet  apart.  The 
plums  and  cherries  have  made  exception- 
ally rapid  and  vigorous  growth,  and  have 
annually  yielded  a  very  heavy  crop -a 
larger  crop  by  far  than  the  same  variety 
and  number  of  trees  in  the  ordinary 
orchard  on  the  place.  There  is,  of 
course,  a  good  reason  for  this.  These 


runs  are  sown  to  blue  grass  and  clover. 
The  ground  is  cultivated  for  a  short 
distance  in  either  way  from  each  tree. 
In  these  spaces  the  hens  scratch  and 
wallow.  In  fact  they  do  most  of  the 
cultivation  of  the  trees.  They  thus 
benefit  themselves  and  at  the  same 
time  aid  the  trees  to  growth.  The  fowls 
keep  the  plum  trees  free  of  the  curculio 
which  annually  destroys  such  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  fruit  on  trees  in  the  orch- 
ard. Occasionally  each  plum  tree  is 
jarred  by  striking  and  the  curculio  falls 
to  the  ground  and  is  quickly  gathered 
up  by  the  fowls.  The  apples  and  cher- 
ries are  also  kept  free  of  insects  by  the 
busy  fowls.  Nearly  all  the  insects 
which  infest  fruit  trees  have  their 
origin  in  the  ground  immediately  sur- 
rounding the  trees,  and  the  fowls  will 
soon  learn  of  the  presence  of  these  in- 
sects and  continually  scratch  for  them. 
I  have  proven  by  actual  tests  that 
plums  and  cherries  in  the  poultry  runs 
will  far  outbear  trees  in  the  orchard. 
Along  the  sides  of  these  runs  I  planted 
currant  bushes.  In  a  very  short  time 
they  make  a  dense  shade,  and  here  the 
fowls  can  enjoy  the  shade  and  wallow 
in  the  comparatively  cool  ground.  True, 
they  get  much  of  the  fruit  of  the  cur- 
rants, but  it  does  them  good  and  is  a 
profitable  feed.  Each  fall  these  rows  of 
currants  are  heavily  mulched  with  straw 
and  manure.  In  front  of  each  row  a 
six-inch  board  is  placed,  the  full  length 
of  the  row.  This  prevents  the  fowls 
from  scratching  the  litter  out,  and  here 
in  summer  they  find  employment  and 
constant  exercise  in  scratching  in  the 
mulching.  In  all,  it  is  a  profitable  plan 
and  one  which  combines  many  advan- 
tages which  are  apparent  to  all.  A  pen 
so  planted  is  an  ornament  to  the  place, 
supplies  U3  with  fruit  and  the  fowls 
with  shade,  exercise  and  comfort.  And 
this  comes  mighty  near  being  a  perfect 
combination. 

ON  THE  KANGE. 

As  no  two  pieces  of  ground  can  be 
arranged  exactly  alike,  it  is  impossible 
to  here  lay  down  a  definite  plan  for  the 
planting  of  the  range.  However,  as  all 
pieces  of  land  have  common  boundaries 
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our  line  planting  can  be  definitely 
Btated.  Independent  of  any  consider- 
ation for  the  poultry,  lines  of  the  home 
place  should  be  planted  to  treef. 
Maples,  elms,  linden  and  many  other 
hardy  classes  of  trees  should  be  used. 
Nothing  more  greatly  enhances  the  ap- 
pearance and  value  of  a  piece  of  prop- 
erty as  well  planted,  well  kept  trees. 

Now,  as  to  the  best  manner  of  sup- 
plying the  young  stock  on  the  range 
with  shade.  We  cannot  raise  chicks  if 
they  are  forced  to  endure  the  scorching 
sun.  We  cannot  successfully  violate 
the  laws  of  nature  in  the  poultry  yard. 
To  do  their  best,  and  hence  to  be  the 
most  profitable,  the  growing  fowls  must 
be  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  shade 
and  soft,  moist  ground.  Note  how 
upon  a  hot  day  they  will  immediately 
seek  the  seclusion  afforded  by  shrub- 
bery after  being  fed.  In  such  a  retreat 
they  are  contented  and  at  peace  with 
the  world.  Upon  the  division  of 
ground  where  my  growing  stock  is  kept 
from  early  spring  until  late  fall,  I  have 
planted  currants,  raspberries,  grapes 
and  other  small  fruit.  This  planting 
was  done  according  to  a  well  defined 
system.  This  range  is  divided  by  a 
woven  wire  fence,  and  as  the  pullets 
occupy  one  portion  of  the  range  and  the 
cockerels  the  other,  the  planting  was 
done  to  accommodate  each  separate 
lot.  In  each  plat  of  ground  several 
long  rows  of  currants  were  planted. 
As  those  in  the  pens  were  treated  so  are 
these  here,  with  the  exception  that  no 
boards  are  put  up  to  keep  the  chicks 
from  scratching  out  the  mulching. 
Here  this  is  not  necessary.  These  bushes 
are  heavily  mulched  each  fall— not  in 
the  spring. 

Then  several  rows  of  raspberries  are 
planted.  These  are  supported  by  wires 
fastened  to  posts.  They,  too,  are  mulched 
in  the  fall.  As  soon  as  the  fruit  is  gone 
in  the  fall  they  are  properly  pruned,  all 
the  useless  wood  being  cut  away. 

Grape  vines  are  planted  as  exten- 
sively as  the  space  will  permit.  The 
vines  are  supported  by  trellises  and 
here,  with  proper  care,  we  are  given  big 
returns  in  fruit.  Under  the  shade  of 
the  dense  foliage  the  growing  chicks 
can  be  found  during  the  day,  quietly 
enjoying  solid  comfort  or  scratching  in 
the  cool,  moist  earth,  which  abounds  in 
worms,  etc. 

Here  and  there,  scattered  over  the 
range  are  a  few  fruit  trees,  but  not 
many,  for  we  cannot  successfully  grow 
small  fruit  and  trees  if  the  trees  are 
planted  so  thickly  as  to  shade  the  small 
fruit,  which  demands  plenty  of  sun- 
shine and  air.  But  we  get  the  very 
best  shade  for  chicks  from  the  currants, 
grapes,  etc.,  and  can  thus  confine  our 
fruit  tree  planting  largely  to  the  runs 
occupied  by  the  breeding  and  laying 
stock.  Thus  we  see  that  in  the  very 
nature  of  things  successful  fruit  grow- 
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ing  and  successful  poultry  growing 
work  in  harmony. 

The  plan  herein  outlined  is  one  which 
even  the  man  on  a  small  plat  of  ground 
in  town  can  follow  to  advantage  and 
profit.  The  breeder  on  the  farm  or  in 
the  suburb  can  extend  the  operations  to 
the  full  limit  of  his  ground.  Upon  the 
farm  there  ought  to  be  a  grove  of  ever- 
greens and  other  hardy  trees  to  the 
north  and  west  of  the  house.  Such  a 
grove  is  valuable  in  several  ways.  It 
makes  the  very  best  wind  break  posfi- 
ble.  It  affords  shade  for  the  fowls  and 
beautifies  the  place.  Such  a  grove  is  an 
ideal  place  for  the  fowls  and  chicks  to 
range. 

The  brood  coops  should  be  scattered 
between  the  rows  of  fruit,  but  not  in  a 
location  that  is  continually  damp.  The 
chicks  need  dry  quarters  at  night.  Dur- 
ing the  day  they  will  not  occupy  the 
coops. 

OUR  HOME  SURROUNDINGS. 

A  man  ought  to  make  his  home  sur- 
roundings as  pleasing  and  attractive  as 
possible.  He  ought  to  take  a  pride  in 
the  appearance  of  his  yard  or  larger 
tract  of  ground,  and  there  is  neither 
sense  nor  economy  in  having  it  disfigured 
by  barren,  unsightly  poultry  yards.  A 
place  arranged  as  described  is  one  from 
which  pleasure  and  profit  can  be  derived. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  its  applica- 
tion to  the  poultry  breeder. 

Some  one  has  said  that "  to  succeed  in 
the  love  of  nature  is  something  that 


may  develop  in  every  human  heart." 
This  is  true,  and  I  may  say  that  it  is  a 
love  that  rarely  fails  to  purify  and  exalt. 
In  animals,  fowls  and  trees  we  are  sur- 
rounded by  diversified  life,  and  our  life 
grows  richer,  more  healthful  and  com- 
plete as  we  enter  into  their  life  and  un- 
derstand it.

In  the  February  issue  of  American 
Poultry  Journal  (page  58),  I  de 
scribed  a  cheap  and  thoroughly  satis 
factory  drinking  dish  for  chicks  or 
fowls.  Mr.  E.  D.  Uussey  of  Holly,  Mich., 
does  not  seem  to  catch  the  idea  [  in- 
tended to  express,  as  he  writes  inquir- 
ing how  I  '•  prevent  water  seeking  its 
level."  I,  evidently,  was  not  speciDc 
enough  in  my  description  of  the  foun 
tain,  an  illustration  of  which  is  here- 


with given.  Take  a  common  canned- 
fruit  can  and  punch  a  hole  in  the  side 
about  one  half  an  inch  from  the  end— 
the  open  end.  Next  secure  a  shallow 
dish,  a  little  deeper  than  the  distance 
from  the  hole  to  the  edge  of  the  can. 
Now  fill  tte  can  with  water,  place  the 
dish  over  it,  and  by  inverting  both  we 
have  a  practical  barometer  fountain. 
The  water  will  not  rise  above  the  hole 
and  will  feed  itself  into  the  dish,  as  con- 
sumed by  the  chicks. 

Remember  that  the  hole  in  the  can 
must  be  a  little  below  the  level  of  the 
top  of  the  dish.  It  is  a  very  simple  and 
at  the  same  time  a  very  valuable  con- 
trivance.

Mr.  Felch  has  never  endorsed  com- 
parison judging.  Does  his  election  mean 
that  its  day  is  past?  We  have  heard 
many  complaints  this  year  concerning 
it,  for  it  is  claimed  the  New  England 
breeders  of  Plymouth  Rocks  do  not 
wholly  approve  it.  And  when  compari- 
son judging  goes  are  the  black-barred 
Rocks  to  go  as  v  ell?  Mr.  Felch  has  al- 
ways upheld  the  blue  Rocks,  and  if  his 
election  means  tnything  we  are  going 
to  turn  over  another  page,  at  least,  for 
Rocks, 

The  Pullet  Breeder  for  B.  P.  Rocks. 

Time  was  when  we  accepted  with 
gratitude  from  the  yards  of  Eastern 
breeders  the  pale,  weakly  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  cockerel  as  the  sire  in  the 
pen  for  pullets.  All  that  one  was  sup- 
posed to  require  then  in  the  male  were 
shape,  size  and  pale  color.  We  ask  the 
shape  and  size  still,  and  with  them  in- 
sist for  close,  fine  barring  in  every  sec- 
tion—wings and  tails  especially  so.  How 
rare  such  a  male  is  none  but  fastidious 
breeders  know.  They  are  priceless 
when  found,  but  so  important  is  the 
part  they  play  that  without  such  a  one 
the  standard  of  the  pullets  is  impossible 
to  be  raised.  The  weak  wings  and  tails 
are  the  most  damaging.  Better  far  to 
use  a  male  a  trille  too  dark  than  one 
not  barred  in  these  sections.  But  the 
popular  idea  is  for  the  other  way,  and 
every  year  the  progeny  of  soms  fine  fe- 
male is  lowered  through  the  weakly- 
marked  male.  It  is  the  block  of  stumb- 
ling in  the  path  of  the  amateur.

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POULTRY    HOUSE  YENTILATION 
AND  VENTILATORS. 

A  Statement  of  the  Weeessity  of  Ven 
tilation  in  Poultry  Hou!!ies--*'ul 
JDescriptionot'tlie  manner  in  whieli 
to  Bailil  a  Ventilator  anrt  Arrange 
for  Good  Circulation. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

Before  the  introduction  of  this  much 
talked  of  poultry-house  ventilator  that 
we  own  and  operate,  it  was  no  unusual 
thing  on  bitter  cold  mornings  to  find  the 
walls  of  that  house  so  covered  with 
frost  that  it  could  be  scraped  down  as 
frost  can  be  scraped  from  window-panes 
in  any  house  inhabited  by  people.  The 
walls  would  glisten  with  frost  and  the 
air  was  full  of  frost.  It  was  their 
breath,  frozen,  for  there  had  been  no 
escape  for  the  moisture  from  their 
breath  and  from  the  excrement  that  is 
constantly  dropping.  In  less  than  24 
hours  after  fresh  straw  would  be  put 
down  on  their  lloor,  it  would  be  reeking 
with  dampness.  When  the  sun  came- 
up  and  the  outside  temperature  changed 
from  bitter  cold  to  a  degree  of  sunshine 
warmth,  the  inside  temperature  was 
changed  also,  and  the  walls  would  be 
dripping,  and  beads  of  water  standing 
all  over  them.  The  result  was  hard 
colds  and  a  general  indisposition  among 
the  fowls  in  those  damp  quarters. 

Only  by  artficial  means  could  I  keep 
the  atmosphere  dry.  I  had  never  kept 
fires  for  my  fowls,  but  I  had  made  them 
as  warm  as  I  could  by  other  means- 
well  built  houses  and  closed  doors  and 
windows.  The  straw  litter  and  drop- 
pings were  always  kept  cleared  away 
as  soon  as  possible  after  becoming  so 
damp.  And  yet  it  seemed  always  damp, 
and  there  was  more  or  less  of  sneezing 
and  coughing  all  winter  long  among  the 
birds  kept  there.  It  worried  me  a  great 
deal,  but  I  was  sure  that  it  was  not  a 
ventilator  my  poultry  house  was  in 
need  of,  for  hadn't  I  read  volumes  of  a 
tirade  nature  concerning  ventilators  in 
general  ?  I  had  learned  through  bitter 
experiences  that  the  short  chimney  style 
ventilator  that  I  had  had  put  into  a 
poultry  house,  "  once  upon  a  time,"  was 
nothing  more  or  less  than  a  death-deal 
ing  "contraption."  Of  the  "scientific- 
ally constructed  ventilator "  I  know 
nothing  in  particular  except  that  any 
number  of  writers  were  condemning 
them  all,  unreservedly,  and  I  supposed 
that  they  should  surely  presume  to 
know  more  about  it  than  I  did.  So  I 
was  abiding  by  their  decisions  and  was 
losing  money  continually. 

But,  one  fortunate  day  forme  and  my 
biddies,  I  concluded  to  engage  the 
services  of  a  well  known  poultry  judge, 
and  I  sent  for  him  to  come  and  score  my 
biddies.  It  was  a  very  cold  week  that 
he  came,  and  my  poultry  house,  though 


very  clean  and  tidy,  was  nevertheless 
very  damp.  As  he  went  inside  that 
house  he  turned  and  looked  at  me  cu- 
riously. I  knew  it  meant  that  some- 
thing was  wrong  there.  'But  Just  what, 
I  was  waiting  to  hear,  and  felt  an  un- 
easy tense  of  guilt  over  something,  but 
really  did  not  know  what  it  was  that  I 
was  guilty  of,  for  I  was  taking  the  best 
of  care  of  my  fowls,  I  thought. 

"  Your  house  is  an  excellent  one,"  he 
said,  "  but  it  needs  ventilation.  Don't 
you  see  the  frost  on  the  walls  and  note 
the  damp  feeling  of  the  air?  And  some 
of  your  hens  are  sneezing.  That  means 
"  colds  "  and  colds  means  roup,  eventu- 
ally. Good  ventilation  is  badly  needed 
here." 

We  talked  long  on  the  subject.  I  gave 
him  my  ideas  on  the  subject;  told  him 
what  I  had  read;  gave  him  of  my  past 
experiences  with  ventilators;  told  him 
of  my  fears  and  prejudices  and  asked 
him  countless  questions.  He  gave  me 
practical,  sound  advice,  offered  to  help 
my  husband  put  the  new  ventilator  in 
working  order  if  we  would  have  ma 
terial  brought  home  at  once  and  would 
board  him,  (and  be  assured  we  would) 
The  first  day  of  his  stay  was  devoted  to 
scoring  fowls,  but  the  second  day  he  was 
driven  to  town,  gave  his  own  orders, 
and  before  night  that  ventilator  that  is 
plainly  pictured  for  you  and  will  be  fol- 
lowed with  a  few  explanations  that  will 
help  you  to  build  one  for  your  own  ac 
commodation,  was  all  in  place  and  all  in 
shape  to  do  the  work  intended.  The 
next  morning,  on  opening  the  poultry 
house  door,  a  very  different  state  of  at- 
mosphere was  found  inside.  The  air 
was  not  foul,  nor  were  the  walls  cov- 
ered with  frost,  and  the  floor  and  litter 
was  dry,  for  it  had  been  made  all  dry 
the  day  the  work  on  the  ventilator  was 
being  done.  The  biddies  occupied  the 
scratch-room  while  work  was  going  on. 

The  cut  shows  the  construction  of 
this  ventilator;  also  the  interior  ar- 
rangment  of  my  main  poultry  house, 
cages,  nest  rooms  and  all.  At  the  left 
hand,  it  is  noticed,  the  nest  room  is 
much  smaller  than  at  the  right.  In  the 
corner,  in  the  space  between  outside 
wall  and  the  door  of  that  nest-room, 
stands  the  bone-cutter,  but  it  is  not 
shown  in  the  illustration. 

Two  boards  of  the  ventilator  shaft,  as 
seen,  rests  on  the  floor,  while  the  two 
shorter  boards  that  complete  the  square 
shaft  are,  by  being  a  few  inches  shorter, 
allowing  the  escape  up  the  shaft  of  the 
foul  air  that,  confined,  was  doing  ail  the 
work  of  bringing  colds  and  impaired 
vitality  upon  my  fiock.  The  shaft  is 
composed  of  two  boards  that  are  six 
inches  wide  and  two  that  are  four  inches 
wide,  thus  making  said  shaft  to  meas 
ure  six  square  inches  outside.  In  build- 
ing this  shaft  two  boards  are  shoved 
some  four  or  six  inches  above  the  other 
two  before  nailed  together.   This  for 


the  purpose  of  leaving  the  air  space  re- 
quired at  each  end  of  the  shaft.  This 
shaft  projects  some  inches  above  the 
roof  of  the  house  at  its  highest  point  in 
the  center.  The  two  longer  boards 
above  the  house  are  capped  over  or 
roofed  to  keep  out  rain  and  snow,  while 
at  the  sides  of  the  shaft  above  the  roof 
the  foul  air  finds  egress  as  it  comes  up 
the  ventilator  from  inside. 

The  number  of  holes  up  the  sides  of 
the  shaft,  inside  the  house,  need  not  be 
more  than  four  on  each  of  the  two  sides. 
They  are  three  inches  in  diameter,  and 
fitted  over  each  hole  is  a  circular  piece 
of  tin,  some  four  inches  or  more  in 
diameter.  These  tin  covers  are  held  in 
place  by  passing  a  screw  through  small 
holes  cut  for  the  purpose.  These  screws 
answer  the  purpose  of  hinges  also,  the 
covers  being  held  by  them  in  whatever 
position  they  may  be  wanted — half 
closed,  quarter  closed  or  wide  open. 
The  impure  air,  heavy  with  odors,  sinks 
to  the  floor  if  the  side  holes  are  closed, 
(and  the  opening  and  closing  of  these 
upper  ventilator-spaces  or  holes,  de- 
pends upon  outside  temperature  of  the 
weather).  But  there  finding  an  outlet, 
they  pass  out  of  the  shaft. 

In  the  meantime  an  inflow  of  fresh 
air  is  coming  in  at  the  sides  of  the 
house  through  pipes  provided  for  that 
purpose.  But  one  of  the  pipes  is  shown 
in  the  cut  but  another  is  there,  opposite 
the  one  shown,  and  running  up  the  side 
of  tho  left  hand  wall.  These  pipes  pass 
clear  through  the  sides  of  the  building, 
entering  just  over  the  base-boards,  a 
few  inches  from  the  floor.  The  pipes 
are  of  tin  spouting,  and  where  they  pass 
through  the  side  of  the  house  they  are 
in  shape  like  a  stove-pipe  elbow.  They 
reach  up  the  wall  for  more  than  six  feet, 
thus  letting  the  fresh  air  in  high  aboTe 
the  heads  of  the  fowls.  Their  breath 
warms  this  fresh  air  before  it  is  taken 
into  their  lungs.  As  soon  as  once 
breathed  over  it  falls,  heavy  with  im- 
purities, and  is  followed  by  a  constant 
flow  of  fresh  air.  After  an  all-night  stay 
of  the  fowls  in  this  house,'  when  the 
door  is  opened  in  the  morning  the  air 
one  finds  within  is  not  offensive.  Pure 
air  and  well  ventilated  rooms  and  sleep- 
ing rooms  in  particular,  has  been  all  my 
life  one  of  my  hobbies.  If  you  and  I 
need  pure  air  to  breathe,  why  do  not 
our  fowls  need  it  too':*  If  impure  air 
will  sicken  the  individual,  why  will  it 
not  eventually  sicken  the  poultry  that 
may  be  neglected  'i  It  will,  and  it  does. 

The  cost  of  this  ventilator  for  ma- 
terials did  not  exceed  S2.50.  Any  one 
who  is  at  all  handy  with  the  hammer, 
saw  and  nails  may  put  in  just  such  a 
ventilator  at  small  cost.  There  is  no 
patent  on  the  aifair,  valuable  as  it  is, 
and  it  is  your  right  to  use  a  ventilator 
after  this  pattern.  Moreover  it  is  your 
duty  as  a  poultry  man  or  poultry- 
woman,  and  especially  if  your  poultry

house  is  a  snug  built  one,  such  as  it 
should  be,  by  all  means. 

Before  my  own  poultry  house  was 
plastered,  ventilation  was  not  quite  so 
much  a  necessity  as  after,  though  it  was 
needed  and  is  needed  in  every  house. 
But  a  few  evenings  ago  I  entered  a  new 
poultry  house  that  is  one  of  the  neatest 
and  completest  of  little  affairs,  and  not 
80  very  little  either.  The  moment  we 
opened  the  door  and  stepped  in  we  noted 
that  the  atmosphere  gave  evidence  of 
one  great  lack  there;  and  that  was  ven- 
tilation. 

I  spoke  of  it  to  the  owner  of  that 
handsome  flock  of  fowls  and  the  new 
house.  She  replied  that  just  as  soon  as 
she  saw  her  way  clear,  a  good  ventilator 
after  the  very  fashion  of  the  one  in  op- 
eration in  my  own  poultry  quarters, 
was  going  to  be  put  in-.  She  is  working 
slowly  towards  all  these  improvements 
and  conveniences,  and  her  fowls  are 
paying  the  way.  It  will  not  be  long  be 
fore  the  ventilator  will  be  placed,  for 
the  necessity  for  it  is  very  evident.  The 
air  was  close  and  heavy  with  vile  odors, 
though  the  house  itself  was  clean,  and 
is  kept  clean.  It  was  damp  all  through, 
and  I  think  we  all  begin  to  realize  that 
dampness  is  more  dangerous  than  even 
extremest  cold.  Ventilation  alone  will 
do  away  with  such  dampness,  and  keep 
the  air  in  a  state  of  healthfulness.

Care  of  My  Chickens. 

In  hatching  Leghorns  we  prefer  May 
to  any  other  month.  It  was  Mr.  Felch, 
we  believe,  who  said  that  the  May 
chicken  makes  the  best  exhibition  bird 
for  the  winter  shows,  because  it  is  in 
the  zenith  of  its  beauty  of  plumage 
about  midwinter.  We  presume  that 
Mr.  Felch  referred  to  the  smaller  breeds. 


ture,  eating  or  selling  the  roosters  just 
as  soon  as  they  are  big  enough  to  make 
a  good  fry  or  stew.  Late  roosters  don't 
pay,  but  late  pullets  do.  In  this  lati- 
tude the  former  are  the  first  to  take  the 
sorehead,  and  they  are  almost  certain  to 
have  it  too,  because  their  combs  are 
fresh  and  tender.  Whereas,  the  pullets 
that  come  late,  are  almost  devoid  of 
comb  until  mosquito  time  is  past,  and 


May- hatched  chickens  cared  for  in 
this  way  will  be  as  hardy  and  grow  as 
fast  as  any  hatched  earlier  or  later. 

Plymouth  Rocks  as  Layers. 

It  is  customary,  we  know,  to  speak 
and  write  about  the  Plymouth  Rock 
breed  as  a  table  breed — one  that  takes 
the  lead  for  broilers  and  fryers,  stewed 
chicken,  etc.;  but  very  little  is  said 
about  the  Plymouth  Rock  hen  or  pullet 
as  a  layer,  and  yet  we  know  from  ex- 
perience that  in  the  late  winter  and 
early  spring  season  there  is  no  better 
layer  in  feathers  than  the  Barred 
Rock  pullet.  Hatched  in  April  or  May 
and  fed  so  as  to  keep  up  a  steady 
growth  until  the  following  February, 
pullets  of  this  breed  then  begin  to  lay, 
and  they  keep  at  it  right  along  until 
they  lay  from  25  to  40  eggs  each  before 
wanting  to  set. 

Better  than  a  Leghorn  or  Minorca 
pullet,  will  the  Plymouth  Rock  pullet 
lay  during  the  chilly  days  of  early

because  it  would  be  almost  impossible 
to  get  the  May  Brahma  or  Cochin  up  to 
weight  by  January.  By  good  manage- 
ment and  judicious  feeding,  Plymouth 
Rock  and  Wyandotte  pullets  hatched 
in  May  might  possibly  be  made  to  tip 
the  scales  at  the  right  notch  in  the  ex- 
hibition hall  by  mid-winter,  but  the 
chances  would  be  against  them.  Aside 
from  showing  them,  however,  May- 
hatched  pullets  of  the  two  last  named 
breeds  would  be  just  about  the  right 
age  to  make  layers  that  would  lay  a 
heap  the  following  spring — as  early  as 
February,  and  keep  it  up  for  two  or 
three  months.  In  fact  the  late  hatched 
pullet  of  most  any  breed  makes  a  good 
spring  layer.  It  is  the  2-year-old  and 
the  .January  and  February  pullet  that 
goes  to  sitting  during  the  same  months, 
a  year  later. 

Our  plan  this  season  is  to  let  only  the 
pullets  of  the  May- hatched  broods  ma- 


so  they  escape  that  scourge  of  the 
Southern  poultry  yard — sorehead  or 
chicken-pox.  This  refers  particularly 
to  Leghorns,  which  are  more  subject  to 
sorehead  than  any  other  breed,  except 
ing  the  Minorcas. 

In  caring  for  May  chickens  we  advo- 
cate the  barrel  coop  with  a  slatted  frame 
front,  to  confine  the  hen.  Then,  in  or- 
der to  give  the  little  chickens  a  chance 
to  eat  in  peace  whenever  they  want  to, 
a  small  pen  about  four  feet  square  and 
four  feet  high,  made  of  slats,  with  space 
enough  beneath  the  lower  slat  to  let  the 
chicks  run  in  and  out  to  feed  at  their 
pleasure,  will  be  found  a  convenient 
thing;  for  there  is  always  a  bothersome 
hen  or  two  running  about  that  will  get 
what  is  intended  for  the  chickens  if 
their  feed  is  not  protected  as  suggested. 
The  slat  frame  should  be  movable,  so 
as  to  feed  the  chicks  on  fresh  ground 
every  day  or  so. 


spring  when  there  is  still  frost  and  ice. 
about.  This  she  will  do  under  ordinary 
conditions  where  she  runs  out,  exposed 
to  the  weather,  just  like  all  country 
chickens  do.  True  it  is,  perhaps,  that 
in  365  days  the  Leghorn  or  Minorca  will 
have  laid  more  eggs  than  the  Rock;  but 
our  word  for  it,  if  given  equal  care  and 
attention,  the  latter  will  have  more 
eggs  to  her  credit  in  February  and 
March  than  either  of  the  others,  be- 
cause a  little  cold  weather  don't  stop 
her  laying. 

This  is  something  worth  remem- 
bering, where  a  home  flock  is  wanted 
that  will  lay  when  eggs  are  most  valu- 
able, and  produce  chickens  that  grow 
fast  and  mature  early. 

Kerosene  Again. 

It's  warming  up  down  this  way,  and 
the  Southern  breeders  particularly,  and 
all  breeders,  in  tact,  will  soon  have  to 
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keep  a  close  lookout  for  lice.  Hens  that 
are  Infested  with  the  pests  will  not  lay, 
and  chicks  that  have  them  about  them 
will  not  thrive. 

Our  remedy  is  kerosene  oil.  In  the 
hen  house  we  apply  it  to  the  roosts,  the 
sides  of  the  walls  about  the  roosts,  and 
in  and  over  the  outside  of  the  nest 
boxes,  as  well  as  to  apply  a  liberal 
sprinkling  to  the  floor. 

A  weekly  overhauling  of  this  kind 
will  do,  and  it  will  keep  the  chicken 
quarters  free  of  lice. 

As  to  the  young  chicks  with  the  hens, 
we  sprinkle  the  oil  over  the  floor,  and 
the  insides  of  their  coops,  and  rub  the 
hens'  shanks  and  lightly  their  breast, 
thigh  and  wing  feathers  with  the  oil 
about  once  a  week,  and  it  keeps  all  lice 
and  mites  out  of  sight.  This  is  a  cheap, 
a  handy  remedy,  and  an  effective  one.

been  cut  with  those  sharp  corners. 
That  was  enough.  No  more  broken 
dishes  for  chickens  on  this  farm. 

Most  of  us  know  how  well  chickens 
love  plaster,  and  a  barrel  of  lime  should 
be  around  every  poultry  house.  Take 
one  pail  of  lime  and  two  pails  of  sand, 
mix  them  together,  pour  on  water  and 
stir  until  it  makes  "good  mud  pies,"  as 
the  children  say.  Leave  it  where  bid- 
dies have  free  run  to  it,  and  it  won't 
last  long.  A  tea  cup  of  lime  used  oc- 
casionally in  the  drinking  troughs  is 
good  to  sweeten  them.

sary  for  farmers  to  buy  those  prepared 
grits,  is  absurd. 

Sand  can  be  found  in  most  parts  of 
the  country  and  if  a  little  pains  is  taken 
to  get  that  which  is  coarse,  it  makes 
good  teeth  for  biddies,  and  in  my  mind 
is  what  nature  has  provided  for  them. 
Don't  leave  fowls  without  anything  to 
grind  their  food.  If  the  load  of  sand  is 
not  obtainable,  then  buy  oyster  shells. 
Some  claim  broken  dishes  may  be  fed 
with  good  results.  I  know  biddies  love 
it,  and  will  eat  every  might.  But  would 
they  not  eat  arsenic  as  readily  if  its 
pretty  bright  crystals  were  thrown  on 
the  ground  before  them  ?  If  the  broken 
dishes  are  used,  feed  very  little  at  a 
time  and  that  after  a  full  feed  of  corn. 
I  once  used  broken  dishes  and  when 
some  of  those  chickens  were  prepared 
for  the  table  I  found  their  gizzard  one 
complete  mass  of  scars  where  they  had 


shed  to  a  small  house  for  this.  He  was 
in  the  same  house  all  last  winter,  with 
no  scratching  shed  to  stand  in,  and 
would  eat  and  go  in  and  out  of  the  cold; 
but  this  winter  he  stood  around  with 
the  hens  and  froze. 

I  have  been  using  several  different 
treatments  for  colds  of  all  stages  in 
chickens,  but  have  never  found  any- 
thing to  beat  turpentine,  applied  with 
a  feather  to  the  throat  and  nostrils.  I 
have  cured  hens  (Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks)  that  you  would  think  before 
morning  would  choke  to  death,  with 
one  application.  I  believe  in  turpentine. 

I  have  used  turpentine  in  dressing 
smashed  fingers;  have  used  it  success- 
fully upon  wounds  and  bruises  and 
have  also  applied  it  to  cuts  and  bruises 
on  horses,  and  now  for  about  three 
years  have  used  it  for  my  chickens.

One  year  ago  we  were  confronted  with 
a  serious  puzzle — what  shall  we  do  with 
the  young  chicks  when  compelled  to  re- 
move them  from  the  brooder  to  make 
room  for  the  next  hatch?  We  finally 
concluded  that  the  treatment  which  had 
been  beneficial  for  young  plants  would 
do  equally  well  for  young  chicks. 

When  our  young  chickens  were  a  few 
weeks  old  we  transferred  them  from

the  brooder  into  the  hot -bed.  This  we 
found  was  a  splendid  place  for  the 
young  chicks  and  we  have  enlarged  up- 
on our  first  idea,  and  have  constructed 
a  Bcratcning  and  dusting  place  and  a 
grand  winter  resort  for  chicks  of  larger 
growth. 

The  accompanying  illustrations  give 
a    good  idea    of    its  construction. 


structed  of  boards  two  feet  high,  one 
foot  below  and  one  above  the  level  of 
the  ground.  On  the  north  side  the 
wall  is  three  feet  high,  one  foot  below 
and  two  feet  above  the  surface  of  the 
ground.

Rape  for  Poultry. 

Rape  is  an  excellent  green  food  for 
chickens  and  fills  a  long  felt  want  of 
the  poultryman.  It  can  be  sown  in  the 
early  spring  or  in  June  or  July,  and  fur- 
nish an  abundance  of  green  food.  Last 
year  I  sowed  a  small  patch  just  to  see 
what  kind  of  a  plant  it  was.  It  grows 
from  18  to  20  inches  in  height.  The 
leaves  in  color  and  shape  resemble  a 
cabbage  leaf  very  much.  It  can  be 
sown  broadcast  or  in  drills  30  inches 
apart  and  be  cultivated.  The  ground 
should  be  prepared  the  same  as  for  tur- 
nips, and  the  seed  covered  about  the 
same  as  turnip  seed.  It  grows  very 
fast  and  can  be  cut  and  fed  to  the 
chickens,  or  let  them  go  to  the  patch  at 
will  and  help  themselves.  When  they 
are  to  eat  it  in  this  way  I  would  prefer 
to  have  it  sown  in  drills  as  they  can 
walk  between  the  rows  and  are  not  so- 
apt  to  tramp  and  break  it  down,  as  is 
the  case  when  sown  broadcast.  But 
when  it  is  to  be  cut  and  fed  it  is  just  as- 
good  to  sow  it  broadcast  as  any.  Last 
year  my  young  chickens  commenced  to- 
eat  my  cabbages,  but  when  the  rape  got 
up  four  or  five  inches  high  they  left  the 
cabbage  and  commenced  on  the  rape,, 
and  anyone  knows  that  when  a  chicken 
leaves  a  cabbage  patch  to  eat  something- 
else,  it  must  be  something  they  like 
better  than  cabbage.  And  I  never  had 
chickens  do  better  and  grow  faster  than 
they  did  while  they  were  helping  them- 
selves to  rape.  I  think  that  every  one 
who  raises  chickens  should  try  a  small 
patch.  It  won't  cost  but  a  few  cents  to- 
give  this  plant  a  trial,  as  five  pounds  i& 
enough  to  sow  one  acre  broadcast,  and 
one  to  two  pounds  if  sown  In  drills.  11 
have  no  rape  seed  to  sell.

Suggestions  regarding  the  use  of  incubators,  their  care  and  management;  and  the  help  is  that 
■often  needed  just  at  tlie  time  when  a  few  words  will  set  one  right  and  ensure  tlie  best  results.

The  Incubator  in  May. 

This  is  the  time  of  year  when  the  in- 
cubator should  be  in  full  blast.  Eggs 
are  cheap  and  plenty,  and  much  more 
fertile  and  liable  to  hatch  than  in  Feb 
ruary  or  March.  Too  many  persons 
«eem  to  think  the  incubator  can  be  used 
to  advantage  only  during  these  months. 
This  is  a  mistaken  idea.  The  object  of 
an  incubator  is  to  take  the  place  of  the 
hen  in  hatching  eggs,  the  claim  being 
made  that  it  can  be  done  better  and 
more  economically  with  it  than  with 
iens,  except  where  only  a  few  chicks 
are  raised.  This  being  true,  the  time 
to  set  incubators  is  when  you  would  set 
hens;  in  April  and  May.  Incubator 
"manufacturers  have  so  persistently 
preached  the  idea  that  the  object  of  in- 
■cubators  was  to  get  "early  chicks"  and 
that  they  would  hatch  eggs  better  than 
heas,  that  a  great  many  people  have 
■coupled  the  two  ideas  together,  and  got 
the  expression  that  incubators  would 
hitch  chicks  early  (in  January,  Feb- 
ruary and  March)  as  well  as  hens  would 
in  April  and  May.  The  ideals  a  wrong 
one  and  has  led  lots  of  persons  to  dis- 
appointment. Incubators  will  hatch  as 
well  or  better  than  hens  if  properly 
managed.  There  is  no  question  about 
that;  but  hens  will  not  hatch  a  very 
large  per  cent  of  the  eggs  in  winter,  and 
neither  will  incubators. 

*  * 
* 

The  idea  is  rapidly  gaining  ground 
that  no  moisture  is  necessary  in  the 
•operation  of  incubators  if  the  other  re- 
<iuired  conditions  are  complied  with. 
A  few  years  ago  every  article  on  incu- 
bators in  the  poultry  journals  would 
contain  explicit  directions  on  how  many 
moisture  pans  to  use,  how  many  square 
inches  of  water  surface,  when  to  apply, 
etc.  Now  the  tendency  is  to  advice  to 
use  no  moisture,  and  the  advice  is  cor- 
rect. Proper  heat  and  ventilation  is 
the  whole  secret.  An  average  temper 
ature  of  102>^  to  103  is  the  proper  one, 
if  the  thermometer  is  correct  and  cor- 
rectly placed,  viz.:  the  bulb  resting  on  a 
fertil  egg,  about  one-third  of  the  way 
•down  from  the  top.  The  air  space  in 
the  end  of  the  egg  is  the  sole  guide  as 
to  the  amount  of  ventilation  required. 
Ventilation,  aside  from  furnishing  oxy- 
gen to  the  germ,  dries  down  the  con- 
tents of  the  eggs  a  certain  amount;  it 
should  be  dried  down  enough  so  that 


when  the  chick  is  ready  to  pip  the  shell 
it  will  have  room  to  do  so,  and  to  turn 
completely  around  in  the  shell,  breaking 
it  as  it  turns.  If  not  dried  down  enough 
the  chick  will  be  too  large  to  do  this. 
It  may  be  able  to  pip  the  shell,  but  too 
large  to  turn  and  pip  it  farther  and  will 
die  from  that  cause.  If,  after  the  eggs 
are  through  hatching  you  find  a  number 
of  eggs  pipped  and  the  chicks  dead  in 
the  shell,  you  may  make  up  your  mind 
they  were  not  dried  down  enough.  A 
good  guide  as  to  how  much  ventilation 
to  give  is  to  set  a  hen  at  the  same  time 
you  do  the  incubator,  and  compare  the 
air-space  in  the  eggs  every  day  after  the 
sixth.  Aim  to  keep  the  air-space  just 
alike,  giving  more  ventilation  if  too 

small,  less  if  too  large, 

*  * 

We  have  had  several  letters  this 
month  from  persons  raising  chicks  in  a 
brooder  or  brooder  house,  and  in  almost 
every  case  the  troubles  they  complained 
of  were  caused  by  the  close  confinement 
of  the  chicks,  causing  lack  of  exercise. 
Young  chicks  must  have  exercise  and 
plenty  of  it  to  grow  and  be  healthy.  If 
you  expect  to  raise  them  you  must 
study  up  schemes  to  compel  them  to 
scratch  for  their  food.  Don't  feed  them 
all  they  can  eat  in  a  dish  or  on  the  bare 
floor,  with  nothing  to  do  but  eat  and  lie 
still,  and  then  expect  them  to  grow,  for 
they  won't  do  it.  It  is  natural  for  a 
fowl  or  chick  to  hunt  for  its  living, 
scratching  in  the  ground  for  it  and  run- 
ning here  and  there.  When  you  com- 
pel it  to  do  otherwise  you  will  fail,  with 
either  fowls  or  chicks.  If  your  brooder 
chicks  are  droopy,  have  leg  weakness, 
diarrhcea,  in  fact  any  trouble  outside  of 
roup  and  lice,  don't  lay  it  to  the  feed  or 
the  brooder,  for  nine  chances  out  of  ten 
it's  not  the  fault  of  either,  (^uit  feed- 
ing them  so  they  can  get  all  they  want 
to  eat  in  five  minutes,  but  bury  the  feed 
in  chalf,  dirt,  or  most  anything  so  they 
will  have  to  hunt  it  out,  a  grain  at  a 
time,  make  them  "  earn  their  living  by 
the  sweat  of  their  brow  "  and  you  will 
have  much  less  use  for  a  spade  to  bury 
the  "unnumbered  dead  "  each  morning 
when  cleaning  the  brooder  out.

Impressions  of  J.  D.  Nevius  on  the 
Chicago  Show. 

[The  editor  makes  apologies  for  the  late  ap- 
pearance of  these  articles  on  the  Chicago  show. 
They  were  unavoidably  omitted  from  previous 
issues,  but  he  believes  that  the  publi-,liing  of 
them  at  this  late  date  does  not  decrease  their 
interest  or  value.] 

The  exhibition  held  by  the  National 
Fanciers'  Association  of  Chicago,  Janu- 
ary 24  to  29th,  was  the  largest  show  ever 
held  in  Chicago,  if  not  in  the  West;  and 
in  all  respects,  except  the  cooping  of 
the  fowls  and  arrangements  of  the  ex- 
hibits, was  a  grand  success  showing  in 
a  marked  degree  what  can  be  accom- 
plished under  the  most  adverse  circucq,- 
stances,  by  enterprise,  pluck  and  hard 
work.    Up  to  within  a  few  days  of  the 
opening  of  the  show  the  Association 
supposed  they  had  secured  (by  holding 
a  lease  and  the  payment  of  a  part  of  the 
rent  in  advance)  a  hall  of  sufficient  size 
to  accommodate  all  entries  and  admit 
of  their  being  arranged  in  a  manner 
entirely  satisfactory  to  themselves  and 
the  exhibitors.   That  they  failed  in  this 
was  no  fault  of  theirs,  as  the  building 
they  had  rented  was  condemned  by  the 
courts  as  encroaching  upon  the  "  Lake 
Front  Park"  privileges,  thus  forcing 
them,  as  best  they  might,  to  secure  at 
short  notice  a  suitable  building  in 
which  to  hold  their  show.   This  they 
could  not  do,  and  to  abandon  the  show 
after  having  advertised  it  so  extensively, 
and  return  the  large  entries  was  out  of 
the  question,  and  the  only  alternative 
left  them  was  to  take  a  five  story  build- 
ing, using  the  first  three  floors,  The 
first  floor  was  taken  up  entirely  by 
poultry    appliances,    turkeys,  geese, 
ducks.  Light  and  Dark  Brahmas,  Par- 
tridge Cochins,  and  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks.   Pigeons  took  up  the  entire 
second  floor.   Here  was,  phown  that 
perfect  system  and  the  proper  cooping 
of  birds  add  greatly  to  the  appearance 
of  a  show  room.   Uniform  wire  coops 
were  used  and  most  of  the  birds  shown 
singly.    This  department  was  equal  to 


any  of  our  best  Eastern  shows  in  num- 
ber of  entries  and  quality  of  the  ex- 
hibits.  We  wished  as  much  might  be 
said  of  the  poultry  department.  With 
the  room  at  command  it  was  a  physical 
impossibility  to  arrange  the  fowls  as 
they  should  have  been,  but  this  was  in 
no  way  responsible  for  the  irregular 
and  unsightly  coops  in  which  the  fowls 
were  shown,   We  say  unsightly,  more 
because  of  the  endless  variety  in  size 
and    construction  rather    than  the 
quality  of  the  coops.   Had  the  fowls 
been  shown  on  a  single  floor  and  cooped 
singly  or  in  pens  of  uniform  size  and 
shape,  as  they  are  at  such  shows  as 
Boston,  New  York,  Washington  and 
others,  this  show  would  have  been,  as  a 
whole,  nearly  if  not  quite  the  equal  of 
any  of  them.   The  number  and  quality 
of  the  fowls  was  all  that  could  have 
been  desired.   The  Light  Brahma  class 
was  a  very  strong  one,  the  winners  be- 
ing very  strong  in  shape,  size  and  in 
some  cases  in  color,  the  weakest  points 
in  males  being  the  lack  in  breadth  of 
saddle  and  spread  of  tail,  and  in  females 
the  want  of  tail  pencilling.  Dark  Brah 
mas  were  a  very  small  class  but  fine  in 
shape  and  color.   The  first  cockerel  be- 
ing the  best  all  round  male  bird  we 
have  seen  in  years,  very  large,  fine  color 
and  the  best  shaped  Brahma  male  in 
the  show.   The  class  of  BufE  Cochins 
was  in  point  of  numbers  and  qual- 
ity one  of  the  very  best  ever  seen  in 
this  country.   A  most  striking  feature 
was  the  uniformity  in  color  of  both 
males  and  females,  there  being  no  ex- 
tremes. Size  was  about  all  that  could 
be  desired,  with  but  few  exceptions. 
Shape  and  feathering  makes  a  Cochin 
and  we  contend  in  this  breed  especially, 
is  far  more  important  than  color,  how 
ever  desirable  both  may  be.   To  our 
minds  the  greatest  defect  in  the  male 
class  was  true  Cochin  shape  and  feath- 
ering.  This  was  much  more  positive  in 
males  than  females,    most    of  this 
being  too  long  in  legs  and  deficient  in 
breast  development.   This  with  the  tail 
carried  far  more  upright  than  hori 
zontal  gave  them  much  of  a  Lang- 
shan  appearance.   These  defects  were 
especially  strong  in  the  fullest  feath- 
ered birds.   Are  we  not  breeding  too 
great  length  of  leg  in  order  to  get  the 
abundant  thigh  and  hock  feathering 
that  is  so  much  desired  and  essential  to 
a  winner,  as  they  are  judged  today? 
We  cannot  have  too  much  feathering  so 
long  as  we  do  not  sacrifice  soft  hocks 
and  proper  length  of  leg.   The  same 
defects  would  apply  in  females  but  by 
no  means  so  marked.  We  are  glad  to 
say  that  there  were  quite  a  number  of 
both  males  and  females  that  were  simply 
grand  in  shape  and  feathering  and  able 
to  win  in  the  best  of  company.  Par- 
tridges were  a  small  class  and,  un- 
fortunately, shown  in  such  a  dark  place 
that  you  could  not  judge  of  their  color

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properly.  They  were  strong  in  shape 
and  feathering  for  this  variety,  and  as 
far  as  we  could  see  very  good  in  color. 
In  Whites  we  believe  there  was  but  one 
exhibitor,  and  he  could  well  feel  proud 
of  the  number  and  high  quality  of  his 
birds,  as  there  was  not  a  poor  one  in  the 
lot.  In  cocks,  hens,  cockerels  and  pul- 
lets there  were  individual  birds  that 
could  win  in  any  show.  I  do  not  re- 
member seeing  a  single  Black  Cochin 
in  the  show.  This  is  a  variety  that  if 
better  known  would  be  more  largely 
bred,  being  the  best  layers  of  any  of  the 
Cochins.  The  American  class  in  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  and  Wyandottes,  of  all 
the  varieties,  was  largely  represented, 
and  shows  beyond  a  question  the  strong 
hold  they  have  with  the  Western  fan- 
ciers. Barred  Rocks  was  a  very  strong 
class,  especially  in  quality,  and  should 
the  best  birds  of  the  East  and  West 
ever  come  together  in  competition,  the 
honors  would  be  about  equally  divided. 
White  Rocks  were  a  superb  lot  and 
would  do  honor  to  their  breeders  in  any 
show.  Buff  Rocks  were  out  in  very 
large  numbers  and  in  quality  far  above 
the  average;  we  think  the  best  lot  we 
have  ever  seen  together.  Silver  and 
Golden  Wyandottes  were  not  out  in 
large  numbers  but,  oh,  what  quality! 
Some  of  them  would  have  been  a  reve- 
lation to  our  Eastern  breeders.  White 
and  Buffs  were  very  well  represented 
in  each  variety  by  birds  equal  to  the 
best  to  be  found  anywhere.  Leghorns 
of  all  varieties  were  out  in  full  force 
and  of  high  quality.  Whites  and 
Browns  were  excellent,  but  the  Buffs 
were  an  unusually  large  class  and  as  a 
class  the  best  we  had  ever  seen,  being 
fine  in  style  and  in  color  almost  perfect, 
an  object  lesson  for  Buff  breeders  of 
any  of  the  varieties,  even  for  us  old 
Buff  Cochin  cranks.  We  would  like 
to  mention  in  detail  other  varieties,  as 
all  merit  it. 

We  have  now  extended  this  article 
far  beyond  our  intention,  but  cannot 
close  without  admitting  one  fact,  and 
that  is  that  the  Western  boys  are  not 
behind  the  East  in  the  birds  they  breed 
or  in  genuine  hospitality.

Score  Card  or  Comparison  Judging, 
Whioli  I 

Particularly  among  Western  fanciers 
and  patrons,  and  the  Western  poultry 
journals,  has  this  question  of  score  card 
and  comparison  judging  been  agitated. 
To  one  who  has  read  any  great  number 
of  these  articles,  or  has  listened  to  talks 
and  arguments  advanced  in  favor  of 
either,  the  fact  impresses  itself,  that  the 
same  argument  is  rarely  presented  by 
two  or  more  patrons. 

From  the  last  exhibition  of  the  Na- 
tional Panders'  Association,  a  great 
many  objections  have  arisen  from  ez-

hibitors,  and  they  naturally  lay  the 
blame  on  the  only  class  of  judging  used, 
viz.,  score  card  judging. 

I  am  not  able  to  reason  that  compari- 
son judging  would  be  a  panacea  for  all 
the  evils  that  attended  score  card  judg- 
ing. It  is  argued  strongly  and  with 
good  sense,  that  it  so  frequently  hap- 
pened that  the  same  judge  will  score 
the  same  bird  differently,  on  different 
occasions.  That  this  can  be  honestly 
done  by  a  judge,  is  quite  probable. 

It  is  also  argued  that  different  judges 
give  the  same  bird  different  scorings. 
The  reason  of  this  must  be  that  differ- 
ent judges  have  different  ideas  of  the 
Standard  bird,  to  which  they  are  en- 
titled, and  which  we  cannot  criticise 
unless  they  depart  from  the  American 
Standard.  It  is  highly  probable  that 
different  comparison  judges  would  have 
different  ideas  as  to  what  constitutes  a 
first  class  bird  in  a  hot  class.  The  com- 
parison judge  must  have  some  scale  to 
work  upon;  this  scale  would  be  differ- 
ent as  applied  to  a  large  number  of 
highly  bred  birds,  than  when  applied  to 
a  large  number  of  poorly  bred  birds. 
There  might  be  a  1st  prize  bird  in  each 
class,  yet  it  denotes  nothing  more  than 
that  he  was  the  best  in  the  class,  and  it 
has  no  signification,  if  he  reach  a  higher 
number  of  points  than  are  actually  re- 
quired by  the  American  Standard. 

In  deciding  this  question  of  judging 
for  the  Western  shows,  we  should  pro- 
ceed with  some  degree  of  caution,  for 
comparison  judges  are  somewhat  new 
to  us,  and  are  exceedingly  apt  to  be 
misunderstood.  The  main  question  is, 
what  is  the  best  for  all  the  exhibitors  ? 
What  will  give  the  most  satisfaction  to 
the  exhibitors?  What  will  result  in 
the  greatest  good  to  the  exhibition  ? 

The  best  way  to  test  this,  I  believe,  to 
be  that  idea  followed  by  the  National 
Fanciers'  Association,  that  of  submit- 
ting the  question  to  its  members  and 
patrons.  They  are  the  ones  who  will 
be  satisfied  or  dissatisfied,  and  if  the 
majority  vote  in  favor  of  either  class  of 
judging,  it  would  preclude  any  possi- 


bility of  their  registering  any  "  kicks  " 
against  the  Association  because  of  such 
judging.  The  greatest  good  for  the 
greatest  number  is  what  we  want.

I  might  add  that  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  this  week,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  communi- 
cate with  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  exhibitors  of  poultry  at  our 
last  show,  as  to  an  expression  of  their 
ideas  on  score  card  and  comparison 
judging.

The  plans  for 
this  competition,  carried  along  through 
the  summer  and  culminating  in  a  grand 
round  up  in  the  show  room,  will  bring 
out  some  of  the  grandest  birds  a  fan- 
cier's eyes  have  ever  feasted  upon, 

Aug.  D.  Arnold,  of  Dillsburg,  Pa.,  and 
L,  S.  Bache,  of  Bound  Brook,  JN.  J., 
have  already  signified  their  intentions 
to  enter  the  contest.  It  will  be  regretted 
by  all  breeders  that  E.  P.  Shepherd, 
of  Croton  Falls,  N.  Y.,  has  already  laid 
his  plans  so  that  he  will  not  be  able  to 
join  with  the  others. 

The  letters  of  these  breeders  are  given 
below: 

Editor  American  Poultry  Jmirnal: 

Dear  Sir:— I  note  what  Mr.  Cornell 
says  in  his  letter  of  the  12th  ult.,  pub- 
lished in  your  valuable  paper,  and  only 
regret  that  previous  arrangements  will 
prevent  my  accepting  Mr.  C.'s  challenge, 
I  am  surprised  in  view  of  the  facts  that 
Mr.  Cornell  would  challenge  my  right 
to  the  claim  of  owning  the  champion 
Buff  Leghorns  of  the  East. 

Well,  now,  Mr.  Editor,  let  us  see 
whether  or  not  I  have  earned  this 


claim.  In  the  past  five  years  that  I 
have  shown  at  New  York  show  Mr. 
Cornell  has  competed  four  years,  and 
not  once  in  all  these  years  has  he  taken 
the  lead,  and  in  the  past  three  years  the 
score  stands  as  follows:  In  1896  I  won 
60  points  on  my  entire  exhibit  (Mr.  C.  not 
competing  that  year).  In  1897  I  won  33 
points.  Next  to  me  that  year  was  Mr. 
Arnold  with  29  points  and  Mr  Cornell 
with  seven  points.  In  the  last  show  I 
won  39  points,  or  within  one  point  of  as 
many  as  all  of  my  other  competitors 
combined;  Mr.  Cornell  won  14  points. 
At  Boston  and  Buffalo  I  won  more  than 
any  other  exhibitor. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  does  it  not  look  as 
though  I  am  entitled  to  all  I  have 
claimed  for  my  Leghorns  ?  I  see  Mr. 
C.  lays  considerable  stress  on  the  win- 
ning of  first  pen  the  last  two  years. 
Well,  what  if  he  did  ?  It  was  at  the 
sacrifice  of  his  chances  in  the  cockerel 
class.  A  few  hours  before  the  judging 
his  best  cockerel  was  shifted  to  his 
breeding  pen,  as  he  saw  his  chances 
were  slim  of  capturing  first  on  cockerel, 
and  his  chances  of  taking  first  on  pen 
would  be  greater  by  the  change,  and  as 
the  male  is  one-half  of  the  pen,  and  as 
we  were  given  2d  pen  the  past  two 
years  and  1st  cockerel  in  '97  and  3d  in 
'98,  and  as  Mr.  Cornell  failed  each  year 
to  get  a  place  on  cockerels,  I  ask  any 
man  of  judgment,  what  would  have 
been  my  chance  of  taking  Ist  on  pens 
the  past  two  years  ? 

Now,  Mr.  Cornell  had  a  perfect  right 
to  shift  his  birds  as  he  saw  fit  up  to  the 
time  of  judging,  but  I  don't  think  that 
the  position  he  has  assumed  is  tenable. 

I  would  be  most  happy  to  meet  Mr. 
Cornell,  Mr.  Arnold,  or  anyone  else,  and 
deposit  S25  or  S50  to  make  up  a  purse 
to  go  to  the  winner  or  any  portion  of  it. 
I  have  not  in  the  past  been  afraid  to 
show  against  all  comers,  and  would  not 
in  the  future,  but  I  have  made  arrange- 
ments not  to  show  next  season,  and  as 
all  my  advertisements  state  this  fact,  I 
do  not  consider  that  I  am  showing  the 
white  flag  in  declining  to  accept  Mr. 
Cornell's  challenge.  Had  this  challenge 
been  made  at  the  New  York  show  I 
would  have  taken  it  up.  I  have  shown 
Buff  Leghorns  at  New  York  longer 
than  any  other  exhibitor  and  am  en- 
titled to  a  rest.  If  Mr.  Cornell  wants  to 
meet  me  in  1900  let  him  say  so  and  state 
his  plans  now.

Bits  of  Poultry  Information. 

It  is  not  nearly  the  disagreeable  or 
laborious  task  that  it  is  frequently  rep- 
resented, and  generally  imagined  to  be 
to  keep  a  poultry  house  in  a  state  of 
puriety  and  cleanliness  that  borders 
close  to  "  the  pink  of  perfection."  An 
accumulation  of  filth  renders  the  gen- 
eral cleaning  day,  when  it  comes,  one 
to  be  dreaded,  to  be  sure.  But  the  poul- 
try breeder  who  expects  to  and  does 
succeed,  is  not  one  who  allows  this  state 
of  affairs  to  be  of  very  frequent  occur- 
rence— whether  it  be  man  or  woman 
who  is  at  the  head  of  the  farm's  poultry 
department. 

To  clean  a  poultry  house  everyday 
simplifies  matters  materially.  It  takes 
but  a  little  time  to  clear  out  the  litter 
of  the  night  from  the  floor,  and  if  the 
floor  has  been  well  sanded  or  sprinkled 
with  dry  dirt,  it  is  all  easily  swept  up 
with  a  broom.  And  there  is  surely 
some  manner  of  disposal  of  the  compost 
that  is  considered  sufiiciently  valuable 
to  warrant  the  labor  of  disposal,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  advantages  of  clean 
quarters  for  the  fowls. 

Women  who  are  interested  in  the 
fowls  of  the  farm  are  usually  the  ones 
who  attend  to  keeping  things  in  order 
at  the  poultry  house,  as  well  as  in  their 
own  homes.  They  gather  about  them 
the  things  that  are  necessary  to  expe- 
dite the  work  and  to  simplify  it,  and  it 
is  made  a  part  of  the  necessary  work  of 
the  farm,  and  without  an  exception  it 
proves  a  paying  part  of  their  daily 
duties,  or  industries,  wherever  attended 
to. 

In  a  clean,  well-cared  for  poultry 
house,  vermin  is  not  found.  Mites  and 
lice  find  no  foothold,  for  their  favorite 
propagating  grounds  having  been  re 
moved  they  have  no  chance  for  their 
lives — this  to  be  noted  on  the  credit  as 
well  as  the  profit  side  of  the  owner's 
efforts. 

Kerosene  is  gaining  ground  in  favor 
with  poultry  raisers  everywhere,  in 
spite  of  the  innumerable  vermin  exter- 
minating preparations  that  have  sprung 
into  prominence  in  the  past  two  years. 
The  majority  of  them  are  notobjection- 
able  except  in  point  of  expense  and  of- 
fensiveness  of  odor  and  in  the  tainting 
of  eggs  that  may  happen  to  lie  in  the 
nest  for  an  hour  or  two  where  the  prep- 
aration has  been  plentifully  used. 
Young  chicks  by  hundreds  have  been 
killed  by  its  use  because  of  the  lack  of 
judgment  brought  to  bear  in  the  appli- 
cation of  the  remedies.  For  this  rea- 
son, and  because  of  the  lessened  ex 
pense,  kerosene  bears  a  reputation  for 
good,  way  and  beyond  that  of  any  and 
all  patent  exterminators.  Boosts  and 
floors  well  sprinkled,  by  using  a  common 
flower  sprinkler,  with  water  and  kero- 
sene mixed  will  keep  vermin  at  bay 
roost  effectually.  For  scaly  leg  there  is

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nothing  so  simple  and  effective,  and 
for  hens  with  chicks  nothing  could  be 
better. 

When  the  hen  is  taken  from  the  nest 
she  may  be  slightly  dampened  about  her 
breast,  wing  and  leg  plumage  with 
kerosene,  and  her  chicks  will  be  freed 
of  lice  and  nits  almost  immediately 
from  coming  in  contact  with  her  feath- 
ers as  they  pass  under  and  cuddle  under 
her  wings.  Repeated  once  a  week  no 
trouble  from  lice  need  be  apprehended, 
and  it  is  a  remedy  that  is  always  at 
hand,  always  cheap  and  always  effec- 
tive. 

Chicks  running  with  hens  affected 
with  scaly  leg  if  not  carefully  looked 
after  will  be  found  to  have  uneightly 
legs  while  yet  very  young.  We  have 
known  them  not  over  six  months  of 
age  to  have  legs  so  badly  affected  as  to 
ruin  them  in  appearance,  and  though 
fine  in  points  otherwise,  not  worthy  a 
score  card  simply  because  of  the  scaly 
condition  of  legs  and  feet.  Just  as  lice 
will  transfer  themselves  as  speedily  as 
possible  from  the  hen  to  her  chicks,  so 
will  the  minute  parisites  that  burrough 
underneath  the  scales  of  the  fowl's  legs 
transfer  to  the  tenderer  legs  of  the 
chicks.  A  hen  should  be  treated  for 
lice  and  scaly  leg  before  she  is  given 
her  nest  of  eggs  to  incubate,  and  as 
soon  as  she  comes  off  with  her  brood 
she  should  again  and  again  be  treated 
for  the  same  trouble.  Wet  her  legs 
well  with  kerosene,  wiping  off  all  that 
has  a  tendency  to  drip  off.  And  it  is 
well  to  wipe  over  the  legs  of  each  chick 
with  a  rag  that  is  damp  with  kerosene 
when  putting  the  weekly  dampening 
of  plumage  with  kerosene  on  the  mother 
hens. 

Work  ?  Yes.  We  have  never  found 
that  royal  road  to  success  that  is  not 
beset  with  labor  and  little  vexations, 
down  and  through  the  entire  course. 
It  is  virtually  "  by  the  sweat  of  thy 
brow  "that  this  work-a  day  people  of 
the  universe  must  earn  their  bread,  and 
poultry  rearing  is  one  of  the  rather 
pleasant  and  comparatively  easy  meth- 
ods of  wresting  from  exertion  a  portion 
of  the  very  necessary  "  all  needful  "  that 
is  required  in  exchange  for  such  essen- 


tials of  life  as  food  and  clothes. 

Fowls  yarded  in  runs  where  no  natural 
shade  is  afforded  them  have  an  unhappy 
and  uncomfortable  summer.  We  pity 
them  and  have  no  patience  with  their 
owner,  for  plum  trees  and  trees  of  other 
fruiting  grow  rapidly.  Their  yards 
may  be  made  into  fruit  and  flower 
grounds  as  well  as  to  furnish  shade. 
Lilacs  grow  the  better  for  the  culti- 
vation and  enriching  of  the  ground 
that  the  fowls  insure,  and  make  a  pretty, 
dense  shade  if  allowed  to  branch  at  the 
ground.  One  of  the  nicest  shades  is 
given  by  the  multitudinous  branching 
out  fiom  the  ground  where  an  old  tree 
has  been  broken  or  cut  off  nearly  or 
quite  to  the  ground.  We  have  one  large 
yard  thus  shaded,  besides  containing 
plum  trees  and  large  shade  trees,  and 
these  long  summer  days  it  affords  such 
comfort  to  the  imprisoned  fowls  as,  in 
conjunction  with  greenery  and  oats  for 
food  and  an  often  renewed  fresh  water 
supply,  insures  eggs  for  hatching  late 
chicks  that  but  for  these  furnished 


comforts  would  be  among  the  unat 
tainables.  This  yard  is  often  swept 
over  and  the  litter  all  taken  up.  It  is 
then  sprinkled  over  with  air  slacked 
lime.  This  keeps  the  earth  much  less 
foul  than  it  otherwise  could  be.  But 
this  is  not  enough,  and  this  yard,  like 
the  others,  is  to  be  seeded  to  alfalfa  or 
clover.

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Indigestion. 

Editor  American  Pmdtry  Journal: 

I  am  unable  to  give  a  complete  and 
exhaustive  treatise  on  indigestion.  That 
could  better  be  done  by  a  doctor. 

A  fowl  is  subject  to  all  the  derange- 
ments of  the  digestive  organs  that  man 
is  heir  to,  and  can  be  successfully 
treated  with  the  same  medicines. 

I  recently  had  a  peculiar  case  in  a 
pullet,  supplied  with  grit— Hoor  of  pen 
six  Inches  thick  with  gravel  (raked  ofif 
«very  day);  yard  20  by  50,  only  two 
birds  in  the  yard. 

I  noticed  her  moping  round  and  saw 
she  had  a  slight  cold  in  one  nostril.  I 
did  nothing  for  her  for  two  days,  being 
unusually  busy.  The  third  day  I  noticed 
she  had  a  fearful  diarrhcra— discharges 
copious,  frequent  and  watery.  I  took 
her  up  and  was  surprised  at  her  lack  of 
weight.  I  said  to  myself,  "  she  is  going 
light,"  and  I  put  her  in  a  small  pen, 
fully  intending  to  kill  her.  I  neglected 
to  do  so  and  the  next  day  was  surprised 
at  finding  her  alive.  I  resolved  to  feed 
her  bread  and  milk,  and  imagine  my 
mind  when  1  found  her  crop  full  of 
whole  corn.  I  gave  her  a  powder  mixed 
-with  warm  water,  composed  as  follows: 
Ten  grains  ingluven  and  10  grains 
pancreo  pepsin  and  ginger.  This  was 
given  at  night  and  repeated  the  follow- 
ing night.  The  next  morning  she  ap- 
peared quite  natural.  She  had  lost  that 
"  humped  up,"  "  drawn  in  "  appearance; 
her  comb  was  brighter,  her  crop  empty, 
and  she  ate  bread  and  milk  with  a  rel- 
ish. She  is  fast  mending  and  as  soon 
as  she  regains  her  flesh  will  be  as  good 
as  new.  I  have  digested  wads  of  grass 
with  above  powder. 

A  too  constant  feeding  of  condiments 
will  derange  a  fowls  crop.  Spicy  foods 
ehould  not  be  fed  daily.  You  may  get 
a  few  more  eggs  for  the  time  being,  but 
the  system  will  weaken  and  the  consti- 
tution play  out.  A  man  will  do  more 
work  and  feel  better  on  mush  and  milk 
and  good  wholesome  food  than  he  will 
on  steamed  clams  and  creamcakes, 
salads  and  ices.   Just  so  with  a  hen.

MARSHALLTOWN,  IOWA, 

that  enterprising  town  in  the  best  agri- 
cultural state  in  the  Union.  This,  I  be- 
lieve, is  conceded  with  her  poultry  ex- 
hibit of  some  700  specimens,  that  in 
many  cases  were  phenomenally  good. 
But  we  were  sorry  that  the  manner  of 
exhibiting  them  should  be  criticised. 
But  the  truth  best  be  told  always.  Had 
that  management  employed  uniform 
cooping  and  shown  the  regular  class — 
each  bird  separate  in  its  each  24x24- 
inch  compartments,  and  each  pen  of 
one  male  and  four  females  been  cooped 
in  4x4  foot  pen  coop,  that  exhibit  would 
have  got  the  credit  of  being  three  times 
as  large  and  fully  100  per  cent  better 
than  the  visitors  gave  it  of  possessing. 
The  Plymouth  Rock  class  was  the 
largest  class  and  94  for  male  and  933^ 
for  female,  the  winning  pair,  with  a 
flattering  number  to  score  between  92 
and  931^. 

The  Brahmas  were  good.  The  inter- 
esting exhibit  being  a  cock  4  year-old 
to  score  93  points;  one  who  has  crossed 
and  re-crossed  the  continent  with  its 
owner,  though  of  New  England  birth, 
is  upholding  the  reputation  of  the  breed 
for  longevity,  vigor  and  usefulness  in  a 
manner  to  make  its  owner  proud. 

In  this  exhibition  we  saw  the  first  pen 
of  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks,  we  are  forced 
to  say,  was  strictly  first  class  in  shape 
and  color — the  owner  being  offered  and 
he  refused  $75  for  the  same. 

We  also  saw  in  this  exhibition  a  pen 
of  Partridge  Wyandottes  that  were  a 
credit  to  name  and  color,  the  male  being 
phenomenally  good,  the  females  pre- 
senting that  character  of  pencillings  we 
see  in  Partridge  Cochins,  having  but 
two  lines  of  dark  pencilling,  both 
filling  fully  outlines  of  the  feather. 

The  Laagshans  were  good. 

The  Silver  Wyandottes,  in  the  best 
specimens,  fully  up  to  those  seen  in  our 
strictly  first  class  exhibitions — 92^^  and 
94  being  the  winning  scores,  with  a 
creditable  exhibit  in  White  Wyandottes 
and  Buff  Cochins,  with  a  fair  lot  of 
Bantams,  the  management  had  no  fault 
to  find  with  the  breeders'  support  of 
their  exhibition. 

In  making  this  exhibition  the  channel 
of  the  following  remarks,  do  not  con 
strue  them  into  a  special  criticism  for 
this  particular  exhibition,  for  such  is  by 
no  means  our  intention.  They  did  not 
have  the  coops  in  sufficient  number. 
They  sorely  needed  three  times  the 


number  they  had,  to  have  secured  for 
their  exhibition  a  full  and  lasting  bene 
fit  for  themselves  and  for  poultry  cult- 
ure in  their  midst. 

A  nice  specimen  is  lost  in  a  crowded 
cojp.  Not  one  specimen  in  100  is  so 
trained  as  not  to  be  nervous  and  to  act 
badly  in  the  artificial  position  they  find 
themselves  in,  in  an  exhibition.  In 
many  cases  there  were  seven  birds  in  a 
coop.  The  moment  one  stepped  up  to 
inspect  them  they  all  crowded  to  one 
end — all  beauty,  all  symmetrical  lines 
and  normal  state  of  things  vanish;  the 
whole  intent  of  an  exhibition,  so  far  as 
that  coop  was  concerned,  was  lost  to  the 
novice.  Friends,  unless  the  specimens 
can  stand  out  in  clear  individuality,  dis- 
playing every  feature  of  beauty  they 
possess,  all  the  influence  of  exhibiting 
such  a  specimen  is  lost. 

Now  let  a  farmer  or  any  one  who  has 
but  a  small  liking  for  fowls,  pass 
through  such  a  cooped  exhibition,  what 
is  the  result?  Why,  simply  this:  He 
says  to  his  wife  as  he  leaves  the  hall: 
"  Hannah,  we  have  good,  just  as  good 
birds,  at  home."  And  you  have  failed 
to  make  a  fancier  and  a  purchaser  of 
him,  simply  because  you  did  not  prop 
erly  coop  the  fowls.  Every  phenome- 
nally good  specimen  should  be  cooped 
in  a  pen  by  itself.  In  a  crowd  good 
specimens  suffer  from  contact. 

With  the  Marshalltown  exhibit  prop- 
erly cooped,  surely  she  has  no  cause  to 
apologise  to  any  society,  and  situated  as 
the  town  is  at  the  intersection  of  so 
many  railroads,  being  centrally  located, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  coming  ex 
hibition  of  that  society  should  not  be 
one  in  which  the  state  should  be  proud. 

THE  SPOKANE  EXHIBITION. 

Again  has  this  exhibition  surprised 
itself,  its  city  and  its  friends,  with  over 
1,000  specimens— with  a  marked  im 
provement  that  should  be  their  pride  in 
many  of  their  classes.  They  have  come 
in  this,  their  third  exhibition,  to  the 
very  front  with  the  best  five  exhibitions 
of  the  land. 

The  grand  trophy,  the  Wetzel  cup, 
this  year  under  a  handicap  of  one  point 
to  all  solid  colored  breeds,  went  to  the 
White  Wyandotte  class,  which  was  the 
best  class,  best  exhibited,  and  having 
two  specimens  to  score  96)^  each  in  it 
that  I  ever  judged,  the  White  Plymouth 
Rocks  being  a  class  second  by  less  than 
three  points  in  10  birds,  behind.  This 
class  jumped  from  what  could  only  be 
termed  a  fair  class  last  year  to  one  of 
phenomenal  merit,  and  in  numbers 
reaching  nearly  100  specimens.  They 
divided  the  honors  with  the  White  Wy- 
andottes so  evenly  none  dare  predict 
which  was  to  capture  the  cup,  until  the 
scoring  was  done. 

Great  improvement  was  made  in  the 
Black  Langshan  class — from  a  goodly 
number  a  year  ago  to  double  tier  of 
coops  nearly  the  entire  length  of  the 


large  hall,  being  an  increase  of  50  per 
cent  over  a  year  ago,  with  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  general  score  of  the 
specimens. 

The  Brahmas  was  phenomenal  in 
the  nice  condition  and  high  score  of  the 
cocks  and  hens,  the  result  of  the  phe- 
nomenal score  of  the  chickens  one  year 
ago.  It  points  to  this  fact  that  the  cli- 
mate must  be  one  of  especial  benefit  to 
fowls  while  moulting,  for  it  was  a  class 
of  especially  good  yearlings  and  2  year- 
olds.  One  year  ago  this  exhibition 
showed  up  10  chickens  to  score  945 
points;  this  year  10  specimens  to  score 
931,  with  but  one-fifth  of  the  specimens 
new,  the  yearling  and  the  2-year  olds 
that  had  resulted  from  the  phenomenal 
lot  of  one  year  ago;  the  chickens  from 
them  not  old  enough  or  under  weight 
to  wrest  the  honors  from  their  progeni- 
tors. 

It  is  safe  to  say  there  has  not  been  an 
exhibition  that  has  presented  four 
classes  in  White  Wyandottes,  White 
Plymouth  Rocks,  Black  Langshans  and 
Brahmas  that  had  as  many  birds  to 
score  92  or  better  in  proportion  to  the 
number  exhibited  than  can  be  claimed, 
by  this  last  of  Spokane's  three  phenome- 
nal shows. 

The  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  class  was 
the  largest  in  numbers,  with  931^  in  fe- 
male with  93  the  male  sccre  of  the  win- 
ners. In  looking  over  these  four  shows 
it  is  remarkable  how  the  winners  come 
to  one  score  (93  to  94)  blanketing  the 
four  shows  all  held  iiythe  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country — East,  South,  Mid 
die  West  and  extreme  Southwest — 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in  all  the  larg- 
est class  and  the  winning  specimens 
within  one  point  of  each  other. 

Thus  do  we  see  this  breed  one  of  the 
most  popular,  and  each  section  of  the 
country  unable  to  crow  over  the  other 
for  merit  in  the  same.  The  best  breed- 
er, not  the  best  state,  must  be  the  credit 
given  for  the  highest  score. 

But  it  is  said  in  Spokane  there  is  just 
one  "Bolster,"  and  when  he  was  cast 
the  mould  was  broken. 

We  have  our  dog  shows,  our  cat 
shows,  in  connection  with  our  poultry 
shows.  But  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Bolster, 
the  president  of  the  Spokane  Poultry 
Association,  must  be  the  credit  of  com- 
bining a  doll  show  with  the  poultry 
atsociation's. 

It  may  be  with  chagrin  to  the  poultry 
breeder  but  to  the  credit  of  that  concep- 
tion and  putting  into  action  the  doll 
show,  has  made  the  Spokane  poultry  ex- 
hibition a  financial  success,  for  on  the 
night  of  the  second  day  they  had  taken 
more  money  than  was  taken  last  year 
during  the  whole  week.  My  advice  is  to 
every  poultry  show  in  the  land  to  writ© 
Mr.  Bolster  and  secure  the  art  of  run- 
ning a  doll  exhibit  with  the  poultry  ex- 
hibit. While  the  men  and  boys  are  look 
ing  at  the  poultry,  surely  the  whole  bal 
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ance  of  the  family  will  take  in  the  doll 
exhibit. 

The  competition  between  the  doll 
dressmakers  for  girls  under  12  years, 
one  evening,  and  that  for  those  between 
12  and  15  for  the  succeeding  evening, 
was  a  marvel,  as  the  number  in  attend- 
ance to  witness  it.  The  taste  exhibited 
in  these  miniature  men  and  women  in 
street,  ball  and  evening  dress,  with  na- 
tional character  depicted,  the  exquisite 
needle  work  displayed,  was  a  lesson 
that  is  not  soon  forgotten,  which 
demonstrates  that  the  wives  of  the 
poultrymen  of  Spokane  are  not  behind 
any  other  city  in  culture,  society  or  the 
arts. 

As  the  year  brings  them  to  the  front, 
as  the  refined  taste  of  the  Nation  blends 
the  beauty  of  the  animate  with  the  in- 
animate, do  we  each  year  enjoy  a  keen- 
er relish  and  enjoyment  for  life— and 
none  more  so  than  the  poultry  fanciers 
of  America. 

The  Almighty  allows  us  to  come  up 
nearer  his  handiwork.  When  phenome- 
nal years  give  us  specimens  of  exceed- 
ing beauty  we  often  become  arrogant 
and  then  careless,  when  first  we 
know  a  year  comes  when  our  ex- 
hibits drop  a  little  and  we  are 
forced  to  say  that  the  season  is  behind. 
This  we  are  forced  to  say  of  all  the  ex- 
hibitions, taken  all  together  in  the  land 
this  year.  I  am  conscious  were  all  the 
exhibitions  to  be  converted  into  one 
monumental  show,  that  the  scores  of 
this  year's  exhibits  would  not  rank  full 
up  to  that  of  one  year  ago.  But  it  should 
only  awaken  us  to  a  greater  zeal  and  a 
more  constant  watchfulness  during 
the  summer  and  fall,  that  precedes  the 
coming  season's  show,  for  carelessness 
and  laziness  during  the  late  summer 
and  fall  is  the  cause,  and  no  amount  of 
effort  in  December  can  retrieve  the 
effects  of  such  carelessness. 

The  Almighty  gives  us  the  live  tools 
to  work  with;  it  is  our  carelessness 
when  one  seaeon  drops  a  bit  to  disap- 
point us,  and  when  we  do  our  duty  we 
are  richly  paid  in  the  beauty  and  the 
merit  in  our  llocks.

tfreatest  Pigeon  Show  ou  Record- 
Chicago  Now  the  "  Leader." 

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

The  West  now  holds  the  record  for 
the  largest  pigeon  show  yet  held  in  this 
country.  The  pigeon  department  of 
the  Chicago  Show  established  this 
record  beyond  all  reason  to  doubt. 
When  was  there  ever  a  pigeon  show 
held  in  this  country  that  brought  to- 
gether 1,704  pigeons  under  one  roof? 

The  National  Fanciers'  Association 
of  Chicago  must  be  congratulated  for 
this  great  achievment.  It  is  all  the 
more  gratifying  that  this  exceptional 
large  entry  was  obtained  without  hang- 
ing up  a  bait  in  the  way  of  premium 
money.  It  was  an  honor  show  and  was 
patronized  by  the  best  fanciers  of  the 
West  and  a  few  from  the  East. 

The  arrangement  of  the  show  was 
perfect  and  a  more  beautiful  sight  was 
never  before  beheld  in  a  pigeon  show. 
Great  credit  is  due  Mr.  Kiel  and  Mr. 
Ashley,  the  superintendents,  for  their 
splendid  work  in  this  department.  Mr. 
Whitman  should  also  not  be  forgotten. 
He  worked  from  early  morn  until  late 
at  night  with  only  one  object  in  view- 
that  was  to  please  exhibitors.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  if  these  three  gentle- 
men will  again  take  hold,  2,000  birds 
will  roll  into  Chicago  January,  1899. 
Although  the  entry  was  very  large 
many  of  our  Southern  fanciers  failed  to 
be  represented,  and  it  is  the  earnest 
wish  of  the  writer  that  they  will  pat- 
ronize this  show  in  another  year.  Why 
not  have  one  leading  show  in  the  West 
each  year,  where  we  can  all  get  to- 
gether and  enjoy  ourselves  ?  New  York 
is  acknowledged  the  leader  of  the  East. 
Why  should  not  Chicago,  the  second 
city  in  the  country,  be  our  main  annual 
battlegrounds?  Other  cities  can  have 
shows,  and  good  ones  at  that,  but  let 
us  have  a  permanent  one.  As  this  show 
is  held  late  in  the  season  we  can  show 
at  a  few  of  the  others  and  then  send 
our  best  to  the  "  Leader." 

Quality  at  this  show  was  in  many  of 
the  classes  way  up  and  competion, 
which  we  should  all  look  for,  could 
easily  be  found  here.  Many  fine  birds 
that  had  a  good  show  record,  both  East 
and  West,  took  a  back  seat,  and  new 
lights  made  their  appearance.  The  10 
large  display  coops  were  greatly  ad- 
mired by  the  visitors  and  fanciers.  Two 
of  these  filled  with  German  varieties 
from  the  loft  of  Wm.  Korb,  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  were  alone  worth  a  50-mile  trip  by 
rail  to  see  This  gentleman  certainly 
has  some  wonderfully  fine  birds,  and 
can  be  considered  the  largest  importer 
of  German  varieties  in  this  country  to- 
day. His  Spangled  or  Tiger  Swallows 
were  an  attraction  in  themselves. 

Pouter  alley  was  fairly  alive  with 
quality.   Many  good  birds  were  left  in

Bob  did  more 
than  this;  he  also  captured  several  Ists 
in  the  other  classes.  His  stock  of  Pout- 
ers are  of  a  high  quality  and  although 
they  receive  very  little  show  training, 
nevertheless  they  showed  up  well. 

Wagner  Brothers  also  have  a  grand 
collection  of  this  variety  and  captured 
several  Ists  and  2d8.  Mr.  Frank  Erdel 
meyer  of  Indianapolis  carried  off  quite 
a  few  of  the  honors  in  the  hen  classes. 
Mr.  Plaehn,  Mr.  Rudolph  and  several 
others  showed  some  birds  that  were  of 
good  quality.  Taken  as  a  whole  the 
Pouter  exhibit  was  first  class. 

Carriers  were  strong  in  quality,  Mr. 
Jansen  and  Schefer  showing  several 
exceptionally  fine  birds.  Mr.  JJate  also 
showed  one  or  two  of  good  quality. 

Barbs,  strongest  class  brought  to- 
gether for  a  long  time.  Mr.  Craft  of 
Mapleton,  Mass.,  deserves  credit  for 
sending  such  an  excellent  team  out 
htre. 

Fantails,  rather  small  classes,  but  of 
good  quality.  Fred  Robinson  and  Mr. 
Lark  man  showed  several  typical 
Whites. 

Tumblers,  quality  way  up  and  classes 
well  filled.  This  was  the  best  exhibit 
of  Tumblers  yet  brought  together  In  the 
West.  A  3d  prize  would  be  considered 
good  in  almost  any  of  the  classes. 

Magpies,  a  large  exhibit,  many  of  rare 
quality.  Mr.  Jenkins  Ist  premium,  1897, 
Bud  Black,  deserves  special  mention; 
also  Dr.  Gibson's  2d  premium  bird  in 
same  class— both  cocks  and  as  fine  as 
silk.  Jenkins'  bird  was  the  best  Mag- 
pie in  the  show,  and  is  a  hard  one  to 
beat.  There  were  many  other  birds  in 
this  variety  worthy  of  the  highest  praise, 
but  space  is  limited. 

Swallows,  an  excellent  class  in  most 
varieties,  the  Blue  Barbel  class  being 
the  best  I  have  yet  seen.  Brinkman 
and  Korb  showed  some  grand  White 
Barred  birds.  Jansen  showed  a  good 
string  and  the  quality  was  way  up. 

Russian  Trumpeters  showed  up  fair- 
ly strong,  with  good  quality,  Jansen 
winning  special  for  best  Trumpeter  in 
show. 

Owls,  only  a  few  good  birds— some 
unfit  for  the  show  room. 

Archangles,  several  exceptionally 
grand  colored  birds  shown. 

Runts,  best  class  I  have  yet  seen. 
Mr.  Riel  certainly  has  a  grand  collec- 
tion of  these  giants  of  the  pigeon 
family. 

Inside  Tumblers  were  of  a  high  or- 
der. Mr.  Meisinger  and  Mr.  Larkman 
trotted  out  several  very  close  perform- 
ers. 

Oriental  Frill   and  Turbet  classes 
brought  out  some  good  birds. 
Squab  Breeders  brought  out  quite  a 


few  entries.  The  only  way  to  judge 
these  is  to  taste  them. 

Many  good  birds  changed  hands  at 
good  prices  during  the  show,  and  tak- 
ing all  in  all  the  show  was  a  perfect  sue 
cess  in  every  way  and  an  honor  to  the 
promoters  and  exhibitions.

Dear  Sir:— Please  allow  me  to  say 
a  word  of  commendation  through  your 
columns  to  Wm.  H.  Rhees  on  the  article 
written  by  him  in  April  issue  of  Amer 
icAN  Poultry  Journal  on  the 
"Langshan  Revision."  He  voices  the 
sentiment  of  every  lover  of  the  Lang- 
shan in  that  article.  Any  breeder  of 
Langshans  who  cannot  produce  birds 
free  from  the  defects  mentioned  is  not 
worthy  of  the  name  of  breeder.  There 
are  thousands  of  birds  bred  in  this 
country  that  are  free  from  white  in  any 
part  of  plumage.  The  law  that  like 
produces  like  proves  as  true  in  the 
Langshan  as  in  other  breeds.  Cull  your 
stock  hard.  Stamp  out  all  Indication 
of  white  in  your  breeding  stock  by 
using  the  hatchet.  Kill  any  bird  that 
shows  the  least  indication  of  white  as  a 
matured  bird.  Breed  from  pure  black 
plumaged  birds  and  there  will  be  no  oc- 
casion to  manipulate  the  Standard  to 
include  culls  and  make  a  chance  for  the 
sale  of  Langshan  culls  with  white  in 
plumage. 

Brother  breeders  and  fanciers :  Will 
you  allow  this  change  to  destroy  the 
work  of  years  (to  produce  birds  ot  pure 
black  plumage);  will  you,  without  a 
protest,  allow  this  change,  that  as  sure 
as  the  sun  is  to  rise  will  kill  the  breed 
we  love  y  Shame  on  the  breeder  that  is 
willing  to  show  he  is  no  breeder  by  ad- 
mitting he  cannot  breed  a  Langshan 
free  from  white  in  plumage.  1  might 
take  up  the  whole  line  of  argument  as 
offered  by  Brother  Rhees,  but  have  said 
enough  to  show  at  least  how  one  feels 
regarding  the  change  of  Standard  re 
quirements  for  the  Langshan,  and  one 
who  feels  without  egotism  that  he  can 
sign  his  name  as  a  breeder  of  Lang- 
shans. Let  every  honest  breeder  of 
Langshans  enter  his  protest  against  this 
outrage  on  the  breed  we  love  and  right 
this  wrong;  drive  out  the  huckster  who 
for  a  few  paltry  dollars  would  ruin  the 
breed.

POULTRY  ON  THE  GENERAL  FARM. 

Abstract  of  Liccture  Delivered  Before 
the  Students  of  the  Special  Poul- 
try Cour.se  at  the  Rhode  Island 
College  of  Agriculture  and  Me- 
chanic Arts,  Jan.  1808,  by  Jos.  A. 
Tillinghast,  of  the  R.  I.  Experiment 
Station. 

Members  of  the  special  poultry  class : 
You  have  doubtless  learned  ere  this 
that  Dr.  Brigham  has  planned  to  crowd 
all  that  was  possible  of  scientific  and 
practical  knowledge  along  the  lines  of 
poultry  culture  into  the  brief  space  of 
time  that  you  are  here.  You  are  hav- 
ing the  opportunity  of  studying  the 
scientific  side  of  this  important  industry 
under  those  who  are  experts  and 
specialists  each  in  his  particular  line  of 
work,  and  thus  you  are  able  to  lay  a 
firm  foundation  upon  which  to  build, 
by  the  aid  of  practical  experience,  a 
correct  and  thorough  knowledge  of 
poultry  cultare.  Scientific  knowledge 
at  the  beginning  will  save  you  many 
times  from  costly  mistakes,  and  the  un- 
derstanding of  these  first  principles  will 
enable  you  to  work  intelligently  and 
with  a  far  greater  chance  of  success. 
But  we  must  weave  into  the  warp  of 
science  the  threads  of  practical  knowl- 
edge, business  ability,  and  a  wide  stripe 
of  the  everlasting  American  hustle  if 
we  wish  a  fabric  that  will  wear  and  not 
shrink  out  of  sight  amid  the  cold  water 
of  adverse  circumstances  which  we 
must  all  sometimes  encounter  in  any 
line  of  business. 

I  have  been  asked  to  give  you  some 
practical  thoughts  on  "  Poultry  on  the 
General  Farm,"  The  importance  of 
this  subject  in  the  course  must  be  ac- 
knowledged when  we  consider  that 
with  all  the  specialists  in  poultry  cul- 
ture we  must  still  look  to  the  general 
farm  for  a  large  part  of  our  supply. 
That  you  may  not  fear  of  overdoing  the 
business,  at  least  for  a  little  time,  and 
to  show  the  extent  of  the  industry,  let 
me  give  you  a  few  figures:  The  dairy 
products  of  the  United  States  for  one 
year  amounted  to  ©254,000,000,  We  are 
in  the  habit  of  looking  at  this  branch 
of  farming  as  one  of  large  extent,  but 
we  find  the  poultry  products  for  the 
same  year  to  be  $560,000,000,  or  more 
than  twice  as  much  and  still  not  enough, 
for  during  the  same  year  13,000,000  doz- 
ens of  eggs  were  imported  and  the  total 
value  of  poultry  and  eggs  imported  was 
probably  $20,000,000.  This  .$20,000,000 
ought  to  have  been  jingling  in  the  pock- 
ets of  American  farmers  and  poultry- 
men,  rather  than  to  have  been  sent  to 
foreign  countries.  Even  our  little  State 
of  Khode  Island  used  from  outside  of 
the  State  about  $800,000  worth  of  eggs. 
Britain  imported  eggs  and  poultry  to 
the  value  of  £'5,675,000  sterling,  or  $27,- 
637,250,  London  alone  used  other  than 
English  eggs  to  the  value  of  $6,915,400. 


^^^^^^^^ 
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France  reckoned  the  value  of  her  poul- 
try products  at  $77,920,000,  from  which 
she  furnished  her  own  people  and  ex- 
ported largely.  This  large  value  we 
find  derived  largely  from  the  farms. 
With  such  figures  before  us,  a  growing 
population,  and  a  surety  that  as  cost  of 
production  is  decreased  by  skillful  man- 
agement, that  consumption  of  poultry 
products  will  be  largely  increased,  we 
may  rest  assured  of  a  market  for  some 
time  to  come.  Now,  let  us  look  at  some 
of  the  reasons  for  making  poultry  cul- 
ture a  prominent  department  on  the 
general  farm,  and  especially  on  our 
New  England  farms: 

First  in  importance  is  the  small 
amount  of  capital  necessary  to  invest. 
You  have  doubtless  read  Fannie  Fern's 
ctory  of  the  shrewd  yankee  who,  wish- 
ing to  start  in  the  poultry  business, 
borrowed  from  one  neighbor  a  broody 
hen  and  from  another  a  sitting  of  eggs. 
He  soon  had  a  fine  litter  of  chicks  and 
was  ready  to  return  the  hen  to  her 
•owner.  But  how  was  he  to  repay  the 
eggs?  He  soon  solved  that  by  keeping 
the  hen  till  she  laid  the  required  num 
ber,  returned  both  hen  and  eggs  and 
"guessed  he  had  as  fine  a  litter  of 
chickens  as  any  one,  and  about  as  cheap, 
too." 

Next  is  quick  returns.  One  reason 
why  a  farmer  cannot  make  money  so 
rapidly  as  one  can  in  many  other  lines 
of  business  is  because  he  cannot  turn 
bis  money  over  quickly  enough.  Foul 
try  keeping  will  help  the  farmer  in  this 
respect  by  giving  him  steady  cash  re 
turns  if  the  business  be  rightly  man 
aged. 

Another  and  very  prominent  reason 
is  greater  profit.   For  the  same  invest 
ment  of  capital  and  labor  no  other  de 
partment  of  the  farm  will  yield  such 
generous  returns.   Dollars  and  cents 
are  what  all  of  us  are  striving  for  in 
business,  so  this  is  a  most  potent  argu 
ment  in  its  favor.   You  remember  the 
old  saying,  "  Take  care  of  the  cents  and 
the  dollars  will  take  of  themselves.' 
This  is  a  most  excellent  piece  of  advice, 
but  I  think  it  would  be  still  more  ap 
plicable  to  the  poultry  business  if  it 
lead  like  this  "  look  out  for  the  sense 
and  the  dollars  will  look  out  for  them 
selves,  '  for  in  no  kind  of  work  is  good 
plain,  common  sense  more  valuable  than 
in  poultry  culture. 

Another  reason  especially  applicable 
to  our  farms  that  are  at  a  distance  from 
market  is  that  it  is  a  concentrated  pro 
duct,  easy  to  handle  and  market  at 
distance,  which  is  not  true  of  more 
balky  products. 

Still  another  reason  is  that  waste  pro 
ducts  of  other  departments  may  many 
trmes  be  utilized,  and  instead  of  being 
a  waste  become  a  sorce  of  profit.  For 
instance,  dairying  and  poultry  culture 
go  hand  in  hand  when  butter  is  made  or 
cream  sold,  leaving  the  skim  milk  at 


home.  The  milk  will  give  far  better 
results  financially  fed  to  poultry  than 
when  given  entirely  to  swine,  as  is  so 
commonly  done. 

Fruit  and  poultry  make  a  good  com- 
bination. The  fowls  aid  you  in  the 
fight  against  insect  pests  and  also  much 
of  what  would  otherwise  be  wasted  is 
made  to  be  of  value. 

Another  point  in  favor  of  this  in- 
dustry is  that  you  are  continually  en- 
riching your  farm  and  at  the  same  time 
deriving  a  profit  from  the  business. 
This  is  an  important  point,  for  much  of 
our  New  England  soil  has  been  man 
aged  in  such  a  way  in  the  past  that  the 
farmer  of  to  day  has  the  difficult  prob- 
lem to  solve  of  making  a  living  and  at 
the  same  time  of  bringing  the  soil  from 
its  worn  out  condition  to  one  of  fertility. 
I  have  seen  this  done  by  means  of  poul- 
try culture.  A  friend  of  mine  has  more 
than  doubled  the  crop  capacity  of  his 
land  and  almost  entirely  by  this  means. 
While  I  would  not  advise  every  farmer 
to  take  up  poultry  culture  to  the  exclu 
sion  of  other  lines  of  farm  work,  yet  it 


think  they  are  the  ones  making  the 
change  rather  than  you. 

Do  not  begin  too  expensively.  Ke 
member  every  dollar  you  put  into  bus- 
iness is  an  interest-bearing  factor  and 
must  be  accounted  for  out  of  your 
profits.  Expensive  or  fancy  buildings 
are  not  a  necessity,  but  convenience  of 
labor  and  proper  conditions  are.  Make 
your  plant  cost  as  little  as  possible  but 
do  not  sacrifice  convenience  or  proper 
conditions  under  any  circumstances. 
Above  ail  look  after  the  details,  for  no 
department  of  the  farm  needs  such 
close  attention  to  the  many  little  details 
or  will  suffer  so  quickly  for  lack  of  at- 
tention as  this.  Careful  attention  to 
these  littles,  a  love  for  the  work,  and  a 
never  failing  will  to  succeed  under  any 
and  every  condition,  will  bring  you  suc- 
cess. Never  depend  upon  luck,  but  al- 
ways spell  it  with  a  p  and  never  expect 
success  till  you  have  earned  it.

seems  to  me  there  is  a  chance  to  make 
this  a  paying  department  no  nearly 
every  farm.  Good  markets  are  assured 
us  in  the  many  manufacturing  villages 
of  New  England  for  fresh  fruits,  veg 
etables,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  as  we  can 
in  no  way  compete  with  the  western 
farmers  in  the  cereals  and  nj^ny  othei 
farm  products,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
salvation  of  the  New  England  farmer 
lies  in  producing  the  best  and  freshest 
of  such  products  as  our  city  and  village 
people  are,  and  always  will  be,  so  glad 
to  obtain. 

Now,  for  a  few  thoughts  as  to  how 
this  line  of  work  can  be  made  a  practi 
cal  success.    First,  there  are  personal 
traits  of  character  which  underlie  suc- 
cess in  any  business,  and  these  must 
naturally  be  possessed  or  else  acquired 
before  we  can  look  for  the  best  results 
from  a  man's  labor.   He  must  have  ap- 
plication, patience,  persistence  and,  in 
every  sense  of  the  word,  be  a  hustler. 
Be  on  the  alert  for  every  new  idea  in 
your  business,  but  do  not  be  greedy  and 
attempt  to  swallow  more  than  you  can 
digest.   Season  your  scientific  knowl- 
edge with  lots  of  common  sense,  and 
above  all  run  your  business  on  sound 
business  principles.   Be  agenuine  Yan- 
kee, but  do  not  "guess,"  always  know 
your  business.   Keep  strict  accounts 
and  records  and  study  them.   A  good 
system  of  accounts  is  the  surest  guide 
you  can  have  to  success  in  any  business, 
and  you  will  find  farming  to  be  no  ex 
ceptlon,   though    comparatively  few 
farmers  keep  them.   Study  your  mar- 
kets, the  particular  likes  and  dislikes  of 
your  customers.    Learn  to  fill  every 
want  and  just  as  they  wish  it,  and  never 
know  more  than  your  customers.  If 
you  wish  to  make  changes  in  any  way 
do  it  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will

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What  to  do  Each  3Ionth  in  the  Poultry  Yard 
n.nd  How  to  do  it.

Duties  in  the  Poultry  House  for  June- 
Feed— Breeding  Pens— Buildings. 

The  duties  in  the  poultry  yard  for 
June  are  many  and  varied.  We  should 
give  the  growing  chicks  special  care 
from  now  on.  The  heat  of  summer 
changes  conditions  as  to  feed  and  care. 
In  the  first  place  the  chicks  must  have 
access  to  shady  places.  If  you  have 
not  been  thoughtful  enough  and  pru- 
dent enough  to  have  supplied  shade  by 
the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs,  devise 
some  temporary  quarters  wherein  the 
chicks  may  find  shade  during  the  long, 
hot  days  now  upon  us.  It  would  be 
useless  to  herein  attempt  to  go  into  de- 
tail as  to  plans  how  best  to  do  this,  for 
each  breeder  should  do  the  best  accord- 
ing to  his  circumstances  and  condition 
of  his  yards.  But  any  device  that  will 
allow  the  chicks  to  get  out  of  the  south 
and  west  sun  will  answer.  Make  a  firm 
resolution  to  put  out  trees  and  shrub- 
bery in  the  poultry  yards  and  range 
next  spring. 

THE  FEED. 

If  you  have  been  feeding  the  chicks 
wet,  sloppy,  raw  feed,  you  have  been 
making  a  mistake,  and  if  you  continue 
to  so  feed  during  the  warm  weather 
you  will  certainly  loose  a  great  many 
chicks,  and  those  you  do  succeed  in 
raising  will  not  be  right.  Discard  the 
sloppy,  raw  feed  right  now.  I  believe 
that  this  kind  of  feed  is  the  cause  of 
the  death,  during  the  summer  months, 
of  more  chicks  than  is  anything  else  ex- 
cept lice.  The  food  is  allowed  to  sour 
and  at  once  the  chicks  become  affected 
with  bowel  complaint.  Nothing  will  so 
reduce  the  vitality  of  a  chick  as  will 
bowel  trouble,  and  with  the  attendant 
effects  it  soon  greatly  reduces  the  num- 
ber of  chicks.  The  fact  is  that  one  feed 
a  day  of  soft  stuff  is  sullicient.  Not 
only  is  it  sullicient,  but  more  is  abso- 
lutely injurious.  Let  this  be  fed  in  the 
morning.  If  the  feed  consists  of  any 
part  of  corn  meal  let  it  be  moistened 
with  scalding  water.  It  will  then  swell 
before  it  is  consumed  instead  of  after  if 
fed  raw.  As  to  the  other  feeds,  I  have 
found  nothing  so  good  as  millet  seed. 
It  is  rich  in  oil  and  other  desired  proper- 
ties and  is  greatly  relished  by  the  chicks. 
Do  not  feed  it  exclusively  for  a  mixed 
and  varied  feed  is  essential  to  growth. 
Remember  this.  This  season  I  am  feed- 
ing as  follows: 

Morning  Feed :— Mixture  of  corn  meal, 


ground  oats,  barley  and  rye,  moistened 
with  scalding  water  with  a  little  milk 
added. 

Noon: — Millet  seed  one  day:  wheat 
the  next. 

Night: — Cracked  corn  one  day;  a 
mixture  of  wheat  and  millet  the  next. 

Twice  a  week  a  feed  of  whole  barley, 
soaked  in  boiling  water  for  about  twelve 
hours,  is  given. 

An  occasional  feed  of  raw  cut  bone  is 
also  given,  not  more  often  than  twice  a 
week.  Let  this  take  the  place  of  the 
noon  feed. 

Upon  this  bill  of  fare  the  chicks  will 
grow  and  thrive  wonderfully.  Some 
trouble,  you  say.  Yes.  But  I  have 
learned  that  in  this  world  it  pays  when 
we  are  doing  a  thing  to  do  it.  It  is  the 
man  who  makes  the  most  out  of  his  op- 
portunities who  succeeds,  and  the  fellow 
who  is  not  willing  to  do  this  don't  cut 
much  of  a  figure  in  this  busy,  prac- 
tical world,  especially  in  the  poultry 
yard. 

In  the  application  of  the  advice  herein 
given  relative  to  feed,  one  important 
fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  that 
is,  that  the  yarded  chicks  in  town  and 
the  chicks  which  have  the  free  range  of 
the  farm  do  not  respond  alike  to  any 
given  feed.  The  farmer  will  tell  you 
that  it  is  all  nonsense  to  talk  about  raw 
corn  meal  being  injurious  to  chicks. 
He  feeds  it  year  after  year  and  raises 
his  chicks.  The  town  man  feeds  it  and 
his  chicks  die.  Now,  it  ought  not  to  be 
a  ditlicult  task  to  understand  the  situ- 
ation. The  farmer's  chicks  thrive  on 
raw  corn  meal  because  having  free  ac- 
cess to  the  fields  they  secure  bugs  and 
worms — animal  food— and  thus  are 
supplied  with  a  balanced  ration.  The 
town  breeder's  chicks  do  not  secure  the 
required  animal  food,  and  thus  their 
ration  is  not  properly  balanced.  It's  a 
law  of  nature.  That's  all.  To  meet 
the  requirements  the  yarded  chicks 
must  be  fed  green  cut  bone  or  blood 
meal. 

Feed  will  be  of  little  avail  if  lice  are 
allowed  to  take  possession  of  the  brood 
coops,  mother  hen  and  chicks.  Keep 
all  free  from  lice.  As  previously  stated, 
I  do  this  by  using  insect  powder  on 
hens  during  incubation,  and  again  dust 
ing  them  thoroughly  when  taking  off 
the  brood.  Also  liquid  lice  killer  is 
applied  to  the  bottom  of  each  nest  be- 
fore setting  the  hen.  The  brood  and 
hen  come  off  free  from  lice.  During 
the  season  the  bottom  of  each  brood 


coop  is  painted,  but  slightly,  with  liquid 
lice  killer.  In  this  way  we  have  no  lice 
or  mites  to  bother  the  growing  stock. 

THE  BREEDING  PENS. 

We  must  not  overlook  the  breeding 
pens  now.  Where  the  breeder  is  not 
selling  eggs  for  hatching  this  month  the 
breeding  stock  should  be  turned  upon 
the  range,  and  every  male  to  be  kept  as 
a  breeder  next  year  placed  in  an  en- 
closure where  he  will  not  be  allowed  to 
mingle  with  females.  I  have  written 
of  this  before.  Twenty-five  years'  ex- 
perience, not  theory,  has  proven  beyond 
all  question  of  doubt  that  the  breeding 
male  so  treated  will  get  far  stronger 
chicks  and  a  larger  number  than  will  the 
male  allowed  to  mingle  with  hens  the 
year  around.  It's  one  of  the  secrets  of 
large,  healthy  chicks. 

But  in  most  cases  the  breeding  stock 
is  kept  in  the  pens  the  entire  summer. 
It  is  a  trying  place  to  keep  fowls,  as 
generally  kept.  Be  thoughtful  of  their 
comfort  and  see  to  it  that  they  are  sup- 
plied with  plenty  of  fresh  water,  grit 
and  green  stuff.  Do  not  feed  much 
corn. 

THE  BUILDING. 

We  have  special  work  to  attend  to  in 
the  poultry  house  this  month.  It  is 
now  that  if  neglected  the  lice  and  mites 
will  rapidly  increase  and  before  fall  have 
full  possession  of  the  house.  Several 
years  ago  I  adopted  the  plan  of  keeping 
not  "open  "  but  closed  house  during  the 
summer  months.  In  each  pen  I  built 
an  open  shed— open  toward  the  east. 
These  sheds  are  made  of  common  lum- 
ber, without  floor.  They  are  small  and 
contain  no  furniture  other  than  mova- 
ble roosts  and  nests.  They  are  open 
the  year  around.  The  nests  are  on  the 
ground.  They  are  kept  closed  until 
about  the  middle  of  April,  or  until  such 
a  time  as  eggs  if  laid  therein  will  not 
chill  and  thus  be  ruined  for  hatching. 
The  hens  are  supplied  with  straw  in 
these  sheds  very  early  in  the  spring. 
They  become  accustomed  to  the  place 
by  occupying  it  during  the  day  in 
scratching  in  the  straw  in  which  grain 
is  thrown.  When  the  weather  is  right 
the  nest  boxes  are  opened  and  a  china 
egg  placed  in  each.  In  most  cases  the 
hens  will  lay  in  these  nests,  for  a  hen 
likes  to  steal  a  nest  as  well  as  a  darky 
does  a  watermellon.  As  a  result  they 
are  accustomed  to  these  nests  and  have 
practically  abandoned  the  neets  in  the 
house.  About  June  1st  we  close  the 
house.  The  hens  will  require  to  be 
coaxed  to  go  to  roost  in  the  sheds  for  a 
night  or  two,  but  having  used  the  nests 
they  are  not  at  all  checked  in  egg  pro- 
duction. During  the  summer  months 
they  are  thus  roosting  in  quarters  where 
fresh  air  is  abundant  and  where  there 
are  no  harbors  and  breeding  places  for 
lice  and  mites. 

The  house  is  now  given  special  treat-

ment.  It  is  house  cleaning  time  and  we 
do  it  as  thoroughly  as  the  most 
thoughtful  and  careful  housekeeper. 
The  dropping  boards  are  cleaned  and 
the  nest  material  is  removed  and 
burned,  as  is  all  chaff  and  straw  re- 
moved from  the  lloors.  After  this  is 
done,  the  roosts,  dropping  boards,  nests 
and  pen  division  boards  are  all  thor- 
oughly painted  with  liquid  lice  killer. 
The  building  is  then  closed  for  two  or 
three  days.  By  doing  this  we  free  it  of 
all  vermin  and  know  that  we  are  not 
operating  a  lice  hatchery.  The  nests, 
dropping  boards,  etc.,  are  given  appli- 
cation of  liquid  lice  killer  several  times 
during  the  summer.  la  this  way  we 
start  the  winter  with  our  house  abso 
lately  free  of  all  vermin.  A  house  so 
built  as  to  be  very  warm  in  winter — a 
house  with  its  few  openings  and  large 
glass  sashes  to  the  south— is  no  fit  place 
to  keep  fowls  during  the  hot  summer 
months.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  good  win- 
ter house  is  positive  evidence  that  it  is 
not  a  good  summer  house.

Double  Poultry  House. 


The  illustrations  given  are  a  floor 
plan,  south  and  north  elevations  and 
section  of  a  double  poultry  house. 
The  advantage  of  a  double  house,  as 
presented  in  this  issue,  is  the  southern 
exposure  in  the  north  pens  as  well  as  in 
the  south  pens,  while  the  gangway  is  in 
the  center.  It  makes  the  work  much 
easier  for  the  attendant  to  take  care  of 
the  different  compartments.  The  house 
is  planned  to  be  80  feet  long  and  24  feet 
wide,  making  each  room  10x10  feet  and 
the  gangway  4  feet  wide,  and  the  stor- 
age room  17x20  feet.  The  north  and 
south  walls  are  7  feet  6  inches  high,  and 
the  roof  has  a  pitch  of  6  inches  to  the 
center  and  is  covered  with  tar  roofing 
felt.  The  skylight  is  4  feet  high  above 
the  roof  and  has  windows  on  the  south 
side,  allowing  the  sun  to  shine  into  the 
pens  on  the  north  side  of  the  building, 
the  hall  and  dividing  partitions  all 
being  enclosed  with  wire  netting,  three 
feet  above  the  floor.  The  outside  walls 
and  roof  should  be  constructed  of  2x4 


cement  floor  being  much  colder  than  a 
wood  floor  would  in  winter  have  to  be 

covered  with  about  two  inches  of  sand  I  try  house  as  may  be  supposed,  and  no 


closely  fitted  and  so  arranged  that  they 
can  be  opened  for  ventilation  during 
the  day  but  closed  at  night,  except  in 
warm  summer  nights  when  they  may 
be  kept  partly  open.  If  the  house  is 
properly  cleaned  and  aired  during  the 
day  no  ventilation  is  necessary  in  cold 
weather,  as  it  is  very  difticult  to  ventil- 
ate a  poultry  house  without  causing 
draughts  of  air  on  fowls  at  night. 
There  is  not  so  much  foul  air  in  a  poul-

house  is  built  so  tight  but  that  it  will 
admit  some  fresh  air.  The  windows 
should  be  made  movable  and  covered 


The  nests  and  feed  troughs  are  con- 
veniently reached  from  the  hall  by 
little  doors  or  slides,  as  shown  in  the 
section.  The  roosts  are  fastened  to  the 
dropping  floor;  and  the  nests  under  this 
floor  should  be  arranged  so  they  can  be 


on  the  inside  with  wire  netting  to  pre- 
vent the  fowls  from  breaking  the  glass. 
The  storeroom  is  placed  on  the  north 
side  of  the  building  in  order  to  get  the 
majority  of  pens  to  the  south  side  of 
the  building.   The  roof  as  shown  is  not 


studding  with  drop  siding  on  the  out- 
side, the  inside  of  the  studding  being 
(irst  covered  with  tar  paper  and  then 
cvith  matched  boards,  leaving  an  air 
space  between  the  outer  and  inner 
boarding,  thereby  keeping  out  the  heat 
in  summer  and  the  cold  in  winter.  The

removed  so  as  to  facilitate  the  cleaning 
of  every  part.  Perches  should  be  at 
least  two  inches  wide.  Fowls  will 
cling  to  one  edge  of  a  wide  perch  and 
the  width  will  give  opportunity  to  rest 
the  weight  on  the  shanks.  A  very  nar- 
row perch  makes  it  necessary  to  bear 


as  costly  as  a  high  gable  roof  would  be, 
and  if  the  rafters  are  ceiled  underneath, 
forming  an  air  space,  it  will  be  much 
warmer  in  winter  and  cooler  in  the 
summer  than  the  high  roof.  The  ma- 
terial for  a  building  according  to  the 
illustration,  if  constructed  of  materials 


floor  is  constructed  of  planks  resting  on 
4x4  sleepers,  bedded  in  cinders  or  sand. 
A  cement  floor  would  be  much  prefer- 
able on  account  of  keeping  out  rats  and 
other  vermin,  and  the  extra  cost,  which 
is  about  double  that  of  the  wood  floor, 
would  pay  for  itself  in  a  short  time.

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BUILDING  A  POULTRY  HOUSE. 

How  I  Became  Interested  in  Hens 
an<l  With  What  Result!!). 

DR.  D.  D.  POTTER. 

Four  years  ago  my  little  boys,  who  oc- 
casionally rode  out  into  the  country 
with  me,  became  very  much  infatuated 
■with  the  poultry  they  saw  at  the  farm 
bouses,  and  when  they  asked  me  to  get 
them  some  chickens  I  readily  consented, 
«nd  had  a  little  hen  house  built  against 
the  east  side  of  my  barn  with  a  door 
•opening  into  the  barn  so  that  the  hens 
■could  get  out  into  the  barn  for  exercise. 
I  then  procured  a  dozen  scrub  hens  and 
put  into  the  house  and  taught  the  boys 
bow  to  care  for  them. 

This  was  all  very  interesting  to  them, 
but  in  my  watchfulness  to  see  that  the 
little  fellows  did  not  neglect  their 
■charges,  1  unconsciously  became  more 
interested  in  the  hens  than  were  their 


ground  unless  it  be  kept  warm  by  artifi- 
cial means,  either  that  of  stoves  or  pipes 
supplied  for  that  purpose,  or  by  the  an- 
imal beat  emanating  from  the  birds,  so 
I  first  dug  a  hole  in  the  ground,  9x12 
feet  and  18  inches  in  depth;  then  I  laid 
up  a  brick  wall  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  on  which  I  placed  a  2x4  sill  all 
the  way  around.  On  these  sills  I  placed 
2x4  posts  and  on  them  my  plates. 
Now  I  had  my  frame  ready  for  siding, 
so  I  went  to  a  drygoods  store  and  pur- 
chased the  same  grade  of  sheeting  that 
is  usually  used  to  make  sheets  for  our 
beds  and  stretched  this  as  tightly  over 
the  frame  as  I  could,  fastening  it  se- 
curely by  lath  nailed  to  the  sills,  plates 
and  posts.  Then  I  put  on  a  tight  board 
roof,  made  from  thoroughly  seasoned 
lumber,  after  which  I  tar  papered  and 
shingled  the  same.  Next  came  my  win- 
dows, which  I  made  double,  one  acting 
as  a  storm  window  and  preventing  any 
moisture  from  getting  into  the  house, 
either  by  storms  or  frost  which  will  col- 


little  or  much  outside  air.  And  in  pass- 
ing will  say  that  that  little  door  is  al- 
ways open  a  little  in  the  coldest  days 
and  that  my  hen  house  never  smells 
like  a  hen  house  because  of  this  efficient 
ventilation. 

Next  came  the  question  of  roosts, 
which  I  placed  on  a  level  plain  evea 
with  the  surface  of  the  ground  outside, 
that  is,  18  inches  from  my  cement  floor. 
In  my  house  I  have  a  floor  space  of 
9x12  or  108  feet,  which  is  sufficient  room 
for  20  small  hens  or  12  to  15  large  ones, 
even  though  they  have  to  be  shut  in  for 
weeks  at  a  time. 

In  regard  to  the  warmth  of  the  house 
will  say  that  it  is  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired, as  water  in  an  open  dish  will  re- 
main in  the  house  all  day  without  freez- 
ing when  the  temperature  outside  is  be- 
low zero.  Another  advantage  which  I 
have  is  that  my  hens  are  cooler  and 
more  comfortable  in  the  hot  summer 
weather  than  in  any  other  house  that  I 
ever  saw.   I  will  say,  however,  that  my

real  owners.  So  when  fall  came  I  de- 
termined to  build  a  house  for  the  hens 
fleparate  from  the  barn  and  so  keep 
them  out  of  the  barn  altogether.  After 
reaching  this  determination  I  then  be- 
gan to  "  think  "  what  kind  of  a  house 
should  I  build. 

Reasoning  from  the  standpoint  of 
physiology  and  pathology  I  concluded 
that  my  house  must  be  both  warm  and 
sanitary  if  I  expected  to  get  good  re- 
sults with  my  hens.  If  a  hen  is  kept  in 
■cold  quarters  it  takes  all  the  fuel  she 
■can  run  through  her  digestive  apparatus 
to  maintain  an  equalibrium  in  the  ani- 
mal economy,  hence  there  can  be  no 
surplus  for  the  production  of  eggs. 
Knowing  this  beforehand,  and  wishing 
to  have  nice,  fresh  eggs  in  the  winter 
time  when  other  people's  hens  are  eat- 
ing to  keep  warm,  I  started  out  with 
that  object  in  view  and  built  a  hen  1 
house  as  per  the  following  description: 

It  is  not  possible  to  build  a  house  so 
warm  that  it  will  not  freeze  in  a  Neb- 
raska winter  if  it  is  on  the  surface  of  the 


lect  on  a  single  window.  I  then  ce 
mented  the  floor  and  up  the  side  walls, 
lapping  over  onto  the  sills,  thus  effect- 
ually shutting  out  all  moisture  and  all 
draughts  of  air  from  that  source. 

Again  turning  my  attention  to  the 
side  walls,  I  painted  the  sheeting  on 
both  sides  with  a  good,  heavy  paint, 
which  securely  closed  all  the  meshes  in 
the  goods,  making  my  house  absolutely 
impervious  to  wind  and  almost  air 
tight,  except  the  ventilation  I  saw  fit  to 
give  it,  and  for  this  purpose  I  put  a 
ventilator  in  made  out  of  two  8  inch 
and  two  4  inch  boards  nailed  together 
and  long  enough  to  extend  from  the 
floor  up  through  the  gable  roof  at  its 
peak  and  extending  about  four  feet 
higher  than  point  of  roof,  like  a  chim- 
ney on  a  house.  At  the  bottom  of  this 
flue  or  ventilator  I  made  a  little  trap 
door,  which  is  always  raised.  In  my 
entrance  door  on  the  opposite  side  from 
this  flue  I  have  a  little  door,  8x10  inches, 
which  I  can  open  the  least  bit  or  throw 
open  to  its  full  capacity,  thus  admitting 


knowledge  of  hen  houses  is  limited  as 
is  also  my  experience  in  "chicken  cul- 
ture," and  there  may  be  many  varieties 
of  houses  that  are  far  superior  to  mine 
in  many  respects.  I  have  no  doubt  this 
is  true,  but  so  far  mine  has  been  highly 
satisfactory.  However,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  American  Poultry  Jour- 
nal readers  who  have  better  plans  than 
mine  to  kindly  furnish  them  to  us 
through  the  columns  of  the  American 
Poultry  Journal.  Don't  hide  your 
light  under  a  bushel,  but  place  it  where 
it  will  do  the  most  good  to  the  greatest 
number.  I  am  not  satisfied  with  any- 
thing but  the  best,  and  when  I  find 
something  better  than  mine  the  old  one 
will  be  replaced  by  the  new  and  better 
one. 

When  I  commenced  this  article  I  in- 
tended to  give  my  manner  of  feeding 
and  my  experience  with  two  of  the  lead- 
ing varieties  of  hens,  but  fearing  that  I 
may  become  tedious,  I  will  conclude  for 
the  present  and  consider  that  question 
at  another  time.  Seward,  Neb

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THE  COLUMBIAN  WYANDOTTE. 

Description  of  the  Prodnotion  of  a 
New  Variety  by  Rev.  It.  M.  Briggs, 
Who  Introduced  the  White  Wj  an- 
dotte--Its  Origin  and  Value. 

H.  S.  Babcock. 

I  don't  own  a  Wyandotte.  Hence  I 
can  speak  without  prejudice  upon  the 
variety  to  be  considered.  I  am  entitled 
to  be  heard  on  the  question,  for  I  have 
bred  a  good  many  Wyandottes— several 
varieties — have  studied  the  breed  care- 
fully in  the  yards  of  friends  and  have 
passed  upon  their  merits  in  the  shows, 
both  as  reporter  and  judge. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Rev.  B.  M. 
Briggs,  who  became  well  known  as  the 
introducer  of  the  White  Wyandotte  to 
the  public,  produced  a  new  variety, 
which  at  first  was  called,  if  I  recollect 
right,  Brah- Wyandotte.  The  syllable 
Brail  or  Bra  was  in  the  name— so 
much  I  am  sure  of.  But  not  satisfied 
with  this  unattractive  name,  and  the 
birds  being  brought  out  about  the  time 
of  the  Columbian  Exposition,  he  re- 
christened  thefn  Columbian  Wyandottes. 
The  first  name  was  suggested  by  their 
markings,  for  with  the  true  Wyandotte 
shape,  they  had  the  markings  of  the 
Light  Brahma. 

The  markings  and  the  name  at  first 
proposed  led  many  people '  to  believe 
that  they  were  produced  by  crossing  the 
Light  Brahma  and  the  White  Wyan- 
dotte, and  though  Mr.Briggs  strenuously 
asserted  that  they  had  not  a  particle  of 
Light  Brahma  blood  in  them,  I  fear 
very  many  people  were  not  convinced 
of  the  fact. 

As  soon  as  I  had  seen  the  birds  I 
wrote  an  article  to  the  Fanciers'  Jour- 
nal, now  defunct,  in  which  I  asserted 
my  belief  that  the  Columbian  Wyan- 
dotte's plumage  was  produced  by  cross- 
ing the  White  Wyandotte  with  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock.  I  was  led  to 
do  this  because  years  ago,  in  an  attempt 
to  lighten  the  color  of  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  1  had  made  a  cross  of  White  and 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  and  had  pro- 
duced some  chickens  with  fairly 
good  Light  Brahma  markings.  The 
suggestion  which  I  made,  like  the  origi- 
nator's assertion,  failed  to  convince  the 
public.  It  was  still  believed  that  the 
Light  Brahma  was  used. 

But  at  the  Boston  show,  in  conversa- 
tion with  me,  Mr.  Briggs  told  me  plain- 
ly that  my  suggestion  was  correct,  and 
that  the  Columbian  Wyandotte  resulted 
from  the  chance  mating  of  a  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  and  a  White  Wyan- 
dotte. The  chickens  which  came  of  the 
correct  Wyandotte  type  and  the  desired 
Light  Brahma  markings  were  saved, 
bred  from,  and  by  careful  selection  the 
coloring  became  fixed  and  the  birds  bred 
true  to  Wyandotte  type. 

I  do  not  know  how  well  the  Colum- 


bian Wyandotte  has  taken  hold  of  the 
fancy.  I  do  know  that  the  Light 
Brahma  coloring  is  extremely  beautiful, 
and  if  the  Columbian  Wyandotte  has 
not  secured  its  just  share  of  public  fa- 
vor, it  is  because  the  Brahma  holds  its 
monopoly  of  this  particular  type  of 
marking.  It  had,  at  the  outset,  this  to 
contend  with,  on  the  one  hand  the  great 
popularity  of  the  White  Wyandotte,  on 
the  other  the  great  popularity  of  the 
Light  Brahma.  To  make  its  way  un- 
der such  adverse  circumstances  would 
require  great  merit. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  though  I  am 
a  Light  Brahma  breeder,  that  the  Co- 
lumbian Wyandotte,  produced  as  it 
was,  cannot  fail  to  be  a  valuable  prac- 
tical fowl;  and,  because  I  am  a  Light 
Brahma  breeder,  that  with  its  coloring 
it  is  a  very  handsome  fowl.  "  It's  hand- 
some as  the  Brahma  '? " 

No,  not  to  a  Brahma  man,  but  to  a 
Wyandotte  man,  perhaps,  yes. 

The  Columbian  Wyandotte  is  inter- 
esting as  proving  that  there  is  a  con- 
nection between  solid  white,  solid  black, 
transversely  barred,  and  the  peculiar 
markings  which  belong  to  the  Light 
Brahma.  If  we  cross  white  and  black 
we  sometimes  obtain  the  transversely 
barred,  and  if  we  subject  this  to  a 
second  cross  of  white  we  obtain  the 
longitudinally  striped  hackle,  with  the 
black  in  wings  and  tails.  Such  facts  as 
these  are  worth  bearing  in  mind,  for 
they  hint,  at  least,  at  a  law  of  coloring 
and  indicate  the  path  by  which  from 
simple  solid  colors  varied  markings  have 
been  evolved  or  the  reverse.   Bearing  in 


mind  these  facts  we  should  be  able  the 
better,  if  occasion  requires,  to  trans- 
mute one  into  the  other.  My  own  ex- 
periments led  me  to  the  same  facts,  but 
I  did  not  preserve  the  fowls  as  proof  of 
the  facts.

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Incubator  Notes. 

It  is  the  same  story  with  scarce  a  va 
riation — this  story  of  "  chicks  dying  in 
the  shell  just  when  they  are  apparent- 
ly ready  to  come  from  them,  full  grown 
and  in  every  respect  apparently  right, 
except  that  they  are  wedged  into  their 
shells,  prisoners.  It  is  the  moisture 
question  upon  which  so  many  ama- 
teurs are  stranded  in  attempts  at  arti- 
ficial incubation.  This,  with  the  cool- 
ing of  eggs,  forms  two  of  the  problems 
of  artificial  incubation.  Any  one  may 
succeed  in  warming  up  the  machine  to 
the  right  temperature,  gathering,  sort- 
ing and  placing  eggs  in  trays,  filling 
lamps  and  charring  wicks,  turning  eggs 
and  testing  them.  But  when  it  comes 
to  carrying  them  safely  through  the  en- 
tire three  weeks  of  their  necessary  stay 
in  the  machine,  and  getting  therefrom  a 
goodly  per  cent  of  chicks  that  will  be 
strong— well  I  In  this  day  of  almost 
perfect  machines,  there  seems  no  reason 
whatever  why  the  amateur  may  not 
carry  on  this  incubator  work  to  a  nicety, 
just  as  ivell  as  not. 

One  trouble  with  all  who  make  their 
first  attempt  with  artificial  incubation, 
and  a  great  many  also  who  have  been 
unsuccessfully  working  along  this  line, 
is  the  failure  to  understand  what  is 
meant  by,  and  to  make  of  the  drying 
down  process  of  eggs  under  incubation, 
the  study  that  it  requires.  This  state- 
ment may  sound  discouraging,  in  a 
measure.  But  it  should  in  no  wise  dis- 
courage any  one,  for  it  is  simple.  It 
does  not  require  so  great  concentration 
of  thought  as  may  at  first  appear,  and 
there  is  a  fascination  in  it  all. 

Every  incubator  instruction-book 
should  contain  electrotype  cuts  of  an 
egg  in  its  different  stages  of  develop- 
ment. With  such  a  guide  combined 
with  simple  matter  of  fact  explanations, 
the  beginner  should  find  no  serious  ob- 
stacle In  the  way  of  his  or  her  success 
in  the  art  of  hatching. 

After  the  appearance  of  a  certain  talk 
of  mine  concerning  incubation  and  in- 
cubators, many  letters  of  incjuiry  came 
to  me  relative  to  the  drying  down  pro 
cess,  the  moisture  question  and  the  cool 
ing  of  eggs.  Personal  replies  were  not 
possible  all  around,  so  the  object  of  this 
article  is  to  make  reply  to  some  of  these 
points  of  60  general  interest.  The  first 
inquiry  to  reach  me  was  from  Doctor 
Koberts  of  Mississippi.   He  writes: 


"  In  speaking  of  moisture,  you  speak 
of  frequent  testing  of  eggs,  a  few  at  a 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  condition  of  them  from  time  to 
time,  and  you  speak  of  '  the  drying 
down  process,'  saying  that  thereby  you 
are  guided  as  to  necessity  of  applying, 
or  7iot  applying  moisture.  Now,  please 
what  do  you  mean  by  'the  drying  down 
process  V ' 

Explanation:  Eggs  that  are  fresh  (as 
we  all  know)  if  held  before  an  egg- 
tester,  show  no  air  space,  but  instead, 
the  shell  is  full  to  the  brim.  As  eggs 
are  to  serve  two  purposes,  i.  e.  to  be 
used  as  an  article  of  diet,  and  for  the  re- 
production of  the  kind  that  has  pro- 
duced them,  they  are  sur  charged,  we 
might  say,  with  moisture,  in  the  form 
of  albumen. 

Placed  under  a  hen  or  in  an  incubator, 
evaporation,  because  of  heat,  begins  at 
once  to  take  place.  Gradually  the  air 
cell  in  the  larger  end  of  the  shell  grows 
larger  until  at  the  pipping  period  this 
cell  should  fill  from  one-forth  to  one- 
fifth  of  the  shell.  It  is  this  diminishing 
or  evaporation  of  moisture  that  gives 
rise  to  the  daily  enlarging  air  cell  (plain- 
ly seen  by  use  of  the  egg  tester)  that  we 
designate  by  the  term  "  drying  down 
process." 

The  eggs  must  be  dried  down  in  al- 
bumen contents,  to  the  proper  condition, 
if  chicks  are  to  keep  on  developing 
throughout  the  period  of  incubation, 
and  to  have,  at  the  last,  room  above 
their  heads  and  cramped  bodies,  to  exert 
themselves,  (as  they  do)  to  self-libera- 
tion from  the  shell  house,  for  which 
they  have  then,  no  further  use. 

If  insutficient  ventilation  has  been 
given  during  the  weeks  of  egg-warm- 
ing, there  will  have  been  also  an  in- 
EutHcient  evaporation  of  the  natural 
moisture  of  the  egg,  and  chicks  will 
never  be  able  to  liberate  themselves, 
though  they  had  lived  until  the  period 
of  liberation.  They  smother  in  the 
shell.  They  are  virtually  drowned.  It 
is  not  nature's  intention  and  way,  and, 
nature  thwarted,  will  be  avenged— every 
time. 

These  eggs  in  the  incubator  are 
watched  and  mind-notes  are  taken  of 
their  condition  from  day  to  day.  The 
machine  is  usually  started  with  the  ven- 
tilator wide  open.  Should  the  weather 
be  exceeding  hot  and  dry,  and  the  eggs 
thus  be  found  drying  down  too  fast,  the 
ventilator  is  gradually  closed  a  little. 


and  evaporation  thus  arrested  to  more 
nearly  the  necessary  condition.  If  the 
weather  be  damp,  the  machine  is  run 
with  ventilator  wide  open,  allowing  the 
warm,  fresh  air,  to  pass  more  rapidly 
through  the  machine,  carrying  with  it 
more  and  more  of  the  moisture  that  we 
are  anxious  to  dispose  of  that  the  eggs, 
in  proper  time,  conform  to  the  re- 
quired appearance  of  the  eggs,  as  per 
cut,  and  as  in  a  short  time  is  recognized 
by  the  operator  as  nearly  or  just  right 
in  condition,  to  insure  successful 
hatches.  Every  operator  of  an  incu- 
bator should  own  electro  cuts  of  eggs  as 
they  appear  at  their  diiierent  stages. 
Whether  the  majority  of  incubator- 
instruction  books  contain  them,  we  do- 
not  know.  That  some  of  them  do,  we 
do  know.  And  they  are  a  very  great 
help  to  the  beginner,  and  very  nice 
to  have  for  reference  by  those  older  in 
the  work.  In  moments  of  forgettul- 
ness  or  doubt,  it  becomes  very  con- 
venient to  have  such  cuts  to  turn  to  to- 
gether with  the  manufacturer's  notes 
concerning  certain  vital  points. 

CONCERNING  MOISTURE. 

Having  no  knowledge  of  the  meaning 
of  the  drying  down  process,  the  be- 
beginner  feels  that  so  long  as  the  right 
temperature  is  kept  up,  he  has  nothing 
then  to  do  but  to  read  his  instruction 
book,  and  according  to  frequent  direc- 
tions, place  pans  of  steaming  water  in 
the  machine  upon  the  18th  day,  regard- 
less of  conditions.  In  fact  he  under- 
stands nothing  of  conditions,  and  he  is 
very  apt  to  lose  the  greater  part  of  his 
chicks  because  of  this  very  overplus  of 
moisture.  Those  that  are  ready  to  come 
from  the  shell  first,  may  possibly  get 
out.  But,  as  the  steaming  progresses, 
and  the  chicks  that  are  a  little  late, 
swell  larger  and  larger,  they  become 
helplessly  imprisoned,  faint  peeps  of 
wails  of  distress  are  heard  in  the  dis- 
tance for  awhile,  when  all  is  still;  no 
more  chicks  come  out,  and  the  owner  of 
the  machine  condemns  it,  allowing  it 
no  hearing,  as  it  cannot  speak  for  itself. 

Personally,  I  believe  more  hatches  are 
ruined  from  an  excess  of  moisture  than 
from  a  combination  of  all  other  causes. 
Having  tested  our  infertile  eggs,  and 
those  in  which  dead  chicks  are  known 
to  be,  those  left  in  the  machine  in  a 
state  of  perfectness  in  development, 
should,  but  for  some  some  untoward 
cause,  come  into  the  world  when  due, 
without  any  trouble  whatever-  Slip  the 
moisture  pans  back  into  place  in  the 
machine,  and  leave  them  there;  but  do 
not  be  tempted  to  fill  them  or  par- 
tially fill  them  with  water,  un- 
less you  positively  know  that  moist- 
ure must  be  supplied  or  your  hatch  a 
sure  failure.  And  knoio  it,  but  do  not 
merely  guess  at  it.  Being  then  in 
doubt  keep  the  water  out  until  eggs 
are  pipped,  and  until  there  are  signs  of 
their  not  getting  out.   But  you  will  re- 
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ceive  no  such  signs,  we  feel  assured. 
Wait  until  some  of  the  chicks  are  out, 
(and  they  will  get  out  if  you  ha^e  neith- 
er cooked  or  chilled  thtm).  Then  should 
the  strippings  seem  to  be  drying  fast  to 
the  backs  of  the  emerging  chicks,  have 
ready  a  cup  of  water  heated  to  110  de 
grees;  open  the  incubator  door  with  a 
quick  move,  pull  out  the  moisture  pan, 
pour  in  the  water  and  close  the  ma- 
chine "instanter." 

If  your  incubator  is  in  the  cellar,  and 
just  as  dry  a  cellar  as  it  is  possible  for 
a  cellar  to  be  at  that,  we'll  warrant  your 
chicks,  without  a  drop  of  moisture  in 
that  machine  from  first  to  last.  We 
will  take  our  chances  on  bringing  forth 
the  chicks,  so  far  as  personally  con- 
cerned, with  no  drop  of  water  put  into 
the  machine  or  machines.  We  own  .  a 
50  egg  Prairie  State  machine  that  we 
have  hatched  in,  and  it  stood  in  a  fire- 
less  living  room  above  ground,  of  course, 
throughout  the  hatch,  and  give  us  an 
excellent  percentage  of  chicks  from  all 
fertile  eggs.  The  hatch  was  a  small 
one,  for  it  was  conducted  early,  and 
many  of  the  eggs  were,  doubtless, 
chilled.  We  were  not  able  to  keep 
enough  of  them  at  home  to  fill  the  ma- 
chine in  just  a  few  days,  and  while 
waiting  for  more  to  put  with  them  they 
were  two  nights  forgotten  and  not  given 
the  extra  protection  they  needed.  So 
some  were  chilled.  Those  gathered  last, 
and  that  were  never  chilled,  hatched 
chicks.  Several  that  were  known  to 
have  been  too  cold  to  insure,  gave  a 
start,  though  impaired  in  vitality,  but 
died  at  different  stages  of  development. 

Soon  after  the  appearance  of  the 
same  article  referred  to  before,  there 
came  a  letter  from  a  well  known  Ne- 
braska Poultry  Fancier,  but  an  amateur 
in  artificial  incubation.  He  gave  a  de- 
scription of  the  situation  of  his  incu- 
bator, asked  a  number  of  questions,  and 
wondered  if  I  might  not  be  able  to  tell 
him  why  his  eggs  did  not  hatch.  1  shall 
quote  from  his  letter,  for  by  doing  so 
many  others  will  be  helped  and  will  not 
"go  and  do  likewise."  His  incubator 
is  a  good  one,  practically  self  regulat- 
ing, and,  once  regulated,  he  had  no  af- 


ter trouble  with  temperature.  Those 
who  understand  artificial  incubation  to 
any  extent  will  discover  his  trouble,  we 
think,  as  we  proceed  with  his  descrip- 
tion of  incubator  surroundings.   I  do 
not  think  it  even  barely  possible  that  I 
am  mistaken  in  my  surmises.  He  writes : 
"  My  incubator  is  in  a  cave  that  is  30 
feet  long,  15  feet  wide,  and  nearly  seven 
feet  deep.  It  is  roofed  with  bridge  planks 
two  inches  thick,  with  about  two  feet 
of  soil  on  this.   Two  large  skylights 
and  a  slanting  door,  facing  south,  admit 
light  and  air.   This  cave  was  built  late 
last  season,  in  time  to  catch  the  heavy 
fall  rains,  so  that  with  the  wet  fall  and 
heavy  rains  this  season  the  soil  of  side 
walls  is  very  damp  and  becomes  like 
clay  in  the  hands.   The  lloor  appears  to 
be  d  ry.   I  have  tested  infertile  eggs  out, 
but  the  balance  do  not  hatch  to  the  ex- 
tent of  more  than  three,  perhaps,  out  of 
every  25.   It  is  not  the  incubator  that  is 
to  blame,  though  several  attempts  with 
machine  have  given  like  results.  To 
prove  it  not  the  fault  of  machine,  I  set 
hens  at  same  time,  in  same  cave,  and  re- 
sults were  the  same  with  about  same 
average  of  eggs  hatched.   That  some 
cause  exists,  I  am  satisfied,  but  what  it 
is  I  do  not  know."   He  then  wishes  to 
know  if  I  can  throw  any  light  on  the 
subject.   And  I  think  I  can.   It's  the 
same   old  story  so  often  retold— too 
much  moisture.   The  wet  walls  of  that 
cave  is  the  solution  to  the  entire  prob 
lem.   The  fall  of  189G  was  a  very  wet 
one,  and  the  spring  of  18'J7  was  also 
very  wet.    The  hatches  in  question 
were  spring  attempts.   In  dry  or  sun 
shining  weather,  there  is  a  constant 
evaporation  going  on  in  the  cave;  the 
air  is  filled  with  moisture,  and  from  the 
generdl  condition  of  things,  it  must 
necessarily  be  a  dense  moisture  that  is 
constantly  about  that  machine.  Not 
understanding  the  drying-down  process, 
the  operator  of  the  machine  has  failed 
to  note  that  those  eggs  were  not  drying 
down  as  they  should  be  doing,  and  all 
through  the  period  of  incubation  they 
have  been  gathering  moisture,  instead 
of  dispensing  with  nature's  supply  in 
the  eggs.   Chicks  may  go  on  growing. 


but  at  the  last  find  it  impossible  to  lib 
erate  themselves,  audit  is  but  the  very 
strongest  that  have  survived  until  the 
pipping  period.   We  wonder  that  any 
came  out  of  the  shell  at  all. 

Now,  what  say  you,  poultry  people  ? 
Am  I  correct  in  my  theory  'f  For  to  me 
it  is  no  tneory,  but  "  stubborn  facts," 
around  which  there  is  no  getting  away. 
You  note  he  speaks  of  setting  hens  in 
the  cave  also,  and  secures  no  hatches. 
P.  H.  Jacobs  told  us  long  ago  that  there 
was  altogether  too  much  of  the  damp 
ground  theory  for  setting  hen's  nests, 
and  that  it  had  gained  ground  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  loss  of  millions  of  chicks  an- 
nually. For  some  seasons  our  poultry 
journals  were  just  full  of  it.  Men  and 
women  were  making  shallow  excava- 
tions, pouring  in  pails  of  water,  then 
placing  over  this  a  little  litter,  set  their 
hens  in  these  damp  places,  and  then 
writing  about  it.  We  never  believed  in 
it  and  never  practiced  it.  We  reasoned 
that  biddie  in  the  hay  loft  invariably 
brought  off  a  good  hatch  of  chicks,  and 
we  just  concluded  to  "  let  well  enough 
alone."  We  made  money  by  it,  and 
saved  time  and  labor  also.  Less  moist- 
ure and  better  hatc'nes,  we  say. 

I  ran  across  a  queer  answer  to  a 
query,  a  few  days  ago.  The  question 
was:  "Why  do  my  incubator  eggs,  a 
day  or  two  before  hatching,  fail  to 
hatch.  The  chicks  seem  to  fill  the  shell 
up  full,  then  do  not  liberate  themselves, 
and  they  die.  Is  the  fault  in  my  feed- 
ing of  the  breeding  stock,  or  in  the 
management  of  the  machine?" 

The  editor  of  the  journal  wherein  this 
query  is  found  makes  reply.  He  claims 
that  moisture  was  not  properly  supplied, 
and  that  the  filling  up  of  the  shell  by 
the  chick  is  an  indication  that  the  air 
cell  was  not  sufliciently  large,  and  that 
this  condition  of  things  is  an  indication 
of  lark  of  moisture.

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CORNISH  INDIAN  GAMES. 

The  Origin  of  this  Variety --Claims  for 
Its  Poi»ularitj--A  Deseription  of 
the  Type  and  Characteristics--  De- 
fects to  be  Avoided.

"  Every  one  to  his  taste "  is  a  com- 
moa  remark  which  tradition  credits  as 
originating  with  the  old  womon  who 
kissed  the  cow.  Whether  or  not  she  thus 
sololiquized  will  perhaps  never  be 
known,  but  I  am  going  to  apply  it.  In 
poultry  culture  it  is  fortunate  to  the 
same  extent  that  all  breeders  and 
fanciers  are  not  of  the  same  individual 
tastes,  for  in  such  case  perhaps  the 
Cornish  Indian  Game  would  be  the 
most  universally  bred  and  admired. 
For  public  fancy  to  focus  on  one  variety 
to  the  exclusion  and  possible  extinction 
of  the  others  would  be  a  great  misfor- 
tune to  the  industry.  Fortunately  our 
tastes  are  so  varied  that  each  kind  has 
its  admirers  and  we  have  no  apology  to 
offer  in  our  choice  of  this  one.  Hand- 
some, with  aristocratic  bearing.of  power- 
ful build,  early  to  mature,  remarkably 
sure  of  fertility,  docile  and  intelligent 
the  Cornish  Indian  Game  has  no 
counterpart,  no  peers  in  its  class.  Rich 
in  blood  from  the  Orient,  yet  a  leader  in 
table  qualities,  this  fowl  combines  ex- 
treme beauty  and  elegance  with  actual 
intrinsic  values;  is  admired  by  the 
country  gentleman  and  sought  by  the 
poultryman. 

The  Cornish  Indian,  like  the  Ameri 
can  Plymouth  Rock,  is  a  "made" 
variety,  far  more  practical  and  popular 
than  the  varieties  from  which  it  sprung, 
but  to  which  it  owes  in  a  measure  its 
great  value.  As  to  its  origin  I  can  best 
serve  my  readers  by  quoting  from  our 
friend  F.  II.  Graves  of  Viroqua,  Wis. 
To  those  admirers  of  Oriental  Game 
varieties  who  read  leading  poultry 
publications  the  writings  of  Mr.  Graves 
have  long  given  much  interesting  and 
reliable  information.  The  sub-joined 
article  was  written  by  him  for  the 
December,  '96,  Poultry  Herald. 

"Twenty-five  years"  ago  what  was 
called  ' "  Indian  Game  "  in  England,  was 
perhaps  nothing  more  or  less  than 
the  Aseel,  or  fighting  Indian  breed.  In 
about  1870,  Mr.  Joseph  Hinton,  of 
Warminister,  England,  writing  in 
'"Lewis  Wright's  Book  of  Poultry,'" 
says:  '"Last  year  I  saw  some  birds 
brought  from  India  by  a  friend.  These 
birds  he  called  Game,  but  in  many 
respects  they  more  resembled  Malays. 
The  shoulders  were  prominent  and  of 
extraordinary  breadth  for  size  of  the 
bird;  the  weight  probably  under  six 
pounds,  but  the  size  and  hardness  of 
thighs  something  marvelous.  The  thick- 
ness of  neck  was  aleo  another  marked 
point;  the  hackle  scant,  and  the  tail 


drooping.  The  general  carriage  was 
very  Malay.  No  strain  could  stand 
against  them  in  fighting  in  India,  and 
he  had  been  offered  fabulous  Eum3  for 
them.*  *  *  X  cannot  but  think  this 
strain  is  a  mixture  of  English  Game 
and  Malay." ' 

"  I  quote  the  above  as  throwing  s  )me 
light  upon  the  probable  origin  of  the 
Cornish  Indian  fowl  of  to  day.  Mr. 
Hinton  was  mistaken,  as  has  been 
proven,  regarding  the ' "  Indian  Games  " ' 
referred  to  by  him,  which  were  doubt- 
less fair  samples  of  the  average  so 
called  Indian  Games  then  in  England. 
They  were  not  a  cross  of  English  Game 
and  Malay,  but  the  true  Aseel,  the 
oldest  known  breed  in  India.  The 
very  fact  of  their  being  Game  fowls, 
showed  they  were  not  part  Malay;  while 
the  peculiar  Oriental  type  of  the  true 
Aseel  is  more  pronounced  than  any 
Malay.  These  birds  were  small  but 
very  broad  and  firm  fieshed.  According 
to  the  best  English  Game  writers,  it  is 
claimed  that  in  the  Cornwall  and 
Devonshire  districts  in  England,  these 
birds  were  gradually  crossed  with  Malay 
and  British  Game,  from  which  was 
evolved  the  modern  Cornish  table  fowl 
and  show  bird  of  the  Standard.  The 
peculiar  and  beautiful  lacing  of  the 
Cornish  Indian  hen  is  due,  it  has  been 
alleged— and  I  believe  without  con- 


tradiction— to  selection,  the  lacings  first 
appearing  on  a  specimen  owned  by  John 
Frayne,  father  of  James  Frayne,  prob- 
ably the  gieatest  exporter  of  Cornish 
Indians  from  England.  From  this 
certain  exquisitely  laced  hen  sprang  the 
foundation  of  the  present  variety.  In 
India  there  is  no  breed  of  laced  fowls  to 
correspond  with  the  variety  of  which  I 
am  writing;  hence  its  origin  must  be 
credited  to  the  skill  of  English  breeders 
alone.  The  Cornish  Indian  is  then  a 
made  variety,  and,  so  well  and  thorough- 
ly was  it  compounded  that  within  the 
short  space  of  less  than  ten  years,  these 
noble  fowls  have  so  taken  root  in 
America  that  they  are  spread  from 
Maine  to  California,  and  from  the  Gulf 
to  the  British  possessions  on  our  north. 
No  fowl  has  ever  covered  so  much 
territory  so  soon  after  its  invasion  into 
a  country  and  no  breed  was  ever  a  more 
permanently  fixed  institution.  The 
Cornish  Indian  is  with  us  to  stay. 
Although  a  fair  layer  it  is  essentially  a 
table  fowl,  and  as  such  has  few  equals 
and  no  peers.  In  England,  where 
dressed  classes  are  features  of  the 
great  "Palace,"  Birmingham  and  other 
leading  shows,  no  fowl  pretends  to 
take  prizes  away  from  the  Indians.  It 
simply  can't  be  done.  The  old  English 
Dorking,  one  of  the  very  finest  of  table 
fowls,  and   the  great  French  table 
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fowls,  the  La  Fleche  and  Crevecoeurs, 
are  usually  obliged  to  "  accept  a  rear 
seat"  when  competing  with  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

"The  qualities  for  which  the  Cornish 
Indian  is  particularly  noted  as  a  table 
variety,  are,  beautiful  color  of  skin, 
extreme  plumpness,  comparative 
absence  of  internal  fat  as  compared 
with  other  kinds  (not  Game)  and  the 
juiciness  and  excellent  flavor  of  the 
flesh  when  on  the  dish.  While  the  Cor- 
nish is  not  an  extremely  large  fowl,  it 
is  much  above  the  average  of  breeds  in 
this  respect,  ranging,  for  cocks,  from 
eight  to  perhaps  thirteen  pounds,  and 
from  six  to  ten  or  more  for  hens.  The 
show  Standard  places  the  cock  at  nine 
and  the  hen  at  six  and  one  half.  These 
latter  are  perhaps  average  weights,  but 
it  may  here  be  said  that  the  Cornish 
Indian  Game  less  frequently  goes  under 
Standard  weights  than  many  if  not  all 
of  the  Asiatics  and  other  alleged  large 
table  breeds. 

"  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  here  repro- 
duce the  Standard  description,  but  I  will 
say,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are 
not  familiar  with  the  Cornish  Indian, 
that  the  general  style  is  Oriental,  per- 
haps about  midway  in  type  between  the 
Malay  and  the  Aseel,  i.  e.,  shorter  and 
less  angular  thsn  the  true  Malay,  but 
larger,  taller  and  coarser  than  the  Aseel; 
having  the  size  of  the  former  and  in 
many  instances,  nearly  the  solidity  of 
flesh  of  the  latter.  The  hen  is  bay, 
beautifully  laced  with  narrow  irrides- 
cent  black  margins  to  each  feather,  with 
an  inner  lacing  following  the  contour 
of  the  outer  or  marginal  lacing.  The 
cock  is  practically  greenish  black  with 
brown  shafts  in  hackles  and  dark  red 
on  saddle.  The  wing  bows  have  also  a 
little  crimson  red  and  the  primaries  and 
secondary  wing  feathers  have  also  some 
bay,  but,  as  stated,  the  bird  is  practical 
ly  black  with  a  metali3  lustre,  that  is 
very  striking. ' 

In  breeding,  type  should  be  upper- 
most in  the  breeder's  mind,  and,  briefly 
stated  should  consist  of;  head— skull 
broad,  good  breadth  from  cheek  to 
cheek;  eyes  pearl,  the  pupil  small  but 
keen;  neck,  moderately  short,  strong, 
well  set,  with  plenty  of  bone  and  slightly 
arched;  massive,  broad,  short  back,  and 
heavy  powerful  shoulders;  breast  full 
prominent  and  meaty;  tail  of  medium 
length  and  carried  as  low  as  possible. 
Wide,  evenly  set,  meaty  but  closely 
feathered  thighs,  placed  well  forward  at 
their  junctures  with  the  body;  moderate- 
ly short,  heavy  boned,  yellow  shanks; 
carriage  very  erect  and  stylish,  the 
entire  plumage  of  closely  lilting,  narrow, 
lustrous  feathers  the  quills  sound  firm 
and  elastic.  Such  a  bird  with  proper 
color  markings  the  sheen  to  be  of  a  rich 
greenish  (not  purple i  tint  is  the  true 
Cornish  Indian  Game—"  a  thing  of 
beauty  and  a  joy  forever." 


Among  the  serious  defects  to  be 
avoided  are  combs  other  than  tripple 
pea,  or,  those  toppling  to  one  side,  too 
large  and  coarse;  narrow,  lean  heads; 
white  in  earlobee,  in  undercolor  or 
flight  feathers;  soft  feathers;  high  tails; 
stilty  legs  or  crooked  hocks,  and  last 
but  not  least  any  approach  toward 
horizontal  carriage.  With  all  its  meat 
the  Cornish  Indian  should  be  gracefully 
and  beautifully  rounded, showing  power 
without  awkwardness  or  coarseness.

Li2:ht  Brahmas. 

An  old  subject  that  has  been  dis- 
cussed in  poultry   journals  without 
satisfactory  solution;    questions  that 
have  been  asked  and  never  answered 
with  a  solution  of  the  dillicultiee,  seem 
to  be  solved  in  a  simple  but  effective 
way  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Silberstein  of  the 
Hartnest  Poultry  Farm,  Framingham, 
Mass.

best  layers,  mate  intelligently,  and  per- 
petuate a  strain  of  layers  of  great  egg 
producing  qualities.   All  his  sales  are 
accompanied  by  a  pedigreed  certificate 
made  on  blanks  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose giving  the  history  of  several  gen- 
erations of  fowls.   The  nest  box  where- 
by he  obtains  this  result  he  has  had 
patented  and  the  plans  for  building  he 
has  now  placed  on  the  market.  Its 
greatest  recommendation  is  its  sim- 
plicity.

"It  did  not  surprise  us  to  learn  that 
Mr.  Siltersteic  tried  many  devices  be- 
fore he  succeeded  in  getting  a  nest  box 
which  would  work  right,  and  yet  when 
one  sees  the  box  in  operation  it  is  sur 
prisingly  simple.  The  idea,  of  couree, 
is  to  have  the  entrance  to  the  nest  closed 
behind  the  bird,  and  she  leave  the  nest 
from  the  opposite  end  and  go  into 
another  apartment,  from  which  she  is 
lifted,  the  number  on  her  leg  band 
noted,  the  date  and  leg  band  number 
being  marked  on  the  egg  which  is  taken 
from  the  nest.  These  numbers  and 
dates  being  recorded  in  a  book  with 
columns  ruled  for  the  purpose,  one  has 
an  infallible  record  of  each  bird's  egg 
product  for  a  month  or  a  year,  or  for  so 
long  as  she  lives,  for  that  matter.  Of 
course  it  means  time  and  pains  taking, 
but  the  magnificent  result  fully  justiQes 
that,  and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  say- 
ing that  the  Eureka  Nest  Box  will 
double  our  egg  production  if  we  follow 
out  the  plan  and  directions.  It  is  no 
longer  an  experiment;  it  is  an  assured 
fact,  as  Mr.  Silberstein's  books  for 
several  years  past  will  assure  anyone 
who  looks  them  over — as  anyone  inter- 
ested in  the  nest  box  will  be  welcome 
to  do. 

"Mr.  Silberstein's  first  love  was  L'ght 
Brahmas,  and  while  he  is  also  breeding 
White  Leghorns  and  White  Wyandottes, 
it  is  with  the  Light  Brahmas  that  he 
has  made  his  experiments  and  achieved 
his  reputation. 

"  It  will  surprise  not  a  few  that  the 
Light  Brahmas  may  be  very  great 
layers,  Mr.  Silberstein's  breeding  birds 
having  a  record  of  150  to  195  (or  196) 
eggs  apiece  in  a  year  — certainly  great 
laying  for  Light  Brahmas.  Several  of  his 
last  year's  pullets  have  a  record  of  29, 
(two  or  three  a  record  of  30)  eggs  each  m 
March  laet,  which  is  almost  100  per 
cent  laying.  Not  only  do  they  lay  a 
great  number  of  eggs,  but  they  lay  good 
sized  eggs,  as  Mr.  Silberstein  keeps  a 
record  of  the  weight  of  many  of  the 
egg— his  standard  being  two  ounces  (or 
9(50  grains)  per  egg,  some  of  them  run- 
ning considerably  above  that.  For  in- 
stance, here  is  the  record  of  pullet  with 
leg  band  No.  22.  She  was  hatched  May 
17th,  1897,  and  weighed  nine  pounds 
when  she  was  put  in  the  laying  pen  in 
November,  she  began  laying  December 
3d;  she  laid  in  December  10  eggs,  in 
January  10,  February  18,  March  25,  and 
her  eggs  run  from  1000  to  1090  grains 
each,  with  an  average  of  1050  grains,  or 
almost  2' I  ounces.  Here  isr  another 
record,  ot  pullet  No.  47,  whose  dam  No. 
24,  laid  195  eggs  in  the  year  preceding. 
In  October  '9i),  the  dam  laid  5  eggs,  in 
November  22,  December  23,  January  25, 
February  24,  March  27,  April  10,  May  3, 


June  24,  July  20,  August  9,  September 
3— a  total  of  195  eggs  in  a  year.  She  was 
set  in  April,  after  having  laid  the  ten 
eggs,  and  that  month  and  in  May  was 
brooding  eggs  and  mothering  a  family 
of  chickens,  but  laid  three  eggs  before 
she  had  weaned  them;  and  laid  three 
eggs  in  September,  in  spite  of  being 
in  full  moult.  The  pullet,  No.  47, 
daughter  of  this  great  laying  dam,  was 
not  hatched  until  July  7th,  and  began 
laying  January  10,  when  three  days  over 
six  months  old.  In  January  she  laid  13 
eggs,  in  February  21,  in  March  25— 
weighed  seven  pounds  in  laying  condi- 
tion, and  was  scored  ninety  points, 
being  cut  two  points  for  weight.  Here 
is  the  record  of  pullet  No.  40,  hatched 
May  17,  began  laying  November  19, 
when  two  days  more  than  six  months 
old.  In  the  remaining  eleven  days  of 
November,  she  laid  6  eggs,  in  December 
14,  (almost  50  per  cent),  in  January  22, 
in  February  22,  in  March  30,  and  up  to 
April  12,  inclusive,  had  laid  10;  the  only 
two  days  of  the  month  in  which  she  did 
not  lay  were  the  5th  and  the  12th.  Her 
dam  had  a  record  of  177  eggs  within  a 
year  of  laying  maturity.  Here  is  another 
pullet  that  laid  30  eggs  in  the  month  of 
March  No.  IB,  hatched  July  10,  began 
laying  January  14,  four  days  over  six 
months  old.  In  January  laid  12  eggs, 
February  19,  March  30.  Here  is  No.  95, 
a  full  sister  to  No.  40,  was  hatched 
April  30,  began  laying  November  5,  six 
days  over  six  months  old;  laid  12  eggs 
in  November,  in  December  17,  in  Jan- 
uary 20,  in  February  19,  March  29.  The 
dam  of  those  two  birds.  No.  95  and  40, 
had  a  record  of  177  eggs,  and  those  two 
pullets,  also  others  of  their  sistets,  bid 
fair  to  improve  upon  the  mother's 
record.  As  it  is  the  November,  Decern 
ber  and  January  eggs  that  pay  the 
creamy  profit  it  is  worth  while  noting

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the  egg  yield  of  the  dam  of  pullet  No. 
47.  She  laid  22  eggs  in  November  23, 
in  December  and  25  in  January— 70  eggs 
in  92  days,  and  that  in  winter! 

"  It  is  sometimes  said  that  eggs  from 
great  layers  hatch  less  well  then  eggs 
from  birds  that  lay  less  frequently.  Of 
16  eggs  from  pullet  No.  40  which  were 
set  March  30th,  all  were  fertile,  and  14  of 
the  16  were  in  full  growth  when  tested, 
two  of  them  having  dead  germs.  As 
evidence  that  it  is  not  always  the  best 
layers  that  we  get  chicks  from,  Mr. 
Silberetein  points  to  the  record  of  leg 
band  No.  37,  which  was  a  first  rate 
layer,  but  not  one  of  her  eggs 
fertile,  and  Mr.  Silberstein  has  found 
that  some  of  his  best  layers  in  December 
and  January  are  laying  very  indifferent- 
ly in  March  and  April,  hence  if  he  set 
a.U  the  eggs  from  a  pen  he  would  be 
likely  to  be  setting  eggs  that  were  not 
from  good  layers,  since  the  bulk  of  the 
eggs  received  in  the  hatching  time 
would  be  from  birds  that  have  laid  less 
well  earlier  in  the  season.  Keeping  the 
pedigree  and  egg  record  of  each  in- 


dividual bird,  or  of  so  many  of  them  as 
he  wants  to  breed  from,  enables  him  to 
tell  at  once  what  the  standard  of  each 
bird  is;  and  he  knows  the  fertility  and 
hatchability  of  every  egg  he  sends  to  a 
customer.  He  has  a  pedigree  sheet^ 
printed  in  blank,  on  which  he  sends  the 
pedigree  and  record  of  every  egg  he 
sends  to  his  customers,  of  both  sire  and 
dam,  so  that  if  the  customer  does  not 
get  good  results  from  his  birds  he  will 
know  that  it  is  his  fault,  and  not  the 
fault  of  the  stock.  Mr.  Silberstein  had 
a  letter  shortly  before  our  visit  from  a 
customer  who  had  a  sitting  of  eggs  last 
year,  but  could  not  make  the  pullets  lay 
very  well.  Mr.  Silberstein,  by  turning 
to  his  records,  showed  convincingly  that 
the  eggs  were  from  good  laying  stock, 
and  that  the  sisters  of  those  same  birds 
were  laying  splendidly,  one  of  them  be- 
ing one  of  those  records  we  have  quoted 
of  29  eggs  in  March.  Mr.  Silberstein 
sent  the  man  his  food  formula  as  a 
guide  to  better  results,  and  the  man 
ought  to  be  able  to  see  that  it  is  his 
fault,  and  not  the  fault  of  the  pedigreed 


Light  Brahmas  that  he  is  not  getting 
egge. 

"The  Eureka  Nest  Box  is  a  great 
thing;  no  one  who  examines  it  cirefuUy 
and  studies  these  records  can  doubt 
that.  By  the  aid  of  the  box,  reinforced 
by  the  record  every  bird's  standard  is 
positively  known,  and  there  is  no  ex- 
cuse whatever  for  breeding  from  a  poor 
layer.  Mr.  Silberstein  showed  us  the 
record  of  one  remarkably  fine  Light 
Brahma  pullet,— not  of  his  raising,  it 
having  been  presented  to  him  by  an  ad- 
miring friend.  It  is  one  of  the  finest 
pullets  ever  put  into  the  show  room,, 
and  has  a  score  not  easy  to  reach,  and 
yet  up  to  the  time  of  our  visit  it  had  laid 
but  two  eggs.  The  nest  box  is  merciless, 
and  reveals  the  weaknesses  of  high  scor- 
ing pullets  as  well  as  the  strong  points 
of  great  laying  ones.  Some  breeders 
might  brag  tremendously  about  the 
breeding  pen  in  which  was  such  a  high, 
scoring  pullet  as  that,  and  yet  she  had 
laid  but  two  eggs,  while  others,  bred 
from  pedigreed  eggs  producers,  had  laid 
28,  29,  (two  or  three  of  them  as  high  as

The  June  Brood. 

The  June  brood  is  not  very  desirable 
because  it  will  have  the  hottest  weather 
of  the  summer  to  endure  before  it  is 
feathered  and  weaned.  Brooders  and 
boxes  are  not  suitable  for  June-hatched 
chickens.  They  cannot  stand  close 
quarters  and  thrive.  An  open,  airy 
coop  in  a  shady  spot  where  the  chickens 
can  have  a  free  range  is  best  suited  to 
the  summer  chickens.  Stable  yard  and 
field  range  when  possible  is  desirable 
for  them. 

The  breeds  that  feather  fast,  like 
Games  and  Leghorns,  must  be  gotten 
on  the  ground  at  the  start  and  given 
close  attention  and  good  feed  for  the 
first  few  days  so  as  to  start  t-hem  right, 
and  then  if  they  have  free  range  they 
will  generally  come  out  all  right. 

In  the  South  where  the  sorehead  pre- 
vails in  the  autumn,  the  late  summer 
brood  is  sometimes  desirable  because 
the  chickens  have  put  out  but  little 
comb  and  wattles  for  the  disease  to 
fasten  on,  so  they  frequently  escape  it. 

In  cooping  the  small  brood  in  June  it 
is  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  sudden  and 
heavy  showers  of  the  month,  and  place 
the  coop  where  it  cannot  be  flooded  and 
the  chickens  drowned.  We  remember 
a  choice  brood  of  Partridge  Cochin 
chicks  that  we  took  from  the  nest  on 
the  2d  of  June,  1885,  and  cooped  in  a 
nice  cool  place  near  our  little  garden  in 
the  lower  part  of  our  yard  in  town. 
There  was  no  bottom  to  the  coop.  That 
night  there  came  one  of  those  sudden, 
flooding  rains  of  June,  and  the  next 
morning  we  found  our  hen  wet  to  the 
breast  and  wings  and  every  chicken 
drowned.  It  taught  us  a  lesson  and, 
although  we  lost  forty  young  chickens 
in  a  flood  attending  a  water  spout  sev- 
eral years  since,  we  have  managed  so  as 
to  lose  no  more  by  the  sudden  and 
heavy  summer  showers. 

Something-  Curious. 

Mr.  M.  H.  McComb,  of  Milledgeville, 
Ga..  writes  us  as  follows: 

"  I  have  a  pair  of  pretty  fowls  in  the 
way  of  a  cross  between  a  guinea  and 
turkey.  They  are  an  oddity,  indeed. 
Perfectly  white,  excepting  a  black  spot 
or  so  on  body  and  three  or  four  black 
feathers  in  wings.   They  make  a  noise 


like  a  Guinea,  but  not  so  loud.  They 
are  a  beautiful  shaped  fowl,  built  on 
the  order  of  a  turkey,  but  not  near  so 
large.  If  I  can  get  them  to  laying  I  be- 
lieve there  is  money  in  them." 

While  it  is  possible  the  female  might 
lay,  friend  McComb,  we  do  not  think 
that  her  eggs  would  hatch,  because  such 
freaks  of  nature  are  generally  sterile 
and  non  productive,  just  the  same  as  a 
mule.  In  fact,  we  believe  the  word 
"mule"  describes  their  condition — 
crossed  out,  barren — not  in  accord  with 
natural  laws  and  natural  conditions. 

^Chickens  in  the  Garden. 
Coop  the  younger  chickens  close  to 
the  garden  fence.  Either  keep  the 
mother  confined  in  the  coop  or  give  her 
a  small  run  on  the  outside,  and  let  the 
chickens  while  they  are  small  run  in  the 
garden  at  this  season.  They  will  do  no 
harm.  The  vegetables  in  the  South,  at 
least,  are  up  by  this  time,  so  there  is  no 
danger  of  the  seeds  being  scratched  up, 
and  as  we  go  of  a  morning  and  evening 
and  hoe  the  garden  truck  the  chicks 
will  follow  after  and  gather  the  worms 
and  slugs  that  the  hoe  brings  to  the  sur- 
face. 

For  a  climber  on  the  cross  fences,  to 
make  shade,  we  utilize  the  "  Kentucky 
wonder"  bean.  It  is  a  rapid  grower, 
and  one  that  grows  large  leaves,  long 
pods  of  beans  and  a  heap  of  them  to  the 
vine. 

Field  corn,  castor  beans  and  sun- 
flowers also  grow  fast  and  make  lots  of 
shade.  We  tried  some  new  fangled  corn 
once,  but  it  grew  only  about  four  feet 
high;  made  a  few  nubbins  and  dried  up 
the  first  dry  spell,  while  the  ordinary 
field  corn  kept  a  growing  and  made  fine 
roasting  ears,  late  in  the  summer. 

Tomatoes  and  large  chickens,  how- 
ever, don't  harmonize  and  thrive  in  the 
same  locality  unless  there  is  a  15-foot 
fence  between  them. 

Our  tomatoes,  last  season,  did  finely 
until  our  young  chickens  got  large 
enough  tolly  over  a  five  foot  fence,  and 
then  the  tomatoes  disappeared  as  fast 
as  they  showed  the  least  indications  of 
ripening. 

So,  this  year,  our  aim  is  simply  to 
make  shade  for  the  chickens  and  to 
grow  such  vegetables  as  the  half'grown 
stock  will  not  injure.   Corn,  beans  and 


potatoes  may  be  grown  regardless  of 
the  chickens — old  or  young.  But,  as 
we  said  at  first,  the  little  chicks  will  do 
no  harm  running  in  the  garden,  regard- 
less of  its  character. 

A  Good  Summer  Ration. 

As  a  warm  weather  ration,  we  find 
the  following  mixture  a  most  excellent 
one  for  the  fowls  and  younger  chickens: 
One  part  wheat  bran,  one  part  cracked 
corn,  one  part  oats  and  one  part  finely 
cut  clover  hay.  Dampen,  but  do  not 
wet  it  enough  to  make  it  sloppy,  and 
let  it  stand  a  few  minutes  before  feed- 
ing. The  oats  and  cut  hay  soften  very 
soon  when  dampened,  and  for  fowls 
that  have  no  grass  run,  the  latter  part  of 
the  mixture  is  a  good  substitute — 
furnishing  the  roughness  that  the 
chickens  require.

Deak  Sir: — We  will  soon  have  a 
meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Poultry, 
Pigeon  and  Pet  Stock  Association  at 
my  home,  when  dates  will  be  fixed  for 
a  fall  show  either  in  December  '98,  or 
during  Mardi  Gras,  1899,  week.  Pres- 
ent indications  are  that  F.  E.  Hege  will 
judge  the  show.  Now  that  Louisiana 
has  made  a  start  let  the  breeders  of  this 
noble  State  make  a  stand  and  make  a 
poultry  and  dog  show  in  New  Orleans 
be  to  the  South  what  the  Mid  Conti 
nental  is  to  the  West.  I  have  received 
letters  from  Texas  breeders  saying  we 
can  count  on  500  to  800  fowls  from  their 
State,  and  come  with  their  birds.

Let  some  of  the  Louisiana 
breeders  realize  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  combined  efforts  of  the  breed- 
ers in  the  shape  of  an  association  and 
the  applications  will  be  coming  in  from 
all  over  the  State.

If  he  undertakes  to  do  all  the  extend- 
ing, footing  and  recording,  the  secre- 
tary undertakes  too  much ;  the  defeated 
exhibitor  thinks  the  judge  is  either  in- 
competent or  dishonest;  the  inexpert 
judge  becomes  disgusted  with  himself 
because  he  can't  master  his  profession. 

This  much  is  true,  the  longer  one 
judges  fowls  the  more  he  finds  out;  the 
more  a  breeder  exhibits  the  more  he 
learns;  the  more  a  secretary  has  piled 
on  his  shoulders  to  do,  the  more  he  sees 
that  some  folks  have  no  mercy  upon  a 
free  horse. 

New  England  has  been  trying  com- 
parison a  number  of  years.  New  En- 
gland is  coming  back  to  the  card. 

Readers  are  told  that  score  cards  are 
inflated  so  generally  that  it  is  unsafe  to 
buy  by  them.  Are  comparison  judges, 
by  instinct,  or  by  education,  more  hon- 
est than  card  judges?  If  they  are,  it 
behooves  all  dishonest  card  men  to  join 
their  ranks,  after  due  penance,  of 
course.  If  not,  then  their  awards  are  as 
liable  to  "  inflation as  are  those  of  the 
card  judge,  in  which  event  their  awards 
become  as  unsafe  for  the  purchaser  as 
the  "  inflated"  score  card. 

Comparison  folks  tell  us  that  the 
method  by  the  card  is  too  slow  for  a  big 
show.  This  is  not  tenable.  Where 
class  judges  in  suflicient  numbers  are 
employed  the  awarding  can  be  facilita- 
ted in  ample  time  for  all  visitors. 
Judges  are  plentiful.  They  usually,  in 
these  latter  days,  work  for  expenses — 
and  sometimes  less.  Ten  expert,  quick 
men  can  do  New  York,  Chicago,  Kan- 
sas City  or  Boston  in  one  day.  Let  this 
day  be  closed  to  the  public.  Then  if 
his  clerical  force  be  suflicient  the  secre- 
tary can  have  the  awards  up  by  the 
time  doors  are  opened  upon  first  day 
proper.  And  right  on  the  secretary's 
desk  is  where,  too  often,  the  delay  in 
getting  up  the  awards  arises. 

Comparison  folks  tell  us  that  score 
card  judges  vary  too  greatly  in  their 
ideals.  Do  comparison  experts  all  have 
one  ideal  V  If  card  judges  be  incapable 
of  scoring  birds  twice  alike,  under  the 
same  conditions  of  light,  feather  and 
condition  of  birds,  where  each  section 
and  sub  section  is  considered  separately, 
how  is  the  comparison  man  going  to  be 
capable  of  awarding,  correctly  simply 
by  a  general  look  (through  the  sections 
it  may  be)  at  this  bird,  then  that  and 
that,  trusting  to  memory  as  to  defects 
or  excellencies?  This  they  answer  in 
two  ways,  namely:  First,  the  careful 
comparison  judge  goes  over  the  bird  as 
carefully  as  the  card  man.  Second,  the 
comparison  man  has  only  to  put  the 
best  specimens  alongside  of  each  other 
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and  compare  one  with  the  other,  award 
ing  to  the  better  bird.  If  the  lirst  an- 
swer be  true,  then  it  muBt  be  (juite  as 
slow  a  process  as  the  other;  and  if  the 
second  be  true  the  award  is  valueless 
outside  of  that  particular  show. 

Comparison  judging,  briefly,  is  the 
awarding  of  prizes  to  the  best  in  their 
classes  at  a  given  exhibit.  It  is  judg- 
ing against  a  show.  The  show  is  the 
Standard  of  excellence. 

Card  judging  is  the  awarding  of  prizes 
to  the  specimens  approaching  most 
nearly  to  an  ideal  standard  of  perfec- 
tion, let  the  show  be  local,  state  or  na- 
tional. It  is  judging  against  the  Stand- 
ard, and  is  of  record. 

Which  is  the  safer  by  which  to  pur- 
chase, record  against  a  certain  exhibi 
tion  or  a  record  against  the  ideal  of  per- 
fection ? 

A  horse  trots  against  horse  in  a  big 
race,  and  wins.  Does  the  race  add 
much  to  his  value?  But,  you  say,  he 
was  timed.  That  alters  matters.  But 
let  us  suppose  a  race  where  all  the 
crack  horses  of  a  state  are  entered 
against  each  other  and  no  record  of 
their  time  is  kept.  Is  the  winner  a 
much  more  valuable  horse  for  having 
wonV  But,  however  local  a  race  may 
be,  if  time  be  kept— if  the  winner  trots 
against  time,  or  alone,  at  a  state  fair, 
say,  and  the  record  is  low  down  towards 
the  two  minute  goal,  that  record  is 
worth  something. 

What  is  a  cow  s  record  as  to  her 
pounds  of  milk  per  week?  She  has 
none;  she  simply  beats  all  the  cows  in 
the  state,  because  she  beat  all  the  ows, 
by  trial,  in  weight  of  milk,  at  the  state 
fair.  Were  all  the  great  milch  cows  of 
the  state  competing  ?  The  ideal  milch 
cow  yields,  say  16,000  lbs.  of  milk  in  six 
months  (I  have  forgotten  the  exact  fig- 
ure of  the  most  noted  milch  cow),  and 
to  make  a  record  against  this  ideal  high 
up,  is  valuable.  The  record  against 
perfection  counts. 

But  you  say  a  fowl  may  score  high 
this  week  and  low  next.  That  is  true. 
A  horse  trots  well  one  week  and  poorly 
the  next.  A  cow  yields  better  at  one 
time  than  another.  No  orator  is  at  his 
best  all  the  time.  Yet  a  high  record  for 
a  fowl,  horse,  cow  or  man  is  valuable  as 
showing  possibilities. 

Comparison  against  the  best  of  an 
exhibit  and  comparisons  against  an 
ideal  can  be  carried  out  upon  a  hundred 
different  lines  of  things,  the  record 
against  a  standard  of  perfection  or  ideal 
of  excellence  being  always  of  value  or 
celebrity. 

The  abuse  of  a  good  thing  is  inju- 
rious, but  not  necessarily  destructive. 
The  rights  of  letters  patent  are  often 
abused,  if  the  letters  apply  to  an  inven- 
tion of  real  merit.  Poor  things  are  not 
infringed  upon.  Gold  and  silver  coins 
are  valuable,  and  so  are  counterfeited.

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  very  glad  to  find 
some  who  are  willing  to  enter  their 
birds  in  such  a  championship  contest  as 
I  have  proposed  and  still  hope  that  Mr. 
Shepherd  will  think  better  of  it  and 
show  with  us.  I  certainly  should  have 
sent  in  a  challenge  at  an  earlier  date 
had  it  occurred  to  me.  It  was  Mr.  Shep- 
herd's claim  of  "Champion  of  the  East'' 
which  gave  me  the  cue.  In  my  chal- 
lenge I  hadn't  the  slightest  intention  of 
either  belittling  Mr.  Shepherd's  past 
achievements,  or  of  laying  too  much 
stress  on  my  own.  I  said  that  it  was 
perhaps  true  that  no  one  had  been  able 
to  defeat  Mr.  Shepherd  during  the  past 
three  years,  which  I  think  is  a  suflicient 
acknowledgement  of  his  past  success, 
and  merely  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  I  had  done  some  winning  in  com- 
petition with  Mr.  Shepherd  in  order  to 
show  that  it  was  not  presumptions  on 
my  part  to  make  such  a  challenge — 
that  I  could  perhaps  make  it  respecta- 
bly interesting  for  him  and  that  I  was 
not  an  upstart  who  was  taking  this 
means  for  self  advertisement.  Since 
Mr.  Shepherd  considered  it  neceesary  to 
compare  our  score  winnings  of  the  past, 
I  trust  that  I  may  also  be  allowed  to 
add  a  word.  Mr.  Shepherd  is  perfectly 
correct  in  stating  that  at  the  last  mo- 
ment I  changed  cockerels  in  my  pen  at 
the  last  New  York  show.  I  had  a  right 
to  do  so  and  it  is  not  necessary  that  I 
should  give  my  reasons.  He  says  I  was 
willing  to  sacrifice  all  else  to  win  first 
on  pen,  and  so  I  was,  and  so  was  he. 
If  he  had  had  anything  that  would  have 
added  to  the  strength  of  his  pen  he 
would,  I  believe,  have  put  it  in.  He 
was,  I  think,  somewhat  galled  the  year 
before  because  I  won  first  on  pen  over 
him,  and  did  his  best  to  prevent  it  this 
year.  It  would  be  too  much  to  take  up 
the  whole  class,  but  I  wish  to  say  that 
if  I  had  won  every  first  I  would  only 
have  had  30  points,  whereas  Mr.  Shep- 
herd could  have  gotten  50  points  by 
winning  the  seconds,  thirds,  fourths 
and  fifths.  He  would  have  gotten 
nearly  twice  as  many  points  as  I,  and 
would  have  called  himself  "  champion  " 
and  would  advertise  that  he  had  de- 
feated me,  and  he  would  be  perfectly 
right  in  doing  so,  but  who  would  be  en- 
titled to  the  greater  honors '? 

I  think  nothing  in  my  former  letter 
could  be  construed  into  giving  any  idea 
that  I  considered  Mr.  Shepherd  as  being 
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afraid  to  show  at  the  next  New  York 
meeting,  but  since  he  takes  up  the  sub- 
ject it  might  be  justifiable  for  me  to  say 
that  I  did  wonder  if  he  didn't  feel  that 
he  had  had  his  day,  at  least  for  the  pres 
ent,  and  that  it  would  be  policy  to  retire 
for  a  time.  I  don't  know  that  1  can 
win  such  a  championship  prize  as  1 
have  suggested  -maybe  I  can't,  but 
since  Mr.  Shepherd  dubs  himself  "cham- 
pion," 1  will  say,  that  notwithstanding 
what  we  have  done  in  the  past,  1  think 
I  can  defeat  him  next  year  if  he  will 
give  me  the  chance.  I  certainly  can  try. 

Now,  if  Mr.  Shepherd  cares  to  show  1 
think  he  can  find  a  way  to  do  so— none 
of  his  customers,  I  am  sure,  will  object 
to  his  meeting  Messrs.  Bache,  Arnold, 
myself  and  any  other  who  cares  or  dares 
to  enter  this  contest.  He  claims  to  be 
the  best  Buif  Leghorn  breeder  in  the 
East.  He  might  have  been,  but  is  he 
breeding  the  best  birds  this  year  V  I 
doubt  it,  and  am  willing  to  contest  the 
point  of  leadership.  Nineteen  hundred 
is  in  the  next  century,  and  we  may  all 
be  out  of  the  fancy  by  then.  If  not,  1 
dare  say  that  Mr.  Shepherd  can  find  all 
the  competition  he  wants.  If  there  are 
enough  who  dare  enter  this  contest  to 
make  it  interesting,  I  think  the  fight 
will  be  on  again  in  1900.  No  ture  fan 
eier  will  let  a  champion  sit  on  his  ped- 
estal undisturbed  for  two  years  run- 
ning, and  there  are  fanciers  who  I  be 
lleve  to  be  gamey  enough  to  meet  a 
©hampion,  even  If  they  expected  defeat.

Constant  Attention  Required  to  be 
Ciiven  t'lileks  in  July  and  August 
--The  Bran  Box--Iiate  Chiokw-- 
The  Breeding  Pens. 

The  breeder  who  neglects  the  grow- 
ing chicks  during  July  and  August  is 
neither  wise  nor  humane.  The  stock 
does  not  require  better  care  this 
month  than  it  does  during  other 
months,  but  it  does  require  constant 
attention.  It  has  been  stated  in  previ- 
ous letters  in  this  department  not  how 
best,  perhaps,  to  care  for  the  chicks,  but 
how  to  care  for  them  in  a  way  that  has 
proven  successful  for  twenty-five  years 
at  Le  Bocage.  We  have  pretty  well 
covered  the  ground  as  to  feed  and  man- 
ner of  feeding.  The  brood  coops  now 
require  our  careful  attention.  The 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  poultry  yard, 
and  especially  brood  coops,  is  very  im- 
portant, and  a  matter  which  should  re- 
ceive our  best  thought.  Keep  the  brood 
coops  absolutely  clean  and  free  from  all 
accumulations  of  filth.  This  is  easily 
done.  I  keep  a  sharp  hoe  and  a  broom 
handily  by,  and  every  evening  when  I 
visit  each  coop  to  see  that  everything  is 
all  right— I  like  to  Imo/v  that  everything 
is  all  right — all  accumulated  filth  is  re- 
moved. This  is  placed  in  a  basket  and 
when  the  rounds  are  completed  it  is 
placed  at  the  base  of  the  fruit  trees  and 
spaded  in.  These  droppings  removed 
from  the  brood  coops  is  very  rich  and 
valuable  as  a  fertilizer  and  should  not 
be  wasted.  The  trees  make  a  better 
growth  because  of  the  application. 
There  are  so  many  seemingly  little 
matters  in  the  poultry  yard  that  are 
really  important,  and  taken  together 
they  make  up  the  whole  measure  of 
anccesB.  See  to  it,  also,  that  the  stock 


has  plenty  of  fresh  water  during  these 
hot  days.  Disease  lurks  in  water  which 
is  allowed  to  become  contaminated. 
Having  in  detail  outlined  the  manner 
of  caring  for  the  chicks  and  aged  stock 
during  the  summer  months,  we  can 
briefly  summarize  it  here,  as  follows: 
Give  the  growing  chicks  as  much  range 
as  possible.  Supply  them  with  shade. 
Feed  liberally,  avoiding  sloppy,  sour 
feed.  Keep  a  supply  of  grit  constantly 
within  their  reach.  Supply  them  ani- 
mal food  in  the  way  of  green  cut  bone 
or  blood  meal  if  they  be  on  a  short 
range.  Keep  lice  down  by  the  best 
method  at  your  command.  This  covers 
the  field  in  the  poultry  yard.  How  to 
do  these  things  has  been,  as  stated,  here- 
tofore set  forth  in  this  department. 
Kemember  that  with  the  average  breed- 
er May,  June,  July  and  August  are  the 
months  in  which  the  chicks  make  the 
growth  that  really  counts  the  most. 
The  breeder  of  standard  bred  poultry 
must  put  his  goods  upon  the  market  in 
September.  It  is  then  the  fall  trade 
opens.  If  the  chicks  have  not  made  a 
good  growth  during  the  summer  they 
will  not  be  salable  to  the  customers 
who  want  "  large,  strong  "  birds  for  the 
fall  fairs,  and  to  come  on  later  for  the 
winter  shows.  In  fact,  stock  which 
does  not  make  good  growth  in  summer 
is  at  a  discount  always  in  the  hands  of 
the  fancier.  The  men  who  succeed  in 
business  are  the  men  who  have  the  best 
goods  for  sale.  They  are  the  men  who 
"make  the  price."  It  is  folly  to  plod 
along  and  simply  compete  with  the  fel- 
lows who  are  "  doing  fairly  well."  The 
money  in  the  standard-bred  poultry 
business  is  in  getting  beyond  this  con- 
dition and  raising  specimens  that  are 


sought  at  prices  at  a  premium.  In  the 
lower  ranks  there  is  a  world  of  compe- 
tition. In  the  advanced  rank  the  de- 
mand for  stock  is  greater  than  the  sup- 
ply. Get  out  of  the  field  where  every 
man  to  your  right  and  left  is  your  com- 
petitor. 

THE  BRAN  BOX. 

I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the 
bran  box  in  the  brood  coop  is  a  thing 
of  great  value.  Two'years  ago  I  placed 
a  box  of  wheat  bran  in  every  brood 
coop,  fixing  the  box  so  that  the  chicks 
could  eat  of  the  bran  at  will  without 
wasting  it  or  the  bran  becoming  wet. 
The  experiment  has  proven  a  success— 
a  decided  success.  I  find  that  the  bran 
is  valuable  as  a  bowel  regulator.  It 
keeps  the  chicks'  bowels  open  and  in 
good  condition,  and  when  a  bird's  bow- 
els are  right  the  bird  is  right,  except  in 
rare  cases.  It  seems  to  balance  the 
food  of  the  chicks,  and  without  going 
into  the  why  and  wherefore  of  the  case 
I  want  to  say  that  the  dreaded  bowel 
trouble,  which  affects  chicks  bo  gener- 
ally during  the  hot  summer  months  and 
annually  carries  off  a  large  per  cent  of 
chicks,  can  be  held  down  to  almost  non- 
appearance by  the  use  of  the  bran  box. 
The  fellow  called  his  dog  "  Fritz  "  for 
the  good  and  sutlicient  reason  that  that 
was  his  name.  The  bran  does  the  work 
because  it  does  it.   That's  enough. 

LATE  CHICKS. 

It  is  pretty  well  known  that  I  have 
always  held  that  it  is  not  wise  to  get 
out  late  chicks.  This,  I  believe— in  fact 
I  know— that  for  the  fancier  it  is  not  a 
good  thing  to  do.  The  fancier  must 
put  birds  of  Standard  weight  into  the 
hands  of  his  customers  in  the  fall  and 
winter.  He  can't  do  this  with  late 
chicks.  With  the  farmer  or  the  man 
who  is  raising  quite  a  number  of  chicks 
in  the  suburb  the  condition  is  different. 
I  found  a  forcible  illustration  of  this 
the  other  day.  I  have  a  farmer  friend 
living  near  this  city  who  keeps  a  very 
large  flock  of  standard-bred  White 
Wyandottes.  They  are  his  pride,  and 
from  them  he  annually  derives  a  nice 
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income.  After  viewing  t:he  growing 
stock  I  was  directed  to  a  coop  in  which 
were  40  setting  hens.  These  hens  will 
all  come  off  during  July.  I  asked  him 
if  he  found  late  chicKs  profitable.  He 
was  very  decided  in  his  advocacy  of 
having  a  certain  amount  of  late  chicks 
each  year.  In  explanation  he  said: 
"  At  this  time  of  the  year  the  early 
hatched  chicks  of  last  season  are  not 
laying  well.  A  great  many  are  rearing 
chicks  or  wanting  to  set.  They  have 
been  laying  since  last  fall  and  must,  of 
necessity,  let  up  for  a  time.  It  is  now 
that  the  late-hatched  pullets  of  last  fall 
are  filling  the  egg  basket.  They  are 
our  summer  layers.  They  are  profit- 
able." This  man  has  demonstrated 
that  for  him — and  it  is  appliable  to 
every  man  situated  as  is  the  general 
farmer— late  chicks  are  profitable.  One 
practical  demonstration  is  worth  all  the 
theory  ever  advanced.  The  world  is 
very  practical,  more  so  to  day  than  ever 
before,  and  theories  count  for  little. 

THE  BREEDING  PENS. 

The  pullets  of  last  year's  hatch  used 
in  the  breeding  pens  this  season  ought 
to  be  of  known  quality,  so  far  as  size 
and  markings  and  laying  qualities  are 
concerned.  In  accordance  with  the  law 
of  nature  the  laying  stock  which  has 
been  yielding  eggs  abundantly  for  the 
past  several  months  will  now  seek  a 
rest  80  far  as  egg  production  is  con- 
cerned. The  breeding  pullets  should  be 
carefully  looked  over  and  selections 
made  for  the  breeding  pens  for  next 
year.  It  is  hens  that  give  us  the  best 
and  strongest  chicks.  Select  the  best 
of  these  pullets,  discarding  closely  each 
and  every  one  which  has  developed  any 
defect.  Remove  the  defective  ones. 
Give  the  ones  selected  an  opportunity 
to  build  up.  Do  not  force  them  to  lay. 
A  vacation  will  do  them  as  much  good 
as  it  will  a  tired  man.  Let  them  put  in 
a  month  or  two  in  resting  according  to 
their  inclination.  They  will  gain  in 
strength  and  enter  the  trying  moulting 
season  well  prepared  to  endure  the  at- 
tending hardships.  They  will  thus 
moult  early  and  well,  and  in  conse 
quence  produce  the  early  chicks  next 
season.  The  character  and  constitution 
of  the  chicks  of  next  year  is  being  built 
right  now.

Incubator  Jfotes — Xo.  2. 

To  me  the  reasoning  was  a  little 
strange  and  inconsistent  that  the  in- 
suflicient  size  of  air  cell  in  the  eggs 
under  process  of  incubation  was  due  to 
lack  of  moisture  instead  of  being  given 
as  a  cause,  resultant  of  too  much  mois- 
ture. 

This  insufiicient  size  of  air  shell  is 
really  a  sign  of  too  much  moisture,  and 
this  has  retarded  the  evaporation  of  the 
egg's  superficial  quantity  of  moisture 
which  we  know  must  be  reduced,  or,  in 
other  words,  dried  down.  Too  much, 
rather  than  a  lack  of  moisture,  then, 
was  that  operator's  trouble.  Undoubt- 
edly the  machine  was  not  well  under- 
stood and  ventilation  was  not  properly 
attended  to,  and  it  was  also  undoubt- 
edly located  in  too  damp  a  place  for  it 
to  give  the  good  results  that  otherwise 
it  might  have  given. 

A  perfectly  dry  cellar,  as  has  been  re- 
peatedly said,  is  the  best  place  of  all 
places  for  an  incubator  while  it  is  run- 
ning. A  cave  is  too  damp  invariably, 
and  we  have  yet  to  hear  of  the  first  sat- 
isfactory hatch  from  an  incubator  that 
was  operated  in  a  cave.  They  are  ex- 
posed to  every  rain  and  snow,  and  they 
are  constantly  gathering  moisture  to  a 
degree  of  "  wetness."  Except  in  very 
dry  seasons  we  have  no  faith  that  a 
cave  will  ever  prove  a  success  as  an  in 
cubator  room.  We  have  known  and 
know  of  several  who  had  caves  made 
expressly  for  their  incubators,  and  we 
have  read  of  ever  so  many  more,  but 
we  never  knew  one  to  be  a  success  for 
hatching  purposes,  though  a  good  cellar 
underneath  a  dwelling  is. 

Eggs  will  hatch  well  with  the  ma- 
chine standing  in  a  room  above  ground 
— a  living  room  if — .  But  there  are  the 
ifs  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  If 
the  room  is  one  in  which  there  is  no 
fire,  and  where  there  is  not  a  constant 
jarring  from  the  tramping  of  many  feet 
and  the  closing  of  many  doors,  and 
where  there  is  not  too  great  a  circula- 
tion of  air  from  doors  and  windows, 
and  if  the  weather  be  damp  or  rainy, 
the  eggs  may  be  expected  to  hatch,  if 
fertile.  We  admit  that  moisture  is  nec- 
essary to  the  hatch,  but  we  claim  that 
nature  has  made  an  all  wise  provision 
for  all  the  moisture  that  is  necessary, 
and  the  water  pan  in  an  incubator  is 
not  needed  to  hold  water.   As  a  body 


above  the  eggs  in  the  machine  it  seems 
to  have  its  use  and  serves  a  purpose, 
but  we  believe  the  time  is  coming  when 
all  incubators  will  be  made  without 
moisture  pans,  for  the  greater  part  of 
this  moisture  theory  is  exploded  and 
the  incubator  can  surely  be  so  arranged 
that  this  moisture-pan- adjunct  can  be 
dispensed  with,  even  as  a  heat-holding 
body  above  the  eggs.  Keep  water  out 
of  the  machine  and  keep  the  machine 
in  the  cellar  durijg  hatches.  Follow 
this  plan  for  a  season  and  see  if  better 
hatches  are  not  the  result  and  if  you 
do  not  have  "  better  luck  "  all  round. 

In  the  letter  from  Dr.  Roberts  that 
was  spoken  of  in  the  first  one  of  these 
articles,  he  wished  me  also  to  explain 
what  I  meant  by  "  systematically  cool- 
ing the  eggs."  Aware  that  eggs  can  be 
literally  cooled  to  death,  we  have  used 
the  word  "systematically  "  for  a  pur- 
pose. We  would  also  add  the  word 
"careful,"  meaning  that  attention 
should  be  given  to  it,  no  neglect  prac- 
ticed and  close  watch  be  kept  when 
cooling  the  eggs  in  the  incubator. 
There  is  a  "  happy  medium '"  that  one 
should  study  to  attain  in  anything.  Ex- 
tremes in  egg  cooling  are  fatal  oft- 
times,  and  at  the  best  are  detrimental. 
There  is  a  Nebraska  writer  of  incubator 
items  who  does  not  believe  in  cooling 
eggs  at  all,  and  after  reading  what  we 
both  said  relative  to  egg  cooling,  being 
as  we  are  at  variance  on  the  subject. 
Dr.  Roberts  was  left  all  at  sea.  But 
few  comparatively  agree  with  Mr.  S.  in 
his  belief  that  the  cooling  of  eggs  is 
detrimental,  no  matter  how  carefully 
conducted. 

Much  depends  on  the  condition  of 
outside  temperature.  If  the  weather 
be  rather  cool  a  very  few  moments  suf- 
fice to  begin  with,  though  the  time  is 
extended  as  the  hatch  progresses.  Ac- 
cording to  directions  that  we  begin  to 
follow  from  the  first,  we  begin  cooling 
eggs  on  the  fourth  day,  at  which  time 
we  begin  turning  them  twice  a  day  and 
cooling  them  in  the  morning.  We  have 
always  noticed  that  in  the  early  stages 
of  incubation  it  takes  but  a  few  mo 
ments  for  the  eggs  to  cool  down  from 
103  degrees  to  8a  or  liO  degrees.  But  as 
the  hatch  advances,  the  eggs  becoming 
filled  more  and  more  with  animal  heat 
and  cool  much  slower,  so  that  we  fre- 
quently leave  them  cooling  for  half  an 
hour  or  more.   As  said,  much  depends 


upon  outside  temperature.  Keeping 
the  thermometer  resting  on  the  eggs 
and  trusting  nothing  to  guess  work  is 
the  surer  way,  allowing  them  to  cool 
not  below  85  or  90  degrees.  One's  face 
is  much  more  sensitive  to  heat  and  cold 
than  are  the  hands,  for  the  hands  be- 
come inured  to  hardships  of  that  kind 
especially  the  hands  of  women.  For  this 
reason  it  is  not  an  unusual  thing  for 
me  to  touch  the  cheek  to  the  eggs  that 
are  cooling  in  the  tray,  and  I  am  often 
thus  warned  of  just  the  right  temper- 
ature, and  guided  by  the  warning  as  to 
when  it  were  wisest  to  return  the  tray- 
f  uls  to  the  machine. 

The  writer  mentioned  who  does  not 
believe  in  cooling  eggs  at  all  claims  that 
when  eggs  are  cooled  it  requires  from 
three  to  ten  hours  to  get  them  back  to 
normal  temperature  again.  But  sup 
posing  it  does  take  time  to  regain  the 
103  temperature,  at  which  we  hoi  J  the 
machine.  Are  conditions  not  the  same 
when  biddie  leaves  her  nest  to  eat  and 
drink  and  take  the  exercise  that  she 
must  have  ?  Do  not  the  eggs  cool  down 
while  she  is  away  ?  Will  it  not  take 
just  as  long  to  warm  them  to  the  re- 
quired heat  again  under  the  hen  as  in 
the  machine?  Nature  provides  for  all 
these  things  when  hatching  with  hens, 
and  in  following  nature's  plans  shall  we 
not  come  the  nearer  to  perfectness  in 
our  attempts  at  making  wooden  ma- 
chines do  the  work  of  animal  ones  V 

True,  eggs  not  cooled  will  hatch  a  few 
hours  or  a  day  earlier  than  those  that 
have  been  regularly  cooled.  But  that 
is  not  the  object  sought.  A  few  hours 
time,  or  even  an  entire  day  saved  in  the 
hatching  makes  no  difference  to  us. 
But  it  does  to  the  chicks,  and  those  few 
hours  of  advanced  ushering  into  the 
world  are  invariably  followed  by  a 
speedy  taking  off  of  the  innocents. 
Chicks  from  eggs  that  have  not  been 
cooled  regularly  and  systematically  are 
never  as  strong  as  chicks  from  eggs 
that  have  been  cooled  and  properly 
handled.  In  very  hot,  sultry,  summer 
weather  eggs  can  be  safely  left  out  of 
the  machine  for  an  hour  and  the  chicks 
when  hatched  will  be  the  better  for  it, 
for  they  will  be  the  stronger. 

But  as  said,  chicks  can  be,  and  fre- 
quently have  been,  cooled  to  death  in 
the  shell.  Hens,  too,  have  brought 
forth  weak  broods  from  inattention  and 
indifference.  Poor  sitters  are  worse 
than  none  at  all.  They  neglect  their 
eggs  when  off  for  an  outing,  sometimes 
staying  from  the  nest  the  entire  day 
unless  run  down  and  brought  back. 
Their  eggs  have  been  cooled  too  much, 
but  they  usually  hatch  unless  the 
weather  is  very  chill.  They  come  out  a 
day  or  so  late  and  they  soon  begin  to 
drop  off.  Cooled  to  death,  is  the  ver- 
dict. 

At  first  I  was  inclined  to  hurry  the 
warming  to  normal,  of  the  eggs  I  had 


cooled,  as  per  instructions.  To  do  this 
I  tampered  with  the  regulator,  shutting 
down  the  valve  to  retain  all  the  heat  of 
the  lamp,  thus  bringing  them  back  to  a 
point  of  103  degrees  again  as  soon  as  I 
could.  And  what  did  I  make  by  it? 
Only  trouble  for  myself  and  lost  chicks 
to  pay  for  it.  With  a  wail  of  woe  I 
went  to  the  manufacturers  of  my  in- 
cubator with  this,  that  and  the  other. 
I  only  wonder  they  had  the  patience  to 
make  me  a  reply  at  all.  But  they  did, 
and  they  are  ready  to  help  out  any  of 
their  troubled  customers.  They  told 
me  to  put  the  eggs  back  in  the  machine 
when  cooled,  let  the  machine,  the  valve, 
the  lamp  flame  and  the  whole  "  outfit  ' 
alone  and  let  it  adjust  itself.  It  would 
take  care  of  itself,  they  told  me.  I  did 
as  directed,  read  and  re  read  instruc- 
tions, brought  a  little  of  the  common 
sense  endowed  with  to  bear,  and  there 
my  troubles  ended.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  good  machines  upon  the  market. 
You  have  your  favorite  and  I  have 
mine.  But  so  many  are  making  the 
fatal  mistake  of  investing  in  cheap  ma- 
chines, just  because  they  are  cheap,  and 
disappointment  and  failure  follow  just 
as  sure  as  the  attempt  is  made  to  get  a 
large  machine  for  a  very  small  sum  of 
money.  It  costs  something  to  make  a 
large  machine.  A  few  manufacturers 
of  our  standard  machines  are  now 
making  quite  inexpensive  (compara- 
tively) small  machines,  after  the  same 
pattern  as  their  larger  ones,  and  they 
work  to  perfection.  But  even  these 
can  not  be  bought  for  a  cheap-song 
price.  Fifty  and  100-egg  machines  are 
practical  and  worth  having,  just  as  are 
the  200  egg  machines.  But  do  not  buy 
a  toy  and  expect  perfect  work  from  it. 

A  good  incubator  may  unmistakably 
be  made  a  paying  investment  upon  the 
average.  £t  must  then  be  studied  and 
such  items  as  the  drying  down  process, 
egg  cooling,  moisture,  etc.,  made  a  sub- 
ject of  thought  and  experiment  Incu- 
bators have  been  so  long  in  use  now, 
and  there  are  so  many  writing  on  the 
subjects  of  artificial  incubating  and 
brooding,  giving  actual  experiences  and 
the  best  methods  for  proceedure  in  the 
handling  of  machines,  that  the  amateur 
need  never  be  at  a  loss  or  much  worried 
when  making  attempts  that  older  ones 
have  already  attempted  and  succeeded 
with  to  an  encouraging  extent.

BROODERS. 

Description  of  the  Home  Made  Brood- 
er, with  lllnstrations--A  ^access, 
and  Quite  Inexpensive-'Brooder 
Cliieks  and  Brooder  Homes. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

There  was  once  a  day,  nor  was  that 
day  so  very  long  ago,  when  I  should 
have  hesitated  long,  before  offering  to 
the  poultry  public  anything  in  the  way 
of  a  home-made  brooder.  My  faith  had 
been  subjected  to  a  crucial  test  and  had 
ended  in  unbelief  (in  a  great  many 
things  concerning  brooders  in  general.) 

It  took  a  long  time  to  convince  me 
that  an  artificial  mother  for  wee  chicks 
could  be  relied  upon  to  provide  them 


If  you  make  you  a  home-made 
brooder,  or  many  home  made  brooders, 
construct  them  upon  safe  and  practical 
plans.  Or,  rather,  have  a  carpenter 
make  them  for  you,  unless  you  are  ex- 
ceedingly handy  with  tools  yourself; 
for  it  doesn't  pay  to  have  them  only 
half  made.  With  the  description  I  will 
give  of  the  home  made  brooder,  and 
with  the  two  views  of  the  same  to  refer 
to  in  building,  any  good  carpenter  can 
make  one  in  perfect  shape. 

My  cyclone  camera,  which  I  secured 
from  the  American  Poultry  Jour- 
nal people,  was  brought  to  bear,  and 
the  result  of  the  afternoon  experiment 
of  that  day  was  the  two  views  of  the 
home  made  brooder  in  question,  here 
presented  to  you.  We  have  a  front  view 
and  a  side  view,  showing  the  brooder 


a  board  is  placed  in  front  of  the  hover 
department,  leaving  places  at  the  sides 
for  the  chicks  to  pass  in  and  out,  or  a 
heavy  curtain  is  hung,  under  which 
they  creep  when  going  back  and  forth, 
said  curtain  hanging  in  fringes  at  the 
bottom,  making  the  means  of  ingress 
and  egress  very  easy.  This  keeps  the 
warmth  within  the  brooder  or  hover  de- 
partment, and  gives  them  wide  berth  in 
the  compartment  in  front,  known  as 
their  scratch- room. 

The  front  part  of  this  brooder  is 
floored  in  slant  form.  This  leads  in  a 
gradual  descent  to  the  open  door,  seen 
in  front,  making  the  step  out  from  tho 
brooder  onto  the  ground,  but  a  very 
slight  one.  The  door  lets  down  and  rests 
upon  a  broad  board  that  raised  a  little 
with  blocks,  forms  a  step  so  that  by

mother-comfort.  The  first  brooder  I 
ever  owned  was  the  first  brooder  I  ever 
saw,  except  as  I  saw  them  "pictured" 
in  poultry  journals.  Reading  the  many 
written  articles  upon  artificial  brooding 
I  became,  in  time,  enthused  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  which  ended  in  a  pur- 
chase. This  was  some  years  ago,  to  be 
sure;  for  it  is  readily  understood  that  I 
have  long  advocated  the  brooder  sys- 
tem of  chick  rearing. 

I'm  thoroughly  pleased  with  the 
brooder  manner  of  chick  raising,  be 
assured.  I  advocate  it,  1  practice  it,  I 
write  from  experience,  and  not  theory; 
I  am  successful  with  my  chicks,  and 
operate  to  a  nicety,  the  brooders  where- 
in my  brooder  chicks  grow  from  baby- 
hood to  an  age  when  they  must  give  up 
their  pretty  brooder  homes  and  accept 
of  a  home  of  quite  another  kind;  for  we 
have  some  more  brooders,  and  they 
work  to  Derfection. 


chicks  in  all  their  glory. 

The  front  part  of  roof  is,  as  seen,  a  re- 
movable roof  or  cover.  The  entire  coop 
is  made  from  ship  lap  material, 
thoroughly  well  put  together.  The  roof 
has  never  leaked  a  drop.  If  it  ever  does, 
it  will  be  tinned  over,  and  the  tin  roof- 
ing painted  to  prevent  rust.  This  part 
of  the  cover  is  standing  on  the  ground, 
leaning  against  the  brooder.  It  is  too 
heavy  to  be  hinged  and  thrown  back 
when  wanting  to  admit  the  whole  out- 
of-door  warm  air  and  sunshine.  It  is 
taken  oH  and  set  aside,  and  a  frame 
covered  with  wire  netting  is  placed  over 
to  keep  the  chicks  in.  This  arrange- 
ment is  made  for  keeping  chicks  within 
the  brooder  when  the  weather  is  not  fit 
for  them  to  be  out,  and  when  it  is  yet 
so  pleasant  overhead  that  the  opening 
of  the  brooder  is  a  great  advantage.  In 
the  back  part  of  brooder,  the  fire  is  kept 
up,  and  when  not  "  posing  "  for  a  photo, 


gradual  descent  they  reach  terra  firma. 
This  floor  is  not  nailed  down.  It  can 
be'removed  if  so  willed.  It  fits  snug  to 
the  stationary  floor  of  the  hover  room. 
An  improvement,  and  one  that  will  be 
instituted  when  more  brooders  are 
made,  is  the  addition  of  hinges,  making 
a  hinged  lloor.  This  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  entire  lloor  upon  a  level 
when  the  chicks  are  confined,  and  to 
lower  it  onto  the  slanting  cleats  under- 
neath the  floor,  when  wishing  to  let  the 
chicks  runout  and  in. 

This  brooder  i3  six  feet  in  length.  It 
measures  35  inches  in  height  at  highest 
point  of  the  roof.  The  short  roof,  or 
hover  department  roof,  is  three  feet 
long,  while  the  inside  of  brooder  com- 
partment, or  the  hover  room,  is  30  inches 
square.  The  longer  and  large  roof- 
part  measures  four  feet  in  length.  Both 
parts  of  the  roof  are  removable.  The 
roof-boards  are   strongly  cleated  to- 
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gether,  and  made  to  fit  precisely  las  a 
carpenter  alone  can  make  them  fit,  as  a 
usual  thing). 

In  the  cut  representing  side  view  of 
brooder,  a  small  door  is  seen  at  bottom. 
This  is  the  lantern-compartment,  for  a 
lantern  is  used,  instead  of  a  lamp,  and 
it  was  decided  wisdom  on  the  part  of 
the  originator  of  this  brooder  when  it 
was  built  for  a  lantern  instead  of  a 
lamp.  The  lantern  is  one  that  costs 
about  55  or  60  cents.  Cheaper  lanterns 
are  to  be  had,  but  it  is  the  better  part 
of  policy  to  get  the  better  lantern.  An 
inch-hole  is  seen  through  this  little 
door  where  the  lantern  is  put  in.  An- 
other inch  hole  is  in  the  opposite  side 
of  lower  part  of  brooder.  These  for  ad- 
mitting air  to  the  lantern-chamber. 
This    lantern  chamber  is   14  inches 


circulation  of  air  between  the  globe  and 
the  tin  top  of  the  lantern. 

About  this  jar  some  two  or  three 
thicknesses  of  flannel  blanket  is  wound 
and  secured.  Resting  upon  the  jar  is  a 
platform,  also  of  ship-lap,  said  platform 
measuring  21x24  inches.  About  the 
edges  of  this  platform,  encircling  it  en- 
tire, is  tacked  the  heavy  cloth  cut  in 
scollops  or  into  fringe,  and  reaching  to 
within  an  inch  of  the  floor.  From  this 
lantern-heated  jar,  the  warmth  is 
thrown  into  all  parts  of  the  hover  com- 
partment, but  more  especially,  (as  in 
any  other  make  of  brooder)  into  the 
under  hover  part. 

The  depth  of  jar  does  not  so  much 
matter.  The  diameter  of  this  bread  jar 
is  about  right  for  this  size  brooder.  In 
one  such  brooder  a  three  gallon  jar  is 


and  it  would  be  well  to  have  another 
window  upon  opposite  side  from  this 
one. 

The  bill  for  lumber  for  this  especial 
brooder  did  not  exceed  $2.  The  car- 
penter was  working  for  $1.50  per  day, 
and  he  built  this  brooder  in  a  half  day. 
We  have  not  items  to  show  the  cost  of 
j  small  amount  of  paint  required  for  just 
one  brooder.  It  costs  from  75  to  90 
cents  per  gallon.  If  patent  paint,  it 
does  not  cost  so  much  as  for  home- 
mixed  paint  of  wtite  lead,  oil  and 
coloring  materials.  But  the  latter  wears 
best,  as  every  one  knows.  The  jars  are 
always  sold  at  10  cents  per  gallon.  Di- 
mensions of  brooder  given  your  carpen- 
ter, he  will  soon  figure  out  the  bill  for 
material  and  making,  and,  with  pleas- 
ure, I  have  submitted  these  photo-

square.  And  this  is  the  arrangement 
for  the  hover-compartment. 

An  earthen  or  stoneware  bread  jar, 
measuring  11  inches  across,  forms  the 
hot-air  chamber.  Through  the  floor 
of  the  hover-chamber  a  circular  piece 
is  sawed  out  to  admit  entrance  through, 
of  the  mouth  of  this  jar.  Under- 
neath the  floor,  iron  straps  are  put 
on  with  screws,  said  straps  extending 
out  into  the  circular  space,  upon  which 
the  up  turned  jar  rests  solidly.  Un- 
derneath this  jar  stands  the  lantern, 
raised  from  the  ground  just  far  enough 
to  admit  of  the  top  part  of  the  lantern 
into  the  jar,  but  not  high  enough  to 
bring  the  glass  globe  part  of  lantern  in- 
to the  mouth  of  the  jar.  This  will  cause 
the  lantern  to  smoke,  and  at  times  to  go 
out.   There  must  be  left  the  space  for 


used,  half  the  depth  of  the  jar,  or  per- 
haps a  little  less,  being  beneath  the 
floor,  and  supported  there.  Where  this 
shallow  bread  jar  is  used,  the  lan- 
tern is  standing  on  a  broad  block  that 
lifts  it  to  the  proper  height,  i.  e.,  so  that 
the  glass  globe  is  an  inch  below  the 
mouth  of  the  jar.  The  adjustment  of 
lantern  is  the  main  object  in  the  lan- 
tern-chamber. One  really  secures  more 
heat  from  the  deep  jar  than  from  the 
one  that  is  shallow. 

In  side  view  picture,  near  the  glass 
door,  is  seen  a  hole  for  ventilation  pur- 
poses. This  has  a  swinging  tin  cover 
that  is  fastened  with  a  screw,  as  are  the 
tin  covers  in  ventilator  shaft  in  poultry 
house  ventilator.  Upon  opposite  side 
is  another  ventilation  hole.  The  glass 
door,  or  window,  is  a  removable  one,

In  the  American  Poultry  Jour 
NAL  we  read  of  ventilation  and  ventil- 
ators and  become  convinced  that  it  is 
the  right  thing  to  do  when  we  contem- 
plate that  before  another  fall  we  will 
have  just  such  a  ventilator  put  in  as  the 
one  described  in  May  issue.  But  pretty 
soon  we  pick  up  another  poultry  jour- 
nal, from  a  different  part  of  the  world 
entirely,  and  we  read  such  a  tirade 
against  ventilators  and  any  manner  of 
ventilation  for  poultry  houses  that  we 
begin  to  wonder  if  we'd  better  do  it, 
after  all.  We  are  confronted  with  "  bet- 
ter health,  dryer  houses,  better  condi- 
tions all  around,"  on  one  side.  Then, 
on  the  other  side  we  find  it  said  that 
"  ventilation  means  colds  and  roup "' 
and  everything  else  of  a  dire  nature, 
and  we  find  ourselves — we  poultry  peo- 
ple completely  "  at  sea."  What  is  one 
to  do  ?  Who  is  right  and  who  is  wrong  ? 
That  is  the  question  that  hundreds,  and 
probably  thousands,  would  like  to  see 
definitely  settled  and  substantiated. 

But  I  am  of  the  opinion,  everything 
to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding,  that 
I  shall  try  introducing  one  of  those 
common-sense  style  of  lentilators  into 
the  very  next  poultry  house  I  have 
built.  And  1  am  going  to  have  one 
Eoon.  If  it  doesn't  work  well  it  is  very 
easily  stopped  up,  if  not  so  easily  taken 
out.  The  expense  of  putting  it  in  is 
not  so  great,  and  I  believe  that  the 
theory  (that  Mrs.  Hawks  says  is  no 
theory  at  all)  is  entirely  correct.  She 
ought  to  know  something  about  it, 
surely.  She  tells  us  she  has  been  breed- 
ing poultry  for  a  great  many  years,  and 
that  better  health  has  prevailed  among 
her  fowls  ever  since  she  did  put  the 
ventilator  into  her  poultry  house. 

I  was  tempted  to  write  and  ask  her  a 
few  more  questions  about  it.  It  al- 
ways is  a  temptation  to  write  and  make 
further  inquiry  when  one  is  particularly 
Interested  in  a  certain  subject.  But 
presuming  that  she  is  already  Hooded 
with  letters  bearing  upon  the  question, 
I  decided  to  study  the  description  and 
plans,  and  then  think  the  matter  over 
again.  But  I  am  very  sure  I  shall  in- 
troduce my  fowls  to  a  new  ventilator 
this  fall.  We  would  like  to  hear  from 
others  on  the  same  subject,  however. 

And  then  about  floors  in  poultry 
houses.  Everything  is  recommended 
and  condemned,  from  dirt  floors  to 
board  and  cement  floors.  How  would 
a  "  bottomless  pit "  strike  you  ?  I  don't 
know  that  it  is  entirely  practical,  but  it 
would  savor  of  originality  a  little,  and 
would  at  least  be  something  new  to  talk 
about.  Floors  in  a  poultry  house  are  a 
nuisance,  anyway— no  matter  what  the 
style  or  kind,  for  they  have  to  be 
cleaned,  you  know,  or  go  reeking  with 
filth  and  vermin.  I'm  sometimes  in 
clined  to  believe  that  those  covered 


with  filth  predominate.  I  went  into  a 
neighbor's  hen  house  a  few  days  ago — 
that  is,  I  went  to  the  neighbor's  to  "bor- 
row or  hire"  some  setting  h(ns  (I 
wanted  my  choice  hens  and  pullets  to 
keep  laying).  I  only  stepped  inside  the 
door  of  the  poultry  house  a  little  bit  of 
a  step.  But  I  didn't  need  to.  The 
odors  and  the  crawlers  came  out  to 
meet  me.  And  1  got  the  hens.  Oh, 
yes  I  I  got  the  hens,  and  they  wanted  to 
set  "  bad."  I  got  more  than  hens.  I 
got  lice  enough  with  those  two  hens  to 
have  tinctured  a  flock  of  1,000  hens  in 
less  than  12  hours.  But  they  didn't 
"tincture."  They  went  into  a  round- 
about lice  killing  machine,  and  I  put 
powder  enough  into  it  to  drown  them 
in.  I  did  drown  the  lice,  too.  Any- 
way they  stopped  crawling,  gave  up  the 
ghost,  and  the  hens,  after  they  had  re- 
covered their  breath  and  equilibrium, 
took  to  the  nest  of  eggs  previously  pre- 
pared for  them.  The  powder  changed 
the  odor  of  the  fowls,  themselves.  If 
that  poultry  house  down  the  road  a  very 
few  miles  didn't  need  ventilation  I'd 
like  to  know  why.  It  needed  a  few 
wagonloads  of  filth  to  be  removed  also. 

A  few  days  after  my  own  visit  there 
in  quest  of  broody  hens,  1  sent  "that 
husband  of  mine  "  there  for  some  more 
broody  hens.  He  remarked,  as  he 
handed  them  down  from  the  wagon 
when  he  came  home,  that  he  never  got 
into  quite  such  a  nest  as  that  before, 
and  he  changed  his  mind  a  little  about 
it's  being  "  so  entirely  unnecessary  to 
be  so  everlastingly  particular  about 
cleaning  poultry  houses  every  day  or 
two,  like  some  folks  do  that  I  kno-wof," 
as  he  said. 

Yes  I  I  believe  we'd  better  do  a  little 
more  of  ventilating  and  cleaning,  even 
if  we  have  done  pretty  well  so  far.  And 
then  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  to  begin 
a  crusade,  preaching  that  "  cleanliness 
is  next  to"  well,  next  to  home  homli- 
ness  in  a  home,  anyway,  for  we  don't 
just  like  to  use  the  word  '•Godliness" 
when  talking  poultry.  Cleanliness  and 
comfort  and  pure,  wholesome  air  all  go 
hand  in  hand,  and  one  cannot  be  had 
without  the  others. 

No!  I'm  not  on  the  war  path.  I'm 
just  "  riled  '  a  little — over  "  several  little 
happenings  and  sayings  and  sights,  and 
they're  all  connected  with  poultry  rais- 
ing items  of  far  and  near  import,  and 
I'm  particularly  disgusted  with  'some 
folks"  way  of  doing  and  keeping  things 
out  where  the  biddies  live,"  as  Mrs. 
Hawks  says.  Alameda  Lyon.

The  Incubator. 

Even  the  novice  in  poultry  rearing, 
when  once  thoroughly  aroused  and  in- 
terested, will  be  looking  anxiously  for- 
ward to  the  coming  of  an  incubator  and 
brooder  or  two  as  an  accompaniament 
to  the  little  poultry  plant  well  under 
way,  or  soon  likely  to  be.  For,  incuba- 
tors have  dropped  down  in  price— even 
the  very  best  of  them— until  almost  any 
one  who  raises  poultry  and  does  the 
work  in  earnest,  can  afford  one,  in  a 
season  or  two.  They  are  of  all  sizes,  so 
one  does  not  find  it  necessary  to  invest 
heavily.  Fifty-egg  incubators  have  be- 
come very  common,  and  some  of  them 
at  least,  we  are  aware,  do  as  perfect 
work  in  hatching  as  do  the  larger  ma- 
chines. The  100  egg  machine  is  seldom 
more  than  .$5  more  in  price  than  the 
50  egg  machine,  and  one  size  or  the 
other,  almost  any  farm  will  warrant 
purchase  of.  Chicks  can  then  be  hatched 
at  will,  and  if  our  farmers  would  prac- 
tice hatching  very  early  chicks,  it  would 
be  the  better  for  all  concerned. 

Early  fries  always  command  a  paying 
price,  and  the  farm  may  just  as  well  as 
not  have  them,  if  an  incubator  and 
brooder  are  kept  in  operation.  The  100- 
egg  size  would,  doubtless,  best  pay  the 
farmer.  And  to  go  with  it,  two  brood- 
ers, instead  of  one  would  be  the  better 
policy.  Chicks  are  not  ready  to  leave 
the  brooder  at  three  or  four  weeks  of 
age,  and  if  the  incubator  is  kept  run- 
ning, one  hatch  following  another,  either 
another  brooder  would  be  needed  for 
the  second  hatch  or  the  first  hatch 
would  be  obliged  to  be  virtually 
"  turned  out  in  the  cold."'  And  that 
doesn't  pay,  in  the  least. 

In  fact,  we  need  smaller  brooders  and 
more  of  them,  and  the  cry  for  smaller, 
less  expensive  brooders  has  been  sent 
out.  It  will  yet  be  met  by  the  manu- 
facturers, for  they  are  determined  to 
please  their  customers. 

Thirty  or  40  chicks  in  one  flock  is  all 
that  should  ever  be  allowed,  and  a  less 
number  would  be  better.  With  a  100- 
egg  machine,  three  brooders  could  be 
used  to  advantage.  The  hatches  could 
then  be  divided  up  into  two  flocks  for 
the  first  three  weeks.  After  that  time 
they  could  be  put  into  one  brooder  with 
greater  safety  than  when  so  small.  Two 
brooders  would  then  be  ready  to  receive 
the  next  hatch.  By  the  time  the  third 
hatch  was  out,  the  first  chicks  could 
perhaps  i  if  the  weather  was  not  severe) 
be  transferred  to  other  quarters,  by 
making  said  quarters  very  snug  and 
warm  for  them,  and  by  giving  them 
every  possible  care. 

An  incubator  and  brooders  will  be  or 
at  least  tnay  he  made  to  pay.  It  is 
worse  than  folly  to  suppose  that  incu- 
bator-hatched chicks  or  brooder-reared 
chicks  are  less  perfect  or  less  healthy 
and  strong  than  chicks  hatched  under

henSr  and  brooded  by  hens.  The  incu- 
bator never  turned  out  a  lousy  clutch  of 
chicks,  and  a  hen  was  never  known  to 
do  anything  else,  unless  she  was  care- 
fully looked  after  all  through  the  hatch, 
and  we'll  venture  to  say  that  not  10 
hens  out  of  every  5C0  that  are  allowed 
to  sit  and  hatch  out  broods  every  sea- 
son are  attended  to  in  any  way,  particu- 
larly. Then,  after  one  has  watched 
them  all  through  the  three  weeks  of 
their  stay  on  the  nest  and  kept  them 
free  from  lice,  it  is  a  continual  fight 
with  vermin  still,  to  keep  the  chicks 
nearly  enough  freed  of  them  to  keep 
them  growing.  The  brooder  will  keep 
them  warm,  and  it  never  tramples  on 
them.  And  if  hens  are  kept  away  from 
them  entirely,  they  will  never  be 
troubled  with  lice. 

Incubators  are  practically  self  regu- 
lating now-a-days.  It  is  not  a  mere 
statement  made  for  the  sake  of  selling 
the  machines,  but  an  actual  reality. 
Some  of  them  have  so  nearly  reached 
the  perfection  mark  that  one  wonders 
if  anything  further  can  be  done  towards 
perfecting  them.  They  hatch  out  a  far 
better  percentage  of  chicks  than  hens 
do,  and  they  are  as  surely  self-regulat- 
ing in  their  heat  as  is  the  old  hen  her- 
self. Then,  when  you  place  eggs  in  a 
machine,  you  know  they  will  not  be 
broken;  that  you  will  not  have  filthy 
nests  to  clean;  that  you  can  handle  a 
great  number  with  perfect  ease,  and 
that  every  fertile  egg  stands  an  excel- 
lent show  of  producing  you  a  chick. 
In  fact  the  day  of  crying  down  the  in- 
cubator is  of  the  days  gone  by.  There 
was  a  time  when  it  was  not  to  be  won- 
dered at  that  people  were  skeptical  con- 
cerning incubators.  There  are  ma- 
chines yet  to-day  that  have  failed  to 
stand  the  test  and  not  be  found  want- 
ing. But  the  standard  machines  of  the 
day  may  be  depended  on  to  do  the  work 
that  is  claimed  for  them.  They  are  well 
built,  and  are  not  aiiected  appreciably, 
by  outside  temperature,  and  they  are 
marvels  of  beauty  in  construction  and 
finish.  No  one  need  be  ashamed  to 
have  them  in  any  room  in  the  house. 
Fanciers  will  have  them,  and  the  day  is 
not  far  away  when  nearly  every  com- 
munity of  farmers  will  have  among 
them,  a  number  of  good  machines  in 
both  the  incubator  and  brooder  lines. 
By  many,  they  have  been  made  to  pay 
better  than  self-binders  and  whole 
acres  of  grain. 

But  every  man  and  woman  who  rears 
poultry  must  be  a  law  unto  him  and 
herself,  in  deciding  what  they  can 
afford,  and  as  to  whether  they  can 
make  It  pay  to  attempt  artificial  incuba- 
tion and  chick-rearing.  Hundreds  and 
even  thousands  are  making  it  pay,  and 
"  they  say  "  there  is  undisputed  room 
for  thousands  more  in  the  field.  And 
there  is  no  manner  of  reason  for  doubt- 


ing it,  for  we  are  continually  import- 
ing eggs  by  the  millions  of  dozens,  and 
the  money  the  United  States  sends 
abroad  for  eggs,  runs  into  the  millions 
of  dollars.

Costly  and  elaborate  buildings  are 
not  necessary  adjuncts  to  the  care  and 
raising  of  fowls.  This  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  successful  poultry  rais- 
ing, involving  thousands  of  dollars 
yearly,  is  carried  on  where  the  invest- 
ment in  building  provides  only  for  ade- 
quate shelter,  space,  and  labor  saving 
conveniences  at  a  merely  nominal  cost. 
It  is  a  significant  fact,  too,  that  some  of 


average  of  the  more  expensive  houses, 
is  the  liability  of  sacrificing  the  practi- 
cal features  for  the  ornamental,  but  in 
these  plans  they  are  combined, 

The  house  Is  intended  to  accommo- 
date poultry,  pheasants  and  quail.  It 
is  built  at  an  angle  from  the  center 
simply  as  a  pleasing  architectural  fea- 
ture. A  porch  is  added  at  the  east 
end,  fronting  the  owner's  residence. 
The  pheasants  occupy  the  semi-circular 
room  in  the  middle  of  the  building.

There  are,  however,  many  elaborate 
and  beautiful  houses  built  for  the 
accommodation  of  poultry  which  are 
In  harmony  with  the  tastes  and  sur- 
roundings of  the  owners,  and  which 
further  demonstrates  the  cosmopolitan 
nature  of  the  poultry  fancy.  The  illus- 
tration given  here  is  of  a  poultry 
house  erected  in  one  of  Chicago's  sub- 
xurban  towns.   A  grave  fault  with  the 


This  Is  a  room  open  to  the  ceiling,  the 
entrance  for  the  birds  being  through 
the  small  windows  under  the  eaves. 
Perches  are  used,  and  in  the  center  of 
the  room  is  an  old  dead  tree,  the 
branches  of  which  also  afford  roosting 
places.  The  birds  are  confined  in  a 
yard  enclosed,  and  covered  by  wire 
netting.  The  quail  house  at  the  west 
end  is  also  provided  with  the  same  wire 
netting,  to  provide  ample  exercise  for 
them.   The  door  at  the  left,  opens  into 


a  hallway  adjoining  the  quail  house, 
and  this  hall  extends  the  entire  length 
of  the  house  at  the  rear  of  the  poultry 
rooms.  These  rooms  are  four  in  num- 
ber, supplied  with  good  light,  have  dirt 
floors  and  the  usual  perches,  and  drop- 
ping boards,  which  are  movable.  The 
nest  boxes  are  reached  from  the  hall 
way. 

The  general  dimensions  of  the  build- 
ing are  GO  feet  long,  15  feet  wide  and  8 
feet  high  in  the  clear.   The  side  eleva-

tion  shows  the  general  arrangement. 
A  flock  of  15  birds  can  be  conveniently 
housed  in  each  room,  making  a  capacity 
of  60  birdE;  although  this  could  be  in- 
creased to  80  if  necessary.  The  cost  of 
this  building  at  Chicago  prices,  was 
about  $8.50,  although  it  could  probably 
be  done  at  a  less  price,  according  to 
cost  of  labor.

We  cannot  complain  of  the  season's  business 
as  a  whole,  stock  sales  wer«  good;  we  disposed 
of  all  the  surplus  males  we  had  and  could  have 
sold  more.  The  eg^  trade,  however,  was  light. 
It  may  seem  ludicrous,  but  I  fully  believe  the 
war  has  been  at  least  partly  the  cause  of  it.  In 
our  own  vicinity  a  number  of  parties  had  en- 
gaged eggs  but  failed  to  call  for  them.  Upon 
being  questioned  in  regard  to  the  matter,  they 
would  generally  reply.  "O,  I  forgot  all  about 
them.  I  don't  know  whether  the  women  has  a 
hen  that  wants  to  set  now  or  not.  Say,  what's 
the  latest  war  news?"  It  seems  that  interest 
in  the  war  has  so  occupied  their  attention  they 
have  forgotten  such  trifling  things  as  setting 
hens.  Perhaps  we  are  more  patriotic  here  than 
elsewhere,  but  I  ftope  not.  Eggs  have  hatched 
remarkably  well  both  for  ourselves  and  custo- 
mers. We  have  succeeded  in  getting  75  to  90 
per  cent  hatches  with  a  Cypher's  incubator, 
although  this  is  our  first  year's  experience  with 
artificial  incubation.  Chicks  are  coming  on 
finely  although  owing  to  almost  incessant  rains 
it  has  been  a  very  trying  season  for  them.  We 
now  have  over  400  out,  and  expect  to  continue 
running  our  incubator  for  some  time  yet.  The 
July  hatched  Minorca  will  be  the  winner  In  the 
late  shows  it  properly  cared  for.  The  prospects 
for  next  season's  business  is  good.

Of  course  I  do  not  want  to  dis- 
courage breeders  from  taking  large  space  in 
poultry  journals,  but  be  prepared  to  keep  It  up 
the  year  round;  and  American  Poultry 
Journal  is  a  good  place  to  put  any  sized  ad.

I  have  had 
some  fairly  good  hatches;  others  nearly  a  total 
failure;  but  on  the  whole  I  am  satisfied  as  I 
have  done  mucli  better  than  I  expected.  I 
never  saw  an  incubator  until  last  wmter.  I  have 
succeeded  in  getting  several  hundred  tine  early 
chicks,  and  they  are  all  doing  nicely.

Of  the  Illinois  State  Poxiltry  Associa- 
tion and  the  National  Fanciers  As- 
sociation of  Chicagro,  to  be  held 
in  Chicago,  Jan.  9-14,  '99. 

Secretary  L.  H.  Fuller,  of  the  Na- 
tional Fanciers  Association  of  Chicago, 
gives  the  following  result  of  a  meeting 
of  the  executive  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion: 

A  meeting  of  the  executive  officers 
of  the  Illinois  State  Poultry  Pigeon  and 
Pet  Stock  Association,  and  the  Na- 
tional Fanciers  Association  of  Chicago, 
was  called  at  the  ollice  of  L.  H.  Fuller, 
secretary  of  the  National  Fanciers  As- 
sociation, June  23rd. 

The  object  was  to  formulate  and 
complete  plans  for  a  joint  exhibition  to 
be  held  at  Chicago  the  coming  winter. 
The  matter  has  been  discussed  at  length 
for  the  past  few  weeks,  and  has  caused 
considerable  controversy.  But  as  is 
usual,  out  of  the  differences  came  the 
legitimate  fruits,  and  the  result  can 
not  help  being  a  benefit  to  both  asso- 
ciations, and  the  fraternity  at  large,  and 
especially  promote  good  feeling  among 
the  fanciers  of  the  state. 

Of  the  members  of  the  Illinois  State 
Association,  Mr.  Curtis  of  Qaincy, 
president;  Mr.  Noble,  of  Bloomington, 
secretary;  Mr.  Craig,  of  Albion,  chair- 


man of  the  executive  committee,  and 
Mr.  Ellsworth,  of  Danville,  of  the  exec- 
utive committee,  were  present.  Of  our 
own  association,  Mr.  Kimmey,  presi- 
dent; Mr.  White,  treasurer;  Mr,  Fuller, 
secretary;  Messrs.  Lowell,  Clark, 
Plaehn,  Chapman,  Cilik  and  Ehodes, 
were  present.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

Article  L— This  Club  shall  be 
known  as  the  National  Exhibition 
Game  and  Game  Bantam  Club. 

Art.  II.— The  objects  of  this  Club 
are  to  increase  the  interest  in  and  de- 
mand for  the  high  class  Exhibition 
Game  and  Game  Bantam  fowls,  to  ob- 
tain for  them  better  recognition  by  the 
poultry  shows  and  poultry  press,  to  im- 
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prove  in  every  way  the  quality  of  these 
varieties,  to  offer  special  premiums  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  this  Club,  and  in 
general  to  further  and  protect  the  In- 
terests of  Exhibition  Game  and  Game 
Bantam  breeders  and  exhibitors.  Also 
to  hold  an  annual  meeting  and  show,  at 
such  place  and  with  such  asso- 
ciation as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
each  year  determine. 

Art.  III.— The  initiation  fee  shall  be 
one  dollar,  and  must  accompany  each 
application  for  membership  to  the  sec 
retary,  who  will  submit  such  application 
to  the  board  of  directors,  which  body 
shall  have  absolute  control  of  the  ad- 
mission of  members.  Members  can  be 
admitted  at  any  meeting  of  the  board, 
or  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  directors 
by  correspondence,  the  polls  to  remain 
open  fifteen  days,  but  no  members  will 
be  admitted  for  one  month  preceding  an 
annual  meeting.  In  case  any  applicant 
is  refused  admission,  the  initiation  fee 
shall  be  refunded. 

Art.  IV.— The  annual  dues  shall  be 
one  dollar,  payable  by  all  members  on 
October  Ist,  of  each  year.  No  vote  will 
be  legal  unless  the  member  voting  has 
paid  his  dues  for  that  year.  In  case  any 
member  has  not  paid  his  dues  by  No- 
vember 1st,  the  secretary  shall  notify 
him  in  writing,  and  in  event  of  the  dues 
not  being  received  by  December  1st  of 
the  same  year,  the  secretary  is  required 
under  these  by-laws  to  remove  the 
name  of  the  member  in  question  from 
the  club  roll. 

Art.  v.— The  officers  of  the  club 
shall  consist  of  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer. 

Art.  VI.— Either  the  president  or 
secretary  has  the  right  at  his  discretion 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  any  meeting  must  be  called  by 
either  of  these  officers  if  requested  by 
any  two  members  of  the  board. 

Art.  VII.— The  board  of  directors 
shall  consist  of  the  president  and  sec- 
retary and  three  other  members.  Three 
of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
the  otlicer  present  to  preside,  but  in  case 
no  officer  is  present  the  members  pres- 
ent shall  elect  a  presiding  officer,  pro 
tern.  The  actions  of  the  board  at  any 
meeting  unattended  by  the  entire  board, 
shall  be  fully  reported  to  the  absent 
members. 

Art.  VIII.— The  board  of  directors 
only  has  the  power  to  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Club,  but  must  call  such 
a  meeting  if  requested  in  writing  by 
any  nine  members  of  the  Club. 

Art.  IX.— The  officers  and  directors 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  club 
meeting,  retiring  members  being  eligi- 
ble for  re  election.  In  case,  however, 
of  a  vacancy  occuring  in  an  office  or  on 
the  board  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
a  special  election  to  fill  said  vacancy 
shall  be  promptly  held,  either  at  a  meet- 
ing or  by  correspondence,  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  determine. 

Art.  X  — These  by  laws  may  be 
amended  only  at  the  annual  club  meet- 
ing, and  any  such  amendment  shall  be 
made  before  the  election  is  held. 

Art.  X[. — At  any  meeting  all  matters 
may  be  voted  on  by  the  members  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  but  no  member 
shall  vote  more  than  one  proxy.  Nine 
members  in  person  or  by  proxy  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Club. 

Art.  XII.— Any  member  found 
guilty,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board 
of  directors,  of  fraud,  dishonorable  con 
duct,  or  violation  of  the  rules  of  this 
Club,  may  be  suspended  by  said  board, 
for  such  time,  not    exceeding  six 


months,  as  it  sees  fit,  and  if  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  the  offense  merits 
expulsion,  such  action  shall  be  recom- 
mended by  the  board  to  the  Club  at 
large,  and  a  copy  of  such  letter  of  rec 
ommendation  shall  also  be  sent  to  the 
offender.  The  Club  may  vote  on  an  ex- 
pulsion by  correspondence  or  at  any 
meeting,  but  in  either  case  a  two-thirds 
vote  is  required  to  expel.  Dyeing  or 
tampering  with  feathers,  or  altering 
the  appearance  of  a  bird  in  an  artificial 
or  deceitful  manner  (except  dubbing, 
which  is  hereby  endorsed)  shall  be  con- 
sidered fraudulent. 

Art.  XIII.— Allspecial  prizes  offered 
by  the  Club  shall  be  competed  for  only 
by  members  of  the  Club,  unless  other- 
wise specified. 

Art.  XIV.— A  list  of  oflicers,  direc 
tors,  and  members,  together  with  an- 
nual report  and  balance  sheet,  will  be 
sent  to  all  members  as  soon  after  the 
annual  meeting  as  is  practicable.

ECONOMIC  POULTRY  FEEDING. 

Special  Crops  for  Fowls  with  Infor- 
matim  for  Feeding  and  Analysis 
of  Results. 

Wm,  H.  Ehees. 

The  practical  market  poultry  man 
and  the  progressive  fancier  both  know 
the  value  of  proper  feed  for  their  stock, 
There  is  an  old  adage  that  "  variety  is 
the  spice  of  life,"  but  to  the  poultry 
keeper  variety  is  the  keystone  to  the 
successful  feeding  of  fowls.  The  be- 
ginner can  well  devote  considerable 
time  and  thought  to  studying  the  prob- 
lem of  correct  scientific  feeding.  Each 
one  must  solve  this  question  more  or 
less  independently,  as  he  is  influenced 
by  the  local  conditions,  food  products 
available  in  his  markets,  and  the  ob- 
jects he  is  aiming  to  secure  and  which 
the  feed  can  and  must  form  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  achievement  of  his 
desires.  No  ironclad  set  of  rules  can  be 
laid  down  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  feed  a  person  need  give  their  poultry, 
young  or  old.  Breeds  are  to  be  consid- 
ered, the  surroundings,  whether  the 
chickens  have  free  range  and  what 
nature  supplies  them.  Whether  the 
chicks  are  to  be  forced  for  early  broilers 
or  to  have  that  healthy,  continuous 
growth  that  finally  produces  the  high- 
scoring  prize  winners,  just  in  the  "  pink 
of  perfection,"  to  capture  the  blue  rib- 
bons. 

It  has  been  rightly  said  that  poultry 
raising  is  a  business  of  small  details, 
that  one  must  have  a  love  for  the  pur- 
suit to  be  faithful  in  performing  such 
duties  with  the  regularity  that  will  lead 
on  to  SUCC9E8.  This  means  that  it  is 
the  observing,  reasoning  people  who 
notice  the  apparent  trifles,  that  are  the 
ones  who  stick  to  the  business.  Just  as 
in  any  other  vocation,  brains  and  com- 
mon sense  are  necessary  and  will  find 
an  abundant  opportunity  for  use  in  the 
continually  arising  problems  in  pro- 
gressive, up-to-date  poultry  culture. 

In  raising  stock  of  any  kind  the 
proper  judgment  as  to  feeding  is  of 
vital  importance,  and  this  department 
of  the  stock  farm  cannot  receive  too 
much  careful  consideration  and  intelli- 
gent management.  The  skillful  feeder 
studies  his  animals  and  gives  them  not 
too  little  or  too  much,  but  just  the  right 
quantity  for  best  results,  which  amount 
he  must  learn  from  intimate  association 
and  daily  practical  experience  and  ob 
servatioa  of  the  needs  and  capacities  of 
his  herds  and  flocks.  No  matter  how 
perfect  or  scientific  a  plan  may  be 
formulated  for  feeding  our  fowls,  we 
must  be  first  inflaenced  by  its  cost, 
either  of  production  or  purchase.  The 
limit  of  price  must  vary.  The  fancier 
who  has  a  large  trade  in  exhibition 


birds  can  almost  ignore  the  price  of 
grain;  with  him  the  best  is  none  too 
good  and  the  cost  is  accepted  as  inevit- 
able. But  to  the  thousands  who  are 
raising  poultry  and  eggs  for  the  con- 
sumer and  general  market,  the  question 
of  feeding  is  vastly  different,  and  the 
profit  and  loss  view  determines  the 
matter. 

During  the  past  six  months  the  ques- 
tion of  economic  feeding  has  been 
brought  more  seriously  to  the  attention 
of  poultry  raisers  by  the  extreme  high 
prices  of  wheat,  and  they  realize  what 
a  "  fortune  was  knocking  at  their  door  " 
when  wheat  was  50  cents  per  bushel. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  in  wheat  is 
found  the  best  all  around  food  for 
poultry.  That  is  to  say,  it  contains 
more  of  the  requisite  elements  that 
fowls  need  for  nutrition  and  the  pro- 
duction of  eggs.  For  special  purposes 
certain  other  grains  can  perhaps  be  used 
with  better  results  for  short  periods, 
but  nothing  can  be  advantageously 
substituted  for  it  as  the  lasis  of  all  per- 
manent successful  feed  rations  for 
fowls.  It  is  ditticult  to  convince  farm- 
ers that  it  is  more  profitable  to  feed 
dollar  wheat  than  corn  at  one-third  the 


produce  eggs  when  they  are  scarce  and 
at  a  high  price  means  thought  and 
trouble  given  to  the  methods  used  in 
feeding  to  achieve  results  which  the 
majority  are  not  obtaining. 

Special  crops  can  be  divided  into  two 
classes— those  to  be  used  for  green  food 
and  cut  before  ripe,  and  those  special 
crops  desired  to  be  harvested  and  stored 
for  winter  use.  Many  different  crops 
are  available  for  green  food  and  the 
energetic  poultryman  can  have  a  supply 
on  hand  summer  or  winter.  One  of 
the  most  popular  plans  is  to  plant  a 
plot  of  ground  near  the  brooder  houses 
in  the  fall  with  rye,  and  this  forms  an 
early  crop  for  the  broilers  or  ducklings. 
Ijater  in  the  summer  rape  or  millet  can 
be  sown  on  the  same  ground.  Every 
poultryman  should  raise  a  supply  of 
cabbage  for  winter,  and  nothing  will 
find  a  quicker  welcome  by  the  biddies 
when  shut  up  in  houses  during  cold 
weather.  In  experiments  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  Station  the  re- 
sults showed  a  greater  production  of 
eggs  when  feeding  chopped  cabbage 
than  cut  clover  hay.  However  the  trial 
was  not  extensive  enough  to  be  con- 
clusive.

price;  but  such  c'^nditions  do  exist  very 
often.  With  wheat  at  such  high  cost 
the-  poultryman  must  plan  to  use  as 
little  as  possible  and  make  up  by  feed- 
ing a  greater  variety  of  grains,  and  so 
supply  nearly  the  same  chemical  food 
constituents.  Thus,  if  much  corn  is 
fed  there  will  be  an  abundant  supply  of 
fat  and  fuel,  which  must  be  helped  out 
with  elements  to  form  bone  and  muscle, 
such  as  oats  or  crushed  bone,  to  obtain 
a  good,  all  round  result. 

If  hens  are  considered  as  machines 
for  the  convertion  of  the  feed  given 
them  into  eggs,  the  keeping  of  these 
machines  in  perfect  order  must  always 
be  kept  in  mind.  We  may  force  them 
to  an  unusual  output  for  a  short  time 
by  feeding  condition  powders  and 
tonics,  but  that  method  will  be  found 
the  best  which  first  insures  a  healthy, 
natural  condition  of  the  fowl  with  the 
highest  production  of  eggs  consistent 
therewith. 

Many  special  crops  for  poultry  can 
be  raised  by  those  who  have  land  that 
is  probably  not  in  use  for  general  farm 
crops.  The  wise  poultryman  must  look 
ahead  for  the  future  and  plant  now, 
that  he  can  reap  a  crop  to  help  him 
better  care  for  his  fowls  during  the 
winter.    Experience  will  teach  that  to 


The  advantage  lies  most  decidedly 
with  the  fowls  fed  cabbages,  in  so  far 
as  numbers,  weight  and  cost  of  eggs  are 
concerned.  The  eggs  from  the  clover 
house  were,  however,  much  superior  in 
cooking  and  eating  quality  to  those 
from  the  other. 

Young  chicks  delight  to  run  in  a 
clover  field  and  get  much  green  food 
there.  In  the  West  where  irrigation  is 
used  alfalfa  is  the  great  forage  crop  for 
all  kinds  of  stock,  It  is  raised  much 
the  Eame  as  clover,  the  roots  reach 
a  depth  of  from  10  to  30  feet  in  the  soil. 
From  three  to  five  crops  are  cut,  ac- 
cording to  the  length  of  season.  When 
finely  cut  and  steamed  alfalfa  can  be 
mixed  in  mashes  and  used  by  the  West- 
ern poultryman  with  much  profit,  and 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

Rape  has  been  highly  recommended 
as  green  feed,  and  claim  is  made  that 
chickens  like  it  even  better  than  young 
cabbage.  It  can  be  planted  from  May 
until  August,  or  in  the  Southern  States 
in  the  fall  and  cut  the  following  spring. 

In  many  parts  of  the  country  a  special 
crop  of  Kallir  corn  can  be  raised  with 
profit,  and  while  some  condemn  it  as  a 
poultry  food,  in  Kansas  and  Oklahoma 
it  is  grown  extensively,  and  those  who 
have  had  most  experience  with  it  think

highly  of  it  as  a  feed  for  growing  chicks 
and  to  produce  eggs.  For  fattening 
purposes  it  Is  inferior  to  Indian  corn. 

As  a  feed  for  young  chicks  and  for 
use  in  scratching  sheds  millet  seed  is 
very  good,  and  as  it  can  be  planted 
from  May  to  August,  it  can  be  sown  on 
land  used  for  an  early  crop.  Of  the 
different  varieties  Japanese  barnyard 
millet  (panicum  crus  galli),  is  by  far  the 
most  productive  and  valuable,  having 
toeen  tested  for  a  number  of  years  at  the 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  Station.  It 
is  very  good  as  a  forage  crop  and  yields 
from  50  to  90  bushels  of  seed  to  the 
acre.  It  can  be  easily  seen  that  a  poul- 
tryman  with  even  a  small  plot  of  ground 
can  raise  quite  a  large  amount  of  millet 
seed  for  his  chickp.  A  bundle  of  the 
grain  and  straw  shr  ild  be  thrown  in 
the  scratching  shed  every  day  during 
winter.  The  straw  of  this  millet  when 
sown  for  seed  is  quite  soft  and  palatable 
for  such  a  rank  grower.  It  can  be 
used  in  feeding  cattle  and  has  about  the 
same  value  as  corn  stover.  It  should 
not  be  fed  to  horses. 

In  the  following  analysis  millet  seed 
will  be  seen  to  resemble  very  closely 
to  oats  and  is  therefore  a  valuable  llesh 
and  muscle  former.  The  following 
table  is  interesting:

Mangel  wurzels  or  beets  are  easily 
grown,  and  sliced  up  make  an  excellent 
green  food  in  winter.  In  many  parts  of 
the  West  they  are  raised  in  enormous 


crops  and  much  used  by  the  poultry- 
men  in  this  section. 

A  few  special  crops  under  certain 
conditions  must  be  planted  to  provide 
shade  for  the  chickens  through  the  hot 
summer  days.  Sunflowers  sown  broad- 
cast over  part  of  the  yard  are  excellent 
for  this  purpose.  Artichokes  can  also 
be  used  and  the  tubers  are  a  very  good 
food  for  hogs.  Some  of  the  up  to  date 
poultrymen  are  raising  celery  for  their 
stock  and  "celery  fed  ducklings"  are 
offered  to  the  epicures  who  buy  in  the 
New  York  markets.  The  latest  are 
"  celery  fed  broilers,"  now  being  sup- 
plied to  the  Washington  markets  to 
tickle  the  palates  of  the  diplomats  and 
congressmen. 

The  enterprising  poultry  raiser  will 
find  that  there  are  many  crops  that  he 
can  adapt  t:>  the  demands  of  economic 
feeding  of  young  and  old  chickens,  and 
that  it  will  pay  him  to  devote  time, 
thought  and  labor  to  raising  these 
special  crops.  Too  much  care  cannot 
be  given  to  the  side  influences  that 
have  80  much  to  do  with  keeping  the 
poultry  in  good  health  and  make  them 
machines  capable  of  utilizing  the  great- 
est portion  of  the  food  given  them.  It 
is  poor  economy  to  keep  fowls  in  cold, 
damp  houses  in  winter  or  shadeless 
yards  in  summer.  Give  them  plenty  of 
water,  grit  and  make  them  exercise.  In 
short,  keep  your  hens  active,  healthy 
and  comfortable  and  jou  will  have 
learned  half  the  secret  of  economic 
poultry  feeding.  The  progressive  poul- 
tryman  keeps  nothing  but  thoroughbred 
fowls  in  his  yards  or  on  the  farm,  and 
pure  blood  is  a  great  stepping  stone  to 
good  quality,  and  the  best  quality 
means  the  highest  prices  for  his  pro- 
ducts.

POULTRY  CULTURE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Importance  of  Poultry  Culture 
Keeognizetl— It  is  Made  a  Special 
Course  of  Instruction  at  the  Rhode 
Island  College.  Kingston,  R.  I.

[Through  the  kindness  of  Prof.  A.  A.  Brig- 
ham,  of  the  IlIiuiIc  Isliiiid  College,  Kingston, 
R.  I.,  we  an- furiuslicd  witli  this  article  by  one 
of  the  students  who  took  the  course  last  season. 
Information  regarding  the  plans  for  the  next 
course  will  be  furnished  by  Prof.  Brigham.— Ed. 

Did  it  pay  ?  What  ?  Taking  the  spe- 
cial poultry  culture  course  at  the  Rhode 
Island  College.  Toward  the  last  of  the 
course  the  special  lecturers,  men  like 
I,  K,  Felch,  E.  C.  Tefft  and  Geo,  M. 
Pollard  asked  this  question.  And  since, 
my  friends  and  others  who  have  learned 
that  I  took  the  course  have  asked:  "Did 
it  pay  V"  and  as  the  course  was  quite 
well  advertised,  and  requests  for  infor- 
mation were  received  up  to  the  last 
week  we  were  there,  1  thought  it  might 
be  of  general  Interest  to  poultrydom  to 
know  if  it  paid. 

Our  first  lecture  was  in  chemistry  and 
we  were  so  well  instructed  that  we  can 
compute  a  balanced  ration,  and  know 
why  young  growing  stock  need  a  cer- 
tain food,  laying  stock  another  certain 
food  ration,  and  fattening  stock  an 
other.  Also  that  the  cost  of  a  food  is 
determined  as  much  by  its  food  value 
as  by  its  market  price.  In  the  subject 
of  stock  breeding  we  were  thoroughly 
posted  on  the  principles  involved  and 
appreciate  the  intiaence  of  "  heredity  " 
and  the  value  of  "  prepotency,"  Some 
of  us  went  there  as  scoffers  at  pure 
bred  stock  as  best  for  practical  pur 
poses,  but  learning  about  the  tendency 
of  all  stock  to  "  strike  back  "  to  a  trait 
of  some  remote  ancestor  which  is  called 
"  atavim,"  we  see  the  practical  side  of 
pure-bred  stock.  And  we  see  how  even 
pure-bred  stock  may  be  improved  be- 
cause of  "  variation,"  We  were  fully 
impressed,  too,  with  the  value  of  cross- 
bred stock  for  certain  purposes  but  we 
see  the  folly  of  breeding  from  them. 

We  were  taught  enough  zoology, 
physiology,  and  embryology  to  appre 
ciate  something  of  their  importance. 
We  look  at  things  with  new  eyes,  and 
old  things  are  new.  Life  is  more  won 
derful.  An  egg  is  more  wonderful.  So 
also  is  the  hen.  We  will  handle  her 
more  carefully  lest  we  injure  her  won- 
derful egg  tract,  ovary  and  ducts.  And 
these  studies  gave  us  hints  along  what 
lines  to  develop  for  a  speciflc  end.  We 
were  taught  the  functions  of  the  vari- 
ous organs,  and  the  diseases  prevalent 
in  them,  and  the  best  way  to  cure  them; 
but  better,  how  to  maintain  their  nor- 
mal condition,  health.  And  the  para- 
sites that  pray  upon  poultry,  received 
their  due  hearing  and  condemnation, 
with  speciflc  plans  for  sure  death  and 
extermination. 
We  had  special  lectures  from  some  of 


the  best  breeders  of  the  country,  some 
on  general  methods  and  practice,  and 
some  on  special  features  like  Incuba- 
tion, by  Mr.  Cyphers,  and  Heating 
Brooders  by  Mr,  Mark  Dean,  of  Boston^ 
Care  and  Management,  by  Mr.  Robin- 
son,  of  Farm  Poultry.   Others  pre- 
sented the  claims  of  particular  breeds 
and  posted  up  on  their  points  and 
methods  of  breeding.   Mr.  Sewell  pic- 
tured the  different  types  for  us,  and 
showed  us  what  to  look  for  in  each. 
We  can  all  see  a  hen  but  we  cannot  all 
see  the  type  of  the  hen  without  instruc- 
tion, and  this  he  gave  us.   The  last 
three  days  the  honored  president  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association,  Mr.  I. 
K.  Felch,  spent  with  us.  By  this  time 
we  could  ask  questions  and  had  many 
speculations  and  theories  to  inquire 
about  and  we  found  in  him  a  vast  fund 
of  poultry  wisdom.  He  found  us  always 
ready  when  he  invited  us  to  ask  ques- 
tions at  the  end  of  his  lectures,  and  he 
was  ready  to  talk  "  chicken "  at  all 
times.   We  remember  with  pleasure, 
how  at  the  end  of  classes  for  the  day  he 
said,  after  looking  at  his  watch,  "  Oh, 
it  is  an  hour  and  a  half  to  supper-time, 
draw  up  in  a  circle  and  let's  talk  chick- 
ens,"  Then  when  it  was  time  to  go  he 
said,  "  This  is  getting  interesting,  what 
are  you  going  to  do  this  evening?" 
After  a  canvas  of  the  class  we  said 
nothing  and  he  replied,  "  Well,  let's 
come  up  here  and  talk  chickens,"  and 
we  gladly  accepted  the  proposition.  He 
attended  a  lecture  on  embryology  with 
us,  and  with  what  he  saw  in  the  micro- 
scopes and  upon  the  blackboard,  saying 
he  could  "hear  the  chalk  talk,"  he  got  a 
good  idea  of  how  the  eye  and  ear  are 
folded  off  in  the  embryo.   He  said  ia 
regard  to  it,  "If  I  could  only  have  had 
these  things  to  start  with  how  much 
guessing  and  stumbling  it  would  have 
Eaved  me,"   His  experience  coming  to 
us  at  this  time  rounded  up  the  whole 
of  our  instruction  into  a  practical  whole, 
for  in  nothing  did  his  experience  differ 
from  the  instruction  given  by  the  col- 
lege lecturers.   But  this  is  not  all,  we 
had   instruction  in  drafting  building 
plans  and  drawing  up  specifications  and 
estimating  the  cost  of  the  same  and 
then  went  to  the   construction  of  a 
building.   We  were  taught  the  use  of 
tools  and  how  to  sharpen  them,  how  to 
get  out  the  frame  and  rafters  with  the 
use  of  the  square.   AVe  had  plenty  of 
practice  driving  nails  and  hitting  the 
wrong  one. 

Neither  was  the  sanitary  question 
neglected,  as  we  had  six  practical  les- 
sons on  drainage,  giving  us  careful  in- 
struction how  to  best  drain  soils  and 
houses.  The  question  of  keeping  ac- 
counts was  thoroughly  discussed,  and 
we  all  have  definite  ideas  regarding  this 
important  part  of  the  business. 

Three  Saturdays  we  spent  inspecting 
poultry  plants.  At  Mr.  E,  C.  TeHt'e,  ia 
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Wakefield,  R.  I.,  we  saw  the  beauty  and 
profit  and  practical  Bide  of  pure-bred 
poultry.  We  would  never  any  of  us 
have  had  such  a  prejudice  against  fan- 
ciers if  they  all  conducted  their  busi- 
ness and  put  out  such  stock  as  he  does. 

The  second  Saturday  we  spent  the 
morning  in  the  Boston  Show  and 
learned  some  things  better  left  unsaid, 
and  got  some  points  on  different  breeds 
and  knowledge  of  poultry  supplies .  In 
the  afternoon  we  visited  Mr.  M.  S. 
Frescott,  at  Montvals,  and  learned  that 
it  is  possible  to  keep  a  flock  of  1100 
in  one  building  without  being  separated 
ipto  small  flocks,  and  to  do  it  profitably. 
Also  that  you  can  hatch  10,000  chicks 
in  a  season  and  not  use  incubators. 
Perhaps  not  the  least  valuable  lesson 
he  imparted  was,  that  a  man  must  be 
master  of  the  situation  and  work  out 
his  own  plan  and  methods.  The  third 
Saturday  we  were  instructed  in  duck 
raising  in  the  concrete,  by  Mr.  Geo.  H. 
Pollard,  So.  Attleboro.  There  again  we 
found  a  man  who  saw  that  unless  the 
duck  is  developed  to  produce  more 
meat,  with  less  waste  it  would  be  too 
expensive  for  general  adoption  as  food, 
and  so  he  went  to  work  and  with  what 
success  everybody  knows  who  has  seen 
his  ducks.  The  last  Saturday  we  were 
instructed  how  to  cook  and  serve  poul- 
try. It  is  a  branch  of  the  poultry  busi- 
ness which  the  press  ought  to  further, 
If  poultry  was  scientifically  cooked 
there  would  be  more  eaten,  but  because 
it  is  made  tough,  and  the  fine  flavor  is 
extracted  in  the  cooking,  it  is  not  on 
the  table  as  often  as  it  otherwise  would 
be. 

Then  every  morning,  noon  and  night 
found  us  at  the  incubator  cellar  and 
brooders,  and  we  brought  off  50  per 
cent  hatches,  which  is  up  to  the  average 
according  to  the  testimony  of  all  who 
would  commit  themselves.  We  also 
had  practice  in  mixing  ,feed  and  feed- 
ing about  300  head  of  poultry.  This 
brought  us  in  contact  very  closely  with 
the  manager,  Mr.  Salter,  and  he  could 
give  us  a  satisfactory  answer  to  almost 
any  question  that  came  up  regarding 
any  particular  breed,  and  its  special 
care  and  management,  and  of  the  differ- 
ent species  we  had  to  feed.  For  beside 
the  hens  they  have  geese,  ducks,  Bel 
gian  hares  and  white  rats. 

Beside  teaching  us  many  valuable 
and  specific  fundamental  principles  and 
truths,  they  gave  practice  in  applying 
them,  and  also  taught  us  to  look  and 
think  for  ourselves,  but  to  find  the 
truth  and  not  to  seek  to  prove  a  theory, 
not  a  Email  matter  in  this  busineEs. 
We  all  feel  that  our  studies  have  just 
begun,  that  we  have  been  started  and 
directed  upon  a  course  that  is  to  last  as 
long  as  life  continues, 

I  ought  not  to  neglect  to  state  that 
the  third  day  there,  the  class  organized 
the  Pioneer   Poultry  Club  of  Rhode 


Island  College,  and  met  once  a  week 
and  discussed  profitably  various  poul- 
try questions,  and  we  shall  maintain 
our  organization  and  strive  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  advancement  of  scientific 
and  practical  poultry  culture.

WORKING  FOR  RESULTS. 

A  Deflnite  Purpose  in  Poaltry  Cnl- 
ture--Tlie  Effort  Toward  Perfeo- 
tion--Tlie  Method  One  Should  Use 
to  Reach  this  Point. 

H.  S.  Babcock. 

Every  poultry  breeder  should  have  a 
definite  purpose  in  view.  It  is  not 
enough  to  breed  for  the  best  which  may 
come  from  present  matings;  there 
should  be  an  outlook  towards  the  fu- 
ture. It  is  something  to  be  able  to 
keep  one's  stock  up  to  the  quality  it 
possessed  when  it  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  breeder,  but  it  is  not  what  any 
good  breeder  should  be  satisfied  to  do. 
He  should  strive  to  improve.  Each  year 
he  should  expect  his  birds  to  be  a  little 
nearer  perfection  than  they  were  the 
year  before.  And  if  his  expectations 
are  not  realized  he  should  not  be  dis- 
couraged and  should  not  abate  one  jot 
or  tittle  from  them.  He  should  work 
for  results. 


To  work  successfully  for  results  one 
should  have,  in  the  first  place,  a  clearly 
defined  ideal.  If  his  ideal  is  hazy  it 
will  lead  him  a  long  journey  before  its 
attainment,  because  not  knowing  just 
what  he  wishes  to  accomplish  he  will  be 
drawn  some  times  in  one  direction  and 
some  times  in  another.  If  one  starts  for 
a  given  place,  the  best  way  to  get  there 
is  to  keep  going  in  one  direction.  If 
one  travels  five  miles  one  day  and  re- 
traces  his  steps  the  next  day,  he  will  not 
progress  very  far  in  a  year. 

Not  only  should  the  ideal  be  a  well 
defined  but  it  should  be  a  worthy  one. 
A  breeder  of  my  acquaintance,  whose 
specialty  is  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  at 
one  time  determined  to  produce  birds 
with  good  red  eyes.  Every  bird  with  a 
pale  eye,  no  matter  how  good  it  was 
otherwise,  was  to  be  rejected.  Good 
eyes  were  the  one  consideration.  He 
succeeded.  But  as  the  point  was  of 
trivial  value,  the  result  was  not  worth 
the  effort.  The  character  of  the  ideal 
will  determine  the  value  of  the  result. 
It  becomes  then  very  necessary  to  se- 


cure a  worthy  ideal  in  order  that  the  la- 
bor may  be  well  rewarded. 

If  a  breeder  has  a  well  defined  and 
worthy  ideal,  he  next  asks  himself  the 
question,  "  How  is  this  ideal  to  be  made 
real  ?  "  And  this  is  a  very  important 
query.  We  can  only  generalize  upon 
the  answer  because  each  separate  ideal 
requires  separate  treatment.  But  every 
ideal  has  this  in  common  with  other 
ideals,  that  its  attainment  requires  a 
careful  study  of  the  material  with  which 
one  has  to  deal.  One  needs  to  know 
the  exact  results  already  attained,  and 
then  he  knows  the  distance  between 
what  is  and  what  is  desired.  He  needs 
to  know  the  breeding  tendency  of  his 
birds  for  then  he  can  prognosticate  the 
direction  in  which  variation  will  ap- 
pear. Every  breeder,  therefore,  should 
make  a  careful  study  of  his  birds,  learn 
not  only  what  they  are  but  how  they 
were  produced,  and  be  keen  to  notice 
very  small  things.  With  such  knowl- 
edge he  will  be  able  to  mate  them  more 
successfully  to  produce  favorable  va- 
riations, that  is  variations  in  the  direc-

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tion  of  the  improvement  sought. 

He  should  employ  every  favorable  va 
riation.  This  is  selection — not  the  rude 
selection  of  nature  but  the  refined  Ee 
lection  of  man.  Selection  is  the  foun- 
dation law  of  improvement.  By  its 
use  the  character  of  sto^k  in  time  can 
be  60  changed  that  its  last  and  first  es- 
tate can  hardly  be  connected  if  one 
does  not  know  of  the  intermediate 
states. 

An  example  will,  perhaps,  make 
clearer  what  we  are  attempting  to  ex- 
plain. Suppose,  for  example,  a  breeder 
started  with  a  stock  of  short  legged, 
heavy  tailed  Game  Bantams,  and  he 
wished  to  breed  from  them  tall,  reachy 
birds,  with  small  tails.  Upon  learning 
that  they  were  produced  from  similar 
birds  for  several  generations,  he  will 
see  that  the  chance  of  favorable  varia 
tions  is  small.  But  be  is  obliged  to  use 
this  stock.  He  will,  therefore,  select 
the  birds  which  are  nearest  to  his  ideal 
and  trust  that  among  their  progeny 
there  will  be  some  a  little  taller  and  a 
little  finer  in  tail.  From  such,  if 
any  such  appear,  the  next  year's  breed- 
ing stock  will  be  selected.  And  so, 
patiently,  ever  alert  to  take  advantage 
of  even  the  slightest  favorable  varia- 
tion, he  will  plod  on,  until  his  ideal  is 
reached.  He  knows  that  he  can  rely 
upon  the  tendency  to  vary,  for  what- 
ever be  its  cause  or  causes,  it  exists, 
and  he  knows  that  variation  will  take 
numerous  directions,  some  one  of  which 
is  sure  to  be  favorable  to  his  ideal.  He 
may  be  compelled  oftentimes  to  breed 
from  a  very  small  numbers  of  birds, 
but  he  knows  it  is  better  to  breed  from 
a  promising  pair  than  from  a  dozen 
which  are  unpromising. 

If  one  has  a  fixed,  definite  and 
worthy  ideal,  and  if  he  uses  careful 
selection  of  every  favorable  variation, 
and  if  he  has  the  quality  of  persever 
ance,  he  is  absolutely  certain  to  succeed. 
The  way  may  seem  long  and  there  may 
be  times  when  he  is  tempted  to  become 
discouraged,  but  in  the  end  he  will 
triumph.  Our  exhortation  is,  there- 
fore, that  every  breeder  should  work 
for  results,  for  if  he  fainte  not  he  will 
certainly  obtain  the  fruit  of  hie  labor.

Alleg:e<l  Slander  of  Korthup's  Cata- 
log'ue  l>j'  J.  H.  Doane. 

Editor  A.merican  Poultry  Journal: 

As  J.  H.  Doane,  of  Gouverneur,  N,Y., 
has  at  several  times  reported  my  actions 
falsely,  to  my  detriment,  I  take  this 
way  of  informing  the  public  of  the 
truth  of  several  of  his  mis-statements, 
which  truth  I  ask  permission  to  sub- 
stantiate through  the  columns  of  your 
paper,  by  unquestionable  proof,  that  no 
one  need  to  be  in  doubt  about  its  au- 
thenticity. I  will  send  the  original  let- 
ters, etc.,  which  make  up  this  proof,  to 
you  for  inspection,  if  you  desire. 

Several  copies  of  Doane's  recent  cata- 
logue have  been  sent  to  me  by  my 
friends,  and  one  copy  by  Mr.  Doane, 
himself,  in  each  of  which  I  find,  strik- 
ingly adorned  by  blue  pencil  marks,  the 
following  paragraph: 

"  Mr.  George  H.  Northup,  in  his  cat- 
alogue for  1898,  claims  this  bird  is  full 
Northup  strain.  Hs  does  not  claim  his 
individual  breeding,  but  says  that  he 
was  raised  from  stock  which  he  sold. 
The  bird  is  not  full  Northup  strain,  but 
is  full  Adirondack  strain.  Mr.  Northup 
knew  his  claim  to  be  false,  for  he  never 
sold  me  any  stock— not  even  one  bird, 
but  his  desire  to  profit  by  another's  win- 
nings led  him  to  make  what  he  knew  to 
be  a  false  statement,  for  he  made  that 
claim  without  my  knowledge  or  con- 
sent."  Signed,  J.  H,  Doane. 

(The  above  refers  to  Mr.  Doane's  first 
prize  cock  at  the  New  York  show.) 

I  deny  knowing  that  the  claim  re- 
ferred to  is  false.  I  have  at  several 
times  sold  Mr.  Doane  stock  in  form  of 
eggs,  and  have  given  him  several  other 
sittings.  He  had  six  sittings  of  eggs 
from  me  in  1896,  the  year  his  first  prize 
cock  was  hatched.  But  I  did  not  base 
the  claim  in  my  catalogue  on  that  fact, 
for  Mr.  Doane  told  me,  at  Madison 
Square  Garden,  time  of  the  show, 
that  his  first  prize  cock  was  pure  North- 
up strain,  "not  a  drop  of  any  other 
blood  in  him,"  though  the  bird  was  not 
from  the  eggs  mentioned,  but  from 
stock  which  he  (Doane)  knew  1  sold  to 
another  person,  from  whom  he  obtained 
same.  I  also  deny  the  last  clause  of 
Doane's  charge.  He  knew  I  was  mak- 
ing the  claim  before  my  catalogue  was 
completed,  as  I  will  show  by  his  own 
letters  to  me,  and  he  never  intimated  to 
me  that  it  was  untrue  until  after  2,000 
copies  of  my  catalogue  had  been  mailed. 
The  claim  of  mine  which  Doane  ques 
tions  can  be  found  10th  line  from  bot- 
tom of  first  column,  page  6,  of  my  cat- 
alogue, and  reads  as  follows:  "The 
first  prize  cock  at  the  New  York  show 
this  year,  which  was  the  largest  bird  in 
the  Minorca  class,  was  full  Northup 
strain.  I  do  not  claim  his  individual 
breeding,  as  he  was  raised  from  stock 
which  I  sold." 
At  several  times  during  my  stay  in 


New  York  City,  at  the  time  of  the  Mad- 
ison Square  Garden  show,  Mr.  Doan& 
told  me  and  others  that  the  cock  on 
which  he  won  first  prize  at  that  show 
was  my  full  strain,  Doane  went  so  far 
as  to  propose  sending  me  a  testimonial 
in  regard  to  that  bird  and  others  to 
publish  in  my  catalogue,  saying  that  he 
thought  such  recognition  of  his  bird 
would  be  a  great  advertisement  to  him. 
Expecting  such  a  testimonial  I  made 
mention  of  Mr.  Doane's  bird  as  referred 
to.  When  about  half  of  my  catalogues 
had  been  printed,  including  the  page 
which  contained  the  mention  of  Doane's 
bird,  I  wrote  him,  Feb.  loth,  that  I  was 
ready  for  his  testimonial,  thinking  he 
would  be  disappointed  if  it  reached  me 
too  late  for  publication.  He  answered 
on  Feb.  24th,  saying:  "  As  to  the  testi- 
monial, 1  would  gladly  send  you  one 
but  I  have  just  named  my  strain  the 
Adirondack  Strain.  I  dare  not  risk  our 
chance  of  winning  trade  that  is  pos- 
itively due  UB."  In  the  same  letter  he 
says  farther:  "  I  have  up  to  this  year 
advertised  your  strain  "  and  in  closing 
says  he  trusts  I  will  not  be  offended  at 
not  getting  a  testimonial  from  him.  I 
was  not  offended  because  Doane 
changed  his  mind.  I  had  not  asked  him 
for  a  testimonial  nor  did  I  need  to,  for 
I  had  more  than  a  thousand  testimo- 
nials from  satisfied  customers  that  I 
could  not  use  for  want  of  room;  and  I 
paid  for  setting  up  in  type  one  and  one- 
half  pages  of  testimonials  which  I  did 
not  use  because  my  28  pages  were  full 
without  them,  I  immediately  wrote 
Mr.  Doane  that  I  had  mentioned  his 
bird  as  one  of  my  strain  in  part  of  my 
catalogue  which  was  already  printed. 
He  replied  with  a  very  abusive  letter, 
dated  March  loth,  accusing  me  of  try- 
ing to  steal  honors  which  belonged  to 
him,  but  not  telling  me  that  my  claim 
was  untrue.  On  March  21st  I  answered 
at  length,  giving  full  explanation  of  my 
position,  including  the  following:  "I 
mentioned  your  cock  bird  in  my  cata- 
logue, with  some  other  grand  ones 
which  had  at  different  times  been  bred 
from  my  strain  by  myself,  but  I  took 
pains  to  say  in  connection  with  the 
mention  of  your  bird  that  he  was  not 
bred  by  myself."  And  wrote  also  that 
I  thought  he  ( Doane  i  would  not  feel  so 
badly  when  he  saw  my  catalogue.  Mr. 
Doane's  answer  to  this  was  dated  April 
3d,  In  it  he  said:  "Your  letter  to 
hand  and  I  am  quite  free  to  say  I  was 
more  scared  than  hurt,  and  ask  your 
pardon  for  the  letter  I  wrote  you.  At 
the  time  I  thought  you  wanted  to  share 
honors  with  me.  I  want  you  to  tell  me 
that  you  feel  all  right  toward  me,  and 
that  there  will  be  no  more  said  or 
thought  about  it."  Had  he  told  me  at 
this  time  that  the  bird  was  not  my  full 
strain  I  would  have  rejected  the  pages 
so  claiming  and  had  others  printed  in 
their  stead.   But  this  was  the  last  I 
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ever  heard  from  Doane  till  after  1  had 
sent  out  2,000  copies  of  my  catalogue. 
Then  he  wrote  more  abusively  than 
ever  on  April  16th,  saying:  "In  your 
letter  of  March  10th  you  say  that  you 
made  mention  in  your  catalogue  that 
the  first  prize  cock  at  New  York  is  your 
strain.  If  that  was  all  you  had  said  it 
would  not  be  so  bad  and  I  would  let  the 
matter  drop,  but  it  is  not."  He  goes  on 
to  quote  from  my  catalogue  as  given 
above  and  threatens  to  prove  me  a  liar, 
because,  he  says,  I  cannot  prove  that  I 
have  sold  him  any  birds.  He  also 
threatens  farther  calamity  if  I  do  not 
settle  with  him.  But  he  did  not  in  that 
letter  deny  that  the  bird  is  my  strain, 
but  based  his  ability  to  prove  me  a  liar 
on  the  fact  that  I  could  not  prove  that 
I  had  sold  him  any  birds.  The  last 
time  I  saw  Doane  was  near  12  o'clock 
p.  m.,  the  night  before  the  show  closed, 
and  in  that  interview  he  told  me  that 
he  would  send  me  a  testimonial,  and 
said  in  the  presence  of  myself  and 
others  that  his  Black  Minorca  cock 
which  had  just  won  first  at  the  show 
was  jnire  Northup  strain,  in  proof  of 
which  I  give  the  following  letter  from 
Arthur  Trethaway  and  sworn  statement 
from  J.  T.  Wallace,  and  can  give  more 
as  good  if  necessary: 

WiLKKS  Barre,  Pa.,  May  22,  '98. 
Mr.  O.  H.  Northup. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  to  hand;  glad 
to  hear  from  you.  It  seems  strange 
that  a  breeder  like  Mr.  Doane  should 
start  such  a  thing  as  that  when  I  think 
nearly  all  the  Minorca  breeders  that  at- 
tended the  New  York  show  understood 
at  that  time  that  the  cock  was  Northup 
strain.  Mr.  Doane  told  me  personally 
that  his  /ras  Northup  stock  and  he  was 
talking  to  you — I  think  it  was  on  the 
Friday  night  after  the  show,  in  the  Put- 
nam House  wash-room,  about  sending 
you  a  testimonial— the  exact  words  I  do 
not  remember— but  I  know  you  were 
talking  about  a  testimonial,  that  I  can 
swear  to.  I  remember  well  one  morning 
I  asked  Mr.  Doane,  right  in  front  of  the 
cock  bird,  "What  blood  has  he  got  in 
him  ?"  and  he  said,  "  He  is  Northup 
stock,  but  I  raised  him."  What  has 
made  him  change  around  V  Are  you 
sure  there  is  nothing  else  at  the  back  of 
this,  or  someone  else  making  the  balls 
and  letting  Doane  fire  them?  Why, 
Doane  was  speaking  of  his  cock  bird 
when  we  were  sitting  in  the  Patnam 
House,  after  I  made  you  acquainted 
with  Mr.  Wallace  and  his  son,  from  the 
Delaware  Water  Gap.  If  you  remem- 
ber, we  had  a  regular  old  chicken  talk. 
He  said  then,  if  I  remember  right,  that 
the  cock  was  your  stock.  I  can't  see 
why  a  man  can  bring  charges  when 
knowing,  if  he  speaks  the  truth,  that  he 
told  me  and  others  that  his  birds  were 
your  strain.  If  you  think  you  need 
anything  I  have  said  in  this  letter  to 
show  the  committee,  you  are  at  liberty 
to  do  so.  If  it  is  necessary  for  me  to 
make  affidavit,  I  will  do  that.

The  Open  Field. 

The  open  field  in  poultry  culture  is 
the  practical  one;  and  the  problem  that 
is,  or  at  least  should  be,  of  the  greatest 
interest  to  the  fraternity  is  the  utility 
problem.  How  to  make  poultry  pay  at 
market  prices.  There  is  money  in  the 
fancier's  trade — in  both  eggs  and  fowls. 
That  is  generally  granted.  There  is 
also  clear  profit  to  the  farmer  in  the 
chickens  he  sells  and  the  eggs  that  he 
takes  to  market,  because  the  chickens 
grow  up  on  what  they  find  laying  about 
loose  in  the  odd  nooks  and  crooks,  and 
the  hens  go  to  the  same  store-house  for 
material  to  make  their  eggs — and  so  the 
farmer  finds  that  poultry  pays  in  a 
small  way.  There  is  not  much  to  put 
out  in  raising  chickens  in  the  country 
and  hence  a  net  cash  balance  when  they 
are  disposed  of.  This  applies,  of  course, 
only  to  small  llocks  on  the  farm,  for 
when  extensive  operations  are  under- 
taken, then  in  the  country  as  well  as  in 
town  the  expenses  begin  to  count  up. 

There  are  seasons  for  raising  chick- 
ens and  seasons  for  forcing  the  layers, 
and  it  is  only  by  the  observation  of  the 
season  and  the  closing  of  operations  at 
the  right  time  of  the  year  that  a  profit 
can  be  made  from  poultry  in  large  num- 
bers, selling  the  chickens  and  eggs  at 
market  price. 

The  laying  season  is  now  about  over 
and  the  person  who  has  made  it  pay 
selling  eggs  for  the  market  had  now 
better  sell  the  layers  or  during  the  com- 
paratively non-productive  autumn  sea- 
son the  hens  will  eat  more  than  they 
lay  value  in  eggs,  and  so  consume,  in 
part  at  least,  the  profits  of  the  egg  sea- 
son of  the  earlier  months  of  the  year. 

Sell  now  the  young  stock  excepting 
some  of  the  best  specimens,  and  all  the 
less  valuable  layers  and  the  surplus 
cockerels— all  of  the  latter  in  fact,  if  the 
stock  be  not  thoroughbred,  and  then, 
even,  sell  all  of  them  but  two  or  three 
that  show  decided  superiority. 

It  takes  close  cutting  in  the  big  field 
—in  the  field  of  utility,  to  manage  poul- 
try in  large  numbers  and  make  money 
at  it,  whether  they  be  thoroughbreds  or 
dunghills. 

Because  we  can  get  a  good  lot  of  eggs 
from  a  few  hens  on  the  place— hens 


that  have  all  the  range  they  want,  the 
table  scraps,  etc.,  it  does  not  follow  that 
we  should  get  ten  times  as  many  eggs 
from  ten  times  as  many  hens.  Just 
"•hi/  we  need  not  expect  to  is  one  of  the 
problems  that  the  majority  of  us  have 
not  yet  solved. 

We  believe,  however,  that  the  safest 
plan  is  to  reduce  stock  to  a  minimum 
about  this  season  of  the  year  and  branch 
out  again  about  the  time  that  frost  shall 
have  come  again,  and  put  our  energies 
forth  both  for  eggs  and  chickens  at  the 
season  of  the  year  when  the  products  of 
the  poultry  yard  are  most  in  demand 
and  bring  the  best  prices. 

The  Dry  Laud  Duck. 

Such  a  duck  may  exist  but  we  have 
no  faith  in  it.  Nature  never  put  the 
web  foot  on  a  duck  for  it  to  wade 
through  grass  or  to  scratch  for  a  living. 
The  shovel-like  beak,  or  "  bill,"  as  it  is 
more  commonly  called,  was  attached  to 
a  duck's  head  for  it  to  snap  slugs  and 
water  bugs,  to  gather  tender  roots  and 
herbs  in  marshy  places.  When  a  duck 
strikes  the  water  its  head  takes  a  shoot 
downward  just  as  naturally  as  the  duck 
itself  takes  to  the  water,  and  the  whole 
bent  of  its  nature  seems  to  be  to  revel 
in  water,  sand  and  mud. 

There  is  the  Muscovy  Duck  which  we 
admit  is  a  sort  of  a  dry  land  fowl,  but 
outside  of  the  Muscovy  we  don't  believe 
there  is  any  other  breed  of  ducks  that 
will  do  its  best  away  from  pond,  lake 
or  stream. 

People  who  have  either  of  the  latter 
three  natural  resorts  for  ducks  can 
make  them  pay;  but  we  would  not  ad- 
vise any  one  to  undertake  the  making 
of  duck  culture  profitable  on  dry  land, 

others  may  entertain  different  views 
from  us  on  this  subject,  and  every  one 
is  entitled  to  their  own  ideas,  but  heres 
one  that  has  lost  all  faith  in  duck  cult- 
ure on  dry  land. 

To  Get  Kid  of  Lice. 

Where  the  chickens  are  still  with  the 
hen,  go  at  night  with  a  small  can  of 
kerosene  and  a  rag.  Saturate  the  latter 
with  the  oil,  take  the  hen  from  over  the 
chickens,  hold  her  up  by  the  legs  with 
the  left  hand  and  rub  the  outer  surface 
of  her  feathers  with  the  oily  rag,  and 
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also  give  her  feet  and  shanks  a  thorough 
oiling.  Then  replace  her  with  the 
chicks  and  the  lice  will  either  die  or 
leave  if  there  should  be  any  about. 

Where  the  chickens  are  weaned  but 
still  roosting  in  the  brood  coop,  put 
them  out  of  the  coop  for  a  few  minutes 
and  saturate  the  bottom  of  it  inside 
thoroughly  with  the  oil  and  then  put 
the  chickens  back.  After  doing  this 
you  need  have  no  fear  of  lice  about  that 
brood  for  a  week  or  more. 

This  is  a  simple  but  very  effective 
way  to  keep  the  young  stock  free  of  lice. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  "  pedigree  certifi- 
cates "  sent  by  the  breeder  of  Hartnest 
strain  of  Light  Brahmas.  This  is  an 
innovation,  and  a  needed  one  in  poultry 
culture;  it  strikes  the  nail  right  on  the 
head.  These  certificates  give  every  in 
formation  that  a  careful,  painstaking 
breeder  could  have  obtained  had  he, 
himself,  bred  the  stock  or  eggs  pur- 
chased. Among  other  things,  these 
certificates  show  the  score,  weight  and 
egg  records  of  the  parent  and  grand- 
parent stock  on  both  sides.  We  copy 
herewith  the  information  supplied  on 
the  "Egg  Pedigree  Certificate''  (a  dif- 
ferent one  is  intended  for  stock):

Poultry  breeding  has  been  done  blind- 
ly— on  guess  work— long  enough;  and 
we  welcome  this  new  and  needed  de- 
parture and  predict  that  it  will  give  to 
poultrydom  increased  interest  and  pat- 
ronage.

honor  to  which  he  aspires, 
and  in  which  capacity  he 
has  already  had  consider- 
able experience.  Mr.  Mc- 
Kenzie is  editor  and  pro- 
prietor of  the  Concord 
Weekly  Independent,  and 
a  member  of  the  Michi- 
gan Press  Association, 
and  his  love  for  travel 
has  been  gratified  by  the 
many  pleasant  trips  this 
association  enjoys  all  over 
the  country,  during  their 
yearly  "  round  up."  Polit- 
ically he  is  a  Republican, 
and  has  been  somewhat 
prominent  in  local  attairs, 
serving  in  Concord  four 
years  as  a  member  of  the 
Village  Council,  and  he 
is  also  Village  litcorder.

Hot  Weather  Treatment  of  Fowls 
and  Care  of  tlie  General  Flock- 
Clover  and  Cirain— Trees  in  tUe 
JPens. 


To  keep  the  chicks  growing  and  to 
maintain  the  health  of  the  aged  stock 
during  the  excessively  hot  and  dry  days 
of  August— that's  the  condition  which 
mow  confronts  us.   Let  me  again  state 
ithat  the  chicks  now  ought  to  be  given 
•iss  a  part  of  their  daily  feed  a  substitute 
in  some  form  for  worms  and  insects. 
(Owing  to  the  dry  weather  which  usually 
prevails  in  August,  worms  have  gone 
deep  into  the  ground — below  the  mois- 
ture line — and  are  out  of  reach  of  the 
(Chicks.  Insect  life  is  dull  then,  too,  the 
grass  becomes  tough  and  the  chicks  are 
deprived  of  the  tender  shoots  of  grass 
and  weeds  which  they  so  love,  and 
which  does  them  so  much  good.   It  is 
absolutely  necessary,  if  best  results  are 
obtained,  to  supply  the  deficiency.  All 
over  the  West  last  year,  the  early  shows 
ontirely,  and  most  of  the  later  winter 
shows  contained  but  few  birds  which 
•were  up  to  the  Standard  weight.  This 
was  true  of  all  breeds.  Last  summer 
and  fall  were  exceedingly  dry.  The 
-chicks  were  deprived  of  the  usual  sup- 
ipij  of  insects  and  worms.   That's  the 
iBCcret.    Of  course  there  were  some 
Sbreeders  who  were  thoughtful  enough 
and,  shall  I  say  it,  wise  enough— for  it 
as  wisdom  to  meet  and  overcome  con- 
<dition8  in  life— to  supply  the  chicks 
tthese  elements   necessary  to  growth 
which  nature  was  withholding.   As  a 
ixesult  they  showed  the  winners.  The 
aoreeder  who  allows  his  chicks  to  go 
lihrough  the  summer  on  a  grain  feed 
only  cannot  produce  the  "  large,  vigor- 
ous and  properly  marked  "  specimens 
which  people  want  early  in  the  fall  for 
Ihe  shows  and  for  the  breeding  pens 
next  season.   Of  course  he  can  "  raise 
chickens,"  but  there  is  no  longer  any 
money  in  raising  just  "chickens.''  There 
is  a  great  demand  for  extra  choice 
-specimens,  and  the  men  who  raise  them 
are  finding  the  poultry  business  profit- 
able.  The  fellows  who  do  not  are  drop 
ping  out  of  business  every  day, 

THE  GENERAL  FLOCK. 

All  poultry  raisers  are  not  engaged 
in  producing  specimens  for  the  show 
troom  and  for  the  breeders'  pens.  In 
-fact,  the  class  which  are  not  doing  this 
is  the  larger  class,  and  are  the  bul- 
work  of  the  poultry  industry  of  the 
nation.  It  is  the  class  that  supply  the 
market  with  eggs  and  poultry— the  class 


that  feed  the  world.  From  the  ranks 
of  this  class  the  fancier  comes,  and  the 
annual  graduating  class  is  a  large  one. 
Then  the  graduate  finds  that  the  fan- 
cier has  to  breed  and  feed  on  "  utility  " 
lines  if  he  succeeds.   Of  course  condi- 
tions are  somewhat  different.   Now  is 
the  time  when  the  flock  of  fowls  kept 
by  the  non  fancier,  as  well  as  that  kept 
by  the  fancier,  should  have  special  at- 
tention.  The  hens  ere  this  have  proven 
their  worth  or  worthlessness.   It  ought 
to  be  known  to  the  owner  the  exact 
worth  as  layer,  setter  and  mother  of 
each  hen.  Now  is  the  weeding  out 
time.   Very  soon  the  hens  will  be  in 
moult  and  will  not  produce  eggs  for  a 
long  time.   The  selection  of  the  flock 
for  winter  and  next  season's  setting 
should  be  made  at  this  time.   There  is 
no  good  business  reason  why  all  those 
not  wanted  for  winter  layers  and  early 
setters  should  not  be  sold  right  now. 
Fowls  are  bringing  from  one  to  two 
cents  per  pound  more  now  than  they 
will  sell  for  in  the  fall  when  the  vast 
amount  usual  to  the  fall  trade  will  be 
dumped  upon  the  market.   In  the  se- 
lection of  the  flock  no  iron-clad  rule 
can  be  laid  down.   Conditions  and  cir- 
cumstances differ  so  widely.  But  this 
is  true  in  every  case:  Select  the  best  of 
the  early  pullets.   Have  those  selected 
as  nearly  alike  as  possible.   This  will 
give  a  uniform  flock,  and  uniformity  in 
a  flock  is  something  to  be  very  much 
I  desired.   Do  not  keep  too  many.  There 
is  where  the  average  poultryman  falls 
down.   No  man  has  ever  been  able  to 
secure  twice  as  many  eggs  from  100 
hens,  running  in  one  flock,  as  he  could 
secure  from  50  hens  in  one  flock,  on  the 
same  ground.    It's  an  impossibility. 
Don't  crowd  the  flock.   The  hens  which 
are  more  than  two  years  old  all  ought 
to  be  sold,  except  in  individual  cases 
where  the  fowl  has  superior  qualities. 
For  the  man  who  is  "grading  up  "  his 
flock  the  hen  becomes  useless  as  a 
breeder  for  the  reason  that  she  is  one 
year,  or  rather  one  season,  behind  in  the 
breeding  line  so  far  as  blood  is  con- 
cerned.   To  illustrate:   A  pure  bred 
male  was  this  season  used  with  the 
flock.    The    product  of    this  union 
are  half-bloods— half  the  blood  of  the 
sire  and  half  the  blood  of  the  dams.  If 
these  hens  are  used  again  their  chicks, 
if  the  hens  be  mated  to  a  thoroughbred, 
will  only  be  one  half  thoroughbred. 
Hence  no  advancement  is  made.   It  is 
the  pullets  of  the  first  cross  that  we 


want  to  save.   Select  them  as  nearly 
resembling  in  size,  shape  and  markings, 
the  sire  as  possible.   Now  get  rid  of 
each  and  every  one  of  the  grade  cock- 
erels.   Don't  allow  one  on  the  place 
under  any  circumstances.    It  is  told 
and  re-told  in  most  poultry  journals 
that  the  best  thing  to  do  now  is  to  buy 
more  thoroughbred  cockerels  of  the 
same  breed  as  the  sire  used  in  the  first 
cross,  and  mate  them  with  the  half- 
blood  pullets  next  spring.   This  I  hold 
to  be  an  error.   Select  the  pullets  as 
stated  and  ne.vt  season  hreed  them  lack 
to  their  sire.   Don't  let  the  bugbear  of 
"  inbreeding  "  frighten  yon.    In  this 
way  you  will  next  season  have  three- 
fourths  pure  bred  chicks,  containing 
three  fourths  the  blood  of  the  sire  and 
one-fourth  the  blood  of  the  dams.  The 
following  year  dispose  of  the  sire  or 
sires  used  as  above  and  secure  thor- 
oughbred males  of  the  same  hreed  for 
next  year's  mating.   This  union  will 
give  you  seven-eighths  thoroughbreds 
and  a  uniform  and  profitable  flock.  So 
much  for  the  breeding.   But  there  are 
other  considerations.  Eemember  that 
there  is  no  money,  or  rather  no  profit,  in 
coming  nto  the  market  with  the  masses 
in  the  fall  and  selling  fowls  at  three 
cents  a  pound.   That's  the  prevailing 
price  in  the  West.   The  raiser  must 
pay  the  home  dealer's  profit,  cost  of 
transportation  to  Chicago  or  the  East, 
and  the  commission.   All  the  cost  from 
the  home  dealer  to  the  seller  in  the  gen- 
eral market  must,  in  the  very  nature  of 
trade,  be  paid  by  the  raiser.  Remem- 
ber this.     It's  the  home  market  in 
which  the  profit  is  made.   It  is  the  early 
spring  fry  that  sells  for  25  to  35  cents, 
as  much  and  more  than  the  big  Cochin 
sells  for  by  weight  in  fall,  which  is 
wanted  by  the  people  of  the  neighbor- 
ing town  or  city,  that  pays  a  handsome 
profit.    This  market  is  never  filled. 
Then  the  home  egg  trade  is  the  best 
trade  of  all  for  the  farmer  and  the  town 
and  suburban  breeder.    The  market 
price  of  eggs  in  fall  and  winter  cuts  but 
little  figure  as  to  the  price  secured  by 
the  poultryman  who  supplies  fresh  eggs 
to  what  we  term  the  better  class  in  the 
towns  and  cities.   These  people  want 
fresh  eggs  and  are  willing  to  pay  a  pre- 
mium on  the  market  price  of  eggs.  It 
is  my  honest  opinion  that  the  very  large 
breeds  are  not  the  breeds  for  the  farm- 
er.  He  needs  a  breed  that  matures 
quickly,  produces  early  frys,  and  which 
are  good  egg  producers  in  the  fall  and 
winter.   That  is  the  secret  of  success. 
This  assertion  may  be  disputed  by 
some,  but  if  carefully  studied  will  be 
found  to  be  true. 

During  this  month  we  should  thor- 
oughly clean  and  keep  clean  the  fowl 
house  and  have  it  in  proper  shape  for 
winter.  Do  not  wait  until  fall  and  win- 
ter comes  to  prepare  for  fall  and  winter. 
I  know  that  the  average  fancier  has  but 
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little  sympathy  in  common  with  the 
farmer  and  cottage  poultry  raiser.  1 
have,  and  am  trying  hard  to  get  them 
to  "  come  our  way."  They  are  coming, 
too.  I  hold  that  they  are  entitled  to 
consideration  by  the  poultry  press  and 
fanciers.  The  farm  is  the  recruiting 
station  for  the  fancier  and  the  poultry 
journal, 

CLOVER  AND  GRAINS. 

By  Sept.  1st  thb  grain  and  grasses 
in  the  vast  agricultural  portions  of  the 
country  will  have  been  cut.  Now  is 
the  time  for  the  poultryman  to  secure 
clover  and  grain  for  next  winter's  use. 
As  previously  stated,  I  have  not  fed  cut 
clover  for  years,  but  have  had  it  prop- 
erly cut  and  cured  in  season  and  placed 
in  the  barn.  This  is  fed  to  the  fowls  in 
winter  by  scattering  it  on  the  floor  of 
the  pens.  Only  a  little  is  given  at  a 
time.  For  several  years  I  have  had 
millet  placed  in  the  barn.  This  is  not 
the  seed  but  the  grain  and  straw— the 
crop  unthreshed.  It  is  used  as  litter  to 
cover  the  floors  for  the  fowls  to  scratch 
in.  They  are  very  fond  of  the  millet 
seed  and  it  is  a  great  egg  producer. 
The  seed  is  very  small,  hence  the  fowls 
must  scratch  to  find  it.  They  will  work 
on  this  litter  from  early  morning  until 
late  at  night  and  secure  all  the  seed. 
It  is  a  splendid  feed.  I  never  had  fowls 
do  half  so  well  with  oat  straw  for  litter. 
It  has  seemed  to  solve  the  exercise 
problem  and  the  egg  yield  has  been 
greatly  increased.  It  gives  the  stock  a 
small  feed,  which  they  must  work  for 
constantly.  Clover  and  millet  can  be 
bought  more  cheaply  now  than  it  can  in 
the  winter.  Hence  good  business  sense 
denotes  that  it  should  be  bought  now. 
Try  millet  as  a  bedding  this  winter 
and  you  will  never  again  be  without  it. 

TREES  IN  THE  PENS. 

All  poultry  yards  ought  to  be  sup- 
plied with  fruit  trees.  That  is,  the  runs 
should  be  so  supplied.  During  this  dry, 
summer  weather  the  ground  around 
the  trees  should  be  constantly  cul- 
tivated. The  trees  need  the  sun  and 
air  just  as  much  as  does  the  growing 
corn.  All  over  this  western  country 
farmers  and  others  expend  a  great  deal 
of  money  in  fruit  trees.  They  set  out 
the  trees  and  immediately  seed  down 
the  orchard.  The  result  is  that  soon 
the  trees  become  root  bound  and  die. 
Some  struggle  on  and  reach  bearing 
state,  yield  a  crop  or  two  and  die.  What 
kind  of  corn  would  a  farmer  raise  with- 
out cultivating  the  growing  grainy  In 
the  poultry  yard  there  can  be  no  excuse 
for  non-cultivation.  Keep  the  ground 
around  the  trees  soft  and  fine  and  the 
fowls  will  aid  in  cultivation.  The  fruit 
on  the  poultry  farm  ought  to  be  a  profit- 
able by  product.  About  September  15th 
cease  cultivation  and  allow  the  wood  to 
harden.  The  tree  will  thus  go  into  the 
Winter  strong  and  vigorous,  withstand 


the  long,  cold  winter,  and  thriving  pro- 
duce shade  each  year  for  the  fowls,  and 
an  abundant  crop. 

Black  Minorcas  an  Old  Variety. 

From  the  history  as  far  as  obtainable, 
the  Black  Minorca  must  at  all  events 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  varieties  and 
apparently  a  distinct  and  original  va- 
riety of  that  Mediterranean  race  whose 
general  type  is  found  all  around  the 
margin  of  the  Great  Sea.  Of  all  these 
varieties  none  equal  the  Black  Minorca 
in  solid  and  real  value.  They  lay  as 
many  if  not  more  eggs,  and  their  eggs 
are  the  largest  laid  by  any  breed,  so  that 
it  is  generally  possible  to  pick  out  an 
exhibition  dish  that  will  run  about  six 
to  the  pound.  They  were  known  and 
valued  many  years  in  the  west  of  Eng- 
land before  attracting  any  attention 
elsewhere.  All  at  once  they  began  to 
move,  and  their  growth  in  popularity 
during  recent  years  has  been  enormous. 
In  1883,  several  years  after  the  move- 
ment began,  the  Crystal  Palace  show 
contained  but  two  classes  and  32  entries; 
in  1888  there  were  six  classes  and  140 
entries;  in  1889  there  were  157  entries 
in  the  six  classes.  About  this  time  or 
a  little  earlier,  they  began  to  attract  the 
attention  of  the  American  breeders,  and 
many  importations  were  made,  and 
their  growth  in  popularity  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  has  been  steadily  on  the 
increase  ever  since,  more  especially  the 
past  three  years.  At  the  last  club  meet 
at  Madison  Squaie  Garden,  New  York, 
they  succeeded  in  bringing  together  the 
largest  and  strongest  class  ever  shown 
in  America,  an  1  they  were  well  repre- 
sented in  nearly  all  the  shows  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  original  source  of  this  fine  breed 
appears  to  be  correctly  represented  in 
its  name,  but  it  seems  to  be  derived 
from  more  than  one  importation.  Mr. 
Leworthy  has  said  a  Mr.  Willis,  whom 
he  knew  well,  had  known  the  fowl  in 
Minorca,  and  of  importations  from 
there  long  ago.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Cox, 
of  Castle  Gary,  was  personally  informed 
by  Sir  Thomas  Acland  that  his  father, 
the  former  baron,  brought  some  from 
Minorca  to  England  direct  either  in 
1834  or  1835,  and  that  from  this  impor 
tation  the  strain  has  been  kept  up  at 
Holnicote  many  years,  arid  a  great  deal 
distributed.  There  is  evidence  that  the 
breed  was  known  years  before  this,  and 
certain  differences  in  certain  strains 
bear  out  the  supposition  of  distinct  im 
portatione. 

It  is  thought  by  f  ome  of  our  earlier 
writers  that  the  Minorca  may  bave 
been  the  original  progenitor  of  the 
Spanish,  as  the  tendency  of  the  Spanish 
is  to  revert  to  red  in  the  face.  How 
ever,  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  they 
are  one  of  our  oldest  varieties,  and  orig- 


inally came  from  Minorca.  The  Black 
Minorca  was  noted  from  the  first  for  its 
great  laying  qualities  and  for  the  extra 
large  eize  of  its  eggs.  While  the  pres- 
ent type  of  the  American  Black  Min- 
orca has  been  much  improved  over  that 
of  the  original  importations  into  this 
country,  they  have  not  been  injured  as 
to  their  great  laying  qualities  of  ex- 
tremely large  eggs;  if  anything  they 
have  been  improved  in  this  resyect. 
The  present  American  type  is  larger 
and  deeper  in  body,  more  up  on  legs, 
closer  feathered,  and  with  combs  not  so 
burdensome  as  those  of  the  original  im 
portations. 

Beyond  a  doubt  large  combs  and 
wattles  have  an  intimate  connectioa 
with  laying  powers,  but  such  exagger- 
ated appendages  as  those  of  the  orignat 
importation,  and  sometimes  Eeen  now, 
are  a  severe  tax  upon  the  bird,  hinder 
proper  feeding,  and  are  peculiarly  liable 
to  frost  bites,  and  a  specially  obstinate 
kind  of  ulceration  in  the  creases.  From 
recent  writings  of  the  leading  English 
breeders,  they  are  fast  falling  into  line, 
and  advocating  the  present  American 
type  of  Black  Minorcas.- J.  H.  Santee- 
in  "  Black  Minorca  Club  Catalogue." 


A  Good  Food  for  Chicks. 

We  have  had  splendid  success  on  th© 
editor's  poultry  farm  this  spring  feeding 
a  new  chick  food  in  the  form  of  what 
might  be  called  Johnny  cake.  The  maii 
in  charge  of  the  young  chicks  takes 
cracked  corn  as  it  comes  from  the  com- 
mission man,  sifts  it  through  a  sieve 
made  of  ordinary  wire  screen,  such  as  is 
used  for  windows  and  doors,  and  uses 
the  coarse  and  fine  corn  meal  that  passes 
through  this  sieve,  mixing  it  into  a  stiff 
dough  with  sour  milk,  enough  baking 
Eoda  being  added  to  counteract  the  sour 
milk,  and  the  whole  mass  being  salted 
to  taste  and  then  baked  as  brown  as 
.Johnny  cake  in  an  ordinary  oven.  The 
chicks  are  very  partial  to  it  and  have 
done  better  on  it  than  during  any  pre- 
vious year,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
weather  with  us  has  been  changeable, 
with  an  unusual  amount  of  rain  accom- 
panied by  chilly  winds.  We  have  little 
or  no  bowel  complaint  among  the 
chicks,  and  from  the  first  they  have 
been  plump,  active  and  good  eaters. 
Last  year  and  the  year  before  we  fed 
quite  a  good  deal  of  oat  meal  and  millet 
seed,  but  our  chicks  did  not  do  as  well 
as  they  are  doing  this  year.— Reliable 
Poultry  .Journal.

WHITE  PLYMOUTH  KOCKS. 

An  Almo!St  Incomparable  Breed  of 
Fowls— An  Occasional  Vndesei-ved 
Unpopnlar  Fling  in  tlicir  direc- 
tion—We  Kefute  all  Sncli  Charges 
— The  Happy,  Aft'ectionate  Dispo- 
sition of  the  Breed— The  Value  of 
the  Breed— Should  be  and  to  t^uite 
an  Extent,  is.  a  Favorite  Farm 
Breed,  as  Well  as  a  Fancier's 
Favorite.

It  was  a  little  more  than  fifteen  years 
ago  that  there  suddenly  dawned  upon 
the  minds  of  the  great  poultry  world 
the  fact  that  a  new  breed  of  white 
beauties  had  sprunginto  existence;  that 
because  of  their  snow  white  plumage 
and  consequent  exceptional  beauty, 
combined  with  the  already  well  known 
excellent  qualities  of  their  sisters— the 
Barred  Plymouth  Kocks— were  destined 
to  become  one  of  the  most  popular 
breeds  of  fowls  that  had  ever  been 
known,  or  that  was  likely  ever  to  be 
known. 

This  almost  incomparable  breed  of 
fowls  grew  into  almost  instantaneous 
favor.  And  from  that  time  until  this, 
their  popularity  has  grown  rapidly,  and 
there  has  been  no  lull  la  the  "  boom  " 
that  followed  tbeir  advent  into  the 
world.  Of  the  comparatively  few  ex- 
ceptionally popular  breeds  of  imported 
or  American  fowls,  the  purely  Ameri- 
can White  Plymouth  Rocks  will  ever 
remain  upon  the  list  of  exceptionals. 
To  see  them  once,  is  to  admire  them. 
And  to  own  a  little  flock  of  them  once, 
is  to  love  them  to  the  point  of  deter- 
mination to  never  part  with  them,  so 
long  as  one  remains  a  breeder  of  fowls 
to  any  extent  whatever.  They  have 
such  a  way  of  winning  their  way,  and 
then  a  way  of  retaining  their  hold 
wherever  they  have  once  found  a  foot- 
ing. 

An  occasional  writer,  wishing  to  give 
an  unpopular  fling  in  their  direction, 
has  intimated  that  they  were  not  a 
hardy  breed  of  fowls;  chicks  hard  to 
raise;  something  always  ailing  the  flock, 
fowls,  old  and  young,  requiring  a  great 
deal  of  pampering  to  carry  them 
through;  not  of  a  healthy  constitution; 
unable  to  "battle  with  the  world  as 
fowls  should  be  able  to  do,"  &c,  &c,  to 
the  end  of  a  very  long,  and  decidedly 
untruthful  chapter. 

Right  here,  I  refute  the  every  charge. 
I  feel  that  1  should  know  something 
concerning  them,  myself.  For  I  have 
bred  them  for  some  twelve  years,  and  1 
have  never  found  them  lacking  in  any 
respect  whatever.  I  have  handled  and 
reared  chickens  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  from  the  pure  bred  varieties 
handled,  and  flocks  of  mixed,  mongrels 
and  so-called  tcrubs,  I  have  known 
none  to  surpass  them  in  any  way— not 


even  in  hardiness  and  general  good 
health  and  strong  constitution. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  White 
Plymouth  Rocks  never  die,  except  as 
killed  or  dying  of  old  age.  An  occa- 
sional one  "drops  off,"  from  one  cause 
and  another,  just  as  they  do  in  all  other 
varieties  of  fowls,  and  just  as  we  of  the 
human  race  are  constantly  doing.  But, 
taken  all  in  all,  we  have  found  our 
flocks  at  "our  house"  to  be  as  strong  in 
constitutional  vigor,  as  any  flocks  we 
ever  owned  or  knew — no  matter  what 
the  breed  or  breeds.  Especially  for  the 
past  ten  or  twelve  years,  they  have 
grown  most  rapidly  into  general  favor, 
and  have  added  new  laurels  of  fame 
and  popularity  with  the  coming  and 
going  of  every  season,  and  with  the 
close  of  every  large  or  small  poultry 
exhibition  in  every  state.  Today,  we 
doubt  that  there  is  in  existence,  a 
breed  of  fowls  in  more  general  demand 
than  are  the  now  widely  known  White 
Plymouth  Rocks. 

This  great  and  growing  admiration 
for  this  favorite  breed  is  not  to  be  in 
the  least  wondered  at,  taking  all  things 
into  consideration.  For,  looking  for 
the  beautiful,  no  where  can  a  hand 
somer  fowl  be  found.  Seeking  for  a 
profitable  fowl,  its  superior  does  not 
exist  as  one  of  the  much  talked  of  "all 
purpose  "  breeds.  Wishing  for  a  kind 
that  combines  the  incubating  and 
mothering  of  a  brood,  the  White  Ply- 
mouth Rock  stands  unsurpassed.  She 
loves  to  be  loved  herself.  Encourage 
her  in  becoming  a  pet,  and  she  insists 
upon  being  petted  indefinitely,  and  all 
the  time.  She  is  of  quiet  disposition: 
easily  confined,  and  bears  confinement 
well,  though  she  naturally  loves  her 
entire  liberty,  and  does  the  better  for 
her  owner  if  given  unlimited  range 
(provided  she  does  not  have  free  access 
to  corn-cribs  and  fattening  pens  where 
swine  are  fed).  She  loves  to  take  care 
of  a  nestful  of  eggs.  She  sits  dreaming, 
content  with  the  thought  of  caring  for 
a  brood  of  handsome  White  Plymouth 
Rock  babies  pretty  soon.  She  loves  to 
cuddle  them,  and  she  loves  to  be  a 
mother  in  every  way.  She  is  a  careful 
and  evidently  a  thinking  (?i  mother, 
and  she  reasons  (  V)  that,  her  duties  as  a 
mother,  require  that  she  should  be  just 
the  gentle,  sedate,  and  careful  individ 
ual  that  she  is. 

I  would  "make  her  out to  be  almost 
human,  you  sayV  It  seems  to  me  she 
is  but  a  few  removes  from  human,  in 
many  respects.  At  least  she  is  very 
valuable,  and  an  acquisition  to  any 
farm  or  breeding  yard.  And  a  whole 
farmful  of  the  great  white  beauties  is 
worth  one's  while  to  go  a  long  distance 
to  look  upon,  if  they  have  never  met 
with  the  view  that  a  green  sward,  thick 
dotted  with  them,  presents! 

The  White  Plymouth   Rocks  com- 


mend themselves  as  an  ideal  farm  fowl. 
In  eggs  they  pay  exceeding  well.  For 
market  they  are  profitable,  for  they  are 
large,  plump,  and  have  a  good  propor- 
tion of  white  meat,  or  breast  meat. 
And  the  rich  yellow  carcas  of  the  White 
Plymouth  Rock  fowl  dressed,  makes  it 
an  attractive  market  piece.  One  sel- 
dom sells  a  hen  or  a  pullet  in  market, 
for  there  is  always  a  demand  for  them 
at  better  prices,  as  breeding  stock.  We 
have  never  known  the  supply  to  be  in 
excess  of  the  demand.  Upon  the  con- 
trary, the  supply  is  never  sutiicient 
to  meet  the  demand.  The  highest 
scoring,  most  perfectly  developed  spec- 
imens invariably  find  sale  at  "fancy" 
prices,  so  called.  Those  not  to  near  to 
standard  requirements  will  sell  at  from 
.§6,  to  S8  and  $10  per  dozen.  And  from 
®1,  to  $1.50  and  $2  each  are  very  com- 
mon, everyday  prices  for  just  "real 
good  "  breeders,  ( pullets  or  hens).  One 
can  well  afford  to  spend  a  summer's 
time  in  rearing  fowls  at  even  $8  and 
$10  per  dozen,  and  there  is  never  a  time 
that  one  can  not  dispose  of  good  relia- 
ble stock  at  such  prices,  besides  receiv- 
ing the  better  prices  for  the  choicer 
specimens  of  the  season's  broods. 

The  White  Plymouth  Rocks  are  es- 
pecially the,  or  rather  should  be,  the 
farmer's  favorite,  whether  he  be  a  fan- 
cier, or  simply  a  market  producer.  In 
fact  there  may  be  a  profitable  combina- 
tion of  markets  for  the  farmer,  (or  the 
farmwife.)  We  will  speak  of  the  farm- 
wife  in  the  poultry  business,  instead  of 
the  farmer.  For  it  is  more  often  (ten 
to  one)  the  farmwife  that  is  the  pro- 
ducer of  poultry  on  the  farm. 

Having  White  Plymouth  Rocks,  she 
can  always  market  all  the  surplus,  and 
cull  cockerals.  If  she  is  wise,  and  adver- 
tises, and  has  really  excellent  stock, 
she  will  sell  her  very  finest  birds  at 
goad  prices,  and  quite  a  number  more 
that  are  not  so  good  in  "poiots,"  to 
neighbors,  at  from  50  cents  to  $1,  and 
$1.50,  to  be  used  in  grading  up  "  scrub  " 
flocks  about  the  country.  For,  to  this 
day,  those  same  scrub  flocks  do  abound 
most  amazingly  and  surprisingly.  The 
young  fowls,  placed  (dressed)  on  the 
market,  are,  if  fat  and  plump,  always  a 
tempting  sight,  and  the  purchasers  of 
poultry  meat  will  soon  have  carried 
them  all  away  from  the  market  stalls, 
leaving  the  less  tempting  array  of  com- 
mon chicks,  for  the  later  comers,  are  a 
"  drug  in  the  market." 

The  pullets  that  are  not  just  right  for 
the  breeding  yards  can  be  kept  to  fur- 
nish eggs  for  the  family,  and  for  con- 
sumer customers.  Having  customers 
for  them,  she  can  dispose  of  all  the  sur- 
plus of  eggs  at  an  advance  over  market, 
down  town  prices,  and  the  eggs  from 
the  high  scoring  birds,  or  the  especially 
desirable  ones,  she  has  incubated  on 
the  farm,  and  disposes  of  to  customers 
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who  also  wish  them  for  incubating. 
And  there  is  nothing  mythical  about 
all  this.  It  is  all  practical,  common- 
sense,  probable  and  possible,  if  the 
work  is  only  taken  hold  of  in  earnest. 
And,  how  all  these  things  do  beautify 
and  brighten  farm  life.  The  white 
plumaged  Hocks  and  broods  do  add  so 
materially  too,  to  the  real  beauty  of  the 
farm  surroundings.  The  pretty  white 
birds  go  darting  hither  and  thither 
through  and  about  bushes  and  trees, 
and  they  lend  a  charm  and  picturesque- 
ness  to  the  happy  farm  scene,  and  there 
is  pleasure  and  profit  in  it  all,  every  day 
in  the  year. 

But,  many  are  laboring  under  a  false 
impression  coucerning  this  breed  of 
fowls  and  the  history  of  their  origin. 
All  manner  of  statements  have  gone 
abroad,  and  some  of  them  are  erroneous 
and  misleading  in  the  extreme.  Not 
intentionally  misleading,  we  are  sure. 
But  statement  is  frequently  made  upon 
the  strength  of  personal  supposition, 
and  readeis  accept  such  statements  for 
facts,  and  then  proceed  to  pass  such  in- 
formation on.   For  instance; 

One  writer  says  that  the  White  Ply- 
mouth Rocke  must  be  a  grand  breed  of 
fowls,  resultant  as  they  are,  from  the 
combination  of  "  two  of  the  grandest 
breeds  on  earth— the  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  and  the  Light  Bramas."  Said 
writer  then  states  that  he  thinks  that 
he  knows  how  this  breed  originated, 
and  tells  that  years  ago,  before  he  ever 
heard  of  a  poultry  paper,  or  had  ever 
heard  of  White  Plymouth  Rocks,  at  his 
home  they  had  a  cross  of  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  and  Light  Brahmas,  and 
that  from  this  cross  there  appeared  a 
pure  white  chick,  one  day.   It  grew  to 


maturity  and  was  a  much  prized  hen 
that  they  kept  for  five  years.  She  was, 
he  said,  about  the  size  and  shape  of  a 
White  Plymouth  Rock,  and  "  was  a 
grand  old  sitter  and  mother."'  He  feels 
certain  that  this  breed  then  sprung 
from  the  sports  of  this  cross.  But  we 
think  he  is  mistaken.  I  too  may  be 
mistaken,  and  I  have  been  delving  and 
digging,  and  following  up  every  clue 
that  I  could  secure,  that  would  lead  to 
a  more  definite  knowledge  of  the  origin 
of  this  grand  breed  of  fowls.  The  "way 
back  "  history  I  may  not  have  found  at 
all,  though  I  think  I  know  the  history 
of  the  origin  of  some  of  the  strains  of 
White  Plymouth  Rocks  at  least.  And 
I  think  I  am  in  possession  of  some 
valuable  and  interesting  data  and 
information  that  has  never  been  given 
to  the  press  before.  In  a  succeeding 
chapter  I  will  give  many  items  of  gen- 
eral information  concerning  this  breed 
of  white  fowls.  And  if  others  are  pos- 
sessed of  knowledge  concerning  them 
that,  I  have  not,  and  that  would  be  of 
value  and  interest  to  the  many  breeders 
of  this  variety,  we  should  be  a  thousand 
times  glad  and  thankful  to  hear  from 
them  and  to  have  them  give,  as  I  am 
now  giving,  such  information  and  data 
as  is  in  their  possession. 

Henceforth,  a  greater  interest  than 
ever  will  be  taken  and  newly  awakened 
among  breeders  of  this  class.  For  we 
have  now  a  White  Plymouth  Rock 
club,  and  it  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the 
strongest  organizations  of  the  kind  that 
was  ever  known.  It  is  of  course,  of 
rather  recent  date.  J5ut  it  is  progress- 
ing rapidly,  and  all  breeders  of  White 
Rocks  should  be,  and  doubtless  will  be, 
much  interested.   Frank  Heck,  secre 


tary  and  treasurer  of  the  aEsociation, 
tells  me  that  this  fall  we  are  to  have 
issued,  an  elaborate  catalogue,  which  is 
to  be  a  perfect  encyclopedia  of  White 
Plymouth  Rock  information,  and  from 
some  of  the  best  breeders  of  this  varie- 
ty, and  from  some  of  the  best  writers,  we 
will  have  articles  containing  everything 
of  value  in  history,  and  general  data  in 
connection  with  the  White  Plymouth 
Rock  breed. 

As  promised  above,  such  information 
as  comes  in  my  way  at  present,  will  be 
given  our  readers  in  the  following  issue 
of  our  American  Poultry  Journal.

The  above  illustration  is  a  copyrighted 
cut  of  L.  S.  Bache's  (Bound  Brook,  N. 
J.)  first  prize  ]5ufE  Leghorn  cockerel  and 
pullet  at  the  1897  Washington,  I).  C, 
show.  The  birds  are  well  bred  and 
owned  by  Mr.  Bache.  This  illustration 
well  represents  the  prize-winning  qual- 
ities of  his  stock  which  captured  the 
honors  at  Washington  in  a  sharp  con- 
test. He  has  more  of  the  same  prize- 
winning  kind  that  will  make  records  at 
the  next  season's  shows,  and  it  is  well 
for  other  breeders  to  bear  this  in  mind 
and  be  prepared  for  hot  competition 
next  winter. 


It  is  pretty  well  settled  that  hens  lay 
better  when  there  is  no  cock  running 
with  them,  and  it  is  well  established 
that  eggs  from  such  hens  keep  fresh 
much  longer. 
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A   Cheap   and    Convenient  Ponltry 
House. 

The  needs  of  the  great  majority  of 
poultry  raisers  are  amply  provided  for 
by  building  a  plain,  convenient  poultry 
house  suppled  with  the  necessary  fjx 
turee.nest  boxes,  roosts,  feed  boxes,  and 
suitable  room  for  scratching  shed  for 
exercise  of  fowls,  and  their  protection 
during  stormy  and  warm  weather. 

The  illustration  shown  here  provides 
for  all  these,  and  the  building  can  be 
constructed  cheaply,  giving  safe  pro- 
tection and  accommodation  for  the 
fowls. 

A  house  of  convenient  size  as  illus- 
trated, should  be  made  10x10  feet,  with 
8- foot  posts  at  the  highest  point.  The 
roof  should  have  sufficient  slope  to 
freely  allow  drainage  of  rain,  at  about 
an  8  inch  slope  to  the  rear.  In  an  ordi 
narily  mild  climate,  common  lapped 


all  traditions  and  experience  proves  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  good  health  and 
contentment  of  fowls. 

When  space  is  limited  and  a  free 
range  is  neither  possible  nor  required, 
as  is  the  case  where  a  number  of  varie 
ties  are  kept,  runs  should  be  enclosed 
with  wire  fencing,  connected  with  the 
building. 

The  usual  position  to  secure  the  best 
possible  advantage  of  light,  is  with  a 
south  frontage. 

The  description  and  illustration  gives 
simply  the  barest  outline  of  the  essen- 
tial points  necessary  in  an  ordinary 
shelter  for  ones  fowls.  The  building 
must  be  governed  by  the  needs  largely, 
and  in  case  a  large  number  of  fowls  are 
to  be  provided  for,  this  building  can  be 
duplicated,  and  in  such  event  the  cost 
of  the  several  buildings  or  sections 
reduced.  To  prevent  the  ravages  of 
rats,  and  other  predatory  enemies  of 


Mottled  Aztecs. 

The  Mottled  Aztec  is  an  exceedingly 
plump  fowl  with  broad  shoulders  and 
breast.  The  legs  are  of  medium  length. 
It  has  much  of  the  compactness  of  body 
possessed  by  the  Indian  Game,  together 
with  the  grace  of  form  belonging  to  the 
Black  Sumatra.  They  are  well  feath- 
ered fowls,  the  hens  having  a  fan-like 
tail,  and  the  tail  of  the  cock  carrying 
full,  long  sickles.  The  color  is  black, 
sprinkled  with  white.  The  white  shows 
in  the  pullets  most  strongly  about  the 
head  and  upon  the  shoulders,  with  more 
or  less  in  the  wings,  but  after  moulting 
the  white  becomes  more  marked  and 
appears  upon  the  breast  and  back  and 
in  the  tail.  The  coloring  is  very  at- 
tractive. Their  full,  meaty  breasts 
make  them  an  excellent  table  fowl,  and 
the  chickens  are  plump  at  any  age. 
When  mature  the  cocks  weigh  about 
eight  pounds  and  the  hens  weigh  pro- 
portionately. The  Black  Aztecs  re- 
semble them  in  form  and  weigh  a 
pound  or  so  heavier.  Their  size  fits 
them  well  for  the  general  demand  of 
the  market.  The  hens  have  only  a  rudi 
mentary  comb,  with  a  few  feathers 
growing  out  of  it,  while  the  comb  of 
the  cock  when  young  is  almost  smooth 
with  the  head,  and  though  it  enlarges 
some  when  matured,  it  is  always  small. 


siding  can  be  used  for  the  sides;  where 
the  winters  are  severe,  further  protec- 
tion can  be  given  by  a  double  siding  or 
with  tarred  paper.  A  cheap  roofing, 
and  all  that  is  necessary,  can  be  made 
with  tarred  roofing  paper,  fastened 
down  with  strips  of  lath.  This  house 
needs  no  built  flooring,  a  dirt  iloor  an- 
swering the  purpose. 

The  open  shed,  the  same  size  as  the 
house,  is  a  very  essential  part  of  the 
building.  The  fowls  have  access  to  this 
through  low  doors.  In  the  hot  days  of 
the  summer  it  provides  an  artificial 
shade,  and  during  stormy  weather,  pro- 
tection from  rain,  at  the  same  time  giv- 
ing the  fowls  the  exercise  they  require. 
A  layer  of  leaves  or  straw  should  cover 
the  ground  on  which  food  is  thrown, 
making  a  perfect  scratching  shed,  which

the  feathered  race,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  sink  under  the  walls  of  the  building 
a  foundation  of  brick  or  crushed  glass 
to  prevent  their  entrance  into  the  build- 
ing.

The  Aztecs  are  excellent  layers,  the 
eggs  being  of  good  size  aad  usually 
having  a  good,  strong  shell.  The  fowls 
mature  early  and  the  pullets  begin  to 
lay  when  about  six  months  old,  and 
sometimes  a  few  weeks  earlier.  They 
are  prolific  and  extremely  hardy.  They 
hatch  full  broods  and  the  loss  of  chick- 
ens in  the  broods  is  such  a  small  per 
cent  of  the  numbers  hatched  that  it  is 
Ecarcely  worth  while  to  take  it  into  con- 
sideration. They  thrive  from  the  start 
and  endure  without  suffering  exposure 
and  unfavorable  conditions  which  few 
other  classes  of  pure  bred  fowls  are  able 
to  survive.  One  who  has  had  long  ex- 
perience in  handling  them  says  that  it 
requires  positive  mismanagement  to 
keep  them  from  thriving.— -Texas  Stock 
and  Farm  Journal. 
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DUBBIiVO  GAMES. 

Reasons  For  and  Against  the  Prac- 
tice of  Dnbbine  tiianie(!i--The  Ori- 
gin of  I>ul>bins'  and  Arguments  for 
its  Discontinuation.

I  have  recently  received  from  Eng- 
land a  circular  which  bears  the  title, 
"  Dubbing,"  and  is  issued  by  the  British 
Anti-Dubbing  Association,  and,  as  it 
states,  "with  the  cordial  approval  of  the 
undernoted— Royal  Society  for  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  Patron> 
Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  the  (Jueen; 
President,  H.R.  H.,  the  Duke  of  York; 
the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  S. 
P.  C.  A.;  Vice-President,  Brigadier 
General  Sir  Donald  Matheson,  K.  C.  B.; 
the  Scottish  S.  P.  C.  A.  (Edinburg), 
President,  the  Honorable  the  Lord 
Provost."  It  purports  to  give  an  epi- 
tome of  the  reasons  advanced  for  and 
against  the  practice,  which  we  shall  not 
review,  but  simply  notice  the  fact  that 
26  convictions  have  been  obtained  in 
England  and  some  in  Scotland  for  per- 
forming the  operation,  with  the  conse- 
quent penalties  and  costs.  A  deter- 
mined agitation  seems  to  be  decided 
upon  and  will  have  the  backing  of  rank 
and  law.  The  question  is  a  live  one  for 
this  country,  and  is  worth  consideration 
now. 

Dubbing  is  a  relic  of  the  time  when 
Game  cocks  were  kept  for  fighting.  In 
nearly  every  State  in  the  Union  cock 
fighting  has  become  a  statutory  mis- 
demeanor and  can  be  carried  on  only 
under  the  cover  of  night  and  darkness. 
But  the  practice  of  dubbing  has  been 
continued  because  the  eye  has  been 
trained  to  the  appearance  of  a  dubbed 
head  in  Games  and  they  are  thought  to 
look  more  beautiful.  That  dubbing 
does  give  an  appearance  of  increased 
length  and  leanness  to  the  head  cannot 
be  successfully  denied.  But  as  this  ap- 
pearance is  also  desired  in  the  female, 
and  as  dubbing  of  the  female  is  not 
permitted,  it  proves  that  the  beauty  of 
the  Game  fowl  can  be  appreciated  even 
when  the  comb  is  untouched.  In  fact, 
it  can  be  well  doubted  whether  a  Game 
fowl's  beauty  is  increased  by  dubbing. 
Ask  Game  breeders  and  they  will  unan- 
imously affirm  that  it  is,  but  as  their 
ideal  of  beauty  has  been  formed  upon 
dubbed  birds,  and  as  the  habit  of  seeing 
them  so  has  become  a  fixed  factor  in 
their  judgment,  their  answer  decides 
nothing.  Ask  one  who  can  approach 
the  subject  without  prejudice  and  the 
chances  are  that  the  answer  will  be,  no. 
If  a  Leghorn  or  a  Plymouth  Rock  looks 
better  with  comb,  wattles  and  earlobes 
untouched,  why  should  not  a  Game? 
The  question  is  not  one  easy  to  answer. 

What  seems  to  me  to  be  a  strong  ar- 


gument against  dubbing  is  that  it  gives 
an  undue  and  unreasonable  advantage 
to  the  Game  breeder.  While  the  breed- 
ers of  all  other  fowls  must  produce 
good  combs,  with  the  penalty  of  dis- 
qualification of  the  birds  if  certain  de- 
fects appear,  the  breeder  of  Games  has 
only  to  produce  his  dubbing  shears,  and 
so  the  worst-combed  bird  becomes  per- 
fect. Dubbing  substitutes  manual 
skill  for  intelligent  skill;  it  sets  in  the 
place  of  the  art  of  breeding  the  art  of 
trimming.  In  the  king  of  breeds  it 
places  the  lower  in  the  place  of  the 
higher. 

And  yet  there  is  for  this  easy  man 
agement  of  the  male  a  penalty  in  the 
breeding  of  the  female.  Consistency 
should  require  that  she  should  be  dubbed 
if  her  mate  is.  But  consistancy  is  a 
jewel  which  is  lacking.  Consequently 
when  one  purchases  a  beautiful  dubbed 
male,  and  has  had  no  chance  of  seeing 
him  before  the  shears  cut  away  his 
head-gear,  he  does  not  know  what 
havoc  may  be  wrought  in  the  female 
progeny.  Combs  large,  crooked  and 
lopped;  combs  perhaps  of  an  entirely 
different  type  may  be  produced.  He 
may  have  worked  for  years  to  produce 
a  small,  straight,  firm  comb  on  his  hens, 
and  at  one  fell  swoop  his  labor  is  un 
done  by  the  use  of  a  dubbed  male, 
which  before  the  operation  possessed  a 
comb  that  in  any  other  breed  would 
have  condemned  him  to  the  pot. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  much  cruelty 
in  the  operation.  The  birds  seldom 
seem  to  mind  it,  and  I  believe  Leghorns 
suffer  more  in  winter  from  frosted 
combs  than  Game  fowls  do  from  dub- 
bing. But  I  do  think  the  above  are 
good  reasons  against  the  practice,  and 
I  certainly  would  favor  a  movement 
against  dubbing  one  sex.  If  we  must 
dub  at  all,  better  dub  both  male  and 
female. 

But  is  dubbing  necessary  to  secure 
the  long,  lean  appearance  of  the  heady 
I  think  not.  By  the  judicious  use  of 
other  blood  the  combs  can  be  so  nearly 
bred  off,  without  changing  the  appear- 
ance of  the  fowl  otherwise,  that  it  will 
take  the  place  of  dubbing  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  so  far  at  least  as  secur- 
ing the  appearace  of  length  and  lean- 
ness of  head.  If  our  Standard  on 
Games  disqualified  all  birds  for  being 
dubbed  and  read,  "Comb,  immaterial  in 
shape  and  character,  but  it  must  be 
small— the  smaller  the  better,  natural 
absence  of  the  same  not  being  a  dis- 
qualification," I  would  venture  the  pre- 
diction that  in  five  years  dubbing  would 
cease  to  be  desired  because  the  necessity 
for  it  would  be  gone;  a  nearly  comb 
less  race  of  Game  fowls  would  be  estab- 
lished. 

I  think  there  is  little  use  in  allowing 
dubbed  and  undubbed  Game  fowls  to 
compete  together.   With  present  ideals

the  dubbed  birds  would  have  the  better 
of  this  arrangement — they  would  win 
all  the  prizes.  But  in  time  ideals  might 
be  80  changed  that  such  a  result  would 
not  take  place.  What  is  needed  is  rad- 
ical action— if  anything  is  to  be  taken — 
and  that  action  should  be  in  the  Amer- 
ican Poultry  Association's  Standard. 
We  believe  that  if  the  American  Poul- 
try Association  would  declare  against 
dubbing,  fixing  the  time  when  disqual- 
ification should  go  into  effect,  two  or 
three  years  ahead  to  avoid  injustice,  the 
end  would  be  obtained  quietly  and 
peaceably.

Seasonable  Reminders. 

So  called  chicken  cholera,  investiga- 
tion will  often  prove,  is  but  an  exten- 
sive development  of  vermin.  The 
healthy  hen  is  free  from  vermin.  Al 
most  invariably  other  ailments,  except 
of  course,  colds  and  cases  of  roup,  are 
mainly  due  to  vermin.  The  hens  that 
are  infested  with  vermin  are  so  debili- 
tated that  they  readily  succumb  to  dis- 
eases, and  are  also  more  apt  to  get  colds 
and  roup  than  hens  not  infested.  It  is 
during  warm  weather  that  eternal  vigi- 
lance becomes  necessary  to  keep  down 
insect  pests  that  abound  where  neglect 
allows  them  to  once  get  a  foothold. 
Every  known  device  must  be  utilized 
during  summer  to  keep  the  vermin 
pests  of  the  poultry  yard  in  check.  The 
first  and  most  important  consideration 
will  always  be  cleanliness  of  the  most 
thorough  nature.  Wild  fowls  rarely 
ever  become  infested  with  vermin  to 
any  great  degree,  because  they  are  not 
confined  to  restricted  quarters  in  large 
colonies,  like  domestic  fowls.  Under 
conditions  such  as  it  is  necessary  to 
resort  to  in  keeping  domestic  fowls,  the 
vermin  pest  takes  advantage  of  every 
neglect.  When  the  summer  season 
arrives,  which  is  so  propitious  for  the 
increase  of  vermin  in  the  poultry  yards 
and  houses,  extra  exertions  and  all 
known  methods  must  become  the  order 
of  the  day.  Finely  pulverized  soil  kept 
under  cover  will  afford  the  fowls  a 
chance  to  indulge  in  dust  baths — 
nature's  plan  for  ridding  birds  of  ver- 
min. If  Eome  tobacco  dust,  insect  pow- 
der, and  once  in  a  while  powdered  sul- 
phur is  added  to  the  dust  bath,  either 
will  haEten  the  extermination  of  the 
pests. 

All  the  material  used  In  the  nests  of 
the  layers  should  be  taken  out  and 
burned  every  three  weeks.  The  nest 
boxes  should  then  be  thoroughly 
swabbed  out  with  coal  oil.  Use  a  wide 
brush,  such  as  painters  use  for  varnish- 
ing, and  see  that  the  coal  oil  gets  in  all 
the  crevices  of  the  nest.  This  treat- 
ment will  kill  the  nocturnal  mites  and 
nits  that  find  snug  hiding  places  about 
the  nest  boxes.  The  same  treatment, 
and  as  often,  should  be  given  to  the 
roosts.  These  accessories  should  be 
taken  out  on  a  sunny  day  and  coal  oiled 
and  left  in  the  sun  to  dry.  While  they 
are  out  it  will  be  a  good  plan  to  white 
wash  the  interior  of  the  henhouse. 


As  soon  as  a  hen  hatches  out  a  brood 
burn  the  nesting  material,  and  coal  oil 
the  nest  box.  When  the  chicks  are 
three  days  old  every  chick's  head  should 
be  greased.  This  should  be  done  late 
in  the  evening— just  at  dark.  Some 
brands  of  lard  will  make  the  chick's 
head  sore,  as  there  appears  to  be  some 
strong  chemical  substance  in  the  lard, 
It  is  safest  and  best  to  use  sweet  oil. 
Put  enough  oil  on  the  end  of  the  finger 
to  completely  anoint  the  top  of  the 
head  of  each  chick.  If  you  have  lard 
that  you  know  is  pure  it  can  be  used. 
Grease  the  mother  hen  under  the  wings 
I  and  over  the  vent.  The  warmth  of  the 
hen's  body  diffuses  the  grease,  which  is 
the  main  reason  of  the  necessity  for 
doing  the  work  in  the  evening.  If  done 
in  the  morning  dirt  adheres  to  the  lard, 
and  it  does  not  get  an  opportunity  to 
become  so  effective.  Coal  oil  the  inside 
of  the  brooder  coops  once  a  week,  and 
turn  them  up  so  the  sun  can  shine  in 
them  for  half  a  day.  Move  the  coops 
to  new  ground  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Let  the  hens  and  chicks  have  a 
chance  to  choose  between  sunshine  and 
shade.  Bare  yards,  those  where  no 
vegetable  exists,  and  many  fowls  are 
kept,  should  be  fpaded  up  every  ten 
days,  and  during  the  intervening  time 
occasionally  give  the  yard  a  dressing  of 
air  slacked  lime.  Do  it  in  the  evening 
after  the  fowls  have  gone  to  roost. 

Fowls  closely  confined  in  bare  yards, 
unless  they  are  furnished  plenty  of 
green  food  in  summer,  usually  soon 
present  an  unsightly  appearance.  They 
are  apt  to  commence  feather  plucking. 
Yarded  fowls  should  be  liberally  sup- 
plied every  day  with  green  food  of 
some  kind.  On  the  farm  there  is  not 
much  excuse  for  keeping  fowls  con- 
fined in  small  yards.  Where  it  is  done 
the  farm  affords  every  opportunity  for 
securing  an  abundance  of  green  food, 
also  varied  in  kind.  The  weeds  from 
the  garden,  and  later  on,  the  radish 
tops,  early  cabbage  and  beet  leaves, 
should  always  be  given  to  hens.  The 
sweepings  of  the  haymow,  especially  if 
the  hay  contains  clover,  will  be  an  ex- 
cellent tubstitute  for  greens.  This 
waste  contains  too  much  dust  and  dirt 
to  be  utilized  for  feeding  to  other  live 
stock,  but  contains  nutriment  that  is 
especially  valuable  to  hens  that  are 
confined  in  close  jards. 

Keep  the  drinking  water  supply  in  a 
shaaed  place.   Renew  two  or  three 
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times  a  day.  Always  throw  out  what 
is  left  in  the  vesBels  when  making  the 
round  for  replenishing,  and  fill  up  with 
fresh  water.  Empty  everything  at 
night.  Scald  every  drinking  vessel 
once  a  week. 

Those  who  neglect  hot  weather  duties 
in  the  poultry  yard  will  next  fall  be 
claiming  they  "  did  not  have  very  good 
luck  this  season." 

A  lady  from  Philadelphia  was  re 
cently  visiting  friends  in  Baltimore 
county  who  have  a  flock  of  good  Hou- 
dan  fowls.  A  hen  was  killed  for  the 
table  the  day  before  the  lady  returned, 
and  she  begged  for  the  head  and  wings. 
These  she  took  to  Philadelphia  and 
had  a  taxidermist  prepare  them  for  her 
hat  at  a  cost  of  two  dollars.  Her  mil 
liner  told  her  the  Houdan  head  and 
wings  were  unusually  fine,  as  the  crest 
and  beard  were  of  unusually  good  size 
and  the  feathers  were  very  evenly 
mottled,  and  that  they  were  worth  five 
dollars.  Hats  of  this  kind  are  quite 
fashionable  in  the  Quaker  city.  The 
above  may  afford  breeders  of  handsome 
pure  bred  fowls  an  idea  as  to  utilizing 
what  have  been  waste  portions  of  fowls 
All  crested  breeds  should  be  in  demand 
now.— G.  O.  Brown,  in  Baltimore  Sun 


Something  About  Chicken  Cholera. 

Every  breeder  who  has  had  his  flock 
invaded  by  this  malady,  characterized 
by  many  to  be  the  worst,  knows  well  of 
its  terrible  havoc.  So  a  few  words 
about  its  cause  and  prevention  may  be 
worth  noting.  The  principal  cause  Of 
the  disease  is  lack  of  care  and  unclean 
Mness.  Vermin  weakens  the  fowl  and 
renders  it  more  subject  to  attack. 
Damp  houses,  dirty  runs,  unclean  food 
and  foul  water  vessels,  all  tend  toward 
this  disease,  which  is  very  contagious, 
(live  plenty  of  green  fooa,  gravel,  shade, 
I  clean  water  and  runs;  these  are  all  pre 
,  ventives,  and  good  ones,  too.  Symp- 
',  toms  of  the  disease  are  lack  of  appetite, 
paleness  of  comb  and  wattles;  these  are 
usually  followed  by  watery  discharges 
and  general  weakness,  resulting  in 
death.  For  a  cure  I  would  recommend 
the  following  treatment:  Quarantine 
the  fowl  immediately  in  a  dark  place, 
and  give  it  a  ligbt  dose  of  castor  oil 
about  half  a  tea<poonful.  Soak  a  small 
slice  of  graham  bread  in  whiskey  and 
then  drop  live  drops  of  camphor  upon 
it;  give  part  of  this  about  an  hour  after 
the  oil  has  ncted,  and  the  balance  about 
ten  hours  later.  In  place  ot  the  oil  you 
may  use  equal  parts  of  epsom  salts  and 
bolted  meal,  mixed  to  a  dough,  and 
give  a  teaspoonful,  followed  with  the 
bread  mixture  as  prescribed.  We  have 
found  this  an  ellicient  cure.  Then  dis- 
infect your  coops  thoroughly  with  cat- 
holic acid  or  lime  wash,  or  both,  if  you 
wish,  and  put  a  little  tannin  or  coperas 


in  the  drinking  water,  and  a  little  cay- 
enne pepper  in  their  soft  food.  The 
inside  bark  of  white  oak  may  be  used 
in  place  of  the  tannin  or  coperas,  where 
handy.  We  have  tried  all  these  in  our 
flock  and  found  them  excellent,  so  I 
send  them  to  you  my  fellow  breeders, 
in  faith  believing  they  will  prove  efli 
cient.— Poultry  Monthly.

In  legard  to  season's  business,  trade  and  in 
quiries  for  stock  have  been  very  good;  had  no 
trouble  to  dispose  of  my  surplus  good  fowls,  es- 
pecially in  the  White  Wyandottes  I  could  not  fill 
all  orders— which  breed  I  like  be^t  of  all  tor  all 
round  fowl.  Next,  I  think,  comes  the  Plymouth 
Rocks.  I  expect  to  confine  mj self  to  these  two 
breeds  in  the  future.  Here  is  a  record  for  the 
five  months  of  the  year,  June  all  were  together; 
White  Wyandottes— three  hens,  four  pullets- 
January  69,  February  67,  March  88,  April  75, 
May  102.  Barred  Rocks— ten  hens— January  no 
record,  February  49,  March  97,  April  140,  May  90. 
P.  Cochins— eleven  hens— February  28,  March 
98,  April  102,  May  51.  This  pen  was  more  or  less 
broody.  All  early  chicks  were  hatched  by  Coch- 
ins, lor  which  purpose  I  depend  on  them.

I  discontinued  the  sale  of  eg.s 
this  season  and  with  the  exception  of  two  in- 
quiries that  wrote  for  eggs,  I  sold  them  birds, 
which  is  much  more  satisfactory  to  me,  and  I 
think  also  to  purchasers,  as  when  a  bird  or  birds 
are  sent  you  know  exactly  what  you  are  sending 
out.  In  selUng  eggs  it's  a  lottery  at  the  best.  In 
some  instances  the  results  from  eggs  sent  out 
are  good,  and  in  others  far  from  satisfactory  to 
buyer  or  seller.  Eggs  sent  from  your  best  pen 
will  hatch  culls,  or  rather  culls  are  the  result 
when  grown  in  some  people's  hands,  and  then 
comes  the  kick.  Same  grai'e  of  eggs  in  your 
own  yards  give  you  your  slioiv  specimens,  and  so 
it  goes.  I  have  paid  as  high  as  $50  for  a  single 
specimen,  hatched  from  eggs  sent  out,  and  at 
last,  although  it  seems  a  little  hard  to  throw  up 
a  fine  income  from  selling  eggs,  I  decided  that 
the  only  really  satisfactory  way  to  do  business 
was  to  sell  birds,  and  I  fully  believe  that  if  all 
would  sell  stock  instead  of  e.gs  and  stock,  it 
would  benefit  the  industry  at  large  and  be  dol- 
lars in  the  breeder's  pocket  in  the  end.  Hatches 
early  were  not  as  good  as  usual  owing  to  a  cold, 
wet  spring.  April  and  May  hatches  have  been 
above  the  average.  I  have  something  over  1,200 
Langshans  and  Langshan  BantaTis  out  and  in 
tine  growing  condition,  and  finished  hatching 
for  the  season  June  10th.  Am  looking  fairly 
well  for  fall  delivery,  but  at  present  trade  is  not 
as  good  as  last  season,  which  I  attribute  t )  the 
unsettled  conditions  owing  to  our  little  difficulty 
with  the  Dagoes.  It  seems  to  have  affected  all 
lines  of  bu>ine?s  to  some  extent.

Our  readers  will  be  pained  to  hear  of 
the  death  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Comey,  the  well 
known  breeder  of  "Duke  of  York" 
Light  Brahmas,  which  occurred  at  his 
late  home  in  Somerville,  on  the  14th  of 
May.  Elbridge  Carpenter  Comey  was 
born  in  Foxboro,  Mass.,  Sept.  23,  1836, 
and  was  descended  from  old  Puritan 
stock.  He  came  to  Boston  at  the  age 
of  sixteen,  and  soon  entered  the  employ 
of  the  firm  of  W.  K.  Lewis  &  Brc,  to 
which  firm  he  was  later  admitted  a 
partner,  and  with  which  he  remained 
until  his  severe  illness,  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago. 

It  was  as  a  poultryman  however,  that 
he  was  best  known  to  our  readers.  He 
became  a  breeder  of  Light  Brahmas 
something  like  thirty  years  ago,  and 
has  been  prominently  identified  with 
poultry  breeding,  more  especially  Light 
Brahma  breeding,  ever  since,  of  late 
years  ranking  as  one  of  the  veterans  of 
the  fancy  poultry  business.  A  stroke 
of  paralysis  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago 
cut  him  off  from  active  life,  and  so 
crippled  him  (particularly  his  eyesight) 
that  he  felt  obliged  to  close  out  his 
poultry  interest,  we  believe,  to  Mr. 
Shaw,  of  Brockton.  Nothing  connected 
with  his  painlul  illness  hurt  him  more 
than  this  enforced  parting  from  his 
"  friends '' — bis  loved  Light  Brahmas, 
being  so  regarded  by  him,  and  we  shall 


not  soon  forget  his  pathetic  exclama- 
tion—'I  can  t  see  them  now  !"  the  last 
lime  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
him  in  the  flesh, 

Mr.  Comey  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
son,  and  a  large  circle  of  friends  to 
mourn  his  departure.— Farm-Poultry.

Tobacco  stems  make  lice  proof  nests 
for  hens,  and  tobacco  dust  scattered 
over  a  hen  and  chicks  occasionally  will 
drive  any  lice  that  may  be  on  them 
away.  The  dust  can  be  bought  at  cigar 
factories  very  cheaply. 


Feediug  Geese. 

The  first  feed  for  goslings  is  grass, 
fed  on  sod;  a  small  allowance  of  corn 
meal,  slightly  moistened,  is  also  given 
them,  says  The  Feather.  Sand  and 
charcoal  are  sometimes  mixed  with  the 
corn  meal.  They  are  fed  on  the  above 
food  three  times  a  day  for  a  couple  of 
days,  when  they  are  given  a  ration 
composed  of  equal  parts  by  measure, 
bran,  middlings,  and  steamed  cut  clover 
or  cooked  vegetables.  This  feed  is 
given  them  morning,  noon,  and  night, 
until  they  are  eight  weeks  old,  when 
they  are  penned  to  be  fattened  for 
market  at  ten  weeks  old.  To  fatten 
young  geese,  place  them  in  a  pen,  not 
too  large,  so  that  they  will  not  exercise 
too  much,  and  feed  three  times  a  day 
all  they  will  eat  up  clean  of  the  follow- 
ing: Corn  meal  mixed  to  a  dry  crumbly 
state,  and  beef  scrips  amounting  to  20 
per  cent  of  the  bulk  of  the  corn  meal. 
While  fattening  joung  geese  they 
should  be  kept  as  quiet  as  possible;  no 
excitement  whatever  should  disturb 
them.  When  feeding  approach  them 
quietly,  and  do  not  irritate  them  in  the 
least  or  they  will  not  fatten,  but  will 
"throw  out  "or  grow  another  crop  of 
feathers.  At  ten  weeks  of  age,  or  when 
the  tips  of  the  wings  reach  the  tail, 
they  are  ready  for  market,  and  should 
weigh  between  eight  and  ten  pounds. 

When  young  goslings  are  to  be 
dressed  for  market,  they  are  killed  by 
cutting  them  in  the  roof  of  the  mouth, 
severing  the  artery,  or  by  stunning 
them  by  hitting  them  a  sharp,  quick 
blow  on  the  head.  The  picker  uses  a 
box  in  front  of  him  about  the  height  of 
the  knees,  holding  the  bird  with  the 
left  hand  and  clasping  the  feet  and 
wings  together;  he  places  the  head  of 
the  bird  against  the  box  and  holds  it  in 
place  with  the  knee.  Pick  the  feathers 
from  the  body  of  the  bird,  then  dampen 
the  right  hand  and  brush  the  body  to 
remove  the  down.  Leave  about  two 
inches  of  feathers  on  the  neck,  and  also 
leave  feathers  on  the  wings  at  the  first 
joint.  Lay  the  wings  against  the  body 
of  the  bird  and  tie  a  string  around  to 
hold  in  position.  Place  the  birds,  when 
picked,  in  cold  water  for  an  hour  or  so 
to  plumb  them;  if  they  are  in  too  long 
they  are  liable  to  bleach  and  become 
water  soaked.

The  Guinea  Fowl. 

It  would  be  a  good  plan  for  all  poul- 
try raisers  to  have  a  few  Guinea  fowls 
about  their  poultry  premises.  They  are 
hardy,  good  natured  and  beautiful.  It 
is  well  to  keep  them  as  tame  as  possible, 
and  always  have  them  around  the  home, 
as  they  make  an  excellent "  watch  dog," 
their  shrill  cry  frightening  away  hawks 
and  other  murderers.  The  poultry- 
man's  greatest  enemy  in  the  South  is 
the  sparrow  hawk,  and  our  neighbors 
have  lost  as  many  as  a  dozen  chickens 
a  day  by  hawks  alone,  while  we  never 
lost  but  three  chicks  from  that  source, 
and  we  believe  all  credit  is  due  the 
guinea. 

They  will  live  and  prove  profitable  for 
eight  or  ten  years,  and  no  farm  should 
be  so  crowded  but  that  it  could  make 
room  for  at  least  one  pair  of  guineas. 
They  destroy  a  vast  amount  of  insects 
and  clean  the  fields  of  seeds  that  would 
otherwise  go  to  waste,  costing  almost 
nothing  to  raise,  and  no  better  meat 
can  be  found  in  the  poultry  line,  unless 
it  be  the  turkey.— Poultry  Herald.

The  Folly  of  Cbanging  Breeds— Con- 
stancy Requisite  to  Success. 

Selectirg  at  the  start  the  breed  of 
poultry  we  intend  to  keep  is  of  the 
greatest  importance.  There  has  been 
a  great  deal  of  money  and  time  wasted 
in  changing  breeds.  In  the  first  place, 
the  choice  of  a  breed  in  the  beginning 
is  frequently  carelessly  made  or  done 
by  the  advice  of  some  very  much  inter- 
ested breeder  who  wishes  to  get  rid  of 
some  culls,  and  hence  cracks  up  his 
particular  variety  and  unloads  on  the 
ignorant  amateur.  Any  breed  may 
thus  be  made  to  appear  the  one  partic- 
ular breed  fit  for  any  pursose — and  in 
fact,  the  ideal  in  all  respects. 

It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  make  the 
judicious  selection  at  the  start,  and  it 
should  not  be  done  too  hastily.  I  know 
of  no  better  way  than  first  to  decide  in 
your  own  mind  what  you  wish  the 
breed  to  do  for  you.  Many  have  no 
decided  opinion,  being  desirous  of  keen- 
ing a  few  hens  and  a  cock  on  the  place. 
If  these  are  to  be  used  to  supply  a  few 
eggs  for  the  family  and  to  be  admired 
as  well,  it  is  best  to  select  a  useful  and 
ornamental  breed,  thus  combining  the 
two  qualities.  The  Brown,  White  or 
Buff  Leghorns  will  fill  this  bill  nicely. 
They  are  all  beautiful— it  is  only  a 
matter  of  fancy— and  they  will  all  lay 
plenty  of  eggs.  If  these  are  considered 
too  small,  we  have  the  Brahmas  and 
Cochins,  which  combine  beauty  and  lay- 
ing qualities,  and  are  a  good  table  breed. 
If  we  wish  to  raise  a  few  broilers  or 
roasting  chickens  we  have  the  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  and  Wyandottes.  These 
are  very  reliable,  good  layers  and  excel- 
lent in  other  respects.  There  are  many 
other  breeds,  all  claiming  some  particu- 
lar quality.  Study  carefully  the  quality 
and  characteristics  of  a  breed  and  de- 
termine before  purchasing  what  you 
expect  of  them.  After  having  selected 
a  breed,  it  is  poor  policy  to  change  to 
some  other  without  giving  the  first  a 
fair  trial. 

Changing  from  one  breed  to  another, 
or  adding  breed  after  breed  to  the  one 
originally  selected,  tends  to  general  dis- 
satisfaction and  will  eventually  turn 
out  a  losing  investment.  A  man  thus 
becomes  "Jack  of  all  trades  and  master 
of  none,"  or  in  other  words,  he  can 
never  fully  understand  enough  about 
any  one  particular  breed  to  obtain  from 
it  the  best  results. 

Fowls  in  the  abstract  require  a  cer- 
tain general  care  which  may  be  ac 
corded  all  breeds  alike.  A  hen  house 
will  do  for  any  breed,  provided  the 
roosts  are  neither  too  high  nor  too  low. 
But  the  particular  care  due  each  breed 
—or  rather  class,  inasmuch  as  breeds 
run  in  classes— is  a  matter  of  study  and 
experience.  This  does  not  pertain  to 
common  barnyard  fowls,  because  they 
are  all  of  the  same  class  and  will  do 


their  best  with  general  care.  It  is 
because  of  this  that  it  is  diflBcult  to 
convince  farmers  that  fowls  require 
spfcial  care. 

If  a  person  is  perfectly  satisfied  to 
obtain  ninety  or  a  hundred  eggs  a  year 
as  an  average  per  hen  from  a  flock, 
then  there  is  little  use  in  trying  to  per- 
suade him  to  keep  better  poultry.  But 
this  is  not  considered,  at  the  present 
day,  a  paying  flock.  An  average  of  at 
least  one  hundred  and  fifty  eggs  is  the 
smallest  number  one  should  expect 
from  a  flock  kept  for  egg  production  or 
for  profit.  If  one  can  by  special  care 
and  judicious  feeding  increase  this  yield, 
he  will  be  adding  materially  to  his 
profit  without  an  increase  of  expense. 
The  problem  is  simply  to  obtain  the 
best  results  with  the  least  expense,  and 
a  thoroughbred  capable  of  laying  175 
eggs  a  year  costs  no  more  to  keep  than 
a  common  scrub  which  will  not  lay 
enough  to  pay  her  feed  bill. 

In  the  matter  of  thoroughbreds,  there 
are  natural  layers,  such  as  Leghorns, 
Minorcas,  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyan- 
dottes, etc.  Their  capacity  is  great;  it 
only  remains  for  the  breeder  to  keep 
them  up  to  their  best  work  and  make 
them  give  the  best  results.  Take  for 
example,  the  Leghorns.  They  are 
known  all  over  the  United  States  as 
great  layers.  It  is  their  best  quality. 
If  a  person  therefore  wants  eggs,  they 
can  produce  them.  Yet  I  know  of 
breeders  who  have  discarded  them 
without  a  fair  trial,  or  who  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  what  they  consider 
enough  eggs.  This  is  surely  not  the 
fault  of  the  breed,  but  more  truly  the 
ignorance  of  the  breeder.  When  a  breed 
can  lay  and  does  not,  it  is  the  fault  of 
the  breeder  nine  times  out  of  ten. 

Dissatisfaction  of  this  sort  leads  to  a 
change  of  breeds,  the  breeder  thinking 
thereby  to  better  the  condition,  but  for- 
getting that  one  is  entering  on  a  new 
field  where  ignorance  is  still  a  greater 
stumbling-block.  After  trying  several 
breeds  and  all,  probably,  with  like 
result,  the  last  extreme  is  crossing. 
Here  is  the  last  and  fatal  error.  I  have 
never  ytt  derived  any  benefit  from 
crossing  for  egg  production.  I  cannot 
see  anything  to  be  gained  by  it.  For 
example,  if  a  breed,  like  the  Leghorns, 
are  natural  layers-  in  fact,  we  will  say 
for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  the  best 
layers — how  can  we  improve  their  lay- 
ing qualities  by  crossing  with  any  other 
breed  no  better  layers,  or  in  fact,  not  so 
goodV  We  may  improve  the  carcass, 
but  never  the  laying  quality.  Yet  we 
hear,  many  times,  of  flocks  of  cross- 
bred birds  said  to  be  the  greatest  layers. 

The  age  of  the  hen  makes  considera- 
ble difference  in  egg  production.  Pullet 
year  is  of  course  the  best,  and  many 
breeders  for  eggs  only  never  keep  a  hen 
over  her  pullet  year.   I  prefer  to  go  a 


little  farther  and  keep  a  hen  at  least 
through  her  hen  year,  and  perhaps,  if 
she  is  exceptional,  until  she  is  three 
years  old.  In  her  hen  year  she  may  no^ 
lay  quite  so  many  eggs,  but,  as  a  rule, 
they  will  be  larger.  The  deficiency  in 
quantity— and  this  is  indeed  very  slight 
— is  made  up  by  quality.  She  is  cer- 
tainly very  profitable  during  hen  year  if 
she  has  been  a  good  laying  pullet. 

But  the  results  obtained  depend  en- 
tirely on  the  breeder.  By  study  and 
special  care  the  full  capacity  in  eggs  of 
any  breed  may  be  obtained.  If  this  can 
be  accomplished  With  one  breed,  it  is 
well  to  add  another,  but  it  is  the  height 
of  folly  to  change  from  one  breed  to 
another  simply  because  one  fails  to 
obtain  satisfactory  results.  I  know 
many  breeders  who  make  a  good  living 
and  lay  by  a  tidy  sum  every  year  by 
keeping  one,  and  perhaps  two  breeds. 
I  know  many  others  who  have  changed 
from  breed  to  breed,  keeping  at  once  as 
many  as  sixteen  different  varieties; 
these  latter  generally  declare  there  is 
no  money  in  raising  or  breeding  poul- 
try. If  a  breed  is  by  nature  good  and 
reliable  and  a  money  maker,  the  amount 
of  money  made  out  of  it  depends  upon 
the  man. 

Do  not  be  discouraged,  therefore, 
after  one  year's  experience  with  the 
breed  selected.  Give  it  a  fair  chance 
and  study  its  nature  for  better  results 
the  next  year,  and  by  all  means  do  not 
change  for  some  other  breed  unless  the 
first  becomes  distasteful  and  you  have 
lost  interest  in  it  entirely.— E.  0.  Koes- 
sle,  in  Country  Gentleman.

Ligrlit  Brahmas. 

The  leading  variety  of  the  Asiatic 
class  is  the  Light  Brahma.  This  fowl 
has  a  history  that  would  fill  pages  were 
it  recorded.  These  are  the  fowls  which 
caused  the  "hen  fever"  of  the  fifties, 
about  which  so  much  has  been  written 
in  later  years.  Their  early  history  is  a 
matter  of  controversy,  the  best  author- 
ities diifering  as  to  their  origin. 

They  were  first  known  as  the  "  Brah- 
ma Pootras,"  "Gray  Shanghais,"  "  Chit- 
tagongs,"  '■  Cochin  Chinas,"  and  what 
not,  The  early  breeder  named  them 
according  to  his  fancy  for  high  sound- 
ing and  sensational  names  to  sell  his 
stock.  Fabulous  prices  were  paid  for 
them  when  the  craze  for  fine  poultry 
was  at  its  height  in  the  early  days  of 
the  last  half  of  the  present  century. 
The  standard  of  the  present  Brahmas 
was  fixed  in  1869,  and  no  deviation  from 
the  type  then  adopted  has  been  made. 
They  have  stood  high  in  popular  favor 
since  then  without  abatement;  the  vast 
number  of  breeders  who  are  raising 
them  fully  attest  their  worth  as  a  prac- 
tical bird  to  the  industry.  The  Brahma 
is  a  characteristic  fowl;  it  is  unlike 
other  varieties,  and  it  should  not  be 
confounded  in  shape  with  the  Cochin. 

The  average  Light  Brahma  male  is  in 
height  26  inches;  back  from  the  ground, 
16  inches;  keel  from  the  ground,  8 
inches;  length  of  body,  front  of  breast 
to  rear  of  fluff,  14  inches;  height  of  tail, 
a  trirte  over  21  inches;  saddle  hangers 
to  rear  of  fluff,  23^i  inches;  eye,  from 
tip  of  beak  2  and  1-6  inches;  length  of 
head  and  beak,  inches;  breasts  to 
rear  of  a  drop  line  from  point  of  beak, 
to  1^4  inches.  As  specimens  depart 
from  this  proportion  they  become  awk- 
ward and  valuless  as  exhibition  stock, 
and  often  also  as  egg  producers.  In 
sbape,  oblong,  with  full,  broad,  and 
round  breast,  carried  well  forward. 
The  fullness  and  oblong  Ehape  is  typ- 
ical of  the  Brahma  and  is  characteristic 
of  prolific  birds.  The  curves  of  neck 
and  back  are  similar  to  those  of  the  out 
lines  of  an  egg. 

In  plumage  the  male  is  pure  white, 
excepting  hackle,  tail,  and  flights,  which 
are  black,  and  white  striped  with  black. 
Any  other  color  but  white  and  black  is 
against  the  Standard  bred  bird.  The 
hackle  is  white  with  a  black  stripe  ex 
tending  down  the  center  of  each  feather 
and  tapering  to  a  point  near  the  ex- 
tremity. The  tail-feathers  are  black, 
and  sickles  are  glossy  greenish  black. 
The  shanks  are  well  feathered,  with 
the  feathering  extending  down  the  mid 
die  toe;  the  toe-feathering  may  be 
white  or  white  sprinkled  with  black, 
pure  white  preferred.  A  small  pea 
comb,  broad  crown,  projects  over  the 
eyes;  bright  red  face,  wattles  and  ear- 
lobes  are  essential  to  a  good  head.  The 
shanks  and  toes  are  bright  yellow.  The 


Brahma  female  is  much  like  the  male 
in  head  qualities,  having  broad  comb, 
projecting  well  over  the  eyes,  and  small 
pea  comb.  The  head  of  female  should 
be  masculine  in  appearance.  The  head 
is  white;  hackle,  white  striped  with 
black,  as  in  male;  cape,  white  and 
black,  but  is  completely  covered  by 
hackle  when  the  bird  stands  erect;  tail, 
black,  excepting  the  two  highest  main 
tail  feathers,  which  may  be  edged  with 
white;  tail-coverts,  one  or  more  rows, 
distinctly  covering  a  part  of  both  sides 
of  the  main  tail,  two  rows  being  prefer- 
able, are  black  edged  with  white. 

The  Light  Brahmas  are  valuable 
birds  for  the  farm.  They  have  always 
been  made  to  pay  for  their  keep  and 
have  seldom  been  set  aside  by  any  who 
have  bred  them.  They  are  the  largest 
of  domestic  poultry  and  do  as  well  in 
confinement  in  small  runs  as  on  free 
range.  As  layers  they  will  average 
from  12  to  13  dozen  eggs  a  year,  and  lay 
exceptionally  well  in  winter.  Their 
eggs  are  large,  about  seven  to  a  pound, 
of  a  rich  brown  color  and  excellent 
flavor.  For  table  purposes  the  birds 
are  good;  they  do  not  mature  as  early 
as  do  the  varieties  of  the  Amerieaa 
class,  yet  they  are  hardy  and  can  be 
raised  with  as  much  ease  as  any  of  the 
early  maturing  varieties.  As  sitters 
and  mothers  they  are  fair. — The 
Feather. 


To  Fumigate  a  Poultry  House. 

Remove  everything,  nest,  perches  and 
all.  Put  a  pound  of  sulphur  in  an  iroa 
kettle,  set  it  in  the  middle  of  the  house, 
put  a  shovelful  of  hot  coals  into  it,  close 
the  house  up  tight  and  don't  open  it  for 
twt)  or  three  hours.  Burn  all  the  old 
nest  straw,  paint  the  nest  boxes  inside 
and  out  with  hot  coal  tar,  and  also  the 
roosts.  Whitewash  the  house  thorough- 
ly inside  and  out  outside,  and  you  are 
rid  of  the  mites.  When  these  pests  get 
a  start  only  the  most  heroic  measures 
will  rid  a  place  of  them.  When  the 
house  is  once  clean  it  is  easy  to  keej 
clean  if  properly  attended  to  when  nec- 
essary. The  man  who  whitewashes  his 
poultry  house  once  a  month  in  summer 
will  never  complain  of  mites  in  the 
house.  A  good  spraying  pump  is  very 
useful  to  get  the  wash  in  the  cracks.  A 
little  carbolic  acid  and  coal  oil  in  the 
wash  is  beneficial.  Give  the  inside  of 
the  house  a  good  drenching.  But  don't 
attempt  to  do  this  with  your  Sunday 
clothes  on,  or  any  suit  worth  wearing 
outside.  It  is  hard  on  the  mites  and 
clothes  at  the  same  time. — Fanciers' 
Review.

Douglas  Mixture. 

About  a  half  a  dozen  times  each  sea- 
son, says  Miller  Purvis  in  Farmer's 
Voice,  we  find  in  our  exchanges  direc- 
tions for  making  the  so  called  Douglas 
mixture,  which,  it  is  explained  each 
time,  is  a  poultry  tonic  of  unexcelled 
good  qualities  in  the  prevention  of  dis- 
eases among  poultry,  while  at  the  same 
time  it  is  a  stimulent  which  will  pro- 
mote flesh  forming  and  egg  laying  to  a 
degree  that  no  other  feed  or  medicine 
can  approach.  Douglas  mixture  has 
probably  been  the  cause  of  trouble  to 
more  poultrymen  than  any  other  single 
nostrum  ever  advocated  for  the  use  of 
poultry. 

In  the  first  place  a  healthy  flock  of 
poultry  has  not  a  particle  of  need  for 
any  tonic  or  stimulent  of  any  kind.  If 
a  flock  of  poultry  is  healthy  there  is  np 
danger  of  any  member  of  it  getting 
sick  unless  through  the  carelessness  of 
its  owner.  This  may  seem  to  be  a 
pretty  broad  assertion,  but  it  is  true. 
Cholera  and  other  bowel  troubles  come 
from  infection  or  improper  feed,  both 
causes  well  within  the  power  of  the 
owner  to  prevent.  Lice,  roup  and 
canker  are  all  the  result  of  carelessness. 
Poultry  of  all  kinds  is  naturally  healthy 
and  free  from  tendency  to  disease  and 
in  a  state  of  nature  it  is  doubtful  if  one 
bird  in  a  thousand  dies  from  disease. 
Old  age  and  exposure  to  the  elements 
are  the  usual  causus  of  death  among 
poultry  and  other  birds.  The  writer 
takes  this  home  to  himself.  Our  flock 
has  been  kept  free  from  lice  this  season 
by  the  free  use  of  kerosene,  but  by  a 
piece  of  negligence  a  little  house  for 
young  chicks  was  neglected  for  a  few 
days  and  it  was  found  to  be  infested  by 
millions  of  lice.  This  was  carelessness 
pure  and  simple.  A  hen  showed  signs 
of  roup  and  developed  a  very  bad  case 
of  the  evil-smelling  disease.  She  caught 
cold  by  sleeping  where  a  draft  from  an 
open  window  blew  on  her.  She  was 
not  noticed  for  a  few  days  and  the 
roup  got  a  good  hold  on  her.  If  atten- 
tion had  been  paid  to  the  recommenda- 
tions given  to  Douglas  mixture  she 
would  have  been  dosed  with  it  until  she 
was  dead  and  then  would  have  been 
buried  as  the  victim  of  a  malignant 
case  of  roup.  Instead  of  that  she  was 
shut  in  a  warm  room,  kerosene  injected 
into  her  nostrils  and  her  head  bathed 
with  the  same  oil  and  a  few  drops  of 
turpentine  were  poured  down  her 
throat.  In  two  days  she  was  better 
and  in  a  week  entirely  well.  The  re 
attainder  of  the  flock  were  watched  for 
a  few  days,  but  none  of  them  got  the 
disease  because  it  had  not  reached  the 
infectious  stage  before  the  sick  hen  was 
isolated. 

Douglas  mixture  is  a  mixture  of  sul 
phate  of  iron  and  sulphuric  acid,  acom 
pound  that  is  well  calculated  to  rot  the 


liver  out  of  any  fowl  that  is  given  very 
many  doses  of  it.  It  matters  not  that 
the  mixture  is  largely  diluted  with  water 
when  made.  Its  evil  effects  are  the 
same  though  not  quite  so  virulent  at  the 
beginning. 

Skiin-IUilk  for  Younar  Chicks. 

The  experiment  station  at  Purdue 
University,  Lafayette,  Ind,,  has  been 
conducting  some  experiments  to  learn 
the  most  economical  way  of  feeding 
young  chicks.  The  conclusion  arrived 
is  that  skim  milk,  which  is  abundant  on 
most  farms  should  be  used  generally 
for  this  purpose.  It  is  well  known  that 
after  milk  is  skimmed  it  still  contains 
about  all  the  food  elements  it  originally 
had  except  the  fat,  but  little  else  being 
taken  out  in  the  operation  of  skimming 
What  of  these  elements  have  been  re- 
moved with  the  cream  may  be  recovered 
by  feeding  the  buttermilk  to  the  chick 
ens  and  for  this  purpose  it  is  about  as 
good  as  skim  milk. 

The  caseine  and  salts  left  in  the  skim 
milk  are  well  calculated  to  produce  a 
vigorous  and  hearty  growth,  building  up 
the  muscular  system  and  furnishing 
material  for  good  bone  growth,  without 
which  it  is  impossible  to  have  vigorous 
poultry  of  any  kind. 

In  the  course  of  the  experiments  car 
ried  on  at  the  Purdue,  two  lots  of  ten 
chicks  of  two  breeds  each  were  experi- 
mented on.  Both  lots  were  fed  exactly 
alike  except  that  one  had  all  the  skim- 
milk  it  would  eat  while  the  other  had 
none. 

The  grain  feed  consisted  of  two  parts 
crushed  corn,  one  part  bran  and  one 
part  ground  oats.  At  the  time  the  ex 
periment  began  there  was  but  half  an 
ounce  difference  in  the  weights  of  the 
two  lots.  The  experiment  continued 
from  July  11  to  September  5.  The  re 
suit  was  decidedly  in  favor  of  skim 
milk.  The  lot  receiving  no  milk  made 
a  weekly  gain  of  2.62  ounces  each,  while 
those  given  milk  gained  4.46  ounces 
each.  The  chicks  fed  milk  made  a 
more  rapid  and  uniform  gain  and  the 
general  results  were  much  more  satis- 
factory.—Farmers'  Voice.

A  Storj'  Worth  Reading'. 

The  hero  of  it  had  been  a  floating  car- 
penter for  the  railroad  for  many  years. 
Such  a  life  is  a  moving  one.  If  by 
chance  he  was  home  over  night,  he  was 
moving  again  by  daylight;  if  he  arrived 
by  day,  the  same  evening  found  him 
miles  distant,  busy  on  some  tank  or 
culvert.  He  was  sick  of  the  life  and 
longed  passionately  for  home.  So  when 
his  savings  amounted  to  a  tidy  sum  he 
bought  a  small  place  in  Napa  Valley 
and  settled  down  to  growing  vines. 
There  is  much  that  is  delusive  about 
the  vine  when  in  the  hands  of  the  inex 
perienced.  Our  carpenter,  ignorant  of 
farming,  made  the  usual  blunders:  the 
vines  were  a  failure  and  he,  aroused  to 
this  fact  one  day  and  to  another  one, 
namely,  that  he  was  so  many  hundreds 
in  debt  that  the  amount  ran  into  four 
figures.  He  had  nothing  with  which  to 
meet  this  debt. 

His  devoted  wife  and  himself  turned 
to  their  poultry  as  their  only  resource. 
It  was  uphill  work  but  at  the  end  of 
the  firpt  year  they  had  the  comfort  that 
their  debt,  at  least,  had  not  increased 
and  they  worked  with  more  heart  the 
next  one  and  to  better  advantage.  They 
profited  by  their  mistakes  and  now  they 
saw  the  debt  began  to  shrink.  Another 
year  or  two  and  it  decreased  rapidly 
Now  it  is  all  gone.  Last  .January  they 
sold  $150.00  worth  of  eggs;  February 
nearly  as  much.  During  March,  to  the 
27th,  they  had  sent  810  dozen  eggs  to 
market  besides  hatching  several  hun 
dred  chicks.  To  be  sure  the  work  is 
confining,  but  the  knowledge  that  their 
living,  and  a  good  one,  is  assured  them 
is  quite  compensation  enough.  They 
face  the  world  without  fear. 

The  above  history  is  not  an  uncom 
mon  one.  There  must  be  many  such 
as  this  pair  who,  commencing  at  the 
bottom  climb  to  a  sure  financial  po 
sition.  They  have  made  blunders — 
many.  Still  their  poultry  pays  them 
and  they  live  contented  and  cheerful  in 
their  pretty  home,  devoted  to  their 
flocks  of  Brown  Leghorns  and  Black 
Minorcas.  This  season  they  are  trying 
a  cross  of  the  two  varieties,  and  we 
watch  the  result  with  interest, 

This  Dry  Year. 

The  very  dry  season  has  had  its  effect 


on  the  poultryman.  His  ardor  has  been 
dampened  by  the  fact  that  wheat  is 
•f  1.95  per  100  pounds,  barley  $1.35,  corn 
.$1.25,  oats  .$1.40,  shorts  $25  per  ton,  and 
none  too  good  at  that;  bran  $22  per 
ton.  The  result  is  that  the  market  is 
full  of  hens  for  which  there  is  no  sale, 
Klondike  and  the  war  have  also  re- 
duced the  ranks  of  poultrymen.  Al- 
ready this  effect  is  felt.  Eggs  are  higher 
at  this  season  than  for  several  years, 
and  good  young  table  stuff  is  at  a  pre 
mium.  Those  of  us  whose  nerves  have 
been  strong  enough  to  continue  breed 
ing  have  something  to  encourage  us, 
especially  since  the  storm  of  the  past 
three  days  has  assured  us  our  corn  and 
forage  crops.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to 
look  back  and  feel  the  most  has  been 
made  of  a  bad  situation.  Our  gasoline 
engine  has  been  our  right  arm.  Its 
efforts  have  kept  the  alfalfa  growing, 
have  ground  the  bones,  thus  saving 
grain,  and  while  pumping  has  run  the 
Enterprise  Hand  Mill,  thus  saving  mill 
bills;  for  by  this  little  mill  all  our 
cracked  corn  is  broken  and  our  corn 
meal  ground.  This  meal  takes  the 
place  of  the  middlings,  no  longer  made.

Nebraska  State  Poultry  Exhibit  at 
Omaha  Exposition. 

While  at  Omaha  the  editor  met  and 
had  a  pleasant  visit  with  Mr.  D.  J.  Rich- 
ards, who  is  in  charge  of  the  Nebraska 
State  Poultry  exhibit,  something  new 
in  the  line  of  a  poultry  exhibit.  Through 
the  influence  of  Mr,  Richards  the  Ne- 
braska commission  appropriated  a 
stated  sum  to  be  used  in  building  a 
poultry  house  with  forty  pens  and  an 
equal  number  of  yards  attached  in 
which  Nebraska  breeders  are  to  exhibit 
pens  of  different  breeds  and  varieties, 
each  pen  to  be  made  up  of  four  females 
and  a  male,  these  pens  to  be  entered 
free,  fed  and  cared  for  at  no  cost  to  the 
exhibitor,  and  to  be  kept  on  exhibition 
for  30  days.  At  the  time  of  our  visit 
Mr.  Richards  had  his  building  and 
yards  nearly  completed  and  expected  to 
receive  birds  about  the  first  of  July. 
The  amount  appropriated  by  the  State 
commission  includes  enough  to  pay  Mr. 
Richards  to  superintend  this  exhibit 
and  care  for  the  birds.  The  exhibit  is 
centrally  located  on  a  main  thorough- 
fare of  the  Midway,  on  a  cross  high- 
way leading  to  the  state  military 
grounds,  where  drilling,  parading,  etc., 
are  to  take  place. 

This  is  not  a  competitive  exhibition. 
No  premiums  are  to  be  given,  nor  will 
the  birds  be  judged,  Mr  Richards 
stated  that  he  had  quite  a  number  of 
entries  and  did  not  know  but  he  would 
have  to  cut  down  the  number  of  days 
that  birds  may  be  exhibited  to  15  in 
place  of  30,  in  order  to  accommodate  all 
who  wish  to  place  choice  pens  of  their 
favorite  breeds  on  exhibition.  If  Mr. 
Richards  succeeds  in  getting  "  a  full 
house"  and  keeps  it  up  until  the  close 
of  the  fair  (October  31st)  it  will  be  a  big 
advertisement  for  thoroughbred  poul- 
try. Thousands  of  people  will  thus  be 
enabled  to  see  good,  representatives  of 
the  different  breeds  and  varieties  in 
which  they  may  be  interested  who  other- 
wise would  not  be  favored  in  this  way. 
Only  a  limited  number  of  them  at  best 
will  be  in  attendance  at  the  exposition 
from  September  19th  to  30th,  when  the 
big  competitive  poultry  show  is  to  be 
held.  Mr,  Richards  deserves  the  thanks 
of  the  Nebraska  fraternity  and  of  the 
poultry  breeders  at  large  for  the  inter- 
est he  has  taken  in  this  work  and  the 
results  accomplished.— Reliable  Poultry 
Journal.

How  to  Begin  Right. 

Fowls  are  more  prolific  than  cattle, 
and  reach  maturity  in  a  year,  an  ad 
vestment  will  lead  to  the  establishment 
which  enables  the  poultryman  to  ar 
rive  at  a  paying  basis  sooner  than  by 
any  other  method.   When  one  has  but 
a  small  capital,  therefore,  the  desire  to 
make  a  profit  from  poultry  in  a  year 
should  not  be  entertained.   A  small  in 
vestment  will  lead  to  the  establishment 
of  an  industry  that  will  give  satisfac 
tory  results  in  a  few  years  if  the  poul 
tryman  has  the  patience  to  wait  until 
he  can  get  established  by  the  increase 
of  his  flock   rather  than  by  capital. 
Every  additional   fowl  to  the  flock 
gained  by  increase  is  so  much  gain  of 
capital,  and  what  cannot  be  accom- 
plished at  once  may  be  done  in  a  longer 
time.   The  beginner  who  desires  to 
enter  tha  poultry  business  must  there 
fore  start  at  it  with  a  view  of  building 
himself  up,  and  he  must  not  expect  any 
returns  until  he  has  reached  a  point  at 
which  he  can  derive  a  sullicient  pro 
fit  to  afford  him  a  comfortable  living. 
Many  who  have  gone  into  the  poultry 
business  and  made  no  profit  the  first 
year  ceased  operations,  when  in  fact 
they  had  undergone  a  year's  experi- 
ence, and  should  have  continued'  The 
object  should  be  to  take  plenty  of  time, 
get  ready,  and  increase  only  to  the  ex 
tent  of  the  capital.— Farm  and  Fire- 
side. 


colored  ones  being  transformed  into 
our  present  13uff  Cochin  fowls.  Some 
of  them  were  pheasant  colored,  so 
called,  and  from  them  came  the  Fart 
ridge  Cochins;  others  were  white  and 
some  of  a  gray  color.  Our  Brahmas 
and  Cochins  are  the  result  of  some  care- 
ful breeding  of  these  Shanghai  fowls, 
and  all  of  our  Asiatics  except  the  Lang 
shans  were  bred  from  them. 

The  large  size  of  the  early  Shanghais 
surprised  every  one,  as  they  weighed 
from  seven  to  ten  pounds,  some  a  little 
heavier,  at  about  one  year  old.  The 
Shanghai  fowl  came  to  us  from  China 
in  all  the  colors  now  found  in  our 
Brahma  and  Cochin  fowls.  From  them 
fanciers  produced  in  this  country  the 
Light  and  Dark  Brahma,  and  English 
fanciers  produced  the  Cochin  fowls,  all 
the  outcome  of  careful  handling  of  the 
Shanghais. 

Mr.  George  P.  Burnham  claimed  to 
be  the  originator  of  the  Brahma  fowls, 
but  the  burden  of  proof  is  against  this 
claim  as  it  is  about  proved  that  they 
are  the  result  of  breeding  some  fowls 
brought  into  Connecticut  by  a  Mr. 
Chamberlain.  Shanghais,  Cochin  Chinas 
and  Chittagong  are  all  about  the  same 
run  of  fowls.  The  Brahmas  came  from 
other  stock  of  a  grey  color  that  had  a 
pea  comb.  Some  think  they  were  of 
the  Malay  blood.— T.  F.  McGrew  in 
Reliable  Poultry  Journal. 


Shanghais. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Dale,  of  Bennington,  Kan., 
makes  the  following  request:  "Please 
tell  us  the  origin  of  the  Shanghai  fowl. 
When  first  imported  into  America  and 
by  whom,  and  what  was  the  standard 
color  ?  Please  give  their  weight  and 
tell  us  what  became  of  them." 

The  most  complete  record  of  the 
Shanghai  fowls  tells  us  that  Cochin 
China  and  Shanghai  fowls  belong  to  the 
same  family,  coming  from  Shanghai, 
China,  to  England.  There  is  some 
question  as  to  the  exact  date,  but  it  is 
stated  that  Captain  Elder  sent  some  of 
these  fo*Fl8  to  England,  and  with  them 
a  letter  dated  at  Canton,  August  21, 
1842.  The  conflicting  name  was  the 
result  of  some  coming  from  Shanghai 
and  others  from  Cochin,  China.  The 
first  record  of  their  being  on  exhibition 
states  that  some  were  shown  by  Her 
Majesty,  the  Queen,  in  April,  1846. 
The  first  came  to  America  about  1849, 
and  were  imported,  so  Ur.  Bennett  tells 
UP,  by  Captain  Forbes.  They  were 
yellow  in  color  and  came  direct  from 
China  to  this  country.  Other  lots  came 
later  from  England,  also  direct  from 
China  to  a  number  of  poultry  fanciers, 
mostly  into  the  New  England  states. 
They  were  of  all  colors,  the  yellow

Early  Moulting  Desirable. 

It  is  a  very  important  point  at  this 
time  of  the  year  to  have  stock  moult 
early,  says  Country  Gentleman.  Of 
course  it  is  well  understood  that  the 
younger  the  bird,  the  earlier  she  moults. 
This  pertains  to  last  year's  pullets,  and 
they  will,  if  properly  fed  during  the 
winter  and  spring,  be  inclined  to  moult 
during  July.  Still,  valuable  assistance 
can  be  given  them  to  compel  them  to 
shed  their  feather  early. 

The  new  feathers  cannot  grow  until 
the  old  ones  are  off;  therefore  a  system- 
atic feeding  is  necessary  to  compel  an 
early  moult.  The  soft  morning  mash 
becomes  useful  here,  and  it  can  be  safely 
fed  every  other  morning,  and  a  portion 
of  linseed  meal  introduced,  making  the 
component  parts  as  follows:  One-quar- 
ter bran,  one  quarter  ground  corn  and 
oats,  one  quarter  corn  meal  and  one 
quarter  linseed  meal.  About  twice  a 
week  add  a  small  portion  of  ground 
beef  scrap  to  this  mash  and  it  will 
be  found  to  form  a  good  balanced 
ration. 

But  feed  alone  will  not  accomplish 
the  whole  result.  Breeding  pens  should 
be  broken  up  just  as  soon  as  the  egg 
supply  begins  to  diminish,  thus  separat- 
ing the  males  from  the  females.  Hens 
fed  liberally  during  the  laying  season 
are  apt  to  take  on  flesh,  but  during  the 
moult  they  need  this  liberal  supply  of 
food  to  help  them  grow  the  new  feath 
ers.  By  giving  them  free  range  they 
will  keep  in  much  healthier  condition 
and  the  food  will  assimilate  better. 
The  older  hens,  those  a  year,  two  years 
or  even  three  years  old,  will  pay  better 
in  the  fall  as  layers,  when  eggs  are 
higher  in  price,  than  in  the  spring  when 
eggs  are  the  cheapest.  When  the  pul- 
lets are  in  full  moult  and  have  ceased 
laying,  these  old  hens  will  continue  lay- 
ing until  cold  weather  sets  in,  say  No- 
vember, and  by  this  time  the  pullets 
should  be  laying  again,  and  the  new 
crop  of  spring  pullets  also.  So  that  the 
old  hens  are  not  by  any  means  entirely 
useless,  if  a  continuous  supply  of  eggs 
is  desired.

W.  S.,Mass.,  wants  to  know  why  hens 
drop  their  eggs  frequently  from  the 
roosts— oftentimes  soft-shelled,  etc. 
This  irregularity  is  a  weakness,  and, 
though  not  common,  will  sometimes 
occur  from  lack  of  plenty  of  gravel,  old 
mortar,  bones,  etc.,  which  should  be 
handy  for  the  fowls  to  peck  when  they 
need  these  things  for  shell-creating.  If 
they  are  conflned  to  close  quarters  and 
wooden  floors  in  the  houses  in  winter, 
this  will  cause  the  above  trouble.  A 
tonic  formed  by  dropping  a  little  tinc- 
ture of  iron  into  the  drinking  vessels 
will  help  to  prevent  this.  But  diet  of 
the  right  kind  is  the  best  remedy.  In 
some  cases  where  all  the  above  men- 
tioned substances  are  provided,  hens 
will  lay  Eoft-shelled  eggs,  owing  to  an 
abnormal  state  of  the  egg-producing 
crgans.  Excess  of  fat  may  be  the  cause. 
-  Stock  Keeper. 

Walter  P.  Laird,  in  Practical  Poultry- 
man,  gives  this  method  of  dressing 
ducks  for  market:  "Market  stock  when 
ready  are  killed  by  sticking  through  the 
roof  of  the  mouth  with  the  blade  sf  a 
sharp  knife,  penetrating  the  brain, 
well  bled  and  immediately  dry  picked. 
After  this  is  thoroughly  done  they  are 
placed  in  tubs  of  clean  water  for  a  few 
hours.  Before  packing  ice  is  placed  in 
the  tubs  to  plump  the  birds  and  to  free 
them  from  all  animal  heat.  After  this 
is  done  they  are  weighed,  tagged  and 
carefully  packed  in  ordinary  sugar  bar- 
rels, which  make  a  neat  package.  Six 
inches  of  space  is  left  at  the  top  of  each 
barrel  which  is  filled  in  with  ice;  the 
barrel  is  then  nicely  covered  with  a  piece 
of  cotton  cloth,  marked  to  their  dealers, 
and  they  are  ready  for  the  express  com- 
pany. The  birds  are  never  drawn,  and 
the  feet  and  head  are  left  on."

Care  of  Young  Turkeys. 

Of  one  thing  there  must  be  a  certainty, 
and  that  is,  that  they  are  kept  free  from 
lice  and  mites.  Then  it  is  equally  cer 
tain  that  if  not  careful  In  the  use  of 
remedies  for  these  the  poults  may  be 
killed.  A  little  pure  lard  on  the  head, 
around  vent,  and  on  the  wings  where 
the  flight  feathers  come  out,  may  be 
used  to  advantage,  but  too  much  is 
absolutely  fatal. 

Feed  nothing  for  24  hours.  When 
you  take  them  off  the  nest  take  all  the 
pip  off  the  bill,  and  give  a  grain  of 
black  pepper,  cracked  with  the  teeth. 
Now  this  may  not  do  one  particle  of 
good,  but  from  childhood  I  have  seen  it 
practiced,  and  so  do  it.  If  possible,  put 
them  out  where  there  is  short  grass,  for 
there  is  nothing  a  poult  likes  better 
than  grass.  Milk  curd  is  the  best  food 
1  ever  used  for  young  turkeys.  Where 
this  is  scarce,  table  scraps  are  very  fine. 
I  know  a  lady  who  hatched  and  raised 
25  turkeys  without  the  loss  of  one  until 
they  were  grown,  and  she  simply  sup- 
plied their  food  from  the  table,  giving 
lettuce  and  onions  as  green  food,  and 
buttermilk  or  sweet  milk  was  used  in 
mixing  feed. 

I  do  not  know  what  I  shall  do  for 
wheat  this  year.  It  will  be  pretty  hard 
to  pay  one  dollar  a  bushel  for  wheat, 
but  the  turkeys  must  be  fed,  so  I  shall 
only  try  to  raise  a  small  flock  at  home. 
I  will  not  have  to  buy  a  great  deal  until 
the  new  crop  comes  on,  and  if  we  do 
not  raise  it  we  can  buy  it  cheap.  I  like 
a  little  whole  wheat  put  in  the  feed 
from  the  first.  The  poults  do  not  get  it 
at  first,  but  the  old  mother  does,  and 
by  the  time  they  are  old  enough  to  eat 
it  they  will  have  learned  how. 

It  is  very  hard  to  get  a  young  turkey 
to  change  its  habits  of  eating.  If  you 
commence  feeding  them  in  a  plate  it  is 
hard  to  change  to  a  pan  or  on  the 
ground.  The  same  holds  true  of  the 
diet.  Whatever  they  learn  to  eat  at 
first  is  what  they  want  until  they  are 
grown.  I  see  cracked  corn  fed  raw  is 
highly  recommended  for  young  tur 
keys  after  they  are  a  few  weeks  old. 
The  great  trouble  is  in  feeding  too 
much.  If  they  are  fed  only  a  little 
while  when  very  young,  still  not  al- 
lowed to  get  hungry,  it  will  save  much 
trouble.  If  the  feed  could  be  scattered 
and  the  turkeys  allowed  to  hunt  for  it, 
it  would  be  much  better  for  them. 

Do  not  let  the  poults  get  wet.  I  am 
trying  to  plan  a  way  to  have  the  roost 
on  a  dirt  Uoor,  yet  not  on  damp  earth. 
1  think  the  dampness  of  the  ground 
gives  them  rheumatism,  or  makes  them 
delicate,  but  the  hen  mashes  the  poults 
on  a  plank  lloor.  I  think  if  the  dirt  can 
be  thrown  up  around  the  coop,  so  as  to 
keep  the  ground  dry,  it  will  be  better. — 
Reliable  Poultry  Journal.

Pekin  Ducks  in  Louisiana— The  Jfew 
Orleans  Show. 

Sometime  ago  I  wrote  for  jour  popu- 
lar journal"  an  article  on  duck  raising  in 
the  South.  As  before  stated  I  have 
Pekin  Ducks,  Hallock  strain  direct. 
They  are  a  perfect  Leghorn  of  the  web 
footed  fowls  as  to  laying  qualities.  I 
gave  a  record  of  their  laying  and  I  will 
also  give  an  exact  account  of  eggs  laid. 
To  begin  with,  this  record  of  Pekin 
Duck  egg  producing  in  Louisiana,  I 
will  state  1  have  only  one  pen — one 
drake  and  three  ducks,  that  were 
hatched  in  March,  '97,  that  I  kept  a  strict 
record  of.  On  Sept.  28,  "97,  they  began 
their  laying,  finding  two  eggs  in  duck 
house  in  the  straw  bedding.  They  con- 
tinued to  lay  up  to  Nov.  26,  '97,  a  total 
of  60  days  and  77  eggs  laid.  There  was 
a  lapse  of  30  days  exactly  from  Nov.  26 
to  Dec.  26,  when  they  began  laying 
again.  From  Dec.  26  to  31,  '97,  six 
days,  I  get  three  eggs,  and  from  Jan.  1, 
'98,  to  date,  June  21,  '98,  a  total  of  172 
days,  collected  335  eggs.  This  makes  a 
grand  total  of  418  eggs  in  268  days. 
This,  I  think,  is  a  grand  showing  of  the 
most  popular  and  best  duck  bred  in 
America— the  Pekin,  and  a  fine  proof 
of  what  the  South  furnishes  in  regard 
to  climatic  effects — March  hatched  fowls 
laying  in  September,  and  in  other 
places  these  same  ducks  would  not 
have  laid  until  the  latter  part  of  Jan- 
uary or  beginning  of  February.  I  speak 
of  this  as  I  have  written  breeders  in 
North  Carolina,  and  that  is  their  re- 
BultE— no  duck  eggs  until  February. 

I  also  want  to  state  that  my  ducks 
are  in  moult  and  I  am  collecting  three 
eggs  per  day  from  those  three  ducks  at 
present  time — their  moulting  season. 
I  alio  want  to  state  that  these  eggs 
have  proven  very  fertile  and  many  a 
yard  here  in  New  Orleans  and  vicinity 
have  Pekin  Ducklings  hatched  from 
eggs  purchased  from  me.  I  have  a  fine 
lot,  myself,  now.  I  weighed  two  March 
'98,  hatch  ducks  and  they  each  weighed 
five  pounds.  l;Iy  old  drake,  now  moult- 
ing, weighs  1%  pounds.  I  trust  that 
this  will  prove  beneficial  to  some  who 
have  an  idea  of  coming  South,  in  duck 
breeding  and  poultry  aa  well. 

Now,  morning,  noon  and  night  these 


ducks  are  fed  a  mash  of  table  scraps  of 
bread,  potato  peelings  etc.,  and  three  or 
four  times  a  week  they  have  meat  par- 
boiled. I  get  the  lights  from  the 
butcher  and  grind  same  up  in  a  mill 
and  feed  at  times  with  evening  mash, 
and  sometimes  plain.  I  always  feed 
my  fowls  and  ducks  their  meat  at 
evening  meal.  I  also  want  to  state  that 
my  ducks  as  well  as  other  fowls  are  fed 
corn  (cracked  and  whole)  thrown  in 
high  grass  where  they  have  to  hunt 
well  for  it,  giving  them  extra  exercise. 

THE  NEW  ORLEANS  SHOW. 

I  want  to  here  state  for  the  benefit  of 
the  readers  of  this  journal  and  article, 
that  there  is  going  to  be  a  poultry  and 
bench  show  here  in  New  Orleans  Feb. 
11-15,  '99,  by  the  Louisiana  Poultry, 
Pigeon  and  Pet  Stock  Association. 
This  show  will  be  held  during  the  car- 
nival season,  for  which  the  Crescent 
City  is  famous,  and  thereby  offering  a 
special  inducement  in  making  this  ex- 
hibition to  the  South  what  the  Mid-

One 
prominent  Eastern  breeder  has  this  to 
say  on  the  subject:  "  While  double  or 
extreme  matings  may  be  the  short  road 
to  the  show  room,  we  prefer  raising  a 
fair  percentage  of  good  specimens  of 
both  sexes  from  one  mating  rather  than 
resort  to  '  extremes '  and  be  forced  to 
sacrifice  all  the  males  in  one  case  and 
all  the  females  in  the  other."  What  is 
the  difference  bet  ween  "single  matings" 
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and  ''  double  matings "  ia  breeding

Double  mating  as  we  understand  it, 
and  as  we  tried  to  practice  it  one  year, 
is  to  mate  up  a  pen  of  any  breed — we 
will  say  Plymouth  Rocks  to  illustrate— 
with  a  view  to  raising  finely  marked 
males,  and  another  yard  of  the  same 
breed  with  a  view  to  the  production  of 
superior  pullets,  without  consideration 
for  the  class  of  cockerels  that  may  come 
from  that  particular  mating,  whereas, 
in  the  first  instance  the  females  are  no 
consideration — the  idea  being  to  get 
bang  up  cockerels. 

As  stated,  we  tried  it  one  season  and 
are  done  with  it  forever.  We  were  not 
overwhelmed  with  success  in  either 
direction,  although  we  got  the  majority 
of  good  pullets  from  our  mating  in- 
tended for  that  purpose,  and  Eome 
pretty  fair  cockerels  from  the  other 
mating;  yet  we  also  got  such  a  large 
per  cent  of  offish  chickens  from  each 
yard  that  we  were  soon  tired  of  the 
system. 

DOUBLE  MATING  BREEDS  OUT, 

aad  it  is,  therefore,  not  in  keeping  with 
the  breeding  of  thoroughbred  or  true 
bred  poultry.  It  establishes  no  strain 
and  it  confuses  the  inexperienced.  It 
is  not  in  keeping  with  good  judgment 
and  is  suited  only  to  the  fancier  in  the 
strictest  sense  or  meaning  of  the  term- 
one  who  breeds  for  his  own  pleasure 
and  keeps  his  eggs  and  fowls  in  his  own 
possession. 


An  Opinion. 

I  do  not  believe  in  any  prize  being 
offered  in  any  exhibition  that  antag- 
onizes breeds  in  different  classes.  The 
Asiatics,  American,  English,  Mediter- 
ranean, Spanish,  Game,  Polish,  French, 
each  should  stand  solely  on  its  own 
merit,  competing  only  with  fowls  of  the 
same  breed.  Colkctive  prizes  in  each 
should  be  based  on  first  and  second 
prizes,  and  merit  cards  given  to  all 
birds  in  the  class  that  Ecore  within  one 
point  of  the  money,  denying  these  merit 
cards  to  all  specimens  failing  to  score 
92  points,  or  more  if  they  are  chickens, 
and  to  fowls  failing  to  score  HO.  This 
demands  equal  merit,  no  matter  what 
the  breeds,  and  protects  the  generous 
supporterof  our  exhibitions  against  the 
one  who  only  shows  very  few,  and  pur 
chased  at  that,  in  many  cases.  This 
will  give  full  protection  to  poultry  cult- 
ure in  America,  and  is  all  that  is  needed.

Cutting'  and  Curing  Clover  for  Poul- 
try. 

When  the  fecond  crop  of  clover  is  in 
full  bloom  I  shall  cut  enough  to  make 
about  EOO  pounds  of  hay  and  stow  it 
away  in  one  corner  of  the  hay  mow  for 
chicken  feed  the  coming  winter.  1 
said  I  shall  cut  it  when  in  full  bloom, 
for  then  it  contains  all  of  the  best  food 
elements  to  be  found  in  clover,  and 
when  cut  and  steamed  it  will  be  tender 
as  the  first  leaves  that  open  in  the 
sprir  g  and  fairly  melt  in  the  gizzard. 
The  fowl  that  eats  it  will  get  the  full 
benefit  of  every  atom  of  it  and  the  re 
suit  will  be  lust  what  I  desire— lots  of 
finely-colored,  spring  flavored  eggs. 

In  cutting  and  curing  this  clover  hay 
I  shall  not  go  into  the  field  and  hack  it 
down  at  my  convenience,  let  it  lie  until 
it  is  worthless  and  haul  it  in  when  I 
feel  like  it;  but  the  cutting,  curing  and 
mowing  away  will  be  done  in  a  scientific 
manner.  To  make  such  clover  hay  as 
I  have  mentioned  is  an  art  equal  to  that 
of  making  a  fragrant,  cheering  cup  of 
tea.  Anybody  can  make  slop  and  call 
it  tea,  but  not  one  person  in  a  thousand 
can  make  a  cup  of  tea  that  contains  all 
the  palatable,  refreshing  and  cheering 
qualities  of  the  herb  and  none  of  the 
harmful  and  nauseating.  So  can  any- 
body cut  clover  and  let  the  sun  dry  it, 
but  not  one  in  a  thousand  does  cut 
clover  and  cure  it  so  that  it  retains  all 
the  delightful  fragrance  and  bouquet 
every  skilled  hay  maker  and  hay  uuyer 
knows  so  well,  and  all  the  tenderness 
of  the  growing  plant  together  with 
every  element  that  makes  clover  a  per- 
fect food,  kept  intact.  The  making  of 
such  hay  calls  for  skill  and  the  closest 
attention  to  every  detail. 

* 

In  cutting  the  clover  I  shall  select  a 
time  when  two  or  three  fine,  sunny  days 
are  assured.  When  we  have  a  westerly 
wind  and  the  signal  service  reports  fair 
weather  in  the  States  west  of  us,  the 
chances  are  a  thousand  to  one  that  the 
following  day  will  be  just  what  we  de- 
sire. Then,  beginning  an  hour  before 
sunset  the  clover  will  be  cut.  It  will 
lie  as  cut  until  the  leaves  curl  up  but 
are  still  soft  so  they  do  not  break  off 
the  stalks  or  crumble  in  the  hand. 
This  point  in  the  curing  will  be  reached 
by  10  o'clock  the  following  morning, 
maybe  not  until  3  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon; but  the  moment  it  is  reached  the 
clover  will  be  raked  into  windrows.  If 


the  wind  is  high  and  drying  the  hay 
will  be  ready  for  hauling  in  two  hours 
after  it  is  raked  up.  If  the  air  is  cool 
and  nearly  still  and  the  ground  is  damp, 
it  must  be  shocked  up,  the  shocks  being 
built  high  and  of  small  diameter. 
These  will  be  ready  for  hauling  in  by 
10  o'clock  the  next  day,  and  no  harm 
will  be  done  if  they  stand  until  after 
noon. 

*  * 

A  good  weather  eye  and  prompt 
action  are  necessary  in  the  making  of 
such  clover  hay  as  hens  delight  in  and 
the  finest  flavored  winter  eggs  are  made 
of.  A  drop  of  rain  on  a  drying  clover 
leaf  ruins  it.  If  exposed  to  sun  or  dry- 
ing wind  too  long  the  leaves  break  olf 
the  stalk  and  are  lost.  Close  attention 
to  the  curing  will  enable  one  to  choose 
the  proper  moment  for  raking  and 
drawing  in,  or  shocking  up.  Remem- 
ber the  leaves  are  a  portion  of  the  best 
part  of  the  plant,  so  do  not  lose  them. 

Feeding  Capons. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  become  a  poul- 
try breeder  in  the  strict  sense  of  the 
word  in  order  to  become  a  capon  feeder. 
A  great  many  men  who  have  a  good 
reputation  for  the  capons  they  send  to 
market  do  not  hatch  one  of  them. 

It  requires  considerable  work  to  hatch 
enough  chickens  so  as  to  have  a  large 
bunch  of  cockerels  to  caponize  and  feed 
through  the  fall  and  winter,  and  buying 
them  is  cheaper  than  to  try  to  raise 
them. 

Chickens  of  the  size  of  those  usually 
sold  by  farm  wives  as  spring  chickens 
along  in  July  and  August,  eay  from  10 
to  12  weeks  old,  are  of  proper  age  to 
caponize.  After  they  are  operated  on 
they  should  be  fed  liberally  on  oats, 
wheat,  bran  and  middlings  and  corn 
until  winter  sets  in,  when  they  should 
be  put  into  a  comfortable  building, 
where  there  is  plenty  of  light,  and  fed 
heavily  until  they  are  sold. 

Capons  do  not  require  as  much  exer- 
cise as  other  fowls,  as  they  become  lazy 
and  quiet  and  wiil  not  take  exercise  if 
given  perfect  freedom.  They  simply 
want  to  be  allowed  to  eat  and  sit  around 
most  of  the  time.  In  all  the  soft  feed 
given  them  a  little  salt  should  be  mixed 
and  they  should  have  plenty  of  gravel 
or  other  form  of  grit  in  order  that  they 
may  be  able  to  grind  their  feed  per- 
fectly and  assimilate  as  much  as  possi- 
ble of  it. 

Ordinary  mixed-blood  capons  of  Ply- 
mouth Pock  or  Brahma  crosses  will 
weigh  from  10  to  14  pounds  each  when 
sold  and  should  bring  from  12  to  25 
cents  a  pound.  At  the  lowest  they  are 
profitable  even  if  they  cost  25  cents 
each  to  begin  with,  and  at  the  higher 
price  there  is  no  way  of  feeding  grain 
to  greater  advantage.— Farmerb"  \'oice. 
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(ireen  Cut  Bone. 

Very  few  men  woald  hesitate  to  in- 
vest five  cents  to  increase  the  produc- 
tion of  eggs  from  a  single  hen,  and  the 
man  who  keeps  a  hundred  hens  and 
will  invest  five  dollars  in  a  bone  mill 
always  will  be  able  to  furnish  his  hens 
with  the  best  egg  food  ever  fed.  One 
of  these  bone  mills  will  cut  green  bones, 
to  which  adheres  some  tl  ash  and  liga- 
ments, into  shavings  which  a  hen  can 
swallow  easily.  These  bones  may  be 
bought  of  the  butcher  in  the  nearest 
town  for  a  cent  or  two  a  pound,  and 
two  ounces  to  each  hen  every  week  is 
surticient  for  every  purpose. 

Green  bones  are  full  of  the  very  kind 
of  nutriment  that  the  laying  hen  needs. 
They  contain  carbonate  of  lime,  six  to 
seven  per  cent;  phosphate  of  lime,  fifty- 
eight  to  sixty  three  per  cent;  phosphate 
of  magnesai,  one  to  two  per  cent; 
fluoride  of  calcium,  two  per  cent,  and 
animal  matter,  twenty  five  to  thirty 
per  cent,  the  remainder  of  their  weight 
being  water. 

It  takes  but  a  few  minutes  to  cut 
enough  bones  for  one  hundred  hens,  and 
there  is  no  combinatioa  of  feeds  that 
will  stimulate  egg  production  as  this 
one  will. 

Where  fresh  green  bones  cannot  be 
got,  the  dry  bones  that  may  be  picked 
up  on  almost  any  farm,  may  be  broken 
and  crushed  with  but  little  trouble,  and 
will  be  found  valuable,  but  not  so  much 
so  as  the  green  ones,  as  the  animal 
matter  has  disappeared  from  them. 

No  matter  if  the  hens  do  have  the 
run  of  the  farm.  There  are  many  farms 
where  chickens  have  been  kept  so  long 
that  limestones  and  other  egg-forming 
materials  have  been  used  up,  and  this 
must  be  supplied  or  eggs  cannot  be 
produced.  All  grains  have  a  small 
quantity  of  lime  in  them,  but  not 
enough  to  furnish  egg  shell  material 
for  a  hen  that  is  laying  regularly.

Green  Food. 

If  any  one  doubts  that  fowls  need  or 
relish  some  vegetable  in  their  diet  let 
him  turn  a  flock  from  confinement  in 
bare  quarters  onto  a  plot  of  grass;  even 
though  there  may  be  corn  in  abundance 
in  plain  view,  they  will  tumble  over  that 
and  each  other  in  their  haste  to  get  a 
nip  of  the  grass.  Where  an  abundance 
of  range  can  be  had,  the  cheapest,  best 
way  to  furnish  green  stuff  is  to  let  the 
fowls  help  themselves  to  what  grass 
they  wish,  says  the  Western  Rural. 

It  is  claimed  that  ten  geese  require  as 
much  pasture  as  a  cow,  and  200  hens 
will  consumejor  destroy  the  grass  on  an 
acre  of  ground.  At  any  rate,  it  is  a  fact 
that  where  poultry  is  kept  in  large  num- 
bers green  stuff  must  be  furnished  them 
or  the  buildings  will  be  so  far  apart  as 
to  add  so  much  to  the  labor  of  caring 
for  them  that  the  profits  will  be  re- 
duced, or  else  the  poultry  will  not  do 
their  best. 

In  short,  the  poultry  keeper  must  sup- 
ply green  vegetable  food  to  his  flock,  if 
confined  or  if  very  large,  if  he  means  to 
make  money  from  them.  If  he  is  keep- 
ing them  for  pleasure  he  needs  to,  that 
they  may  be  healthy,  pretty  and  spry. 
How  shall  this  be  done?  Grass  and 
clover  stand  first  as  regards  cheapness 
and  ease  of  supplying  in  summer,  and 
if  cut  at  the  right  stage  and  cured  prop- 
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erly  they  make  good  winter  feed.  Green 
corn  and  young  grain,  cabbage,  lettuce 
and  fruits  come  next  for  summer  food. 
The  vegetables,  turnips,  beets,  potatoes, 
carrots,  come  in  well  for  feed  as  do  cab 
bages  and  applee. 

Geese  will  do  well  upon  a  ration  com- 
posed almost  wholly  of  grass— fowls  do 
not  do  as  well  if  their  ration  is  prirci- 
pally  grass  or  green  food.  Some  is  nec- 
essary to  good  health;  too  much  is  not 
conducive  to  their  best  welfare.  If 
fowls  have  not  been  accustomed  to 
green  food,  especially  in  the  winter 
time,  they  may  be  taught  to  eat  it  by 
mixing  it  with  their  meal,  at  first.  But 
if  given  them  in  cabbages  they  will 
hardly  need  to  be  taught.  Loose  heads 
buried  in  the  fall  will  be  much  firmer 
when  taken  out  in  the  winter  or  spring. 
Hay  made  from  nice  grass  or  clover 
may  be  made  nearly  as  palatable  as 
when  fresh  by  running  it  through  a 
butter  and  then  scalding  or  steaming. 

The  same  end  may  be  accomplished 
with  less  work  with  silage.  The  refuse 
of  the  vegerable  garden,  pea  vines  and 
corn  husks  may  be  run  through  a 
cutter  and  put  into  a  silo  and  used  in 
winter. 

Whatever  is  cheapest  and  handiest  is 
the  "  what "  to  use,  but  be  sure  and  use 
something.  If  turnips  are  used  they 
should  be  chopped  up  fine.  Kohl  rabi 
and  other  tender  vegetables  will  be 
readily  eaten  if  they  are  simply  cut  in 
two  and  placed  where  the  fowls  can  get 
at  them.  In  winter  when  the  flock  is 
the  least  able  to  supply  itself  with  green 
food,  is  when  most  farmers  fail  to  pro- 
vide it.  A  little  thoughtfulness  and 
time  in  the  summer  and  fall  will  pro- 
cure an  abundant  supply  for  what 
fowls  are  kept  on  the  ordinary  farm. 

Young  onion  tops  chopped  fine  are 
excellent  for  young  chicks.  If  to  be 
sold  as  broilers  the  onions  should  be 
withheld  awhile  before  killing  as  they 
impart  a  flavor  to  the  flesh  that  those 
who  prefer  to  do  their  own  seasoning 
do  not  relish.  Dandelion  leaves  are 
relished  by  young  turkeys,  and  apples 
may  be  chopped  and  given  to  geese; 
hens  will  take  care  of  apples  that  are 
not  very  hard— harvest  apples,  for  in- 
stance— without  any  preparation  ex- 
cept placing  them  within  their  reach. 
Young  and  tender  weeds,  fresh  cut 
sods,  lawn  clippings  and  ears  of  corn  in 
the  milk  or  dough  all  given  green  food 
in  the  summer  that  is  relished  by  poul- 
try.—American  Poultry  Advocate. 

Effect  of  Thunder  on  Eggs. 

Not  long  ago  a  lady  told  a  writer  in 
Farmers'  Voice  that  she  had  had  very 
bad  luck  with  the  eggs  because  the 
heavy  thunder  while  they  were  in  pro 
cess  of  incubation  killed  so  many  of 
them.

nonsense  in  this  theory  that  thunder 
kills  eggs  during  the  hatching  process. 
We  do  not  believe  in  it  at  all.  For  a 
good  many  years  we  have  been  hatch- 
ing chickens  and  other  poultry  and  have 
watched  the  process  pretty  closely. 
During  that  time  we  have  never  had 
any  reason  to  think  that  the  heaviest 
thunder  ever  killed  a  single  embryo 
chick.  Last  summer  a  neighbor  com- 
plained that  all  her  chicks  were  killed 
in  the  egg  because  at  a  stone  quarry 
half  a  mile  away  heavy  charges  of  dyna- 
mite were  exploded  in  blasting  the  rock. 
This  blasting  was  of  the  kind  that 
makes  the  windows  rattle  and  was  kept 
up  day  after  day  for  months.  The 
earth  fairly  shook  at  times  so  great  was 
the  concussion,  and  we  might  have  be- 


lieved the  blasting  had  something  to  do 
with  the  neighbor's  bad  luck  had  it  not 
been  that  our  chicks,  just  the  same  dis- 
tance from  the  quarry,  kept  right  on 
hatching  as  if  thunder  and  dynamite 
were  things  unknown. 

If  a  thunderbolt  should  strike  a  build- 
ing in  which  hens  were  sitting  it  is  like- 
ly that  the  concussion  might  kill  the 
chicks,  but  not  one  lightning  stroke  in 
a  thousand  is  heavy  enough  to  produce 
any  distinct  jar,  even  if  the  eggs  were 
on  a  solid  foundation,  and  cushioned  as 
they  always  are  in  a  nest  they  are  not 
affected  one  way  or  another.

How  to  Cross  Breed  Poultry. 

If  your  marKet  calls  for  yellow  poul- 
try, you  must  not  select  stock  that  does 
not  produce  chickens  having  yellow 
skin  and  legs.  The  pin-feathers  of  the 
dark-plumaged  birds  are  also  objection- 
able. Some  dark  breeds,  when  mated 
With  white  breeds,  produce  white  or 
very  light  chickens.  White  and  Baff 
fowls  are  to  be  preferred.  If  you  are 
to  raise  brown  eggs,  you  must  not  keep 
pure  breeds  of  the  non  sitting  varieties. 
You  may  cross  them  with  the  breeds 
that  lay  brown  eggs  and  get  excellent 
stock  th  it  produce  brown  eggs.  If  you 
are  to  keep  your  stock  pure,  you  have 
from  which  to  choose  White  and  Buff 
Wyandottes  and  White  Plymouth 
Rocks,  which  have  no  feathers  on  their 
legs,  and  Light  Brahmas  and  Buff 
Cochins,  which  do  have  feathers  on 
their  legs.  They  also  make  excellent 
yellow  poultry.  If  you  cross  for  brown 
egge,  mate  White  Leghorns  or  Buff 
Cochins  rather  than  with  Wyandottes 
or  Plymouth  Rocks,  as  the  results  will 
be  better. 

If  you  cross  for  flesh  production, 
mate  compact,  yellow-legged  games, 
white  or  light  colored  birds  preferred, 
with  any  of  the  foregoing,  or  stocky 
Wyandottes  or  Plymouth  Rocks  with 
the  Light  Brahmas  or  Buff  Cochins. 
Both  Cornish  and  Indian  Games,  which 
are  slow  growers;  Houdans,  which  are 
quick  growers,  have  full  flesh  develop- 
ment, but  dark  plumage,  and  may  be 
mated  with  Light  Brahmas  and  Buff 
Cochins  and  Wyandottes  with  good  re- 
sults. 

The  best  pure  breds  for  white  eggs 
where  yellow  poultry  is  a  consideration, 
are  White  Leghorns  (large  strain)  and 
White  Plymouth  Rocks  (white  egg 
strain).  If  you  cross  for  white  eggs, 
try  the  White  Minorca-White  Leghorn 
cross. 

When  dark  legs  and  white  skin  are 
not  objected  to,  keep  black  Minorcas 
for  large,  white  eggs,  and  black  Lang- 
shans,  which  are  handy  for  deep  brown 
egga.  A  black  Minorca  Langshan  cross 
is  probably  the  best  cross  for  egg  pro- 
duction, if  size  and  number  of  eggs 
and  hardiness  only  are  considered. 
Houdans  are  for  flesh.  Indian  Games 
and  l)3rking  cocks  may  be  crossed  on 
Langshans  with  good  results  if  your 
market  does  not  require  yellow  poultry. 
— Samuel  Cushman.

What  to  do  Each  MonDi  in  the  Poultry  Yard 
and  How  to  do  it. 

By  THUS.  F.  RIGG. 


September  fare— Oats  as  Chiek  Feed 
Tlie  I'se  of  Barley— Fall  Penning 
—Don't  Mix  Old  Stoek  and  Young

During  the  year  I  have  given  each 
month  Buch  information  as  has  been 
gained  by  twenty  five  years  of  experi- 
ence in  the  breeding,  rearing  and  selling 
of  Standard  bred  poultry.  The  editor 
of  the  American  Poultry  Journal 
best  expressed  it  when  he  said,  "  it  is 
the  experience  of  a  man  who  has  worked 
hard  and  succeeded."  I  understand 
full  well  that  the  ground  has  not  been 
completely  covered.  No  one  man 
could  possibly  do  this.  The  truth  is 
that  the  longer  we  are  engaged  in  the 
mating  and  breeding  of  Standard  bred 
stock  the  more  thoroughly  we  become 
convinced  that  it  is  a  business  which 
requires  a  great  deal  of  study,  consider 
ation  and  hard  work.  The  bueiness  of 
the  fancier  or  market  poultryman  is  no 
longer  considered  a  safe  retreat  for 
every  man  who  has  failed  to  achieve 
success  along  his  chosen  lines.  The 
fancier  and  market  poultryman  have 
taken  their  legitimate  place  in  the  bus- 
iness world,  and  in  the  very  nature  of 
things  receive  just  recognition.  We 
have  our  Alfred  Vargraves  in  the 
standard  and  commercial  poultry  bus 
inesF,  of  course.  Owen  Meredith  in 
"  Lucile  "  tells  us  that  Alfred  Vargraves 
was  one  of  those  men  who  acJneve  bo 
little  because  of  the  much  they  con- 
ceive. 

"  Witu  irresolute  finger  he  knocked  at  eacli  one 
Of  tlie  doorways  of  life,  and  abided  in  none."' 

The  Alfred  Vargraves  sooner  or  later 
got  into  the  poultry  business.  It  seems 
to  have  a  peculiar  fascination  for  them. 
With  them  it  is  a  retreat.  They  are  the 
ones  who  fail  in  this  just  as  they  have 
fdiled  in  all  else  they  have  undertaken. 
They  do  not  know— they  do  not  realize 
that 

"  The  man  who  seeks  one  thing  in  Ufe,  and  but 
one. 

May  liope;to  achieve  it  before  life  is  done; 

But  he  who  seeks  all  things  wherever  he  goes 

Only  reaps  from  the  hopes  which  around  him  he 

■  sows 

A  harvest  of  barren  regrets." 

I  do  not  know  that  the  poultry  busi 
ness  is  more  peculiar  than  other  busi- 
ness, but  I  am  sure  that  for  the  man 
who  has  a  natural  liking  for  it— who 
will  make  it  hib  business  and  give  it  the 
care,  attention  and  consideration  nec- 
essary to  success  in  any  other  call  ng, 
will  reap  not  only  financial  success  but 
get  out  of  it  a  pleasure  impossible  to  be 


derived  from  any  other  business.  The 
poultry  industry,  for  the  fancier  and 
commercial  poultryman  is  yet  in  its 
infancy.  The  possibilities  in  the  busi- 
ness are  practically  unlimited.  Don't 
go  into  it  in  either  branch  as  a  business 
from  which  a  livlihood  is  to  be  derived 
unless  you  make  up  your  mind  to  make 
it  your  life  work.  You  cannot  play  at 
the  poultry  business  and  succeed  any 
more  then  you  can  at  any  other  branch 
of  commerce. 

During  the  year,  closing  with  this 
issue  of  the  American  Poultry  Jour- 
nal, I  have  tried  to  make  my  experi- 
ence of  some  value  to  those  who  have 
perused  these  columns.  That  has  been 
the  sole  aim  in  this  series  of  articles. 

SEPTEMBER  CARE. 

The  growing  chicks  require  no  special 
care  this  month  beyond  that  given  dur- 
ing last  month,  unless  it  be  to  see  that 
they  are  properly  cooped  in  quarters 
which  will  protect  them  from  the  cold 
rains  which  usually  set  in  this  month. 
Of  course  the  fancier  has  separated  the 
pullets  and  cockerels,  and  has  his  stock 
in  shape  to  fill  orders  which  now  will 
pour  in  upon  the  breeders  who  have 
properly  advertised.  The  fellows  who 
do  not  advertise  are  not  troubled  with 
orders.  The  moulting  stock  should  re 
ceive  careful  attention  now.  This  is 
especially  true  as  regards  the  hens  in- 
tended for  the  breeding  pens  next  sea- 
son. Give  them  plenty  of  soft  feed  in 
which  meat  forms  a  goodly  part,  and 
each  day  mix  a  little  oil  cake  meal  in 
the  soft  food,  say  one  pint  of  this  to 
every  gallon  of  the  morning  mash.  The 
hens  can  be  materially  assisted  in 
moult,  and  remember  that  the  ones 
which  moult  this  month  will  go  into 
winter  quarters  well  clothed  and 
healthy,  and  will  prove  to  be  the  winter 
layers,  and  the  stock  from  which  the 
early  chicks  will  be  derived. 

OATS  AS  CHICK  FEED. 

For  a  long  time  it  has  been  the  ac- 
cepted theory  that  whole  oats  are  not 
a  good  feed  for  the  growing  chicks. 
The  belief  has  been  that  the  sharp- 
pointed  hulls  would  penetrate  the  liniog 
of  the  chick's  crop,  and  as  a  result  kill 
the  chicks.  So  generally  has  the  theory 
been  accepted  that  whole  oats  have  en- 
tered but  slightly  into  the  feed  given 
chicks.  The  fact  that  oats  are  a  bone- 
making  feed  has  been  known,  but 
despite  this  fact  breeders  have  been 
afraid  to  use  them  except  in  the  hulled 


form.  For  two  years  I  have  carefully 
and  systematically  experimented  along 
this  line.  Certain  numbers  of  chicks 
have  been  fed  whole  oats  and  the  result 
has  been  most  gratifying.  They  form 
not  only  a  bone  making  feed,  but  that 
much  desired  feed  for  chicks— a  bulky 
ration.  The  oats  were  scattered  in  a 
litter  and  the  chicks  worked  for  them 
at  will.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if 
chicks  or  fowls  are  fed  whole  oats,  a 
liberal  supply  of  grit  must  be  supplied. 
But  sharp  grit  should  be  supplied  al- 
ways, regardless  of  the  character  of 
feed.  Grit  is  the  one  thing  fowls  and 
chicks  must  have  to  do  well.  Lack  of 
grit  causes  all  sorts  of  sickness  among 
fowls.  It  is  the  great  health  preserver. 
In  the  management  of  the  breeding 
pens  I  have  found  oats  a  most  benefi- 
cial food.  The  breeding  stock  which 
during  the  confinement  of  winter  is  fed 
oats  and  wheat  bran — the  former  in  the 
lit  ter  where  they  must  scratch  for  it, 
and  the  latter  as  a  part  of  the  morning 
mash — will  produce  lots  of  eggs  which 
are  fertile,  and  the  chicks  will  be  strong 
if  other  requirements  are  fulfilled. 
With  me  it  is  no  longer  a  matter  of 
guess  work  or  theory.  I  know  oats  are 
a  grand  good  feed  for  chicks  and 
fowls. 

THE  USE  OF  barley. 

[  have  watched  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest  an  experiment  being  tried  by 
Mr.  Nate  Thomas,  of  this  city.  He  ha 
b(  en  feeding  barley  to  his  chicks  for 
two  years.  He  gives  it  as  an  evening 
feed.  The  whole  barley  is  placed  in  a 
vessel  at  night  and  covered  with  boiling 
water.  The  lid  is  then  tightly  placed 
on  the  vessel  and  all  the  steam  of  the 
boiling  water  retained,  thus,  in  a  meas- 
ure, cooking  the  grain.  The  next  noon 
the  barley  is  placed  in  a  sieve  and  left 
so  until  all  the  water  is  drained  oif. 
Then  it  is  fed.  His  chicks  have  made 
exceptionally  rapid  growth  and  I  am 
convinced  it  is  excellent  feed.  It  is, 
however,  a  strong  feed,  and  must  not 
be  given  to  the  growing  chicks  in  large 
quantities.  It  seems  to  be  very  stimu- 
lating and  if  the  chicks  are  given  all 
they  will  eat  soon  "go  down,"  that  is, 
become  weak  in  the  legs.  The  active, 
non  setting  varieties  can  stand  up  un- 
der almost  any  quantity  of  it,  but  care 
must  be  used  in  feeding  it  to  the  breeds 
which  readily  take  on  fat. 

THE  FALL  PENNING, 

Many  fanciers  will  now  (or  more 
likely  did  so  during  the  last  week  of 
August)  round  up  the  year's  supply  of 
fancy  stuff,  and  after  culling  out,  pen 
the  hi^de  intended  for  sale  as  breeders 
or  exhibition  birds,  that  they  may  be 
more  easily  handled.  Right  here  is 
where  a  great  many  good  birds  are 
ruined.  In  most  cases  the  pens  to 
which  the  young  stock  is  thus  trans- 
ferred are  without  grass  or  clover  or 
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green  growth  of  any  kind.  Grass  has 
been  forming  a  large  part  of  the  food 
of  the  growing  chicks,  and  to  do  the 
best  they  must  have  it.  There  is  no 
other  food  that  will  take  its  place.  It 
is  an  essential  element  in  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  chick.  If  you 
must  take  the  youngsters  from  the 
range  and  confine  them  in  barren  runs, 
see  to  it  that  they  are  daily  supplied 
with  green  grass  or  clover.  Even  then 
they  will  fall  off  and  unless  given 
special  care  will  be  checked  in  growth. 
In  this  confinement  do  not  feed  much 
whole  grain,  and  what  is  given  let  it  be 
well  scattered  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
make  the  chicks  work  for  every  bit  of 
it  they  get.  The  fact  is,  that  unless 
one  has  pens  of  large  size  in  which  there 
is  a  blue  grass  or  clover  sod  it  is  not 
best  to  pen  the  chicks  as  early  as  Sep- 
tember. Allow  them  to  racge  as  late 
in  the  fall  as  possible.  No  food  yet 
devised  can  completely  take  the  place 
of  the  food  secured  by  chicks  on  the 
range.  There  is  no  other  place  in 
which  chicks  are  so  generally  healthy 
and  where  they  thrive  so  well.  In  most 
sections  of  the  country  October  1st  is 
early  enough  to  bring  the  chicks  to  the 
pens. 

DoN"r  MIX  'em. 
If  it  can  possibly  be  avoided  do  not 
now,  as  is  the  common  practice,  turn 
the  old  stock  into  the  feeding  lots  with 
the  growing  chicks.  Where  the  fowls 
and  chicks  can  have  the  unlimited 
range  of  the  farm  it  is  not  so  bad,  but 
«ven  here  is  a  poor  practice.  In  town 
where  the  range  is  of  necessity  limited, 
it  is  a  ruinous  practice.  The  chicks 
must  be  fed  entirely  dilferent  than  are 
the  fowls.  Then,  too,  the  old  birds  de- 
prive the  young  stock  of  their  proper 
share  of  food.  The  youngsters  have  no 
even  chance— no  fair  show — against  the 
stronger  fowls.  Every  fowl  and  animal 
in  this  world,  as  well  as  every  man,  is 
at  least  entitled  to  a  fair  chance  in  life's 
battle.   Give  the  chicks  their  chance. 

BROWN  OR  RED  FE.^THEKS. 

Now  and  then  chicks  from  the  most 
carefully  bred  stock  will  show  the  red 
or  brown  feather.  A  few  days  ago  I 
received  a  letter  from  a  prominent 
Houdan  breeder,  stating  that  be  had  a 
few  chicks  so  marked.  He  wanted  me 
to  tell  him  the  cause  of  the  defect. 
The  stock  which  threw  these  chicks  has 
been  line  bred  for  years  and  never  be- 
fore produced  chicks  with  any  off 
colored  feathers.  In  correspondence 
with  that  Houdan  enthusiast  and  dilli- 
gent  student.  Rev.  C.  E.  Petersen,  of 
Pemaquid,  Me.,  I  mentioned  the  matter 
and  asked  him  to  give  what  informa 
tion  he  could  on  the  subject.  He  thus 
replied: 

"  I  have  studied  the  question  some- 
what and  find  it  is  one  of  those  peculiar 
instances  of  the  general  law  of  inherit- 


ance which  we  call '  Atavism '  or  rever 
sion  to  original  type.  Mr.  Darwin  in 
his  most  excellent  and  instructive  vol- 
ume, '  Variation  of  Animals  and  Plants 
under  Domestication,'  mentions  a  num 
her  of  instances  where  fowls  reverted 
to  some  remote  ancestor,  brought  about 
by  some  violent  cross;  for  instance:  A 
Black  Spanish  cock  was  mated  to  a 
number  of  white  hens,  and  the  result 
was  that  the  olfspring  reverted  to  the 
red  coloring  of  '  Gallus  Hankiva,'  which 
may  be  safely  ranked  as  one  of  the  par- 
ent forms  of  our  domestic  fowl.  This 
experiment  which  was  repeated  over 
and  over  with  the  same  results,  demon 
strates  in  the  most  striking  way  the 
tendency  in  a  cross  to  produce  rever 
sion.  Now,  we  know  that  the  '  Creve,' 
and  subsequently  the  Dorking,  was 
used  by  some  Houdan  breeders  to  im- 
prove (V)  the  Iloudan,  and  a  cross  so 
violent  would  of  a  necessity  make  a 
reversion  to  original  type  and  red-col- 
ored feathers  would  appear.  Now,  as 
this  new  blood  was  introduced  into  the 
originally  pure  Houdan  at  a  compar- 
atively late  date,  red  feathers  would  ap- 
pear now  and  again  till  the  last  taint  of 
the  out  cross  had  been  removed,  and  in 
'line  breeding,'  this  would,  of  course, 
take  a  much  longer  time  to  accomplish 
as  no  real  new  blood  is  ueed,  and  if  new 
blood  should  be  introduced  it  would 
have  to  be  of  known  quality,  pure  from 
any  foreign  taint.  An  experiment 
might  be  made  in  breeding  from  such 
birds  as  did  not  show  red  in  feathers, 
but  it  would  hardly  be  worth  the  while" 


Success  Under  Difficulties. 

"  If  I  had  a  good  place  to  keep  chick 
ens  I  would  like  to  have  lots  of  them." 

This  remark  was  made  not  long  ago 
by  a  man  who  owns  a  large  farm  and 
who  raises  corn,  oats  and  wheat  by  the 
car  load. 

Climate  and  the  situation  of  his  farm 
are  both  in  his  favor,  and  the  only 
reason  he  has  not  a  good  place  for  the 
chickens  is  that  he  does  not  try  to  have 
one. 

Recently  we  have  been  looking  up 
some  of  the  poultry  keepers  who  work 
under  difficulties.  One  of  these  lives 
and  labors  in  Chicago.  His  house  is 
located  in  the  edge  of  the  city  and  there 
is  a  vacant  lot  or  two  on  each  side  of 
him.  His  own  chicken  farm  is  just 
50x125  feet,  and  on  this  lot  of  land 
s,tand8  his  house  and  a  quite  commodi- 
ous stable.  This  does  not  leave  a  very 
extensive  area  for  a  chicken  farm,  but 
there  is  one  there,  and  a  pretty  one,  too. 
Besides  being  merely  pretty  it  is  profit- 
able. The  poultry  house  is  conven 
iently  arranged,  the  yards  are  large 
enough  for  the  comfort  of  the  fowls  and 
everything  about  the  place  is  kept  in 
perfect  order.   Each  pen  of  fowls  is 


turned  out  on  the  vacant  lots  in  turn, 
but  as  there  are  seven  different  pens 
the  run  on  the  common  comes  only 
about  once  a  week  to  each  pen,  or  would 
not  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
hens  do  not  care  to  run  at  liberty.  If  a 
pen  of  them  is  turned  out  they  run 
about  for  a  few  minutes  and  then  return 
to  their  pens,  and  the  wife  of  the  owner, 
who  takes  care  of  them  through  the 
day,  shuts  the  door  and  turns  another 
pen  loose. 

The  yards  and  poultry  houses  are 
kept  perfectly  clean  all  the  time,  the 
stable  being  utilized  as  a  poultry  house 
also.  There  is  a  nice  little  front  door 
yard  with  (lowers  in  it,  and  no  one 
passing  casually  would  imagine  the 
place  to  be  the  home  of  a  poultry  keep- 
er of  much  more  than  local  reputation, 
yet  the  fact  is  that  it  is  the  home  of  one 
of  the  best  known  breeders  of  Brown 
Leghorns  and  Plymouth  Rocks  in  the 
West.  His  fowls  have  taken  first  pre- 
mium at  a  great  many  shows  and 
his  reputation  as  a  breeder  is  a  wide 
one. 

Here  on  a  piece  of  land  much  smaller 
than  the  garden  on  the  average  farm  is 
kept  a  lot  of  poultry  which  is  the  source 
of  a  good  income  for  its  owner.  The 
demand  for  eggs  from  this  fiock  can 
hardly  be  met,  and  not  a  sitting  is 
sold  for  less  than  $2  for  13  eggs,  except 
where  enough  to  fill  an  incubator  are 
ordered  at  one  time,  when  they  are  sold 
for  S5  a  hundred,  and  all  the  work  is 
done  mornings  and  evenings,  before  and 
after  business  hours. 

rou  may  say  that  this  is  fancy  poul- 
try and  is  sold  at  a  fancy  price.  So  it  is, 
but  any  article  is  worth  all  it  can  be 
sold  for.  If  the  eggs  from  this  flock 
were  not  worth  $2  a  sitting  or  $5  a  hun- 
dred they  would  not  bring  it.  This  is 
not  an  artificial  price  nor  one  that  only 
this  one  man  can  get.  His  business  is 
in  the  city,  and  being  a  lover  of  poultry, 
he  keeps  only  the  best,  and  others 
knowing  this,  buy  his  eggs  and  stock  at 
a  price  that  makes  his  indulgence  in  his 
love  for  poultry  a  very  profitable  thing 
for  him.  The  prices  received  for  eggs 
and  stock  sold  from  this  flock  are  only 
those  that  any  one  can  get  who  keeps 
the  same  kind  of  stock. 

It  does  not  matter  what  the  breed  or 
variety  may  be.  there  is  always  a  mar- 
ket for  eggs  or  breeding  stock  at  about 
the  same  figures.  There  always  has 
been  smce  pure  bred  poultry  was  first 
introduced  and  the  prospect  is  that 
there  always  will  be  a  steady  call  for 
such  eggs  and  fowls  at  high  prices. 
When  a  farmer  says  he  would  like  to 
keep  poultry  if  he  had  a  good  place  for 
them  he  means  than  he  is  not  interested 
enough  to  make  a  good  place  for  them. 
—Farmers"  Voice.

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WHITE  PLYMOUTH  EOCKS. 

Mention  of  Two  Most  Important  and 
Best  KnoAvn  Strains— History  of 
the  Origin  of  the  Empire  Strain- 
Witnesses  to  Prove  the  Every 
Statement  —  Important  Informa- 
tion for  the  Amateur  White  Ply- 
mouth Koek  Breeder— Color  of 
Cliieks  When  Hatched. 

Nellie  Hawks. 

NotwithstandiQg  the  somewhat  prev- 
alent impression  that  the  White  Fly 
mouth  Rock  breed  of  fowls  is  a  direct 
cross  of  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  the  Light  Brahmas,  such  reliable 
information  as  has  come  to  myself  does 
not  accord  with  this  idea,  but  is  of  a 
diametrically  opposite  nature  entirely. 

Probably,  the  two  best  known  and 
most  popular  strains  of  White  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  are,  the  Empire  strain, 
and  the  Frost  strain.  And  of  the  two, 
so  far  as  we  have  learned,  from  several 
years  of  observation  and  general  hear- 
say, the  first  named  strain  is  the  more 
popular,  and  in  most  general  demand. 
The  very  word  "  Empire,"  as  applied  to 
White  Rocks,  proves  their  passport  into 
new  homes,  and  opens  up  the  channel 
of  transportation,  from  place  to  place. 
And  it  is  of  the  Empire  strain  of  White 
Plymouth  Rocks  that  I  would  epeak  in 
particular,  and  believing  that  I  have 
something  to  tell  concerning  them,  that 
is  not  generally  known,  lu  truth  I 
think  that  to  the  press,  these  special 
items  have  never  before  been  given.  1 
have  been  told  that  the  Frost  strain 
originated  in  the  early  seventies.  Their 
history  I  do  not  know,  more  than  that 
they  were  "  sports  "  as  were  the  Empires, 
and  that  a  Mr.  Frost  of  Maine,  was  the 
one  who  introduced  this  strain  before 
the  public. 

The  Empire  straiu  of  White  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  originated  in  the  summer 
of  18S3,  and  to  a  Mr.  Williams,  of  Indi 
ana,  is  due  the  credit  of  this  world 
famed  strain,  of  this  breed  to  day.  At 
first,  he  felt  they  were  going  to  be  any- 
thing but  a  credit  to  him,  and  he  was 
greatly  iucUned  to  keep  these  "sport" 
chicks  out  of  sight,  and  to  keep  eternal 
silence  concerning  this  mysterious  state 
of  affairs  at  his  place.  As  seen,  how- 
ever, he  in  time  divulged  the  secret, 
and  began  a  systematic  line  of  experi- 
menting and  breeding  that  has  resulted 
in  producing  one  of  the  finest  breeds  of 
fowls  in  existence,  and  one  of  the  most 
admired  and  sought  after. 

At  this  time,  Mr.  Williams  was  breed- 
ing Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  and  "was 
not  holding  down  any  back  seat  in  the 
show  room  with  my  brother  exhibitors," 
as  he  expresses  it.  "  But  in  that  fate 
ful  year,"  he  says,  "  I  had  '  thrown  "  in 
my  Aock,  what  some  are  pleased  to  call 


white  sports."  He  then  goes  on  to  tell 
that  he  well  remembers  the  first  two 
white  chicks  that  came;  and  that  they 
were  out  of  a  sitting  of  eggs  from  a 
pullet,  that  he  had  paid  ten  dollars  for. 
He  felt  mortified  and  discouraged,  and 
so  disappointed,  and  he  said  to  his  wife 
that  there  must  be  something  wrong 
with  the  breeding  of  that  pullet,  not 
withstanding  the  fact  of  her  high  score, 
and  her  beauty  and  seeming  perfect- 
ness.  But  he  cautioned  her  to  keep 
still,  telling  her  that  they  would  "  pot- 
pie"  the  pullet,  and  as  soon  as  the 
chicks  were  big  enough,  they  would 
"  fry "  them,  In  the  meantime,  they 
would  keep  them  out  of  sight  and  let 
them  grow. 

The  following  Sunday  after  the  two 
white  chicks  had  hatched,  he  killed  the 
$10  pullet,  and  his  wife  made  her  into 
a  pot-pie.  "  Rather  expensive  pot-pie 
for  people  of  moderate  means,"  said  Mr. 
Williams.  "But  we  thought  that  the 
best  way  out  of  the  dilemma,  that  we 
felt  had  overtaken  us." 

"But  the  trouble  didn't  end  here,"  he 
continued.  "The  white  chicks  kept 
coming  from  another  pen  I  had  mated 
the  same  cock  to  that  had  been  mated 
to  the  §10  pullet  that  I  purchased,  and 
then  killed  without  a  hearing."  And 
during  that  summer,  the  Empire  orig- 
inator told  me,  fourteen  of  these  so- 
called  "  sports  "  were  hatched  at  his 
yards,  He  began  to  believe  that  the 
white  sports  were  from  the  cock  he  was 
mating  his  birds  to.  For,  previous  to 
the  introduction  of  this  male  bird,  he 
had  had  no  white  chicks  hatched,  and 
he  had  long  been  a  breeder  of  first  class 
Barred  Rocks, 

Afier  a  time,  this  matter  was  talked 
over  between  Mr.  Williams  and  some  of 
his  brother  breeders,  and  to  find  if  pos- 
sible where  the  white  chicks  came  from, 
a  veteran  breeder  of  the  same  place,  a 
Mr.  Wright,  asked  the  loan  of  this  cock 
to  mate  with  a  pen  of  Barred  Rock 
pullets.  The  loan  was  granted,  and  the 
result  was  two  pure  white  chicks. 

A  little  later  in  the  season,  another 
one  of  the  Barred  Rock  breeders  re- 
quested the  loan  of  this  same  cock  to 
mate  with  one  of  his  pens  of  Barred 
Rocks.  Again  the  request  was  granted, 
and  the  result  of  this  mating  was  four 
white  chicks.  Those  men  are  still  liv- 
ing, and  at  the  place  where  the  experi- 
ments took  place.  And  all  statements 
can  be  verified. 

By  this  time,  Mr.  Williams  had  con- 
cluded that  he  should  not  keep  the 
white  chicks  out  of  sight,  and  neither 
should  he  have  his  wife  fry  them  when 
large  enough  for  a  fry.  Instead,  he 
kept  them,  and  they  grew  into  veritable 
beauties.  He  mated  them  up  in  pens 
the  following  season,  and  right  there 
originated  our  present-day  Empire 
strain  of  White  Plymouth  Rocks.  He 
began  to  breed  them  exclusively,  and 


every  year  they  have  gone  on  improv- 
ing in  shape,  whiteness  of  plumage  and 
all  other  points.  They  have  never 
taken  a  backward  step.  Improvement 
continually,  has  been  the  watch  word, 
and  every  year  but  marks  another 
"merit"  score  in  their  favor. 

Every  breeder  of  this  favorite  breed 
of  fowls,  hears  an  occasional  "  wonder" 
or  complaint  from  a  customer,  concern- 
ing the  occasional  dark  colored  fleck  in 
a  feather  here  and  there,  I  have  re- 
peatedly asked  poultry  judges  if,  in  all 
their  scoring  of  White  Rocks,  they  had 
found  a  flock  where  no  feather  was 
found  in  the  white  plumage,  showing  a 
tiny  fleck  of  dark  in  the  web.  Invaria- 
bly my  answer  has  been  "  never!"  Many 
birds  among  the  flock  may  have  no 
trace  of  a  dark  fleck  anywhere  in  the 
plumage.  From  the  same  flock  an  oc- 
casional bird  may  show  two  or  three,  or 
half  a  dozen  tiny  dark  flecks  in  the  web 
of  feathers.  This  is  dating  back  to  the 
stock  from  which  they  originated  as 
white  sports,  so  many  years  ago.  It  is 
a  characteristic  tendency  in  all  breeds 
of  fowls  to  show  "  off  color,"  occasion- 
ally. No  breed  is  free  from  it,  no  mat- 
ter how  long  they  have  been  "  bred  in 
line."  But,  in  parti-colored  birds,  it  is 
noticed  less  than  in  solid  colored  birds. 

A  bird  showing  black  feathers  is,  of 
courEe  a  "  diequalified  "  bird.  It  is  not 
worth  while,  perhaps  to  breed  from  her, 
though  many  a  disqualified  bird,  accord- 
ing to  the  Standard,  has  proven  a  noble 
breeder,  having  been  an  exceptionally 
fine  specimen,  except  in  having  shown 
a  dark  feather.  But  it  is  not  best  to 
perpetuate  defects.  But  to  discard 
every  white  bird  that  may  show  a 
feather  bearing  a  mere  speck  of  color 
somewhere  in  the  web,  is  to  discard  the 
finest  birds  in  existence.  So  do  not  be 
needlessly  alarmed  should  such  a  feath- 
er or  feathers  appear  among  the  flock 
sometimes,  and  do  not  be  too  hasty  to 
condemn  the  breeder  from  whom  the 
stock  first  came  to  you. 

A  word  to  the  amateur  or  would-be 
breeder  of  White  Rocks  here,  may  save 
a  world  of  after  trouble  and  mortifica- 
tion, and  may  save  many  an  honest 
breeder  the  painful  necessity  of  reading 
a  "  sassy  letter."  Somewhere  I  read  the 
other  day,  "Don't  make  a  big  kick  if 
your  new-hatched  chicks  are  not  per- 
fect in  color.  Wait  until  they  feather 
out.  Many  fine  birds  hatch  out,  very 
much  '  off  color,'  but  are  found  all  right 
when  they  feather  out."  To  be  sure, 
the  breeder  knowing  himself  to  be  on 
the  right  and  safe  side,  in  his  breeding, 
does  not  so  very  much  mind  said  "sassy 
letter,"  when  it  comes.  And  still,  it 
doesn't  set  very  well  either  to  be  called 
dishonest,  and  to  be  sneered  at,  and 
have  hateful  things  said  to  one.  But 
such  letters  are  very  apt  to  come  from 
the  beginner,  if  the  seller  has  forgotten 
to  mention  to  said  beginner,  that  chicks 
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will  hatch  dark,  and  should  hatch  dark. 

I  was  BO  unfortunate  this  season  my- 
self, as  to  receive  such  a  letter  from  a 
woman  who  ordered  eggs.  Her  letter 
was  womanly,  and  extremely  flattering 
and  pleasant,  when  she  ordered  the 
eggs.  But  in  four  weeks  from  that 
time,  1  received  a  second  letter.  It  was 
anything  but  nattering  this  time,  be 
assured.  Those  eggs  had  hatched  out 
maltese  colored  chicks,  and  she  was 
"defrauded,"  and  said  she  was  "sold 
again,"  and  she  demanded  an  explana- 
tion of  such  treatment.  She  said  she 
cried  over  it,  and  she  felt  she  could  not 
afford  to  be  cheated  so,  and  that  her 
husband  sneeringly  remarked  that 
"They  were  truly  lovely  birds.  Un 
doubtedly  were  from  grand  stock,"  \-c, 
i^c.  I  of  course  made  her  as  pleasant  a 
reply  as  possible,  explained  all  about 
the  dark  chicks  feathering  out  white, 
and  assured  her  that  she  was  truly 
"sold  again,"  and  that  she  would  feel 
as  though  she  was,  when  the  chicks 
were  grown  into  white  beauties,  and 
she  looked  back  upon  the  day  when  she 
wrote  me  a  hateful,  unkind  letter,  full 
of  accusations  of  dishonesty.  1  then 
asked  her  if  she  supposed  I  had  built 
up  a  reputation  as  a  White  Plymouth 
Uock  breeder,  by  cheating  customers 
for  the  past  ten  years.  I  have  heard  no 
word  from  her  since.  She  is  too  morti- 
fied to  reply,  I  know. 

liemember,  beginner.  White  Hock 
chicks  are  more  apt  to  hatch  out  dark 
in  color,  than  white.  The  maltese  color, 
or  "smutty  color,"  is  a  mark  of  royal 
"  blue  blood."  The  more  pronounced 
the  dark  color,  the  whiter  will  the  bird 
be  when  feathered  out.  Glory  over 
every  dark  chick  hatched.  It  will  be 
your  turn  next  to  be  explaining  to 
others  this  characteristic  of  the  breed. 
Be  wary  of  writing  '■  sassy  letters," 
until  you  are  sure  you  have  good  and 
sutlicient  reasons  for  your  complaint. 
It  will  save  you  many  regrets  and  sen- 
sations of  meanness. 

When  you  have  become  in  reality  a 
White  Rock  Breeder,  you  will  of  course, 
be  come  a  member  of  the  American 
Club  of  White  Plymouth  Rock  Breeders. 
Prank  Heck,  of  New  Albany,  Ind.,  is 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  club, 
and  the  movement  is  pushing  right 
along.

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Circulars. 

H.  S.  Babcociv. 

Every  poultryman.  who  does  much 
business,  ought  to  issue  a  circular.  We 
say  this,  after  years  of  experience,  and 
after  trying  both  to  do  without  one  and 
employing  one.  The  circular,  however, 
is  not  a  substitute  for  regular  adver 
tising.  No  one  can  afford  to  attempt  to 
jump  the  printer.  If  sales  are  made  one 
must  advertise.  But  the  circular  has 
its  usee,  despite  the  fact  that  it  does  not 
take  the  place  of  the  regular  advertise 
ment.  The  true  use  of  a  circular  is  to 
diminish  the  labor  of  correspondence. 
Those  who  do  not  koow  experiment 
ally,  have  very  little  conception  of  the 
immense  amount  of  correspondence  a 
breeder  has  to  attend  to  in  a  year. 
We  should  be  almost  as  much  sur- 
prised not  to  find  our  daily  pack  of 
letters  to  answer,  as  to  find  that  the 
sun  had  not  risen.  While  our  mail  is 
large,  we  know  that  others  have  much 
larger  mails.  One  extensive  breeder, 
we  have  been  informed  by  one  in  a 
position  to  know,  has  received  as  many 
as  five  hundred  letters  in  a  single  day, 
To  answer  such  a  mail,  especially  to 
enter  into  even  a  brief  description  of 
stock,  requires  a  great  expenditure  of 
time  and  effort.  And  just  here  is  when 
the  circular  proves  its  real  value— it 
answers  more  fully  than  the  writer 
could,  the  inquiries  of  his  correspond 
ents.  The  true  use  of  a  circular  is  thus 
practically  demonstrated. 

A  circular,  therefore,  should  be  pre 
pared  with  this  end  prominently  in 
view.  One  should  bear  in  mind  the 
inquiries  which  are  usually  made,  and 
provide  the  answer  thereto.  These  will 
include  a  description  of  the  breeding 
stock  kept,  the  price  of  eggs  for  sale, 
the  prizes  won,  the  terms  demanded, 
and  the  like.  Suppose,  for  example,  a 
man  keeps  Black  Minorcas.  He  will 
then,  in  his  circular,  give  a  brief  de- 
scription of  the  breed;  a  more  particu- 
lar description  of  his  own  stock;  an 
account  of  the  prizes  won;  the  price  of 
eggs  for  hatching,  if  he  sells  eggs;  the 
terms  of  sale,  whether  cash  in  advance 
or  otherwise,  whether  orders  are  dupli 
cated  in  case  of  failure  to  hatch  well, 
and  the  like;  whether  visitors  are  wel- 
come or  not,  and  when;  and  other  mat 
ters  of  information  relating  to  his  stock 
and  his  business. 

Circulars  are  often  illustrated,  and 
good  illustrations  add  to  their  attrac- 
tiveness, but  it  is  of  much  greater  im 
portance  that  queries  should  be  antici 
pated  and  answered  than  that  illustra- 
tions should  be  used.  Still,  when  both 
can  be  done  it  is  well  to  use  illustra 
tions,  and  especially  valuable  to  use 
those  that  are  made  of  one's  own  stock 
from  life.   With  as  good  artists  as  we 


now  have,  sketching  from  life,  and  withi 
the  cheapened  but  excellent  processes- 
of  reproduction  of  sketches,  there  ia 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  procure 
illustrations  at  a  reasonable  price  which 
will  not  only  adorn  the  circular,  but 
which  will  actually  answer  inquiries. 

We  think  it  a  waste  of  money  and 
effort  to  send  out  circulars  indiscrimin- 
ately. This  is  an  attempt  to  make 
them  take  the  place  of  the  regular 
advertisement.  But  when  the  adver- 
tisement mentions  that  a  circular  is 
issued,  and  a  reader  of  the  advertise- 
ment, seeking  for  further  information^ 
sends  for  one,  it  should  be  promptly- 
mailed  to  him.  It  will  save  his  time 
and  yours. 

It  ie  a  mooted  question  whether  a 
breeder  should  ask  the  inquirer  to  send 
a  stamp  for  a  circular  or  not.  We  have 
done  so  in  the  past,  and  probably  shall 
do  so  in  the  future.  If  we  could  know 
that  each  person  who  tends  for  a  cir- 
cular, really  was  a  prospective  buyer,, 
we  should  not  think  of  asking  him 
to  send  a  stamp.  But  when,  ae 
our  experience  seems  to  prove,  very 
many  who  send  for  a  circular,  are 
merely  curious  people,  who  have  not 
the  most  distant  idea  of  purchasing 
anything,  we  think  it  not  impertinent 
to  ask  them  to  pay  the  postage  upott 
the  circular.  Even  then,  we  have  con- 
tributed the  envelope  and  the  circular. 
This  is  not  so  small  a  matter  as  some 
seem  to  think  it  to  be.  If  there  were 
but  one  or  a  dozen  calls  for  a  circular, 
the  postage  would  be  an  insignificant 
matter,  beneath  the  breeder's  notice. 
But  when  these  calls  run  up  into  the 
hundreds  or  thousands,  the  amount 
becomes  a  matter  of  some  importance. 
It  is  really  an  insignificant  matter  for 
each  of  the  senders  for  a  circular,  to 
enclose  a  stamp  -  it  costs  them  practic- 
ally nothing— but  when  the  postage 
falls  on  one  person  for  all  of  these  calls, 
it  counts  on  him.  Still  we  are  so  in- 
consistent in  practice  that,  against  our 
better  judgment,  we  almost  invariably 
—we  can  not  recollect  a  case  where  we 
have  failed  to  respond— send  the  circu- 
lar whether  we  get  the  stamp  or  not. 
Even  postal  cards  are  not  ignored, 
though  such  correspondents  are,  as  a 
rule,  not  buyers.  The  person  who  in- 
closes a  stamp  is  usually  the  hopeful 
one,  he  often  becomes  a  patron.  He 
certainly  should  never  be  neglected. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  matter,  circu- 
lars, whether  a  stamp  is  sent  or  not,  are 
valuable  aids  to  correspondence,  but 
should  never  be  permitted  to  diminish 
the  amount  of  one's  regular  advertis- 
ing.

Extreme  Matiiigs. 


"Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

In  answer  to  a  communication  in  the 
'Southern  Department  of  the  American 
Poultry  Journal  I  see  where  a 
breeder  has  asked  the  editor  to  kindly 
■explain  through  the  American  Poul 
TRY  Journal  what  is  meant  by  double 
or  extreme  matings.  To  make  my  ar- 
gument plain  to  this  breeder  I  will  copy 
a  portion  of  his  article  and  produce 
facts  that  cannot  be  denied  by  the  best 
learned  and  experienced  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Kock  breeders  of  the  land: 

"  One  prominent  Eastern  breeder  has 
this  to  say  on  the  subject:  While 
double  or  extreme  matings  may  be  a 
short  road  to  the  show  room,  we  prefer 
raising  a  fair  percentage  of  good  spec- 
imens of  both  sex  from  one  mating 
lather  than  resort  to  extremes  and  be 
forced  to  sacrifice  all  the  males  in  one 
case  and  all  the  females  in  the  other. 
What  is  the  difference  between  single 
mating  and  double  mating  in  breeding 
Barred  Plymouth  Eocks  ?" 

The  Eastern  breeder  claims  that 
double  mating  may  be  a  short  road  to 
the  show  room.  I  do  not  like  the  word, 
may  be."  I  know  a  breeder  that  took 
a  pen  of  Barred  Plymouth]  Kocks  and 
exhibited  them,  and  after  the  awards 
were  made  the  owner  asked  the  judge 
what  fault  he  found  with  the  pen.  This 
judge  is  one  of  the  best  judges  in  the 
Middle  States.  The  judge  said:  "You 
will  have  to  get  out  of  that  way  of 
breeding."  "What  way?"  asked  the 
owner.  "  Well,"  says  the  judge,  "  those 
Rocks  are  of  the  single  mating  and  have 
'been  bred  that  way  until  they  are  too 
dark  in  plumage,  etc.  Now,  if  you 
■expect  to  raise  fine  Barred  Plymouth 
Bocks  and  establish  yourself  as  a  breed- 
er and  exhibitor,  you  send  to  a  breeder 
and  purchase  a  pen  mated  for  pullets 
and  one  for  cockerels."  The  owner 
took  the  judge's  advice  andtook'first 
and  second  on  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
at  the  next  show.  Now,  gentle  reader 
what  about  double  matings  being  a  short 
road  to  the  show  room  ? 

In  April  number  of  the  Reliable 
Poultry  Journal,  in  an  article  written 
by  S.  S.  Noble,  Bloomington,  111.,  on  the 
subject,  "  How  to  Mate  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks."  on  page  167,  you  will 
find  these  words:  "On  this  and  the 
opposite  page  you  will  find  feathers 
produced  from  photographs,  showing 
what  this  cockerel  mating  will  do.  The 
bird  that  grew  the  feathers  in  Fig.  No. 
1  his  sire  was  first  at  Bloommgton, 
Dec,  "96,  Ecore  93.  His  dam  was  first 
pullet  at  Palmyra,  Hewes  judge,  score 
S3.  Now,  I  have  proved  to  the  reader 
where  winners  came  from  double  mat 
ing,  and  where  both  cockerel  and  pullet 
was  a  winner.  Where  both  of  the  win- 
ners came  from  a  double  mating,  or  a 
cockerel  mating,  and  when  I  have  seen 


these  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in  the 
show  room  as  winners,  when  breeders 
like  S.  S.  Noble  and  E.  B.  Thompson 
will  say  that  they  have  tried  both  the 
double  and  single  mating  system,  and 
tried  them  faithfully,  and  they  raised 
more  first  class  birds  and  fewer  culls 
from  the  double  mating  then  they  did 
from  the  single  mating. 

On  the  other  hand,  where  are  the 
two  breeders  who  have  practiced  the 
single  mating  system  from  14  to  28 
years,  and  have  gained  as  much  honor 
in  the  show  room  as  the  above  named 
breeders  ?  Talk  about  the  double  mat- 
ing system  being  a  short  road  to  the 
show  room.  Nonsense!  Gentle  reader 
show  me  a  breeder  who  does  not  prac- 
tice the  double  mating  system  and  I 
will  show  you  a  breeder  that  has  never 
cleaned  up  a  show  room  and  carried  off 
the  greatest  number  of  first  prizes,  like 
those  that  make  the  two  matings.  It  is 
a  dillicult  task  for  any  breeder  to  tell 
and  make  it  plain  how  to  make  the 
double  mating,  but  it  is  nonsense  for  a 
breeder  to  think  when  he  mates  a  pen 
of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  for  pullets 
thit  he  sacrifices  the  cockerels.  If 
mated  right  the  cockerels  will  win  in 
the  show  room  and  will  not  be  objected 
to  as  being  too  light  in  color,  and  when 
mated  for  pullets  all  cockerels  are  pul- 
let breeders,  and  when  mated  for  cock- 
erels all  pullets  are  cockerel  breeders, 
and  I  have  proven  to  you  in  the  Noble 
case  where  the  pullets  from  a  cockerel 
mating  won  in  the  show  room  as  well 
as  the  cockerels. 

The  difference  between  double  and 
single  mating  is,  that  you  mate  one  pen 
for  cockerels  and  one  pen  for  pullets. 
Single  mating  is  to  mate  a  pen  to  raise 
both  cockerels  and  pullets  of  Standard 
requirements.  In-breeding  is  to  breed 
a  son  to  his  dam  or  a  sire  to  his  daugh- 
ter. You  cannot  go  into  a  yard  that 
has  been  bred  from  single  matings  and 
mate  up  a  pen  for  pullets  and  produce 
good  results.  You  must  have  a  pen 
that  is  bred  in  line  for  this  kind  of  mat- 
ing. Here  is  the  idea:  If  I  wanted  to 
raise  a  standard  bred  horse  1  must  have 
the  dam  and  sire  standard  bred;  and  if 
you  want  a  pen  of  B  irred  Plymouth 
Rocks  mated  for  pullets  you  must  have 
the  sire  and  dam  pullet  bred.

Bug  Harvest. 

July  and  August  of  this  year  will  be 
recorded  as  two  of  the  showeriest 
months  ever  experienced  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  South.  Last  year  at  this 
time  the  surface  of  the  earth  was  as  dry 
as  a  bone,  there  was  no  grasp,  fewer 
insects  and  dust  everywhere.  Now  the 
river  at  Nashville  is  on  a  boom.  It  has 
showered  and  showered  for  weeks  past, 
and  the  other  night  it  just  got  right 
down  to  business  and  rained  over  Ave 
and  a  half  inches  of  water  on  a  dead 
level  in  about  Hi  hours.  Then  it  sorter 
steadied  up  and  rained  moderately 
nearly  all  the  next  day.  Since  then,  up 
to  this  time,  it  has  rained  one  more 
time,  and  by  the  time  this  is  in  print  it 
is  likely  that  it  shall  have  rained  a  half 
dozen  times  more.  So,  you  see,  the  peo- 
ple who  came  to  Nashville  to  the  Cen- 
tennial last  year  and  exclaimed,  "  O, 
what  a  nice  dry  climate,"  merely  hap- 
pened to  strike  it  dry.  They  would 
have  had  to  swim  for  it  this  year.  But 
the  clouds—they  are  beautiful  and 
grand.  In  all  our  40  odd  years  we 
never  saw  such  grand  banks  of  tower- 
ing thunder  heads  as  have  loomed  up 
at  all  points  of  the  compass  almost 
daily  this  summer. 

So  much,  much  rain  has,  of  course, 
made  all  vegetation  green  and  rank, 
and  the  grass  and  weeds  have  gathered 
the  insects  and  it  has  been  a  veritable 
bug  harvest  for  the  fowls  and  chicks 
where  they  had  a  grassy  or  even  a 
weedy  run  during  the  season.  The 
chickens  have  thrived  and  fattened  on 
the  insects  and  worms  that  the  soft, 
humid  condition  of  things  has  pro- 
duced, and  but  very  little  feeding  has 
been  necessary.  Of  course  it  has  cut  no 
hgare  with  those  in  bare  pens  where 
they  could  not  get  to  the  good  things 
that  Nature  spread  about  so  lavishly 
outside. 

Where  Forcing  Pays. 
It  don't  pay  to  feed  high  and  force  a 
pullet  that  is  intended  for  a  breeder. 
Normal  growth  and  average  size  for 
the  breed  is  the  best  for  the  female  that 
lays  the  eggs  that  produce  the  chicks. 
We  are  not  in  favor  of  crowding  the 
breeding  stock,  or  stock  intended  for 
breeders  while  it  is  growing.   Such  a 


course  makes  it  more  subject  to  disease 
and  is  also  likely  to  produce  minor  de- 
fects or  deformity  in  development.  It 
pays  to  force  the  growth  of  chickens 
that  are  to  be  marketed.  They  should 
be  boomed  from  the  start  and  developed 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  gotten  rid  of 
just  as  soon  as  they  are  big  enough  to 
eat.  Don't  hold  them  longer,  for  the 
most  profitable  age  is  that  which  barely 
brings  them  up  to  the  eatable  size. 
Then  part  with  them. 

It  pays  to  force  hens  kept  as  layers  of 
eggs  for  the  market,  and  it  pays  also  to 
use  hens  that  don't  cost  a  dollar  a  piece, 
for  this  purpose.  To  get  down  to  bus- 
iness on  a  hard  pan  basis,  unless  you 
should  have  raised  your  own  thorough- 
breds, raised  them  cheaply  and  have 
plenty  of  them,  just  handle  your  market 
egg  layers  as  you  would  a  piece  of  ma- 
chinery. Get  your  place  fixed  first,  then 
get  your  hens.  Feed  cut  bone  and  cut 
clover,  and  some  boiled  oats  and  wheat 
bran.  Stir  in  a  little  patent  egg  food  if 
you  will.  Feed  regularly  and  feed 
plenty.  Don't  be  afraid  of  getting  your 
hens  too  fat.  House  them  warmly  and 
they  will  shell  out  the  eggs.  Then,  at 
the  close  of  the  egg  season  sell  the  hens. 
The  fall,  late,  is  a  good  time  to  begin. 
The  middle  of  June  is  a  good  time  to 
close  up  such  an  egg-plant  until  cool 
weather  comes  around  again. 

Let  Us  Have  Figures. 

We  would  like  to  hear  from  anyone 
who  is  handling  poultry  for  market  suc- 
cessfully. The  woods,  so  to  speak,  are 
full  of  fanciers  and  keepers  of  small 
flocks  of  purebred  poultry  who  make 
money  out  of  their  products  at  fancy 
prices.  But  that  is  not  down  to  the 
foundation.  We  want  to  hear  from  the 
people  who  can  say:  "I  raised  200  or 
300  market  chickens  last  spring  and 
sold  them  at  a  net  profit  of  $25,  $50  or 
$75."  Or  some  one  who  can  give  a 
truthful  account  of  money  made  from 
eggs  sold  at  market  prices.  Certainly 
the  farmers'  chickens  are  profitable  and 
his  eggs  are  like  finding  money.  So, 
too,  does  the  villager  or  the  city  resi- 
dent who  keeps  a  small  Hock  for  his 
family  use,  derive  a  profit  from  them. 
This  we  all  know.  But  it  is  the 
specialist  we  want  to  hear  from.  The 


person  who  is  making  money  out  of 
chickens  and  eggs  at  market  price.  We 
believe  there  are  such  persons  in  the 
South,  at  least  we  hope  so.  Will  they 
please  come  to  the  front  and  write  up  a 
little  of  their  experience?

Richardson's  Coinments  011  the  Hon- 
dans. 

The  excellent  illustration  of  the  Hou- 
dan  cockerel  and  pullet  in  this  issue, 
owned  and  bred  by  the  Horicon  Poul- 
try Yards,  Horicon,  Wis.,  was  drawn  by 
L.  B.  Richardson,  of  Chicago.  His  en- 
thusiasm for  these  birds  is  fully  justi- 
fied, and  we  take  pleasure  in  publish- 
ing what  he  says  of  them: 

Editor  American  Pmiltri/  Journal: 

What  we  have  to  say  of  these  beauti- 
ful and  highly  useful  fowls  will  apply 
only  to  our  impressions  as  made  by  a 
careful  observation  and  study  of  the 
pair  during  the  few  weeks  in  our  po- 
session,  as  models  for  the  sketch.  The 
fact  is,  we  gradually  fell  in  love  with 
them,  and  longed  for  suHicient  room  to 
add  a  yard  of  this  showy  variety.  Here 
we  have  a  fowl  combining  beauty  and 
utility  ("  ornamental  as  well  as  useful") 
in  a  degree  hardly  equalled  by  any  other 
variety,  as  shown  by  enumerating 
points  that  constitute  in  the  highest 
measure  a  general  purpose,  all  around 
good  fowl.   The  points  observed  are  as 


follows:  Prolific  layers  of  extra  large 
white  eggs,  much  larger,  and  I  might 
add  fresher,  than  the  average  of  those 
found  in  our  markets.  They  have  long 
bodies  which,  as  President  Felch  says 
of  his  J^rahmas,  "  gives  the  egg  ma 
chinery  room  to  work,"  and  it  is  also 
said  on  good  authority  that  they  excel 
any  of  the  American  or  Asiatic  varieties 
in  egg  production.  Every  egg  laid  by 
the  pullet  proved  fertile,  and  we  have  a 
number  of  strong,  sprightly  chicks  bred 
from  them.  Their  reputation  as  a  table 
fowl  is  well  established,  being  unex- 
celled and  perhaps  unequalled  by  any 
other  variety  save  one,  which  mod- 
esty (?)  forbids  us  to  mention.  But 
how  any  one  could  raise  a  hatchet  over 
that  beautiful  crest  and  beard,  we  don't 
quite  understand. 

They  have  an  abundance  of  plumage 
which,  with  their  heavy  crests,  aiford 
ample  protection  for  the  coldest 
weather,  and  are  extremely  docile,  caus- 
ing little  trouble  in  yarding.  The  male 
bird,  whom  we  called  "  Danny, '  would 
stand  by  the  hour  on  a  small  stand  in 
our  study  (which  is  our  wife's  kitchen) 
and  apparently  note  progress  of  our 
sketch,  done  by  aid  of  our  wife's  mold- 
ing board  and  kitchen  table.   "  Danny  " 


was  an  obliging  model,  posing  in  any 
animated  position  desired  (and  several 
that  were  not  desired),  and  children  nor 
dogs  would  not  frighten  him  from  his 
perch.  In  returning  these  truly  fine 
specimens  we  cannot  but  covet  the 
owners  in  their  possession.  As  between 
the  Indian  Game  and  Houdan  we  are 
reminded  of  the  soliloquy  of  the  fellow 
that  had  two  girls  (in  the  picture),  "How 
happy  could  I  be  with  either  were  the 
other  dear  charmer  away."  We  do  not 
believe  that  any  of  our  readers  could 
handle  the  birds  even  so  short  a  time 
without  being  attracted  by  their  ex- 
treme animation,  ueauty  and  useful- 
ness.

A  Money  Maker — Tlie  Hondan. 

In  regard  to  this  breed  we  will  say 
that  they  are  the  oldest  and  most  pop- 
ular of  the  French  varieties.  They  are 
admired  by  all  wherever  seen,  whether 
in  the  show  room,  on  the  lawn  or  in 
the  breeder's  yards.  They  have  no 
superiors  even  in  beauty;  they  are  non- 
sitters  and  lay  very  large  white  eggs; 
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and  as  layers  they  are  surpassed  by 
none. 

Houdan  fowls  have  a  very  bulky  ap 
pearance,  and  their  plumage  is  invari 
ably  black  and  whi^e;  the  head  is  al 
most  covered  with  a  large  crest  of  the 
fiame  color;  the  throat  is  also  supplied 
with  a  large  muff  or  beard,  and  being 
thus  protected  they  are  less  liable  to 
catch  cold  in  the  head,  which  is  a  great 
preventive  of  the  destructive  and  dread 
disease,  roup.  Their  comb  is  like  the 
letter  V  in  shape,  retreatii  g  back  into 
the  crest,  and  very  seldom  freezes. 
Their  legs  are  strong  and  their  toes 
are  five  in  number.  They  have  small 
bones,  delicate  tlesh,  full  breast  and 
very  compact  bodies,  which  render  them 
very  valuable  for  the  table— in  fact,  we 
consider  them  the  best  table  fowl  of  any 
variety. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  select  only  one 
variety  of  thoroughbred  poultry,  we 
think  the  Houdan  caDnot  fail  to  please 
him.  The  chicks  are  easily  raised,  grow 
very  fast,  and  at  eight  weeks  old  will 
outweigh  a  Brahma  of  the  same  age, 
and  when  dressed  for  market  at  four 
months  old  will  weigh  about  four  and  a 
half  pounds;  Therefore,  those  who 
breed  them  have  pleasure,  usefulness, 
beauty  and  profit.  They  are  of  a  lively 
and  sprightly  disposition,  but  can  be 
confined  in  email  runs,  will  be  contented 
and  at  the  same  time  do  well.  Thus 
their  disposition  enables  any  one  to 
raise  them,  whether  they  have  unlimited 
range  or  small  city  lots,  although  we 
would  prefer  large  range,  as  they  are 
great  foragers. 

The  above  conforms  with  our  ideas 
in  regard  to  nearly  all  of  the  character- 
istics of  the  Houdan,  but  we  might  add 
a  few  points  upon  which  most  writers 
fail  to  dwell  as  forcibly  as  the  breed 
deserves.  In  the  first  place,  one  of  the 
strong  points  in  their  favor  is  that  they 
are  the  largest  breed  of  fowls  clasEed  as 
non  sitters.  The  experience  we  have 
had  with  non-sitting  breeds  has  taught 
us  that  if  their  eggs  are  not  collected 
regularly  and  they  are  let  to  run  wild, 
80  to  speak,  they  will  sit  and  rear  their 
young.  The  fact  that  Houdans  are 
non  sitting  fowls  does  not  signify  that 
they  will  lay  all  of  the  time,  but  they 
will  lay  as  well  as  any  fowls  that  are 
classed  as  non  sitters. 

For  the  reason  that  their  eggs  are 
larger  than  those  of  other  non  sitting 
breeds,  we  claim  they  are  the  equal,  if 
not  the  superior,  of  the  other  breeds 
that  are  classed  as  such.  We  speak 
from  actual  experience  in  regard  to 
this  breed,  as  17  years'  association  with 
them  has  shown  us  their  sterling  quali- 
ties, and  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
quote  the  language  of  others  who  ex- 
press their  views  on  this  subject. 

To  know  and  appreciate  the  Hou- 
dans, one  must  needs  handle  them,  and 


we  have  yet  to  learn  of  any  one  who  has 
done  so  without  appreciating  their  true 
worth. 

In  conclusion  we  will  say  they  are 
money  makers  for  anyone,  both  as  egg 
producers  and  table  fowls,  and  their 
superiors  in  these  respects  have  yet  to 
be  produced.— S.S.  Rich,  Horicon,  Wis., 
in  Pacific  Poultryman. 


Why  I  Breed  Hondaiis  Exclusively. 

At  first,  many  years  ago,  it  was  by 
accident.  I  asked  a  friend  about  a  trio 
of  blooded  sto'ck,  and  he  sold  me  the 
only  Houdan  trio  he  had.  It  was  the 
most  fortunate  trio  I  ever  heard  of, 
saw  or  experienced.  Now  it  is  from 
choice.  Though  a  lover  of  all  breeds  in 
the  Standard,  and  of  a  few  not  con- 
tained therein,  and  can  see  good  points 
in  all  breeds,  I  breed  the  Houdan  on 
its  merits  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other 
breeds.  Why?  Because  I  believe  the 
exclusive  breeder  is  most  successful  as 
a  general  rule,  though  there  are  a  few 
exceptional  cases,  with  the  experts  en- 
tirely. To  illustrate,  the  risks  are  not 
so  great,  the  amount  invested  less,  and, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  stock 
nearer  perfection.  I  have  more  con- 
fidence in  placing  an  order  for  stock  or 
eggs  with  an  exclusive  breeder  than 
with  the  one  who  breeds  several  varie- 
ties. With  the  exclusive  breeder  the 
child  or  hired  man  does  not  leave  the 
Leghorn's  gate  open  to  the  Houdan 
park  while  you  are  away  seeking  aid 
for  a  sick  and  dear  mother,  thus  spoil- 
ing your  flock  temporarily  and  your 
reputation  indefinitely,  etc.  It  is  easier 
even  for  the  well  to- do  fancier  to  invest 
$50  for  the  improvement  of  the  Hou- 
dan breed  than  for  him  to  invest  ©50 
each  for  several  breeds.  The  outcome 
is,  in  most  cases,  that  the  $50  is  di- 
vided up  between  two  or  more  varie- 
ties by  the  non-exclusive  breeder.  I 
have,  in  the  meantime,  since  my  first 
Houdan  trio  came  on  the  place,  tried 
other  good  varieties,  and  soon  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  no  town  lot  or 
farm  was  large  enough  for  two  or  more 
breeds. 

In  the  selecting  of  the  breed  to 
which  to  exclusively  devote  my  energy, 
study,  hard  work  and  upbuilding.  I 
turned  to  my  first  love,  which  always 
predominated  as  my  choice  and  money 
maker  (as  most  all  fanciers  do  who 
breed  Houdans).  Why?  They  are 
bright,  intelligent,  happy  companions, 
good  layers,  have  correct  size  when  up 
to  Standard  weight,  are  easily  petted, 
stand  confinement  well  when  neces- 
sary, yet  are  splendid  rangers  and  for- 
agers, make  extra  fine  broilers,  if  not 
the  very  best,  as  good  for  the  pan  or 
oven,  never  get  tough  even  if  ten  years 
old;  small  eaters,  placing  the  meat  in 
fro'it;  hard  to  get  to  standard  require- 


ments, but  when  once  attained  easily 
kept  in  their  good  points;  produce  very 
large,  white,  even  eggs,  and  lots  of 
them;  and  lastly,  but  not  least,  their 
fine  plumage,  big  crests  and  beards, 
small  tail,  block  like  bodies,  make  a 
handsome  appearance  in  the  park  or  on 
the  farm. 

It  is  surprising  how  quickly,  when 
once  a  successful  breeder  of  Houdans, 
one  can  find  the  Houdan  aisles  in  a 
big  poultry  show.  I  once  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  117  in  the  hottest 
of  hot  classes  at  Grand  Kapids,  Mich. 

Their  color  being  black  and  white 
indicates  that  they  possess  the  good 
qualities  of  youth  and  age,  the  black 
predominating.  To  be  concise  and  to 
the  point,  I  am  an  exclusive  breeder 
because  I  am,  after  mature  judgment, 
covering  many  years,  in  love  with  the 
happy,  handsome,  hustling  Houdans, 
formerly  from  Houdan,  France,  but 
now  greatly  improved,  strictly  Ameri- 
can, patriotic  and  up  to  date. 

They  are  money  makers  and  bound 
to  receive  a  substantial  boom,  covering 
a  long  term  of  years.  There  is  no  bet- 
ter cross  than  the  male  Iloudan  to  im- 
prove the  farmer's  general  flock  for 
meat  and  eggs.— Frank  W.  McKenzie, 
Pres.

Qusetions  Answered. 
Detroit,  Mich,,  Aug,  5,  '98. 

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Dear  Sir:— I  have  a  nice  little  in- 
cubator that  maintains  its  heat  as 
steadily  as  could  possibly  be  desired, 
and  yet  will  not  produce  chickens.  AVhy 
isity  I  have  tried  it  twice.  The  first 
time  the  eggs,  I  think,  were  chilled  in 
transport,  and  the  only  way  I  can  ac- 
count for  the  last  failure  is  this:  The 
incubator  was  set  in  a  cellar  which, 
after  starting,  began  to  leak  water 
through  the  concrete  floor,  which,  1 
think,  raised  too  much  moisture  in  the 
atmosphere  and  drowned  the  chicks,  or 
that  the  gases  arising  from  the  leak 
were  sutticiently  charged  with  carbonic 
gas  as  to  poison  them. 

On  opening  the  eggs  they  nearly  all 
appeared  to  have  mingled  the  yolks 
with  the  whites,  and  those  that  had  not 
I  concluded  were  "  clear "  eggs,  and 
some  presented  a  slightly  "cheesey"  con- 
sistency, in  some  cases  adhering  to  the 
shell,  although  during  the  generating 
term  I  had  turned  them  every  day 
pretty  regularly.  The  air  space  seemed 
to  have  dried  out  all  right.  They  had 
not  been  over-heated  nor  chilled.  Can 
you  diagnose  the  case?  If  so,  kindly 
help  me  out,  Yourly  truly,

[  Our  correspondent  is  too  easily  dis- 
couraged. We  wore  out  three  or  four  in- 
cubators- mostly  with  an  ax — before 
we  learned  how  to  use  one,  and  then 
discovered  that  the  fault  was  ours  all 
the  time.  Theoretically  a  cellar  is  an 
excellent  place  in  which  to  hatch  with 
an  incubator,  but  we  never  succeeded 
in  making  one  work  in  such  a  place, 
and  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  we  will  not  experiment  any  more 
along  that  line. 

Five  times  out  of  ten  the  trouble 
with  an  incubator  when  it  fails  to  hatch 
is  that  there  has  been  too  much  mois- 
ture in  the  egg  chamber  during  incu- 
bation. We  have  used  about  a  dozen 
different  incubators  and  have  stopped 
about  half  the  ventilator  holes  in  every 
one  of  them,  and  have  entirely  difre 
garded  directions  as  to  moisture.  For 
ten  days  we  do  not  put  any  moisture  in, 
and  during  the  next  five  days  we  put  in 
a  little.  Then  we  put  in  enough  to 
keep  the  air  in  the  egg  chamber  dis- 
tinctly moist.  After  about  the  18th  day 
we  do  not  open  the  egg  chamber  at  all  un- 
less to  put  more  water  in  the  pans.  The 
other  five  failures  out  of  ten  are  usually 
due  to  "monkeying  "  with  the  machine, 
by  opening  the  egg  chamber  to  see  if 
the  old  thing  is  working  right,  showing 
friends  how  nicely  it  is  going,  and  play- 
ing with  it  generally.  It  is  the  easiest 
thing  in  the  world  to  hatch  chicks  with 
an  incubator  that  will  hold  the  temper- 
ature regular  after  one  learns  to  keep 


away  from  it  except  to  fill  the  lamp  and 
turn  the  eggs. 

Place  your  incubator  in  a  room  on 
the  north  side  of  the  house,  set  it  to 
work,  and  after  you  feel  pretty  certain 
it  is  running  all  rignt  keep  away  from 
it  and  the  chances  are  that  you  will 
succeed.  It  is  like  riding  a  wheel— easy 
when  you  know  how,  and  after  you 
learn  you  wonder  why  you  couldn't  do 
it  at  first.]

Dear  Sir: — Will  some  kind  reader  or 
poultryman  tell  me  what  to  do  to  get 
rid  of  bed  bugsV  The  first  year  I 
started  with  my  chickens  the  lice  pretty 
near  killed  them  all,  but  I  got  away 
with  all  of  them.  Since  then  I  have 
been  over  run  with  bed  bugs.  I  have 
tried  everything  I  can  think  of,  white- 
washed my  coop  with  a  force  pump  to 
get  it  in  the  cracks;  I  used  tar  and  coal 
oil,  coal  oil  and  carbolic  acid  and  liquid 
lice  killer,  but  they  still  stay— mostly 
in  the  nest  boxes.  Lice  I  don't  see.  I 
have  been  in  the  chicken  business  for 
five  years  and  a  reader  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Journal  for  about  six 
years.  Yours  truly,

[  Those  bed  bugs  require  strict  atten. 
tion  or  a  few  of  them  will  survive. 
They  cannot  live  if  they  are  touched 
with  coal  oil.  We  should  clean  out  the 
poultry  house,  leaving  only  the  barfe 
walls  and  floor  and  give  it  a  good  dose 
of  coal  oil.  Then  we  would  arrange 
the  perches  to  rest  on  trestles  so  as  not 
to  touch  the  sides  of  the  house  at  all. 
Cover  the  floor  with  two  inches  of  coal 
ashes  and  put  in  entirely  new  nest 
boxes.  In  a  week  do  it  all  over  again, 
and  keep  on  doing  it  until  not  a  bug  is 
to  be  found.  Such  a  course  will  soon 
destroy  the  whole  lot.  If  the  house  is 
so  situated  that  it  can  be  fumigated, 
shut  it  tight  and  burn  a  pound  of  sul- 
phur in  it,  leaving  it  shut  all  day.  The 
fumes  are  fatal  to  bugs  and  penetrate 
every  crack.  Lice  are  bad  enough  but 
bed  bugs  are  worse,  because  their 
natural  home  is  in  rotting  trees,  and 
they  can  live  without  the  help  of  the 
fowls  if  necessary,]

Dear  Sir:— I  have  a  fine  rooster  and 
have  taken  him  from  the  hens  and  put 
him  in  a  pen  to  himself.  He  has  broken 
about  all  the  feathers  on  his  toes.  If  I 
take  out  the  stubs  will  the  feathers 
grow  out  again,  and  if  so,  how  long  will 
it  take ':'  Or  will  it  be  best  to  leave  him 
as  he  is'/  Which  is  best  for  show'i^

[  We  would  pull  the  stubs  of  feathers 
out  of  the  toes  about  six  weeks  before 
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time  to  show  the  bird,  unless  they  come 
out  naturally  during  the  moulting 
period.  New  feathers  will  appear  in  a 
few  days  where  they  have  been  pulled 
out  and  within  a  month  will  be  full  size, 
if  the  bird  is  in  vigorous  condition. 
Nothing  looks  nicer  than  a  full  coat  of 
perfect  feathers  on  the  foot  of  an 
Asiatic,  and  few  things  are  harder  to 
find.  If  a  judge  picks  up  a  bird  with 
fine  toe  feathering,  in  perfect  condition, 
he  is  naturally  predisposed  in  favor  of 
the  bird.  If  the  feathers  are  broken  off 
he  will  cut  the  section  on  account  of 
condition,  which  reduces  the  score  when 
really  it  should  not  be  cut  on  that  ac- 
count.]

Raising  poultry  is  no 
exception  to  this  rule,  and  those  who 
have  and  are  making  the  business  a 
dtcided  success  are  but  repeating  the 
reward  that  follows  the  faithful  appli- 
cation of  "strictly"  business  methods. 
So-called  "luck,"  good  or  bad,  is  merely 
the  effect  of  proper  or  improper  bus- 
iness methods.  The  successful  man 
rarely  ever  credits  his  good  results  to 
luck,  for  he  knows  they  are  brought 
about  by  well-directed  efforts  in  accom- 
plishing the  many  things  he  knew  suc- 
cess depended  upon.  It  is  a  matter  of 
wonder  that  men  of  intelligence,  who 
know  perfectly  well  that  certain  things 
are  necessary  to  observe,  will  half  ob- 
serve or  carry  them  out,  and  then,, 
when  the  natural  results  of  cause 
and  effect  follow,  lay  the  poor  suc- 
cess on  "  luck."  "  Luck,"  so  called 
is  thus  made  a  ready  excuse  for  all 
manner  of  carelessness,  shiftlessness, 
incompentency,  laziness  and  sheer  igno- 
rance. 

Success  in  poultry  culture  is  no  hap- 
hazard affair  but  is  secured  only  by  reg- 
ular methods,  and  the  closer  the  appli- 
cation and  more  careful  and  earnest  the 
greater  becomes  the  success.  There  are 
some  men  who  can  handle  a  large  flock 
with  great  success.  There  are  others 
who  succeed  well  with  but  a  few,  but 
make  a  sad  failure  when  they  try  large 
flocks.  A  well-known  fancier  has  said 
there  are  a  few  "  thousand  hen  men  " — 
meaning  that  there  are  few  men  who 
are  competent  to  successfully  handle 
poultry  in  great  numbers. 

Among  the  reasons  why  many  poul- 
try raisers  fail  to  meet  with  success 
when  they  increase  their  flocks  are  the 
following:  They  fail  to  increase  their 
accommodations  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  in  their  flock;  they  fail  to  rec- 
ognize the  fact  that  large  flocks  are 
ditticult  to  feed  so  that  each  individual 
may  secure  its  alloted  share;  the  vari- 
ous ailments  have  to  be  guarded  against 
where  large  flocks  are  kept  that  are 
comparatively  unknown  among  moder- 
ate sized  flocks:  that  large  flocks  re- 
quire constant  attention.  Neglect  in 
the  case  of  a  large  flock  will  often  be 
very  costly,  which  with  a  small  flock 
might  not  result  in  any  harm.  Neglects 
should  never  be  allowed,  however,  in 
any  flock. 

The  man  who  has  attained  success 
with  a  fair-sized  flock  should  be  very 
cautious  how  he  increases  it,  expecting 
thereby  proportionately  to  increase  his 
profits.  He  should  make  a  careful 
note  of  the  facts  that  have  resulted  in 
securing  his  profits.  How  he  can  in- 
crease his  flock  without  disturbing  the 
situation  or  weakening  the  factors  that 
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have  crowned  the  management  of  his 
small  rtock  with  success  should  be  his 
first  consideration.  In  most  cases  it 
will  be  wise  to  let  "  well  enough  alone." 
If  an  increase  is  to  be  made  in  the 
flock,  let  additional  accommodations  for 
another  flock  be  provided,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  let  them  be  similar  to  those 
that  have  produced  such  satisfactory 
results  already.  In  this  manner,  by  a 
sort  of  colonizing  plan,  the  energetic  and 
ambitious  poultry  raiser  may  increase 
his  poultry  llock  with  a  good  prospect 
of  additional  profit. 

There  are  men  who  do  raise  poultry 
by  the  thousands,  and  with  a  percent- 
age of  loss  not  much  greater  than  those 
who  raise  but  a  few.  Their  success  is 
due  to  their  personal  attention  and  the 
strict  observance  of  proper  feeding, 
good  houses,  sanitary  conditions;  in 
fact,  the  carrying  out  of  all  little  things 
in  careful  detail  that  an  extended  ex- 
perience has  taught  them  is  necessary. 
They  never  give  their  success  any  credit 
to  "  luck."  The  man  who  wants  to 
succeed  with  poultry  on  elaborate  scale 
must  commence  at  the  bottom  round 
of  the  ladder  of  experience  and  learn 
to  keep  his  head  and  balance  as  be 
climbs  up  the  ladder  step  by  step. 
There  are  some  men  who  become  infat- 
uated with  the  poultry  business  and 
imagine  because  they  have  the  proper 
pocket-book  backing  to  start  in  on  a 
large  scale  that  they  will  be  successful. 
They  generally  climb  down  the  ladder, 
though,  instead  of  up.  Experience  is 
wise  but  often  a  costly  teacher.  In 
poultry  keeping  experience  properly 
followed,  will  lead  step  by  step  to  suc- 
cess, and  it  is  the  only  way  to  reach  the 
desired  goal. 

Poultry  as  a  business  offers  excellent 
inducements  to  ambitious  farmers. 
The  man  who  attains  success  with  a 
small  llock  can,  by  following  out  the 
same  plan  on  a  more  extended  scale, 
branch  out  and  increase  his  rtock  and 
continue  in  a  channel  of  profit.  He 
must  make  a  study  of  his  llock,  so  as  to 
become  an  expert  and  be  able  to  readily 
perceive  the  conditions  and  require 
ments  of  his  poultry  at  all  times.  Ex 
perience  will  soon  teach  him  that  pre 
vention  of  the  cause  of  trouble  is  al 
ways  better  than  remedies.  He  must 
master  his  business  so  that  system  and 
regularity  will  be  a  feature  for  labor 
saving.  He  will  soon  learn  that  timely 
attention  smooths  the  road  for  good  re- 
sults. He  will  soon  know  that  it  is  the 
little  things,  trilling  though  many  of 
them  may  seem,  that  the  final  success 
depends  upon.  He  will  soon  learn  that 
poultry  raising  requires  business  atten- 
tion, the  same  as  any  other  occupation, 
and  that  the  man  who  "  side  tracks  "  It 
in  connection  with  some  other  business 
needs  only  expect  "  switched  off  "  re- 
turns instead  of  the  "  main  line  "  suc- 
cess.—Baltimore  Sun.

The  Necessity  of  Runs. 

Before  it  is  possible  to  make  any 
choice  in  respect  to  the  kind  of  fowl  we 
should  keep,  it  is  desirable  to  have  a 
clear  idea  as  to  what  can  be  done  in  the 
direction  of  providing  for  their  accom- 
modation. The  latter  will  have  a  con- 
siderable influence  in  determining  the 
former. 

Terhaps  it  will  be  wise  to  consider 
the  question  of  runs  first  of  all,  because 
so  much  depends  on  these.  The  farmer 
who  has  plenty  of  space  at  command, 
who  can  give  his  stock  liberty,  who  has 
no  temptation  to  overcrowding,  and 
who  can  remove  them  on  to  fresh 
ground  each  season,  need  not  trouble 
himself  much  as  to  the  ground,  pro 
vided  that  he  is  willing  to  take  the 
trouble  necessary  to  keep  his  stock  in 
health.  But  even  he  must  clearly 
understand  that  keeping  large  numbers 
of  birds  on  the  same  soil  means  taint- 
ing the  earth,  with  ultimate  disease  and 
lose.  We  know  that  is  the  case  with 
larger  animals.  Many  of  the  diseases 
which  affect  these  are  directly  or  indi- 
rectly due  to  ignoring  the  need  for 
maintaining  a  true  balance  between 
animal  and  plant  life.  The  debris  of 
animals  is  food  for  plants,  but  poison- 
ous to  animals  themselves.  Hence  the 
necessity  for  keeping  this  fact  in  mind. 
Tainted  soil— that  is,  charged  with  the 
manure  of  fowls— is  fatal,  as  much  so 
as  would  be  tainted  atmosphere.  More- 
over, when  the  earth  is  exhausted  of 
those  elements  for  which  fowls  seek, 
they  cannot  thrive  nearly  so  well.  I 
want  to  make  clear  the  necessity  for 
changing  the  runs,  provided  that  the 
number  of  birds  kept  is  too  great  for 
the  earth  to  utilize  their  manure. 
Where  there  is  free  growth  of  grass  or 
other  crops  this  presents  no  serious 
diiliculty,  if  the  bouses  are  moved  now 
and  again. 

If  the  conditions  are  such  that  the 
birds  must  be  kept  in  confinement,  then 
the  question  of  soil  becomes  of  even 
more  serious  import.  Much  has  been 
said  and  written  on  the  point  under 
consideration.  Statements  have  been 
put  forth  that  200  birds  can  be  kept 
healthily  on  an  acre  of  land,  but 
frankly,  I  do  not  believe  them— that  is, 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  same  birds  to 
this  number  have  been  kept  on  the 
same  piece  of  land  year  after  year  with- 
out an  outbreak  of  disease.  All  past 
experience,  not  only  with  poultry  but 
larger  stock,  goes  to  condemn  a  system 
which  is  antagonistic  to  natural  laws, 
and  which  common  sense  declares  to 
be  a  bad  one.  Of  course,  I  know  that 
something  may  be  done  to  reduce  the 
danger,  by  removing  the  top  crust  of 
soil  as  it  becomes  impregnated  with 
manure,  and  substituting  fresh  earth 
for  it,  but  the  end  will  only  be  delayed, 
not  prevented.  Even  when  the  run  is 


large  enough  and  the  fowls  not  too 
numerous,  so  that  the  grass  is  not 
destroyed,  the  ground  will  ultimately 
become  foul,  unless  the  grass  grows 
long  and  heavy,  and  the  soil  is  given  a 
rest.  I  could  give  many  instances  in 
proof  of  these  contentions,  which  are 
the  result  of  careful  and  long  continued 
observations.  As  well  might  we  expect 
to  live  healthily  over  a  cesspool,  as  to 
expect  fowls  to  do  the  same  on  tainted 
ground.  For  those,  therefore,  who  have 
not  much  room,  it  is  necessary  at  the 
outset  to  state  most  emphatically  what 
can  be  and  what  cannot  be  done.  AH 
other  labor  will  be  in  vain  unless  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  keeping  the  land  sweet, 
That  it  can  be  accomplished,  even  un- 
der the  most  restricted  conditions,  is 
true,  but  to  do  this  we  must  recognize 
the  need,  and  understand  what  has  to 
be  done. 

Eeverting  to  fowls  at  liberty,  a  mis- 
take is  frequently  made  in  keeping  large 
numbers  together  in  one  place.  When  a 
poultry-house  is  part  of  the  farm  build- 
ings, and  the  stock  is  extensive,  then 
these  birds  naturally  use  the  surround- 
ing fields  very  largely,  which  become 
in  time  affected  as  already  described. 
If  only  a  few  birds  are  kept,  the  risk  is 
minimized.  Frequently  for  conven- 
ience sake  the  chickens  are  reared  close 
to  home,  and  thus  the  danger  of  taint 
is  increased.  Often  have  I  found  birds 
upon  farms  in  an  unhealthy  state,  and 
the  cause  when  traced  was  due  to  the 
reason  here  suggested.  Thus  the  use 
of  movable  houses  should  be  encour- 
aged as  much  as  possible,  for  then  the 
run  of  fowls  can  be  changed,  and  the 
ground  near  home  given  a  needed  rest. 
I  shall  have  more  to  say  as  to  the  ad- 
vantages of  portable  houses,  but  in  the 
present  connection  it  is  enough  to  state 
that  they  are  specially  useful  in  pre- 
venting contamination  of  the  ground, 
the  importance  of  which  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasized. 

So  far  as  confined  runs  are  concerned, 
it  is  necessary  to  show  how  the  ground 
can  be  kept  sweet,  for  if  this  were  im- 
possible the  limitation  would  shut  out 
large  numbers  of  those  whose  oppor- 
tunities of  poultry-keeping  are  necessa- 
rily limited.  There  is  much  difference 
in  soils.  In  the  case  of  heavy  clay,  the 
manure  lies  more  upon  the  surface  and 
is  not  absorbed  to  the  same  extent  as 
with  light  soils.  Therefore,  the  effect 
would  be  more  rapidly  apparent.  I 
have  known  poultry  kept  successfully 
in  very  small  runs,  but  this  was  where 
every  few  weeks  the  earth  was  entirely 
renewed  to  the  depth  of  six  inches,  and 
probably  dug  up  meanwhile.  Where  a 
fair  amount  of  space  is  available,  the 
better  plan  is  to  divide  the  ground  into 
two  parts,  and  use  only  one  half  at  a 
time,  transferring  the  birds  every  six 
months.  If  these  runs  are  in  turf,  it 
will  be  enough  to  allow  the  grass  in  the 
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unoccupied  portion  to  grow  long,  cut- 
ting it  once  in  summer  when  thick,  or 
the  air  will  not  get  down  into  the 
ground  so  freely.  By  so  doing,  much 
of  the  ammonia  will  be  exhausted,  and 
nitrogen  restored  to  the  soil.  But  this 
method  cannot  be  adopted  for  small 
runs,  as  the  birds  will  kill  the  grass, 
and  then  the  preferable  plan  is  to  dig 
over  the  unoccupied  portion  and  either 
sow  clover  seed  or  plant  quick-growing 
cabbages,  the  latter  preferred.  By  so 
doing  a  dual  advantage  is  obtained,  for 
not  only  is  the  danger  of  tainted  soil 
minimized,  but  at  the  same  time  the 
manure  is  utilized  in  a  way  which 
makes  it  profitable,  Many  of  those 
who  have  tested  this  system,  have  ex- 
pressed their  surprise  at  the  splendid 
vegetables  obtained,  but  this  is  to  be 
expected,  for  the  earth  is  rich  in  those 
elements  which  form  vegetable  matter, 
if,  however,  the  poultry  runs  can  be 
planted  with  fruit  trees,  they  will  ren 
der  very  great  service  in  the  direction 
indicated.  But  they  should  not  be 
planted  too  closely.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances it  would  only  be  necessary 
to  take  off  one  crop  of  vegetables  or 
roots  in  the  year.  By  adopting  this 
system  a  double  crop  is  obtained  from 
the  soil,  and  the  various  elements  are 
utilized  to  the  full,  preventing  their 
being  wasted. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as 
to  how  many  birds  can  be  kept  on  an 
acre  of  land.  If  they  are  to  remain 
there  permanently  I  should  not  advise 
more  than  forty,  but  when  the  system 
already  advised  is   adopted,  that  is. 


changing  the  run,  twice  that  number 
may  be  kept.  At  the  same  time,  crowd- 
ing is  inadvisable,  because  if  birds  are 
to  live  in  one  place,  they  are  more  likely 
to  quarrel  if  in  too  great  numbers. 
Further,  crowding  is  an  economic  mis- 
take. The  experience  of  many  is  that 
they  actually  obtain  more  eggs  from  a 
moderate  than  a  larger  number.  A 
week  or  two  ago  a  man  told  me  that 
having  succeeded  so  well  with  a  dozen 
hens  in  a  fair-sized  run  he  increased 
the  number  to  twenty,  but  had  fewer 
eggs  from  the  twenty  than  from  the 
twelve.  Others  can  confirm  this  by 
their  own  experience.— Stephen  Beale, 
in  Country  Gentleman.

Fourth  Annual  3It.  Gretna  Poultry 
Show,  Aug.  15-19. 

A  show,  60  the  catalogue  tells  us, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Mt.  Gretna, 
(Pa.)  Mechanical  and  Industrial  Expo- 
sition, but  which  in  reality  is  a  whole 
show  unto  itself,  was  held  Aug.  15  to 
19,  at  Mt.  Gretna,  Pa.  One  that  has  in 
four  short  years  taken  its  place  among 
the  best  in  the  country,  and  one,  which 
under  the  management  of  the  only  M. 
B,  Blouch,  bids  fair  to  hold  that  envia- 
ble position. 

A  show  that  has  in  its  coops  birds  as 
good  and  classes  as  strong  as  can  be 
seen  anywhere. 

Fanciers  plan  for  it  months  ahead, 
and  be  they  exhibitors  or  non  exhibitors 
they  show  up  at  Mt.  Gretna  during  fair 
week,  and  put  in  the  week  having  a 
good  time.  It  was  a  bold  and  unique 
idea  to  hold  a  mid  summer  poultry 
show  in  America.  But  even  the  first 
show  was  a  success,  and  as  it  dawned 
on  breeders  that  this  show  was  going  to 
be  an  annual  and  permanent  thing,  they 
have  more  and  more  hatched  early 
chicks  in  anticipation  of  it.  This  year 
it  was  a  pleasure  to  see  the  develop- 
ment of  many  of  them,  or  in  fact  most 
of  them,  for  the  small  or  half  grown 
chicks  were  very  rare.  It  seems  a  fact 
that  the  early  bird  does  catch  the  worm, 
for  the  gloss,  sheen  and  development 
seen  on  those  early  hatched  fowls,  is 
rarely  seen  in  stock  at  winter  shows. 
Even  In  such  slow  maturing  birds  as 
Bulf  Cochins  this  year  at  Mt.  Gretna, 
could  be  found  pullets  that  were  laying. 
The  entry  fees  were  50  cents  a  bird, 
§2.50  a  pen.  Four  ribbons  or  prizes 
awarded  in  each  class,  let  premium,  six 
entries,  $2;  2d  premium,  .$1.50;  1st  pre- 
mium, five  entries,  $1.75;  2d  premium, 
$1.25,  and  thus  downward  in  a  sliding 
scale  until  only  one  entry  was  reached, 
where  1st  premium  was  50  cents.  Same 
basis  on  pens. 

All  travelling  poultrymen  popularly 
known  as  "hucksters,"  were  rigidly 
prevented  from  making  any  entries. 


This  makes  a  Mt.  Gretna  poultry  show 
a  "  breeders's  "  show. 

Mt.  Gretna  is  an  immense  mountain 
side  park,  a  kind  of  semi-picnic,  semi- 
summer  resort.  The  poultry  building 
is  a  large,  one  story  affair  built  in  a 
natural  clearing  in  the  woods,  so  well 
lighted,  well  ventilated  and  well  filled 
with  cooling  breezes  on  the  hottest  mid- 
summer day.  Add  to  this  a  great  plenty 
of  the  coolest  spring  water  and  you 
have  a  faint  idea  of  the  pleasures  of 
Mt.  Gretna  park. 

The  judges  this  year  were  Zimmer, 
Drevenstedt,  Brown,  Stanton,  and  Mc- 
Grew. 

The  exhibitors  numbered  90.  The 
number  of  birds  in  single  entry,  not 
counting  pigeons,  pheasants,  etc.,  was 
1100.   There  were  51  breeding  pens. 

In  Buff  Leghorns  and  White  Wyan- 
dottes,  the  entries  were  largest,  very 
large;  competition  keenest,  very  keen. 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  Brown  Leg- 
horns and  all  buff  breeds  also  plenty  of 
entries  and  strong  competition.— "W. 
Theo.  Wittman  in  American  Stock- 
Keeper.

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01(1  Hens  vs.  Pullets. 

i'he  following  interesting  facts  are 
given  in  a  bulletin  issued  by  the  Agri- 
cultural College  at  Logan,  Utah,  as  a 
comparison  between  old  hens  and  pul- 
lets for  egg  production.  The  profit 
from  the  young  hens  or  pullets  is  about 
five  times  greater  than  that  of  the  old 
hens.  Not  only  did  the  old  hens  lay 
considerably  fewer  eggs,  but  the  eg?8 
were  worth  less  per  dozen.  Those  of 
the  old  hens  averaged  less  than  a  cent 
apiece,  while  those  from  the  pullets, 
with  the  exception  of  pen  2,  averaged 
more  than  a  cent  apiece.  This  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  the  pullets 
laid  a  large  proportion  of  their  eggs  in 
early  winter,  when  the  price  was  good. 
The  old  bens  were  three  to  four  years 
old.  Id  the  experiment  there  were  no 
two  year  olds.  In  the  present  season 
(1897  8)  the  two  year  olds  are  being 
tested.  Pens  3  and  4  of  the  past  year's 
experiment  are  being  continued,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year  their 
records  as  pullets  and  as  two-year  olds 
may  be  compared. 

The  effect  of  exercise  on  food  con- 
sumption is  also  illustrated.  The  three 
pens  having  no  exercise  averaged  120 
eggs,  while  those  from  the  exercised 
pens  averaged  14B  eggs.  The  average 
food  cost  per  dozen  of  eggs  was,  for  the 
non-exercised  pens,  6,5  cents,  and  5  3 
cents  for  the  exercised  pens,  over  22  per 
cent  in  favor  of  exercise.  The  fact, 
when  studied  in  connection  with  the 
other  fact  that  there  was  no  appreciable 
difference  in  the  relative  weights  of  the 
fowls  during  the  year,  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  exeicise,  such  as  was 
given,  is  an  aid  to  digestion;  or,  in  other 
words,  the  exercised  hen  made  a  better 
use  of  the  food.  It  took  22  per  cent 
more  food  to  make  a  dozen  of  eggs 
without  the  exercise  than  with  it;  in 
other  words,  22  per  cent  of  the  food 
wasted  by  the  unexercised  hen.  It  was 
not  used  in  the  growth  of  llesh,  for  the 
weights  show  that  the  exercised  hen 
was  as  heavy  as  the  non-exercised.  It 
seems  to  be  a  mere  question  of  diges- 
tion; the  exercise  aids  digestion  and  as- 
similation and  prevents  waste  of  food. 
It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  fowls 
without  exercise  laid  heavier  eggs  than 
those  with  it. 

The  Brahmas  did  not  lay  till  January, 
and  pen  1  of  old  hens  not  till  February. 
This  pen,  the  last  to  begin,  was  the  first 
to  stop  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
heaviest  laying  was  in  April  and  May. 
The  record  shows  that  the  early-hatched 
pullets  began  laying  fully  two  weeks 
earlier  than  the  late-hatched.  Pens  3 
and  4,  together  with  pen  7,  had  been 
laying  some  time  before  being  put  in 
the  experiment,  and  this  fact  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  when  making 
comparisons  between  early  and  late- 
hatched  pens.  No  record  bad  been  kept 


of  the  number  laid  before  the  experi- 
ment began.  Had  these  been  counted, 
and  had  there  been  no  break  in  the  lay 
ing  caused  by  the  change  of  quarters, 
no  doubt  the  record  would  have  been 
200  eggs  for  each  pullet  in  pen  4.  This 
would  have  added  much  more  to  the 
profit,  and  reduced  considerably  the 
food  cost  per  dozen  of  eggs.  The  pen 
of  Brahmas  made  a  good  record  during 
the  time  they  were  in  the  business. 
During  the  ten  months  that  they  laid 
eggs  they  made  a  better  record  than  the 
cross  breds  during  the  twelve  months. 
The  cross-breds  were  broody  longer 
than  the  pure  bred  Brahmas,  and  this 
probably  accounts  for  the  smaller  egg 
yield.  It  should  be  stated  that  the  re- 
sults of  this  experiment  ha^e  been  ac- 
complished with  fowls  kept  in  confine 
ment.  During  the  winter  months,  a 
period  of  between  three  and  four 
months,  they  were  not  outside  of  the 
building.  The  four  fowls  had  less  than 
eight  square  feet  of  lioor  space  inside 
the  building,  and  when  the  male  was 
with  them,  still  less. 

There  was  no  feeding  test  embraced 
in  the  experiment.  All  pens  were  fed 
alike,  except  in  the  matter  of  quantity. 
The  food  consisted  of  a  mash  composed 
of  two  parts  bran  and  shorts,  and  one 
part  each  of  chopped  corn  and  oats, 
which  was  fed  in  the  morning;  about  10 
o'clock  a  little  grain  was  fed;  then  grain 
again -in  the  evening.  The  quantities 
and  varieties  of  grain  varied  at  different 
periods.  Three  times  a  week,  except 
when  our  butcher  failed  us,  cut  bones 
and  meat  were  fed.  The  green  food 
consisted  of  cabbages,  a  head  beicg 
constantly  hung  in  each  pen  until  about 
the  first  of  March,  after  which,  and  un- 
til green  grass  could  be  secured,  cut 
lucerne  leaves  were  fed  dry.  This  was 
scattered  in  the  pens.  During  the  sum- 
mer green  grass  was  thrown  into  the 
pens.  The  grains  fed  were  wheat,  oats, 
corn  and  barley.  Corn  was  fed  spar- 
ingly, and  barley  was  discarded  after  a 
few  weeks'  trial  because  it  was  not  rel- 
ished by  the  fowls;  so  that  barley  can 
be  left  out  of  account  altogether.  No 
prepared  poultry  foods  nor  egg  foods 
were  fed.  No  stimulating  foods  of  any 
kind  were  fed  except  occasionally  a 


little  cayenne  pepper  in  the  morning 
mash.  Salt  was  also  used  in  the  mash. 
During  the  winter  coal  ashes  were  kept 
before  the  fowls,  also  a  little  gravel.  No 
oyster  shells  were  fed  until  the  middle 
of  summer. 

The  idea  kept  uppermost  in  mind  in 
feeding  was  to  so  feed  as  to  induce  the 
largest  possible  consumption  of  food  of 
the  right  kind.  The  theory  that  the 
more  food  an  animal  will  eat  and  as- 
similate, the  greater  will  be  the  product, 
has  been  proved  to  be  correct  in  the 
feeding  of  other  kinds  of  live  stock.  A 
cow,  for  instance,  requires  a  certain 
amount  of  food  to  maintain  existence, 
and  the  first  use  to  which  food  is  put  is 
to  supply  the  requirements  of  the  body, 
and  anything  beyond  that  amount 
which  a  cow  can  be  induced  to  eat  will 
go  to  the  production  of  milk,  if  she  is  a 
good  dairy  type.  A  steer  requires  a 
certain  amount  to  maintain  life.  Any- 
thing beyond  that  amount  will  go  to 
make  beef.  So  it  is  in  feeding  for  eggs. 
The  hen  must  be  liberally  fed;  she 
must  consume  more  than  is  merely  nec- 
essary to  support  life  in  order  to  furnish 
eggs.  But  one  great  danger  in  liberally 
feeding  the  hen  is  that  instead  of  the 
surplus  above  maintenance  going  to  the 
production  of  eggs,  it  is  very  apt  to  go 
to  the  production  of  fat;  at  any  rate, 
that  is  the  theory  of  pouitrymen.  To 
guard  against  this  result,  the  question 
of  exercise  for  the  hen  has  come  to  be 
looked  upon  by  successful  pouitrymen 
as  of  vital  importance.  "  Make  the  hen 
exercise, "  they  say,  "and  instead  of  get- 
ting a  fat  hen  you  will  get  a  fat  egg 
basket."

Three  Kequisites  of  Success. 

Failures  in  the  various  pursuits  called 
"  business,"  or,  in  other  words,  mercan- 
tile ventures,  are  usually  attributed  to 
three  causes — first,  lack  of  ability;  sec 
ond,  lack  of  capital;  and  third,  too 
much  competition,  whereby  the  supply 
is  rendered  greater  than  the  demand, 
and  hence  a  cutting  of  prices  to  get  rid 
of  an  overstock,  which  results  in  such  a 
sacrifice  that  the  firm  cannot  prosper, 
and  therefore  fails. 

Eaising  poultry  for  profit,  when  it 
takes  the  nature  of  a  business,  can  be 
compared  to  other  pursuits  of  a  similar 
object,  and  must,  like  all  mercantile 
ventures,  be  run  on  business  principles, 
or  certain  failure  will  be  the  result. 
The  majority  of  poultry  plants  are  run 
for  profit,  and  are  either  a  distinct  bus- 
iness by  themselves,  or  are  a  part  of  a 
general  dairy,  fruit  or  farm  business. 
The  minority  are  run  at  a  loss,  and  are 
usually  conducted  by  wealthy  amateurs 
who  enter  into  the  pursuit  for  a  fad,  or 
to  gratify  a  love  for  poultry  keeping,  or 
perhaps  to  improve  the  different  breeds, 
willing  to  sacrifice  the  money  for  the 
good  of  the  industry,  and  with  no  idea 
of  profit. 

Eaising  poultry  for  profit  is  subject  to 
two  of  the  three  influences  which  gov- 
ern any  other  business  pursuit.  It  re- 
quires ability  and  capital,  but  so  f^r  has 
not  been  affected  by  the  third,  namely, 
competition,  over-production  and  its 
consequent  disasters. 

The  first  quality  necessary,  therefore, 
either  in  an  ordinary  business  pursuit, 
or  in  raising  poultry,  is  ability.  There 
are  thousands  and  thousands  of  small 
flocks  of  poultry  throughout  this  coun- 
try which  add  many  welcome  dollars  to 
the  other  crops  of  a  farm  and  produce 
the  bulk  of  all  our  eggs.  There  are 
also  a  few  hundred  large  poultry  plants, 
housing  from  300  to  1,000  or  more 
head.  These,  both  large  and  small,  are 
run  on  strictly  business  principles,  as 
their  success  year  after  year  denotes, 
and  the  profit  realized  from  them  shows 
conclusively  the  ability  of  the  men  run 
ning  them.  When  this  ability  can  ac- 
cumulate money  it  is  turned  into  cap- 
ital, which  is  invested  in  enlarging  the 
plant,  and  the  business  continues  to 
grow  in  proportion. 

Now,  when  any  pursuit  is  prosperous 
it  does  not  attract  our  attention  special- 
ly, because  we  see  at  a  glance  that  with 
its  system  and  business  principles  and 
the  ability  of  the  people  running  it,  it 
is  bound  to  succeed.  We  therefore  pass 
it  by  and  stop  at  a  well-equipped  plant 
where  we  realize  at  once  that  plenty  of 
capital  has  been  invested,  and  where 
in  appearance  everything  should  be 
prosperous,  but  where  on  the  con- 
trary, everything  is  a  failure.  The  cap- 
ital in  this  case  is  being  sacrificed 


through  the  lack  of  ability  to  turn  it 
into  a  profitable  channel. 

Eaising  poultry  is  a  peculiar  and  at 
the  same  time  a  fascinating  pursuit. 
The  person  who  enters  into  it  must, 
above  all,  have  a  great  fondness  for  it. 
It  at  no  time  becomes  mechanical  or 
commonplace.  The  foreman  of  a  can- 
ning factory  would  not  therefore  suc- 
ceed in  raising  chickens  if  he  ran  them 
on  the  same  principle  he  had  been  run- 
ning his  canning  room  on.  As  each 
season  comes  round,  there  is  something 
new,  something  different  to  learn  about 
chickens.  As  a  rule,  it  is  all  in  the  line 
of  improvement,  and  with  an  aim  to  be 
more  successful  each  year.  When  dis- 
aster and  bad  luck  overtake  the  breed- 
er, it  is  his  great  fondness  for  the  pur- 
suit which  carries  him  through.  He 
must  also  have  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
common  sense  and  knowledge  of  his 
business  to  be  able  to  make  up  losses 
and  finally  come  out  with  a  prosperous 
season. 

The  secret  of  the  failures  of  well 
equipped  poultry  plants,  where  capital 
is  plentiful,  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
owners  think  to  make  a  profit  by  hiring 
some  man  (of  course  a  poultryman  pre- 
ferred) to  run  the  establishment  and 
make  it  succeed  for  them.  This  is  not 
an  impossible  thing  to  do,  but  one  of 
the  first  requisites  is  the  poultryman, 
or  in  other  words,  the  ability.  First 
class  poultrymen  out  of  employment 
are  as  scarce  as  hens  with  teeth.  Again, 
a  first  class  poultryman  hired  by  a  man 
who  knows  nothing  about  raising 
poultry,  soon  becomes  a  second  class 
man  at  everything.  There  may  be  ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule,  but  they  are 
scarce. 

Of  course  there  are  many  instances  in 
other  business  enterprises  where  one 
man  invests  capital  and  another  man 
tries  by  ability  to  make  a  profit  for  the 
concern;  but  in  such  a  case  the  cap- 
italist must  have  confidence  in  the 
ability  of  his  partner  to  make  a  sucess, 
or  he  would  not  entrust  money  to  him. 
So  it  should  be  in  the  poultry  business. 
If  a  capitalist  hires  a  poultryman  to 
provide  the  ability— which  means,  or 
should  mean,  successful  experience — 
the  former  ought  to  get  a  fair  return 
for  the  wages  at  least:  but  the  truth 
of  the  matter  is  that  there  are  no  first- 
class  poultrymen  to  be  hired.  They 
are  either  all  working  for  some  one 
else  or  in  business  for  themselves. 

The  second  quality  necessary  for  a 
successful  poultry  plant  is  capital. 
Without  this  all  the  ability  in  the  world 
cannot  succeed.  The  capital  may  be 
great  or  small,  but  capital  it  must  be, 
and  available  at  the  start.  There  is 
really  more  chance  for  success  for  a 
man  with  capital  who  is  willing  to  learn 
by  experience,  than  for  a  man  with 
ability  and  no  capital.   At  the  begin- 
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ning  of  one's  career  in  poultry  raising 
there  are  houses  and  yards  to  make, 
stock  and  eggs  to  be  bought,  and  a 
living  to  be  paid  for  before  any  returns 
can  be  counted  on.  Investment  of  cap- 
ital should  be  by  easy  stages,  never 
putting  in  more  money  than  you  can 
control.  One  man  may  succeed  with  a 
hundred  hens  who  invests  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  for  their  housing  and  keep, 
and  another  may  fail  who  invests 
largely  and  goes  into  the  venture  on  an 
extended  scale.  One  should  learn  to 
creep  before  he  walks,  in  this,  as  in  any 
other  business.  Master  the  numerous 
details  step  by  step,  and  eventually 
master  the  business. 

There  may  not  be  any  very  large  for 
tunes  to  be  made  in  poultry  raising,  but 
there  is  a  handsome  living  for  any  one 
who  has  the  love  for  the  pursuit,  the 
ability  to  raise  and  care  for  stock,  and 
a  small  capital  to  start  with.  These 
three  things  must  go  hand  in  hand; 
separately  they  cannot  bring  success.— 
E.  O.  Roessle  in  Country  Gentleman. 


Oriariu  of  Poultry  Varieties. 

Some  years  since  the  columns  of  this 
journal  contained  inquiries  as  to  the 
natural  history  of  our  various  breeds  of 
poultry.  Poultry  keepers,  both  for  ex- 
hibition and  table  purposes,  would  be 
necessarily  interested  in  such  an  in- 
quiry, for  its  investigation  might  have 
afforded  them  material  assistance.  But 
whatever  information  may  have  been 
thus  acquired,  it  has  not  yet,  to  my 
knowledge,  been  given  to  the  public, 
and  hence  the  present  allusion  to  the 
subject.  Darwin's  admirable  work  on 
the  "  Origin  of  Species  "  elucidates  the 
mode  in  which  such  inquiries  might 
best  be  conducted,  and  would  bring 
most  important  assistance  to  its  practi- 
cal discussion.  The  first  question  is, 
whether  all  our  different  breeds  of  do- 
mestic poultry  are  to  be  attributed  to 
some  one  common  stock  ?  Now,  the 
existence  of  undomesticated  Galli,  such 
as  (I.  giganteus  and  G.  Bankiva,  how- 
ever satisfactory  they  may  stand  as  the 
respective  parents  of  the  Malay  and  the 
Bantam  families  (although  there  are 
difliculties  as  regards  the  latter),  will 
not  account  for  the  parentage  of  other 
fowls.  In  respect  to  size  and  general 
features  they  may  stand  at  either  ex- 
tremity; but  still  some  connecting  link 
is  evidently  wanting.  It  has  been 
therefore  considered  probable  that  the 
bird  which  occupied  this  position,  since 
he  can  not  now  be  found  or  traced,  has, 
like  the  camel,  and,  in  a  less  degree,  the 
sheep,  been  absorbed  by  domestication, 
and  no  longer  exists  in  a  natural  wild 
state.  The  answer,  -therefore,  to  this 
question  seems  to  be  in  the  negative — 
viz.,  that  there  does  not  exist,  and  prob- 
ably never  has  existed,  any  one  common 


parent  for  all  the  present  members  of 
the  poultry  yard.  Consequent  on  this 
I  would  put  a  second  question.  Is  there 
any  other  wild  Gallus,  besides  G.  gigan 
tens  and  Bankiva,  that  would  answer 
the  requirements  of  such  a  common 
progenitor?  Again,  has  the  observa- 
tion of  the  poultry  breeder  furnished 
him  with  any  instances  in  the  different 
varieties  where  a  falling  back  for  a 
common  type  has  shown  itself Or,  on 
the  contrary,  has  his  experience  in  this 
respect  tended  to  support  the  idea  of

Pure  Breeds  for  the  Farm. 

The  farmer  who  buys  a  trio  of 
birds  pays  more  than  their  value 
for  them  when  he  is  particular 
about  "points."  It  is  true  that  the 
points  are  necessary,  as  they  preserve 
the  breeds,  and  no  farmer  should  pur 
chase  a  Plymouth  Rock  possessing 
feathered  legs  or  a  rose  comb,  for  such 
birds  would  not  be  pure;  but  he  should 
not  pay  Ave  dollars  for  a  bird  because 
its  comb  had  Ave  points  instead  of  six, 
provided  the  bird  was  true  to  its  breed. 
What  the  farmer  should  do  is  to  insist 
on  having  a  strong  and  vigorous  bird 
when  he  buys  one,  giving  full  attention 
to  all  the  points  that  insure  purity,  and 
overlook  any  trivial  defects  that  may 
appear  important  in  the  show  room,  but 
which  may  not  injure  the  bird  for 
breeding  purposes.  Further,  the  farmer 
should  not  write  the  breeder  to  send 
him  a  bird  that  is  wanted  for  breeding 
receiving  it  at  a  low  cost,  and  tbem 
condemn  the  breeder  because  the  bird 
is  not  one  that  will  win  in  a  show  room. 
—Farm  and  Fireside.

Feeding  for  Eggs. 

Hundreds  of  pages  have  been  written 
on  this  Eubject,  but  it  is  apparently  as 
fresh  as  ever.  The  one  question  that 
will  pass  between  two  poultry  breeders 
before  they  have  been  talking  about 
chickens  long  will  be:  "What  do  you 
feed  your  laying  hens  ?" 

The  answer  is  almost  as  varied  as  the 
number  of  questions  asked  about  it. 
We  hear  of  mixtures  sold  as  poultry 
feed  that  induces  hens  to  lay  regularly 
all  the  year  around,  and  we  hear  of 
flocks  that  are  never  given  any  of  these 
stimulents,  that  lay  as  well  as  can  be 
expected  of  any  lot  of  hens. 

Some  breeders  feed  by  rule,  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  such  feeders  are  con 
stantly  trying  to  improve  on  their  for 
mula.  One  man  feeds  oats  in  large 
quantities,  and  another  never  feeds 
them  at  all.  deeding  for  eggs  is  the 
most  puzzling  subject  that  ever  presents 
itself  to  the  poultry  keeper  who  studies 
his  business. 

Since  1882  this  question  has  been  be 
fore  us,  and  we  begin  to  think  we  know 
something  about  it,  but  the  extent  of 
our  knowledge  now  is  a  disposition  to 
make  an  avowal  that  we  cannot  say 
just  what  mixture  of  feeds  would  pro- 
duce the  best  results.  We  are  inclined 
to  place  corn  at  the  head  of  the  list  of 
grains,  but  to  feed  all  corn  unless  the 
flock  has  unlimited  range  and  needs  but 
little  grain  of  any  kind  would  cause 
egg  production  to  cease  in  a  short  time 
Corn  and  plenty  of  green  feed,  and  a 
range  rich  in  insects,  make  a  flrst  class 
egg  food,  but  where  the  hens  are  shut 
up,  corn  should  not  make  more  than 
one-third  the  grain  feed.  The  re 
mainder  should  be  made  up  of  wheat, 
oats  and  bran  in  about  equal  propor- 
tions, and  most  of  the  corn  that  is  fed 
during  the  year  should  be  given  during 
the  six  cold  months. 

But  a  diet  of  grain  alone  will  not 
stimulate  egg  production.  With  it  must 
be  given  other  feeds,  such  as  milk,  meat 
scraps,  crushed  bone,  green  cut  bone,  if 
it  is  to  be  had,  ground  shells  and  plenty 
of  green  feed  in  the  shape  of  grass  or 
other  green  stuff  in  the  summer,  and 
raw  chopped  vegetables  in  winter. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  how  this 
should  be  fed.  Give  a  little  of  each 
kind  often,  and  it  wiil  be  found  pretty 
hard  to  feed  the  hens  so  much  that 
they  will  get  ovtrfat.  With  all  the 
talk  about  overfteding  hens,  one  fact 
has  been  impressed  on  us.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  get  a  hen  fat  while  she  is 
laying  regularly.  This  applies  to  all 
the  non-sitting  breeds  and  to  the  Amer- 
ican class.  It  would  probably  apply  to 
Langehans  also.  The  weight  of  evi- 
dence indicates  that  lack  of  variety  is 
the  principal  cause  of  non  production 
of  eggs  in  any  flock.— Farmers'  Voice.

Wliite  Wyaudottes. 

I  am  not  a  veteran  breeder,  and  feel 
that  it  would  seem  out  of  place  for  me 
to  give  the  readers  of  the  Feathered 
World  anything  in  the  way  of  sugges- 
tion, so  I  will  just  relate  a  bit  of  my 
experience:  -  About  six  years  ago  I 
bought  the  place  where  I  now  live,  and 
got  together  a  pen  of  six  mongrel  hens 
and  a  male,  the  first  hens  1  ever  owned, 
but  enough  to  get  a  severe  attack  of 
"hen  fever." 

After  reading  some  poultry  papers  I 
became  very  much  dissatisfied  with  my 
birds,  and  determined  to  go  into 
thoroughbred  stock.  I  went  to  a  show, 
and,  as  one  bird  looked  much  like  an- 
other, I  was  some  time  making  up  my 
mind  which  varieties  I  wanted  to  keep. 
At  last  I  decided  on  Light  Brahmas, 
Barred  Plymouth  Kocks,  Black  Lang 
shans,  Buff  Cochins,  and  White  Wyan- 
dottes.  From  eggs  set  I  raised  some  of 
each  kind  except  White  Wyandottes; 
they  hatched  poorly,  and  the  few 
hatched  died.  I  had  built  a  60  foot 
house  of  five  pens,  but  as  the  Wyan- 
djttes  had  done  so  poorly  I  got  enough 
Rocks  to  make  up  two  pens  of  them. 

The  year  following  I  built  a  loO  foot 
brooder  house  fitted  up  with  a  hot  water 
system  for  heating.  The  females  which 
I  raised  were  put  into  two  new  houses, 
each  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in 
length,  and  I  sold  most  of  the  males  for 
broilers  and  roasters.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  hatching  season  I  hired  a  man  to 
mate  up  the  best  of  my  flock,  part  of 
which  were  White  Wyandottts,  for  I 
had  again  started  on  them.  That  fall  I 
commenced  my  first  advertising.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  I  sold  some  eggs,  but 
incubated  the  greater  part  of  them,  and 
raised  the  chicks.  From  three  hundred 
and  seventy- five  hens  and  pullets  kept 
I  gathered  one  month  an  average  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  eggs  a 
day.  Now  come  to  the  test  between 
the  breeds— my  White  Wyandottes  dis- 
tanced the  others  in  laying.  That  was 
one  point  Ecored  by  them:  and  for 
market  their  extremely  quick  growth, 
clean  yellow  legs  and  yellow  breasts 
(which  are  in  demand  at  Boston 
market),  plump  bodies,  white  pin- 
feathers,  made  an  ideal  broiler  and 
roaster.  I  had  bought  a  different  strain 
than  the  first  lot  obtained,  and  found 
them  hardy,  standing  the  forcing  much 
better  than  the  Rocks,  which  were  close 
seconds,  but  which  troubled  me  from 
leg  weakness  even  after  reaching  four 
or  five  pounds  weight. 

To  attempt  to  compare  all  the  differ- 
ences and  show  the  superiority  of  the 
Wyandottes,  would  take  up  more  room 
than  our  kind  editor  could  spare. 
Suliice  it  to  say,  the  Langshan  and 
Cochin  "  went  to  the  wall "  that  season. 
So  next  winter  found  me  with  only 
three  varieties.   The  par  excellence  of 


the  White  Wyandotte  was  constantly 
thrusting  itself  upon  me:  I  put  two 
pens  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  chicks 
that  had  only  one  small  yard  be 
tween  them,  and  at  eight  weeks  they 
averaged  a  trifle  over  two  pounds 
apiece. 

I  had  a  compliment  piid  me  that 
season,  that  I  sent  into  Boston  market 
the  best  poultry  received  from  anyone. 
That  was  the  last  season  of  my  running 
anything  but  Wyandottes. 

I  had  shown  some  at  fall  shows,  and 
concluded  to  try  Boston.  So,  in  '96  I 
entered  four  birds,  winning  first  cock- 
erel and  fourth  pullet;  in  '97  I  showed 
both  at  Boston  and  Madison  Square^ 
New  York,  winning  a  good  percentage 
of  the  prizes,  and  after  having  sold 
birds  that  had  won  prizes  in  all  parts  of 
the  United  States,  my  trade  increased, 
and  eggs  and  stock  sold  rapidly. 

At  Boston,  '98,  one  of  the  most 
sharply  competed  shows  in  America,  1 
carried  off  the  lion's  share  of  the  prizes, 
receiving  many  words  of  commenda- 
tion for  the  long  string  shown.  Busi- 
ness prevented  my  going  to  New  York. 

When  asked  now  If  I  have  not  a  sel- 
fish interest  in  booming  the  Wyan- 
dottes, I  can  conscientiously  say,  no — 
and  why  not  ? 

I  have  proved  them  a  farmer's  fowl, 
maturing  at  five  months,  laying  regu 
larly  from  the  first,  hardy,  and  standing 
confinement  well.  In  this  country, 
where  a  yellow  breast  is  insisted  on,  the 
poulterer  cannot  do  better;  and  when 
asked  if  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
brooder  house  to  raise  broilers  and 
roasters  in,  I  say  no,  not  necessary,  but 
far  better.  In  a  test  with  a  friend  here 
in  town,  he  raising  in  a  small  brooder 
outdoors,  I  had  birds  weighing  five 
pounds  strong  when  his  weighed  only 
four  pounds,  and  I  attributed  a  good 
share  of  this  to  conditions,  and  know 
that  mine  would  be  more  tender  be- 
cause of  having  less  run. 

And  lastly— as  the  preacher  says— if 
the  fancier  wants  to  exercise  all  the 
faculties  and  experience  he  possesses, 
here  is  the  bird  for  him  to  take  up.  A 
club  has  been  organized  called  the 
Eastern  White  Wyandotte  Club,  and  I 
will  take  it  on  myself  to  invite  the 
breeders  of  this  noble  breed  to  show 
with  us  at  Boston  next  winter,  I  will 
guarantee  you  will  have  a  good  time  if 
you  can  come,  and  your  birds  will 
receive  the  best  of  care  and  attention, 
if  you  will  send  them. 

You  might  like  to  know  in  a  general 
way  what  is  demanded  here:  Comb  cor 
rugated,  set  low  and  conforming  to  head ; 
head  short  and  broad— a  "shootie"' 
head  is  abhorred,  a  short  full  neck; 
short  back  and  tail;  short  stout  legs; 
deep  body,  and  full  breast;  white  plum- 
age, and  red  eye.  I  seem  to  have  made 
it  all  short,  but  that  is  the  ideal  bird — 
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compact,  with  Email  bone,  little  of  fat, 
and  lots  of  meat.— Arthur  G.  Duston, 
Marlboro,  Mass.,  in  Feathered  World, 
London.

A  department  of  practical  ideas  relating  to 
poultry  on  the  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  111. 


Yesterday  a  poultry  fancier  said  to 
me:  "  I  cannot  raise  a  good,  pure  bred 
cockerel,  and  keep  him  until  January, 
for  leBS  than  @1,50.  I've  tried  it  time 
and  again,  and  I  know  exactly  what  it 
costs  me,  and  I  repeat  it,  emphatically, 
I  cannot  do  it  for  less  than  a  hundred 
and  fifty  cents!  And  I  cannot  sell  the 
bird  for  less  than  B2,  if  my  time  and 
labor  are  worth  anything." 

"Last  season,"  he  continued,  "I 
hatched  337  chicks.  Of  these  I  raised 
to  broiler  size,  two  pounds,  293.  Out 
of  this  number  I  selected  40  cockerels 
and  50  pullets,  and  sold  the  rest  at  an 
average  price  of  11  cents  a  pound,  which 
was  about  two  cents  more  than  any- 
body else  in  the  neighborhood  received. 
The  buyer  gave  me  a  better  price,  be- 
cause my  birds  were  a  nice,  even, 
smooth  lot.  They  brought  me,  in 
actual  cash,  .1p44.45.  "  Of  the  40  selected 
cockerels,  nine  proved  defective,  and 
were  sold  for  $2,79.  The  others  were 
offered  at  $1.50  each,  in  an  advertise- 
ment that  cost  $8.50,  and  were  closed 
out  by  March  6th.  Shipping  coops  cost 
$5.20.  I  estimated  the  cost  of  their 
raising  up  to  the  time  they  were  sepa 
rated  from  the  others,  and  after  that  J 
knew  exactly  what  they  cost.  They  ate 
.•i?28,4o  worth  of  food.  Now  let's  see  how 
I  came  out.

"  See  what  I  made  on  them  ?  If  I  had 
sold  them  at  ©2  each  I  would  have 
received  .$19.84  for  my  work,  instead  of 
$4.34.  Never  will  I  keep  another  cock- 
erel to  sell  at  less  than  $21" 

I  present  the  above  facts  and  figures 
for  the  consideration  of  those  people 
who  keep  their  chickens  for  the 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  markets, 
and  especially  for  those  who  keep  a  big 
lot  of  fowls  until  spring  opens,  and 
then  sell  them  at  five  to  seven  cents  per 
pound.  There  is  a  large  and  respecta- 
ble class  of  these  people,  and  they  keep 
their  birds  three  to  six  months  after 
they  are  grown  because— well,  because 
they  don't  know  any  better.  They 
keep  them  until  they  "eat  their  heads 
off;"  and  the  terms  profit  and  loss  have 
no  meaning  to  them. 

*  * 

A  wise  farmer  pushes  the  growth  of 


his  pigs  with  every  means  at  his  com- 
mand, and  when  they  reach  20C  pounds 
and  growth  begins  to  slacken  he  sells. 
He  does  not  keep  them  another  six 
months  just  to  add  another  hundred 
pounds  to  their  weight  at  double  the 
cost  of  the  first  200,  Neither  does  a 
wise  poultry  raiser  keep  a  lot  of  fowls 
until  they  are  full  grown.  He  keeps 
them  until  they  are  a  marketable  size 
then  lets  go,  and  thus  gets  every  cent 
of  profit  there  is  to  be  made  in  raising 
them. 

*  *  * 

I  have  been  asked  time  and  again  to 
sell  a  good,  full  grown  cockerel  for  $1, 
and  I  have  done  it,  and  at  the  same 
time  I  knew  it  was  a  losing  game.  If  I 
had  sold  the  bird  for  a  broiler  when  he 
weighed  two  to  two  and  a  half  pounds. 
I  would  have  made  something.  If  my 
range  was  unlimited  and  contained 
yards  in  which  were  fed  a  large  num- 
ber of  cattle  and  hogs,  a  hundred  fowls 
would  live  on  what  might  otherwise  be 
wasted,  and  to  sell  them  at  $1  each 
would  mean  some  profit.  But  in  that 
case,  I  should  keep  capons— quiet,  gen- 
tle capons,  instead  of  fighting,  trouble- 
some cockerels;  and  they  would  bring 
me  more  money,  while  they  would  not 
annoy  me  one-half  so  much. 

*  *  * 

There  is  a  limit  to  the  profit  earning 
of  a  chicken,  and  it  must  be  sold  when 
that  limit  is  reached,  or  before.  Unless 
a  bird  is  growing  into  money  or  laying 
eggs  or  hatching  chickens,  it  is  a  dead 
expense.  Just  about  this  time  is  the 
time  to  clean  up  and  get  rid  of  every- 
thing that  is  not  needed.  Chicken  is 
good  eating.  So  is  beefstake.  One 
would  hate  to  feed  a  quarter's  worth  of 
beefsteak  a  pint  of  corn  daily  for  a 
month  or  two,  just  for  the  privilege  of 
keeping  it  on  hand  against  the  time  the 
minister  calls.  Figure  it  up.  Would 
the  cost  of  five  pounds  of  beef  equal  or 
exceed  the  cost  of  five  pounds  of  chick- 
en and  30  to  50  pints  of  corn '?  If  the 
beef  is  the  cheapest  get  rid  of  the 
chicken  and  keep  the  corn.  If  the 
chicken  and  corn  are  cheaper  than  the 
beef,  keep  the  fowl! 

Salt  for  Swollen  Head. 

A  few  days  ago  I  found  a  hen  with 
both  eyes  shut,  head  hot,  and  acting 
very  much  as  though  she  was  blind. 
Taking  a  tablespoon  of  salt  I  dissolved 
it  in  a  cupful  of  hot  water,  and  applied 
it  to  the  head  as  hot  as  could  be  borne. 
In  24  hours  the  swelling  about  the  eyes 
had  gone  down,  and  the  head  was  at 
normal  temperature  again.  It  might 
have  been  roup,  but  whatever  it  was  the 
hot  salt  wash  cured  it.  I  am  a  great 
believer  in  salt  as  an  appetizer,  and  my 
poultry  get  it  regularly  in  their  drinking 
water.  Every  animal  relishes  salt;  why 
should  not  our  poultry  'i* — Kural  World. 
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Preparation  of  Birds  for  Exhibition. 

A  writer  in  Poultry,  London,  Eng- 
land, thus  describes  the  course  pursued 
by  him  in  preparing  birds  for  exhibi 
tion  purposes:  We  are  frequently 
asked  at  this  season  how  best  to  pre- 
pare birds  for  the  show  bench.  The 
adults  are  usually  so  dirty  and  shabby 
after  the  season's  work  that  they  are 
quite  unfit  to  show  without  considera 
ble  preparation.  They  should  be  kept 
apart  and  in  the  shade,  so  far  as  possi- 
ble. All  minor  broken  feathers  should 
be  removed  sufliciently  long  before  the 
show,  to  give  them  time  to  grow  again, 
but  care  must  be  taken  that  no  leading 
feathers  are  removed  in  such  a  way  as 
to  give  reasonable  ground  for  suspicion 
that  the  bird  has  been  trimmed.  In  the 
white  or  light  colored  varieties,  and, 
indeed,  in  all  varieties  in  which  there 
is  any  light  color  capable  of  showing 
dirt,  a  good  washing  is  essential.  It 
must  not  be  attempted,  however,  if  the 
bird  has  begun  to  cast  its  feathers,  as 
the  almost  certain  result,  will  be  a  sud- 
den moult,  which  will  spoil  all  chance 
of  success. 

The  great  secret  of  washing  success- 
fully is  to  do  it  boldly,  a  half  wash  is 
worse  than  none  at  all.  The  bird 
should  be  placed  in  a  clean  tub  of  good 
size  in  about  10  or  12  inches  of  water, 
and  should  in  the  first  place  be  soaked 
to  the  skin  with  the  water,  which,  by 
the  way,  should  be  fairly  warm,  though 
not  warm  enough  to  cause  the  bird  to 
faint.  Should  this  contingency  occur, 
as  it  sometimes  will  with  heavy  birds,  a 
dash  of  cold  water  over  the  head,  or 
the  holding  the  head  under  the  water 
spout  for  a  minute  or  two,  will  bring 
the  bird  round.  When  once  it  has  been 
thoroughly  soaked  with  water,  it  should 
be  as  thoroughly  soaked  with  some 
white  soap  or  with  softsoap,  a  good 
lather  being  raised,  and  all  parts  being 
well  soaped. 


The  use  of  a  sponge  and  brush  is 
decidedly  advantageous,  and  there  need 
be  no  fear  as  to  breaking  the  feathers, 
provided  they  are  not  rubbed  directly 
against  the  grain.  To  rub  them  across 
the  grain,  and  scrub  the  really  Eoiled 
parts  well  with  a  brush,  is  necessary. 
If  the  bird  be  very  dirty  it  may  be  de- 
sirable to  use  a  second  supply  of  warm 
water  for  the  wash;  but  in  any  case 
three  or  four  fresh  supplies  of  warm 
water  should  be  at  hand  to  thoroughly 
rinse  out  the  soap  from  all  parts.  The 
soap  should  be  well  washed  out  with 
hand  and  sponge  in  the  first  water  used, 
and  the  subsequent  rinsing  waters  may 
be  thrown  over  the  bird  partly,  the 
rinsing  process  should  be  continued  in 
any  case  until  there  is  no  sign  of  soap 
on  any  of  the  feathers. 

When  this  stage  has  been  reached  the 
bird  should  be  placed  on  a  table,  and 
thoroughly  dried  with  a  soft,  clean 
cloth,  rubbing  well  into  the  feathers. 
If  these  should  have  become  matted  at 
all  in  the  process,  they  should  be 
combed  out  with  a  clean  comb,  and  the 
bird  should  then  be  put  to  dry  in  a  clean 
basket,  the  lining  of  which  has  been 
turned  back  from  one  side,  placed  in 
front  of  the  fire.  It  must  not  be  near 
enough,  however,  to  blister  the  bird's 
skin  or  to  curl  the  feather.  Attention 
is  necessary  during  the  drying  process 
to  see  that  the  bird  turns  itself  to  the 
fire,  so  that  all  parts  get  a  fair  share  of 
the  heat  and  dry  simultaneously,  or 
nearly  so.  If  the  birds  are  tame,  the 
bottom  bar  of  the  kitchen  table,  round 
three  sides  of  which  a  curtain  has  been 
hung,  makes  a  good  roost,  on  which 
they  can  be  placed  near  the  fire  and 
can  dry  without  risk  of  getting  soiled 
as  they  may  do  if  placed  on  straw 
unless  carefully  watched.  We  recom 
mend  all  beginners  to  try  their  hands 
in  the  first  instance  on  a  bird  not  in 
tended  for  show,  and  to  practice  two  or 
three  time,  if  necessary,  on  such  a  bird.

Moulting  Season. 

The  great  Creator  has  tempered  the 
winds  to  the  shorn  lamb  and  likewise 
provided  relief  from  the  angry  ele- 
ments for  all  animate  life.  Fowls  are 
no  exception  and  at  a  seasonable  time 
a'e  provided  with  a  new  coat  of  feath- 
ers that  enable  them  to  withstand  the 
vicissitudes  of  winter.  Daring  the  hot 
summer  months,  the  life  and  vitality 
of  the  feathers  are  vitiated  and  they 
would  prove  of  but  little  value  as  a 
protection  against  wintry  blasts.  Dame 
Nature  steps  in  and  provides  a  means 
whereby  the  fowl  casts  its  old  garment 
and  is  supplied  with  a  new  outfit  that 
is  dense,  compact  and  has  enhanced 
brilliancy. 

The  bird  is  an  unsightly  object  dur- 
ing the  first  stages  of  its  annual  moult, 
and  is  really  ill,  as  the  formation  of 
such  a  mass  of  plumage  is  a  vast  drain 
on  its  physical  system.  They  must  be 
supplied  with  foods  containing  the  con- 
stituents of  the  feathers.  These  are 
supplied  in  a  wild  state  by  nature,  and 
the  instinct  of  fowls  induce  them  to 
use  the  proper  food.  But  when  they 
are  placed  under  the  domain  of  man 
they  are  dependent  on  him  to  supply 
their  requisites  artificially.  Unless  the 
fowls  can  secure  the  proper  treatment 
they  will  die.  Oft'  times  they  are  in 
such  a  feeble  condition  and  so  debili- 
tated at  the  beginning  of  their  moult, 
that  their  system  refuses  to  assimilate 
ingredients  necessary  to  the  formation 
of  feathers  and  death  ensues. 

This  teaches  that  it  is  necessary  to  so 
care  for  our  fowls  as  to  have  them  in 
perfect  health  previous  to  their  enter- 
ing the  moulting  season.  Another 
point  to  be  observed  is  quickness  of 
moult;  it  will  ordinarily  take  from  six 
to  eight  weeks  if  in  prime  condition, 
but  in  many  cases  this  period  is  pro- 
longed and  in  consequence,  the  plum- 
age is  not  in  such  good  condition  nor  is 
the  female  ready  so  soon  to  resume 
business  as  she  should  be.  Fowls,  dur- 
ing this  period,  require  a  food  rich  in 
nitrogen;  a  diet  of  carbonaceous  foods 
will  add  greatly  to  the  weight,  but  fail 
to  supply  the  elements  needed  to  pro- 
duce feathers.  The  period  of  moulting 
is  about  the  only  time  that  fowls  need 
an  artificial  stimulant,  and  many  of  the 
advertised  tonics  and  condition  pow- 
ders are  of  great  value.  Ground  green 
bone  and  clover  are  essential;  a  limited 
supply  of  sun  flower  seed  or  oil  cake  is 
desirable  and  will  greatly  increase  the 
brilliancy  of  the  plumage. 

There  are  some  peculiarities  con- 
nected with  moulting  and  they  can 
usually  be  traced  to  the  feed  and  care 
used.  Some  fowls  commence  shedding 
feathers  about  the  same  time  they  be- 
gin laying  in  the  epricg  and  they  keep 
it  up  all  season;  it  is  almost  impercepti- 
ble but  the  plumage  is  never  full  or  in 
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good  condition,  Others  take  but  a  few 
weeks,  apparently  dropping  their  old 
coat  in  a  few  days  and  aEsuming  a 
state  of  nudity.  These  are  the  birds 
that  prove  the  betttr  ones  for  either 
market  or  exhibition.  It  is  their 
healthy  condition  that  is  the  prime 
cause  of  the  rapid  growth  of  feathers. 
Many  breeders  have  learned  that  their 
birds  can  be  advanced  in  their  moult  by 
daily  rubbing  or  pulling  of  the  feathers, 
By  rubbing  the  hand  briskly  over  the 
fowl  all  the  feathers  that  are  ripe,  can 
be  easily  removed,  but  care  must  be 
taken  to  not  remove  those  that  offer 
resistance,  as  they  are  not  ripe,  and  the 
premature  removal  may  result  in  fowl 
colored  or  mis  shapen  feathers.  Young 
stock  in  their  first  season  do  not  go 
through  the  same  process  as  an  adult 
fowl,  the  moult  in  this  case  being  grad 
ual  and  continuous  from  the  formation 
of  the  first  feathers. 

A  Hock  of  moulting  fowls  require  a 
provision  of  warm  quarters  as  in  their 
denuded  and  weakened  condition  they 
are  extremely  susceptible  to  cold,  and 
its  dire  results.  Of  course  during  the 
warm  months  houses  can  be  dispensed 
with,  but  as  many  birds  linger  along 
till  frost  and  cool  nights  they  require 
shelter  and  protection.  Care  must  be 
taken  to  provide  plenty  of  fresh,  clean 
water,  as  fowls  require  a  vast  quantity; 
an  addition  of  a  little  Douglass  Mixture 
will  assist  by  acting  as  a  tonic.  Milk 
is  an  extremely  valuable  food  at  this 
time.  By  all  means  keep  the  birds  free 
from  all  vermin  as  it  requires  all  the 
blood  in  their  bodies  to  sustain  them, 
and  assist  in  the  formation  of  feathers. 
There  is  none  to  spare  as  food  for  lice 
Fowls  properly  moulted  are  exhibition 
birds,  and  generally  the  successful 
ones,— Inland  Poultry. 

Borrowiiia:  and  Lending. 

Notwithstanding  many  of  the  poultry 
show  associations  have  a  clause  in  their 
rules  and  regulations  in  their  premium 
lists  expressly  forbidding  exhibitors 
from  showing  or  entering  fowls  they  do 
not  own,  the  rule  is  compart  ively  a  dead 
letter.  The  borrowing,  hiring  and  lend- 
ing of  birds  for  exhibition  is  a  fraud  of 
the  rankest  character.  Prizes  won  on 
borrowed  birds  are  often  heralded 
through  the  press,  and  for  no  other  pur 
pose  than  to  deceive  the  public.  Un 
suspecting  customers  make  purchases 
of  eggs  from  those  wnohave  won  prizes 
on  borrowed  poultry,  thinking  they 
will  receive  eggs  from  such  stock. 
They  do  not,  of  course,  know  that  these 
prize  birds  have  never  seen  the  adver 
User's  yards  or  premises,  and  that  they 
were  merely  hired  for  a  purpose,  which 
no  honest  man  would  indulge  in.  No 
one  objects  to  a  man's  buying  stock 
good  enough  to  win  at  a  show  if  he 


keeps  them  and  breeds  from  them.  Any 
sales  he  may  make  from  the  products 
of  his  purchases  are  legitimate.  The 
man  who  hires,  borrows,  or  goes  through 
the  farce  of  paying  for  fowls  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  they  are  to 
be  sold  I  V)  back  again  to  their  former 
owner  after  the  exhibition,  should  never 
be  recognized  as  a  fancier.  The  practice 
has  no  honest  purpose  in  it,  and  only  one 
object  can  be  the  aim—and  that  aim  an 
upright  man  would  promptly  discounte- 
nance. 

This  business  of  gaining  renown  with 
borrowed  or  hired  plumage  is  becoming 
too  frequent  for  the  good  of  the  poultry 
fraternity.  It  would  hardly  seem  possi 
ble  in  these  days  of  progress  that  there 
are  men  engaged  in  poultry  raising  who 
make  hiring  or  renting  and  "  sales  "  with 
a  string  tied  to  them  a  regular  business, 
but  such  seems  to  be  the  case.  Unless 
there  is  a  remedy  found  that  will  speed- 
ily end  this  fake  premium  business  there 
will  soon  be  so  much  diecredit  and 
doubt  about  "prizes"  at  the  poultry 
shows  that  many  earnest  and  honest 


fanciers  will  inevitably  have  their  busi- 
ness injured.  It  would  seem  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  honest  poultry- 
men  should  combine  for  self-protection 
in  this  matter. 

It  is  a  question  which  is  worse— for  a 
man  to  hire,  rent  or  loan  birds  or  make 
pretended  sales,  or  for  a  man  who  em- 
braces either  of  these  chances  to  gain 
false  position  and  credit  among  legiti- 
mate prize  winners. 

Cases  may  be  cited  during  the  past 
season  where  one  fowl  has  won  at  least 
three  prizes  for  as  many  exhibitors,  and 
was  then  returned  to  his  actual  owner. 
A  great  start  in  this  matter  of  exhibit- 
ing hired  or  borrowed  birds  was  made 
at  Chicago  during  the  World's  Fair. 
The  purchasing  public  have  a  right  to 
expect  that  honest  poultrymen  will  put 
an  end  to  the  dishonest  practices  with- 
out delay.  It  would  be  none  to  severe 
when  a  man  is  caught  practicing  these 
questionable  methods  for  all  poultry  as- 
sociations to  debar  him  from  exhibiting 
thereafter.— G.  O.  Brown  in  Baltimore 
Sun.

Grading  Up  the  Flocks. 

When  an  attempt  is  made  to  grade 
the  flock  up  to  a  higher  standard,  such 
work  should  be  done  by  judicious  selec- 
tion of  pure  bred  males.  It  is  better  to 
use  pure  bred  males  and  females,  but 
farmers  prefer  to  procure  males  and 
cross  on  their  hens.  If  farmers  will  use 
the  best  males,  however, crossing  would 
not  be  objectionable,  but  they  will  e.\- 
change  males  with  tome  neighbor,  or 
accept  as  pure  bred  fowls  some  that  are 
but  grades,  which  can  effect  no  Im- 
provement. The  best  to  be  had  is  not 
too  good  when  the  stock  is  to  be  im- 
proved.—Farm  and  Fireside.

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What  to  do  Each  Month  in  the  Poultry  Yard 
and  How  to  do  it.

Buying  Breeding  Stock.— Cockerel 
House— Putting  on  Weight— Ship- 
]>ing  Coops— Start  Thorn  Right— 
Feeding  Oats. 

The  successful  poultrymaa  flnds  a 
vast  amount  of  work  demanding  his 
careful  and  thoughtful  attention  dur- 
ing the  month  of  October.  The  detail 
of  this  work  and  how  best  to  accom- 
plish desired  results  has  been  given  in 
this  series  of  articles,  and  need  not  be 
here  repeated.  In  the  main  it  is  im- 
portant that  during  this  month  in  the 
greater  portion  of  this  country,  the 
chicks  be  removed  from  the  brood  coops 
or  summer  houses,  to  the  quarters  they 
are  to  occupy  during  the  winter.  For 
plans  of  buildings,  arrangement  of 
roosts,  nests,  and  proper  pen  furnish- 
ings, see  October  and  November  1897, 
issues  of  this  journal.  Another  sea- 
son's experience  on  lines  as  laid  down 
in  the  chapters  given  in  those  issues 
more  firmly  demonstrate  the  merit  of 
the  house  plans,  and  manner  of  caring 
for  and  feeding  the  fowls,  as  set  forth. 

BUYING  BREEDrNG  STOCK. 

A  great  deal  of  breeding  stock  will  be 
purchased  this  month.  For  several  rea- 
sons this  is  a  desirable  month  in  which 
to  purchase  stock.  As  a  rule  better 
values  can  be  secured  now  than  in  the 
spring.  Then,  if  we  buy  our  breeding 
stock  now,  we  can  give  it  the  care  which 
will  cause  the  stock  to  produce  the  eggs 
which  will  give  us  the  extra  early 
chicks— the  gold  nuggets  of  the  poultry 
business. 

No  matter  in  what  business  a  man 
may  engage,  it  is  absolutely  necessary, 
and  essential  to  success  that  he  start 
right— that  a  proper  foundation  be  laid. 
The  business  of  breeding  standard- 
bred  poultry  is  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
That  "  like  will  produce  like  "  is  only 
partly  true,  and  this  is  the  great  rock 
on  which  hundreds  of  men  have  suf- 
fered shipwreck.  The  careful  and  ex- 
perienced breeder,  never,  for  he  knows 
better.  The  beginner  is  very  apt  to  buy 
a  pen  of  high  scoring  birds.  The  aver- 
age man  certainly  buys  as  good  stock 
as  he  can  afford.  In  many  cases  the 
breeding  pen  proves  a  disappointment. 
The  off-spring,  with  few  exceptions 
are  not  the  equal  of  the  parents  and  the 
novice  which  greatly  admired  his  fine 
looking  breeding  stock  learns  very  soon 
that  like  does  not  always  produce  like. 
The  fact  is  that  a  breeding  pen  of  fowls, 
no  matter  how  fine  in  quality  they  may 


be,  will  not  produce  their  like  except 
they  have  been  carefully  bred  for  years 
in  an  unbroken  succession  of  good 
blood.  This  is  absolutely  true,  and 
simply  in  accordance  with  an  unyield- 
ing and  uncompromising  law  of  nature. 
This  very  important  fact  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  man 
who  is  laying  the  foundation  for  a  flock 
of  standard  bred  poultry.  He  should 
buy  his  foundation  stock  of  a  breeder 
who  has  pursued  a  fixed  line,  an  intelli- 
gent line  of  breeding  for  years.  When 
the  beginner  buys  such  stock  he  starts 
in  with  birds  which  it  has  taken  the 
breeder  years  of  hard  work  and  study 
to  produce.  He  starts  in,  begins  busi- 
ness with  stock  of  a  known  quality, 
which  will  "  breed  on  "in  his  hands,  if 
properly  handled.  He  will  save  a  great 
deal  of  work,  a  great  deal  of  money, 
and  no  end  of  trouble,  for  it  takes  lots 
of  hard  work,  long  years  of  time  and  no 
small  amount  of  money  to  establish  and 
perfect  a  strain  of  fowls.  There  are 
reliable  strains  of  all  breeds  of  fowls. 
It  is  simply  a  lack  of  good  business 
judgment  for  a  man  to  start  into  the 
breeding  of  fowls  with  any  other  kind 
of  stock.  I  hope  every  man  and  woman 
who  is  preparing  to  enter  the  ranks  of 
the  fancier,  will  give  this  proposition 
careful  and  earnest  thought  and  consid- 
eration. 

COCKEREL  HOUSE. 

In  a  previous  chapter  I  referred  to  a 
house  then  being  used  for  the  housing 
of  extra  early  chicks.  This  house  will 
soon  be  occupied  by  cockerels.  It  is  a 
very  essential  structure  for  the  fancier. 
In  fact  it  is  very  inconvenient  and  un 
profitable  to  do  without  something  of 
the  kind.  Very  soon  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  house  cockerels,  and  prepare 
them  for  the  trade  that  will  be  demand- 
ing show  birds.  It  is  impossible  to 
properly  prepare  these  birds,  if  they  are 
cooped  in  lots  of  more  than  one  bird 
each.  Then,  too,  they  will  not  make 
the  required  growth  if  allowed  to  be 
together.  This  building  as  used  by  me 
is  18  feet  long  and  12  feet  wide. 

The  building  faces  the  south,  and  is 
supplied  with  large  windows  on  the 
south  reaching  from  within  a  foot  of 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  Here,  as  ar- 
ranged we  can  accommodate  at  least  18 
cockerels,  and  of  course  many  more 
females  if  the  coops  were  used  for 
females,  as  they  often  are.  There  is  a 
hallway  four  feet  wide  running  the 
entire  length  of   the  building.  The 


floor  space  on  either  side  (to  the  north 
and  south)  of  this  hall  is  divided  into 
runs  or  coops  three  feet  wide  and  four 
feet  long.  These  coops  are  made  of 
light  stuff,  but  tight,  so  the  birds  can 
not  see  or  come  in  contact  with  one 
another.  Each  coop  has  a  hinged  door. 
To  the  north  of  the  hall -way  the  coops 
are  two  rows  deep,  that  is,  there  are 
two  rows  of  these  coops,  one  on  top  of 
the  other.  A  single  row  only  was  built 
on  the  south  of  the  hall  for  the  reason 
that  if  two  rows  had  been  placed  here, 
the  upper  course  would  prevent  the 
sunlight  from  reaching  the  coops  on 
the  north  side.  This  gives  us  an  ideal 
cockerel  house,  and  every  fancier  knows 
what  endless  trouble  it  is  to  care  for  the 
pugnacious  cockerels  unless  some  such 
place  is  at  hand.  Each  one  of  these 
coops  is  supplied  with  feed  and  grit 
boxes  and  drinking  dish.  No  roosts 
are  used,  the  bird  being  bedded  with 
clean  straw.  Here  we  place  our  choice 
cockerels,  and  give  them  constant  care. 
Here  we  can  quickly  develop  a  bird  and 
fit  him  for  the  show  room.  We  do  not, 
by  this  plan,  lose  any  birds  by  having 
them  the  victims  of  their  stronger  pen 
mates,  as  we  would  if  the  males  were 
allowed  to  run  together.  In  a  building 
adjoining  this  house,  and  connected 
with  it,  we  have  a  room  6x8  feet.  Here 
is  a  dust  bath,  etc.  Into  this  the  cock- 
erels are  placed  occasionally,  one  at  a 
time,  that  they  may  take  a  bath  and 
exercise.  However  they  do  not  really 
lack  for  exercise  in  the  3x4  pens.  This 
cockerel  house  is  worth  tar  more  than 
its  cost  to  any  fancier,  and  the  man 
who  uses  one  a  season  will  never  get 
along  without  it. 

During  February,  March  and  April 
the  coops  to  the  south  of  the  hallway 
are  used  for  the  little  chicks— those  ex- 
tra early  youngsters  which  we  must 
give  especial  attention.  As  previously 
stated,  they  are  just  the  thing  for  these 
early  broods.  The  floor  of  each  coop 
used  for  the  chicks  is  covered  with 
sand  and  litter  from  the  hay  loft.  In 
this  the  little  fellows  scratch  for  millet 
and  wheat,  etc.  In  each  appartment— 
each  one  of  these  small  coops — there  is 
a  door  leading  to  a  small  temporary 
run  outside.  Upon  very  warm  days  the 
chicks  are  allowed  to  go  out  for  a  short 
time  each  day.  About  May  Ist— or 
sooner  if  the  weather  will  permit,  the 
chicks  are  moved  to  brood  coops  out  on 
the  grass  and  clover  range.  In  all,  this 
house  is  a  very  valuable  and  handy  one, 
It's  a  necessity  on  every  poultry  farm 
where  stock  is  sold  for  breeding  pur- 
poses, and  I  do  not  see  how  any  poultry- 
man,  who  is  doing  a  good  business,  can 
get  along  without  it. 

PUTTING  ON  WEIGHT. 

How  best  to  feed  and  handle  a  bird 
to  get  it  up  in  weight  in  a  short  time, 
is  a  question  which  is  usually  requiring 


an  answer  by  most  fanciers.  Unless 
properly  handled  and  fed,  young  stock 
is  very  apt  to  receive  a  check  in  growth 
by  the  change  in  removal  from  the 
range  to  winter  quarters.  In  many 
cases  ordinary  feeding  is  of  no  avail 
when  a  bird  is  so  checked  in  growth.  I 
have  given  a  plan  in  former  articles,  of 
how  the  removal  from  the  range  to 
winter  quarters  can  be  made  so  there 
will  be  no  trouble  experienced  in  this 
matter.  However,  every  fancier  often 
wants  to  quickly  increase  the  weight  of 
a  bird  or  birds.  He  may  want  them  for 
exhibition  at  a  certain  place,  and  of 
course  does  not  want  them  to  be  at  the 
disadvantage  of  underweight.  There 
are  several  methods  of  increasing  a 
bird's  weight  in  a  comparatively  short 
time.  I  have  found  I  can  do  this  with- 
out in  any  way  injuring  the  bird's 
health  or  breeding  qualities,  by  confin- 
ing the  biid  in  one  of  the  coops  as  de 
scribed  above,  and  giving  it  daily  a 
ration  of  lean  beef  raw,  and  corn  feed. 
Also  feed  other  grains,  but  make  corn 
the  chief  grain  food.  For  drink  give 
milk  which  has  been  sweetened  with 
sugar.  It  is  surprising  how  rapidly  a 
bird  will  lay  on  fat  when  so  fed  and 
treated.  There  can  be  no  rule  laid 
down  as  to  the  amount  of  raw  beef  to 
be  fed  daily.  Birds  differ  and  the  op- 
erator must  "  use  his  head."  Be  careful, 
however,  not  to  overfeed  with  this  beef, 
as  you  will  throw  the  bird  off  his  feed 
if  you  feed  too  heavily  of  meat,  and 
then  you  might  as  well  cease  the  fatten- 
ing process,  so  far  as  this  individual 
bird  is  concerned. 

SHIPPING  COOPS. 

Every  time  a  breeder  sends  out  a 
coop  of  birds  as  he  should,  he  is  not 
only  pleasing  a  customer,  but  placing 
an  advertisement  that  will  bring  good 
returns.  Many  a  good  bird  has  been 
accorded  a  cool  reception  simply  be- 
cause he  was  boxed  poorly.  Every 
breeder  ought  to  be  very  particular  to 
ship  stock  in  neat  and  attractive  coops. 
Its  simply  a  matter  of  business.  Your 
business  interests  demand  it,  and  your 
customer  is  entitled  to  it.  During  the 
cool,  pleasant  days  of  October  is  a  good 
time  in  which  to  make  up  a  number  of 
coops  of  various  sizes.  Make  them 
now  and  have  them  on  hand.  Then 
you  will  not  have  to  hold  an  order  this 
winter  until  you  make  a  coop  or  go 
down  town  and  get  an  old  box  in  a 
hurry.  There  are  many  styles  of  brood 
coops  which  admirably  serve  the  pur- 
pose. After  trying  many  I  am  satisfied 
with  the  style  now  in  use  in  my  yards. 
These  coops  are  made  of  lath.  The 
standards  in  each  corner  are  lath,  and 
in  fact,  all  but  the  bottom,  is  of  this 
material.  On  the  inside  the  coop  is 
lined  with  cloth.  That  is,  the  slats  are 
put  on  outside  the  cloth.  This  is  to 
comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  ex- 


press companies.  If  put  on  the  outside 
the  lath,  the  charges  on  the  shipment 
would  be  increased.  It  seems  like  a 
fine  distinction,  but  I  have  no  criticism 
to  make  of  the  express  companies.  I 
have  always  found  them  ready  to  do 
what  is  right  always.  The  cloth  is  used 
for  the  purpose  of  protection  of  the 
birds.  This  makes  a  very  neat,  light 
and  attractive  shipping  coop,  and  can 
be  built  at  a  very  small  cost.  The  bot 
tom  of  the  coop  is  made  of  very  light 
boards.  Make  up  a  number  of  these 
coops  this  month. 

START  THEM  BIGHT. 

I  do  not  want  to  play  on  one  string 
until  it  is  worn  out,  or  to  outride  a 
hobby,  but  I  do  want  to  impress  upon 
the  mind  of  every  fancier  and  breeder, 
the  fact  that  now  is  the  time  to  prepare 
for  the  early  chicks  next  February, 
March  and  April.  It  is  important. 
Every  breeder  wants  some  of  these  ex- 
tra early  chicks,  as  many  of  them  as 
possible.  The  way  to  get  them  is  to 
start  the  hens  and  pullets  into  the  win- 
ter season  in  laying  condition  and  keep 
them  in  this  condition.  That's  the 
secret  of  early  chicks.  Do  not  make  a 
mistake  here.  Get  the  hens  and  pullets, 
especially  the  pullets,  to  laying  before 
the  extreme  cold  weather  sets  in.  In 
this  way,  and  in  no  other  way  will  you 
secure  a  big  per  cent  of  fertile  eggs 
during  January,  February  and  March. 

FEEDING  OATS. 

The  chapter  last  month  on  oats  as 
food,  was  evidently  incomplete  in  as- 
much  as  hoiv  to  feed  this  grain  whole 
was  omitted,  The  splendid  results  ob- 
tained were  in  response  to  the  feeding 
of  the  grain  in  the  dry  and  also  soaked 
form.  However,  it  was  chiefly  fed  dry. 
The  oats  were  scattered  in  litter  and 
out  among  the  clover  and  grass,  and 
the  chicks  gathered  the  feed  at  will. 
Upon  the  chick  range  I  have  many  long 
rows  ot  currant  and  raspberry  bushes. 
These  are  heavily  mulched  each  year. 
In  this  mulching  I  scatter  the  oats. 
Here  in  the  shade  the  chicks  find  con- 
stant work.  If  no  such  plan  can  be 
enforced  on  a  place,  a  large  litter  box 
can  be  made.  Make  it  as  large  as  pos- 
sible, and  about  six  inches  high—com- 
mon six  inch  fence  boards  are  just  the 
thing.  Do  not  put  on  a  board  bottom. 
In  this  scatter  and  bury  the  oats,  and 
in  fact  all  whole  grain  should  be  fed 
this  way.  An  occasional  feed  of 
soaked  oats  is  fed.  The  soft  feed  for 
the  chicks  is  always  cooked— that  is 
boiling  water  is  used  in  mixing  the 
feed.  Into  this  feed  the  oats  are  placed 
and  mixed,  The  boiling  water  is  poured 
oDto  the  mess  and  the  lid  of  the  pail 
placed  tightly  on  the  bucket.  This  feed 
is  prepared  at  evening  time,  and  fed  the 
next  morning.  The  dry  oats  have  been 
fed  once  a  day. 


To  Game  and  Game  Bantam  Breeders. 

The  National  Exhibition  Game  and 
Game  Bantam  Club,  which  made  its 
public  bow  July  last,  is  moving  for- 
ward in  its  good  work  with  marked 
success.  We  are  getting  together  an 
enthusiastic  lot  of  fanciers,  and  yet  the 
list  is  far  too  small.  There  are  many 
breeders  of  these  varieties  in  the  West 
and,  comparatively  speaking,  a  small 
number  only  have  as  yet  joined  this 
movement  which  is  bound  to  be  fraught 
with  so  much  benefit  to  those  who  iden- 
tify themselves  with  it.  We  are  all 
anxious  to  see  our  favorite  breeds 
pushed  well  to  the  foreground  in  popu- 
larity, and  while  the  organizers  of  a 
club  can  do  a  great  deal  in  this  direc- 
tion, too  much  must  not  be  expected  of 
them;  the  rank  and  file  of  breeders  must 
take  hold  and  stir  things  up,  pushing 
with  might  and  main  and  then  it  will 
be  the  old,  old  story  of  united,  persis- 
tent effort,  unqualified  success,  success 
which  will  improve  the  quality  of  our 
pets,  till  striped  hackels,  bay  eyes  and 
flowing  tails  are  no  longer  known,  suc- 
cess which  will  bring  to  our  pockets 
other  and  comforting  results  for  com- 
mendable efforts,  and  which  will  make 
a  Game  as  much  sought  after  as  is  now 
a  Plymouth  Ilock.  These  results  we 
long  for  and  work  for,  and  they  can  be 
had,  but,  like  other  good  things  in  the 
world,  they  must  be  earned.  So,  my 
Game  friends,  demonstrate  that  you 
are  worthy  breeders  of  worthy  varieties, 
show  your  Game  qualities,  come  to  the 
front,  send  for  a  circular  and  join  this 
club,  help  make  it  an  organization  wide- 
spread in  its  good  effects  and  helpful 
endeavors,  and  then  you  can  with  justi- 
fiable pride  point  to  the  objects  accom- 
plished as  gained  in  part  by  your  energy 
and  action. 

There  is  room  for  all,  we  need  to  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  each  other, 
we  need  to  get  our  birds  side  by  side 
once  a  year,  and  see  who  has  made  the 
most  improvement  in  his  stock,  we 
need  to  fraternize  and  to  exchange 
opinions  and  experiences;  these  things 
we  can  do  better  if  united  closely  under 
a  common  head,  and  with  our  purposes 
expressed  and  posted  far  and  wide  new 
recruits  will  come,  and  in  the  near 
future  we  will  find  that  the  breeders  of 
Games  are  as  thick  and  aggressive  as 
those  of  the  most  popular  Leghorn, 
Rock,  or  Minorca  that  sports  a  comb 
for  the  benefit  of  Jack  Frost  and  the 
kerosene  oil  trade.

Americau  Black  Minorcas. 

It 's  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  greet 
the  readers  of  the  American  Poultry 
Journal,  with  the  beautiful  portrait 
of  Adirondack  Chief,  first  prize  Black 
Minorca  Cock  at  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den, New  York,  1898  in  the  accompany- 
ing cut  by  Artist  Sewell,  whose  success- 
ful efEorts  to  sketch  a  bird  so  nearly 
true  to  life,  as  he  sees  him  in  the  exhi- 
bition pen,  is  constantly  drawing  Mr. 
Sewell,  closer  to  the  hearts  of  the  fan- 
ciers of  America.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
Mr.  Sewell's  sketches  of  many  of  the 
most  popular  varieties  of  poultry  to  so 
nearly  approaching  the  perfect  type,  as 
accepted  by  the  leading  breeders  of  the 
different  varieties,  has  done  more  to 
bring  the  best  specimens  of  the  differ- 
ent breeds  to  so  nearly  the  proper  type, 
than  any  other  one  thing,  the  skill  of 
the  breeper  excepted.  And  a  great 
amount  of  credit  is  due  the  poultry 
journals,  for  presenting  the  cuts  to  the 
public  for  a  careful  study,  thereby  ac- 
quainting themselves  with  what  consti- 
tutes perfect  type. 

It  is  very  often  said,  and  not  without 
good  cause,  that  specimens  of  the  same 
breed  differ  so  much  in  type,  that  some 


are  led  to  believe  that  some  foreign 
blood  is  mixed  in,  when  in  reality  the 
difference  is  in  the  way  that  men  under- 
stand the  Standard.  While  the  Stand- 
ard, reads  alike  to  all  in  it's  explanation 
of  what  constitutes  perfect  type,  all  do 
not  understand  it  alike.  This  in  my 
opinion,  bears  me  out  in  my  belief  that, 
with  a  perfect  and  universal  type,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  American  Black  Minor- 
ca Club,  with  an  "  ideal type  of  both 
male  and  female  taken  in  connection 
with  the  Standard,  we  all  have  the  same 
guide  in  selecting,  and  mating  for  exhi- 
bition specimens. 

Because  of  the  Black  Minorcas  being 
my  favorite  breed,  I  do  not  claim  that 
they  are  the  one  and  only  breed  that 
will  give  satisfaction  to  their  owners. 
Still  the  very  fact  that  they  are  seldom 
given  up,  after  a  fair  and  thorough 
trial,  for  some  other  breed,  is,  I  believe, 
conclusive  proof  that  once  tried,  they 
become  a  favorite  with  their  owner. 

I  will  not  be  guilty  of  saying  a  word 
to  depreciate  any  of  the  new  varieties, 
but  if  any  are  contemplating  taking  up 
a  breed,  and  wish  to  get  a  good  aver- 
age of  acceptable  birds,  and  above  all  a 
well  filled  egg  basket,  with  more  than 
an  average  chance  of  getting  some  good 


exhibition  specimens,  I  really  believe 
that  the  Black  Minorcas  will  come  as 
near  pleasing  you  as  any  breed  you 
could  select. 

Live  and  let  live  is  a  good  rule  for 
one  engaged  in  breeding  poultry,  and 
because  of  others  differing  with  me  in 
the  selection  of  a  breed  will,  I  think, 
only  tend  to  increase  the  interest  in 
better  poultry,  both  for  pleasure  and 
profit,  if  we  are  breeding  to  the  Stand- 
ard, or  as  near  Standard,  as  we  can. 

Adirondack  Chief  is  by  no  means  a 
perfect  bird,  but  he  is  at  least  above 
the  average,  and  I  am  more  proud  of 
the  fact  that  he  was  bred  from  one  of 
my  own  matings,  than  that  he  took  first 
place  in  the  best  competition  of  Black 
Minorcas,  that  was  ever  cooped  togeth- 
er in  America.  But  it  was  by  no  means 
a  walk  over,  for  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, the  entire  exhibit  was  especially 
good,  and  the  Minorca  breeders  of  this 
country,  in  all  sections.  North,  East, 
South  and  West  have  a  class  of  birds, 
that  if  they  will  bring  them  out,  and 
show  them  the  old  exhibitors  will  in 
many  instances  be  compelled  to  divide 
honors,  and  in  exhibiting  you  will  help 
to  place  Minorcas  higher  in  the  rank  of 
popular  breeds,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  an  honest  effort  in  self  interest, 
for  competition  is  honorable,  and  if  you 
win  once,  you  will  surely  try  again  for 
fresh  laurels.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  reply  to  remarks 
of  Mr.  Ezra  Cornell  in  June  and  Sep 
tember  numbers    of   your  valuable 
paper.   Mr.  Cornell   has  resorted  to 
rather  strange  methods  in  his  efforts  to 
attract  attention  to  himself  and  birds 
It  has  not  yet  been  necessary  for  me  to 
call  attention  to  myself  and  birds  by 
trying  to  belittle  my  competitors,  as  Mr. 
Cornell  has  done.    After  reading  Mr 
C's  letter  in  June  number,  I  was  too 
disgusted  with  his  methods  to  reply,  but 
as  he  appears  disappointed  in  my  not 
replying,  I  will  appease  his  disappoint 
ment  and  make  a  reply  to  both  letters. 
First  to  his  June  article,  in  this  he  says 
"He  thinks  I  was  somewhat  galled,  the 
year  before  because  he  won  first  on  pen 
over  me."  If  I  was  this  is  the  first  time 
I  knew  of  it,  not  by  any  act  or  word  of 
mine  can  he  prove  what  Jie  thinks.  To 
the  contrary  I  was  pleased  with  the 
good  judgment  shown  in  placing  the 
awards  of  that  show,  and  it  was  highly 
satisfactory  to  me  that  in  the  face  of 
such  competition  I  was  able  to  beat  all 
of  my  competitors.   I  will  say  that  Mr. 
Cornell's  pen  of  '97  was  far  superior  to 
his  of  '98.   Now  as  for  his  statement 
that  if  he  had  won  every  first,  and  I  the 
seconds,  thirds,  fourths  and  fifths,  I  still 
might  claim  the  championship.  Well 
Mr.  Editor,  I  think  any  sane  fancier 
would  admit  that  an  exhibitor  who  can 
select  from  his  flock  enough  good  birds 
to  take  all  but  the  firsts  (in  competi- 
tion) would  be  entitled  to  such  claim, 
but  Mr.  Cornell  hasn't  accomplished  the 
feat  of  capturing  all  the  firsts.  When 
he  does  in  competition,  equal  to  that  of 
the  past  two  years,  I  will  take  off  my 
hat  to  him.   His  insinuations  that  I 
probably  have  had  my  day  at  winning, 
and  that  I  am  not  breeding  as  good  this 
season  as  in  former  days,  is  for  him  to 
explain.   Give  facts,  Mr.  Cornell,  don't 
try  to  injure  a  competitor  in  this  style. 
Shepherd  has  good  enough  stock  and 
plenty  of  pluck  left  to  meet  you  any 
year  after  the  show  of  '99,  and  no 
amount  of  taunting  will  bring  me  into 
the  shows  this  winter.   I  stated  to  my 
friends  at  New  York  show  last  winter, 
and  also  in  my  ads,  I  would  not  show 
next  season.   In  doing  so  I  was  not 
actuated  by  any  feer  of  not  being  able 
to  hold  my  own  with  any  one.   Now  as 
to  his  letter  in  September  number,  will 
say  I  will  not  dispute  Mr.  Cornell's 
claim  that  the  cut  appearing  in  this 
issue  "  is  the  best  of  Buff  Leghorns  that 
has  appeared,"  but  I  ask  him  does  it 
honestly  portray  his  male  bird'/  To 
me,  as  I  saw  this  bird  at  New  York,  his 
sickle  feathers  were  short  and  not  as 
long  and  abundant  as  shown  in  sketch; 
his  whole  carriage  was  entirely  differ- 
ent from  that  represented  in  sketch; 


tail  carried  so  high  as  to  be  dangerously 
near  that  point  styled  as  squirrel;  breast 
not  so  full  and  round  as  in  sketch. 
The  size  of  the  bird  in  sketch  is  also 
increased  proportionately  over  those  of 
the  females.  It  is  well  the  cut  does  not 
show  the  exact  coloring  of  the  birds, 
for  if  it  did  it  might  spoil  the  looks  of 
that  almost  perfect  sketch.  As  I  re 
member  the  legs  of  one  of  the  females, 
was  of  a  greenish  color,  and  those  of 
the  male  were  also  lacking  in  that  color 
called  for  in  the  Standard.  It  did 
look,  Mr.  Editor,  as  though  this  pen 
should  have  been  disqualified  for  this 
defect.  In  justice  to  Mr.  Cornell's  male 
bird,  I  will  say  that  he  was  very  clean 
in  plumage,  and  in  this  respect  superior 
to  mine,  but  on  the  contrary  my  bird 
was  superior  to  his  in  Leghorn  type  and 
color  of  legs.  If  Mr.  Cornell  was  enti 
tied  to  first  on  pen(  ?)  it  was  simply  due 
to  the  superior  condition  of  his  birds 
My  birds  had  been  shown  at  Buffalo 
and  Boston,  and  cooped  up  to  the  time 
of  the  judging,  which  was  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  third  day  of  the  show,  five 
weeks,  and  not  in  the  pink  of  condition 
In  conclusion,  I  would  say  to  Mr.  Cor 
nell,  confine  your  remarks  to  facts  and 
not  resort  to  insinuations.  I  repeat  my 
challenge  to  you  to  meet  me  at  New 
York  in  1900,  then  you  can  try  your 
game  of  taking  all  the  firsts,  and  leav- 
ing the  balance  for  Shepherd,  but 
wouldn't  it  be  well  to  enter  a  few  more 
birds  and  try  for  some  of  those  seconds, 
thirds,  fourths  and  fifths  ?

It  looks  as  if  they 
had  bowel  trouble,  but  I  have  not  lost  a 
single  bird.  They  have  run  out  all 
summer.  Please  let  me  know  through 
the  Journal  what  I  have  done  or 
what  I  have  not  done.

W  e  cannot  even  guess  what  our  cor- 
respondent has  or  has  not  done.  If  he 
had  told  us  what  he  has  done  in  the 
way  of  feeding  and  caring  for  those 
little  Rocks,  we  might  have  been  able  to 
make  an  intelligent  guess  as  to  the 
trouble  they  are  attlcted  with  and  the 
proper  treatment.  From  present  infor- 
mation, gleaned  from  the  letter  it  may 
be  lice,  cholera,  bad  feeding,  indigestion 
or  any  one  of  half  a  dozen  other  things. 
The  symptoms  mentioned  are  present 
in  the  last  stages  of  several  afflictions. 

Some  rather  wild  guessing  may  strike 


the  proper  thing,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances this  is  all  we  can  do. 

We  would  look  first  for  head  lice 
along  the  arteries  in  the  neck.  Next 
we  would  see  that  they  had  some  grit 
of  some  kind.  Then  we  would  feed 
them  a  few  days  on  cracked  wheat  or 
steel  cut  oats  (not  oat  meal)  and  give 
them  with  these,  cottage  cheese,  the 
grain  to  be  fed  dry.  Give  them  also 
boiled  sweet  milk.  We  would  give  any 
or  all  of  these,  but  not  very  much  at  a 
time.  Wet  feed  and  lice  are  responsi- 
ble for  a  good  many  deaths  among  the 
chicks.  Those  who  ask  questions  about 
sick  fowls  should  tell  what  has  been 
fed,  how  it  has  been  fed,  and  give  de- 
tails as  to  how  they  are  cared  for.  We 
are  glad  to  answer  questions  but  do 
not  like  to  answer  by  guess. 

The  Omaha  Exposition.

Even  the  new  Midway,  is  a  reproduc- 
tion of  the  far  famed  Street  of  All 
Nations  of  1893,  with  many  improve- 
ments upon  the  original. 

The  electric  lighting  of  the  buildings, 
grounds  and  lagoon  at  night  makes  a 
scene  of  enchanting  beauty,  alone  worth 
traveling  a  thousand  miles  to  see.

Experience  Witli  Turkeys. 

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

I  have  had  so  much  better  success 
with  turkeys  than  usual  this  season,  I 
thought  perhaps  my  experience  might 
be  of  some  benefit  to  the  leginners 
among  the  readers  of  the  American 
Poultry  Journal.  The  old  experi- 
enced ones  can  pass  it  by. 

I  have  become  convinced  that  there 
is  such  a  thing  as  taking  too  much  care 
of  young  turkeys,  such  as  shutting 
them  up  in  too  close  a  coop  at  night, 
feeding  too  often  and  too  much  at  a 
time.  Last  spring  I  determined  to  ex- 
periment on  one  brood  and  will  tell  the 
readers  of  the  Journal  how  I  euc- 
ceeded.  I  took  a  brood  hatched  May 
20th,  25  of  them,  removing  them  from 
the  nest  as  soon  as  hatched,  keeping 
them  wrapped  in  flannel  and  the  basket 
placed  in  a  warm  room.  When  all 
were  hatched,  I  gave  15  of  them  to  a 
turkey  hen  and  10  to  a  domestic  hen, 
and  put  them  in  coops  four  by  four  and 
five  feet  high  enclosed  with  wire  net- 
ting on  two  sides.  These  coops  were 
made  from  the  description  given  by 
Mrs.  Mackey  in  the  October  number  of 
the  Reliable  Poultry  Journal,  and 
proved  with  me  to  be  the  ideal  turkey 
coop,  these  coops  were  placed  in  an  or- 
chard with  plenty  of  short  grass  and 
white  clover,  with  a  pen  or  run  made  of 
12  inch  board,  and  the  poults  let  out  as 
soon  as  the  dew  dried  off.  AVhen  they 
could  lly  over  this  board  I  turned  the 
hen  out,  still  keeping  the  turkey  hen 
confined  to  the  coop. 

The  poults  will  follow  the  domestic 
hen,  and  the  turkey  hen  will  call  them 
as  soon  as  they  are  out  of  her  sight  and 
keep  them  from  going  very  far.  In- 
stead of  feeding  them  five  times  a  day 


as  formerly,  I  only  feed  them  three 
times,  mostly  on  clabber  cheese  and 
onion  tops,  and  baked  Johnie  cake, 
made  of  about  equal  parts  of  ground 
oats,  corn  and  wheat  bran,  and  occasi- 
onally a  little  beef  meal  mixed  with 
sour  milk  and  two  or  three  eggs  baked 
in  the  oven,  and  with  much  better 
results  than  when  I  used  hard  boiled 
eggs,  wheat  bread  soaked  in  milk,  etc. 
As  we  had  plenty  of  milk,  I  gave  them 
a  quart  of  new  milk  every  morning  on 
turning  them  out.  Kept  this  treat- 
ment up  until  they  were  about  a  month 
old,  then  moved  them  to  another  or- 
chard enclosed  with  poultry  wire  net- 
ting, where  they  had  an  abundance  of 
range  and  plenty  of  grass  and  clover. 

Soon  after  this  the  domestic  hen 
weaned  hers  and  they  all  took  up  with 
the  turkey  hen.  Right  here  let  me  say 
that  that  is  where  the  advantage  comes 
in  raising  them  with  a  turkey  hen.  She 
will  stay  with  them  until  grown.  As 
the  turkey  hen  flatly  refused  to  roost 
in  the  coop  longer,  I  did  not  shut  them 
up  any  longer  at  night,  and  they  soon 
began  to  fly  up  on  the  coop  to  roost, 
and  later  took  to  the  trees. 

I  kept  plenty  of  ground  oyster  shells, 
charcoal  and  sand  by  them.  This  is 
the  first  year  I  ever  provided  sand  for 
as  I  did  not  know  it  was  good  for 
them.  Any  one  who  undertakes  to 
carry  sand  to  a  drove  of  turkeys  will  be 
surprised  how  much  they  will  eat  of  it. 
They  would  get  around  the  box  and 
eat  it  like  corn.  Next  year  I  shall  have 
a  wagon  load  hauled  and  thrown  in  the 
pen.  After  they  were  a  month  old,  I 
scattered  wheat  so  as  to  make  them 
hunt  for  it,  as  they  had  plenty  of  range. 

I  think  a  great  deal  depends  on  hav 
ing  the  parent  stock  strong  and  vigor- 
ous.   These  turkeys  were  from  year- 


ling hens  mated  to  a  35  lb  gobbler  two 
years  old  and  are  pure  bred  Mammoth 
Bronze,  and  not  related.  I  have  found 
this  variety  to  be  the  hardiest  and 
weigh  heavier  when  matured  than  any 
other  breed  I  have  ever  tried.  I  still 
have  20  of  them;  two  died  when  small, 
one  killed  by  accident,  and  two  with 
rheumatism  or  weak  joints,  caused,  I 
think  by  a  long  spell  of  wet  weather. 

They  are  now,  last  of  August,  half 
grown,  and  at  a  little  distance  can 
hardly  tell  which  is  the  mother  hen. 
This  part  of  the  country  abounds  in 
grass  hoppers  this  fall,  and  they  now 
roam  the  stubble  fields,  clover  pastures 
and  meadows  in  search  of  them,  and 
the  way  they  thrive  and  grow,  would 
surely  be  a  joy  to  the  Heart  of  any  tur- 
key breeder.

POULTRY  KEEPING  FOR  FARMERS. 

Feeding,  Housing.  Managing  and  Mar- 
keting a  Flock  of  Money-Making 
Poultry  on  a  Farm— Barred  Ply- 
mouth Roeks  in  the  Kiead  as  Table 
Fowls  and  Winter  Ijayers—Xo  Kea- 
son  Why  From  I.OOO  to  8,000  Fowls 
Cannot  be  Kept  at  a  Profit  at  »3 
Faeh. 

[Essay  on  poultry  keeping  written  by  A.  G. 
Hawkins,  of  Lancaster,  Mass.,  and  read  by  him 
before  a  meeting  of  persons  interested  in  the 
subject.  Published  first  in  the  Keliable  Poultry 
Journal. 1 

The  general  depression  that  has  par- 
alyzed the  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  country  and  thrown  thousands  of 
people  out  of  employment,  has  been  a 
most  instructive  lesson  to  the  New 
England  farmer.  It  has  caused  him  to 
be  better  satisfied  with  his  condition 
and  surroundings  and  to  believe  that 
his  is  the  most  independent  life  of  all. 
While  many  a  capitalist  and  manufac- 
turer has  been  forced  to  suspend  busi- 
ness for  the  lack  of  orders,  the  farmers 
have  raised  and  marketed  their  usual 
amount  of  crops,  have  plenty  of  money 
to  pay  their  bills  and  are  comfortable 
in  their  homes.  Were  it  not  for  read- 
ing of  the  destitution  and  lack  of  busi 
ness  in  the  cities,  the  New  England 
farmer  would  not  be  aware  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  country. 

I  was  invited  here  to  speak  to  you  on 
the  subject  of  "  Poultry  Culture  for  the 
Farmers  of  New  England,"  and  I  will 
endeavor  as  briefly  as  possible  to  ex- 
plain the  methods  necessary  to  make 
poultry  raising  profitable. 

To  be  successful  with  poultry,  a  per- 
son should  have  a  love  for  the  work. 
Study  the  nature  and  desires  of  the 
fowls  and  supply  them  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible. Fowls, will  respond  quickly  to 
good  care  and  food,  but  if  neglected  are 
sure  to  be  kept  at  a  loss,  and  cause  dis- 
appointment to  the  owner. 

The  first  requisite  is  a  suitable  build- 
ing, which  should  consist  of  a  roosting 
house  with  shed  attached.  For  each  40 
fowls  you  need  a  roosting  room  20x12 
feet  and  a  shed  20x12  feet,  facing  south. 
This  building  may  be  extended  to  any 
length  for  the  accommodation  of  larger 
numbers.  The  building  should  be 
filled  in  four  inches  deep  with  sharp 
sand,  which  will  make  the  floor  dry  and 
furnish  necessary  grit  for  the  fowls. 
The  shed  should  have  six  inches  of 
leaves  or  straw  in  which  to  strew  fine 
grains.  Where  large  numbers  are  kept 
it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  yards 
in  front  of  the  buildings  to  separate  the 
flocks  and  confine  them  when  necessary. 
In  the  rear  of  the  building  inside,  20 
inches  from  the  ground,  make  a  plat 
form  to  catch  the  droppings  and  place 
the  roost  about  eight  inches  above  it. 
The  nests  should  be  built  under  the 
platform  and  open  in  the  rear  for  the 
fowls  to  enter.  The  eggs  may  be  gath 
ered  through  a  hinged  door  in  front 
The  front  sill  of  the  building  should  be 
six  inches  wide  with  a  narrow  strip 
nailed  at  the  edge  forming  a  feed 
trough  the  entire  front.  Two  large 
windows,  each  20  feet,  will  furnish  suf 
ficient  light  and  make  a  more  even  tern 
perature  during  the  night  and  day  than 
where  there  is  a  larger  amount  of  glass. 
This  building  should  be  in  some  shel- 
tered location,  and  where  the  ground  is 
gravelly  or  well  drained,  as  a  damp 
poultry  house  is  often  the  cause  of  dis 
ease  and  loss,  [f  it  can  be  located  near 
an  orchard  the  hens  will  appreciate  the 


shade  in  summer  and  their  droppings 
will  increase  the  fruit  crop. 

For  profit,  select  a  fowl  that  is  hardy, 
of  medium  size,  quick  to  mature,  pro- 
lific layers  and  good  sitters;  also  a  breed 
with  rich  yellow  legs  and  skin.  These 
qualities  are  desirable  in  our  markets 
and  command  the  highest  prices.  In 
my  experiments  with  the  dilferent 
breeds  and  crosses  I  have  found  none 
equal  to  the  Plymouth  Rock  for  all 
general  purposes,  and  the  great  popu- 
larity of  this  breed  among  the  farmers 
all  over  the  country  is  the  best  proof  of 
their  merit  as  a  table  fowl  and  winter 
layer.  Crosses  of  the  Leghorn  on  the 
Asiatic  breeds  make  prolific  layers,  but 
the  nervous,  high  fiying  qualities  of  the 
Leghorns  make  them  undesirable  as 
sitters,  and  they  do  not  bear  confine- 
ment well. 

In  feeding  for  eggs  it  is  best  to  make 
up  a  well  balanced  ration  containing 
those  ingredients  found  in  the  compo- 
sition of  the  egg.  And  in  winter  sup- 
ply the  fowls  with  such  vegetable  food 
as  will  keep  them  in  a  thrifty  condition. 
The  morning  mash,  which  should  be 
fed  at  daylight,  should  consist  of  one- 
third  wheat  middlings  or  bran,  one- 
sixth  ground  oats,  one  sixth  corn 
meal,  one  sixth  ground  meat  or 
fish,  and  one-sixth  cooked  vegeta- 
bles. This  mash  should  be  mixed  with 
boiling  water  or  skim-milk  the  night 
before  feeding  and  allowed  to  soak  and 
steam  till  morning,  when  it  may  be 
given  warm. 

At  noon  a  feed  of  cut  clover  hay, 
steamed,  should  be  fed  the  fowls,  after 
which  they  may  be  given  a  slight  ration 
of  oats, wheat  and  cracked  corn,  scattered 
among  the  leaves  and  litter  in  the  sheds. 
The  exercise  they  will  get  in  scratching 
for  the  grain  will  be  conducive  to 
their  health  and  productiveness.  Lack 
of  exercise  is  one  of  the  principal 
causes  for  fowls  not  laying  in  the  win- 
ter. At  night  feed  all  they  will  eat  of 
whole  corn  and  oats,  about  two-thirds  of 
the  feed  being  corn. 

They  should  have  constantly  before 
them  a  supply  of  green  food,  such  as 
cabbage  or  turnips,  also  ground  oyster 
shells,  and  dean  pure  water,  free  from 
ice.  With  this  ration,  and  a  clean,  well- 
ventilated  house,  there  will  be  little 
trouble  in  securing  an  abundant  supply 
of  eggs  in  winter.  As  the  season  ad- 
vances, and  the  fowls  are  given  the 
range  of  the  farm,  they  will  need  feed- 
ing only  morning  and  night,  and  will 
need  no  supply  of  green  food,  but  if 
they  are  confined  in  yards  these  articles 
should  be  included  in  their  regular 
diet. 

For  breeding  use  only  strong,  vigor- 
ous stock,  and  allow  ten  females  to  one 
male.  Give  the  breeding  fowls  a  free 
range  of  the  farm  to  secure  strong,  fer- 
tile eggs.  If  confined  in  yards  the  eggs 
will  not  hatch  as  well,  and  the  chicks 
are  weaker  and  harder  to  raise,  for  the 
reason  that  the  germ  in  the  egg  was 
nourished  by  improper  and  unnatural 
food  during  its  earliest  stages.  Follow 
nature  as  closely  as  possible  from  the 
beginning  of  the  breeding  season  until 
the  chicks  are  mature,  to  secure  the  best 
results. 

The  hatching  room  should  be  similar 
to  the  laying  apartment,  with  nests  ar- 
ranged in  the  same  manner,  so  that  as 
the  hens  become  broody  they  may  be 
removed  to  the  hatching  nests  without 
disturbing  their  incubating  deeires. 

In  our  cold  New  England  climate  it 
is  not  desirable  to  have  the  young  chicks 
appear  until  about  April  1,  at  which 
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time  they  can  be  placed  in  small  coops 
about  the  fields  with  safety  from  cold. 
April  and  May  hatched  pullets  are  the 
most  desirable  for  winter  laying,  as 
they  will  commence  laying  at  five  to  six 
months  old,  and  if  properly  cared  for, 
continue  through  the  winter.  If  they 
are  hatched  earlier  than  April  they  will 
lay  a  litter  in  the  early  fall  and  then 
molt  and  stop  laying  when  eggs  com- 
mand the  highest  prices. 

The  hatching  nests  may  be  made 
from  fine  cut  hay,  and  a  well  made  nest 
is  about  as  important  as  a  good  broody 
hen  to  insure  a  successful  hatch.  In 
March  a  seven-pound  hen  will  properly 
cover  eleven  eggs.  In  April  and  May 
thirteen  may  be  given  them  with  good 
results.  The  incubating  hens  should 
leave  the  nests  daily  and  have  whoie 
corn  and  fresh  water  for  their  rations. 
It  is  well  to  examine  the  eggs  and  neste 
twice  a  week  during  incubation  and 
clean  any  eggs  that  may  become  soiled, 
with  warm  water  without  soap.  The 
eggs  will  not  be  injured  by  careful 
handliog,  and  if  allowed  to  remain 
smeared  with  the  contents  of  a  broken 
egg  the  chick  may  be  killed  from  suffo 
cation  in  the  shell.  Should  a  nest  of 
egga  become  chilled  by  a  hen's  deserting 
them,  they  will  not  necessarily  be  ruined 
unless  uncovered  for  several  hours  dur- 
ing a  cold  day.  I  have  known  a  nest  to 
be  uncovered  for  24  hours  in  mild 
weather  and  then  produce  a  good  hatch. 
The  freshest  eggs  should  be  used  for 
hatching,  using  only  such  as  are  of 
good  size  and  shape.  The  chicks  will 
appear  during  the  twentieth  and  twen- 
ty first  days  of  incubation  and  should 
be  left  in  the  nest  until  12  hours  after 
hatching,  when  they  may  be  removed 
to  a  dry,  warm  coop  having  a  board 
bottom  well  covered  with  chaff. 
Twelve  to  15  chicks  are  all  that  can  be 
properly  covered  by  a  hen,  and  they  will 
grow  faster  and  thrive  better  than  when 
more  are  given  them. 

They  need  to  be  kept  comfortable 
during  the  first  weeks  of  their  lives  if 
you  desire  them  to  mature  into  large, 
healthy  birds.  They  will  need  but  one 
feeding  the  first  day,  and  afterwards 
should  be  fed  five  times  daily  until  six 
weeks  old.  A  good  food  for  young 
chicks  is  a  soft  mash  composed  of  one- 
third  corn  meal,  one-third  ground  oats 
and  one-third  wheat  middlings  cooked 
In  skim  milkt  This  should  be  fed  quite 
moist  (not  sloppy)  and  the  chicks  will 
need  no  drink  until  four  weeks  old, 
after  which  they  should  have  a  constant 
supply  of  fresh  water  or  skim-milk.  I 
have  always  raised  stronger  chicks  and 
had  less  sickness  among  them  when 
they  had  nothing  to  drink  during  the 
first  month.  After  the  chicks  are  four 
weeks  old  they  may  have  alternate 
ieeds  of  cracked  corn  or  wheat  with 
their  soft  food. 

At  six  weeks  old  the  chicks  should 
be  removed  from  the  small  coops  and 
placed  in  colonies  of  3.5  and  scattered 
about  the  farm,  where  they  will  have  a 
fresh  hunting  ground  for  insects,  which 
will  form  an  important  part  of  their 
food.  My  coops,  to  accommodate  35 
chicks  till  six  months  old,  are  4x8  feet, 
with  two  roosts  lengthwise.  They  are 
boarded  perpendicularly,  with  a  half- 
inch  space  between  each  boarri.  Such 
a  coop  furnishes  abundance  of  fresh 
air,  which  is  very  necessary  for  their 
thrift  in  warm  weather.  These  coops 
can  be  easily  loaded  into  an  express 
wagon  by  two  men  and  taken  to  any 
part  of  the  farm.  After  the  chicks  are 
lemoved  to  these  coops  they  have  a 


supply  of  oats,  wheat  and  cracked  corn 
constantly  before  them,  and  are  given 
soft  food  each  morning  when  they  are 
let  out.  The  caops  are  closed  at  night 
to  protect  the  chicks  from  the  foxes 
and  skunks  and  other  enemies.  It  is 
well  to  place  these  colonies  near  a  cover 
or  berry  field,  which  will  furnish  them 
with  shade  and  protection  from  hawks. 
They  will  not  injure  these  crops,  but 
will  improve  their  growth,  and  when 
ranging  over  mowing  fields  will  in 
crease  the  crops  of  grass  each  season. 

The  cockerels  from  the  April  broods 
may  be  killed  in  .Tune,  when  they  will 
sell  at  good  prices  for  broilers.  Those 
from  later  broods  will  not  sell  as  favor- 
ably, but  at  a  good  profit  on  the  cost  of 
raising;  kill  off  all  the  surplus  old  stock 
in  August  when  they  are  in  good  de- 
mand at  the  summer  hotels,  to  be  served 
up  as  spring  chickens.  Give  the  houses 
a  thorough  cleaning  and  whitewashing; 
fill  in  with  fresh  sand  and  make  every 
thing  in  first  class  condition  to  receive 
the  young  pullets  that  are  to  give  you 
the  profit  for  the  coming  year.  The 
April  and  May  hatched  pullets  should 
begin  laying  in  October  and  November, 
and  with  good  care  will  be  doing  their 
best  during  the  holidays,  when  eggs  are 
40  cents  a  dozen.  It  is  not  advisable  or 
safe  to  crowd  more  fowls  into  these 
houses  than  1  have  recommended,  and 
many  failures  have  resulted  from  over- 
crowding, which  with  poor  ventilation 
will  bring  on  disease.  If  you  wish  to 
carry  over  more  fowls  extend  the  build 
ings  accordingly,  give  the  many  the 
same  care  that  has  made  the  few  profit- 
able, and  there  is  no  reason  why  from 
1,000  to  2,000  fowls  cannot  be  kept  at  a 
profit  of  $2  each.  With  the  right  per 
son  to  manage,  one  who  has  an  interest 
in  it  and  who  will  attend  carefully  to 
the  many  details,  this  is  a  reasonable 
estimate  of  the  profit  per  fowl  a  llock 
can  be  made  to  net  its  owner.

An  Invention  that  Should  Prove  a 
Koon  to  Careful.  Intelligent  anrt 
Progressive  Poultry  men  —  It  is 
ITsed  for  Pedigree  Breeding  and 
is  a  Practical  and  Complete  Suc- 
cess—The  Benefits  of  Pedigree 
Breeding  Briefly  Outlined. 

[Again  we  call  American  Poultry 
Journal  readers'  attention  to  the  won- 
derful qualities  of  the  Eureka  Nest 
Box,  a  device  invented  by  A.  J.  Silber- 
stein,  of  Framingham,  Mass.,  that  will 
be  the  means  of  introducing  accuracy 
in  breeding  fowls,  and  will  serve  to  es- 
tablish a  system  of  pedigree  in  fowls 
heretofore  deemed  impracticable  or  im- 
possible, besides  furnishing  many  other 
advantages  as  described  by  Grant  M. 
Curtis,  in  Reliable  Poultry  Journal, 
after  his  personal  inspection  and  invest- 
igation.—Ed.] 

At  the  Boston  show  held  during  last 
January,  a  man  iutrodaced  himself  to 
the  editor  of  Reliable  Poultry  Journal, 
as  A.  J.  Silberstein,  proprietor  of  Hart 
nest  Poultry  yards,  Framingham,  Mass., 
and  a  patentee  of  the  Eureka  Nest  Box, 
a  device  for  pedigreeing  Standard  bred 
poultry.  Mr.  SllDeratein  talked  adver- 
tising with  us,  and  from  that  time  to 
this  an  advertisement  of  the  Hartnest 
strain  of  Light  Brahmas  and  the  Eure- 
ka Nest  Box  has  appeared  in  these  col 
umns.  While  at  the  Boston  show  we 
made  inquiry  as  to  Mr.  Silberstein's  re- 
sponsibility, and  learned  that  he  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso 
elation  and  well  thought  of  by  all  who 
know  him.  He  sent  us  from  time  to 
time,  copies  of  his  circulars,  also  testi 
monials  in  regard  to  his  nest  box  and 
we  have  heard  to  date  only  kind  words 
about  him  from  readers  of  the  paper 
who  have  dealt. with  him. 

Nevertheless,  we  did  not  feel  fully 
justitied  in  endorsing  or  recommending 
the  Eureka  Nest  Box,  until  a  time 
should  come  when  we  could  visit  Hart- 
nest yards  and  personally  inspect  these 
nest  boxes  in  practical  use.  This  we 
were  able  to  do  on  July  29,  on  which 
date  Mr.  Silberstein  demonstrated  to 
our  satisfaction  the  perfect  adaptability 
of  the  Eureka  Nest  Box  to  the  pur- 
poses of  pedigree  breeding.  Two  or 
three  points  had  not  been  clear  to  us, 
but  these  were  satisfactorily  explained, 
and  we  now  do  not  hesitate  to  recom 
mend  the  use  of  this  nest  box  to  all  per 
sons  who  appreciate  the  value  of  pedi- 
gree breeding,  that  is,  breeding  in  line 
for  desirable  qualities,  of  either  utility 
or  beauty,  or  Doth  combined.  It  will 
be  readily  understood  that  to  be  worth 
anything  at  all  a  pedigree  must  be 
complete,  or  perfect.  If  there  is  any 
qaeBiion  as  to  its  completeness,  this 
renders  it  practically  worthless.  Judg- 
ing-from  the  printed  circulars,  we  had 
some  doubts  as  to  the  perfection  of  Mr. 
Silberstein's  plan,  but  these  doubts  were 
dispelled  by  an  inspection  of  the  nest 
box,  an  examination  of  Mr.  Silberstein's 
records  and  the  explanation  freely 
offered  by  him. 

All  persons  who  have  given  the  poul- 
try business  even  a  moderate  amount 
of  thought  and  study  must  realize  that 
it  is  at  present  in  confusion,  that  the 
breeding  of  poultry  is  conducted  largely 
on  the  hit  or  miss  plan,  and  that  not 
one  breeder  in  two  hundred,  perhaps 


not  one  in  five  hundred  is  employing  an 
intelligent  or  scientific  system  of  breed- 
ing. We  mate  our  fowls  according  to 
our  present  ideas,  trusting  largely  to 
luck  and  to  large  numbers  for  desirable 
results.  When  we  happen  to  "  hit  it 
right"  we  are  delighted,  but  we  do  not 
know  how  it  was  done,  for  the  very  next 
year  we  try  to  duplicate  the  fortunate 
mating  and  fail.  We  keep  on  planning 
to  increase  the  egg  yield,  but  still  can 
not  tell  to  save  us  whether  or  not  the 
eight  best  hens  that  were  put  into  what 
we  considered  to  be  our  best  breeding 
pen,  were  all  good  layers.  VVe  are  not 
sure  but  that  one  or  more  of  them  were 
extremely  poor  layers. 

This  is  not  good  sense.  It  is  not 
business.  There  is  room  for  wonderful 
improvement  in  breeding  poultry  for 
results  I  There  is  no  reasonable  excuse 
for  continuing  the  present  haphazard 
methods.  There  is  a  better  way,  a  more 
sensible  and  scientific  way,  and  those 
of  us  who  mean  business  ought  to 
adopt  it  and,  follow  it  faithfully,  The 
poultry  business  is  far  more  to-day  than 
it  was  ten,  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago. 
At  the  present  time  hundreds  of  intelli 
gent  men  and  women  are  interested  in 
it,  both  for  pleasure  and  profit.  There 
are  among  us  many  people  who  appre 
ciate  the  beautiful  in  animate  nature, 
and  are  desirous  of  establishing  strains 
of  fowls  that  will  reproduce  themselves 
in  points  of  beauty.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  is  the  best  of  reason  why  the  men 
and  women  who  breed  for  market, 
where  uniformity  of  stock  is  desired, 
and  where  eggs  sell  at  so  much  per  doz- 
en, should  also  adopt  a  plan  that  will 
largely  increase  the  profits.  There 
should  be  a  science  in  breeding  for 
Standard  requirements,  also  in  breeding 
for  the  market.  The  two  can  and 
should  be  intelligently  combined,  and  it 
is  to  this  combination  that  the  Reliable 
Poultry  Journal  is  devoted. 

Mr.  Silberstein  spent  several  months, 
in  fact,  two  or  three  years  experiment- 
ing with  automatic  nest  boxes  that 
would  enable  him  to  keep  an  accurate 
and  complete  pedigree  of  his  breeding 
stock.  He  has  in  the  cellar  of  his  dwell 
ing  house  seven  or  eight  devices,  all  of 
them  being  more  or  less  complicated, 
that  he  experimented  with,  and  out  of 
which  grew  the  Eureka  Nest  Box. 
More  than  one  hen  was  sacrificed  to 
these  complicated  devices,  some  being 
hung,  others  being  smothered,  but  he 
finally  invented  the  present  box,  for 
which  a  patent  has  been  granted  by  the 
United  States,  this  box  being  simple  in 
operation  and  perfectly  sate.  By  the 
use  of  this  box  a  breeder  can  tell,  be- 
yond question,  which  hen  lays  the  egg 
from  aay  to  day,  can  thus  give  credit  to 
the  hen,  and  begin  a  record  or  pedigree 
that  will  tell  him  definitely  which  hens 
lay  the  best  colored  eggs,  the  best  sized 
eggs  and  the  most  of  them.  By  start- 
ing with  this  valuable  information  and 
setting  only  the  best  eggs  laid  by  the 
best  layers,  he  can  build  up  a  pedigree 
lasting  as  many  generations  as  he  cares 
to  continue  the  record. 

Mr.  Silberstein  has  been  keeping  his 
pedigree  record  for  five  years,  and  has 
thus  far  produced  Light  Brahmas  that 
have  laid  as  high  as  195  eggs  in  305  days. 
This  is  a  remarkable  showing  for  Light 
Brahmas.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  showing  that 
any  Leghorn  breeder  might  be  proud 
of.  We  asked  Mr.  Silberstein  why  he 
selected  the  Light  Brahmas  rather  than 
a  smaller  breed.  His  reply  was,  "  Be 
cause  I  fancy  the  Light  Brahmas,  and 
if  my  system  is  of  value,  it  will  prove 
itself  to  be  so  on  the  Brahmas  as  well 


as  on  Leghorns  or  Plymouth  Rocks  or 
Wyandottes.  I  do  not  claim  that  Light 
Brahmas  can  be  made  to  lay  as  many 
eggs  in  a  year  as  one  of  the  smaller  and 
more  active  breeds,  but  I  got  started 
with  the  Brahmas,  am  fond  of  them 
and  expect  to  breed  them  exclusively. 
I  do  not  want  you  to  tell  the  publie 
how  many  eggs  1  believe  a  hen  can  be 
brought  to  lay  in  365  days,  but  195  eggs 
per  year  from  a  Brahma  is,  in  my  opin- 
ion, only  a  fair  start.  I  depend  entirely 
on  pedigree  breeding,  that  is,  breeding 
intelligently  for  desired  results.  I  do 
not  believe  in  forcing  fowls  to  lay  by 
feeding  them  condiments  of  any  kind. 
I  believe  in  a  balanced  ration,  where 
eggs  are  the  end  sought  for.  When  I 
get  time  I  will  write  out  for  your 
readers  what  I  mean  by  a  balanced 
ration,  I  have  studied  this  question  a 
good  deal  the  last  few  years  and  have 
obtained  results  the  past  two  years  that 
justify  me  in  giving  the  poultry  frater- 
nity the  benefit  of  what  I  have  learned." 

The  Hartnest  strain  of  Light  Brah- 
mas is  mfide  up  of  birds  bought  four 
and  five  years  ago  from  six  different 
breeders,  representing  the  Duke  of 
York  strain,  the  Autocrat,  the  A.  F. 
Hunter,  Felch  and  Rollins  strains, 
merged  into  one,  no  one  strain  predom- 
inating. During  the  first  two  or  three 
years  these  fowls  laid  only  moderately 
well.  Each  year  the  best  layers  were 
selected,  and  each  succeeding  year  Mr. 
Silberstein  found  the  average  egg  yield 
to  be  considerably  increased,  while  in- 
dividual birds  each  season  excelled  the 
record  of  the  best  layers  of  the  previous 
season. 

Mr.  Silberstein's  record  book  sets 
forth  the  date  on  which  each  fowl  was 
hatched,  when  its  dam  and  sire  were 
hatched,  reaching  back  to  the  beginning 
of  the  record;  also  how  many  eggs  each 
dam  laid,  when  she  began  to  lay,  e  c,. 
how  many  eggs  the  dam  of  the  sire  in 
each  breeding  pen  laid,  the  weight  of 
each  and  every  egg,  how  old  each  pullet 
when  she  first  began  to  lay,  how  many 
eggs  she  laid  as  a  pullet,  how  many  as  a 
yearling  hen,  and  so  on.  It  may  seem 
to  many  that  this  plan  entails  a  good 
deal  of  trouble,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
it  does  not.  A  complete  record  for  the 
year  is  kept  in  one  book,  and  the 
month's  complete  record  is  kept  on  two 
pages  that  face  each  other. 

As  each  egg  is  laid  it  is  marked  with 
the  number  of  the  leg  band  of  the  hen 
that  laid  it.  By  the  use  of  the  Eureka 
Nest  Box  the  eggs  need  be  gathered 
only  at  feeding  time,  that  is,  twice  or 
three  times  a  daj-.  In  the  evening  these- 
eggs  are  registered  in  the  record  book^ 
and  if  it  is  desired  to  keep  track  of 
their  weight,  a  druggist's  scales  that 
weigh  in  grains  should  be  used.  The- 
average  sized  Brahma  egg  weighs  about, 
a  thousand  grains,  or  two  and  one- 
fourth  ounces.  The  eggs  are  then 
placed  in  racks,  each  hen's  eggs  by  them  - 
selves,  and  the  uninitiated  would  be 
surprised  at  the  very  close  resemblance 
existing  between  the  eggs  laid  by  the- 
same  hen.  After  a  few  eggs  have  been 
gathered  and  carefully  marked  a  breed- 
er could  almost  dispense  with  marking^ 
the  eggs  each  day,  and  could  assort 
them  in  the  egg  rack  and  give  each  hen 
her  due  credit  by  simply  trusting  tO' 
the  close  resemblance  in  the  color,  and 
texture  of  the  shells. 

We  tried  Mr.  Silberstein's  patience- 
more  or  less  by  trying  to  find  eggs  laid 
by  different  hens  that  looked  more  alike- 
than  any  two  eggs  laid  by  the  same  hen. 
We  are  frank  to  say  that  we  had  to- 
give  it  up.   It  is  not  only  true  of  Light. 
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Brahmas,  that  lay  brown  eggs  which 
Tary  quite  a  little  in  color  and  texture 
oi  shell,  but  also  of  White  Leghorn 
eggs,  Mr.  Silberstein  has  one  pen  of 
White  Leghorns.  To  ninety-nine  out 
of  a  hundred  people  all  Leghorn  eggs 
look  alike.  Such,  however  is  not  the 
case.  Even  Leghorn  eggs,  though 
white  as  chalk,  vary  enough  in  shape 
and  texture  of  shell  so  that  the  eggs 
laid  by  any  given  hen  can  be  closely 
assorted  without  much  chance  of  mis- 
take. 

Not  only  this,  but  the  eggs  laid  by  a 
given  hen  run  wonderfully  uniform  in 
size  and  weight.  The  only  exceptions 
to  this  are  to  be  found  in  the  first  few 
eggs  laid  when  a  pullet  or  hen  first  be- 
gins to  lay,  and  in  the  three  to  five  eggs 
laid  just  before  a  hen  becomes  broody. 
Said  Mr.  Silberstein:  "  I  can  tell  within 
two  or  three  days  of  when  one  of  my 
hens  is  going  to  be  broody.  The  weight 
of  her  eggs  will  fall  off  from  100  to  200 
grains.  More  than  once  I  have  said  to 
myself, '  to-morrow  or  the  day  after  this 
hen  will  be  broody,'  and  she  was." 

As  these  marked  and  recorded  eggs 
are  set,  arrangements  are  made  to  keep 
cbreful  track  of  each  and  every  chick, 
so  that  its  pedigree  will  be  complete. 
If  a  given  hen  has  laid  thirteen  to  fif- 
teen eggs,  well  and  good.  These  are 
placed  under  one  hen,  and  when  the 
chicks  are  hatched  they  are  marked  in 
the  web  of  the  feet,  and  a  record  is 
kept  of  the  mark.  On  the  other  hand, 
If  a  given  hen  has  not  laid  a  full  sitting 
of  eggs,  or  has  laid  a  sitting  and  a  half, 
or  two  sittings  and  a  half,  or  any  odd 
number  of  eggs,  the  odd  eggs  are  placed 
under  a  hen  with  enough  other  eggs  to 
make  up  a  full  sitting,  then  on  the 
eighteenth  or  nineteenth  day  these  odd 
eggs  are  placed  under  a  hen  that  is  not 
due  to  hatch  for  a  week  or  two,  and  as 
these  chicks  hatch  out  there  can  be  no 
question  as  to  their  identity.  This  was 
one  of  the  points  that  we  wanted 
cleared  up,  and  it  was  cleared  up  to  our 
satisfaction.  Another  was  cleared  up 
as  follows:  When  the  chicks  grow  to 
be  five  or  six  weeks  old,  small-sized  leg- 
bands  are  put  on  them  and  a  record  is 
kept,  alongside  of  the  punch  mark  which 
belonged  to  each  lot  of  chicks  at  the  start. 
There  are  sixteen  different  punch  marks 
that  can  be  made  in  the  web  of  the  feet, 
and  after  these  are  exhausted,  this  lot 
of  chicks,  coming  from  sixteen  differ- 
€nt  hens,  are  yarded  separately  and  fed 
in  slatted  coops  in  such  a  way  that  all 
the  chicks,  little  and  big,  young  and  old, 
get  a  fair  stiare,  insuring  good  growth. 
By  this  simple  plan  a  record  can  be 
kept  of  the  chicks  from  egg  to  egg,  or 
hen  to  hen,  and  the  completeness  of  the 
pedigree  depends  simply  on  the  careful- 
ness of  the  breeder  or  his  assistant. 

On  examining  Mr.  Silberstein's  record 
book  we  found,  for  example,  that  hen 
No.  16  61  (16  being  her  pullet  number 
and  61  her  hen  number)  was  hatched 
July  10, 1897.  She  laid  her  fir^t  egg  Jan- 
uary 14  and  continued  as  follows:  Jan 
uary,  12  eggs;  February,  19  eggs;  March, 
30  eggs;  April,  25  eggs;  May,  28  eggs; 
.June,  24  eggs;  July,  27  eggs;  (up  to  the 
29th),  or  a  total  of  165  eggs  from  Jan- 
uary 14  to  July  29  inclusive.  Her  eggs 
ranged  from  930  grains  to  1,080  grains. 
Forty-eight  of  her  eggs  had  been  set 
for  hatching  up  to  July  29;  and  42  of 
the  48  hatched.  The  mother  of  No.  61 
(No.  42),  laid  163  eggs  during  the  sea- 
son of  '96  '97.  She  weighed  seven  and 
one  half  pounds  as  a  pullet  whm  she 
began  laying,  The  sire  of  hen  No.  61 
was  hatched  from  eggs  bought  of  Mr. 
A.  F.  Ilunter,  and  weighed  nine  and 


one  half  pounds  when  mated  in  No 
vember.  Hen  No.  42  was  hatched  from 
an  egg  laid  by  puUett  No.  15,  which 
weighed  eight  pounds  when  she  began 
to  lay,  and  laid  144  egg  during  the  sea- 
son of  '95  ".16.  And  so  on  back  to  the 
beginning. 

Mr.  Silberstein  also  keeps  a  record  of 
weights  of  chicks.  He  believes,  as  do 
other  intelligent  poultrymen,  that  rapid 
growth  as  well  as  increased  egg  produc- 
tion, uniformity  of  type  or  shape,  and 
beauty  of  feather  can  be  bred  into  a 
strain  of  fowls,  and  he  is  working  to 
that  end  also.  He  showed  us  a  Hock  of 
Brahma  chicks  hatched  from  April  9  to 
28,  a  number  of  them  weighing,  on  July 
23,  as  follows:  Cockerel  No.  14  hatched 
April  15,  weighed  three  and  one  fourth 
pounds;  cockerel  No.  125  hatched  April 
14,  weighed  three  and  one  fourth 
pounds,  cockerel  No.  54  hatched  April 
14,  weighed  three  and  one  half  pounds. 
These  are  splendid  weights,  inasmuch 
as  broiler  men  consider  that  if  by  fore 
ing  their  chicks  they  can  bring  them  to 
weigh  two  pounds  each  at  three  months 
old  they  have  done  well. 

Enough  has  been  said  in  the  fore 
going  to  make  plain  to  readers  of  the 
Reliable  Poultry  Journal,  the  value  and 
utility  of  the  Eureka  Nest  Box  and  of 
pedigree  breeding.  This  Nest  Box  will 
prove  a  boon  to  poultrymen  who,  in  the 
language  of  the  West  Virginia  con 
gressman,  what  to  know  "  where  they 
are  at."  Unquestionably  this  plan  of 
pedigree  breeding  should  succeed  the 
haphazard  breeding  done  in  the  past, 
provided  we  are  to  progress  as  we 
should,  and  as  it  is  to  our  interest  to  do. 
While  at  Oakland  Farm,  Taunton, 
Mass.,  this  summer,  Mr.  Arthur  Sharp 
remarked  to  the  writer  as  follows:  "  We 
have  exhausted  all  of  the  sixteen  chick 
markiogs  and  have  begun  to  use  them 
over  again.  We  keep  a  very  careful 
record  of  the  breeding  of  every  male 
and  female.  Cochin  and  Brahma,  on 
our  place  and  have  done  so  for  years. 
It  is  one  of  the  chief  secrets  of  our 
success  in  the  show  room." 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  breeders 
who  have  exercised  the  greatest  care  in 
studying  each  mating,  have  reaped  the 
richest  rewards,  and  in  the  future  com- 
petition will  be  even  keener.  The  hap- 
hazard breeder  will  be  relegated  to  the 
past,  will,  in  fact,  be  forced  out  of  the 
business,  and  the  men  and  women  who 
put  brains  and  heart  into  their  work 
will  be  found  in  the  front  rank.  It  is 
one  more  case  of  the  survival  of  the 
fittest,  and  is  right  and  proper.  The 
burden  of  the  Reliable  Poultry  Jour 
nal's  song  has  been,  and  will  continue 
to  be,  "  quality  as  well  as  quantity  "— 
quality  in  attractiveness  and  salability 
of  carcass,  quantity  in  number  of  eggs 
laid,  quality  in  beauty  of  form  and 
feather— all  of  which  we  positively 
know  can  be  combined  in  one  and  the 
same  fowl  to  be  chosen  from  the  popu 
lar  breeds  and  vaiieties  of  Standard- 
bred  poultry.  Nothing  that  man  does 
is  perfect;  nothing  that  he  has  made  is 
perfection.  It  is  only  the  foolish  man 
who  has  said,  "  Thus  far  can  we  go  and 
no  farther." 

Even  if  Mr.  Silberstein  is  afraid  to 
risk  a  prophesy  that  hens  some  day  can 
be  brought  to  lay  300  eggs  each  per  year, 
the  writer  is  bold  to  believe,  and  to  pro 
claim  the  belief,  that  this  can  be  done.

They  have 
been  bred  to  lay  three  to  five  times  that 
many  eggs,  why  not  fifty  to  seventy  five 


eggs  more  per  year  ?  Do  not  tell  ub 
what  they  can  not  do.  Let  us  join  in 
proving  what  they  can  do.

Eggs  by  the  Dozen  or  Pound. 

A  number  of  years  ago  the  manager 
of  one  of  the  largest  general  stores  in 
the  country,  located  in  a  rich  farming 
community  of  Northern  Michigan,, 
made  a  tremendous  effort,  worthy  of 
better  success,  to  introduce  in  his  bus- 
inets  and  to  make  general  the  custom 
of  buying  and  selling  eggs  by  weight. 

He  was  an  able  writer,  a  man  of 
great  tenacity  of  purpose,  and  the  posi- 
tion he  held  as  buyer  and  manager  for 
this  millionaire  concern  gave  him  ex- 
ceptional advantages  to  reach  those 
whom  he  wished  to  influence.  His  ar- 
ticles were  published  in  trade  journals 
devoted  to  the  grocery  lines,  and  were 
logical  and  accurate  in  the  points  he 
wished  to  establish  the  j  astice  of,  buying 
and  selling  eggs  by  weight.  His  clerks 
were  instructed  to  follow  this  method, 
and  the  rule  was  put  into  effect.  Right 
here  the  fun  commenced.  The  coun- 
try people  revolted  at  such  an  un- 
heard of  thing.  An  egg  was  an  egg. 
A  Standard  bred  fowl  was  as  scarce  in 
that  part  of  the  country  as  the  pro- 
verbial "  hens'  teeth,"  although  there 
are  evidences  remaining  of  a  fine  strain 
of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  that  the 
editor  of  Asierican  Poultry  Jour- 
nal introduced  himself  into  that  re- 
gion years  before,  and  there  are  a  few 
fanciers  who  have  heroically  entered 
their  Standard  bred  birds  at  the  county 
fair,  to  be  downed  by  specimens  with 
plumage  containing  all  the  colors  of 
the  rainbow,  because  they  were 
"  bigger." 

Although  the  price  per  pound  wa& 
adjusted  to  equalize  the  difference  be- 
tween dozen  and  pound,  still  it  was 
considered  by  the  owners  of  the  eggs 
a  rank  injustice  to  see  13  andl4(ggB, 
little  ones  they  were,  too,  go  onto  the 
scales  in  the  effort  to  weigh  the  full 
pound.  When  the  eggs  happened  to  be 
big  ones,  there  was  no  complaint  made. 

Then  came  the  purchasers.  The 
clerks  suffered  the  martyrdom  of  all 
reformers  who  encounter  the  set  ways 
and  customs  of  generations  of  buyers 
whose  cook  books  set  the  scale  of 
quantity  by  dozens  and  parts  of  a 
dozen. 

The  result  was  the  carefully  packed 
baskets  of  eggs  brought  into  town  were 
sold  at  the  stores  where  "  eggs  by  the 
dozen  "  was  still  the  custom,  and  trade 
in  eggs  fell  off  at  the  big  store,  and 


with  the  egg  trade  went  much  other 
trade.  After  heroically  holding  out 
for  a  year  or  so  the  custom  was  revoked. 
Eggs  were  bought  and  sold  by  the 
dozen. 

This  has  been  brought  to  mind  by 
an  article  by  I.  K.  Felch  in  Country 
Gentlemen. 

Perhaps  one  reason  of  the  failure  we 
have  related  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
only  trade  papers  of  a  purely  commer- 
cial nature  were  used,  while  poultry 
papers  were  not  taken  into  the  discus- 
sion. 

Mr.  Felch  has  this  to  say: 

"  1  see  that  the  Utah  experiment  re- 
ports Leghorns  as  laying  181  eggs  per 
capita  per  annum,  while  Light  Brahmas 
laid  147  eggs,  both  receiving  the  same 
care.  This  has  led  a  writer  to  claim 
that  the  Leghorns  are  the  best  breed  for 
the  Middle  West. 

"  Let  us  investigate.  The  Middle 
West  consumes  at  home  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  their  poultry  than  any  other 
section  of  our  land.  This  question  of 
relative  merits  between  breeds  should 
be  based  upon  the  food  supply  for  man. 
But  I  admit  the  grand  factor  in  any 
breed  s  popularity  is  the  number  of 
eggs  the  breed  lays  in  the  year  and  the 
time  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  pro- 
du!ed.  I  have  ascertained  beyond  a 
doubt  that  23  ounces  per  dozen  for  Leg- 
horns and  30  ounces  per  dozen  for 
Brahmas  is  the  relative  difference  in 
weight  between  first  class  eggs  for  the 
two  breeds.  This  gives  credit  to  the 
Leghorn  of  21  65  9i)  lb.  of  eggs  for  a 
year,  and  to  the  Brahma  22  31-32  lb. 

"  The  second  consideration  is  that  the 
Light  Brahmas  produce  the  largest 
quantity  of  flesh  for  food  consumed  at 
maturity.  The  third  proposition  is  that 
Light  Brahmas  lay  seven  twelfths  of 
the  yearly  product  of  eggs  when  they 
sell  for  the  greater  price.  Fourth,  as 
between  a  dozen  of  eggs  for  the  two 
breeds,  the  Brahmas  are  25  per  cent  the 
most  valuable.  But  the  breeders,  by 
their  own  carelessness,  are  allowing 
them  to  be  sold  by  the  dozen  and  losing 
that  25  per  cent. 

"  We,  as  breeders, -must  demand  a  full 
report  of  these  public  societies,  and 
their  influence  to  compel  the  sale  of 
eggs  by  the  pound,  just  as  butter  is  now 
sold.  What  would  you  think  of  a  New 
England  breeder  who  allowed  his  Brah- 
mas and  Plymouth  Rocks,  that  weigh 
75  to  100  lb.  to  the  dozen,  to  be  sold  by 
the  dozen  at  the  same  price  as  a  dozen 
Leghorns  V  Yet  this  act  would  be  of 
the  same  nature  as  the  egg  producer's 
who  submit  to  the  sale  of  the  eggs 
from  the  two  breeds  at  the  same  price 
per  dozen. 

"  Breeders,  we  must  agitate  this  ques 
tion  in  season  and  out  of  season,  until 
we  force  the  selling  of  eggs  by  the 
pound. 

"  We  must  alto  demand  the  whole 


story  from  our  public  educators. 

"I  am  conscious  that  securing  this 
.will  give  the  smaller  breeds  a  greater 
popularity  for  our  cheap  restaurants, 
and  that  the  smallest  hotels  will  buy  the 
eggs  they  can  secure  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  to  the  pound;  and  that  our  large 
eggs,  that  weigh  from  28  to  34  ounces 
to  the  dozen,  will  find  their  market  at 
the  aristocratic  establishments,  and 
with  the  rich  or  those  able  to  buy. 

'  My  advice,  then,  is  to  agitate,  agi- 
tate, until  we  secure  this  reform." 


The  Feather  completes  its  third  vol- 
ume with  the  September  issue.  It  well 
deserves  its  success.  In  typographical 
appearance  it  is  a  beauty,  and  its  merit 
is  conspicuous. 

The  California  Poultry  Tribune  in  its 
September  issue  has  a  beautiful  frontis 
piece  of  a  trio  of  Silver  Gray  Dorking 
fowls  in  colors,  the  plates  of  which  were 
made  direct  from  an  oil  painting  exe- 
cuted from  life. 

In  July  number  we  suggested  the  use 
of  eggs  as  a  medium  of  exchange.  The 
Amkrican  Poultry  Journal  sur- 
mises we  did  so  on  account  of  their 
settling  qualities.  Perhaps  so,  but  then 
eggs  produce  so  much  for  so  little  that 
they  cause  us  all  to  shell  out,  but  its  no 
shell  game.— Inland  Poultry. 

Clipping  of  the  flight  feathers  of  a 
wing  to  prevent  a  fowl  from  flying  over 
a  fence  cause  it  to  look  misshaped  or 
one  sided.  There  is  no  necessity  for 
cutting  off  the  feathers.  The  object 
can  be  attained  by  cutting  off  the  inner 
web  of  four  or  five  of  the  long  or  flight 
feather,  so  they  cannot  hold  against  the 
air,  and  the  wing  will  retain  its  place, 
and  the  outside  of  the  same  will  not  be 
disfigured.  Don't  destroy  the  wing  by 
clipping  it  after  the  molting  season  on 
such  fowls  as  are  intended  for  selling 
or  showing  — Fanciers'  Gazette.

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The  Importance  of  Feeding  Well. 

A  dock  of  hens  is  in  some  respects 
like  the  farmer's  corn  sheller.  If  you 
put  nothing  but  corn  cobs  into  the  ma 
chine  you  can"t  expect  to  get  grain 
from  it.  Neither  can  you  let  the  hens 
skirmish  for  a  living  and  expect  a  bas 
ket  full  of  eggs  every  day.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  introduce  the  right  kind  of  feed 
if  the  best  resultt  are  to  be  obtained. 
This  question  of  feeding  has  had  very 
close  attention  from  our  agricultural 
experiment  stations  for  some  years 
past,  and  it  has  been  abundantly  dem- 
onstrated that  certain  foods  will  pro- 
duce a  much  larger  number  of  eggs 
than  what  might  be  called  promiscuous 


feeding.  First  on  the  list  of  egg  pro- 
ducing grains  is  the  New  Mammoth 
Russian  Sunflower  seed.  It  seems  to 
have  some  special  effect  upon  the  in- 
ternal organism  of  the  hen  which  re- 
sults in  a  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  eggs  laid.  John  Bauscher,  Jr.,  well 
known  poultry  and  seed  man,  of 
Freeport,  111.,  has  given  it  an  extended 
trial  and  reports  that  it  will  double  the 
egg  output.  He  has  this  seed  for  sale. 
A  catalogue  which  he  sells  for  15  cents 
will  give  further  information  on  this 
subject. 


To  break  up  incubation,  if  seen  to  on 
its  first  symptoms,  is  easily  done  by  re 
moving  to  slat  coop  on  the  bare  earth, 
fed  lightly,  and  given  plenty  of  cool 
water.  But  all  incubating  breeds  will 
lay  more  eggs  for  the  entire  year,  if 
allowed  to  hatch  and  rear  a  brood  of 
chicks,  especially  if  the  fowls  are  to  be 
kept  over.  Then  in  June  or  July,  let 
them  set  four  or  six  weeks  on  china 
eggs,  if  chicks  are  not  desired,  when 
they  will  molt  quickly,  and  come  to 
laying  before  winter,  and  be  far  more 
profitable  for  it.— I.  K.  Felch  in  A  Few 
Hens. 

Mr.  Boyer  says :  "  First-class  stock  is 
stock  well  fattened  so  that  the  breast 
bone  does  not  stick  out  like  the  ketl 
of  a  boat;  yellow  meated;  well  dressed;

When  the  hens 
have  giddiness,  suddenly  die,  have  soft 
livers  when  examined  after  death,  and 
are  very  fat,  the  indications  are  that 
they  do  not  have  suflicient  exercise  and 
are  fed  too  liberally  for  profit.  Too 
much  feed  has  done  greater  damage 
than  all  the  starvation  and  tree  roost- 
ing ever  attempted  on  mismanaged 
farm."

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A  "  Peck  of  Trouble." 

A  subscriber  living  at  Des  Moines, 
la.,  writes  that  his  hens  will  not  lay, 
nor  his  incubator  hatch  chickens.  This 
letter  was  turned  over  to  our  physician 
and  surgeon  for  poultry,  who  declares 
that  trouble  of  this  kind  is  as  common 
as  eggs  in  May. 

Our  subscriber  says  he  has  two  pens 
of  twenty  five  hens.  The  pens  are 
about  60x75  feet,  and  have  shade  in 
them.  So  far  everything  seems  as  it 
should  be.  Twenty  five  hens  in  such  a 
yard  should  lay  frequently  and  fluently, 
if  properly  fed.  He  says  he  feeds  his 
hens  once  a  day.  There  is  mistake 
number  one.  We  feed  our  hens  three 
times  a  day,  and  once  in  a  while  we 
feed  them  between  times.  Our  sub- 
scriber feeds  wheat  or  chopped  oats. 
Twice  a  week  he  feeds  green  cut  bone. 
The  hens  have  a  sand  pile  in  their  yard 
and  often  get  oyster  shells. 

Those  hens  are  not  properly  fed. 
They  do  not  get  any  green  feed  at  all, 
as  far  as  our  information  goes,  and  hens 
deprived  of  green  feed,  refuse  to  lay 
after  a  time.  The  green  cut  bone  is  all 
right,  and  the  oyster  shells  are  all  right. 
So  is  the  sand  pile,  but  we  don't  find 
anything  about  grit.  Hens  that  do  not 
have  grit  to  grind  their  feed  with 
ceaee  to  shell  out  presently.  Those  hens 
are  fed  slop.  Sloppy  feed  has  killed 
more  chicks  and  hens  than  any  other 
one  thing  except  lice.  The  two  princi- 
pal dieeases  which  aftlict  poultry  in  this 
country,  are  lice  and  slop.  Don't  feed 
slop.  Feed  good,   wholesome  whole 


grain  twice  a  day,  and  as  much  fresh 
cut  grass,  clover,  turnip  tops  or  other 
green  stuff  as  they  will  eat  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  day.  Don't  feed  slop  but 
cook  bran  or  middlings  or  ground  oats 
into  a  very  thick  mush,  and  give  them 
a  feed  two  or  three  times  a  week.  We 
treat  our  Brown  Leghorns  this  way  and 
give  them  some  sunflower  seeds  or 
green  sweet  corn  once  in  a  while,  as  an 
extra  treat.  But  remember,  we  never 
feed  them  enough  of  anything  to  pre- 
vent them  from  being  glad  to  see  us 
with  some  more  feed.  While  the  hens 
are  molting  they  will  not  lay  very  well 
but  they  should  be  well  fed  all  the  time. 

As  to  the  incubator,  he  says  it  is  a 
Des  Moines,  and  we'll  bet  a  cent  the 
trouble  is  all  in  the  operator.  He  cools 
his  eggs  down  to  80  degrees  every  day, 
which  accounts  for  the  poor  hatch. 
The  egg  chamber  may  be  allowed  to 
cool  to  80  degrees  without  much  dam 
age,  but  when  an  egg  cools  to  that  tem- 
perature in  the  early  stages  of  incuba- 
tion, it  must  be  a  pretty  strong  germ 
that  will  survive.  Take  the  incubator 
out  of  the  cellar.  About  one  cellar  in  a 
hundred  is  fit  to  operate  an  incubator 
in.  The  fact  that  60  chicks  hatched  out 
of  111  shows  that  the  eggs  were  not 
cooled  down  to  80  degrees  every  day. 
The  other  35  eggs  had  dead  chicks  in, 
which  shows  that  there  was  too  much 
moisture  used.  That  "  cool,  dry  cellar  " 
was  too  damp  for  good  luck  with  an  in- 
cubator. Most  cellars  have  the  same 
fault. 

.Just  one  thing  more.  Our  subscriber 
says  he  has  two  pens  of  hens,  and  has 


Buff  Cochins,  Plymouth  Eocks  and 
Brown  Leghorns.  Big  and  little  breeds 
do  not  do  well  together.  The  big  ones 
get  the  feed  and  get  too  fat,  or  the 
little  ones  get  all  of  it,  and  the  big  ones 
starve,  just  according  to  which  is  in  the 
majority.  In  either  case  the  little  hens 
should  not  be  kept  with  the  big  ones. 
This  may  seem  strange  but  it  is  strictly 
true.

It  is  surprising  that  these  ducks  are  not  more  popular  and 
more  widely  reared  in  England.  In  Canada  and  the  United 
States  they  are  highly  prized  as  a  domestic  breed.  They 
breed  freely,  and  the  youngsters  grow  well,  while  the  ilesh  is 
very  delicious.  They  are  likewise  extremely  handsome  birds, 
the  color  being  a  metalic  black  with  beautiful  green  reflec- 
tions on  head,  neck,  and  wings.  In  such  places  where  the 
Aylesbury  or  Pekin  cannot  be  kept  in  that  spotless  condi 
tion  that  so  enhances  their  beauty,  the  Cayuga  will  be  found 
most  acceptable,  and  even  where  the  conditions  are  most 
favorable  for  the  white  and  canary  colored  birds,  a  few  Cay- 
ugas  contrast  finely.  During  late  years  some  capital  speci- 
mens have  been  seen  at  our  shows,  and  we  are  confident  they 
only  require  to  be  better  known  to  be  appreciated  as  they 
deserve.— Poultry,  London.

Bahama  Ducks. 

This  duck,  known  to  naturalists  as  the  Bahama  Marbled  duck 
( Dafila  Bahamensis  and  Pu  cilonetta  Bahamensis),  is  sometimes 
feen  at  our  exhibitions.  In  length  it  measures  about  18}^  inches. 
The  bill,  1  '4  inch  long,  is  of  a  leaden  color,  reddish  on  the  sides  in 
adult  specimens,  while  in  young  birds  it  is  of  a  brownish  color,  the 
color  changing  with  age. 

The  crown  of  the  head  is  a  sepia  brown;  the  tail  and  back  brown, 
edged  with  a  lighter  shade  of  the  same  color;  the  breast  grey, 
spotted  with  brown;  the  wing  bar  metallic  violet,  edged  with  a 
narrow  stripe  of  buff  upon  the  front  and  a  broad  one  on  the  back; 
the  legs  are  of  a  dark  color.   Both  sexes  are  alike  in  plumage. 

The  Bahama  duck  is  found  in  Brazil  and  the  Bahama  Islands, 
and,  although  not  numerous  on  these  islands,  yet  one  there,  Ila- 
thera,  has  given  its  name  to  this  variety,  as  it  is  called  by  some 
naturalists  the  Ilathera  duck.  It  has  also  received  the  names  of 
Canard  de  Bahama  and  Le  Marec.  It  perches  upon  trees,  and  is 
not  migratory  in  its  habits.  A  very  similar  species  is  said  to  be 
found  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.— Poultry,  London.

The  goose  lays  a  score  or  two  of  eggs 
in  a  year. 

No  brooding-pen  should  contain  over 
50  chicks. 

Broilers  shrink  about  a  half  pound 
each  when  dressed. 

The  shell  of  an  egg  contains  about 
50  grains  of  salt  and  lime. 

Forty  dressed  ducklings  are  packed 
in  a  barrel  for  shipment. 

From  35  to  40  ducks  and  drakes  are 
allowed  in  a  pen. 

The  duck  averages  ten  dozen  eggs  in 
about  seven  months'  laying; 

Build  the  house  10x10  feet  for  ten 
fowls,  and  the  yard  ten  times  larger. 

Ducklings  are  marketed  at  five- 
pounds  weight,  which  they  attain  in  ten 
weeks. 

Ten  dozen  eggs  a  year  is  the  average 
estimate  given  as  the  production  of  the 
hen. 

About  four  dozen  eggs  are  given  as 
an  average  for  the  annual  output  of  the 
turkey. 

Duck  feathers  sell  at  40  cents  per 
pound;  goose  feathers  bring  double  the 
amount. 

Thirteen  eggs  are  considered  a  sit 
ting,  though  many  breeders  are  now 
giving  15. 

Between  40  and  50  degrees  is  the 
proper  temperature  to  keep  eggs  for 
hatching  during  winter. 

Eggs  intended  for  hatching  should  not 
not  be  kept  over  four  weeks.  They  must 
be  turned  every  day  or  two. 

It  will  require  seven  gounds  of 
skimmed  milk  is  equal  one  pound  of 
lean  beef  for  flesh  forming  qualities. 

One  dollar  per  herd  is  the  average 
cost  of  keeping  a  fowl  a  year,  and  the 
same  amount  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the 
profits. 

The  eggs  of  the  White  Leghorn, 
Black  Minorca  and  Houdan  are  of 
about  the  same  weight  as  those  of  the 
Light  Brahma. 

In  an  egg  of  1,000  grains,  600  belong 
to  the  white,  300  to  the  yolk,  and  100  to 
the  shell. 

For  good  results  in  egg  production, 
the  hen  house  during  the  winter  should 
not  be  allowed  to  become  colder  than 
40  degrees. 

It  costs  one  cent  each,  in  the  East,  to 
produce  an  egg  out  West,  where  grain 
is  cheaper,  their  cost  would  hardly  ex- 
ceed a  half  cent. 


In  100  parts  of  the  white  of  an  egg 
about  84  per  cent  is  water,  12}4  per  cent 
albumen;  1  per  cent  mineral  water  and 
P^r  cent  sugar,  etc. 

A  Light  Brahma  hen's  egg  will  weigh 
from  two  and  a  quarter  to  two  and  a 
half  ounces,  or  about  one  pound  and 
12  ounces  per  dozen. 

In  mating  ducks,  about  seven  are  al- 
lowed a  drake  in  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  more  as  the  weather  grows 
warmer,  until  a  dozen  is  reached. 

Poultry  manure  contains  2.43  per  cent 
of  phosphoric  acid,  2.2<)  per  cent  potash, 
and  3.25  per  cent  nitrogen,  as  ammonia 
and  organic  matter. 

In  100  parts  of  the  yolk,  5.2  per  cent 
is  water,  45  per  cent  is  oil  and  fat,  and 
1  per  cent  each  of  albuminoids,  color- 
ing and  mineral  water. 

Compared  with  well  rotted  barn  ma- 
nure, there  are  48.00  pounds  of  phos 
phoric  acid  in  hen  manure,  to  six  in 
barn  yard  manure;  41  pounds  of  potash 
to  ten  in  barn  yard  manure;  and  67 
pounds  of  nitrogen  to  eleven  in  barn 
yard  manure.  The  analysis  is  based 
on  a  ton  each  of  hen  and  barn  yard 
manure.

A  department  of  practical  ideas  relating  to 
poultry  on  tlie  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  111. 


A  few  days  ago  I  read  a  long  article 
in  a  leading  agricultural  journal,  in 
which  the  writer  advised  farmers  to 
raise  more  broilers,  and,  incidentally 
thereby  get  rich.  "  Get  you  an  incuba- 
tor and  several  brooders,"  wrote  he 
glibly,  "  and  next  spring  raise  a  thous- 
and broilers,  There's  big  proQt  in  it. 
If  you  go  at  it  in  a  business  like  man- 
ner your  profits  should  be  $500  at  least. 
Each  broiler  should  bring  you  30  cents 
a  pound  at  wholesale,  and  at  that  rate 
it  is  easy  enough  to  see  a  profit  of  not 
less  than  $500." 

An  experienced  poultryman  would, 
of  course,  pass  such  stuff  as  the  veriest 
rot,  but  an  inexperienced  person  might 
be  led  by  it  into  a  losing  experiment, 
one  that  would  take  him  out  of  the 
ranks  of  poultrymen  forever.  In  fact 
I  have  already  received  two  letters 
from  parties  who  have  swallowed  the 
stuff  and  are  preparing  to  reap  a  great 

harvest  of-  disappointment.  In  these 

letters  they  ask  for  advice  on  minor 
points  connected  with  the  venture,  and, 
judging  from  their  tone,  they  seem  con- 
fident that  all  is  plain  sailing  before 
them.  As  I  would  like  to  keep  these 
fellows  in  our  ranks  and  have  them 
make  something,  I  simply  tell  them  the 
article  in  question  is  soft  nonsense,  and 
if  they  desire  to  make  money— or  learn 
how  to  make  money  with  poultry,  to 
begin  with  50  hens.  I  know  they  won't 
take  my  advice,  but  in  years  to  come 
they  will  wish  they  had. 

Now,  as  a  specimen  of  plain  common 
sense,  as  contrasted  with  the  effusions 
of  the  writer  mentioned,  I  give  a  letter 
from  a  lady  who  has  traveled  the  begin- 
ners road,  and  has  learned  something 
worth  listening  to: 

"I  am  going  to  talk  right  out  in 
meeting,  and  tell  you  a  little  of  my  ex- 
perience. Somebody  may  call  on  you 
for  something  of  this  sort,  and  if  they 
do  you  can  give  it  to  them.  For  seven 
years  after  my  marriage  I  raised  a  few 
chickens  annually,  enough  to  provide 
our  table  with  eggs  and  the  usual  sup- 
ply of  soup,  pie,  roast,  minister  enter- 
tainment, etc,  and  thought  I  was  doing 
well.  At  the  end  of  that  time  I  found 
my  wardrobe  was  getting  rather  scant, 
while  there  were  three  little  people  to 
provide  for. 

"Jack  is  all  right  of  course,  but  like 
most  other  farmers  who  are  in  debt, 
every  cent  he  made  was  spoken  for  be 
fore  he  got  it.  I  didn't  have  a  good  dress 
to  my  name  a  year  ago  last  spring  so  I 
just  told  Jack  he'd  have  to  get  mean 


outfit  or  give  me  a  chance  to  earn  one. 
Jack  is  a  good  fellow  and  I  know  he 
likes  to  see  me  fixed  up,  but  the  fact 
was  he  actually  didn't  have  the  cash  to 
get  either  me  or  himself  anything  nice. 

"  Finally  we  settled  it  this  way.  He 
agreed  to  let  me  have  all  the  chicken 
feed  I  needed  and  to  fix  up  some  store 
boxes  into  coops,  and  I  was  to  do  all 
the  work  and  have  all  the  proceeds. 
Bet  you'd  scarcely  believe  it,  but  the 
next  morning  was  the  first  time  I  ever 
counted  our  fowls!  I  found  we  had  31 
very  good  hens  and  14  hard  cases.  I 
sold  the  hard  cases  to  a  poultry  buyer 
and  he  bought  me  two  nice  cockerels. 

"Well,  I  went  in  to  win  and  my 
first  sale  of  early  hatched  chicks  (81) 
brought  me  S25.ll.  My  I  didn't  I  feel 
my  oats,  though  ?  I  did  just  as  I  have 
seen  you  advise  farmers  to  do — sold 
every  chick  I  raised  as  soon  as  it 
reached  a  marketable  size.  By  doing 
80  I  not  only  saved  feed  but  had  them 
off  my  hands.  The  chicken  buyer  I 
sell  to  says  I  sell  tiim  the  nicest,  fattest 
birds  he  gets,  and  he  says  I  have  a  less 
number  of  chickens  in  the  yard  than 
any  one  of  his  patrons. 

"  This  is  my  second  year  in  the  busi- 
ness. I  have  51  good  hens  and  two  ex- 
tra good  males.  I  have  sold  ©80.40 
of  chickens,  and  I  will  have  about  SIO 
worth  more  to  sell  as  soon  as  they  are 
large  enough.  How  is  that  for  I To 
be  sure  it  took  lots  of  work,  but  I  man- 
aged to  keep  up  my  housework  all 
right,  and  kept  the  weeds  out  of  a 
10x20  foot  garden  besides.  I  now  dress 
as  nicely  as  anybody  in  this  locality.  I 
just  hire  a  dressmaker  to  come  right 
here  and  make  up  my  clothing,  and  the 
children's,  and  I  pay  her  out  of  my  own 
funds  with  as  mueh  flourish  as  the  big- 
gest banker  in  the  state.  You  have  no 
idea  how  independent  I  feel,  and  Jack 
thinks  I'm  the  greatest  financier  in  the 
United  States. 

"There  is  no  secret  about  my  success. 
I  take  good  care  of  my  birds,  feed  well, 
and  sell  as  soon  as  they  are  ready  for 
sale." 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  foregoing 
letter  contains  more  plain  sense  than 
any  I  ever  read,  and  I  receive  over  300 
each  year.    It  is  full  of  business  meat.

Editor  American  Poullry  Jounuil: 

The  breeders  of  fancy  fowls  make 
most  all  the  noise  going  about  in  the 
poultry  journals,  while  the  "  egg-farm 
man"  says  nothing  and  saws  wood. 
The  fancier  must  make  a  noise,  and 
get  up  an  excitement  in  order  to  move 
his  stock,  while  the  market  man  has 
only  to  produce  and  market  the  same. 

The  fancier  seems  to  be  more  a  man 
of  leisure,  while  the  egg  farm  man  has 
scarcely  time  to  write  a  letter.  He  has 
to  get  right  down  to  business  in  order 
to  make  a  success  of  his  enterprise.  If 
we  can  take  a  given  number  of  hens, 
yard  and  house  them,  buy  all  the  feed 
necessary  to  make  them  produce  all 
the  eggs  possible,  and  have  a  net  profit 
to  our  credit  at  the  end  of  the  year,  we 
have  a  "chicken  business"  on  a  solid 
foundation.  I  was  13  years  a  poultry 
fancier,  am  now  one  year  an  egg-farm 
man.  I  have  taken  up  this  branch  of 
the  industry  with  a  determination  of 
making  a  success  of  it. 

If  I  can't  keep  a  hen  in  a  dry  pen  the 
year  round,  feed  her  70  cts  worth  of 
food,  and  make  her  produce  .S2  in  eggs 
at  Ic  each,  I  am  not  a  success  in  the 
business,  or  she  is  not  the  hen  for  me 
to  keep.  There  is  a  way  to  feed  hens 
at  a  loss,  and  a  way  to  feed  them  to  be 
profitable.  And  the  latter  is,  all  they 
want  three  times  a  day,  and  not  too 
much.  There  is  no  one  that  can  write 
out  a  given  way  to  feed  a  hen  to  make 
her  profitable,  for  they  are  not  all  to  be 
fed  alike. 

My  experience  in  the  egg  farm  ves- 
ture so  far  insures  me  that  I  can  make 
a  net  profit  on  each  hen  kept,  and  I  am 
in  the  business  to  stay. 

My  brother  H.  B.,  writes  in  the  Sep- 
tember number  of  American  Poul- 
try Journal,  that  the  middle  of  June 
is  a  good  time  to  close  up  such  an  egg- 
plant. The  income  from  my  little 
plant  in  July,  was  $38.19  and  in  Aug., 
$26.68.  My  hens  are  still  laying  at  a 
paying  rate,  and  they  are  molting. 
The  fanciers  most  all  put  the  Brown 
Leghorn  at  the  front  as  a  layer.  I  con- 
sider the  Black  Minorca  the  equal  of 
anything  in  feathers.

Making  a  Market. 

There  is  no  reason  why  any  one  who 
has  fresh  eggs  to  sell,  and  who  lives 
near  the  city,  or  a  good  sized  town, 
should  sell  their  eggs  to  the  grocery- 
men.  Because  fresh  laid  eggs  are  not 
always  to  be  had,  but  are  always  in 
good  demand,  and  the  people  who  want 
them  will  pay  more  for  eggs  that  are 
guaranteed  to  be  strictly  fresh,  and  are 
found  to  be  so  in  fact,  than  the  current 
market  price  to  the  consumer. 

When  eggs  are  selling  at  10  cents  a 
dozen,— that  is,  the  general  run  of  gro- 
cery store  or  market  house  eggs,  ] 
cents  can  be  obtained  for  eggs  that  are 
all  good.  This  we  know  to  be  a  fact, 
for  we  have  experienced  it  here  in 
Nashville.  For  two  or  three  months 
past,  our  hens  have  been  laying  more 
than  we  needed  for  family  use,  and  as 
the  demand  for  eggs  for  hatching  is  ex- 
ceedingly light  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  summer,  we  have  been  selling  a 
good  many  eggs  to  private  customers 
at  the  rate  of  two  dozen  for  25  cents, 
for  eating  purposes,  while  the  grocery 
store  price  has  been  10  cetts  a  dozen. 

Our  children  have  taken  much  inter- 
est in  our  market  egg  trade,  and  want 
to  keep  it  up.  It  has  established  the 
fact  that  a  fresh  egg  is  worth  a  cent, 
and  that  it  is  safe  to  figure  on  that 
basis  in  keeping  hens,  in  this  locality 
as  layers  for  market  purposes.  Of  late, 
the  market  price  has  gone  up,  and  eggs 
are  now  retailing  at  15  cents  a  dozen. 
They  will  reach  25  cents  before  the  new 
year  comes. 

The  idea  is,  for  the  person  who  has 
eggs  that  are  fresh,  to  sell  them  to  pri- 
vate customers,  and  so  build  up  a  trade 
that  will  justify  good  poultry  fixtures, 
and  good  feeding.  The  regular  trade 
gets  so  cheap  and  dull  sometimes,  as  to 
make  it  unprofitable  to  keep  hens  as 
layers.  The  private  custom  is  always 
profitable. 

Hen,  A'ersns  Honse. 

The  value  of  any  breed  of  hens  as 
winter  layers  depends,  to  a  great  extent, 
on  the  houEe  in  which  they  are  win- 
tered. Here  in  middle  Tennessee,  the 
climate  in  mid-winter  is  too  severe  for 
Leghorns  to  run  out  and  continue  to 


lay,  because  there  are  days  when  their 
combs  would  be  frost  bitten  while  out 
in  the  open,  and  there  are  nights  when 
similar  results  would  come  from  roost- 
ing in  a  house  too  large,  or  too  open  to 
be  sufficiently  warm  to  prevent  it. 
There  are  a  few  days,  even  when  such 
breeds  as  the  Cochins,  Langshans  or 
Plymouth  Rocks  should  be  kept  indoors, 
but  such  days  are  few  and  far  between. 
The  natural  conclusion  then,  is  that  for 
ordinary  care  and  housing,  either  of  the 
three  latter  named  varieties  are  better 
suited  to  the  winter  season  here,  than 
the  Leghorn.  And,  this  we  believe  is 
true,  and  that  it  is  also  true  that  either 
of  the  three  breeds  named  will  lay  more 
eggs  in  cold  weather,  in  this  latitude, 
than  the  Leghorns.  Because,  no  breed 
is  given  to  broodiness  as  generally  in 
the  winter  season,  as  in  warm  weather. 

After  the  grass  comes,  and  the  buds 
swell,  and  the  spring  season  is  well  on, 
then  the  Leghorn  steps  to  the  front 
rank  as  a  layer,  and  holds  it  until  the 
moulting  season  is  at  hand,  and  the 
feathers  begin  to  drop  out,  and  then 
again  the  Leghorn  falls  back  in  the  list 
of  layers,  and  the  heavy  weight  breeds 
come  to  the  front.  But  of  the  three 
breeds  named,  in  making  comparison 
with  the  Leghorn,  we  prefer  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock.  They  are  less  given 
to  setting  than  the  Langshan  or  Cochin 
and  we  find  them  faithful  layers  in 
January  and  February  when  exposed 
to  a  great  extent  to  the  cold  weather 
that  often  prevails  here  at  that  season. 

If  housed  warmly  and  fed  often  and 
properly,  the  Leghorns  will  lay  well  in 
winter,  but  if  they  are  in  any  way  ex- 
posed to  a  freezing  temperature,  and 
their  combs  frosted,  then  the  laying  is 
done  for  a  week  or  two,  wi'h  every  hen 
that  gets  nipped.  So  then,  it  is  readily 
seen  that  for  roughing  it,  as  hens  usu- 
ally rough  it  on  the  farm,  the  Leghorn 
is  not  as  desirable  as  some  other  breeds 
that  are  larger  in  body,  and  shorter  in 
comb.  And  that  the  laying  value  of  a 
hen  depends  about  as  much  on  the  way 
she  is  housed,  as  the  way  she  is  bred. 

Farm  Raised  Chickens. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  rant  in  the 
poultry  press  every  once  in  a  while  about 
I  the  superiority  of  farm  raised  poultry. 
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Some  fanciers  make  capital  of  the  fact 
that  their  stock  is  country  grown,  and 
advertise  it:  "  Farm  raised,  large,  and 
vigorous." 

Now  friends  what  are  the  facts':*  Is 
it  not  true  that  seven- tenths  of  the 
breeders  of  pure  bred  poultry  live  in 
the  city  or  village,  and  is  it  not  true 
also,  that  in  the  show  room,  the  town 
or  city  fanciers  win  seven-tenths  of  the 
prizes?  Will  not  this  ratio  apply  to 
nearly  every  poultry  association  and 
poultry  exhibition  in  the  United  States, 
and  further,  is  it  not  a  fact,  that,  at 
nearly  every  show,  the  largest  and  finest 
birds  on  exhibition  are  birds  grown  on 
town  lots  V  And  still  further,  will  not 
the  town  fancier,  with  his  fowls  yarded 
in  small  runs,  guarantee  his  eggs  to 
hatch,  and  does  not  the  size  and  appear- 
ance of  his  town  lot  raised  chickens 
attest  their  vigor  ? 

What  are  the  facts:  Is  it  not  true 
that  hens  running  at  large  lay  fewer 
eggs  than  hens  yarded  and  fed  prop- 
erly? Has  not  experience  taught  the 
reader  of  this  article  that,  in  order  to 
make  a  young  chicken  grow  fast  and 
large,  he  must  keep  it  in  a  compara- 
tively small  yard,  and  feed  it  highly. 
That's  the  way  they  grow  the  big  show 
chickens,  and  its  the  way  they  fatten 
the  old  ones  for  the  show. 

Granted,  the  country  chicken  will  be 
tough  and  sinewy,  strong  in  leg  and 
wing  and  hardy  too;  but  he  is  out  of 
control.  He  shapes  his  own  ends  and 
the  fancier  has  no  hold  on  him.  To 
grow  fine  thoroughbred  poultry,  and  to 
grow  it  in  show  shape,  it  must  be  so 
placed  that  it  can  be  controlled  watched 
after,  fed  regularly  and  often,  and  that 
is  the  advantage  the  town  fancier  has 
over  his  country  cousin,  unless  the  lat- 
ter yards  his  fowls. 

We  have  tried  both  the  farm  and  the 
town  lot.  The  farm  is  the  place  to 
raise  chickens  cheaply,  but  the  town  lot 
is  the  place  to  raise  a  few  at  a  time,  and 
put  the  polish  on  them. 

The  Other  Side. 
It  is  not  our  purpose  to  argue  against 
range  for  growing  chickens,  or  against 
raising  them  in  the  country.  For  every 
one  knows  that  range  is,  in  one  sense, 
essential  to  the  growth  and  proper  de 
velopment  of  the  growiner  stock.  That 
is,  where  they  are  raised  after  the  gen- 
eral custom  of  raising  chicken  on  the 
farm,— letting  them  shift  for  them- 
selves, and  scratch  for  a  living.  But 
that  is  not  the  way  the  breeder  of  pure- 
bred poultry  raises  his  chickens.  Or,  it 
should  not  be.  The  fancier  who  lives 
in  town  and  grows  his  young  stock  in 
small  yards,  or  pens,  gives  them  more 
attention  in  one  day,  than  the  indiffer 
ent  farmer  gives  his  chickens  in  a 
week. 

It  is  the  fancier  that  supports  the 
manufacturer  of  all  the  modern  appli-

ances  for  poultry  culture.  He  buys  in- 
cubators, brooders,  bone  cutters,  clover 
cutters,  grit,  bone-meal,  dried  blood, 
prepared  chicken  feed,  egg  foods,  and 
all  the  other  things  that  the  new  way  of 
conducting  the  poultry  business  has 
brought  out.  He  cooks  for  his  fowls, 
has  a  place  for  them  to  dust,  uses  lice 
killers,  disinfectant,  etc,  etc.  All  of 
which  adds  to  the  cost  of  growing  the 
chickens,  and  making  the  hens  lay. 
But,  the  fancier  keeps  pure  bred  stock 
in  which  he  strives  to  excel,  and  when 
he  developes  a  really  fine  specimen,  he 
gets  a  price  in  keeping  with  its  quality 
for  it.  And  for  even  his  commonest 
birds  he  gets  an  advance  over  the 
market  price,  and  for  the  eggs  from  his 
selected  breeders  he  obtains  a  price  that 
justifies  the  expense,  time  and  work 
that  he  devotes  to  his  poultry. 

The  fancier's  high  tension  system  is 
what  puts  his  fowls  up  in  size  and 
weight  above  the  farm  raised  birds 
that  rough  it,  and  grow  up  in  natural 
conditions.  His  system  of  feeding  his 
laying  stock,  induces  them  to  lay  more 
eges  in  a  given  time  than  the  farm- 
roaming  common  hen.  The  latter  be 
ing  under  natural  conditions  is  more 
given  to  the  way  of  the  wild  fowl.  She 
lays  abundantly  in  the  budding  and 
blooming  days  of  spring,  then  she  be- 
comes broody  and  if  not  disturbed  will 
hatch  a  brood  of  hardy  chicks,  to  which 
she  will  devote  about  six  weeks  in 
roaming  about,  before  she  weans  them, 
thus  being  off  the  laying  list  about  two 
months.  This  is  the  way  to  raise  aver- 
aged sized  vigorous  chicken.  But  in 
the  larger  breeds,  it  is  not  the  way  to 
develop  extra  large  and  heavy  exhibi- 
tion birds,  nor  to  raise  even  a  fair  per 
cent  of  any  weighed  in  breed  up  to  the 
standard  show  weight;  because  in  our 
opinion  the  standard  weight  is  too  high 
for  any  of  the  breeds  listed  in  it,  when 
raised  under  natural  conditions  as  out- 
lined above.  It  is  the  town  fancier,  the 
skilful  breeder,  who  has  the  knack  of 
bringing  his  birds  up  to  weight  by  his 
superior  system  of  breeding. 

Hens  on  unlimited  range  will  not  lay 
as  many  eggs  as  a  similar  number  in 
fair  sized  yards,  that  receive  proper 
feed  and  attention.  This  is  a  fact  that 
has  been  attested  by  many  experienced 
breeders. 

One  of  the  best  breeds  for  the  farm, 
and  one  that  has  the  strongest  hold  on 
public  favor  in  the  South,  is  the  Game 
fowl.  The  Southern  Pit  Game  cock 
developes  on  the  range  ia  better  size 
and  condition  than  any  other  breed; 
while  the  hen  is  a  comparatively  good 
layer,  a  splendid  mother,  and  the  chick- 
ens are  hardy.  But  they  do  not  thrive 
in~large^  flocks, — indeed,  they  will,  not 
run  together  that  way.  Each  cock 
takes  unto  himself  a  few  hens,  and  a 
range  for  himself  and  family,  and  he 
permits  no  intruders  to  forage  about.

Bound  to  Get  the  Cream. 

While  all  Pekin  ducks  are  good,  some 
are  better.  This  is  not  only  so  in  the 
different  strains  in  the  country,  but  also 
in  the  individual  ducks  of  each  strain. 
In  all  breeds  there  are  bound  to  be 
culls,  and  ducks  are  no  exception,  A 
glaring  defect  even  the  novice  can 
notice,  but  to  tell  the  true  worth  of  a 
bird  from  its  general  appearance,  re- 
quires an  expert.  Should  a  novice  visit 
a  large  duck  farm— like,  for  instance, 
the  one  owned  and  operated  by  A.  J, 
Hallock,  Speonk,  L,  I.,  New  York,  and 
attempt  to  select  his  breeders  from  the 
thousands  in  stock  on  that  farm,  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  he  would  select 
what  Mr,  Hallock  would  term  culls. 
To  take  an  expert  along  to  such  a  farm 
to  make  the  selection,  would  entail  a 
heavy  expense. 

So  the  buying  of  ducks  becomes  a 
problem— but  there  is  a  solution  on 
Atlantic  farm.

This  privilege  is  what  makes  Hal- 
lock'a  ducks  so  popular.  It  is  this  care- 
ful selection  that  is  annually  producing 
so  many  winners  at  the  shows;  it  is  this 
method  of  sorting  out,  that  gives  the 
highest  type  of  market  ducks. 


All  Easy  Way. 

I  suppose  you  are  all  turning  your  runs 
over  this  fall  and  seeding  them  to  rye 
and  grass.  My  runs  are  100  feet  long, 
by  15  wide.  To  keep  hens  out  while 
my  seed  was  starting,  I  cut  strips  of 
woven  wire  15  feet  long,  and  to  the 
ends  nailed  two  inch  strips  of  lumber, 
I  tacked  these  to  fence  posts  at  each 
side.  As  soon  as  grass  and  rye  is  up  to 
suit  me,  I  will  loosen  this  cross  fence  at 
one  end,  and  place  it  along  the  fence  at 
the  side  and  let  the  hens  into  the  green 
pasture.  This  is  a  very  quick  and 
cheap  way  of  shutting  hens  out  of  runs 
and  still  let  them  have  access  to  coops. 
The  cross  fence  can  be  placed  as  far 
from  coop  as  you  see  fit.  I  gave  the 
hens  about  20  feet.

The  Brood  Coop -What  to  Winter- 
ftreen  Cut  Bone— A  Prosperoa!<« 
Year. 


One  evening  during  the  active  prep 
aration  for  one  of  Gen.  Grant's  great 
campaigns,  when  some  special  work  had 
been  accomplished  during  the  day,  a 
colonel  remarked  to  the  General:  "  This 
has  been  an  important  day  for  our 
army."  Gen.  Grant  replied:  "  Every 
day  is  important.  There  can  be  no  un 
important  days  in  this  campaign." 

The  poultryman,  whether  he  be  con- 
ducting the  campaign  as  a  fancier  or 
marketman,  should  realize  that  "there 
can  be  no  unimportant  days  in  this 
campaign."  No  successful  business 
man  ever  encounters  unimportant  days, 
and  the  poultry  raiser  is  a  business 
man,  or  ought  to  be.  The  business  man 
never  allows  the  detail  and  work  of  his 
business  to  get  ahead  of  him  if  he  can 
help  it.  It  is  the  successful  man  who 
every  day  attends  to  the  details  of  his 
affairs.  The  details  of  the  poultry  bus- 
iness are  many  and  varied.  The  man 
who  found  "  unimportant  "  days  during 
the  summer  and  fall  now  realizes  that 
he  neglected  hib  business.  No  man  can 
ever  afford  to  neglect  a  duty,  much  less 
in  the  poultry  yard  ttan  almost  any- 
where else,  in  a  business  sense. 

The  cold  and  changeable  late  fall 
weather  is  upon  us,  and  the  breeder 
who  neglected  his  daily  duties  during 
the  summer  and  fall  now  finds  his  work 
ahead  of  him.  Because  of  this  the 
young  stock  cannot  be  properly  handled. 
Winter  quarters  are  not  in  shape  for 
the  chicks.  As  a  consequence  growth 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  checked  and 
the  chicks  go  into  the  long,  cold  winter 
at  a  standstill.  It  is  so  easy  to  check 
growth  in  the  young  stock  in  the  re- 


moval to  winter  quarters.  As  a  result 
the  pullets  fail  to  begin  laying  early 
and  this  means  no  eggs  until  late  in  the 
winter  or  early  in  the  spring.  Eggs  are 
not  fertile  late  and  the  early  chicks  are 
not  forthcoming. 

If  you  have  not  sorted  and  graded 
the  season's  production  of  stock,  do  it 
right  now.  This  is  important,  very  im- 
portant. Select  the  pullets  intended 
for  breeding  stock  and  give  them  a  pen 
and  yard  by  themselves  if  possible.  Do 
not  place  them  with  aged  stock.  They 
will  require  different  care  and  feed  than 
the  old  birds.  Place  every  male  to  be 
used  as  a  breeder  next  season,  in  batch- 
elorhood  right  now  and  keep  them  there 
until  the  pens  are  mated— say  January 
1st.  It  means  that  he  will  be  far  and 
away  a  better  breeder  then  if  allowed  to 
go  with  the  females  constantly.  One 
reason  why  so  many  two,  three  and 
four-year  old  cocks  fail  to  properly  fer 
talize  the  eggs  is  because  they  are  "  bred 
out  "by  being  kept  constantly  with  fe- 
males. For  the  same  reason  chicks 
sired  by  a  cockerel  are  often  weak  and 
deformed.  There  is  nothing  strange  or 
impossible  about  this  proper  care  of 
the  male  breeding  bird.  It  s  just  plain 
common  sense— the  best  capital  any 
man  can  put  into  the  poultry  business. 
Take  special  care  of  the  old  hens  which 
are  to  occupy  the  breeding  pen  or  pens. 
These  old  hens  are  the  crown  jewels  of 
the  breeding  yards.  The  hen  which 
carries  her  color,  markings  and  form 
into  her  old  age  is  worth  her  weight  in 
gold.  She  is  the  female  that  is  valuable 
beyond  comparison,  and  if  such  a  bird 
was  introduced  at  proper  times  into  the 
yard  of  the  fancier  who  wants  "  new 
blood"  there  would  be  more  established 
strains  of  the  various  breeds,  more  extra 
good  birds  in  every  fancier's  yard  and 


far  less  failure  in  the  breeding  of 
Standard  bred  fowls.  The  extra  tine 
aged  hen  is  the  hardest  thing  to  buy  of 
the  successful  fancier.  If  breeders 
would  only  realize  this  what  a  grand 
advance  there  would  be  in  the  breeding 
of  fowls.  These  aged  females  which 
we  will  place  in  our  breeding  pens  next 
season  should  be  given,  as  stated,  special 
care.  Remember  that  in  the  very 
nature  of  things  they  are  not  as  active 
as  they  used  to  be  when  young,  and 
that  they  will  readily  take  on  fat  if  not 
properly  fed.  We  do  not  want  them  to 
become  too  fat,  for  that  means  that 
they  will  not  lay  well,  and  that  when  we 
set  their  eggs  we  will  be  setting  many 
eggs  which  will  not  be  fertile.  We 
must  feed  well  but  lightly,  and  make 
them  put  in  full  days  scratching  for 
their  rations.  Uo  not  feed  much  corn 
—not  more  than  one  feed  of  corn  a 
week,  or  two  feeds  a  week  at  the  out- 
side. Aside  from  the  morning  mash 
give  oats  and  wheat  and  millet,  and  this 
only  as  a  scratch  feed.  In  this  way  the 
old  hens  will  be  as  frisky  as  they  were 
"years  ago,'  and  will  make  grand 
breeders.  Do  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  get 
these  extra  choice  aged  breeding  hens 
to  laying. 

The  pullets  will  require  more  feed, 
for  they  are  yet  growing— forming  bone 
and  muscle — and  must  be  fed  accord- 
ingly, With  them  idleness  must  not  be 
tolerated,  either,  but  they  will  not  be  as 
liable  to  '•  sit  around"  like  the  old  folks. 
They  should  be  laying  now.  If  not, 
your  treatment  of  them  has  been  wrong. 
Get  them  to  laying  this  month  mre,  for 
if  you  do  not  winter  epgs  will  be  scarce. 
The  first  eggs  of  a  pullet  do  not  hatch 
well,  and  those  which  do  hatch  rarely 
produce  strong  birds.  We  want  to  be- 
gin setting  eggs  in  February,  and  to  get 
the  best  results  should  have  the  pullets 
now  laying. 

Do  not  crowd  the  stock.  This  crowd- 
ing of  the  young  stock  causes  no  end  of 
trouble.  Put  nothing  into  the  breeding 
appartments  that  is  not  intended  to  be 
used  as  breeders.  Make  it  quality,  not 
quantity.  Don't  put  in  an  excess  of 
females  because  you  have  some  w  hich 
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are  "  fairly  good,"  and  thus  spoil  a 
breeding  pen.  Remember  the  bird,  the 
Jaoree,  the  cow,  the  hog,  even  the  man, 
who  is  just  "  fairly  good  "  is  outclassed 
to-day.  The  world  is  full  of  "fairly 
good  '  stock.  Nobody  wants  it.  No 
man  can  afford  to  raise  it.  It's  some- 
thing choice  the  world  is  looking  for 
and  which  people  want  and  will  pay  a 
big  price  for.  Keep  the  " fairly  good" 
birds  out  of  the  breeding  pens. 

THE  BROOD  COOP. 

A  good  brood  coop  is  an  absolute 
necessity,  but  there  is  no  other  season 
of  the  year  when  it  is  as  important  as 
now.  Each  year  I  try  to  keep  my  young 
stock  in  the  outdoor  coops  as  late  as 
possible,  but  I  see  to  it  that  the  brood 
coops  are  in  proper  condition,  During 
these  cold  and  stormy  fall  nights  the 
joung  stock  must  be  properly  housed. 
Any  old  box  is  not  good  enough.  Right 
here  is  shown  the  necessity  of  building 
and  maintaining  proper  out  door  coops. 
As  I  write  these  lines  one  of  the  most 
severe  fall  storms  we  have  had  for  years 
Is  raging.  The  rain  is  coming  down  in 
torrents  and  is  beating  hard  against  my 
windows.  But  I  know  that  everything 
18  all  right  out  in  the  poultry  yards; 
that  as  safe  as  the  It^mbs  in  the  fold  are 
the  chicks;  that  no  storm  can  harm 
them,  and  that  sound  asleep  as  "  snug 
.-as  a  bug  in  a  rug  "  the  youngsters  are 
dreaming  of  that  good  breakfast,  which 
will  be  theirs  tomorrow.  They  are  safe, 
bappy  and  contented,  and  are  putting 
on  flesh  and  feathers.  This  knowledge 
of  their  safety  Is  to  me  a  wealth  of  sat- 
isfaction and  comfort,  and  tonight  I  am 
repaid  fully  for  whatever  care  and  at 
tention  I  have  bestowed  upon  the 
chicks  and  for  any  and  all  work  I  may 
bave  done  in  providing  these  good  brood 
coops.  For  my  part  I  cannot  realize 
how  a  breeder  cannot  make  all  these 
needed  provisions  for  his  stock.  With 
me  it  is  a  matter  of  business  as  well  as 
a  matter  of  mercy  and  justice.  Unless 
the  brood  coops  be  such  as  will  protect 
the  birds  fully  from  the  cold  rains  and 
chilling  winds,  remove  the  birds  at  once 
to  the  house.  They  will  not,  cannot 
properly  grow  and  develop  unless  com- 
fortably night-housed  at  this  season  of 
the  year. 

WHAT  TO  WINTER. 

Winter  fowls,  not  lice  and  mites.  The 
young  stock  has  now  attained  good  size 
and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  when 
the  excessive  warm  weather  was  over 
you  quit,  or  at  least  let  up  somewhat  on 
the  war  against  lice  and  mites.  If  so 
the  young  stock,  no  matter  how  thrifty 
they  appear,  are  not  entirely  free  from 
lice.  They  should  enter  the  permanent 
winter  house  free  from  these  pests. 
The  beat  and  surest  way  is  to  dust  each 
fowl  with  some  good  insect  powder. 
Paint  the  roosts  and  dropping  boards 
with  any  of  the  standard  liquid  lice 


killers.  If  this  is  done  and  the  liquid 
applied  to  the  roosts,  dropping  boards 
and  nest  boxes  about  twice  each  month, 
the  fowls  and  house  will  be  free  of  lice 
and  mites.  There  is  no  money  in  win- 
tering these  lice  and  other  like  vermin, 
and  there  is  no  necessity  of  doing  so. 

GREEN  CUT  BONE. 

The  season  of  green  cut  bone  as  a 
feed  is  upon  us.  We  all  Know  that 
there  is  no  better  food.  That's  a  fact 
But  many  a  breeder  has  caused  himself 
and  fowls  no  end  of  trouble  by  the  im- 
proper feeding  of  this  excellent  egg 
food.  It  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the 
world  to  throw  fowls  off  their  feed  by 
giving  them  too  much  green  cut  bone. 
When  the  birds  are  in  this  condition- 
off  their  feed— they  are  in  an  unhealthy 
condition  and  cannot  gain  in  flesh  or 
yield  eggs.  It  would  be  impossible 
here  to  state  the  exact  amount  of  green 
cut  bone  each  fowl  ought  to  be  fed  each 
day  or  week.  Conditions  are  not  alike 
in  any  two  flocks.  No  two  men  feed 
just  alike,  on  the  whole.  I  have  given 
this  matter  careful  and  close  attention. 
Like  every  other  breeder  who  ever  pur- 
chased a  bone  mill,  I  overfed  for  a  time. 
As  a  result  that  greatly  increased  egg 
yield  did  not  follow  the  feeding  of  the 
green  bone.  Instead,  the  fowls  sickened 
of  the  bone.  Nor  would  they  partake 
of  the  other  feed  as  they  should.  I  was 
feeding  too  much  green  bone,  I  then 
gave  the  matter  close  attention.  Ex- 
perience has  taught  me  that  taken  as  a 
flock  in  general,  each  fowl  should  re- 
ceive about  two  ounces  of  this  green 
bone  a  week.  Instead  of  feeding  this 
by  itself,  as  is  usually  done,  it  is  best  to 
mix  it  with  the  soft  feed.  As  stated,  no 
definite  rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  just 
how  much  of  this  ration  to  feed.  Some 
breeds  will  stand  up  under  these  rich 
feeds  in  greater  quantities  than  will 
fowls  of  other  breeds.  I  am  satisfied, 
however,  that  to  get  the  best  results 
green  cut  bone,  blood  meal  and  the  like, 
should  be  fed  sparingly.  Such  materials 
should  not  be  made  to  take  the  place 
of  the  regular  feeds.  They  can  not  do 
so. 

A  PROSPEROUS  YEAR. 

Note  the  greatly  increased  number  of 
entries  at  the  exhibitions  already  held. 
The  fBct  is  that  this  is  to  be  a  grand, 
good  year  for  the  breeder  of  Standard 
bred  fowls.  There  has  not  been  a  fall 
for  years  and  years  in  which  the  de 
mand  for  stock  has  been  as  great  as  it 
now.  The  breeder  who  does  not  get  his 
just  share  of  this  business  can  certainly 
blame  no  one  but  himself.  Have  your 
birds  in  shape  to  fill  all  orders  on  de- 
mand. Of  course  if  you  have  not  let 
the  people  know  you  have  stock  for 
sale  it  will  be  just  as  well  not  to  make 
any  preparation  to  fill  orders.  The 
breeders  who  are  selling  the  stock  are 
the  fellows  who  keep  the  fact  constantly 


before  the  buying  public  that  they  have 
stock  for  sale.  Many  men  have  tried 
various  ways  of  selling  stock  other  than 
advertising  it  in  established  poultry 
journals.  They  have  failed  -  every  one, 
every  time. 


The  Best  Table  Fowls. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  flesh  of  one 
well  cared  for  chicken  or  turkey  is  as 
good  as  that  of  another.  It  is  doubtful 
if  the  most  particular  epicure  could  ever 
tell  whether  a  certain  piece  had  come 
from  a  Plymouth  Rock  or  a  Pit  Game 
so  far  as  the  taste  of  the  flesh  is  con- 
cerned. What  we  mean  by  the  best 
table  fowl  is  that  one  which  has  the 
heaviest  weight  of  meat  on  those  por- 
tions of  the  body  which  are  favorite  cuts. 
The  breast  and  thighs  must  be  heavy 
in  a  good  table  fowl  in  proportion  to  the 
remainder  of  the  body.  In  order  to  have 
thick  breast  meat  and  big  thighs  these 
muscles  must  be  used  by  the  fowl.  In 
other  words  the  flyer  and  scratcher  will 
prove  to  be  the  best  table  fowl,  for  their 
lively  habits  give  the  muscles  of  the  legs 
and  breast  work  to  do  that  renders  them 
firm  and  fine,  instead  of  leaving  them 
flabby  and  full  of  loose  tissue  in  the 
shape  of  fat. 

This  is  the  reason  that  all  the  Game 
clasEes  furnish  good  table  fowls  and  is 
what  makes  the  French  and  Mediterra- 
nean breeds  Euch  favorites  among  those 
who  are  judges  of  good  poultry.  It 
matters  not  that  a  Leghorn  weighs  but 
half  as  much  as  a  Brahma.  Two  Leg- 
horns can  be  raised  or  bought  for  the 
cost  of  one  Brahma  weighing  twice  as 
much  as  either  of  them,  as  the  cost  per 
pound  whether  raised  or  bought  is  the 
same. 

A  Brahma  is  always  sharp  breasted 
unless  it  is  butter  fat,  while  a  Leghorn 
may  be  comparatively  poor  and  yet  have 
a  plump  breast.  The  difference  is 
caused  by  the  different  habits  of  the  two 
breeds. — Farmers'  Voice.

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

If  I  had  three  or  four  witnesses 
as  had  W.  G.  Allen  in  bis  letter  on  mat- 
ing Barred  Plymouth  Kocks,  in  the 
September  number  of  the  Journal,  it 
would  be  all  anyone  need  have  to  prove 
the  fallacy  of  his  arguments  and  quota- 
tions. 

First,  I  deny  that  any  judge  can  tell 
by  the  color  of  the  birds  whether  they 
were  produced  from  a  Standard  or  side 
mating;  and  I  propose  to  prove  it  by 
bis  letter  and  his  quotations  from  Mr. 
Noble.  He  says  that  a  cockerel  mating 
produces  a  cockerel  which  scored  93; 
also  a  pullet  which  scored  93.  Now,  I 
deny  that  this  was  a  cockerel  mating. 
It  was  a  Standard  mating,  and  it  pro- 
duced high-scoring  birds  of  both  sexes. 

Again,  he  says,  in  elfect,  if  a  pullet 


double  or  side  mating  to  produce  Stand- 
ard bred  stock,  and  also  saying  if  he 
wanted  to  produce  Standard  bred  stock 
he  would  use  only  Standard  bred  sire 
and  dam.  Surely  no  Standard  says  any- 
thing about  other  than  Standard  color 
matings;  and  after  more  than  20  years 
of  persistent  effort  by  a  large  number 
of  breeders  to  destroy  the  breeding 
qualities,  even  the  worst  of  them  must 
and  do  admit  that  one  mating  will  pro 
duce  y3  pointers  of  both  sexes  that  the 
judges  call  Standard  colored  birds. 
Certainly  such  scores  do  not  indicate  a 
poorly  colored  bird. 

Mr.  Allen's  closing  argument  im 
plied ly  says,  side  matings  are  wrong.  I 
I  answer  his  query  about  Noble  and 
Thompson  by  asking  if  he  knows  that 
the  father  of  poultry  culture  in  the 
United  States,  I.  K.  Ftlch,  is  an  advo- 
cate of  single  mating  V    So,  also,  are 


was  entertaining  and  full  of  life  and 
energy,  but  she  had  one  bad  fault.  Her 
father  being  an  humble  blacksmith,  she 
realized  that  she  did  not  rank  in  the 
very  highest  society,  and  to  offset  her 
situation  she  was  always  on  the  look- 
out to  discover  actions  of  her  superiors 
calculated  to  bring  them  down  a  notch. 
I  am  willing  to  acknowledge  that  Mr. 
Fratt's  article  is  entertaining  and  indi- 
cates energy  and  push;  but  see  how  he 
winds  up.  He  realizes  that  Games  are 
considered  in  the  third  or  fourth  rank 
and  he,  like  the  girl,  throws  up  Jack 
Frost  and  the  oil  men.  I  have  always 
been  opposed  to  my  Leghorns  keeping 
company  with  Jack  Frost,  but  have 
never  raised  a  row  about  it,  as  he  only 
takes  a  little  nip  at  the  comb  and  goes 
on.  But  when  he  strikes  a  Game  and 
finds  no  comb  to  nip,  he  settles  in  the 
head  for  the  winter.

mating  is  mated  right  the  cockerels  will 
win  in  the  show  pen,  and  of  course  the 
pullets  will  also.  Therefore,  I  say  it 
was  a  Standard  mating  and  produced 
Standard  birds,  or  else  the  judge  was 
wrong. 

Again  he  says,  when  mated  for  cock- 
erels, all  pullets  are  cockerel  breeders, 
and  when  mated  for  pullets,  all  cock 
erels  are  pullet  breeders;  but  he  fails  to 
tell  us  what  kind  of  breeders  the  pullets 
from  his  pullet  pen  are,  and  what  kind 
of  breeders  his  cockerels  from  the  cock- 
erel pen  are.  Therefore,  I  am  led  to 
conclude  that  all  birds  raised  from  such 
matings  are  fit  to  breed  from.

A  Back-Yard  Zoo. 

Build  all  the  cages  as  roomy  as  your 
available  space  and  material  will  allow, 
and  study  to  make  their  interiors  as 
like  the  natural  haunts  of  the  im- 
prisoned animals  as  is  practicable. 
Avoid  all  attempts  at  ornamenting  the 
cages,  for  no  cage  looks  better  and 
more  artistic  than  the  strictly  prac 
tical  one  built  solely  with  a  view  to  use- 
fulness. 

Clean  sand  will  be  found  very  useful 
for  spreading  over  the  lloors  of  the 
wooden  bottomed  cages,  and  a  large 
box  of  it  kept  in  a  dry  place  will  add 
greatly  to  your  ability  to  keep  things 
tidy. 

Be  particular  about  the  nesting  of 
your  mice  and  squirrels;  frequently  re- 
move the  old  nests  and  burn  them,  at 
the  same  time  supply  the  little  creatures 


with  a  fresh  lot  of  clean  cotton,  wood,, 
fine  grass,  or  even  paper,  and  they  will 
soon  arrange  a  new  bed  for  themselves, 
out  of  the  fresh  material. 

You  will  soon  discover  that  all  beasts 
prefer  to  keep  clean,  and  have  methoda 
of  their  own  by  which  they  endeavor  to 
keep  themselves  neat  and  presentable 
without  the  use  of  soap  as  a  rule.  Any 
disagreeable  odor  proceeding  from  their 
cages  simply  means  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  keeper  of  the  zoo. 

The  care  and  domestication  of  wild 
creatures  will  not  only  entertain,  but 
will  educate  the  lad  who  attempts  itp 
he  will  be  the  better  morally  and  physi- 
cally, and  make  a  better  brother,  scholar 
and  son.  It  teaches  him  kindness  and 
sympathy,  and  gives  him  a  healthy- 
mind.

iSuccessfUl  Venture  Into  Poultry 
Raising  in  ('hioago--I>u<-klingM. 
Broilers,  Egjfsand  iStocU  ■*i-oilueeil 
for  Market  on  a  liarge  Soiile. 

Within  the  city  limits  of  Chicago  is 
one  of  the  largest  poultry-raising  plants 
in  the  West. 

Such  a  statement  seems  almost  in 
credible,  but  when  the  dimensions  of 
this  city  are  considered  the  fact  will  be 
understood.  On  the  line  of  the  street 
railway,  at  79th  street  and  Cottage 
Grove  avenue,  between  the  densely 
■settled  portion  of  Chicago  and  the  in- 
dustrial city  of  Pullman,  lie  160  acres 
owned  by  a  wealthy  resident  of  Chicago. 
This  tract  is  admirably  adapted  to 
poultry  culture,  especially  to  duck  rais- 
ing. 

Chatham  Fields  is  the  name  chosen 
to  designate  this  duck  and  land-fowl 
ranch.  The  buildings  and  fixtures  cost 
$25,000.  Thirty  one  incubators  are  in 
operation- 21  Successful  and  10  Prairie 
State.  Their  capacity  is  10,000  a  month. 
During  the  hatching  and  brooding  sea- 
son 12  men  are  steadily  employed.  An 
«xpert  superintends  the  machines  and 
«ach  man  has  his  defined  duties.  Sys- 
tem and  order  are  everywhere  observed. 
J.  H.  Bellows  is  superintendent  and 
John  M.  Sontag  is  manager.  After  try- 
ing 22  different  men  for  this  last  re- 
sponsible position,  Mr.  Sontag  was 
chosen.  He  is  an  expert  in  the  work  of 
hatching  and  raising  fowls,  having  bad 
practical  experience  for  25  years.  Dur- 
ing the  past  eight  years  he  has  experi- 
mented with  poultry,  incubators, 
brooders,  houses,  etc.  This  work  has 
■cost  him  more  than  .$5,000  personally. 

Mr.  Sontag  asserts  that  poultry  can 
be  raised  in  any  portion  of  the  United 
States,  notwithstanding  the  diversity  of 
olimate  and  soil.  One  of  his  theories, 
which  is  here  successfully  demonstrated, 
is  that  the  profitable  raising  of  poultry 
depends  mainly  on  the  kind  of  feed  and 
manner  of  feeding,  rather  than  on  the 
housing. 

"  Tell  me  your  feed,"  remarked  Mr. 
Sontag  to  a  Journal  reporter,  "  and  1 
will  name  the  diseases  to  which  your 
fowls  are  subject." 

Daring  the  past  season  the  Chatham 
Fields  plant  hatched  more  than  25,000 
chicks  and  ducklings.  The  average  of 
fertile  eggs  was  85  per  cent.  The  aver- 
age of  young  saved  was  St2  per  cent. 
The  killing  season  runs  from  March 
to  September  20th.  Experts  are  em- 
ployed in  dressing.  These  scald  and 
dress  a  duckling  or  broiler  in  two  min- 
utes. Dry  picking  is  not  considered 
necessary  unless  the  birds  are  to  be 
shipped  a  long  distance.  Feathers 
bring  75  cents  a  pound.  From  April  to 
July  ducklings  bring  25  to  30  cents  a 
pound,  after  which  date  the  price  real- 
ized is  20  cents.   Chicks  range  from  28 


to  16  cents  a  pound,  according  to  the 
season. 

Chatham  Fields  has  a  regular  hotel 
and  private  family  trade. 

The  prices  on  eggs  vary  from  60  cents 
a  dozen  in  winter  to  35  in  summer. 
Each  egg  is  stamped  and  guaranteed  to 
be  not  more  than  12  hours  old  when 
sold.   Every  egg  is  tested. 

A  duck  when  ten  weeks  old  will 
weigh  about  five  pounds.  Occasionally 
one  will  r^ach  six  pounds  by  that  time. 
The  cash  price,  therefore,  depends  upon 
the  date  and  the  customer's  wishes,  as 
some  of  the  private  buyers  prefer  a 
duckling  of  three  pounds  and  are  will- 
ing to  pay  highest  rate  for  such. 

The  cost  of  feed  for  a  duck  for  ten 
weeks  is  25  cents.  Labor  and  expenses 
are  about  the  same.  This  concern  esti- 
mates the  average  cost  at  50  cents. 
There  is  science  in  feeding.  For  the 
last  week  before  killing  the  young  bird 
is  given  celery.  This  imparts  the  best 
flavor  to  the  meat.  Only  fresh,  clean 
food  is  given  at  any  time.  The  secret 
of  price  lies  in  the  quality  of  the  meat. 

The  reason  the  ordinary  farm  duck 
is  not  toothsome  is  because  the  birds 
are  allowed  to  forage  among  the  hogs 
and  cattle,  where  the  flesh  becomes 
tainted  with  manure  and  stagnant 
water. 

The  customers  who  buy  the  product 
of  Chatham  Fields  do  not  object  to  pay- 
ing for  good  meat  and  eggs.  Here  is 
a  lesson  to  all  poultry  raisers.  Private 
delivery  wagons  convey  the  supplies 
directly  to  the  customers.  Frequently 
buyers  visit  the  yards  and  pay  fancy 
prices  for  the  privilege  of  taking  eggs 
out  of  the  nests,  thus  insuring  fresh 
ness. 

Chatham  Fields  now  have  1,200  breed 
er  ducks  and  500  breeder  hens.  Duck 
eggs  for  this  trade  are  sold  at  88  a  hun- 
dred, or  Sl.50  for  eleven.  Hen's  eggs 
are  $1.50  a  sitting.  These  are  not  show 
birds  but  from  Standard  bred  stock. 

Among  so  large  a  fiock  there  are,  of 
course,  some  fine  specimens.  This  is 
especially  true  of  some  of  the  Pekin 
Ducks  seen  on  this  place.  Some  of  the 
March  hatch  of  pullets  have  been  lay- 
ing from  four  months  of  age. 

The  plant  contains  15  houses,  from 
50  to  300  feet  in  length.  Mr.  Sontag  is 
now  planning  for  a  house  2,000  feet 
long.  His  ideas  are  original.  It  will 
be  a  double  decker,  with  scratching 
shed  underneath.  The  caring  can  be 
done  from  a  walk.  The  pens  need  not 
be  entered.  Numerous  other  plans  are 
under  consideration. 

The  success  achieved  by  the  Chatham 
Fields  plant  verifies  one  of  the  points 
we  have  persistently  urged  in  the  Jour- 
nal, viz.,  that  the  true  way  to  make 
market  poultry  profitable  is  to  locate  a 
large  plant  near  a  city  or  institution 
and  avail  of  the  local  demand.  The

When  I  first  started  in  the  advertis- 
ing business  I  expected  to  master  the 
situation.  Mind  you,  I  say  when  I  first 
started, 

I  have  since  concluded  that  it  is  a  sub- 
ject that  cannot  be  mastered.  New 
conditions  are  arising  that  require  new 
grapplings  with  the  subject. 


And  that  is  particularly  true  in  the 
poultry  line.  How  many  of  us  would 
attempt  to  day  to  advertise  in  the  old 
business  card  with  expectation  of  ad- 
equate returns  V 

We  could  not  compete  with  the  wiser 
and  more  modernized  business  compet- 
itor who  argues  the  point. 

How  to  get  at  it  will  be  my  first  aim 
to  show  the  readers  of  the  American 
Poultry  Journal.

77u>(Z— Much  depends  upon  the  meth  - 
ods  you  are  employing  in  the  conduct 
of  your  business.  You  advertise  both 
for  publicity  and  direct  results.  You 
deal  in  future  as  well  as  caring  for  the 
present  business. 

Fourth  —Select  papers  that  reach  the 
particular  class  that  you  are  interested 
in.  If  you  do  not  know  the  papers,  find 
out  from  someone  who  does.  Don't  take 
a  paper  that  is  better  suited  to  advertise 
your  neighbor's  stock  than  your  own 
just  because  your  neighbor  uses  that 
paper, 

Fi/th^You  buy  space  in  that  paper. 
Anyone  can  buy  space  in  it  that  has  the 
money  with  which  to  do  so.  Not  every- 
one can  make  it  pay.  The  space  should 
be  cultivated  just  as  you  would  culti- 
vate your  garden  or  farm  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  growing  a  profitable  crop. 
Any  sort  of  an  ad  will  not  pay;  it  re- 
quires the  best  to  bring  your  share  of 
the  patronage. 

Sixth— I  had  rather  have  a  one- 
inch  ad  well  displayed,  well  written, 
than  four  inches  illy  gotten  up  and 
without  any  definite  aim  or  purpose, 

/Set'en^/i— Advertising  is  not  killed  by 
competition.  The  value  of  it  is  en- 
hanced by  it.  It  is  commonality  that 
kills  advertising.  Fifty  ads  in  a  paper, 
just  alike,  give  you  but  one  chance  in 
fifty.  If  you  happen  to  be  number 
fifty  one,  with  the  same  stock  to  sell 
but  with  an  ad  prepared  intelligently, 
you  are  appealed  to  because  of  the  orig- 
inality of  your  argument  more  than  be- 
cause you  have  good  stock  for  sale. 

Fiyh  th— The  highest  authority  on  ad- 
vertising declares  that  advertising  must

be  argameDtative,  forceful,  as  well  as 
attractive,  in  order  that  good  results 
may  be  obtained. 

I  have  before  me  one  of  the  leading 
poultry  journals,  whose  columns  are 
well  crowded  with  advertising.  With  a 
half  dozen  exceptions,  there  is  no  one 
advertisement  more  attractive  than  an- 
other, and  you  wade  through  a  mass  of 
stuff  before  finding  a  relief.  When  you 
run  upon  something  really  original  or 
meritorious  it  is  refreshing  and  you 
want  to  stop  and  cool  off.  The  trouble 
with  too  many  of  our  publishers  is,  they 
know  how  to  edit  a  paper  but  they  do 
not  know  how  to  edit  advertising,  and 
herein  lies  the  fault  with  too  many  ad 
vertisers.  They  expect  the  publisher  to 
prepare  an  advertisement  about  some- 
thing that  he  has  not  definite  knowledge 
of.  To  do  good  work  one  should  know 
by  personal  contact  or  observation  what 
the  advertiser  has  to  sell,  and  to  be 
familiar  with  the  purpose  for  which  it 
is  intended. 

Lastly,  the  price.  Now  notice,  please, 
I  put  the  price  question  as  the  last  con- 
sideration. The  day  of  cheap  advertis 
ing  is  fast  nearing  its  close.  The  day 
of  good  advertising  is  dawning,  and  the 
advertiser  that  wants  cheap  advertising 
will  not  be  an  advertiser  long.  The  one 
who  is  after  the  best  is  sure  to  grow 
and  flourish.  Advertising  is  just  as 
staple,  just  as  standard,  as  sugar,  wheat 
or  cotton.  How  to  buy  it,  how  to  use 
it  properly,  you  may  not  understand. 
Not  many  do. 

I  may  be  able  to  enlighten  you  in  this 
special  direction  further  in  the  next 
issue.

A  Bad  Case  of  Roup. 

■Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Oklahoma  is  a  fine  ccuatry  for  the 
poultry  businees.  The  winters  are  short 
and  mild,  and  it  is  no  trouble  to  keep 
hens  laying  all  winter  or  to  have  broil- 
ws  for  Christmas,  Easter  or  Thanks- 
.giving,  but  it  is  not  all  plain  sailing,  as 
they  have  troubles  here  as  elsewhere, 
and  so  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  a 
remedy.  About  this  season  every  year, 
when  we  begin  to  have  an  occasional 
fall  of  rain  and  the  nights  are  damp  and 
cool,  my  chicken  troubles  begin.  I  will 
notice  one  or  more  sitting  or  standing 
around  under  a  shed  or  in  the  heo- 
iiouse,  looking  sleepy  and  often  with 
their  heads  thrown  back  and  tucked  un- 
der their  feathers.  They  will  run  out 
with  the  rest  when  I  feed,  but  won't  eat 
much;  they  will  not  rustle  at  all.  This 
will  often  go  on  for  a  week  without 
other  signs  of  trouble,  then  a  little 
pimple  will  appear  on  their  eye  or 
sjomb  and  then  their  combs  fall  to  one 
side  and  their  whole  face  and  head  be- 
icome  thickly  broken  out  and  get  sore, 
and  the  rings  around  their  eyes  swell  so 
they  can't  see  to  pick  up  feed.  Some  of 
them  breathe  hard  and  the  first  symp- 
toms of  trouble  are  difliculty  of  breath- 
ing. You  notice  the  ekin  under  the 
throat  expand  and  contract,  and  they 
•4often  gasp  for  breath.   Those  affected 


Advice  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  sicltness 

this  way  seem  to  have  a  sort  of  croup 
and  die  in  two  to  five  days.  If  they 
last  long  enough  their  heads  break  out 
like  the  others.  Those  that  start  out 
sleepy  often  live  three  or  four  weeks 
and  literally  dry  up,  but  most  of  them 
die  within  ten  days.  The  young  ones 
are  more  subject  to  it  than  old  ones,  but 
all  have  it;  and  if  an  old  one  gets  hurt 
in  any  way  about  the  head  they  are  sure 
to  have  it  and  die. 

I  would  like  to  know  what  you  think 
the  trouble  is,  and  if  there  is  any  rem- 
edy. Their  breath  is  always  bad  when 
affected  and  their  droppings  sometimes 
thin  and  their  feathers  under  vent  get 
caked  up  with  it;  with  others  the  drop- 
pings are  hard,  but  all  offensive.  Some 
of  them,  when  you  hold  them  up  by 
their  feet,  discharge  a  very  oilensive, 
muddy-looking  slimy  water  from  their 
mouths.  The  same  thing  has  occurred 
every  year  for  the  five  years  I  have 
lived  here.  Respectfully,

[Answer— It  is  one  of  the  worst 
forms  ot  roup,  caused  by  exposure  to 
cold  and  wet.  Roup  is  a  hard  thing  to 
cure,  and  there  are  remedies  without 
number.  Remove  the  cause — exposure 
to  cold  and  wet  first,  then  put  half  a 
teaspoonful  of  turpentine  into  the  same 
amount  of  glycerine  and  give  one  half 
internally,  using  the  other  half  to  rub 
over  the  head  and  face.  With  a  pine 
splinter  clean  out  the  accumulations  in 


the  nostrils,  and  keep  sick  birds  in  a 
warm,  dry  place.  Separate  the  sick 
from  the  well  fowls  at  once.l 


Diseases. 

Miller  Purvis  has  this  to  say  concern- 
ing the  diseases  of  fowls.  The  truth  is 
that  this  is  a  matter  on  which  we  have 
very  limited  information.  We  learned 
a  good  many  years  ago  that  disease  is 
about  the  most  unnecessary  thing  ever 
found  in  a  poultry  yard.  Except  a  stray 
case  of  roup  we  have  not  had  a  sick  hen 
in  ten  years  where  the  trouble  could 
not  be  traced  directly  to  some  careless- 
ness in  care  or  feeding,  and  usually 
roup  is  distinctly  traceable  to  careless- 
ness. 

Roup,  gaps,  cholera,  indigestion  and 
apoplexy  are  about  the  only  diseases 
that  poultry  keepers  must  contend  with. 
Gapes  indicate  the  presence  of  a  para- 
site which  no  foresight  could  have  pre- 
vented, but  once  its  presence  is  known 
it  may  be  circumvented  by  keeping  the 
chicks  off  the  grass  when  it  is  wet  with 
rain  or  dew.  Every  other  affliction 
named  above  may  be  prevented  by  using 
proper  care  in  feeding  and  housing. 
Feed  only  good  sound  feed,  in  such 
quantities  as  will  be  eaten  clean  be- 
tween every  feed.  Keep  the  houses 
clean,  light  and  warm  in  winter,  and 
clean,  dimly  lighted  and  as  cool  as  pos- 
sible in  the  summer.  If  these  simple 
things  are  done,  disease  will  never  get 
hold  of  the  average  flock,  unless  cholera 
is  brought  into  the  flock  by  direct  in- 
fection, a  thing  which  is  always  easily 
preventable.  Feeding  medicine  to  a 
flock  of  hens  usually  means  that  they 
will  stop  laying  at  once  and  not  begin 
again  until  they  recover  from  the  effects 
of  the  medicine.

Mr.  Hunter's  Facts  and  Fiarures. 

A  study  in  egg  production  is  pre 
sented  by  Fdrm-Poultry,  in  a  report  by 
the  "  Practical  Experiment  Club."  This 
is  a  combination  of  poultry  raisers  who 
send  in  statements  regarding  the  work 
done  in  their  yards.  Among  the  show- 
ings thus  made  is  a  statistical  table 
giving  the  aggregate  number  of  hens 
and  eggs  laid  by  them  during  August. 
The  month  is  not  a  forcing  one,  and  the 
average  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  exhibit 
of  the  productivity  of  nineteen  Stand- 
ard varieties,  and  also  of  mixed  breeds, 
crosses,  grades  and  mongrels.  The  grand 
total  of  hens  reported  upon  is  4,116; 
grand  total  of  eggs,  40,867:  average  per 
fowl,  954.  This  includes  1,343  birds  out 
of  Standard  classes,  which  gave  an  aver- 
age of  10.93  eggs  per  fowl. 

Assuming  that  these  reports  are  fairly 
representative  of  the  capacities  of  the 
several  breeds— a  question  that  is  open 
to  diEcussion  by  the  devotees  of  each 
breed— the  statistics  are  rather  stagger- 
ing. "  Figures  never  lie,  but  liars  often 
figure,"  remarked  Carroll  D.  Wright. 
Therefore,  if  this  so-called  Experiment 
Club  is  designed  to  disprove  the  value 
of  thoroughbreds  and  to  prove  the  merit 
of  mongrels,  crosses  and  grades,  surely 
Farm-Poultry  is  doing  its  duty. 

Poultry  journals  from  the  day  of  their 
inception  have  labored  to  prove  that 
pure  bred  fowls  are  better  layers  than 
mongrels.  Even  grades  and  mixtures 
are  discountenanced.  Yet  here  is  Farm- 
Poultry  with  a  table  showing  that  such 
argument  is  disproved  of  fact.  We 
concede  that  there  are  no  vouchers  for 
the  accuracy  of  these  reports.  They 


may  be  imposed  upon  Mr.  Hunter  by  a 
malicious  class  of  anti  fanciers;  or  in 
his  own  zeal  to  prove  that  the  fancy  is 
killing  the  great  American  fowl,  Mr. 
Hunter  may  have  selected  only  the  re- 
ports favoring  his  ideas.  Still,  we  are 
not  desirous  of  thinking  Mr.  Hunter 
capable  of  "  doctoring  "  reports,  how- 
ever he  may  be  disposed  towards  the 
habit  of  doctoring  hens  to  make  them 
lay. 

So,  taking  this  alleged  statement  as 
correct,  we  find  that  the  average  pro 
duction  of  eggs  in  August  is,  among 
the  highest  rates,  as  foUows:

In  this  same  issue  of  Farm-Poultry 
Mr.  Hunter  advertises  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  as  "the  business  fowl  of  the  19th 
century,"'  and  White  Wyandottes  as 
"prolific  laying  stock."  Yetinhisedi 
torial  columns  he  gives  proof  that  White 
Wyandottes  are  inferior  to  mongrels, 
and  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  are  vastly 
inferior  to  grades,  crosses  and  mixtures. 
Meanwhile,  although  condemning  the 
special  breeding  of  fowls  as  known  to 
fanciers,  Mr.  Hunter  is  professing  to 
improve  his  stock  by  the  careful  meth- 
ods of  a  breeder.  It  may  be  true  that 
he  is  not  working  to  make  "  fancy  ' 
points;  but  if  mongrels,  crosses  and 
mixtures  can  beat  his  "  business  fowls 
of  the  19th  century,''  why  does  he  not 


give  up  the  Standard  varieties  and  go 
in  for  scrubs  V  It  seems  to  us  that  Mr. 
Hunter  is  trying  to  "pull  someon^a 
leg." 

We  ask  our  readers  if  these  figures, 
agree  with  their  experience.

Utility  and  Fancy. 

The  American  idea  of  activity  in 
every  sense  is  based  on  the  practical. 
There  must  be  a  reasonable  excuse 
or  an  actual  showing  of  profit  in  the 
adventure  to  escape  popular  discredit. 
The  American  mind  is  tuned  to  the 
key  of  commercial  success.  This  comes 
from  the  centuries  of  habit  formed  by 
the  necessities  of  not  only  the  earliest 
pioneers  but  the  urgent  needs  of  the 
later  comers.  Men  sought  these  shores 
in  the  hope  of  building  up  fortunes, 
and  we  are  near  enough  to  the  forma- 
tive period  to  be  impressed  with  this 
sense  of  duty.  "  Will  it  pay  y"  is  the 
question  first  asked:  not  because  of  a 
sordid  desire  for  gain  but  because  of 
necessity.  Our  forefathers,  like  those 
of  every  other  new  country,  had  to  con- 
sider the  problem  of  existence.  They 
had  to  "  make  things  pay  "  in  field,  fac- 
tory and  store.  The  growth  of  the  na- 
tion, in  population  and  wealth,  has 
been  effected  by  this  spirit  of  prudent 
regard  for  profit.  In  other  words,  the 
Anglo-Saxon  is  a  thrifty  and  industri- 
ous creature. 

The  art  side  of  all  questions  is  the 
last  to  be  viewed.  First,  utilitj:  last, 
artistic  presentment  of  the  practical. 
The  poultry  breeder  is  no  exception  to 
the  rule  as  a  worker.  At  the  beginning 
of  a  farm  home  poultry  is  treated  indif- 
ferently, because  fowls  can  skirmith  for 
themselves.  But  as  time  goes  on  and 
the  farm  is  developed,  poultry  becomes 
an  element  of  profit  in  accordance  with 
the  care  that  is  devoted  to  it.  The 
principle  of  evolution  is  found  herein. 
The  older  the  region  the  greater  the 
need  of  making  everything  pay  its  way. 
Space  becomes  valuable.  Thus  the 
poultry  of  the  Eastern  States  was  first 
to  assume  the  form  of  well-bred  stock. 
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The  influence  of  example  extended 
westward. 

It  is  a  law  in  nature  that  some  speci- 
mens of  a  general  family  shall  show  su- 
periority over  their  fellows.  The  pres- 
ence of  an  unusual  bird  in  a  ilock  marks 
it  as  an  individual  worthy  of  especial 
study  and  care.  The  breeder  who 
started  in  to  raise  only  "  utility  "  fowls 
is  forced  to  recognize  this  advance 
in  type.  And  so,  in  the  progress  of 
events,  a  breeder  becomes  a  "  fancier." 
It  is  inevitable,  evolutionary  and  de 
sirable.  There  is  danger  in  this  unfold- 
ing of  the  higher  idea.  It  may  take  on 
the  form  of  a  "fad."  But  if  the  bal- 
ance-wheel of  common  sense  is  placed 
on  the  motive  shaft  of  the  practical, 
this  perception  of  beauty  ad  van 
tageous. 

To  illustrate  the  point,  we  say  that 
a  rough,  unpainted  shed  may  shelter 
man  or  beast,  but  as  the  means  for  bet- 
ter dwellings  and  barns  is  earned  by 
work,  the  man  is  improved  in  mind  and 
body  by  living  in  a  more  artistically 
constructed  house.  Values  are  en 
hanced  by  the  retioing  forces  of  art. 

The  utilitarian  idea  should  be  kept  in 
mind  always,  but  the  beet  of  its  kind 
should  be  used  in  all  branches  of  effort. 
A  fowl  bred  to  a  '  fad "  may  be  de 
stroyed  as  a  useful  fowl;  but  the  artis 
tic  arrangement  of  color,  form  and 
quality  of  fibre  is  never  an  injury. 

We  have  always  advocated  the  so 
called  fancier's  cause.  Art  and  utility 
are  twin  sisters.  We  regard  the  argu- 
ments offered  by  some  of  the  poultry 
writers  specious  and  destructive.  The 
fact  that  fowls  are  susceptible  to  im 
provement  is  a  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  mission  of  the  true  fancier.

"After  an  introduction  to 
the  family,  we  strolled  out  to 
the  breeding  yards.  While  ad- 
miring the  hundreds  of  breed- 
ing ducks,  Mr.  Hallock  told 
how  his  father,  in  1858,  started 
in  the  duck  business,  using  the 
Muscovy  varieties.  The  Pekin 
was  then  unknown.  As  the 
young  Hallock  grew  up  his 
father  put  him  at  work,  giv- 
ing certain  duties  to  perform, 
and  as  he  improved  in  his

work,  his  responsibilities  in- 
creased. Then  he  became 
'  feeder,'  giving  his  undivided 
attention  to  the  young. 

"The  Hallock  duck  farm, 
or,  as  it  is  more  commonly 
known,  the  Atlantic  Farm, 
did  not  do  a  very  extensive 
business  in  the  start.  Like 
all  successful  enterprises,  it 
had  to  grow  from  a  small  be- 
ginning. For  the  first  twenty 
years  only  6,0C0  ducks  were 
marketed,  and  the  bulk  of  this- 
number  were  turned  out  th& 
latter  years  of  that  time.  When 
we  considered  that  at  the  time 
of  our  visit  15,500  ducklings- 
were  hatched  that  season,  it 
certainly  proves  the  old  adage 
to  be  true,  that  '  large  oaks 
from  little  acorns  grow.'  Mr. 
Hallock  explained  how  in  the 
start  his  father  used  sitting 
hens  for  hatching,  and  how 
later  on  he  tried  his  luck  with

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crude  machines,  finally  getting  the  more 
modern  and  successful  hatchers.  So 
the  farm  grew— but  I  am  drifting  away 
from  the  subject, 

"  As  we  were  looking  at  that  stock 
we  asked  what  weight  they  would  run 
—the  breeding  ducks— and  then  Mr. 
Hallock  got  his  hanging  Ecales,  fastened 
to  a  piece  of  bagging.  One  of  the  ducks 
was  caught  and  weighed,  and  it  tipped 
the  scales  at  12  pounds;  another  at  the 
game  weight;  and  one  at  a  little  more. 
More  ducks  were  weighed,  but  the 
lightest  we  caught  weighed  11  pounds. 
Of  course,  11  and  12  pounds  is  not  the 
average  weight  of  Mr.  Hallock's  ducks, 
as  there  are  only  comparatively  a  few 
that  will  attain  that  extreme. 

"  One  of  the  secrets  of  Mr.  Hallock's 
success,  we  learned  upon  the  occasion 
of  this  visit,  was  that  each  year  he  care- 
fully selects  the  cream  of  stock  from 
the  thousands  that  he  hatches, and  as 
he  selects  twice  the  number  he  needs 
himself,  purchasers  are  sure  to  get  the 
very  best  breeders  in  this  way.  Being 
raised  up  in  the  duck  business,  he  has 
naturally  acquired  a  skill  in  the  work 
which  one  of  but  a  few  years'  experi- 
ence can  hardly  duplicate.  He  is  an 
expert  at  the  work,  yet  modesty  forbids 
him  from  '  tooting  his  own  horn." 

"  As  we  year  after  year  repeated  our 
visit  to  Hallock's,  we  could  not  help 
note  the  many  changes  and  improve 
ments  made  on  the  farm,  for  Air.  Hal 
lock  is  up  to  date  and  spares  no  ex 
pense  in  getting  the  latest  appliances 
and  improving  his  stock.  When  the 
duck  men  placed  so  much  stress  upon 
the  keel  of  their  ducks,  when  they  made 
it  a  point  to  show  that  their  stock  were 
all  that  could  be  desired  in  that  line, 
Mr.  Hallock  eaid,  upon  a  later  visit,  as 
we  stood  watching  the  ducks  come  up 
on  land  from  the  water:  'Note  that 
keel.'  The  keel  was  there,  and  no  mis- 
take. 

"  I  feel  sure  that  the  ducks  as  found 
on  Atlantic  Farm  are  second  to  none  in 
this  country;  and  that  they  are  way  up 
in  both  the  fancy  and  the  utility  cause, 
I  can  certify  to,  having  seen  them  win 
in  strong  competition  at  the  leading 
shows,  and  having  eaten  them  as  pre- 
pared by  Mrs.  Hallock  (as  well  as  Mrs. 
Boyer).  Michael  K  Boyer."

It  may  Bound  strange  to  many  to 
speak  of  machinery  in  connection  with 
poultry  raising.  Yet  it  is  a  fact  that 
machinery  has  become  a  necessity  to 
the  greatest  profit  and  success  in  this 
business.  The  old  way  consisted  of 
*'  any  old  shed  "  for  shelter,  a  handful  of 
corn  and  dunghill  gleanings  for  food, 
and  water  wherever  it  could  be  found, 
too  often  the  open  sink  drain  affording 
the  only  reliable  source.  Yet  even  un- 
der these  adverse  conditions  the  "  busy 
hen "  supplied  the  household  with 
groceries,  and  oftentimes  with  clothes 
also. 

But  as  the  poultry  business  grew  and 
took  on  larger  proportions  from  year  to 
year,  the  old  ways  were  discarded. 
Careful  study  and  scientific  methods 
have  gradually  evolved  an  entirely  new 
condition  of  things.

Mr.  Boyer's  Moral  Sensibility. 

The  cold  storage  question  is  discussed 
by  eastern  poultry  journals.  Mr.  Boyer, 
in  A  Few  Hens,  takes  a  broadly  ethical 
ground.  He  says:  "Don't  store  away 
eggs  because  prices  are  low.  It  is  dis- 
honest." Aoaerican  l"'ancier  and  Poul- 
try Monthly  agree  that  they  cannot  see 
where  the  dishonesty  comes  in;  and  Mr. 
Boyer  tries  to  enlighten  them.  He  says 
the  "work  is  done  by  hucksters,"  and 
the  "average  consumer"  of  the  eggs, 
being  ignorant  "  city  folks,"  are  im- 
posed upon,  because  those  stored  eggs 
are  sold  as  "fresh  eggs."  We  admire 
Mr.  Boyer's  moral  sense  but  do  not  ac- 
cept his  logic  in  this  instance.  "  City 
folks"  do  not  buy  store  eggs  ignorantly 
believing  them  to  be  freshly  laid.  A 
really  fresh  egg  commands  a  price  in 
the  city.  We  have  advocated  the  es- 
tablishment of  private  supply  trade  for 
eggs  and  meat.  Well  to  do  "  city  folks," 
and  invalids — to  say  nothing  of  high- 
class  restaurants,  family  hotels,  etc.,— 
are  willing  to  pay  for  such  articles. 
The  average  consumer  deals,  however, 
with  the  average  grocer,  who  in  turn 


offers  eggs  in  crates  that  reveal 
their  history.  And  these  grocers 
usually  guarantee  the  eggs.  That  is, 
they  accept  the  word  of  a  regular  cus- 
tomer who  says  that  the  purchase  con- 
tained so  many  uneatable  eggs.  The 
dealer  does  not  demand  the  return  of 
the  questionable  eggs.  The  "goods" 
are  sold  at  current  rates  and  are  admit- 
tedly storage  eggs.  In  Chicago  during 
the  productive  season  millions  of  eggs 
are  stored.  Of  course  they  come  from 
•'  hucksters,"  but  neither  warehouse- 
man, middleman,  nor  retailer  is  "  dis- 
honest." Mr.  Boyer  allows  his  reason- 
able prejudice  against  a  huckster  in  the 
showroom  to  influence  him  against  a 
huckster  in  the  legitimate  field.  There 
is  nothing  dishonest  in  the  buying  of 
eggs  from  farm  to  farm  and  the  retail- 
ing of  them  by  the  only  practicable 
methods.  Mr.  Boyer  represents  a  firm 
who  desire  to  "make  hens  lay."  He 
should  not  be  inconsistent  in  his  atti- 
tude towards  the  non  fancier  who  has 
followed  his  advise  and  has  a  lot  of  eggs 
that  must  be  sold.

Some  Plain  Figures. 

During  the  last  three  months  The 
Farmers'  Voice  flock  of  hens  has  aver- 
aged 4934  eggs  for  each  hen.  This  is 
not  a  remarkable  showing,  standing  as 
it  does  alone,  but  when  all  the  facts  are 
known  we  are  pretty  proud  of  the  rec 
ord.  During  that  time  this  same  flock 
has  hatched  and  reared  an  average  of 
three  chicks  for  each  hen,  so  we  have  a 
little  over  four  dozen  eggs  and  three 
chicks  to  credit  to  each  hen.  As  the 
chicks  would  sell  in  the  market  for  at 
least  25  cents  apiece  it  will  be  seen  that 
these  hens  have  not  done  so  badly  after 
all. 

But  you'will  think,  it  has  cost  some 
thing  for  feed.  Certainly,  and  they  have 
been  charged  with  everything  they 
have  had  except  the  lawn  clippings  and 
waste  vegetable  that  have  been  feed  to 
them.  The  feed  has  cost  fully  twice  as 
much  as  it  would  have  cost  in  the  coun- 
try, light  wheat,  for  instance,  costing 
85  cents  for  100  pounds,  and  other  feed 
stuffs  in  proportion.  Neither  the  hens 
nor  the  chickens  have  had  their  liberty 
within  the  three  months.  They  have 
been  confined  to  their  yard  all  the  time 
and  all  they  have  had  to  eat  has  been 
what  was  given  them.  No  time  is  de- 
ducted for  the  time  lost  by  the  setting 
hens,  while  brooding  and  rearing  their 
chicks,  which  occupied  their  time  for 
ten  weeks,  or  to  be  exact,  from  seventy 
to  seventy-flve  days,  as  near  as  could  be 
determined. 

There  has  hardly  been  a  minute  in 
the  three  months  when  feed  was  not 
lying  before  them  if  they  wanted  to  eat, 
and  yet  with  this  liberal  feeding  and  the 
high  prices  paid,  the  whole  cost  of  feed- 
ing a  hen  and  the  three  chickens  that 
belongs  to  her,  in  making  the  average, 
has  been  45  cents.  Assuming  that  the 
hen  has  consumed  one-third  of  this  feed 
— which  is  a  high  estimate— the  cost  of 
keeping  her  for  three  months  has  been 
15  cents.  In  other  words,  4S)i4  eggs 
have  been,  produced  at  an  expense  for 
feed  of  15  cents,  or  less  than  3 '4  cents  a 
dozen  for  them. 

It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  only 
one-fourth  of  the  hens  Eet  and  hatched 
and  the  broods  averaged  just  twelve 
each,  every  one  of  which  were  raised 
and  are  now  from  broiler  to  roaster  size. 
In  the  East  it  is  computed  that  it  costs 
15  cents  to  grow  a  chick  to  broiler  size, 
so  it  will  be  seen  that  allowing  30  cents 
for  three  is  not  out  of  the  way,  espec- 
ially as  some  of  these  are  too  large  for 
broilers. 

At  the  price  at  which  the  eggs  could 
have  been  sold  right  in  the  yard  these 
hens  have  produced  enough  to  pay  for 
their  own  feed  and  that  consumed  by 
the  chicks,  and  there  is  left  a  balance  of 
44  cents  profit  for  each  hen,  including 
the  sitters,  and  the  chicks  have  cost 
nothing.   The  chicks  are  worth  at  least 


25  cents  each  now,  so  we  have  75  cents 
to  credit  to  each  hen  for  her  share  of 
them.  This  makes  a  credit  of  SI. 19  for 
each  hen  in  the  flock  as  the  result  of 
three  months'  work.  In  this  computa- 
tion city  prices  are  used.  In  the  coun- 
try these  would  be  rtiodified  and  would 
stand  about  like  this:  Forty  nine  eggs 
at  10  a  dozen,  41  cents;  three  chicks  at 
15  cents  each,  45  cents;  total,  86  cents. 
Deduct  for  feed  23  cents  and  we  have 
43  cents  profit  from  each  hen. 

In  the  country  these  figures  could  be 
made  good  by  any  one  who  would  take 
proper  care  of  his  hens.  With  43  cents 
as  the  profit  for  three  months  it  seems 
that  it  should  be  comparatively  easy  to 
get  47  cents  additional  profit  during  the 
remaining  nine  months  of  the  year.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  it  has  cost 
as  much  to  feed  these  hens  and  chicks 
during  these  three  months  as  it  will 
during  any  other  three  months  because 
they  have  been  penned  up  and  could 
QOt  forage  for  themselves. 

We  have  no  expectation  of  going  into 
the  business  of  chicken  raising  just  yet, 
but  at  present  prices  it  is  a  business 
that  can  be  made  to  pay  a  very  large 
profit.  With  1,000  hens  it  is  entirely 
within  bounds  to  say  that  a  profit  on 
81,000  could  be  secured  every  year. 
Under  the  conditions  in  which  this  flock 
is  kept  any  other  flock  could  be  kept, 
and  an  acre  would  be  sutticient  for  500 
hens. 

The  poultry  business  is  not  one  for 
the  lazy  man,  but  it  is  one  in  which 
hard  work  is  well  paid.  The  farmer 
who  pays  particular  attention  to  his 
poiiltry  will  make  more  from  it  than 
from  any  other  kind  of  stock  he  can 
keep. 

Dairying  has  assumed  the  importance 
of  a  great  industry,  but  it  is  not  capa- 
ble of  wider  or  more  profitable  applica- 
tion than  poultry  keeping. 

The  sole  purpose  in  keeping  The 
Farmers'  Voice  llock  is  to  try  to  get  at 
the  plain  truth  and  give  some  informa- 
tion that  is  devoid  of  any  theorizing. 
Whether  the  year  proves  successful  or 
disastrous  the  facts  will  be  stated  and 
any  one  can  make  the  deductions. 
Keeping  account  with  a  flock  of  hens 
reveals  some  figures  that  are  astonish- 
ing to  the  uninitiated.— Farmers'  Voice.

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WTiat  to  do  Each  Month  in  the  PouUry  Yard 
and  How  to  do  it. 

By  THOS.  F.  RIGG. 


To  Prevent  Roup-- A  Grand  €rOod  Food 
•-Clearly  Stated--A  Valuable  I>e- 
partment--At  Chicago. 

The  duties  in  the  poultry  yard  during 
December  are  many  and  varied.  In 
many  ways  it  is  a  critical  month  so  far 
as  the  health  of  the  fowls  are  concerned. 
Id  the  greater  portion  of  the  country 
the  cold  weather  has  fairly  set  in. 
The  change  in  most  sections  has  been 
sudden.  The  necessity  of  .having  our 
fowls  well  housed  at  this  time  is  plainly 
evident  to  all. 

In  the  flocks  of  fowls  the  country 
over  roup  and  colds  are  more  general 
Id  November  and  December  than  dur- 
ing any  other  months  of  the  year.  One 
reason  why  this  is  true  is  that  care  is 
Dot  used  in  housing  the  stock.  In  the 
first  place,  there  should  be  no  openings 
through  which  drafts  of  cold  air  can 
reach  the  fowls  directly.  It  is  the  direct 
draft  that  causes  fowls  to  take  cold,  and 
8  cold  if  neglected  will,  in  nearly  every 
case,  develop  into  roup.  Do  not  by  any 
means  shut  up  closely  the  fowl  house  in 
the  day  time,  or  at  night,  either,  unless 
the  weather  is  stormy  or  the  cold  severe. 
Give  the  stock  plenty  of  fresh  air  all  the 
time,  but  so  arrange  matters  as  to  avoid 
direct  drafts  of  air  on  the  fowls.  I 
have  found  that  it  is  best  to  allow  the 
fowls  the  run  of  the  pens  during  the 
day.  Let  them  go  out  and  in  the  house 
St  will.  They  can  yet  secure  a  great 
deal  of  green  food— grass,  etc.,  if  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  They 
need  this  sort  of  food.  If  your  pens 
sie  not  in  blue  grass  and  clover,  or  rye, 
supply  them  green  food  in  the  way  of 
cabbage,  etc.  Do  not  shut  them  up  in 
4  close  house  during  the  December  days. 
Take  particular  care  this  month  not  to 
get  the  laying  stock  "off  lay,"  for  if  you 
do  it  will  be  some  time  before  they  will 


begin  to  lay  again.  The  idea  is  not  to 
make  a  radical  change  in  food  and  care. 

If  fed  and  cared  for  as  previously  ad- 
vised in  this  department,  eggs  will  be 
now  plenty,  and  it  is  good  business 
policy  to  keep  the  hens  and  pullets  at 
work  in  the  nest  box  daily. 

TO  PREVENT  ROUP. 

The  Other  day  a  learned  physician, 
who  is  very  much  interested  in  poultry, 
wrote  an  article  in  which  he  stated  that 
the  poultry  press,  and  people  in  general, 
have  been  mistaken  as  to  the  cause  of 
roup.  Our  esteemed  and  learned  friend 
said  that  "roup  must  be  acquired  by  in- 
fection, the  same  as  diphtheria  in  the 
human  subject."  He  went  on  to  say 
that  a  cold  in  no  way  subjects  a  fowl  to 
danger  of  roup,  and  then  he  makes  this 
statement:  "  A  cold  in  a  fowl  may  be- 
come chronic,  but  roup  either  ends  in 
recovery  or  death."  Of  course  "  roup 
either  ends  in  recovery  or  death."  So 
does  any  other  disease.  Now  we  will 
not  try  to  go  into  the  matter  scien- 
tifically. We  all  know  that  where  fowls 
with  colds  are  neglected  roup  does  ap- 
pear, and  not  by  infection,  either.  We 
need  no  learned  physician  to  convince 
us  of  this  fact.  What  the  poultryman 
needs  to  do  is  to  properly  care  for  his 
fowls  as  to  the  particular  case  when  he 
notices  that  they  are  afflicted  by  colds. 
I  have  found  tincture  of  spongia  to  be 
a  splendid  and  effectual  remedy.  To 
every  teacup  of  water  add  four  drops  of 
spongia,  and  allow  the  fowls  access  to 
no  other  drinking  water.  From  about 
November  Ist  I  use  this  from  two  to 
three  times  a  week.  It  not  only  cures 
a  cold  but  prevents  the  fowls  taken 
cold.  It  can  be  obtained  at  any  drug 
store.  When  a  fowl  is  quite  badly  it  is 
best  to  rub  the  face  and  eyes  with  vasa- 
line  and  to  inject  a  little  of  the  vasaline 


into  the  bird's  nostrils.  In  nearly  every 
case  this  will  effect  a  cure.  When  the 
cold  affects  a  bird's  throat  and  causes  it 
to  "  rattle,"  there  is  nothing  better  than 
a  half  teaspoonf  ul  of  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  magnesia,  sulphur  and  alum, 
given  say  twice  a  day  for  two  or  three 
days.  Nothing  is  better  for  canker  sore 
throat  than  this.  I  keep  a  bottle  of 
spongia  and  can  of  this  powder  in  the 
house  all  the  time,  and  have  found  that 
roup  will  not  appear  in  fowls  treated 
with  these  simple  remedies.  It  is  better 
to  prevent  then  allow  it  to  effect  the 
fowls.  Each  night  after  the  fowls  have 
gone  to  bed  I  go  into  each  pen.  If  a 
bird  has  a  cold  it  can  easily  be  detected 
by  the  wheezing,  hard  breathing  of  yie 
fowl.  The  subject  is  at  once  removed 
to  a  pen  by  itself  and  the  spongia  treat- 
ment given.  The  fowls  in  this  pen 
from  which  the  bird  with  a  cold  was  re- 
moved, are  given  a  little  spongia  for 
two  or  three  days.  In  this  way  we  have 
but  little  trouble  with  colds,  and  roup  is 
unknown  to  the  flock.  This  may  seem 
to  some  as  being  very  particular  along 
an  unimportant  line.  Not  at  all.  If 
this  plan  is  followed  no  valuable  fowls 
will  be  lost  by  reason  of  roup,  canker 
sore  throat  or  any  of  the  diseases  likely 
to  grow  out  of  a  neglected  cold.  To 
show,  in  a  measure,  the  danger  from 
colds  and  attendant  results,  I  quote 
from  a  letter  received  this  morning 
from  C.  D.  Valk.  Baltimore,  Md.: 

"  I  found  some  evil  spirit  had  visited 
my  flock.  Either  the  roup  or  some  like 
trouble  is  among  them  and  I  fear  every 
chicken  I  have  is  going  to  be  sick,  and 
as  I  have  no  room  to  change  their  yards, 
I  may  have  to  quit  entirely,  for  it 
would  be  useless  to  buy  valuable  stock 
to  put  on  this  same  ground.  I  have 
one  pen  of  fine  Leghorns,  from  C.  H. 
Wyckoff,  and  it  is  discouraging  that 
the  disease  is  going  through  them,  par 
ticularly  as  they  have  just  arrived.  The 
trouble  first  seems  to  be  in  the  eyes. 
They  swell  up  and  discharge  water." 

This  is  a  condition  liable  to  be  found 
in  nearly  every  poultry  flock  that  is  not 
carefully  guarded  at  this  time  of  year. 
It  is  certain  that  Mr.  Valk's  fowls  were 
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afflicted  with  colds  before  he  noticed  the 
fact.  I  would  advise  treatment  as 
above  stated.  This  case  here  quoted 
Bhows  how  careful  the  breeder  should  be 
at  this  time. 

A  GRAND  GOOD  FOOD. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from 
Mr.  H.  C.  McArthur,  Denver,  Colo. 

"  Will  you  kindly  advise  me  how 
often  per  week  oil  cake  meal  can  be 
used  with  safety  and  to  advantage,  and 
how  much  you  add  to  each  quart  of  soft 
feed?  In  a  mixture  with  bone  and 
oyster  shell  meal  can  it  be  used  in  as 
large  quantity  as  those  ingredients? 
An  early  answer  as  to  quantity  and  fre 
quency  used  will  be  appreciated.  Can 
it  be  used  the  same  for  chicks,  young 
fowls  and  laying  hens  ?" 

This  touches  a  matter  of  importance. 
Oil  cake  meal,  when  properly  fed,  is  one 
of  the  very  best,  cheapest  and  thor- 
oughly reliable  foods  we  can  give  our 
fowls.  Some  years  ago  I  was  in  a  posi 
tion  where  I  noted  that  an  extensive 
cattle  feeder  was  using  a  great  deal  of 
oil  cake  meal.  He  said  it  was  the  best 
thing  he  knew  of  to  "put  the  shine  on 
the  fat  cattle,"  and  to  keep  them  in 
good  health.  I  "  looked  the  matter  up'" 
and  decided  to  experiment  with  this 
feed  in  the  poultry  yard.  A  few  head 
of  fowls  were  separately  fed  a  quantity 
of  the  meal.  The  experiment  extended 
ov^er  a  period  of  one  year.  The  effects 
were  carefully  noted.  The  experiment 
was  a  gratifying  success.  Now  as  to 
the  method,  which  will  answer  the 
above  inquiry:  We  started  in  by  mix- 
ing with  the  morning  mash  enough  oil 
cake  meal  so  that  each  fowl  would  re- 
ceive one  teaspoonful  of  meal.  The 
amount  of  the  oil  meal  was  gradually 
increased  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond month  each  fowl  was  getting  one- 
half  gill  of  the  mea'.  The  oil  cake 
meal  was  mixed  with  the  soft  feed  each 
morning  and  fed  daily.  We  now  feed 
each  bird  one-half  gill  of  the  meal  in 
soft  food  daily  the  year  round.  This 
meal  is  a  cathartic  and  must  be  fed  in  a 
small  quantity  on  the  start  or  it  will 
loosen  the  bowels  of  the  fowls  to  a  dam- 
aging extent.  I  found  that  the  fowls 
fed  the  oil  cake  meal  were  extremely 
healthy;  that  they  were  never  troubled 
with  bowel  complaints;  that  their  plum- 
age was  always  in  splendid  condition; 
that  they  were  always  ready  for  a 
meal,  which  indicated  perfect  health; 
that  the  egg  yield  was  increased.  I 
found  also  that  it  would  not  do  to  feed 
much  corn  or  corn  meal  where  the  oil 
cake  meal  was  used.  The  oil  meal 
causes  fat  production  and  the  corn 
meal  ration  had  to  be  cut  down.  My 
usual  mash  feed  was  equal  parts  corn 
meal,  ground  oats  and  barley  and  bran. 
As  stated  I  found  it  necessary  to  cut 
the  amount  of  corn  meal  down  to  about 
one  fourth  the  usual  amount.  Fowls 


60  fed  are  quick  to  molt  and  come 
through  moult  in  splendid  condition. 
During  the  molting  season  I  mixed 
with  this  mash  a  little  sulphur,  as  pre- 
viously stated.  I  carefully  experi- 
mented with  the  young  chicks,  feeding 
them  very  lighly  of  the  oil  cake  meal  on 
the  start,  mixing  it  with  their  soft  food 
every  day.  The  result  was  that  they 
grew  more  rapidly  and  kept  in  perfect 
health.  The  meal  seems  to  keep  the 
chicks  and  fowls'  bowels  in  perfect 
condition  at  all  times.  The  mash  when 
oil  cake  meal  is  added  must  he  mixed 
in  boiling  water.  The  oil  cake  meal 
must  be  cooked.  In  further  answer  to 
Mr.  McArthur  will  say  that  my  fowls 
fed  as  here  stated  were  given  green  cut 
bone  and  oyster  shells,  kept  before  them 
all  the  time.  The  chicks  were  also  fed 
green  cut  bone.  As  stated,  this  experi- 
ment with  young  and  aged  stock  was 
carefully  and  thoughtfully  made  and 
the  results  are  just  as  stated.  One 
good  thing  about  this  meal  is  that  it 
causes  us  to  feed  less  corn  the  year 
around,  and  when  the  poultryman  de- 
creases his  corn  ration  and  feeds  oats 
and  other  bone-making  materials  he 
betters  his  flock.  It  is  in  the  corn  belt 
portion  of  our  country  that  a  breed  of 
fowls  most  quickly  deteriorates,  not  in 
the  sections  where  corn  is  comparatively 
expensive,  and  in  consequence  less 
used  as  feed.  A  corn  fed  fowl  is  al 
ways  a  fat  fowl,  and  in  a  few  years  size 
is  destroyed.  We  need  bone  and  blood 
making  foods  to  keep  our  fowls  up  in 
frame.  We  can  easily  put  on  the  fat  at 
the  required  time. 

CLEARLY  STATED. 

I  wish  that  every  man  and  woman  in 
America  who  are  at  all  interested  in 
poultry  could  read  the  editorial  entitled, 
"  Utility  and  Fancy,"  on  page  414  of 
the  November  issue  of  the  American 
Poultry  Journal,  Particularly  do 
I  wish  it  could  be  read  by  every  breeder 
who  is  inclined  to  be  caught  in  the  late 
"  utility  "  drag  net.  That  article  covers 
the  whole  ground.  This  calls  to  mind 
a  case  which  but  a  few  weeks  ago  came 
under  my  personal  observation.  A 
thrifty,  practical  farmer  kept  about  300 
head  of  Standard  bred  Langshans.  He 
put  money  and  brains  into  his  work, 
and  built  up  a  graud  flock  of  fowls.  He 
always  had  lots  of  eggs  to  sell,  and  dur- 
ing the  winter  and  fall  months  received 
an  advance  per  dozen  over  the  market 
price,  having  built  up  a  fine  trade  with 
hotels  and  private  parties.  He  received 
a  certain  poultry  journal  which  has  been 
and  is  telling  the  people  that  the  Standard 
bred  fowl  is  not  the  equal  of  the  cross- 
bred fowl  or  even  the  scrub,  This  man 
was  impressed.  Following  the  advice 
of  this  publication  he  secured  a  num- 
ber of  Black  Minorca  males,  and  re- 
moving all  his  Langshan  ma'.ep,  made 
the  cross.   He  has  tried  this  plan  for 


three  years.  He  tells  me  th«  experi- 
ment has  cost  him  dearly.  He  found 
that  while  the  first  cross  were  very  good 
layers  they  did  not  produce  as  many 
eggs  during  the  extreme  cold  month* 
as  the  Standard  bred  Langshans  did. 
That  as  a  market  fowl  they  were  greatly 
inferior  to  the  original  stock.  He  has 
gone  to  work  on  the  old  lines  and  will 
use  only  Standard-bred  stock  straight 
hereafter.  It  is  a  practical  illustration. 
,The  utility  fowl  is  the  Standard-bred 
fowl.  L

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White  Plymoutli*Rock8. 

I     It  seems  a  little  surprising^tbat  while 

I  White  Plymouth  Rocks  were  still  in  a 
Tery  crude  and  unsatisfactory  state  no 
one  took  the  trouble  to  criticise  them  or 
ask  whence  they  came,  but  now  that 
they  have  attained  a  degree  of  excel- 
lence which  makes  them  formidable 
rivals  of  other  so  called  best  breeds, 
there  are  persons  who  seem  anxious  to 
detract  from  their  popularity  by  ques- 
tioning, not  their  good  qualities,  but 
their  origin;  and  hinting  that  there  is 
flomething  doubtful  about  it— some- 
th'ng  not  altogether  honest,  and  even 
■casting  doubt  upon  the  statement  that 
they  were  originally  "  sports "  from 
Barred  Rocks;  giving  preference  to  the 
theory  that  they  were  the  result  of  a 

:  -cross  of  Rarred  Rocks  and  Brahmae. 
No  one  who  has  given  the  subject 

1  careful  study  will  for  a  moment  be- 

'  lleve  this,  since  the  law  governing  that 
mixture  produces  a  large  per  cent  of 
coal  black  pullets  and  Dominique  col- 
ored cockerels,  the  balance  being  di- 
Tided  in  color  between  that  of  the  two 
parents,  partaking  -  somewhat  of  the 
■color  and  characteristics  of  each;  but  a 

I  pure  white  chick  with  no  leg-feather- 
ing, from  this  cross,  is  so  rare  that  it 

I  would  take  several  generations  to  pro- 
<luce  a  moderate  sized  flock. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  no  apology  is 
necessary  for  the  White  Plymouth 
Rocks,  either  in  the  past  or  present. 
That  they  were  originally  sports  from 
the  Barred  variety  has  been  repeatedly 

;  affirmed  by  honorable  men;  men  who 

I  were  wise  enough  to  foresee  a  future 
lor  white  fowls  with  as  good  a  record  as 
their  colored  ancestors,  and  their  care  in 
saving  these  "  sports  "  has  been  justified 
by  the  popularity  which  this  breed  has 
won  for  itself  werever  known.  Other 
breeders  have  also  had  white  sports 

I  from  Barred  Rocks,  but  supposing  it 
indicated  a  fault  they  were  quietly  dis 
posed  of.   When  it  is  remembered  that 

I  Barred  Rocks  themselves  are  not  thor- 

1  oughbreds  but  a  mixture  of  Denver 
Whites,  Black  Javas  and  American 
Dominiques,  it  is  not  surprising  that 

,  their  descendants  should  occasionally 
revert  to  the  type  of  their  ancestors 
■even  when  several  generations  re- 
moved, and  it  is  the  operation  of  this 
law  of  heredity  which  makes  the  mating 
of  cross  bred  fowls  at  once  interesting 
and  uncertain.  As  in  the  human  fam- 
ily a  pronounced  characteristic  either 
physical  or  mental  is  liable  to  remain 
dermant  for  one  or  two  generations  and 
then  re  appear,  so  with  the  whole  ani- 
mal kingdom  the  same  is  true. 

"The  possibility  of  character  exist- 
ing in  a  latent  condition,"  says  Francis 
Darwin,  "  is  of  the  utmost  moment  to 
the  breeder,  since  upon  it  depends  the 
possibility  of  reversion  or  atavism.  Re- 
version is  a  matter  of  extreme  impor 


tance  to  the  breeder,  for  it  is  one  of  the 
serious  hindrances  to  his  art." 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  white 
sports  named,  respectively  Frost  and 
Empire  strains,  were  strengthened  by 
an  out  cross  with  another  white  fowl 
before  they  were  put  on  the  market. 
The  characteristics  of  these  two  strains 
point  to  an  infusion  of  Leghorn  blood 
with  the  former  and  of  Brahma  blood 
with  the  latter.  After  the  lapse  of  so 
many  years,  down  on  shanks  still  occa- 
sionally appears  as  a  survival,  in  a  very 
modified  form,  of  the  leg  feathering  of 
the  Brahma  or  possibly  of  the  Cochin. 
But  this  out-cross  was  perfectly  legiti- 
mate if  the  product  was  bred  back  to 
White  Rocks  until  the  type  was  fixed. 
In  fact,  vigor  of  constitution  could  have 
been  secured  in  no  other  way. 

Among  breeders  of  horses  and  cattle 
it  is  agreed  that  the  fifth  cross  shall  en- 
title the  animal  to  enter  the  ring  as  a 
full  blood  but  it  can  never  be  desig 
nated  as  a  thoroughbred,  which  may 
seem  at  first  thought  like  a  distiction 
without  a  difference. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  most 
ardent  friends  and  admirers  of  the 
White  Rocks  do  not  claim  for  them 
more  than  that  they  are  a  well  bred 
cross  breed,  it  is  rather  amusing  to  wit- 
ness the  effort  which  is  being  made  by 
some  writers  to  prove  the  same  thing, 
only  from  a  different  view  point. 

Suppose,  for  the  sake  of  argument, 
that  the  White  Plymouth  Rock  is  not  a 
descendant  of  the  Barred  Rocks  at  all. 
What  then?  All  must  admit  that 
breeders  have  succeeded  in  getting  the 
Rock  type  with  clear  white  plumage, 
with  better  laying  qualities  than  the 
Barred  variety,  as  has  been  proven  again 
and  again,  and  what  difference  does  it 
make  how  this  result  was  obtained  V  It 
has  not  been  by  haphazard  mating,  but 
by  persistent  use  of  such  birds  as  ap- 


proach the  most  nearly  to  their  ideal  of 
what  a  White  Plymouth  Rock  should 
be.  That  they  have  reached  perfectioa 
no  one  claims.  That  they  are  now  so 
well  bred  that  like  may  always  be  ex- 
pected to  produce  like,  as  in  the  case  of 
thoroughbred  fowls,  is  not  true,  but 
comparing  the  best  White  Rocks  of  ten 
years  ago  with  the  best  of  the  present 
day,  we  have  every  reason  to  feel  proud 
of  the  advance  made  by  this  variety, 
which  is  now  a  credit  to  the  breeder  and 
to  the  show  room. 

As  I  said  before,  the  law  of  heredity 
seems  to  produce  a  variability  in  breed- 
ing, when  in  truth  it  is  simply  a  rever- 
sion. This  accounts  for  the  occasional 
dark  feather,  sometimes  regularly 
barred,  and  for  the  black  specks  that 
are  sometimes  seen  with  the  whitest 
plumage,  the  final  effort  of  nature  to 
reproduce  the  color  of  ancestors.  It  is 
this  element  of  uncertainty,  the  possi- 
bility of  achieving  higher  results  than 
have  yet  been  reached,  which  lends 
zest  and  fascination  to  the  work. 

Most  of  the  disappointment  experi- 
enced by  beginners,  and  by  those  of 
long  experience  as  well,  is  caused  by  ex- 
pecting too  much.  In  a  large  flock  of 
the  best  White  Rocks  that  can  be  raised 
there  will  be  only  a  few  very  high-scor- 
ing birds,  a  reasonable  number  of  good 
ones  and  many  that  should  be  marketed 
for  culls. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  sell  poor  birds 
for  breeders,  thus  perpetuating  faults, 
enough  of  which  will  appear  each  suc- 
cessive year  even  with  the  best  of  care 
in  mating.  It  should  be  the  determin- 
ation of  every  breeder  to  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  his  flock  each  year  by  close  cull- 
ing and  by  retaining  only  those  birds 
having  excellent  qualities.  In  this  way 
only  can  he  hope  to  succeed.

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Method  of  Keeping:  the  Pedigree  of 
Each  Member  of  the  Flock. 

If  I  ever  could  have  entertained  a 
doubt  as  to  the  absolute  necessity  of 
knc  wing  the  exact  pedigree  of  each  in- 
dividual in  a  flock  of  poultry— that  is  to 
Bay,  the  need  of  knowing  the  sire  and 
dam,  grandsire  and  granddam,  etc.,  of 
each  member— the  numerous  letters  of 
encouragement  and  of  interested  in- 
quiry received  in  my  daily  mail  from 
practical  breeders  and  men  of  science, 
would  have  long  since  banished  it.  But 
I  never  entertained  any  doubts.  From 
the  day  I  "  caught  the  hen  fever,"  I  saw 
that  vastly  larger  sums  were  paid  per 
pound  of  thoroughbred  poultry  than 
for  any  other  kind  of  breeding  or  ex- 
hibition stock,  excepting  {perhaps)  the 
rare  sale  of  a  race  horse  at  fancy  figures; 
and  were  the  sales  of  poultry  that  are 
made  at  fancy  figures  heralded  as  are 
like  sales  of  race  horses,  I  firmly  believe 
that  my  statement  would  still  hold  good. 
Ten  to  twenty  five  dollars  per  pound  of 
thoroughbred  poultry  is  a  far  from  rare 
transaction;  but  how  often  do  we  hear 
of  such  prices  being  paid  for  other  thor- 
oughbred stock  y 

That  these  prices  not  only  still  con- 
tinue to  prevail,  but  that  the  number  of 
people  who  are  anxious  to  buy  at  such 
and  higher  figures  (stock  worth  the 
money,  of  course,)  far  exceeds  the  num- 
ber of  breeders  willing  to  sell;  that  the 
purchaser  of  poultry  continues  to  re- 
ceive only  what  he  can  see  of  his  pur- 
chase—without any  knowledge  of  its 
ancestry,  thus  running  all  the  risk  of 
retrograding  where  he  aims  to  progress; 
whereas  the  purchaser  of  other  kind  of 
thoroughbred  stock,  even  at  a  lower 
price,  receives  with  his  purchase  such 
knowledge  of  its  ancestors  as  he  could 
hRve  gained  had  he  himself  bred  the 
strain;  that  the  poultry  industry  not 
only  survives,  but  continues  to  grow 
until  it  will  far  outstrip— if  it  has  not 
already  outstripped  (for  the  total  fig- 
ures are  unknown)— in  magnitude  that 
of  any  other  industry  or  enterprise  on 
this  continent,  speaks  volumes  for  the 
depth  of  the  "  chicken  crank's  "  love  for 
his  feathered  pets. 

Can  one,  even  in  fancy,  picture  a  pur- 
chaser of  a  Jersey,  Collie,  Berkshire  or 
other  breeding  stock,  paying  only  a  fair 
price— say  one,  instead  of  ten,  dollars  per 
pound— without  close  scrutiny  of  its  an- 
cestry ?   I  think  not. 

Authorities,  I  believe,  generally  ac- 
cept as  a  "good  mating"  such  as  will 
reproduce  or  improve  themselves  in  five 
per  cent  of  their  progeny.  By  a  "  mat- 
ing "  is  meant  one  male  and  several  fe- 
males. Note  that  all  that  is  known  of 
the  chick's  ancestors,  in  this  case,  is 
its  sire,  its  dam  being  one  of  the  fe 
males  in  the  pen — which  one  is  guess  ■ 
work. 

From  the  experience  I  have  had  in 


pedigree  breeding,  I  know  that  this 
ridiculously  low  percentage  of  success 
— yes,  that's  the  word— unless  "  this  tre- 
mendously high  percentage  of  atavism'" 
should  sound  better  when  read— is  due 
solely  to  haphazard  breeding,  and  will 
be  improved  at  least  tenfold  by  breed 
ing  from  known  dams  and  sires— by 
knowing  the  ancestors  of  each  indi- 
vidual in  the  pen;  in  other  words,  by 
breeding  from  pedigree  and  personal 
merit,  and  not  from  personal  merit 
alone.  That  carefully  kept  records 
must  be  maintained  is,  of  course,  under- 
stood. 

The  fact  is  that  but  one  female  in 
five,  in  the  usual  run  of  matings,  proves 
through  her  progeny  that  her  mating 
was  a  success,  by  equalling  or  improv 
ing  on  herself  (or  her  mate)  in  one-half 
or  more  of  her  chicks;  thus  we  have  the 
"  five  per  cent  of  success "  easily  ex- 
plained. When,  by  knowing  the  dam, 
as  well  as  the  sire,  of  each  chick,  we  can 
locate  our  errors  in  mating,  and  by 
study  and  thought  correct  them,  we  will 
look  upon  fifty  per  cent  of  success  as 
only  fair. 

I  have  heard  of  some  breeders  who 
are  so  thoroughly  familiar  with  cause 
and  effect  in  poultry  matters,  that  they 
can  pick  out  each  hen's  chicks  by  the 
latter's  resemblance  to  their  dam.  If 
any  reader  of  these  lines  feels  confident 
he  can  do  so,  I  will  be  glad  to  have  him 
call  at  Hartnest  for  a  test,  and  I  am 


Many  requests  have  reached  me  for  a 
detailed  description  of  my  methods  in 
keeping  accurate  pedigrees.  In  the 
hope  of  saving  myself  the  time  and: 
labor  requisite  to  answer  each  inquirer, 
and  that  this  article  will  bring  me  val- 
uable suggestions  of  improvement  to 
my  present  method,  I  give  them  here- 
with. 

Lest  I  frighten  some  faint-hearted 
one  by  the  seemingly  lengthy  and  ap- 
parently laborious  detail,  from  em- 
braking  in  pedigree  breeding,  let  me 
first  emphatically  state  that  there  is- 
much  more  labor  in  describing  my 
method  than  there  is  in  its  execution. 

As  eggs  are  gathered,  each  is  marked 
in  pencil  with  the  number  of  the  hen 
that  laid  it,  and  placed  in  a  box  nailed 
against  the  partition  of  each  pen.  At 
night  these  eggs  are  entered  in  the  egg 
record,  and  each  egg  is  marked  in  ink 
with  the  hen's  number  and  datelaid^ 
and  placed  in  an  egg  rack,  where  each 
hen's  product  is  kept  separately. 

In  setting  broody  hens,  the  product  of 
from  one  to  three  hens  is  given  to  each^ 
and  the  date  set,  description  of  eggs^ 
(the  number  of  hen  or  hens  that  laid 
them),  quantity  of  each,  is  noted  on  a. 
hatching  blank  in  ink  and  nailed  over 
each  sitter's  nest.  A  punch-mark  is- 
allotted  to  the  chicks  from  each  hen's- 
product,  and  also  noted  on  this  blank.. 
i'oUowing  is  a  copy  of  the  hatching 
blank :

quite  certain  that  he  will  feel  less  sure 
of  the  accuracy  of  his  knowledge 
when  he  gets  through  with  his  theory 
here. 

Leaving  aside  the  very  important 
consideration  of  real  knowledge  gained 
through  pedigree  breeding,  and  con- 
sequent advantages,  it  doesn't  need  a 
prophet  to  foretell  that  the  day  is  close 
at  hand  when  buyers  will  insist  upon 
having  a  certificate  of  pedigree,  or  other 
information  of  similar  import,  when  in- 
vesting in  poultry  for  breeding  or  ex- 
hibition. Those  of  us  who  will  read  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall  are  getting  in 
line;  it  will  be  another  tale  of  the  sur- 
vival of  the  fittest. 


Each  egg  tested  out  or  crushed  is 
noted  in  its  proper  place  on  the  blank, 
so  that  the  latter  at  all  times  shows  the 
exact  number  of  eggs  under  the  sitter 
and  description  of  each. 

On  or  about  the  night  of  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  incubation,  we  take  from 
each  sitter  all  but  the  product  of  one 
hen,  trading  the  rest  with  eggs  that  have 
been  set  a  week  or  so  later.  In  trad- 
ing, the  eggs  taken  away  are  crossed  off 
the  blank  with  pencil,  and  the  eggs  sub- 
stituted are  noted  thereon,  viz  :  date 
originally  set,  description,  quantity,  etc. 
So,  at  hatching  time,  each  sitter  hatches 
out  but  one  hen's  product,  and  that 
product  is  described  on  the  blank  over 
her  nest.

When  dry,  the  chicks  are  punched  in 
web  of  feet  in  accordance  with  marks 
designated  on  hatching  blank;  number 
of  chicks  hatched  from  each  hen's  pro- 
duct noted  in  proper  place  on  the  blank, 
10  to  15  chicks  given  to  a  hen,  surplus 
hens  reset,  and  hatching  blanks  brought 
to  the  house,  where  the  latter's  essential 
points,  viz.—"  Number  of  sitter,"  "  Date 
set,"  "  Description  of  eggs,"  "Quantity," 
"Infertile,  etc.,  tested  out,"  "Date 
batched."  "  Number  hatched,'  "  Punch- 
marks,"  and  "  Location  "  (described 
later)— are  entered  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  called  "  hatching  record," 
and  the  blanks  filed  away  for  future 
reference. 

As  a  sitter  is  given  her  complement 
of  chicks  and  placed  with  them  in  a 
brooder  coop,  a  record  is  taken  of  the 
quantity,  description  (dams'  numbers) 
and  punch  marks  of  the  babies  en- 
trusted to  her  care,  and  this  record  is 
nailed  on  each  coop.  For  this  we  use 
our  "  hatching  blank, '  but  for  purposes 
of  identification  I  will  here  refer  to  it 
when  used  for  chicks)  as  "  chick 
blank." 

Should  one  of  the  wee  things  be  found 
dead,  by  reference  to  its  punch  marks 
the  chick  is  easily  identified  and  the 
loss  quickly  noted  in  its  proper  place 
on  chick  blank. 

It  is  possible  (except  with  the  five- 
toed  varieties)  to  have  but  16  different 
punch -marks;  as  each  punch-mark  is 
intended  to  show  not  only  the  chick's 
dam,  but  also  its  date  of  hatch;  as  we 
often  set  the  product  of  20  or  more  hens 
at  one  time,  which,  of  course,  all  hatch 
on  the  same  day;  and,  as  it  follows,  we 
are  in  consequence  often  compelled  to 
use  the  same  punch-mark  on  two  dif- 
ferent lots  of  chicks  hatched  the  same 
day,  it  is  of  course  of  vital  importance, 
if  pedigrees  are  to  be  accurate  beyond 
question  (and  they  would  be  worthless 
if  otherwise),  that  two  such  similarly 
marked  lots  can  under  no  conditions  be 
mixed  up. 

To  accomplish  this  with  certainty, 
leaving  no  chance  for  "  accidents,"  we 
divide  the  chicks  into  groups.  A  group 
consists  of  the  chicks  having  one  set  of 
(16)  punch-marks.  Each  group,  with 
their  foster  mother,  are  yarded  separ- 
ately, and  for  convenience  in  describ- 
ing, these  yards  are  lettered— Yard  A 
containing  Group  A;  Yard  B,  Group  B, 
etc;  and  location  of  each  lot  hatched 
is  noted  on  the  hatching  record  in  col- 
umn allowed  for  that  purpose. 

When  chicks  are  two  to  four  weeks 
old,  they  are  given  their  first  leg  bands 
and  weighed.  This  is  done  at  night. 
All  the  chicks  in  a  group  are  brought  to 
the  house  in  a  box  or  basket,  together 
with  the  chick  blank  from  each  coop. 
As  each  chick  is  given  its  numbered  leg 
band,  its  punch-mark  is  noted,  the  num- 
ber of  band  recorded  in  its  proper  place 
on  the  blank,  chick  placed  on  the 


scales  and  its  weight  noted  over  its 
number.  When  the  group  has  been 
banded,  the  little  fellows  are  restored  to 
their  foster-mothers  and  their  numbers, 
weights,  etc.,  entered  in  the  chick 
record.  This  is  a  book,  the  pages  of 
which  have  columns  ruled  off,  bearing 
the  following  headings:  "Final  (leg 
band)  number;"  "Date  hatched;" 
"Score;"  "Weight  (at  maturity);" 
"Dam's  number;"  "Sex;"  followed  by 
six  wide  columns  entitled  "  First  leg 
band,"  "Second  leg  band,"  etc.,  etc. 
These  six  wide  columns  are  each  sub- 
divided into  four  other  columns,  called 
respectively  "  Number  "  (of  leg  band), 
" Date"  (on  which  chick  was  banded), 
"Weight  ■■  and  "  Location." 

As  the  baby  bands  are  nearly  out- 
grown, the  operation  is  practically  re- 
peated in  giving  them  their  second 
bands.  The  chicks  in  a  group  are 
brought  to  the  house,  first  bands  taken 
off,  larger  (second)  bands  put  on,  num- 
ber of  latter,  date  of  change  and  weight 
at  changing,  noted  in  its  proper  place  in 
the  chick  record. 

My  aching  fingers  prompt  me  to  here 
state  that  1  would  rather  band  or  re- 
band  20  yards  of  chicks  in  one  night 
than  to  be  called  upon  to  write  another 
article  of  the  length  of  this  in  a  week. 

The  operations  described  above  are 


repeated  at  each  change  of  bands- 
seven  in  number  from  "chickhood  "  to 
maturity.  The  number  of  these  bands 
can  be  reduced,  but  I  prefer  to  use 
seven,  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  a 
chick  losing  a  band,  which  entails  some 
trouble  to  identify  it.  My  method 
checks  itself  and  makes  errors  impossi- 
ble; yet  I  dare  say  it  can  be  vastly  im- 
proved on,  and  I  am  anxious  to  per- 
fect it. 

This  chick  record  has  furnished  me 
with  a  fund  of  information,  by  which  I 
hope  to  profit.  It  has  shown  me  that 
some  hens'  chicks  somehow  hang  be- 
hind in  maturing,  with  persistent  uni- 
formity; other  hens"  chicks  shoot  ahead, 
beating  chicks  a  month  older.  Some 
hens'  chicks  refuse  to  live;  some  have 
all,  or  nearly  all,  cockerels;  others  the 
reverse— all,  or  nearly  all, pullets;  others 
again,  about  half  of  both  sexes.  Some 
beget  excellent  pullets  and  mighty  poor 
cockerels;  others  again  reverse  this 
order.  And  while  this  chick  record 
hasn't  told  me  half  of  its  story  yet,  need 
I  add  that  I  am  learning  and  profiting 
by  the  little  it  has  told  ? 

Who  wouldn't  breed  from  pedigree 
combined  with  individual  merit,  if  he 
knew  the  fascination  the  work  ( ?)  car- 
ries with  it?

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ARGUMEJfTS  FORDOI  BLE  MATING. 

An  Advocate  of  this  System  Presents 
Several  Strong  Points  that  are 
Timely  and  Interesting. 

Careful  breeders  anticipate  the  needs 
of  each  season.  For  example,  thought 
should  now  be  given  to  the  subject  of 
mating,  in  order  that  proper  birds  may 
be  chosen  from  amongst  the  specimens 
on  exhibition  at  the  winter  shows. 

The  question  of  double  matings  is  a 
debated  one,  but  the  following  advo- 
cacy of  the  system,  by  E.  O.  Roessle,  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  the  Country  Gentle- 
men, is  forceful  and  well  expressed. 
He  say: 

"  It  is  no  doubt  very  disappointing  to 
look  over  the  young  stock  in  the  fall 
and  find  it  does  not  come  up  to  the  high 
mark  anticipated  in  the  spring.  Inex- 
perienced breeders  are  cautioned  every 
season  to  be  very  careful  in  their  mat- 
ings. Mating  stock  in  the  spring  is  the 
scientific  part  of  chicken  raising,  and 
it  must  be  done  skillfully  and  well.  Let 
us  take,  for  example,  the  Barred  Ply 
mouth  Rocks  as  illustrating  a  difficult 
breed  to  mate. 

"So  many  would-be  fanciers  think 
that  if  they  buy  some  good  females 
from  one  breeder  and  a  first  class  male 
from  another,  they  have  done  the  proper 
thing,  and  by  mating  them  up  just  as 
they  are,  they  must  necessarily  produce 
fine  stock  and  superior  specimens.  That 
they  will  have,  as  a  result,  some  good 
stock,  I  do  not  dispute;  but  as  to  their 
being  superior  specimens,  it  is  extremely 
doubtful.  The  tendency  in  such  care 
less  mating  is  toward  dark  females  or 
very  light  males,  neither  of  which  will 
be  satisfactory, 

"  In  order  to  produce  the  proper  color 
and  to  show  the  correct  points,  the 
breeder  must  first  understand  exactly 
what  he  wants  to  obtain.  If  cockerels, 
mate  for  cockerels;  or  if  pullets,  mate 
for  pullets.  This  is  what  is  known  as 
the  double  mating  system,  and  is  to  my 
mind  the  best  of  all  systems,  more  par 
ticularly  for  Barred  Rocks,  although  it 
can  be  successfully  used  in  all  breeds. 
Without  going  into  details  of  the 
double  mating  system,  I  can  say  that, 
on  general  principles,  there  are  many 
ordinary  points  worth  considering.  The 
specimens  mated  should  above  all 
things  be  healthy  and  in  prime  condi 
tion.  Carelessness  in  this  particular 
may  account  for  the  sickly  and  leggy 
carcasses  we  find  crawling  around  in 
the  fall,  and  which  we  view  with  dis 
gust  as  the  result  of  our  season's  work 
"  Inexperience  or  ignorance  on  the 
part  of  the  novice  is  no  excuse  for  such 
results.  There  are  too  many  channels 
through  which  he  can  gain  knowledge 
of  poultry  culture  for  him  to  fall  back 
on  any  such  plea,  and  it  does  not  re 
quire  the  teachings  of  our  most  experi 


enced  breeders  to  induce  him  to  select, 
at  least,  healthy  birds  to  breed  from. 
Healthy  birds  mean,  hens  in  good  con- 
dition, good  layers,  with  bright  red 
combs  and  glossy  plumage,  scratching, 
singing  and  busy — all  of  which  denote 
health.  Fat,  lazy,  lousy  old  hens, 
bagging  down  behind,  are  not  good 
breeders  and  are  not  healthy.  They 
will  not  produce  first  class  chicks,  and  it 
is  doubtful  whether  they  will  even  lay 
first  class  hatching  eggs. 

'  What  pertains  to  Plymouth  Rocks 
in  the  matter  of  health  fits  all  other 
breeds.  In  the  mating  of  White  Leg- 
horns many  of  our  breeders  have  made 
light  of  the  double  mating  system  for 
them.  It  is  quite  as  important  for  a 
pure  white  breed  as  it  is  for  one  in 
which  correct  color  forms  an  important 
consideration.  In  the  White  Leghorns, 
type  is  a  very  important  point.  Unless 
we  can  place  males  and  females  to- 
gether, each  typical,  we  had  better  let 
the  whole  flock  run  wild  and  trust  to 
luck  for  our  chickens. 

"  To  produce  cockerels  in  this  breed, 
we  must,  after  type,  breed  for  comb 
The  comb  of  the  White  Leghorn,  and 
of  course  I  mean  the  Single-comb,  is 
quite  as  important  as  the  show  color  of 
the  Barred  Rock.  Prize  winners  in  this 
breed,  usually,  if  mated,  produce  very 
poor  prize  specimens.  The  large  combs 
of  the  females  coupled  with  the  large 
comb  of  the  male,  will  produce  ex- 
tremely large  combs  in  the  young  males 
These  will  become  defective  and  fre 
quently  fall  to  one  side  and  thus  become 
a  disqualification.  To  counteract  this, 
the  skillful  breeder  selects  small,  straight 
combed  females,  combs  with  good  even 
serration  and  broad  at  the  base,  and 
which  would  be  a  disqualification  in  the 
show  room,  but  which  nevertheless  will 
produce  winners.  To  these  he  mates  a 
cockerel  above  all  with  an  exceptional 
comb— it  cannot  be  too  good,  but  it  can 
be  too  large  and  beefy — medium  in  size, 
fitting  the  head  perfectly,  like  a  be 
coming  and  well  adjusted  cap  and  of  as 
perfect  serration  as  possible,  and  of  fine 
texture. 

"  So  much  for  the  comb.  In  color, 
the  birds  must  be  white— the  whiter  the 
better;  and  if  pure  white  plumage  and 
deep  yellow  legs  can  be  found,  it  is  an 
ideal  specimen.  After  comb  and  color, 
we  must  look  to  tails.  In  a  flock  of 
carefully  bred  Leghorns  the  females 
will,  as  a  rule,  carry  good  average  tails 
Not  so  the  males;  seldom  do  we  find 
good  tails  in  a  flock  of  cockerels.  The 
furnishings  may  be  good,'  but  the  posi 
tion  is  bad.  Squirrel-tail,  of  course,  dis 
qualifies,  but  there  are  many  good  cock- 
erels with  too  straight  tails.  In  breed 
ing  this  should  not  always  be  considered 
a  fault.  It  can  be  counteracted  in  the 
chicks  by  selecting  females  with  tails 
'  well  down,'  or  in  other  words,  depressed 
at  a  much  lower  angle  than  the  male 


birds'.  This  will  strike  an  average,  as 
it  were,  and  produce  many  times  per- 
fect male  tails.  Tails  in  the  females 
above  all  should  be  full.  Eight  feathers 
on  a  side,  or  16  tail  feathers  in  a  breeder, 
means  a  full-tailed  chick. 

"Eyes  and  earlobes  can  be  repro- 
duced, if  they  are  first  class  in  the  breed- 
ing pen's  make-up.  Wattles  should  be 
in  both  male  and  female  of  fine  texture. 
Coarse,  heavy,  beefy  wattles  in  a  male 
are  a  disfiguring  sight,  and  ought  to  be 
a  disqualification.  The  shape  and  car- 
riage of  the  Leghorn  is  very  pronounced 
in  a  good  specimen,  whether  it  be  male 
or  female.  The  former  should  be  very 
erect  and  very  full  breasted.  There- 
fore it  is  poor  policy  to  place  together  a 
male  and  females  with  different  shape; 
they  will  produce  slabby  chickens. 

'Yellow  legs  belong  to  this  breed 
quite  as  much  as  white  plumage;  but 
the  extreme  white  of  the  plumage  fre- 
quently produce  pale  yellow  or  some- 
times pink  legs.  Pale-legged  fowls  sel- 
dom beget  yellow-legged  chicks." 

"  What  Shall  We  Do  to  be  Saved  J" 

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

To  day  the  sun  shines  brightly,  and 
spreads  a  sheet  of  glory  over  the  earth. 
It  seems  that  all  should  be  happy  to 
match  its  brightness,  but  my  heart  is 
ill  at  ease.  For  six  weeks  I  have  been 
getting  my  Leghorns  in  trim  for  exhi- 
bition and  have  entry  blanks  from  sev- 
eral shows  where  I  expected  to  visit. 
But  under  the  new  Standard  you  just 
sent  me  I  find  that  my  cockerels  will  be 
disqualified  on  account  of  gray  color  at 
base  of  tail-coverts.  This  surely  must 
be  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Stand- 
ard-makers. If  not.  Brown  Leghorn 
breeders  are  simply  ruined.  In  my 
judgment  there  are  not  50  Brown  Leg- 
horn cockerels  in  existence  that  will 
escape.  Are  Leghorn  breeders  asleep  ? 
Don't  they  realize  that  they  are  knocked 
out '?  During  the  whole  Spanish  war  I 
never  got  on  the  war  path;  but  my  blood 
is  up  now  and  everything  on  my  place 
is  afraid  of  me.  The  only  hope  is  lhat 
sensible  judges  will  go  slow  till  the 
matter  is  seen  into.  In  the  language  of 
Nickodemus  I  plead, "  What  shall  we 
do  to  be  saved  ?"  Single  mating,  where 
art  thou  ?

POUi^TRY  ADVERTISING 

■iiY  FRANlv  B.  WHITE. 


It  seems  much  easier  to  do  a  thing  a 
month  hence  than  it  does  when  that 
time  approaches.  I  find  that  1  made 
rather  an  extravagant  promise  when  I 
agreed  to  show  how  to  buy  and  use  ad- 
vertising space  properly.  The  subject 
is  approached  by  so  many  different 
avenues  that  the  one  best  calculated  for 
the  poultryman  is  a  question  that  I  can 
only  guess  at. 

I  want  to  remind  your  readers  that 
advertising  is  standard;  that  it  has  a 
fixed  and  known  value — known  to  a  few 
at  least.  I  regret  to  say  that  too  many 
treat  it  as  if  it  had  a  decidedly  uncer- 
tain value  and  are  not  inclined  to  give 
it  the  time  and  attention  that  they 
would  something  "  real." 

HOW  TO  BUY  SPACE. 

If  you  are  a  direct  advertiscir  you 
probably  write  a  list  of  papers  asking 
them  to  quote  you  prices.  They  usually 
reply  by  a  letter  urging  the  merits  of 
the  publication  and  a  rate  card  quoting 
prices.  The  question  arises,  "Should 
the  advertiser  conform  to  the  rate  cards 
received  from  publishers?'  I  answer 
(and  advisedly,  too),  "  No,"  unless  you 
are  very  positive  that  no  other  adver- 
tiser secures  a  less  rate.  In  most  cases 
the  rate  card  is  meaningless.  This 
question  of  rates,  in  many  instances,  de- 
pends upon  the  purchasing  ability  of 
the  advertiser — a  fact  that  I  deplore 
and  regret  to  have  to  write.  There  are 
some  noble  exceptions  to  this  rule,  how- 
ever, and  these  exceptions  have  to  suffer 
the  odium  of  the  bad  practice  of  the 
general. 

I  have  no  doubt  but  what  many  of 
our  publishers  will  object  to  my  probing 
into  this  subject  at  this  time.  I  feel 
confident,  though,  that  those  whose 
conscience  is  clear  will  be  glad  that  I 
raise  the  question.  My  only  hope  in  al- 
luding to  the  rate  question  is  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  the  advertisers  the 
advisability  of  using  a  paper  that  has  a 
rate  known  to  be  fixed  upon  actual  and 
real  worth.  If  a  publisher  cannot  prove 
that  worth,  why  should  he  expect  you  to 
accept  his  statements,  without  the  proof, 
as  final '?  I  believe  that  our  advertising 
journals  are  doing  a  good  work  in  ac 
quainting  advertisers  of  the  experiences 
of  others,  and  I  recommend  the  adver- 
tiser to  read  dilligently  the  leading  ad- 
vertising journals. 

A  publisher's  space  has  a  value,  based 
upon  circulation  and  journalistic  prac 
tice.  Rates  should  be  commensurate. 
An  advertiser  should  not  get  the  idea 
when  he  buys  a  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  space  in  the  advertising  columns  that 
he  inherits  by  this  purchase  unlimited 
freedom  of  the  editorial  column.  A 


publisher  must  be  unbiased  and  an  ad- 
vertiser should  beware  of  the  "  sop  "' 
that  is  too  frequently  held  out  by  the 
oifer  of  "front  page  write-up,"  "all  the 
readmg  you  want  free,"  or  a  promise 
"to  be  your  friend,"  because  that  sort 
of  thing  is  threadbare  and  has  been 
offered  to  perhaps  twenty  others  in  your 
line.  I  mean  that  space  is  space;  buy 
the  space.  If  you  want  the  publisher's 
good  will  and  support  editorially— be  a 
man;  treat  your  customers  right;  pay 
your  bills;  and  you  are  entitled  to  it. 
If  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  buy  hia 
good  will  or  support,  don't  forget  that 
the  poorest  friendship  on  earth  is 
boughten  friendship;  it  is  perishable;  it 
will  decay  in  the  advertising  business 
just  as  quickly  as  in  any  other. 

I  believe  it  would  be  a  wise  business 
proposition  for  an  advertiser  to  confer 
with  an  expert  before  attempting  to 
distribute  his  appropriation  among  the 
poultry  press.  We  all  have  our  fancies, 
our  likes  and  dislikes,  but  sometimes 
likes  and  fancies  lead  us  away  from  the 
path  of  fact  and  real  worth. 

To  conclude  the  first  proposition  I 
suggest  that  the  same  business  tact  be- 
used  in  the  purchase  of  advertisings 
space  that  you  would  display  in  the  selec- 
tion of  a  fowl  or  the  care  and  and  mat- 
ing of  your  stock;  that  you  buy  it  as 
you  would  Eugar,  wheat  or  any  other 
standard  product  and  pay  cash  for  it. 
Trade  deals  in  advertising  lines  are 
usually  expensive  and  unsatisfactory  to 
both  parties. 

HOW  TO  USE  IT 

involves  two  propositions:  First,  the 
utilization  of  the  space  that  you  have 
purchased.  Business  men  are  not  in- 
clined to  rent  offices,  stores  or  factory 
buildings  that  they  cannot  occupy  and 
use  properly.  A  farmer  would  not  pur- 
chase land  that  he  had  no  use  for,  even 
if  was  oifered  at  a  bargain.  If  he  ex- 
pected to  get  a  reasonable  crop  he  would 
see  to  it  that  not  only  good  seeds  (good 
ads)  were  sown,  but  that  it  was  thor- 
oughly cultivated  (ads  looked  after  ed- 
itorially and  otherwise).  He  would  alsa 
take  good  care  of  the  product  in  har- 
vesting the  grain  and  in  the  disposition 
of  it.  Advertisers  should  be  equally 
dilligentin  the  handling  of  the  inquiries 
and  taking  good  care  of  the  sales  and 
business  that  results  from  them.  This 
leads  to  the  second  proposition: 

now  TO  TAKE  CARE  OF  THE  INQUIRIES. 

Too  many  of  our  advertisers  satisfy 
theiuselves  by  simply  sending  a  cata- 
logue or  printed  circular  to  an  inquirer. 
That  is  a  very  cold,  uninviting  method. 
Next  to  a  personal  visit,  a  warm  letter,, 
bright  and  crisp  and  right  to  the  point, 
is  the  best.  It  may  have  cost  you  25c, 
50c  or  SI  to  secure  that  inquiry.  What 
is  the  inquiry  ?  It  is  the  result  of  your 
investment  in  advertising;  it  is  the  in- 
quirer introducing  himself  to  the  ad- 
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veitlser  as  a  possible  customer;  it  is  one 
interested  in  your  proposition  as  you 
make  it  in  your  advertisement.  If  it 
cost  you  50c  is  it  not  worth  your  while 
to  add  by  way  or  correspondence  10c  or 
even  20c  additional  V  After  you  have 
sent  your  catalogue  do  yen  simply  fold 
your  hands  and  wait  for  the  inquirer  to 
plead  with  you  to  sell  him  your  stock, 
or  are  you  anxious  and  concerned  that 
he  should  make  a  purchase  i*  If  the 
latter,  you  will  see  to  it  that  within  a 
couple  of  weeks'  time  he  is  reminded  of 
the  fact  that  you  have  complied  with 
the  condition  of  your  advertisement  and 
that  his  obligation  to  you  begins,  be 
cause  you  have  met  your  conditions- 
promising  him  to  advise  him  of  what 
you  have  to  sell— and  he  is  your  debtor; 
you  have  sent  him  the  information  and 
he  should  either  purchase  your  stock  or 
tell  you  why.  In  short,  I  would  not 
allow  an  inquirer  to  escape  without  re- 
ceiving at  least  four  letters. 

You  may  say  that  this  is  a  wild  and 
extravagant  proposition,  but  those  who 
have  tried  it  know  that  it  is  not.  I 
would  handle  every  inquiry  as  if  the 
success  of  my  business  depended  upon 
making  a  sale  to  that  particular  indi 
vidual.  I  would  suggest  friendly  com- 
munications always,  yet  at  the  same 
time  urgent.  Each  time  you  write,  em- 
phasize some  particular  point  of  your 
business  and  refer  to  different  phases  of 
the  question  so  as  to  thoroughly  utilize 
the  opportunity. 

You  may  infer  from  this  that  I  am 
strongly  of  the  belief  that  the  advertis 
ing  is  only  half  done  when  the  news 
paper  has  done  its  part;  the  other  half 
must  be  done  by  the  advertiser.  Ad- 
vertising does  not  pay  in  many  instances 
simply  because  it  is  only  half  done;  the 
advertiser  fails  to  avail  himself  of  its 
privileges. 

Be  sure  to  handle  your  correspond 
ence  in  a  plain,  business-like  way. 
Answer  all  questions  carefully;  be  con- 
cerned about  your  customers"  interests 
as  you  are  about  your  own;  consider 
that  his  success  augments  your  success. 
You  have  a  right  to  expect  future  re 
suits  which  is  largely  the  profit  on  your 
advertising. 

When  we  all  get  this  idea  and  prin- 
ciple thoroughly  in  our  minds  (and  most 
important  of  all  in  our  practices),  ad- 
vertising will  pay  the  poultryman,  and 
poultry  breeding  as  a  business  proposi- 
tion will  begin  to  grow  substantially. 

I  shall  hope  to  give  my  views  as  to 
what  constitutes  good  advertisements, 
in  your  next  issue.

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The  Buff  Plymouth  Rock— IVame,  Ori- 
gin and  Color. 

The  Buff  Plymouth  Rock,  at  the  out- 
set of  its  career,  says  Irvini?  Crocker  in 
the  American  Buff  Plymouth  Rock 
Club  catalogue,  was  more  than  fortun- 
ate in  having  the  prestige  of  a  good 
name.  It  matters  not  what  our  preju- 
dices may  be,  or  in  what  other  direction 
our  individual  preferences  may  run,  we 
cannot  deny  the  fact  that  the  Barred 


not  apply  to  chickens.  The  name  and 
the  reputation  of  the  original  Plymouth 
Rock  made  a  short  cut  to  fame  possi- 
ble to  the  newer  varieties.  Had  they 
been  obliged  to  win  for  themselves  a 
name  they  might  now  be  struggling  for 
an  existence  instead  of  being  where 
they  are — at  the  top  of  the  pyramid. 

I  well  remember  the  first  exhibit  of 
Buif  Rocks  at  the  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den. I  believe  it  was  their  first  appear- 
ance at  a  large  show;  at  any  rate,  very 


IDEAL  BUFF  PLYMOUTH  ROCKS. 


Plymouth  Rock  is  to  day  the  most 
widely  distributed  and  the  most  popu- 
lar fowl  in  this  country;  while  the  magic 
which  is  in  the  name  clings  to  many  an 
old  scrub  which,  by  careless  brteding, 
has  degenerated  until  it  shows  but  the 
elightest  trace  of  it  its  ancestry.  Shake- 
speare has  said: 

"  What's  in  a  name'.'  That  which  we  call  a  rose 
liy  any  other  name  would  smell  as  sweet." 

This  may  be  true  of  roses,  but  it  does 


few  people  had  ever  seen  them,  and  for 
that  reason  they  were  a  great  curiosity. 
But  to  tell  the  truth,  it  required  a  great 
stretch  of  the  imagination  to  see  much 
resemblance  to  the  Plymouth  Rock  type. 
So  much  Rhode  Island  Red  blood  had 
been  used  in  order  to  fix  the  color  that 
this  mongrel  breed  completely  over- 
shadowed, in  the  males  at  lests,  any 
suggestion  of  Plymouth  Rocks.  The 
females,  as  I  remember  them,  were  very 


much  better  and  gave  great  promise  of 
what  they  have  since  become.  But  it 
was  not  until  a  Bull  Cochin  cross  had 
been  made  that  this  new  variety  began 
to  take  on  the  ideal  Rock  shape  and 
size.  Since  that  time  the  progress 
made  has  been  marvelous,  until  they 
are  now  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  Plymouth  Rock  with  the  sin- 
gle exception  of  combs.  But  that  diffi- 
culty will  soon  be  overcome  and  we 
shall  have  a  typical  Plymouth  Rock  in 
every  section. 

The  buffl  color  has  always  been 
something  of  a  problem,  and  the 
great  variety  of  opinions,  still  exist- 

-  ing,  as  to  the  most  desirable  shade,, 
indicates  that  it  is  an  unsolved  prob- 
lem. Breeders  in  trying  to  follow 
their  own  tastes,  or  the  advice  of 
others  who  prehaps  never  bred  a  buff 
fowl  in  their  lives,  have  interpreted 

-  the  words  "  rich,  deep  buff  "  to  mean 
_ .  every  shade  of  yellow  from  a  light 

lemon  to  a  cinnamon,  not  to  men- 
tion a  mixture  in  some  cases  of  the 
two  extremes.  Of  course  the  latter 
was^caused  by  improper  matings.  I 
believe  the  revised  Standard  is  to 
require  a  rich,  golden  buff.  Whether 
this  will  be  subject  to  as  many  in- 
terpretations as  the  preEent  wording, 
remains  to  be  seen.  [Note — The 
New  Standard  says:  "  Surface  color 
throughout,  one  even  shade  of  rich 
golden  buff,  free  from  shafting  or 
mealy  appearance."— Ed  ]  This  un- 
certainty concerning  the  correct 
shade,  however,  is  already  adjust- 
ing itself,  particularly  among  breed- 
/  ers  who  patronize  the  poultry  shows, 
as  was  evident  by  the  surprising  im- 
provement in  this  particular  in  the 
shows  of  the  past  season  over  those 
of  a  year  ago.  At  Buffalo,  Roches- 
ter and  New  York,  the  color  quali- 
ties were  grand. 

in  this  connection  I  will  quote 
from  an  article  in  Poultry  Monthly 
for  March,  written  by  T,  F.  McGrew^ 
in  which  he  comments  on  this  color 
question  as  follows: 

"  The  breeders  of  Buff  Rocks,. 
Wyandottes  and  Leghorns  have  ad- 
vanced more  in  color  qualities— lime 
and  foundation  stock  considered — 
than  the  Cochin  breeders  have.  For 
over  40  years  the  Buff  Cochins  have 
sailed  under  all  shades  of  the  color; 
the  new  buff  breeds  have  already 
come  closer  to  a  true  shade  than  the 
Cochin  breed  has.  At  New  York  there 
were  more  different  shades  of  color 
among  the  Buff  Cochins  shown,  than 
among  any  other  two  buff  varieties."^ 
This  is  encouraging. 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  in  this 
matter  of  color,  we  should  follow  the 
lead  of  the  Buff  Cochin  breeders,  but 
according  to  the  above  authority  we 
can  already  set  them  a  pattern  in  spite 
of  their  experience  of  half  a  century. 
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I  have  been  told  that  it  is  the  policy 
of  Buff  Cochin  breeders  to  use  very 
dark  males  occaBlonally,  and  that  those 
having  black  in  wings  and  tails  are, 
at  all  times,  preferable  as  breeders. 
This  is  done  with  a  view  to  coun- 
teract the  tendency  to  weakness  in 
color  that  arises  from  mating  solid  buff 
birds  together,  and  is  called  toning 
them  up. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  most  dillicult 
question  with  the  breeder  of  buff  fowls 
is  how.  to  maintain  the  proper  shade 
after  he  gets  it.  He  can't  depend  on 
like  producing  like,  for  it  won  t  do  it. 
Tradition  says  "use  black,"  but  there  is 
no  black  in  the  buff  color,  besides  it 
does  not  harmonize  with  the  rest  of  the 
plumage.  I  do  not  pretend  to  say  how 
nature  mixes  colors,  but  I  do  know  that 
an  artist  would  never  think  of  using 
black  to  enrich  a  buff.  I  strongly  sus- 
pect that  the  red  which  is  found  in 
these  dark  birds  alluded  to,  cuts  an  im 
portant  figure  in  this  toning  up  process, 
and  that  the  black  in  tail  and  wings  is 
not  entitled  to  any  credit.  But  what- 
ever the  remedy,  the  breeders  of  buff 
fowls  can  be  depended  upon  to  find  it 
out.  That  they  may  do  so  speedily  is 
the  wish  of  the  writer. 


Secretary  Denny  says :  "A  few  words 
in  regard  to  the  Buff  Rock  Club.

Combs  and  Criticism. 

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Mr.  r.  G,  RobertBon's  article  in  your 
last  number,  criticising  mine  in  your 
October  issue,  reminds  me  of  a  story  I 
once  heard  regarding  a  well  known  wo- 
man who,  in  an  article  condemning 
some  irregularity  of  social  conditions, 
offended  a  gentleman,  who  replied,  and 
in  so  doing  said  that  he  did  so,  not  be- 
cause the  criticism  applied  to  him  at  all, 
but  because  he  considered  that  an  in- 
justice had  been  done  the  public  at 
large.  The  lady  in  her  next  article  re- 
ferred to  the  incident,  saying  that  the 
reply  of  the  gentleman  afforded  her  the 
keenest  satisfaction,  for  the  mere 
fact  of  his  having  taken  the  trouble  to 
retort,  showed  how  neatly  the  shoe 
fitted. 

I  feel  that  there  is  no  necessity  to 
carry  my  answer  further  than  the  citing 
of  the  above  anecdote,  but  will  do  so 
out  of  consideration  for  Mr.  Robertson's 
feelings,  which  appear  to  have  been 
touched  by  my  goodnatured  hit  at  large 
combs. 

Mr,  Robertson  is  wrong  in  his  assum- 
tion  that  I  am  trying  to  elevate  the 
Games  at  the  expense  of  other  varie- 
ties. Life  is  too  short  to  be  spent  in 
endeavoring  to  depreciate  real  values; 
and  moreover,  while  I  admit  the  Games 
are  not  as  popular  as  some  fowls,  that 
does  not  render  it  necessary  to  advance 
them  by  pulling  others  down.  The 
Games  possess  too  mu^h  real  merit  to 
require  the  use  of  such  methods,  for  all 
that  is  necessary  is  to  keep  them  before 
the  public  until  their  true  worth  is  more 
generally  realized,  I  thank  Mr.  Rob- 
ertson for  helping  to  do  this. 

My  experience  with  combs  evidently 
differs  from  Mr,  Robertson's, 

I  used  to  breed  White  Leghorns,  for 
eggs  not  for  points,  and  every  fall  off 
came  combs  and  wattles  from  all  the 
young  stock  I  intended  to  winter,  and  I 
had  healthier  and  more  contented  birds, 
and  many  more  eggs  than  I  ever  had 
when  combs  were  left  on;  so  a  chance 
frostbite  could  make  the  victim  un 
happy  and  check  the  egg  production. 

Again,  [it  has  been  my  observation 
that  a  Game  cock,  or  even  a  dubbed 
cockerel,  is  less  liable  by  far  to  colds 
than  before  dubbing;  yet  if  Mr,  Rob 
ertson's  theory  is  correct,  a  dubbed  fowl 
should  be  more  susceptible  to  cold  than 
if  undubbed— which  theory  I  have,  to 
my  own  satisfaction,  effectually  upset 
in  many  years  of  poultry  culture, 

Mr.  Robertson  and  I  doubtless  agree 
regarding  the  value  of  kerosene  in  a 
poultry  establishment,  the  only  differ- 
ence being  that  1  possibly  have  occa- 
sion to  use  less  than  he  does  for— some 
purposes.  J,  C.  Pratt.

A  department  ot  practical  ideas  relating  to 
poultry  on  tlie  farm,  conducted  by  Fred  Grundy, 
Morrisonville,  111. 


Last  winter  I  received  quite  a  num 
ber  of  letters  from  farmers  stating  that 
they  were  not  getting  any  eggs  and 
wanting  to  know  what  was  the  reason. 
As  spring  opened  up  a  large  number 
wrote  me  asking  if  my  fowls  were  a 
"  laying  strain."  They  wanted  a  variety 
of  fowls  that  would  lay  in  winter.  They 
had  tried  this,  that  and  the  other  va- 
riety, and  all  mixed,  and  they  still  failed 
to  get  eggs  when  they  were  worth 
money.  Most  of  them  had  heard  or 
read  that  there  were  "  laying  strains  " 
of  several  different  varieties,  and  they 
thought  that  if  they  could  only  procure 
a  start  of  such  a  strain  they  would  get 
some  winter  layers. 

When  I  informed  them  that  my  hens 
layed  the  year  around,  and  that  almost 
any  variety  would  do  the  same  thiog  if 
properly  fed  and  cared  for,  many  of 
them  seemed  incredulous,  and  several 
orders  intended  for  me  went  elsewhere. 

A  poultryman  living  near  me  de- 
clared emphatically  that  a  "  laying 
strain  "  of  hens  would  lay  three  to  six 
times  as  many  eggs  as  a  non-laying 
strain,  no  matter  how  they  were  fed.  I 
asked  him  if  his  Jersey  cow  would  yield 
a  large  quantity  of  milk,  rich  in  butter 
fats,  when  fed  on  straw  alone.  He  said, 
"  No;  but  a  hen  is  different  from  a  cow." 
I  asked  him  in  what  respect  the  manu- 
facture of  eggs  differed  from  the  manu- 
facture of  butter  fat,  and  he  admitted 
that  he  did  not  know.  I  asked  him 
what  he  fed  a  Jersey  cow  to  make  her 
yield  a  large  quantity  of  butter  fat.  He 
said,  "  Good  clover  hay,  bran,  cornmeal 


and  mangel  worzels."  I  then  asked 
him  what  be  fed  his  hens  to  make  them 
lay.  He  said  he  fed  them  some  corn 
and  they  picked  up  considerable  stuff 
about  the  yards.  He  is  just  like  hun- 
dreds of  others.  He  knew  how  to  feed 
a  cow  to  obtain  a  maximum  yield  of 
butter  fat,  how  to  feed  a  pig  to  fatten  it 
quickly,  and  how  to  feed  a  horse  to 
keep  up  its  condition  while  at  hard 
work,  but  he  supposed  that  hens 
could  get  egg  material  from  almost  any- 
thing. 

I  showed  a  poultry  breeder  a  pen  of 
21  hens  and  told  him  that  every  one  of 
them  were  laying,  yet  if  I  so  desired  I 
could  stop  them  in  a  week,  simply  by 
cutting  down  their  supply  of  food.  It 
was  then  the  middle  of  June.  The  first 
of  July,  when  the  egg  season  was  over, 
I  cut  down  their  supply  of  food  over 
half,  and  exactly  eight  days  later  they 
ceased  laying.  I  feed  them  very  lightly 
all  through  the  hot  weather  of  July, 
August  and  most  of  September,  and 
during  that  time  they  laid  but  two  eggs. 
They  moulted  nicely  and  not  one  died. 
The  latter  part  of  September  I  began 
feeding  again,  and  in  two  weeks  nearly 
all  were  laying,  and  they  will  lay  all 
winter.  When  they  were  resting  eggs 
were  worth  six  cents  per  dozen.  Next 
month  they  will,  I  think,  be  worth  15 
cents,  and  I  will  have  eggs  to  sell. 

A  facetious  friend  of  mine  says: 
"Hens  won't  lay  twice.  Once  when 
they  are  not  fed  enough,  and  once  when 
they  are  fed  too  much  I"  He  is  correct. 
My  hens  laid  all  last  winter  and  up  to 
the  time  I  stopped  them  in  July,  on  the 
following  bill  of  fare:  Oats,  corn,  dry 
bran,  potato  parings  and  scraps  from 
the  table,  limestone  grit,  oyster  shells, 
skim  milk  and  water  all  winter,  and 
clover,  chickweed  and  grass  added  in 
spring  and  summer.  There  were  34 
hens  and  one  cock  in  the  pen,  and  when

I  began  incubating  the  eggs,  early  in 
March,  91  per  cent  proved  fertile. 

In  feeding  the  above  materials  I  kept 
oats  and  bran,  water,  grit  and  shells  be- 
fore thiem  all  the  time,  corn  on  the  ear 
once  a  day,  two  quarts  of  skim  milk  a 
day,  and  in  spring  grass,  chick  weed  and 
clover  once  a  day.  One  must  exercise 
judgment  in  feeding  the  corn.  If  too 
much  is  given  the  birds  become  too  fat; 
if  too  little,  egg  production  is  checked. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I  feed  no  warm 
or  cold  mashes,  nor  cut  bone,  and  the 
only  meat  they  received  was  the  few 
scraps  in  the  table  waste,  and  about 
once  in  two  weeks  a  rabbit.  I  have  fed 
both  meat  and  cut  bone  at  different 
times,  giving  one-half  ounce  per  hen 
each  day  for  two  weeks  at  a  time;  but 
its  cost  largely  exceeded  all  apparent 
value  received.  I  am  not  advising 
against  the  use  of  cut  bone;  but  for  one 
thing,  I  haven't  time  to  prepare  it,  and 
another,  my  bens  do  as  well  without  as 
with  it. 

Here  in  the  West  we  cannot  afford  to 
pay  out  good  money  for  fancy  imple 
ments  or  patent  foods  or  condiments, 
nor  can  we  afford  to  monkey  our  time 
away  on  fancy  soups  and  warm  mashes. 
Eight  to  15  cents  a  dozen  for  eggs  won't 
pay  the  bill  and  leave  us  anything. 
What  we  want  is  to  get  the  largest 
quantity  of  eggs  from  such  food  as  we 
grow,  or  can  buy  cheaply.  And  if  we 
supply  our  hens  with  the  right  sort  of  a 
variety  of  the  cheap  feeds,  we  can  get 
the  eggs;  that  is,  if  we  supplement  this 
food  with  sensible  care.  Fowls  love 
corn  when  the  weather  is  cold,  and  if  it 
is  accessible  they  will  eat  too  much  of 
it.  For  this  reason  we  must  pen  them 
if  we  want  eggs.  It  seems  almost  like 
foolishness  to  pen  fowls  on  the  farm, 
but  we  mu3t  do  it  to  get  eggs  in  winter. 
A  roll  of  48 -inch  netting  will  make  a 
pen  large  enough  for  25  hens,  and  if 
well  cared  for  25  hens  will  lay  a  good 
many  eggs. 

In  closing  let  me  say  that  I  have 
found  that  sharp  grit  is  as  necessary  for 
laying  hens  as  water.  I  use  a  limestone 
grit  and  it  has  proved  to  be  as  good  as 
any.  Water  and  grit  are  as  essential  as 
food;  and  corn  and  good  judgment  is 
necessary  in  feeding  for  good  results.

Advice  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  sickness 
of  fowls. 


ROUP  AS  A  BLOOD  DISEASE. 

A  Veteran  Breeder  Gives  His  ViCAvs 
on  tlie  Subject  of  Sick  Fowls--A 
Matter  for  Discussion  Among 
Raisers  of  Pure-bred  Stock. 

[In  the  course  of  correspondence  we  asked  .1. 
L.  Campbell  a  question  or  two  regarding  the 
ever-present  ailments  of  birds.  He  replied  as 
foUows.-ED.  A.  P.  .jr.] 

I  think  it  would  be  hard  to  find  any 
poultry  breeder  who  has  kept  poultry 
as  many  years  as  I  have  and  has  had  as 
little  experience  with  poultry  diseases 
as  myself.  My  experience  has  been 
confined  to  roup  and  cholera,  both  trans- 
mitted and  contagious,  I  fully  believe. 
I  have  always  gone  on  the  theory  that 
prevention  is  better  than  cure,  and  I 
succeeded  along  that  line  very  well.  I 
decided  that  roup  never  breaks  out 
spontaneously;  that  the  mere  fact  that 
some  of  the  fowls  catch  cold  is  not  roup: 
for  during  all  my  life  up  to  "94  I  had 
never  paid  any  particular  attention  to 
preventing  my  fowls  catching  cold. 

That  year  I  raised  some  stock  from 
eggs  bought  from  a  prominent  breeder, 
whose  stock  I  know  had  roup,  because 
I  saw  them  and  saw  him  working  with 
them  before  I  knew  what  the  disease 
was.  From  what  I  have  learned  since 
i  am  positive  that  I  got  the  roup  from 
those  eggs  in  the  first  place.  I  have 
proved  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt 
that  eggs  laid  by  fowls  which  ever  have 
had  the  roup  will  produce  roup  in  the 
chicks,  even  although  the  hen  appears 
to  be  perfectly  cured. 

Roup  is  a  blood  disease,  and  once  in 
the  blood  it  will  stay  there.  It  is  just 
as  incurable  as  leprosy.  Not  that  the 
fowls  do  not  appear  to  be  cured;  they 
do  seem  to  get  well,  but  if  you  hatch 
their  eggs  the  chicks  from  them  in  the 
fall  will  take  the  roup  without  the 
slightest  provocation,  and  often  have  it 
when  hatched  out.  I  have  had  them 
come  out  of  the  shell  with  both  eyes 
closed  and  full  of  matter,  just  like  the 
old  hens  would  have,  from  eggs  If^id  by 
hens  which  had  been  cured  of  roup.  I 
went  all  through  it.  I  did  not  guess  at 
anything.  After  reaching  that  conclu- 
sion there  was  but  one  thing  to  do,  and 
that  was  to  kill  and  bury  or  burn 
every  fowl  that  showed  any  symptoms 
of  roup. 

Now,  I  know  that  it  is  a  heart  break- 
ing  job  for  a  breeder  who  has  a  fine  lot 
of  pets  to  turn  in  and  kill  and  burn 
them  up,  especially  as  long  as  they  eat 
well  and  he  thinks  there  is  not  much 


the  matter  with  them;  but  as  true  as 
you  are  alive,  it  is  the  only  way.  When 
you  can  succeed  in  raising  white  chil- 
dren from  colored  parents  you  can  raise 
healthy  chicks  from  roupy  hens.  One 
is  just  as  possible  as  the  other.  A  man 
who  believes  otherwise  is  certainly  fool- 
ish to  try  it.  Consequently  you  see  that 
there  would  not  be  many  who  would 
follow  my  advice  on  this  disease,  and  I 
could  not  give  any  other  than  what  I 
believe.  Moreover,  I  will  tell  you  that 
I  will  not  eat  one  of  these  cured,  fowls, 
and  what  I  will  not  eat  I  will  not  sell. 
So  what  are  you  to  do  with  them  ? 

I  know  a  number  of  breeders  who 
tried  the  hatchet  to  get  rid  of  roup,  and 
they  have  all  decided  that  it  is  the  only 
plan  that  will  work.  Just  as  long  as 
any  breeder  keeps  doctoring  his  fowls 
and  raising  chicks  from  them,  just  so 
long  will  he  have  to  keep  it  up,  and  to 
keep  distributing  eggs  from  such  stock 
all  over  the  country  is  simply  wrong. 
If  there  is  any  possible  way  to  stop  it, 
the  sooner  it  is  done  the  better. 

My  experience  with  cholera  is  that 
my  birds  had  it  once  and  I  lost  my  en- 
tire fiock,  except  one  old  tough  hen. 
She  drank  water  for  three  days  and 
nights  without  stopping  more  than  five 
minutes  at  a  time.  At  any  rate,  she 
was  always  standing  by  the  water,  day 
and  night,  every  time  I  would  look.  So 
I  decided  that  she  never  left  it.  She 
got  well. 

Eoup,  cholera  and  a  few  cases  of  diph- 
theria, and  consumption,  diarrhtei  and 
gapes  about  comprises  the  sum  total 
of  my  experience  with  sick  chickens. 
My  turkeys  did  have  the  scab  once,  but 
as  they  all  died,  and  I  did  not  learn  how 
to  cure  the  disease,  I  am  hardly  com- 
petent to  deal  with  that. 

I  can  tell  your  readers  very  much  bet- 
ter how  to  keep  their  chickens  from 
getting  sick  than  to  cure  them  after- 
wards. What  fills  me  with  supreme 
disgust  is  that  people  doctor  up  their 
sick  fowls  and  then  sell  them  in  the 
markets.  In  fact,  plenty  of  them  are 
sold  while  already  sick.  My  conscience 
is  clear  in  that  respect.  I  burned  up 
all  of  mine,  as  well  as  the  eggs  they 
laid. 

I  tell  you  that  it  is  an  extremely  dif- 
ficult matter  in  these  days  to  get  pure 
bred  stock  that  is  perfectly  free  from 
disease.  I  know  one  breeder  who  has 
very  fine  Barred  Rocks.  I  had  written 
him  last  fall  that  I  wanted  some  fine 
cockerels,  and  he  had  them,  he  said.  So 
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I  decided  that  I  would  go  and  eelect 
them'myBelf.  I  know  that  this  man 
had  always  had  healthy  stock.  When  I 
got  there  he  had  a  very  fine  lot  of  cock- 
erels, surely,  and  every  one  had  the 
roup.  It  was  his  first  experience,  and 
he  did  not  know  what  it  was.  I  asked 
him  if  he  had  bought  any  stock  lately. 
He  said,  just  one  cock,  and  he  showed 
me  the  cock— a  very  fine  one.  Yes,  he 
was  sick,  just  like  the  others  when  he 
came;  but  the  man  told  him  what  to  do 
for  him  and  he  soon  got  well.  All  those 
fine  young  cockerels  had  been  raised 
from  him. 

I  did  not  buy  any  and  would  not  buy 
another  from  him  under  any  circum- 
stances. The  sale  of  that  one  cock 
ruined  that  other  breeder  °s  business, 
and  the  man  who  sold  him  is  a  prom- 
inent breeder  and  advertiser.  I  don't 
know  whether  he  is  in  the  Journal 
now  or  not,  but  I  do  know  that  he  has 
been  mady  a  time.  Had  this  other 
man  only  known  what  the  disease  was, 
he  most  certainly  would  never  had  used 
that  cock. 

Now,  you  will  understand  from  the 
above  that  I  would  not  be  very  much 
use  to  you  to  tell  people  how  to  cure 
their  fowls.  1  could  not  write  about 
diseases  that  I  have  had  no  experience 
with,  and  those  I  have  had  are  so  few 
that  I  would  soon  exhaust  the  subject, 
and  there  is  none  would  follow  my 
advice  until  they  had  tried  every  other 
plan  first,  and  only  a  few  of  them  then.

Editor  American  Poultry  Journal: 

Dear  Sir:— Can  you  give  me  any  in- 
formation on  the  following  disease,  if 
so  the  favor  would  be  greatly  appreci- 
ated. This  spring  I  hatched  five  Black 
Langshan  cockerels  from  eggs  bought 
of  a  thoroughbred  raiser.  The  chicks 
did  well  until  about  the  age  when  their 
combs  should  begin  to  redden  and  grow, 
which  instead  of  doing  grew  pale  and 
white  around  the  eyes.  An  iron  tonic 
was  given  them,  and  their  feed  of  oats, 
corn  and  wheat  was  continued  and  they 
were  given  range  of  yard  and  garden. 
Grit  was  plentiful.  As  the  trouble  did 
not  disappear  a  very  close  examination 
was  made.  The  skin  was  scaly  and 
rough  on  the  head,  extending  back  to 
the  neck.  On  top  and  sides  of  head, 
back  of  the  red  skin,  the  skin  was 
wrinkled  so  as  to  make  the  feathers 
stand  up.  Applications  of  vasallne  or 
lard  and  coal  oil  and  a  drop  of  carbolic 
acid  were  frequently  made.  About  this 
time  one  cock  got  much  worse;  they  all 
had  some  cold,  and  this  one  developed  a 
bad  case  ofdiarrhd-a.  Sores  broke  out 
on  his  head,  running  matter  and  having 
a  disagreeable  odor.  He  got  in  such 
bad  condition,  notwithstanding  all  the 
care  I  gave  him,  that  he  was  killed. 

The  rest  seemed  to  remain  about  the

These  Langshans  have  been  kept  in 
lot  with  other  fowls,  none  of  which 
have  as  yet  shown  any  symptoms  of 
disease.  They  have  had  same  feed  and 
care.  The  disease  cannot  be  hereditary. 
The  man  I  got  the  eggs  of  has  none  of 
it  and,  in  fact,  never  saw  a  similar  case, 
It  puzzles  everybody  I  have  shown  the 
chickens  to. 

If  you  can  give  me  any  information 
as  to  cause  and  cure,  it  would  be  appre- 
ciated. I  am  much  distressed,  they  be- 
ing my  first  thoroughbreds  so  affected^ 
and  unable  to  do  anything  for  them.  1 
am  unable  to  find  any  account  of  a  sim- 
ilar case  in  any  number  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Journal  that  I  have, 
my  subscription  only  running  back  a 
few  months,  however.  Yours  truly, 
Clayton  M.  Kelly.

[Answer:— It  is  Impossible  to  say 
what  was  the  disease  that  afflicted  the 
Langshans.  There  is  nothing  like  it  in 
the  books  and  in  our  personal  experi- 
ence. We  never  saw  anything  like  it. 
Every  diagnosis  fails  because  of  the 
peculiar  features  of  the  case.  It  was 
evidently  a  constitutional  disease,  like 
blood  poisoning  or  scrofula,  but  our 
correspondent  says  the  ancestors  were 
and  are  healthy,  as  are  brothers  and 
sisters.  The  fact  that  other  chickens  in 
the  same  yard  were  not  afflicted  shows 
that  the  disease  was  not  infectious. 
We  are  inclined  to  think  those  chicks 
got  something  to  eat  that  the  others  did 
not  find.  There  is  no  other  line  of  rea- 
soning that  will  account  for  the  facts 
before  us,  and  our  correspondent  has 
given  a  pretty  full  and  clear  statement. 
If  any  reader  of  the  American  Poul- 
try Journal  has  had  any  experience 
with  similar  disease,  we  would  be 
pleased  to  hear  from  them.— Ed.]
